Amend the Constitution of South Carolina of 1895 so as to Authorize Legislation 
to Provide for the Retirement of Judges of the Supreme Court and the Circuit 
Courts of South Carolina; to Provide Compensation to Those Retired; and 
to Provide for the Election of Their Successors.

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An Act to provide for the establishment and management of a public library 
system for York County, South Carolina, and for the appointment of the members 
of the York County Library Board. 


An Act to amend Subsection (7) of Section 5413 of the Code of Laws of South 
Carolina, 1932, as amended by Act No. 933 of the Acts of 1936, so as to make 
further provisions with reference to the length and expiration of the terms of the 
trustees of Cooper River School District No. 4 in Charleston County. 


An Act to provide for the establishment of a public school at the State Industrial 
School for Girls, 


An Act to provide for the employment of an auctioneer by the Clerk of Court of 
Chester County to make judicial sales in said county and fix the compensation of 
such auctioneer and tax same as costs. 


An Act to amend an Act entitled “An Act to provide for the formation and man-

An Act to authorize and empower Greenwood County to condemn such lands, rights- 
of-way and property necessary or convenient in the construction and operation of 
its hydro-electric project at Buzzard Roost on the Saluda River, 


An Act to prohibit the board of trustees of a school district in Cherokee County 
from consolidating two or more schools within the district unless authorized by a 
majority of those residing in the district, and to invalidate any consolidation of 
two or more school districts, in said county made by said board of trustees during 
the year 1933, prior to the effective date of this Act. 


An Act to create a South Carolina State Planning Board, and to define its duties 
and powers. 


An Act to provide a fund in Chester County to be used by the County Board ot 
Education to assist in the erection and repair of school buildings, and in the pro- 
motion of education in certain school districts of Chester County. 


An Act to insure a reconstruction of the hard surfaced county roads in Greenville 
County when a section of the road has been cut out or removed for the purpose of 
laying pipes or other conduits thereunder. 


An Act to repeal an Act entitled ‘An Act to amend Section One of Act No. 874 of 
the Acts of the General Assembly of 1932, entitled ‘An Act to provide for the num- 
ber of magistrates and magisterial districts in Newberry County’, as amended by 
Act No. 773 of 1934 and by Act No. 75 of the Acts of 1935, so as to further define 
the territorial limits of magisterial districts numbers one and two” and the Acta 
which it amends, relating to the same subject matter; and to further provide for 
the division of the county of Newberry into magisterial districts of said county. 


An Act to increase the number of trustees from three to five in Oak Grove Con- 
solidated School District No. 22, Florence County, South Carolina, 
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An Act to amend Section 2 of Act No. 775 of the Acts of South Carolina, 1932, 
entitled “An Act to regulate, control, and restrict the organization and operation of 
certain banks having a minimum capital stock, and to reduce the amount of capital 
stock required in the organization of banks in certain cities, towns, villages, and un- 
incorporated communities,” as amended by Act No. 958 of the Acts of South Caro- 
lina, 1936, so as to provide that banks organized thereunder may be relieved of 
certain restrictions of the Act under certain conditions. 


An Act to amend Section 4964, Code of Laws of South Carolina, 1932, relating to 
compensation of witnesses in the Court of General Sessions so as to provide for 
the manner of payment of such witnesses in Anderson County. 


An Act to authorize boards of several school districts in Union County to let con- 
tracts for the transportation of the pupils of the public schools of the county to 
cover as long a period as three (3) years. 


An Act to require railroad carriers to equip trainmen engaged in switching and 
train movements in intra-state commerce with electric hand lanterns, to prohibit 
the use of oil lanterns, and to provide penalties for violations hereof, 


An Act to declare it a misdemeanor to steal tobacco plants. 


An Act regulating the printing of blanks used in absentee voting, and to provide 
a penalty for the violation of the provisions thereof. 


An Act to provide for the allocation of the proceeds of sale of property by the 
Forfeited Land Commission for Georgetown County between the ordinary county 
fund and the school board fund on the basis of tax levies for the respective purposes. 


An Act to amend Section 4 of Act No. 241 of the Acts of 1937, approved April 
29, 1937, entitled “‘An Act to create the office of tax collector of Clarendon County,” 
etc,, so as to definitely fix the compensation of said tax collector, provide for a 
clerk in his office and the appointment and compensation of his sub-collectors, and 
direct his remittances to the county treasurer, 


An Act to authorize, empower and direct the supervisor of Marlboro County to 
vigilantly watch the public roads of the county and swear out warrants for those 
who injure the same. 


An Act to authorize and direct the Superintendent of Education of Chester County 
to establish a circulating library in said county; to authorize the acceptance of 
aid for the cost thereof from the Works Progress Administration, or any other agency, 
and to provide for the payment of the cost thereof. 


An Act to create the Fairfield County Library Commission; to define its duties and 
powers and to provide funds, to acquire books and to provide for their circulation 
throughout Fairfield County. 


An Act to provide a County Board of Commissioners for Anderson County; to 
prescribe their duties, powers, authority, terms of office and manner of selection; to 
prohibit members thereof from selling supplies and furnishing labor to said county; 
to require purchases made on behalf of the county to be on competitive bids; to 
prescribe the duties of the supervisor relative to repair of bridges and reads; to 
abolish board of finance of said county and to devolve the duties of the members 
thereof upon the Board of County Commissioners and to provide penalty for viola- 
tion of the provisions thereof. 
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An Act to fix and establish a statute of limitations for the bringing of actions 
against all counties in the State of South Carolina having a population as shown 
by the United States official census of 1930 in excess of 85,000 people and against 
any and all other counties of said State which may at any time hereafter be shown 
by any future official census of the United States to have a population in excess 
of 85,000 people, by any former, present or future officer (including county auditors 
and county treasurers) employee, or agent thereof or his or her agent, on account 
of any claim for salary, wages, fees, costs or other emolument of claim alleged to 
be due him or her on account of services rendered or performed, and prohibiting 
the bringing of such action except as provided for herein. 


An Act to amend Section 3949, Code of Laws of South Carolina, 1932, relating 
to the form of promissory notes executed by certain officials of Allendale County. 


An Act to amend Section 2702 Code of Laws of South Carolina, 1932, relating to 
county and auditors by eliminating the requirement that the county auditor of Horry 
County visit townships for the purpose of receiving returns.

Between Certain Dates. 


Section 1. Season not hunt doves, Florence County.—Be it en- 
acted by the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: That 
it shall be unlawful to hunt Doves in Florence County between 
January 31st and Thanksgiving Day of each Year. 
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§ 2. All Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent herewith are hereby 
repealed. 
§ 3. This Act shall take effect upon its approval by the Governor.

AN ACT to Authorize the City of Winnsboro to Assess One-half 
the Cost of Street Improvements Against Abutting Property 
and to Issue and Sell Improvement Certificates, Notes or 
Bonds Thereon. 
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Section 1. City of Winnsboro assess one-half cost of street 
improvements against abutting property on consent two-thirds 
owners of such property.—Be it enacted by the General Assembly 
of the State of South Carolina: That under authority of Section 
17 of Article 10 of the Constitution of South Carolina of 1895 the 
City of Winnsboro is hereby authorized, upon the written consent 
of two-thirds of the owners of property abutting upon the street, 
side walk or part of either proposed to be improved, and upon the 
condition that said City of Winnsboro shall pay at least one-half 
of the cost of such improvements, to levy an assessment upon the | 
property of abutting land owners for the purpose of paying for 
permanent improvements on streets and side walks immediately 
abutting such property in the City of Winnsboro. 


§ 2. Issue certificates pay for such improvements.—In such 
improvement, the City of Winnsboro is hereby authorized to adopt 
by ordinance or otherwise, without the necessity of an election, to 
issue improvement certificates, notes or bonds in an amount not 
exceeding the sum of fifteen thousand ($15,000.00) dollars for the 
purpose of payment of the cost of such improvements in and upon 
the street of Winnsboro, pledging the assessments as security there- 
for, and such certificates, notes or bonds shall not be deemed as 
part of the bonded indebtedness within the meaning of the Con- 
stitutional limitation. The City of Winnsboro shall by ordinance fix 
the amount of the certificates, note or notes, or bond or bonds, the 
due date and the amount of interest to be paid thereon. 


§ 3. Sell, borrow on, or pledge certificates——That the City 
Council of Winnsboro is hereby authorized and empowered to sell 
any such certificates of indebtedness, notes or bonds which may

The duties and authority, as well as the restrictions im- 
posed thereon, heretofore devolved upon the Forfeited Land Commis- 
sion of Florence County, as provided for under the provisions of 
Section 2167, Code of Laws of South Carolina, 1932, are hereby de- 
volved upon the office of the Forfeited Land Commissioner: Pro- 
wided, That, before any property is sold by the Commissioner, the 
sale price thereof shall be approved in writing by a majority of the 
governing board of Florence County. 

§ 2, Term—election — appointment — vacancy.— The regular 
term of office of the Forfeited Land Commissioner for Florence 
County shall be for two (2) years and until his successor has been. 
duly elected and qualified, as provided for hereunder. He shall be 
elected by the voters of Florence County, after nomination in the 
primary, as provided for other elective county officers: Provided, 
However, That the regular term of office shall not begin until Jan- 
uary 1, 1939, and, immediately upon the passage of this Act, the Gov- 
ernor shall appoint a fit and suitable person upon the recommendation 
of all the members of the Legislative Delegation from Florence 
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County, who shall hold office until December 31, 1938, and until his 
successor shall have been elected and qualified. In case of a vacancy 
occurring, for any cause, in the office of the Forfeited Land Commis- 
sioner for Florence County, it shall be filled by appointment by the 
Governor upon the recommendation of all of the members of the 
Legislative Delegation from said County. 


§ 3. Compensation—The said Commissioner shall receive as 
compensation for his services the following commissions on sales of 
property: 10% on each sale not exceeding One Hundred ($100.00) 
Dollars ; 9% on each sale over One Hundred ($100.00) Dollars and 
not exceeding Two Hundred ($200.00) Dollars; 8% on each sale 
over Two Hundred ($200.00) Dollars and not exceeding Three Hun- 
dred ($300.00) Dollars ; 7% on each sale over Three Hundred ($300- 
.00) Dollars and not exceeding Four Hundred ($400.00) Dollars; 
6% on each sale over Four Hundred ($400.00) Dollars and not ex- 
ceeding Five Hundred ($500.00) Dollars ; 5% on each sale over Five 
Hundred ($500.00) Dollars: Provided, That in no event shall the 
commission on any sale be less than $5.00. 

§ 4. Bond.—The Forfeited Land Commissioner shall give bond 
in the usual form in the sum of Five Thousand ($5,000.00) Dollars, 
to be approved by the Governing Board of Florence County and to 
be filed in the office of Clerk of Court for Florence County, condi- 
tioned upon the faithful discharge of the duties of his office. 

§ 5. Reports—settlements—The Forfeited Land Commissioner 
shall render a sworn itemized statement and account to the ‘Treasurer 
of Florence County every thirty days showing the property he has 
. on hand and sales for the period of thirty days preceding each report, 
and shall pay to the Treasurer all moneys collected during such 
period. 

§ 6. Florence County forfeited land commission abolished—re- - 
peal.—The Forfeited Land Commission of Florence County is here- 
by abolished, and all Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent with the pro- 
visions of this Act are hereby repealed.

AN ACT Defining the Power of Any Notary Public Who is a 
Stockholder, Director, Officer or Employee of a Bank or Cor- 
poration to Take Renunciation of Dower, the Acknowledg- 
ment, Administer Oath to Any Party or Protest Any Instru- 
ment Where the Bank or Corporation is Interested, and to 
Ratify and Validate Execution of Such Powers Heretofore 
Exercised. 


Section 1. Powers of notary public when stockholder, di- 
rector, officer or employee of corporation.—Be it enacted by the 
General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: A Notary Public 
who is a stockholder, director, officer or employee of a bank or other 
corporation shall have full power and authority to take renunciation 
of dower in any written instrument or to take the acknowledgment 
or the oath of a subscribing witness of any party to a written instru- 
ment executed to or by such corporation, or to administer an oath to 
any stockholder, director, or officer, employee or agent of such cor- 
poration, or to protest to non-acceptance or non-payment bills of ex- 
change, drafts, checks, notes and other negotiable instruments which 
may be owned or held for collection by such corporation; Provided, 
It shall be unlawful for any Notary Public to take the acknowledg- 
ment or probate of an instrument executed by or to a bank or other 
corporation of which he is a stockholder, director, officer or employee 
where such notary is individually a party to such instrument, or to 
protest any negotiable instrument owned or held for collection by 
such corporation, where such notary is individually a party to such 
instrument. 

§ 2. Acts validated —aAll acknowledgements, probates, oaths and 
renunciations of dower heretofore so taken or administered are here- 
by ratified, confirmed, validated and made legal and binding and of 
full force and effect ; Provided, It is not in conflict with the proviso 
in Section 1 of this Act.

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Section 1. § 2815, 1932, Code, amended—deposit of public 
funds, Georgetown County.—Be it enacted by the General Assembly 
of the State of South Carolina: That Section 2815, Code of Laws 
of South Carolina, 1932, as amended by Act No. 609 of the Acts of 
the General Assembly of 1932, as amended by Act No. 20 of the 
Acts of the General Assembly of 1933, be, and the same is hereby, 
repealed, and the following substituted in the stead of and in lieu 
of the said Section, and to be designated as Section 2815: 

“Section 2815. All funds of the County of Georgetown shall be 
deposited by the custodian in such bank. or depository as shali be 
designated by a Board consisting of the County Treasurer, the Chair- 
man of the Board of County Commissioners, County Atterney, the 
State Senator and the Clerk of Court, or a majority of them, under 
such regulations, restrictions and provisions, if any, as they may 
prescribe, By and with the approval of the above named Board, the 
Treasurer of Georgetown County is authorized to purchase securi- 
ties to safeguard any funds of the County. All securities purchased 
or held in trust by the Treasurer of Georgetown County for the 
purpose of safeguarding County funds shall be approved by the above 
named Board; the said Board shall be Custodians of these securities, 
and shall procure a safety deposit box in some bank, or banks, in 
this state, keeping a list of all deposits and withdrawals; a list to 
be furnished, whenever any deposits or withdrawals are made, to the 
County Treasurer and the County Board of Commissioners.

Section 1. Contigious landowners construct lakes and make 
other improvements eliminate swamps, Anderson County—form 
drainage districts —Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the 
. State of South Carolina: Whenever, in the County of Anderson, 
contiguous landowners on a stream on which there is a swamp or 
swamps, desire to rid themselves of the swamp and it is more desir- 
able and feasible to construct a reservoir or lake than it is to drain 
said swamps, landowners may form a drainage district as now pro- 
vided by the Code of Laws of the State of South Carolina for the 
formation of drainage districts and may build a dam and lake instead 
of draining; they may also clear the basin and may make other im- 
provements that will eliminate or reduce the swamp. 

§ 2. Laws applicable-—The formation of said drainage district 
and all proceedings and law relating to drainage districts not incon- 
sistent herewith shall be applicable to such drainage districts.

Section 1. Act 301, 1937 Acts, amended—disbursement of 
funds, Lee County forestry board.—Be it enacted by the General 
Assembly of the State of South Carolina: That Sections 7 and 8 
of an Act entitled “An Act to Provide for the Formation and the 
Management of a County Forest Fire Control Organization and 
Providing for the Systematic Care and Management of Forest and 
Wild Land Areas in Lee County in South Carolina; for the Protec- 
tion of Forest Lands”; etc., known as Act No. 301 of the Acts of 
1937, be, and the same is, hereby amended by striking out said 
Sections 7 and 8 and inserting in lieu thereof the following to be 
known as Sections 7 and 8: 

“Section 7. The Auditor of Lee County is hereby directed annually 
’ to levy a sufficient tax upon all taxable property of Lee County 
annually to raise not less than twenty-five hundred ($2,500.00) 
dollars for the purpose of defraying the expenses incident to the 
forest fire control herein provided, and the Treasurer of Lee County 
shall, on the lst day of July, the lst day of Octoner, the Ist day of

AN ACT to Authorize and Empower the Town Council of the 
Town of McClellanville to Appoint 2 Port Commission for 
McClellanville. 


Section 1. Port commission, town of McClellanville—appoint- 
ment.—Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of South 
Carolina: That the Town Council of the Town of McClellanville be 
authorized and empowered to appoint a board of commissioners to 
be known as a Port Commission; this commission to consist of three 
men, appointed by the Town Council, one of whom shall be the 
Intendent, or a member of the Town Council, the other two to be 
residents of the Town of McClellanville, but not to come from the 
Council. 


§ 2. Term.—Each Commissioner shall hold office for a term of 
two years unless otherwise removed by the Council.

§ 4. Rules and regulations—penalties—The said commission 
shall have jurisdiction over the town wharf of McClellanville and 
shall make such rules and regulations as it may deem necessary, for 
the protection, preservation, and safety of said wharf, with authority 
to prescribe for such penalties for the violation of said regulations 
as they may deem adequate; Provided that the penalty shall not 
exceed the sum of One Hundred ($100.00) Dollars or thirty days 
for each offense. 

§ 5. Further duties.—It shall be the duty of the commission to 
set all licenses or fees and collect them; to inspect the Town Wharf 
at least once every three months; to investigate all reports to said 
commission as speedily as possible; and to see that the wines is kpet 
in good repair. 

§ 6. Use fees maintain wharf—AlIl fees, charges, and penalties 
collected under section 4 of this act shall be paid over to the Port 
Commission to be used toward the upkeep of the Town Wharf.

AN ACT to Amend an Act Entitled ‘An Act to Further Regulate 
the Hours per Day an Employee May Work in Cotton, Rayon, 
Silk, or Woolen Textile Mills in This State’, Approved the 
25th Day of May, 1936, Being Act No. 832, of the Act of 
1936, by Further Limiting the Hours of Labor in Such In- 
dustries. | 


Section 1. Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State 
of South Carolina: Definitions—For the purpose of this Act, em- 
ployer includes every person, firm, corporation, partnership, stock 
association, agent, manager, representative, or foreman, or other 
persons having control or custody of any employment or of any 
employee in any cotton, rayon, silk, or woolen textile mill in this 
State. Employee includes both males and females. 

§ 2. Hours Work Employees—No employer shall employ or 
suffer or permit an employee to work for more than forty (40) 
hours in any one week or more than eight (8) hours in any one day 
of twenty-four (24) consecutive hours, or on more than five days 
in any period of seven consecutive days. If the work during any 
one day is not continuous but is divided into two or more periods, 
the employer shall provide that all such periods fall within twelve 
(12) consecutive hours. Provided, the provisions of this Act shall 
apply to all employees working inside or outside of any cotton, silk, 
rayon or woolen mill in this State, except office and supervisory staff, 
engineers, firemen, watchmen, shipping and outside crews, repair 
shop crews, carpenters, mechanics, and electricians. 

§ 3. Post This Statute on Premises—Every employer shall post 
and keep conspicuously posted in or about the premises wherein any 
employee: is employed a printed copy of this Act, to be furnished 
by the Commissioner of Labor. 

§ 4. Schedule of Hours of Employment—Every employer shall 
post and keep conspicuously posted in every room wherein any em- 
ployee is employed a schedule of hours of employment which shall 
contain the maximum number of hours each employee shall be em- 
ployed during each day of the week, with the total hours per week, 
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the hours of commencing and stopping, and the time allotted for the 
daily meal period. An employer may permit employees to begin 
work after the time for beginning and to cease work before the time 
for ending stated in such schedule, but he shall not otherwise employ 
them except as stated in such schedule. Said schedule of hours, except 
in case of emergency, shall not be changed after the beginning of 
work on the first day of the week without authority of the Commis- 
sioner of Labor. An emergency shall be any unusual condition beyond 
the control of the management suddenly arising, and, in order to be 
met, requires a change in schedule of hours. Said schedule shall be 
on a form provided by the Commissioner of Labor and shall remain 
the property of said Commissioner. Provided, further, That nothing 
herein shall prevent an employer from making up lost time, due to 
accident or other unavoidable cause, to the extent of thirty (30) 
hours in any quarter of any calendar year; such lost time to be made 
up in the quarter year in which it was lost. In such case, the em- 
ployer shall post notice in each department in which the lost time is 
being made up, giving the exact time when the work is to be made 
up and for what cause it was lost. A copy of such notice shall be 
mailed to the Commissioner of Labor of South Carolina before the 
beginning of the making up of such lost time, and a complete detailed 
record of the making up of such lost time shall be kept by the em- 
ployer.and presented on the request of the Factory Inspector. 

§ 5. Employer Keep Time Book—Every employer shall keep 
a time book or record which shall state the name, address, and oc- 
cupation of each employee, the number of hours worked by him on 
each day of the week and the amount of wages paid to him each day 
period. Such time book or record shall be kept on file for at least one 
year after the entry of the record and shall be open to the inspection 
of the Commissioner of Labor and his duly authorized representative. 
Any employer who fails to keep such a time book or record, or 
knowingly makes any false statement therein, or refuses to exhibit 
such time book or record upon the request of the Commissioner or 
his representative in accordance with the requirements of this Act, 
shall be deemed to have violated this Section. 

§ 6. Enforcement.—It shall be the duty of the Commissioner of 
Labor to enforce all the provisions of this Act. The Commissioner 
of Labor and his authorized representatives may enter and inspect 
as often as practicable, not exceeding once every thirty days, all 
establishments or places of employment covered by this Act, and 
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for the purpose of enforcing compliance with the provisions of this 
Act shall have free access to any cotton, rayon, silk or woolen mill 
in this State. 

§ 7. Employer not Hinder or Delay Employment—No em- 
ployer shall hinder or delay the Commissioner of Labor or any of 
his authorized representatives in the performance of their duties in 
the enforcement of this Act, or refuse to admit, or lock out, any 
inspector from any place which he is authorized by the provisions of 
this Act to enter and inspect, or refuse to give any inspectors in- 
formation required for the proper enforcement of this Act. 

§ 8. Penalty—Any employer violating any of the provisions of 
this Act shall be guilty of a misdemeanor and, upon conviction, shall 
be punished by a fine of not less than Twenty-five ($25.00) Dollars 
nor more than One Hundred ($100.00) Dollars, or imprisonment 
not to exceed thirty (30) days, for each and every offense. 

§ 9. Saving Clause—If any provisions of this Act, or of the 
application of such provisions to any person or circumstances, shall 
be held invalid, the remainder of this Act, or the application of such 
provision to persons or circumstances other than those to which it 
is held invalid, shall not be affected thereby. 

§ 10. Repeal—All Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent with this 
Act are hereby repealed. 

§ 11. Duration.—This Act shall become inoperative on May Ist, 
1939, unless prior to that date the Congress of the United States 
shall enact similar laws limiting the hours of labor in the cotton, 
rayon, silk or woolen textile mills to forty (40) hours per week. 

§ 12. This Act shall take effect immediately upon its approval 
by the Governor.

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Section 1. Act 924, 1936 Acts, amended—disposition of fines 
collected for violating ordinances, Folly Island, Charleston 
County.—Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of 
South Carolina: That Section 6 of Act No. 924 of the Acts of 1936, 
entitled “An Act to Establish a Township Form of Government for 
Folly Island, Charleston County, State of South Carolina”, approved 
the Ist day of June, 1936, be and the same is hereby amended, by 
adding at the end thereof the following proviso, to wit: 

“Provided, That the County Treasurer shall keep spearate and 
pay over to the Clerk and Treasurer of the Board of Township 
Commissioners all fines imposed and collected upon convictions for 
violations of any of the ordinances of said township, over and above 
the amount of One Hundred and Eighty Dollars in each fiscal year; 
and the proper officers when paying over such fines to the County 
Treasurer shall notify him that they were imposed and collected for 
such violations.” 

So that said Section, when so amended, shall read as follows: 

“Section 6: The Civil and Criminal Court of Charleston and 
the various magistrates of Charleston County are hereby granted 
jurisdiction to try offences arising from violation of the ordinances 
of the township; Provided, That the County Treasurer shall keep 
separate and pay over to the Clerk and Treasurer of the Board of 
Township Commissioners all fines imposed and collected upon con- 
victions for voilations of any of the ordinances of said township, 
over and above the amount of One Hundred and Eighty Dollars in 
each fiscal year ;. and the proper officers when paying over such fines 
to the County Treasurer shall notify him that they were imposed and 
collected for such violations.” 

§ 1-A. Duties of county treasurer.—That, upon the approval of 
this Act, the County Treasurer of Charleston County shall compute 
and shall pay over to the Treasurer of the Board of Township Com- 
missioners of Folly Island all fines, over and above the amount of 
One Hundred and Twenty ($120.00) Dollars, which have hereto- 
fore been paid over to said County Treasurer since the first day 
of July, 1937, and which said County Treasurer’s records show to 
have been imposed and collected for violations of the ordinances of 
said township; and said County Treasurer shall keep separate all

AN ACT to Require the Payment of a License for the Temporary 
Display of Samples, Goods, Wares or Merchandise for the 
Purpose of Securing Sales at Retail. 


Section 1. License for temporary display of samples, goods, 
wares or merchandise secure sales at retail—Be it enacted by the 
General Assembly’ of the State of South Carolina: That every per- 
son, firm or corporation not being a regular retail merchant in the 
State of South Carolina who shall display samples, goods, wares or 
merchandise in any hotel room or in any room or house rented or oc-

value of this natural resource, and that it is of the utmost importance 
to Darlington County to preserve its forest lands for continuous 
production of forest products, and that this cannot be accomplished 
without organized protection against forest fires, does hereby 
declare the protection against fire and the preservation of the forests 
of Darlington County, as herein defined, essential for the economic 
welfare of the whole County and its people. 

§ 3. Forest fire control organization district—That for the 
purpose of providing for the protection of forest lands, to promote 
reforestation on denuded and under-stocked and sub-marginal areas, 
and to aid in the enforcement of all laws pertaining to forests and 
other lands, Darlington County, for the purpose of this Act, is under 
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the provisions hereof, created a Forest Fire Control Organization 
District. 

§ 4. Fire prevention and control work.—aAll fire prevention and 
control work in this Forest Fire Control Organization District, cre- 
ated, by this Act, shall be under the direction of the South Carolina 
Commission of Forestry and the State Forester, subject to the pro- 
visions of this Act and the laws of the State and Federal Govern- 
ment now, or hereafter, enacted, relative to forestry and forest fire 
prevention and control. 

§ 5. Forest land.—For the purpose of this Act, all lands within 
said fire District shall be construed “Forest Land” which have 
enough forest growth, standing or down, or have sufficient inflam- 
mable debris or grass outside of corporate limits to constitute, in the 
judgment of the South Carolina State Commission of Forestry, a 
fire menace to itself or adjoining lands. 

’ § 6. Forest fire——The term “Forest Fire’’, as ‘ised in this Act, 
means any fire burning uncontrolled on any land covered wholly or 
in part by timber, brush, grass or other inflammable vegetation. 

§ 7. County tax defray expenses—disbursement.—The Audi- 
tor of Darlington County is hereby directed annually to levy a suf- 
ficient tax upon all taxable property of Darlington County to raise © 
not less than Three Thousand ($3,000.00) Dollars per annum for 
the purpose of defraying the expenses incident to the forest fire con- 
trol herein provided. The Treasurer of Darlington County shall on 
the first day of July, 1939, pay over to the State Commission of 
Forestry the sum of Three Thousand ($3,000.00) Dollars and shall 
thereafter on the first day of each July in each year pay over to the 
State Commission of Forestry the sum of Three Thousand ($3,000- 
.00) Dollars, the said sum to be used by the said Forestry Com- 
mission as herein provided, and the voucher, check or other method 
of payment made by said Treasurer shall be complete discharge of 
the said Treasurer hereunder. 


§ 8. Board—appointment—term—vacancy.—There shall be set 
up a board, to be known as the Darlington County Forestry Board, 
consisting of five (5) members, of which one shall be the State 
Forester (or his representative a member of the State Forest Serv- 
ice), with full voting power; the remaining four members shall be 

' so elected by the County Delegation, one shall be a practical lumber- 
man; one shall be a land owning farmer, and two shall be from the 
County at large. The Members elected to the Board shall serve 
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continuously or until the dissolution of this Forest Fire Control 
Organization District. 


Vacancies occurring in the membership of said Board, due to 
resignation or any other reason, shall be filled by nomination upon 
a majority vote of the remaining members of the Darlington County 
Forestry Board at the first meeting following the occurency of such 
vacancy provided, however, that such nomination shall be in ac- 
cordance with the representation specified in this Act. All members 
of said Board shall serve without compensation, 


§ 9. Duties of board—meetings— wardens, patrolmen and 
towermen.—The duties of the Board shall be to serve in an advisory 
and executive capacity for the performance of the provisions of this 
Act. They shall hold at least two meetings in each year, one during 
the month of October and one during the month of February. They 
shall approve, with such modifications as they may deem desirable, 
the forest fire control plan set up for the organization area by the 
State Commission of Forestry. And they shall also approve, with 
such modifications as they may deem desirable, the budget set up 
for the carrying on of said fire control plan. They shall appoint the 
necessary wardens, patrolmen and towermen, subject to the approval 
of the State Commission of Forestry. They shall further define the 
forest and land area of the County in accordance with acreage, as 
described in Section 7. 


§ 10. Wardens—duties and powers.—Each forest fire warden 
shall have the power, and his duties shall be, (a) to act as the field 
representative of the State Forester, (b) to prepare and forward 
to the State Forester, through the proper channels, such data in his 
District, as may be required by the State Forester, (c) to report to 
the State Forester conditions existing within his District which are 
or may become forest fire hazards, and to perform such other acts 
and duties as may be necessary in the opinion of the State Forester 
to conform with the purposes of this Act. 


§ 11. State commission of forestry and state forester—duties 
and powers.—The State Commission of Forestry and the State For- 
ester shall compile for the October meeting of the Forestry Board in 
each year a fire control plan for the Fire Control Organization Area 
and a budget itemizing the expenditures to be made during the year 
following: It shall, following the approval of the fire plan and bud- 
get, be the governing body of all fire control activities within the 
Fire Control Organization Area, and shall have power to make and 
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enforce all rules and regulations necessary for the administration 
and government of the area from the standpoint of forest fire pre- 
vention and control service, to recommend personnel to be employed 
as fire wardens, and to be the authorized agent of the Forestry Board 
to administer the acts of said Board under the authority granted by 
this Act. The State Forester and his agents or members of the State 
Commission of Forestry, or of the Forest Fire Organization Area, 
shall have the right at any or all times to go upon any land within 
the area for the purpose of fighting or controlling forest fires, as 
defined herein, without making himself liable for trespassing. 

§ 12. Title to property acquired—tThe title to all property 
which may through the cooperative forest fire control funds, be ac- 
quired for the carrying on of this County Forest Fire Control Organi- 
zation Area, created under the provisions of this Act, shall be vested 
in the State Commission of Forestry. Provided, However, If the 
State Commission of Forestry withdraws aid from said District, 
the title to said property shall vest in said Fire Control District, but 
should aid be withdrawn by said Fire Control District then title shall 
vest in said Commission of Forestry. 

§ 13. Owners burn over lands.—Nothing in this Act shall be 
‘construed as limiting and restricting the owners of any forest land 
within the Organization Area burning over their own land where 
the fire is not allowed to spread onto or over the land of another 
or others. 

§ 14. Invalidity —lIf any section, sub-section, sentence, clause or 
phrase of this Act is, for any reason, held to be unconstitutional, such 
decision shall not affect the validity of the remaining portions of 
this Act. The Legislature hereby declares that it would have passed 
this Act and each section, sub-section, sentence, clause or phrase 
hereof, irrespective of the fact that any one or more sections, sub- 
sections, sentences, clauses or phrases be declared unconstitutional. 

§ 15. Repeal—aAll Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent with this 
Act are hereby repealed. . 

§ 16. Time effective ——This Act shall take effect on the first day 
of July, 1939.

AN ACT to Amend Section 6147, of the Code of Laws of South 
Carolina, 1932, by Enlarging the Powers of the Sanitary and 
Drainage Commission of Charleston County. 


Section 1. § 6147, 1932 Code, amended—sanitary and drain- 
age commission erect, construct and. repair certain buildings, 
Charleston county.—Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the 
State of South Carolina: That Section 6147, Volume III, Code of 
Laws of South Carolina, 1932, be, and the same is hereby, amended 
by adding at the end thereof the following proviso: 


“Provided, Further, That in the County of Charleston the Sani- 
tary and Drainage Commission shall be empowered to erect, con- 
struct and repair any building or buildings to be used in whole or in 
‘part for County corporate purposes, and shall be further empowered 
to expend and disburse all funds which may be appropriated, or 
which it may receive, for these purposes :” 


So that said Section, when so amended, shall read as follows: 

Section 6147.. The functions of every such commission shall be 
sanitary drainage, public utility drainage, and agricultural drainage, 
in each county respectively : Provided, That in the County of Charles- 
ton the said commission shall be empowered, in addition to the 
functions hereinabove set forth, to construct and repair roads, 
bridges and ferries. It shall be unlawful for the authorities of 
Charleston County having the control and supervision of the roads 
in said County to accept or improve as public highways in said 
County any streets or roads hereafter opened up unless the plan, 
location and width of said streets or roads have been previously 
approved in writing by the sanitary and drainage commission of 
Charleston County: Provided, However, That this shall not apply 
to streets in incorporated cities or towns. The Sanitary and Drain- 
age Commission of Charleston County be, and it is hereby, authorized 
and empowered, in case it cannot secure gravel, soil or other road- 
building material necessary for the construction of roads within 
said County, at reasonable cost, to condemn any lands containing 
any such material in the same manner as is provided for the con- 
demnation of rights of way for railroads and other public utilities: 
Provided, That nothing herein shall empower the Sanitary and Drain- 
age Commission to condemn gravel, soil or other road-building ma- 
terials from lands or rights of way of common carriers or railroads, 
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Wherever property has heretofore been purchased by Charleston 
County for the purpose of opening up new highways in said County 
or improving existing highways, and the purchase money for said 
property has been paid out of the funds of the Sanitary and Drainage 
Commission of Charleston County, and all of the property so pur- 
chased was unnecessary to be used for the purpose of opening up 
such new highway or improving existing highways, the Sanitary 
and Drainage Commission of Charleston County is hereby authorized 
and empowered to sell and convey all or any portion or portions of 
the property so purchased as is unnecessary to be used for the pur- 
poses for which purchased, the conveyances to be made at such 
times, in such parcels, at such prices and on such terms as in the 
judgment of the said Sanitary and Drainage Commission are deemed 
proper and the deeds of conveyance therefor shall be signed in the 
* name of Charleston County by the Chairman and Secretary of said 
Commission; and for the purpose of sealing the same, the said Com- 
mission are authorized to adopt such seal as they may decide upon. 
The proceeds of the sale of said property shall be deposited with the 
funds of the said Sanitary and Drainage Commission and used by 
it as a part of the authorized expenditures of said Commission. 
- Whenever for the purpose of opening up a new highway or improv- 
ing an existing highway, land has been or shall hereafter be acquired 
by purchase by Charleston County, and the existing highway or part 
thereof is abandoned, and the condition of the acquiring of said 
property was or shall be an agreement to exchange the part of the 
highway so abandoned for the property so acquired, the Sanitary 
and Drainage Commission of Charleston County is hereby authorized 
and empowered to carry out such agreement and convey so much 
of said existing highway as may be abandoned, the conveyance to be 
executed in the name of Charleston County by the Chairman and 
Secretary of the said Sanitary and Drainage Commission of Charles- 
* ton County under such seal as may be adopted as hereinabove pro- 
vided. Provided, Further, That the Sanitary and Drainage Commis- 
sion of Charleston County shall control and have authority over all 
beaches in Charleston County, in so far as may be necessary to pre- 
vent erosion and preserve the said beaches. The said Commission 
shall have authority and is directed to co-operate and work with all 
agencies of the United States Government in an effort to preserve 
and maintain the beaches in Charleston County. It is the intent of 
this proviso that the Sanitary and Drainage Commission of Charles- 
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ton County shall have authority to deal with the United States Gov- 
ernment in the prevention of erosion and the preservation of beaches 
in Charleston County and it is the intent of this proviso that the 
Sanitary and Drainage Commission of Charleston County shall 
exercise the authority conferred upon it by this proviso only in the 
event that there is no constituted State Agency of the State of 
South Carolina qualified to deal with the United States Government 
in the prevention of erosion and the preservation of the beaches of 
South Carolina. Provided, Further, That in the County of Charleston 
the Sanitary and Drainage Commission shall be empowered to erect, 
construct and repair any building or buildings to be used in whole 
or in part for County corporate purposes, and shall be further em- 
powered to expend and disburse all funds which may be appropriated, 
or which it may receive, for these purposes.” 

§ 2. All Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent with the provisions 
of this Act are repealed to the extent of such inconsistency, 

§ 3. This Act shall take effect immediately upon its approval by 
the Governor.

AN ACT to Amend an Act Entitled ‘‘An Act to Provide for an 
Election of Cotton Weigher in DeKalb Township in Kershaw 
County, Prescribe His Duties, Compensation and Term of Of- 
fice, ‘‘Known as Act No, 91 of the Acts of 1935, so as to pro- 
vide for One Cotton Weigher in Kershaw County, to be Lo- 

‘cated at Camden, South Carolina, and to be Elected by the 
Voters of DeKalb and Wateree Townships, andto Provide 
Further That Only the Buyer Shall Take a Sample from Each 
Bale. ‘ 


Section 1. Cotton weigher, town of Camden—term—election 
—vacancy.—Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of 
South Carolina: There shall be only one cotton weigher in Kershaw 
County located at Camden, who shall hold office for the term of 
two (2) years or until his successors shall have been elected and 
qualified. Said cotton weigher shall be elected by the voters residing 
in DeKalb and West Wateree Townships. The said weigher shall 
be nominated in the primary election held every two years in the 
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County. The rules of the Democratic primary shall apply, except that 
the candidate receiving a plurality of the vote shall be declared to 
be the nominee, and shall be commissioned by the Governor for the 
term next ensuing. In case of any vacancy, the unexpired term shall 
“be filled by appointment by the Governor, upon the recommendation 
of a majority of the Legislative Delegation from the County, in- 
cluding the Senator. ‘ ; 

§ 2. Compensation—equipment — duties— bond — samples.— 
The Cotton Weigher nominated and commissioned under the pro- 
visions of this Act shall receive twenty (20¢) cents per bale for 
each bale of cotton weighed by him, ten (10¢) cents to be paid by 
the buyer and ten (10¢) cents by the seller. Said cotton weigher shall 
provide his own platform, scales and other equipment and facilities 
to perform the duties herein required. And he shall have the right 
to remove or have removed all cotton placed on his platform after 
the same has remained there twenty-four (24) hours after it has 
been weighed. It shall be the duty of said cotton weigher to make 
any necessary and proper allowances and deductions in weight of 
cotton when the same shall be found by him to be wet and to require 
such deductions and all deductions or allowances made by him shall 
be binding on the seller and the buyer alike. 

That said cotton weigher shall make and file with the Clerk of 
Court of Kershaw County a bond in the penal sum of One Thousand 
($1,000.00) Dollars, with sufficient survey, to be approved by said 
Clerk of Court, conditioned upon the faithful discharge of his duty 
as such cotton weigher. Provided that only the buyer shall take a 
sample from each bale of cotton. 

§ 3. Incumbent—term—duties—powers.—The person perform- 
ing the duties of cotton weigher at present at Camden shall hold 
office until his successor is qualified under the provisions of this Act 
and shall receive the same compensation as herein stipulated and 
shall be governed by the other provisions of this Act. 

§ 4. Platform.—The platform and place of business of the cot- 
ton weigher as herein provided shall be located within the corporate 
limits of the City of Camden, South Carolina. 

§ 5. All Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent with the provisions 
of this Act are hereby repealed. 

§ 6. This Act shall take effect upon its approval by the Governor.

Define Certain Precinct Division Lines. 
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Section 1. § 2296, 1932 Code, amended—voting precincts, 
Charleston County.—Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the 
State of South Carolina: That Section 2296, Code of Laws of south 
Carolina, 1932, Subdivision, or paragraph, headed Charleston, be, 
and the same is hereby, amended by striking out on lines 106 and 
109 of said paragraph the word “Spring” and inserting in lieu there- 
of the word “Fishburne”, and amend said paragraph further by strik- 
ing out on line 104 thereof the word “Lime”, and inserting in lieu 
thereof the word “Line”: 


So that said paragraph, or sub-division, headed “Charleston”, shall 
read as follows: ; 

Charleston.—In the County of Charleston, outside the corporate 
limits of the city of Charleston, there shall be voting places as fol- 
lows: At or near the intersection of King’s Highway road and Folly 
Beach Road on James Island, Moultrieville, McClellanville, at or 
near Awendaw Bridge, in the Parish of St. James Santee; Mount 
Pleasant, in Christ Church Parish; Agricultural Hall on John’s Is- 
land; Bogles on Wadamalaw Island; High School auditorium on 
Edisto Island; and on Meeting Street Road outside the corporate 
limits of the city of Charleston, and at or near the school building 
near the Four Mile Post, on Meeting Street Road; in St. Andrew’s 
Parish, at or near the intersection of the road to Folly Island, with 
State Highway No. 6; in Meggetts, at or near the school building ; in 
Adams Run, at or near the school building; in Warren’s Cross 
Road, at or near store lately occupied by Magistrate W. H. Lemacks ; 
in Ravenel at or near the school building; in Ladson, at or near the 
intersection of the Ladson Road with State Highway No. 2; an ad- 
ditional voting place, at or near North Charleston school building ; 
an additional voting place at Midland Park: Provided, That nothing 
herein contained shall be construed to vary or affect the location of 
the voting precincts within the limits of the city of Charleston as now 
established by law. The registration and voting precincts in the 
county of Charleston within the limits of the city of Charleston 
shall hereafter conform to the wards in which the city of Charleston 
is now by law divided, and registration and voting precincts are 
hereby established therein, as follows: The first precinct of ward 
one shall embrace all that portion of said ward South of Broad Street, 
East of Church Street, to Water Street, South of Water Street to 
Meeting Street, East of Meeting Street to South Bay Street. The poll 
shall be held at or near the corner of Church and Water Streets. The 
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second precinct of ward one shall embrace all that portion of said 
ward South of Broad Street, East of King Street, West of Church 
Street or Water Street to Meeting Street, West of Meeting Street 
to South Bay Street. The poll shall be held at or near the corner 
of Meeting and Tradd Streets. The first precinct of ward two shall 
embrace all that portion of said ward South of Broad Street, West 
of King Street to South Street, including South side of said Street 
to Ashley River, East of Legare Street to Tradd Street, North of 
Tradd to Logan Street, East of Logan to Broad Street. The poll 
shall be held at or near the corner of King and Tradd Streets. The 
second precinct of ward two shall embrace all that portion of said 
ward South of Broad Street, West of Logan Street to Tradd Street, 
South of Tradd to Legare Street, West of Legare Street to Ashley 
River, The poll shall be held at or near the corner of New and Broad 
Streets. The first precinct of ward three shall embrace all that portion 
of said ward North of Broad Street, South of Hasel Street, East of 
Church Street and Maiden Lane. The poll shall be held at or near 
the corner of State and Cumberland Streets. The second precinct of 
ward three shall embrace all that portion of said ward North of 
Broad Street, South of Hasel Street, East of Church Street, and 
Maiden Lane and east of King Street. The poll shall be held at 
Market Hall. The first precinct of ward four shall embrace all that 
portion of said ward North of Broad Street, South of Wentworth 
Street, West of King Street and East of Mazyck and Coming 
Streets. The poll shall be held at or near the corner of Archdale and 
Beaufain Streets. The second precinct of ward four shall embrace 
all that portion of said ward North of Broad Street, South of Went- 
worth Street, West of Mazyck and Coming Streets. The polls shall 
be held at or near the corner of Smith and Beaufain Streets. The 
first precinct of ward five shall embrace all that portion of said 
ward North of Hasel Street, South of Calhoun Street and East of 
Anson Street. The poll shall be held at or near the corner of Laurens 
and Middle Streets. The second precinct of ward five shall embrace 
all that portion of said ward North of Hasel Street, South of Calhoun 
Street, West of Anson and East of King Street. The poll shall be 
held at or near the corner of Meeting and Society Streets. The first 
precinct of ward six shall embrace all that portion of said ward 
North of Wentworth Street, South of Calhoun Street, west of King 
Street and East of Pitt Street. The poll shall be held at or near the 
corner of George and College Streets. The second precinct of ward six 
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shall embrace all that portion of said ward North of Wentworth Street, 
South of Calhoun Street and West of Pitt Street.’The poll shall be held 
at or near the corner of Bull and Rutledge Streets. The first precinct of 
ward seven shall embrace all that portion of said ward North of 
Calhoun Street, South of Mary Street and East of Elizabeth Street. 
The poll shall be held at or near the corner of Alexander and Char- 
lotte Streets. The second precinct of ward seven shall embrace all’ 
that portion of said ward North of Calhoun Street, South of Mary 
- Street, West of Elizabeth Street and East of King Street. The poll 
shall be held at or near the corner of Hutson and Meeting Streets. 
The first precinct of ward eight shall embrace all that portion of said 
ward North of Calhoun Street, South of RadcliffeStreet, West of 
King Street and East of Pitt and Thomas Streets. The poll shall be 
held at or near the corner of Vanderhorst and Coming Streets. The 
second precinct of ward eight shall embrace all that portion of said 
ward North of Calhoun Street, South of Radcliffe and Bee Streets 
and West of Pitt and Thomas Streets. The poll shall be held at or near 
the corner of Rutledge and. Vanderhorst Streets. The first precinct 
of ward nine shall embrace all that portion of said ward North of 
Mary Street, South of Columbus Street and East of Nassau and 
Hanover Streets. The poll shall be held at or near the corner of Am- 
hurst and America Streets. The second precinct of ward nine shall 
embrace all that portion-of said ward North of Columbus Street, 
East of Hanover Street to the city boundary. The poll shall be held 
at or near the corner of America and Cooper Streets. The first 
precinct of ward ten shall embrace all that portion of said ward 
North of Mary Street, South of Columbus Street, West of Nassau 
Street and East of King Street. The poll shall be held at or near 
the corner of Wolfe and Meeting Streets. The second precinct of 
ward ten shall embrace all that portion of said ward North of Co- 
lumbus Street, East of King Street and West of Hanover Street to 
the city boundary. The poll shall be held at or near the corner of 
Line and Meeting Streets. The first precinct of ward eleven shall 
embrace all that portion of said ward North of Radcliffe Street, 
South of Fishburne Street, West of King Street and East of Rut- 
ledge Avenue. The poll shall be held at or near the corner of 
Morris and Coming Streets. The second precinct of ward eleven 
shall embrace all that portion of said ward North of Fishburne Street, 
West of King Street, and East of Rutledge Avenue to the city 
boundary. The poll shall be held at or near the corner of Line and 
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Coming Streets. The first precinct of ward twelve shall embrace all 
that portion of said ward North of Bee Street, West of Rutledge 
Avenue, East of President Street and its line of prolongation to the 
city boundary. The poll shall be held at or near the corner of Ashley 
and Spring Streets. The second precinct of ward twelve shall em- 
brace all that portion of said ward North of Bee Street, West of 
President Street, and its line of promulgation to the city boundary. 
The poll shall be held at or near the corner of Spring and Norman 
Streets. . 

§ 2. All Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent herewith are hereby 
repealed. 

§ 3. This Act shall take effect upon its approval by the Governor.

AN ACT to Create the Broadaway Lake Commission in Anderson 
County; to Prescribe the Powers and Duties, Terms of Office 
and Manner of Appointment of ‘the Members Thereof; to 
Provide for the Erection of a Dam, Lake and Park Area at 
or Below the Confusion of Neals Creek and Broadaway Creek 
in Said County; to Provide for the Use of County Trucks in 
the Erection of Said Dam; and to Authorize Said Commis- 
sion to Enter Into Agreements with the Works Progress Ad- 
ministration and Any Other Agency of the Government of 
the United States of America; to Regulate Fishing Therein, 
and Prescribe Punishment for Violating Same. 


Section 1. The Broadaway Lake Commission, Anderson 
County—appointment—term—pay.—Be it enacted by the General 
Assembly of the State of South Carolina: That there is hereby cre- 
ated a commission in Anderson County to be known as “The Broada- 
way Lake Commission” to be composed of four citizens of Anderson 
County appointed by a majority of the Anderson County Delegation, 
as soon after the passage of this Act as the said Delegation may 
deem advisable. That the members of the said Commission shall be 
appointed for a term of two years and until their successors have 
been appointed and qualified, and they shall serve without remunera- 
tion: Provided, The County Game Warden for Anderson County 
shall be ex-officio member of the Commission with power to vote. 

§ 2. Accept deeds of real estate—That said Commission is 
hereby authorized and directed to accept in behalf of Anderson 
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County any deeds which heretofore or hereafter may be executed 
to Anderson County, conveying in fee simple certain real estate 
which will be submerged by the erection of a dam at the confusion 
or just below the confusion of Neals Creek and Broadaway Creek 
in Anderson County, and to certain park areas adjacent thereto. The 
sufficiency of such deeds to be approved by the County Attorney for 
said county. 


§ 8. Contract with U. S. build and erect dam near Neals 
Creek and Broadaway Creek—duties and powers.—That said Com- 
mission is hereby authorized and empowered to negotiate with and 
enter into agreements with the Works Progress Administration 
and/or any other agency of the Government of the United States 
of America for the building and erection, or to secure funds there- 
for, of a dam at or below the confusion of Neals Creek and Broada- 
way Creek in Anderson County that will raise the water level at the 
dam 22-% feet, more or less. The Commission is authorized and’ 
empowered to build and erect such dam with funds it may secure 
from the Works Progress Administration and/or any other agency 
of the Government of the United States of America, or from other 
source. It is further authorized and empowered to manage and con- 
trol all properties conveyed under the deeds referred to in Section 
2 of this Act, and exercise general management and control over 
the said dam and lake created by the erection of said dam and park 
areas adjoining said lake for and in behalf of said county out of 
funds that it may secure from the Works Progress Aministration or 
any other agency of the Government of the United States of America 
and/or from the sale of fishing permits hereinafter authorized and/or 
from any other source from which it may receive funds. 


§ 4. Use county trucks.—The Supervisor of Anderson County 
is hereby authorized and directed to turn over to said Commission 
for its use in connection with the building and erection of said dam 
four Anderson County trucks, and the said Commission is authorized 
and empowered to use same in the erection and construction of said 
dam. 


§ 5. Issue permits fish in lake—The said Commission is here- 
by authorized and empowered to prohibit fishing in said lake after 
the completion of said dam by any person without a permit so to do. 
It may sell permits to people desiring to fish in said lake and charge 
therefor an annual fee not exceeding Three ($3.00) Dollars; Pro- 
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vided, However, It may issue temporary permits entitling people to 
fish for one day only upon the payment of a fee of not exceeding 
twenty-five (25¢) cents. That the proceeds from the sale of such 
permits shall be used by the Commission in carrying out the manage- 
ment and control and the upkeep and improvement of the lake and 
the park area adjoining same. 

§ 6. Unlawful fish in lake without permit.—That after the com- 
pletion of said dam any person found guilty of fishing in the waters 
covering the land conveyed to Anderson County referred to in Sec- 
tion 1 of this Act, without a permit so to do, shall be guilty of a 
misdemeanor, and upon conviction shall be imprisoned for a term of 
not exceeding thirty days or pay a fine not exceeding One Hundred 
($100.00) Dollars. — 

§ 7. Patrolman.—That in the management and control of' said 
lake and park area the said Commission is authorized and empowered 
to employ a patrolman or watchman whose duties, among other 
things, shall be to preserve peace and order at said lake and said 
park area. That the salary of such patrolman shall be in such amount 
as the Commission deems advisable, and shall be paid from funds 
derived from the sale of said fish permits: Provided, The Legis- 
lature may from time to time fix the amount of such salary. 

§ 8. General powers of commission — expenses.—That said 
Commission shall have the same power and authority in the man- 
agement, control and erection of said dam, lake and park areas 
which would ordinarily, except for this Act, devolve upon the Super- 
visor and Finance Board of Anderson County: Provided, However, 
That all expenses except the use of the four trucks above provided 
for in the erection of said dam and the management and control of 
said lake and said park area, shall be paid from funds that may be 
secured from the Works Progress Administration and/or any other 
agency of the Government of the United States of America and/or 
the sale of any fishing permits and/or any contributions that may 
be received. 

§ 9. Reconstruct public roads flooded or submerged.—That if 
in the construction and erection of said dam any public roads of 
said county be flooded or submerged, such occurrence shall not in any 
way abridge the authority of said Commission to erect said dam, and 
the Supervisor and the Finance Board of said county is hereby au- 
thorized to reconstruct any such roads that may become flooded 
or submerged. 
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§ 10. Majority commission rule—That in all matters before said 
commission the acts and doings of a majority of same shall be con- 
sidered the acts and doings of the Commission. 

§ 11. All Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent with this Act .are 
hereby repealed. ; 

§ 12. This Act shall take effect upon its approval by the Gov- 
ernor.

750, of the Acts of 1934, entitled “An Act to Require the Issuance 
of Certificates of Cancellation of Charters and to Require the Re- 
cording Thereof”, be, and the same is hereby, amended by adding 
at the end of Section 1 thereof the following: “Deeds and mortgages 
of any such corporation, which heretofore have been, or hereinafter 
may be, executed and recorded in the office of the Clerk of Court 
(or Register of Mesne Conveyances, in counties in which such office 
exists) prior to the recording of said certificate of cancellation, shall 
be as valid and effectual as if its charter had not theretofore been 
cancelled”, so that said Section of said Act, when so amended, shall 
read as follows: 

“Section 1. Whenever the charter of any Corporation, organized 
and chartered under the laws of South Carolina, shall be cancelled 
for non-payment of taxes, or for any other cause, the Secretary of 
State shall certify that fact to the Clerk of Court (or Register of 
Mesne Conveyances, in counties in which such office exists) of the 
county or counties in which said charter is required by law to be 
recorded. Upon receipt of said certificate of cancellation, the said 
Clerk of Court, or Register of Mesne Conveyances, shall record the 
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same upon the face of the record theretofore made of such charter 
in said county. Deeds and mortgages of any such corporation, which 
heretofore have been, or hereafter may be, executed and recorded 
prior to the recording of said certificate of cancellation, shall be as 
valid and effectual as if its charter had not theretofore been cancelled.”

AN ACT to Authorize and Empower the Chief Game Warden to 
Designate and Establish Fish Sanctuaries; to Provide the 
Manner and to Provide Penalty for the Violation Hereof. 


Section 1. Chief game warden designate and establish fish 
sanctuaries.—Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State 
of South Carolina: The Chief Game Warden of South Carolina is 
hereby authorized and directed, without any cost to the State what- 
soever, to designate and establish sanctuaries where fish may breed 
unmolested in the manner and subject to the provisions herein. 

§ 2. Rivers and streams—post.—The Chief Game Warden is 
hereby authorized and empowered to select any place upon any river 
or stream within this State as a fish sanctuary. Upon making such 
selection the Chief Game Warden, upon approval, in writing, of a 
majority of the members of the House of Representatives from the 
County or Counties in which such proposed fish sanctuary is to be 
located, is authorized and empowered to designate and set apart such 
places as fish sanctuaries: Provided, However, That no one sanctuary 
shall exceed two (2) miles in length along such river or stream. That 
such sanctuary when so designated and set apart, the Chief Game 
Warden shall have same adequately and conspicuously marked, and 
designate the limits thereof in all directions. 

§ 3. Lakes and ponds—term—post—fishing or trespassing pro- 
hibited —That such sanctuaries may be set apart on and in any lakes 
or ponds upon condition that the landowner shall enter an agreement 
with the Chief Game Warden to set aside and turn over to the State 
for-such purpose any lake or pond. That in all such cases where a 
fish sanctuary is so designated and set apart, whether by direction of. 
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the Representatives in the General Assembly or by agreement with 
landowners in cases of private property, the same shall be effective 
for a period of five years from the date of such authorization or such 
agreement, and there shall be no fishing or trespassing upon any 
waters so designated as a sanctuary. The Chief Game Warden shall 
have the power and authority to post such territory so designated as. 
a sanctuary, in the name of the State, and to prosecute any person or 
persons fishing or trespassing thereon. 

§ 4. Penalties for fishing or trespassing —That any person 
fishing or trespassing upon any property or waters so designated as a 
sanctuary by the Chief Game Warden shall be guilty of a misde- 
meanor, and upon conviction thereof shall be punished by a fine of 
not exceeding two hundred ($200.00) dollars or by imprisonment for 
not more than six months.

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Carolina, whenever such proposed trips will not interfere with the 
official transportation of school children: Provided, However, That 
the County Board of Education shall be reimbursed by the County 
Farm Agent and/or the County Home Demonstration Agent for 
the use of said buses at the rate of twelve (12¢) cents per mile for 
amy such use. The flat rate of compensation of twelve (12¢) cents 
per mile, above provided for, shall embrace and cover the expenses 
of gasoline, oil, repairs and the pay of the driver who shall be a 
regular school bus driver. The expenses incurred on any such trip 
or excursion, as provided for above, shall be borne ratably by the 
persons for whose benefit it is made,” so that, when so amended, the 
entire Section shall read as follows:

trucks: Provided, Further, That publicly owned trucks, being used, 
or to be used, for the transportation of school children shall not be 
used for private purposes, but only in the service of the transporta- 
tion of school children between their homes and the school which the 
said school children attend: Provided, Further, 'That in Colleton 
County, the County Board of Education for Colleton County shall 
permit the County Farm Agent and the County Home Demonstration 
Agent to use the school buses of Colleton County for the transpor- 
tation of Colleton County Clubs of Farm Women and Colleton 
’ County 4-H Club Boys and Girls to and from official club activities 
entirely within the State of South Carolina and farm men and women 
on farm tours in South Carolina, whenever such proposed trips 
will not interfere with the official transportation of school children.

Section 3408. ‘There shall be a closed season on shrimp or prawn, 
beginning on the lst day of March and ending on the 30th day of 
June each calendar year. Any person, firm or corporation violating 
said closed season shall be guilty of a misdemeanor, and, upon con- 
viction, shall be punished by a fine of not less than $100.00 nor more 
than $300.00 or by imprisonment of not less than thirty days nor 
more than ninety (90) days or both fine and imprisonment, in the 
discretion of the Court. In addition to such punishment all boats, 
rigging, and equipment used in any violation of said closed season 
shali be seized and forfeited under the provisions of Section 3403. 

The closed season hereby created and declared shall not apply 
to cast nets, or shrimp caught in the same, for personal use

AN ACT to Provide for the Establishment and Management of 
a Public Library System for York County, South Carolina, 
and for the Appointment of the Members of the York County 
Library Board. 


Section 1. York County library—York County library board. 
~—Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of South Caro- 
lina: There is hereby established the York County Library and the 
York County Library Board for the County of York, State of 
South Carolina. 


§ 2. Trustees—The said York County Library shall be man- 
aged by a Board of six (6) Trustees to be appointed as follows: 
One member by the Farm Women’s Clubs of York County, one 
member by the Rock Hill City Library Board, one member by the 
York Township Library Board, one member by the County Board 
of Education, one member by the York County Delegation, and one 
member to be selected by the other five (5) members of ‘the said 
Board. 


Two (2) of the said Trustees shall hold office for a period of two 
(2) years, and two (2) for a period of three (3) years, and in 
each instance until their successors are oppointed and qualified. The 
terms of office shall be originally determined by drawing of lots, 
and the members of the said Board shall, when elected, elect their 
own officers.

The trustees or members of the York County Library Board are 
fully authorized and empowered to acquire by gift or donation any 
books, building equipment, and property, but are not authorized to 
assume any liability thereabout.

vide for the Residence Qualifications of the Trustees of Cooper 
River School District No. 4 in Charleston County”, approved the 
2nd day of June,1936, be, and the same is hereby, amended by add- 
ing at'the end of line 28 of said Section, just preceding the last 
proviso thereto, the following proviso, to wit: 

“Provided, further, that the terms of the Trustees of said Cooper

election of 1938, and every six years thereafter; the successor to 
the Trustee residing in the territory in said District lying north of 
said Parish and south of the Remount Road shall be elected in the 
general election of 1940, and every six years thereafter ; and the suc-

AN ACT to Provide for the Establishment of a Public School at 
the State Industrial School for Girls. 


Section 1. Establish public school at state industrial school 
for girls—Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of 
South Carolina: The County Board of Education of Richland Coun- 
ty is hereby empowered and directed to establish a public school at 
the State Industrial School for Girls, near Columbia, South Caro- 
lina, for the inmates of the said school whose age would make them 
eligible for attendance upon any public school of the State. Upon 
the establishment of the said school it shall participate in State aid 
along with the other public schools of the State and under the pro- 
visions of law applicable to them. State aid accruing to the said school 
shall be paid by the State over to the County Treasurer of Richland 
County, and shall be paid out by him upon warrants duly approved 
and signed by the County Board of Education of Richland County. 
Provided, However, that the said school shall not participate in the 
proceeds of the tax arising from the three-mill constitutional levy. 

§ 2. Teachers.—The teachers for the said school shall be em- 
ployed by the Superintendent of the said school, subject to the ap- 
proval of the State Board of Public Welfare: Provided, However, 
That anyone who has been teaching in the said school for the past 
three years immediately preceding the passage of this Act shall be 
considered as having had teaching experience in public schools and 
entitled to be paid on the basis of such experience.

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Section 1. Electors vote on consolidating schools in districts, 
Cherokee County.—Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the 
State of South Carolina: That the District Board of Trustees of 
any school district in Cherokee County is hereby forbidden from 
consolidating two or more schools in the said school district except 
by a majority vote of the qualified electors of the said district.

AN ACT to Create a South Carolina State Planning Board, and 
to Define Its Duties and Powers. 


Section 1. South Carolina state planning board—appointment 
—election—terms—vacancy—officers—-compensation.—Be it en- 
acted by the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: 
There is hereby created the South Carolina State Planning Board, to 
be composed of nine (9) members, three (3) of whom shall be ap- 
pointed by the Governor, three (3) elected by the Senate and three 
(3) elected by the House of Representatives. Their Regular terms of 
office shall be for three (3) years and until their successors are ap- 
pointed and qualified; Provided, That the initial terms of two of 
the members of each of the three groups shall be for one (1) and 
two (2) years, and until their respective successors have been ap- 
pointed or elected and qualified, so as to provide that the Governor, 
the Senate and the House of Representatives, shall appoint or elect 
one member each year. In case of a vacancy occurring for any cause, 
it shall be filled for the unexpired term only and by the authority, em- 
powered to make the original appointment. As soon as the members 
are appointed and qualified, they shall meet in the City of Columbia 
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and organize by electing the officers hereinafter provided for, and 
such others as in their judgment will make for an efficient admin- 
istration of their duties. At such meeting, and from time to time, 
the Board shall have the power to adopt rules and regulations with 
respect to the exercise of their duties hereunder. All members shall 
serve without compensation, but shall be allowed six ($6.00) dollars 
per diem and five cents per mile expense allowance for attendance 
at meetings of the Board; Provided, That the total of such expenses 
for any year shall not exceed the appropriation therefor as may be 
made by the General Assembly. 

§ 2. Function and duty.—For the purpose of planning and ac- 
complishing a coordinated, adjusted, efficient and economic de- 
velopment of the State, it shall be the function and duty of the State 
Planning Board: 

(a) To make such investigations as may be requested by the 
Governor or the General Assembly ; 

(b) To make recommendations for the coordination of the work 
of all research, fact-finding, and developing agencies approved by the 
laws of this State; 

(c) To confer and cooperate with the Executive, Legislative, and 

_ Planning Authorities of the United States and of neighboring states 
and of subdivisions thereof ; 

(d) To make and adopt an official state master plan of develop- 
ment which, with accompanying maps, charts, and descriptive ma- 
terial, will show the Board’s recommendations, which may be adopted 
as a whole, or, from time to time, in part, and which may be amended 
or altered as the circumstances may require. 

(e) To promote interest in the understanding of the problems 
of State Planning ; 

(£) To cooperate with the United States and any of its agencies 
in the planning, conservation, utilization and development of State 
resources, and in the planning of its public works programs; to act, 
when so designated, as an agency of the United States, or of any 
agency thereof; and to accept and use any funds provided by the 
United States or any agency or individual for the purposes of this 
Act. 

(g) To give publicity to the purpose which it serves and to dis- 
seminate, by publication’or otherwise, any information which in its . 
judgment would promote the welfare of the State. 

§ 3. Records—reports.—The Board shall keep accurate records 
of its meetings and proceedings and carefully arrange and preserve 
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all data collected by it, which shall be open to public inspection. The 
Board shall report annually all receipts and expenditures and shall 
publish a summary report of its findings and recommendations; said 
report to be made to the Governor and the General Assembly. 

§ 4. State officers cooperate—powers.—That all State officials 
and heads of departments or institutions shall, upon request, furnish 
to the Board, within a reasonable time after request therefor, such 
available information as the Board may request. The Board, its 
members, officials and employees, in the performance of their func- 
tions, may enter upon any land and make any examinations or sur- 
veys, and place and maintain any necessary monuments or marks 
thereon, and in general, the Board shall have such powers as are 
reasonably necessary to enable it to carry out the purposes of this 
Act. 

§ 5. Employees—expenses—gifts—The Board may employ 
such clerical and technical services of persons as may be necessary, 
and may incur and pay such additional expenses as are necessary 
in the discharge of its duties, within the appropriation the Legis- 
lature may from time to time make for its use. The Board is hereby 
authorized and empowered to accept and expend any funds which 
may be made available to it from Federal or other sources, the ex- 
penditure of any such fund or funds to be for research, investigation, 
or administrative purposes only. 

§ 6. Chairman—vice-chairman—meetings.—At the first meet- 
ing in each year the Board shall elect a Chairman and a Vice-Chair- 
man from its members, and the Board shall meet quarterly and at 
such other times as it may be called into session by the Chairman. 

§ 7. All Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent herewith be, and the 
same are, hereby repealed. 

§ 8. This Act shall take effect immediately upon its approval by 
the Governor.

Roads in Greenville County when a Section of the Road has 
Been Cut Out or Removed for the Purpose of Laying Pipes 
or Other Conduits Thereunder. 


Section 1. Permit necessary remove portion of hard surfaced 
county road lay pipe thereunder, Greenville County.—Be it enacted 
by the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: It shall 
be unlawful for any person to cut into or remove any portion of any 
hard surfaced county road in Greenville County for the purpose 
of laying any conduit or other pipe under and across any such road 
or highway, without first obtaining a permit to do so, in writing, from 
the Supervisor of said county, which shall be granted only after 
the applicant has complied with the provisions of this Act. Before 
any permit shall be granted hereunder, the applicant shall file with 
the Supervisor a cash bond or certified check in no case to be less 
than Ten ($10.00) Dollars, and in such larger sum as in the opinion 
of the Supervisor will insure an adequate repair of the said highway: 
Provided, That in lieu of furnishing a cash bond or certified check, 
the applicant may file a written undertaking with surety or sureties 
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to be approved by the Supervisor, conditioned for the immediate 
adequate repair of the said highway. 

§ 2. Penalties—Any person violating the provisions of this Act 
shall be deemed guilty of a misdemeanor, and upon conviction shall 
be fined for each offense the sum of Twenty-five ($25.00) or suf- 
fer imprisonment on the public works of Greenville County or in 
the common jail for a period of twenty-five days.

Section 1. Trainmen use electric hand lanterns switch and 
move trains in intra-state commerce—railroad carriers furnish— 
not use oil lanterns.—Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the 
State of South Carolina: That all railroad carriers shall equip train- 
men in their employ engaged in switching and train movements in 
intra-state commerce in this state with electric hand lanterns, of a 
type approved by the South Carolina Public Service Commission, 
containing at least one extra bulb capable of being immediately 
lighted in case of failure of the main bulb, and the use by any rail- 
road carrier of oil lanterns in connection with such movements is 
hereby prohibited.

Section 1. Fairfield County library commission—appointment 
-——term—vacancy.—Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the 
State of South Carolina: There is hereby created for Fairfield County 
a Commission to be known as the Fairfield County Library Com- 
mission which shall be composed of six members, and who shall 
hold office for a term of four years and until their successors have 
been duly appointed and qualified. The successors to the members of 
the commission shall be named by the Legislative Delegation from 
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Fairfield County. Any vacancy occurring in the commission for any 
cause shall be filled by the said Delegation. The following named per- 
sons shall constitute the initial members of the commission, namely:

§ 2. Officers—The commission shall as soon after the passage 
of this act as practicable hold a meeting at the Court House at Winns- 
boro, South Carolina and organize by electing one of their members 
as Chairman and another as Secretary. The commission shall have 
the power to prescribe rules and regulations governing its delibera- 
tions and actions and is authorized to delegate specifically duties to 
one or more of the members of the commission in carrying out the 
purposes of this Act. 

§ 3. Purpose of statute—duties and powers of commission— 
appropriations.—The purpose of this act is to provide and make 
available to the citizens of Fairfield County good literature and books 
calculated to educate and advance the citizenship of the county from 
a cultural and literary standpoint. To that end the commission is 
authorized and empowered with the funds herein provided and with 
such additional funds and means as it may acquire by gifts or other- 
wise, to acquire books and other reading matter of the kind re- 
ferred to above and to provide for their circulation in one or more 
trucks throughout each and every section of Fairfield County. It is au- 
thorized and empowered to buy, sell, own and lease real estate and 
personal property to accept real or personal property, money or 
other donations in the name of the Fairfield County Library Com- 
mission. To acquire such vehicles as in its judgment are necessary 
to carry out the purposes of this act and to maintain the same for 
the purpose of circulating the books and reading matter throughout 
the county on such scale and in such manner as the funds herein 
provided and those which it might obtain otherwise shall warrant. 
Any power ordinarily incident to the performance of the duties 
herein imposed upon such a commission and not specifically referred 
to herein, is devolved upon the commission and it shall have the 
right to prescribe rules and regulations ordinarily incident to the 
performance of its duties.

as the Superintendent of Education and the County Treasurer may 
determine upon, one(1%) per cent of the monies expended on all 
of the school districts for Fairfield County for current school pur- 
poses and these sums shall be periodically as the Treasurer and 
County Superintendent of Education may determine, not more in- 
frequent than quarterly, passed to the credit of the said commission 
and paid out by the Treasurer upon warrants drawn on the same by

AN ACT to Provide a County Board of Commissioners for Anderson 
County; to Prescribe Their Duties, Powers, Authority, Terms 
of Office and Manner of Selection; to Prohibit Members 
Thereof from Selling Supplies and Furnishing Labor to Said 
County ; to Require Purchases Made on Behalf of the County 
to be on Competitive Bids; to Prescribe the Duties of the 
Supervisor Relative to Repair of Bridges and Roads; to 
Abolish Board of Finance of Said County and to Devolve the 
Duties of the Members Thereof Upon the Board of County 
Commissioners and to Provide Penalty for Violation of the 
Provisions Thereof. 


Section 1. Anderson County board of commissioners.—Be it 
enacted by the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: 
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That in the County of Anderson there shall be five (5) County Com- 
missioners, who, with the County Supervisor, shall constitute the 
County Board of Commissioners, which shall be the governing body 
of said County. 

§ 2. Districts —That the County of Anderson is hereby divided 
into five (5) districts, as follows: the townships of Corner, Hall, 
Savannah and Varennes, shall constitute and be known as District 
No. 1; The townships of Rock Mills, Fork, Pendleton and Centers- 
ville shall constitute and be known as District No. 2; The townships 
of Garvin, Bushy Creek, Williamston and Hopewell shall constitute 
and be known as District No. 3; The townships of Belton, Broadway, 
Honea Path and Martin shall constitute and be known as District 
No. 4, and the City of Anderson shall constitute and be known 
as District No. 5. 

§ 3. Term—vacancy.—That the Commissioners shall hold office 
for terms of two years and until their successors shall have been 
selected and qualified. The Commissioners selected in 1938 shall 
assume office on January 1, 1939, and in case of a vacancy in the 
" office of any of said Commissioners by reason of death, resignation 
or otherwise, such vacancy, shall be filled by appointment by the 
Governor upon a recommendation of a majority of the members of 
the General Assembly from Anderson County, and such appointees 
shall hold office for and during the unexpired term of his predecessor, 
and until his successors shall have been selected and qualified. 

§ 4. Qualification—appointment.—That each of said Commis- 
sioners and his successors shall be residents of their respective dis- 
tricts and shall be appointed by the Governor upon the recommenda- 
tion of a majority of the members of the General Assembly from 
Anderson County. 

§ 5. Commissioners and supervisor constitute county board— 
chairman.—That the said Commissioners, with the County Super- 
visor, shall constitute and be known as the County Board of Com- 
missioners of said County, the Supervisor being the Chairman of 
the Board. 

§ 6. Duties of commissioners for districts 1, 2, 3, and 4—equip- 
ment.—That each Commissioner of Districts 1, 2, 3, and 4 shall 
from time to time inspect the roads and bridges of this District and 
keep the same in good repair and shall from time to time make req- 
uisition upon the Supervisor for such convict labor as the Commis- 
sioner deems necessary to make the proper repairs .of the roads 
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and bridges in his district. That, upon such requisition being made, 
the Supervisor shall furnish to the Commissioners the labor so re- 
' quired with sufficient guards, together with the means of trans- 
porting such labor and guards to and from the place of work. That, 
while in the respective districts the work of such labor and guards 
shall be under the direction and supervision of the Commissioner 
of that District. The Supervisor shall furnish at all times to each 
Commissioner of said Districts, 1, 2, 3 and 4 at least one (1) tractor, 
two (2) scrapers, and one truck, with sufficient guards and labor 
to keep same in operation, for use in his district. 


§ 7. Commissioners not have interest in contracts or furnish 
labor.—The Commissioners herein provided for shall not sell nor 
enter into any contract to sell supplies to the County, and shall not 
furnish labor for any of the County’s public works. 


§ 8. Purchase of materials, supplies, equipments, etc.—That 
the said Board of County Commissioners, before purchasing or plac- 
ing an order for equipment, material, supplies, goods, wares, and 
merchandise, or for anything whatsoever needed and used for County 
Purposes, shall advertise for bids, giving reasonable notice therefor 
in at least two issues of some newspaper of large circulation in 
Anderson County, asking for bids for equipment, material, sup- 
plies, goods, wares or merchandise that may be.needed, and shall place 
and order or orders with the lowest bidder, or may reject any or 
all bids: Provided, That when a majority of the County Board of 
Commissioners, including the Supervisor, deem it to the best interest 
of Anderson County, and shall so state in writing, such purchase or 
placing of order may be done at private sale, provided, that such pur- 
chase or placing of order made at private sale shall not in any one 
instance exceed the sum of Two Hundred Fifty ($250.00) Dollars, 
except in cases of emergency, and then in such cases, if it be declared 
by the entire Board of County Commissioners that an emergency ex- 
ists, the amount of any purchase or the placing of any- order at 
private sale shall not be limited to the sum of Two Hundred Fifty 
($250.00) Dollars. 


§ 9. Employees—compensation.—That the said County Board 
of Commissioners are authorized and empowered to employ and fix 
the compensation of all employees of the County who serve under 
the Board; Provided, however, this Section is not intended to apply 
to the employment of convict guards. 
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§ 10. Compensation of commissioners—traveling expenses.— 
That each of the said Commissioners herein provided for shall re- 
ceive for his services a salary of Three Hundred ($300.00) Dol- 
lars per annum, payable monthly, and the Commissioners of districts 
1, 2, 3 and 4 shall receive the sum of Three Hundred ($300.00) Dol- 
lars, per annum, payable monthly for traveling expense. 

§ 11. Board of finance abolished—duties devolved.—That the 
Board of Finance of said County is hereby abolished, and all powers, 
duties and authority now vested by law in the said Board is hereby 
devolved upon and vested in the County Board of Commissioners, 
as created and provided for under this Act: Provided, that nothing in 
this Act shall be construed to alter or in any manner interfere with 
the tenure of office of the Supervisor, but he shall’ hold for his 
regular term as now provided for by law. 

§ 12. Penalties—That any Member of said Board of the County 
Commissioners, or any employee thereof, who violates any of the 
provisions of this Act, shall be guilty of malfeance in office and shall 
be subject to removal by the Governor upon the written recommenda- 
tion of a majority of the Legislative Delegation from Anderson 
County ; and in addition thereto, shall be subject to such other penal- 
ties and punishment as may be provided by law. 

§ 13. Political parties nominate or select nominees s for com- 
missioners.—That during the year 1938 and every two years there- ~ 
after, each political party existing in said County is hereby requested 
to select and nominate its nominees for the offices of County Com- 
missioners herein created, and to communicate the names of such 
nominees to the members’ of the General Assembly from Anderson 
County, to the end that said members will have same before them 
in making their recommendations to the Governor ; and each political 
party is further requested that it make its selection of such nominees 
in like manner as it selects nominees as candidates for other offices, 
except however, that where same is done by a primary vote, that 
the selection of nominees for the offices of County Commis- 
sioners be done by the voters in the respective districts,—that is to 
say, that the voters of District No. 1 select a nominee for District 
No. 1, the voters of District No. 2 select a nominee for District No. 
2,, and so on; but if such political parties find it impracticable to 
select such nominees as herein requested, then they are requested to 
select such nominees in the most practicable way that will carry out 
the intentions of the General Assembly in making the above request.

Census of the United States to Have a Population in Excess 
of 85,000 People, by Any Former, Present or Future Officer 
(Including County Auditors and County Treasurers) Em- 
ployee, or Agent Thereof or His or Her Agent, on Account 
of Any Claim for Salary, Wages, Fees, Costs or Other Emolu- 
ment of Claim Alleged to be Due Him or Her on Account 
of Services Rendered or Performed, and Prohibiting the 
Bringing of Such Action Except as Provided for Herein. 


Section 1. Bring action for services rendered against counties 
over 85,000 people within one year of date of accrual of right— 
exception.—Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of 
South Carolina: That no action against any county of this State, 
having a population as shown by the United States Official Census 
of 1930 in excess of Eighty-five Thousand (85,000) people, or 
against any county of said State which may be shown by any future 
United States Official Census, to have a population in excess of 
said number, shall be brought by any former, present or future of- 
ficer (including County Auditors and County Treasurers( em- 
ployee, or agent thereof on account of any claim for salary, wages, 
fees, costs, or other emolument or claim allaged to be due him or 
her, on account of services rendered or performed, nor shall any 
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such action be brought upon any such claim by an assignee or per- 
sonal representative thereof, where the cause of action shall accrue 
after this Act becomes of force, unless the action be begun in a 
court of record having jurisdiction thereof, within one year from the 
date of the accrual of the right of action; Provided that in all cases 
where such right of action, based upon the matters above set forth,

He shall, for the purpose of 
assessing taxes, attend at a convenient point in each township or tax 
district as many days as may be necessary, and for the remainder 
of the time allowed by law he shall be and receive returns at the 
county seat. He or his assistant must give thirty days’ public notice 
of the days upon which he will be at the place designated: Provided. 
that in Williamsburg and Clarendon and Greenville and Abbeville 
and Horry counties, the county auditor shall not visit townships for 
the purpose of receiving and assessing taxes, but shall receive re- 
turns and assess taxes in his office only. 

The county auditor of Saluda County shall not be required to visit

“(4) Whenever any building and loan or savings and loan asso- 
ciation shall have been closed as aforesaid, and said federal savings 
and loan insurance corporation shall pay or make available for pay-

Section 1. Tax collector manage and sell property forfeited

Tent shows charging admissions pay license tax, 
Horry and Jasper Counties.—Be it enacted by the General As- 
sembly of the State of South Carolina: That from and after the 
passage of this Act each tent show shall for each day, in which it 
collects admission charges to its exhibitions or performances, pay

Calhoun, Lee, Dillon, Bambeg, Berkeley, Jasper, Union, Laurens 
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and Colleton, and Chesterfield, and Chester, for the purpose of sell- 
ing, offering for sale, or causing to be sold or oftered for sale there- 
from, any groceries, food supplies, wares or merchandise of what- 
ever kind or nature, without first procuring a license therefor as is 
provided and required of hawkers and peddlers herein. The said 
County Board of Commissioners, or other governing bodies, of said 
Counties réspectively, shall determine the amount to be paid for such 
license, which license shall specify the amount paid therefor and the 
privileges granted thereby. Should the County Board of Commis- 
‘sioners, or other governing body, of any County fail to fix said li- 
cense fees at the designated meeting herein provided for, then such 
fees may be fixed at any subsequent, regular or specifically called, 
meeting of said Board of Commissioners, or other governing body.

Zone; to Regulate the Fishing in Said Zone with Rods, 
Reels and Lines; and to Provide a Penalty for the Violation 
of the Provisions Thereof. 


Section 1. Seasons hunt game in Game Zone No. 1 (Green- 
ville, Oconee and Pickens Counties).—Be it enacted by the General 
Assembly of the State of South Carolina: That there is hereby cre- 
ated open and closed seasons for the hunting of game in Game Zone 
No. 1 for South Carolina, consisting of Pickens, Oconee and Green- 
ville Counties, to-wit: 

(a) There shall be no open season for the hunting of turkeys.. 

(b) There shall be no open season for the hunting of deer. 

(c) The open season for hunting raccoons, squirrels and opossums 
shall be from October Ist to January 31st of each year. 

(d) The open season for the hunting of rabbits and quail shall be 
from Thanksgiving Day to January 31st of each year. 

(e) There shall be no closed season for the hunting of fox. 

§ 2. Unlawful hunt game during closed season —That it shall 
be unlawful for any person to hunt for any of the game hereinabove 
enumerated during the closed season for the hunting of same. 
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§ 3. Hunt game during open season—quail and squirrel bag 
limits —It shall be lawful for any person to hunt for any of the 
game hereinabove enumerated during the open season for the hunt- 
ing of same: Provided, however, it shall be unlawful for any person 
to catch and/or kill more than ten (10) quail during any one calen- 
dar day, or more than twelve (12) squirrels during any one calendar 
day. 

§ 4. Season not fish for or take trout in clear water streams.— 
There is hereby created a closed season for the fishing of trout in, 
or taking of trout from, the clear water streams in said Zone No. 
1, beginning on the Ist day of October and terminating on the 31st 
day of December of each year. 

§ 5. Unlawful fish for or take trout during such closed sea- 
son.—It shall be unlawful for any person to fish for trout in, or to 
take trout from, any clear water stream in said Zone during said 
closed season therefor: Provided, however, that in the- event any 
person fishing for fish other than trout during such closed season for 
the fishing for trout, shall catch any trout, such shall not be unlawful 
if such person shall immediately return such trout so caught to the 
stream from which same was caught. 

§ 6. Unlawful possess trout caught or taken during such 
closed season.—It shall be unlawful for any person, during the 
closed season set out in Section 4 above, to have in his or her pos- 
session in said Zone any trout caught in or taken from any fresh 
water stream in said Zone. That upon any person being found in 
possession of fresh water trout in said Zone during such closed sea- 
son, a presumption, subject to being rebutted, shall arise, that such 
trout was caught in the clear water streams in said Zone during said 
closed season, by the person in possession of same. 

§ 7. Season fish for and catch trout—size and number catch 
—wardens search containers.—Subject to the provisions of this 
Act, it shall be lawful for any person to fish for and catch trout in 
said Zone at any time except during the closed season therefor: Pro- 
vided, however, it shall be unlawful for any person to take from any 
stream in this State more than twenty (20) speckled trout or twenty 
(20) rainbow trout in any one calendar day. It shall be unlawful for 
any person to take from any stream any speckled trout less than 
seven (7) inches in length or any rainbow trout less than eight (8) 
inches in length. It shall be lawful for any game warden or other 
officer of the law to search any fish container to ascertain if this law 
has been violated. 
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§ 8. Seines—nets—pole and line—rod and reel—rod and line 
~—~bait—lures—set lines.—It shall be unlawful for any person at any 
time to use within said Zone or in any of the waters thereof any net 
of any description commonly called a seine for the purpose of gather- 
ing, hemming, or driving fish in any of said waters. And the word 
“net” shall be deemed and interpreted to include any and every device 
in the nature of a net whether made of cotton, hemp, rayon, silk or 
wire. But the provisions of this Act shall not prevent the use of a 
circular net commonly called a “landing net” to be used in landing a 
fish, provided it not be over fourteen inches (14 in.) in diameter and 
eighteen inches (18 in.) deep. The said fish shall be caught only 
with rod and reel, or rod and line, or pole and line, with single bait 
or lure in the hands of the operator, or by throwing when not more 
than one lure and line is used by the person throwing; Provided, 
That when the pole and line is used, the fisherman may use not 
exceeding three poles provided the same be used in his view, and 
he is not required to have the same in his hands all of the time: 
Provided, Further, That it shall not be unlawful for a person. fishing 
with pole and line to have in his possession and to use at intervals 
a rod and reel or rod and line. 

§ 9. Penalties—Any violation of any of the provisions of this 
Act shall be punishable by a fine of not more than One Hundred 
($100.00) Dollars nor less than ‘Ten ($10.00) Dollars, or imprison- 
ment for not more than thirty days. 

§ 10. Repeal.—That all Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent here- 
with in so far as they relate to Game Zone No. 1 of South Carolina, 
are hereby repealed. 

§ 11. Time effective—This Act shall take effect upon its ap- 
proval by the Governor.

AN ACT to Amend Section One of an Act Entitled ‘‘An Act to 
Require a License for Anglers in This State’, Known as Act 
No. 207 of the Acts of 1937, Approved April 21, 1937, so as 
to Provide That No License be Required for Fishing with 
Traps or Nets Where Fishing with Traps or Nets is Lawful. 


Section 1. Act 207, 1937 Acts, amended—no angler’s license 
required fish with traps or nets where fishing with same legal._— 
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Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of South Caro- 
lina: That Section 1 of an Act entitled “An Act to Require a Li- 
cense for Anglers in this State”, known as Act No. 207 of the Acts 
of 1937, approved April 21st, 1937, be and the same is hereby 
amended by adding at the end thereof the following proviso: 

Provided, however, That no license shall be required for fishing 
with traps or nets where fishing with traps or nets is legal”, So that 
said Section when so amended shall read as follows: 

Section 1. That hereafter it shall be unlawful for any person 
to fish in fresh water of this State by use of a fly rod, casting rod, 
artificial bait or any manufactured tackle or equipment other than 
ordinary hook and line, unless he has at first obtained an angler’s 
license: Provided, however, That no license shall be required for 
fishing with traps or nets where fishing with traps or nets is lawful. 

§ 2. All Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent with the provisions 
of this Act are hereby repealed. 

§ 3. This Act shall take effect upon its approval by the Governor.

AN ACT to Provide for the Payment of Tuition by School Dis- 
tricts Not Consolidated with, But Sending Pupils to Other 
School Districts in Williamsburg County or Adjoining Dis- 
tricts in Adjacent Counties. 


Section 1. Tuition school districts pay send pupils to school 
in other districts, Williamsburg County.—Be it enacted by the 
General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: Where pupils of 
elementary or high school grade of any school district in Williams- 
burg County shall attend the school of another district of said County 
or the school of any district adjoining in any County adjacent to 
Williamsburg County, the School district to which said pupils shall 
go shall be entitled to a tuition payment for each pupil so attending 
equal to the per capita expenditure for operation and capital out- 
lay of the district in which they attend, less the amount of aid fur- 
nished by the State and County: Provided, that the County shall 
not be liable for any part of tuition payments for elementary or high 
school pupils attending any such school, but all such tuition payments 
shall be direct obligations of the individual districts. 
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§ 2. Levy tax pay.—Ii the regular or general funds of any such 
school district are insufficient to provide said tuition, the County 
Auditor is hereby authorized and directed to levy and assess, and the 
County Treasurer to collect, a tax on all the taxable property of 
any such district sending pupils to another school district, to meet 
and discharge any claims arising on account of tution charges set 
forth in Section 1 hereof. The tuition to be charged for pupils so 
attending such other school district or districts shall be based on, 
the expenditures thereof for the previous year. 

§ 3. Duties of county superintendent of education—The 
County Superintendent of Education of Williamsburg County is au- 
thorized, empowered and directed to charge the account of any 
school district transferring pupils to another district an amount suf- 
ficient to carry out the provisions of Sections 1 and 2 of this Act 
and credit the same to the district receiving the’ transferred pupils. 

§ 4. All Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent with this Act are 
hereby repealed. 

§ 5. This Act shall take effect upon its approval by the Governor.

Section 1. § 8653, 1932 Code, amended—probate judge’s 
fees commit veteran to U. S. Veterans’ Bureau Hospital, Ches- 
ter County.—Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of 
South Carolina: Section 8653 of the Code of Laws of South Carolina, 
1932, be, and the same is hereby amended by adding at the end of 
said Section the following: “Provided, when the Probate Judge of 
Chester County shall commit a veteran to a United States Veterans’ 
Bureau Hospital as provided in this Section he be paid by Chester 
County the same fees as is paid him for committing a patient to 
the State Hospital,” so that said section when so amended shall read 
as follows: 

“Section 8653. Whenever it appears that a veteran of any war, 
military occupation or expedition is eligible for treatment in a United 
States Veterans’ Bureau Hospital and commitment to such hospital 
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is necessary for the proper care and treatment of such veteran, the 
courts of this State are hereby authorized to communicate with the 
official in charge of such hospital with reference to available facili- 
ties and eligibility, and upon receipt of a certificate from the official 
in charge of such hospital the court may then direct such veteran’s 
‘commitment to such United States Veterans’ Bureau Hospital. 
Thereafter such veteran upon admission shall be subject to the rules 
.and regulations of such hospital and the officials of such hospital 
shall be vested with the same powers now exercised by superintend- 
ents of State hospitals for mental diseases within this State with 
reference to the retention of custody of the veteran so committed. 
Notice of such pending proceedings shall be furnished the person to 
be committed and his right to appear and defend shall not be de- 
nied. Provided, when the Probate Judge of Chester County shall 
cominit a veteran to a United States Veterans’ Bureau Hospital as 
provided in this Section he be paid by Chester County the same 
fees as is paid him for committing a patient to the State Hospital. 

§ 2. All Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent with the provisions of 
this Act are hereby repealed. 

§ 3. This Act shall take effect upon its approval by the Governor.

AN ACT to Authorize the Incorporated Cities Having a Popula- 
tion of More Than Five Thousand (5,000) Inhabitants and 
Owing Cemeteries to Receive and Accept Money for Main- 
taining, Caring for, or Keeping in Repair Any Tomb, Burial . 
Lot or Graves. 


Section 1: Cities over 5,000 and owning cemeteries receive and 
accept money maintain tombs, burial lots and graves.—Be it en- 
acted by the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: That 
any incorporated city in this State having a population of more than 
five thousand (5,000) inhabitants, and owning a cemetery, is hereby 
authorized and empowered to receive by gift, devise, bequest or set- 
tlement in trust any sum or sums of money from any person or cor- 
poration when same is turned over to it in trust to be invested, 
and the annual income to be used in maintaining, caring for or keep- 
ing in repair any tomb, burial lot, grave or graves as may be then 
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or thereafter designated by the person creating such trust fund and 
agreed to by any such city. 

§ 2. Agencies transfer funds to city—That any commission, 
committee, association, person or corporation now having, or that 
may hereafter have, funds to be used for the maintenance, care or 
keeping in repair of any tomb, burial lot, grave or graves, in any 
such cemetery, may with the consent of any such city, deliver such 
funds to said city with a statement showing the source thereof 
and the designation of the tomb, burial lot, grave or graves, to be 
maintained, cared for or kept in repair, and a receipt from said city 
shall operate as a discharge of liability for the amount so delivered 
in trust to any such city. 

§ 3. City by ordinance or resolution provides terms of ac- 
ceptance of funds—accounting.—That any such city desiring to 
avail itself of the provisions of Sections 1 and 2 of this Act shall 
by ordinance or resolution provide the terms and conditions upon 
which any such trust funds will be received and administered by it, 
and any such city shall not be liable to account for any such trust 
funds so long as such city shall substantially comply with such terms 
and conditions. 

§ 4. City contract for service—That any such city may con- 
tract with any person or corporation for the maintenance, care and 
keeping in repair of any tomb, burial lot or grave in any such ceme- 
tery for such consideration and upon such terms and conditions as 
may be fixed by any such city. 

§ 5. Application—This Act shall not affect any city where its 
charter or any statute has already conferred upon it the power and 
purpose of this Act. 

§ 6. This Act shall take effect upon its approval by the Governor.

Section 1. § 8142, 1932 Code, amended—proxy represent sub- 
seribers to capital stock of proposed cooperative association at 
meetings.—Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of 
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South Carolina: That Section 8142 of the Code. of Laws of South 
Carolina, 1932, be and the same is hereby amended by inserting after 
the word “person” and before.the word “the” on line four of said 
Section the words “or by proxy”, so that said Section when so 
amended shall read as follows: 

“Section 8142. When not less than fifty per cent of the pro- 
posed capital stock shall have been subscribed by bona fide sub- 
scribers, the board of corporators shall call all the subscribers to- 
gether. At such meeting of the subscribers, a majority of whom be- 
ing present in person, or by proxy, the subscribers shall proceed to 
the organization of the association by the election from themselves 
of a board of directors, not Jess than five nor more than nine in 
number, each subscriber having one vote and no more. This Board 
of Directors shall manage the affairs of the association for such 
_ term of office as the by-laws may prescribe and until their suc- 
cessors shall have been elected and shall have qualified and shall 
enter upon the discharge of their duties; but a majority of the 
stockholders meeting, legally called according to the by-laws of the 
association, to remove any director or officer for cause, and fill 
the vacancy, and thereupon the director or officer so removed shall 
cease to be a director or officer of said association., The officers of 
every such association shall be a president, a secretary and a treas- 
urer (or a secretary-treasurer combined), who shall be elected an- 
nually by the directors, and each of said officers must be a director 
of the association. The treasurer or secretary-treasurer shall give 
such bond as the board of directors may require. The board of di- 
rectors shall call for the payment of the subscription to the capital, 
either in whole or in such installments as it may see fit. 

§ 2. All Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent herewith are hereby 
repealed.

AN ACT to Provide for the Formation and the Management of a 
County Forest Fire Control Organization and Providing for 
the Systematic Care and Management of Forests and Wild 
Land Areas in York County, in South Carolina; for the Pro- 
tection of Forest Lands; to Promote Reforestation on De- 
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nuded and Understocked and Sub-Marginal Areas Within the 
County; Defining Forests and Forest Fires; and Providing 
for the Financing Thereof. 


Section 1. Short title—Be it enacted by the General Assembly 
of the State of South Carolina: This Act shall be cited as the “York 
County Forest Fire Control Organization Act.” 


§ 2. Declaration of York County legislative delegation —The 
delegation of York County, State of South Carolina, recognize the 
fact that the forest lands of York County are a natural resource of 
great economic value to its citizens and the County as a whole, and 
that the recent establishment in South Carolina of the pulp and 
paper industry has materially increased the value of this natural re- 
source, and that it is of utmost importance to York County to pre- 
serve its forest lands for continuous production of forest products, 
and that this cannot be accomplished without organized protection 
against forest fires, does hereby declare the protection against fire 
and the preservation of the forests of York County, as herein de- 
fined, essential for the economic welfare of the whole county and 
its people. 

§ 3. Forest fire control organization district—That for the 
purpose of providing for the protection of forest lands, to promote 
' reforestation on denuded and under-stocked and sub-marginal areas, 
and to aid in. the enforcement of all laws pertaining to forests and 
other lands, York County, for the purpose of this Act, is under the’ 
provision hereof, created a Forest Fire Control Organization Dis- 
trict. 


§ 4. Fire prevention and control work.—All fire prevention 
and control work in this Forest Fire Control Organization District, 
created by this Act, shall be under the direction of the South Caro- 
lina Commission of Forestry and the State Forester, subject to the 
provisions of this Act and the laws of the State and Federal Gov- 
ernment now, or-hereafter, enacted, relative to forestry and forest 
fire prevention and control. 


§ 5. Forest land.—For the purpose of this Act, all lands within — 
said fire District shall be construed “Forest Land” which have 
enough forest growth, standing or down, or have sufficient inflam- 
mable debris or grass outside of corporate limits to constitute, in 
the judgment of the South Carolina State Commission of. Forestry, 
a fire menace to itself or adjoining lands. 
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§ 6. Forest fire—The term “Forest Fire”, as used in this Act, 
" means any fire burning uncontrolled on any land wholly or in part 
by timber, brush, grass or other inflammable vegetation. 

§ 7. County tax to defray expenses—disbursement.—The Au- 
ditor of York County is hereby directed annually to levy a sufficient 
tax upon all taxable property of York County, annually to raise not 
less than Three Thousand ($3,000.00) Dollars for the purpose of 
defraying the expenses incident to the forest fire control herein pro- 
vided, and the Treasurer of York County shall on the first day of 
July annually, commencing July 1, 1938, pay over to the State Com- 
mission of Forestry the sum of Three Thousand ($3,000.00) Dol- 
lars, to be used by said Forestry Commission as herein provided, 
and the voucher, check or other method of payment made by said 
Treasurer shall be complete discharge of the said Treasurer here- 
under. 

§ 8. Board—appointment—term.—There shall be set up a 
Board, to be known as the York County Forestry Board, consist- 
ing of seven (7) members, of which one (1) shall be the State 
Forester (or his representative—a member of the State Forest Serv- 
ice), with full voting power; and (1) shall be a member of the 
County Delegation; and one (1) shall be the County Farm Demon- 
stration Agent; the four (4) remaining members shall be so elected 
by the County Delegation that one shall be a practical lumberman ; 
,one shall be a land owning farmer, and two shall be from the 
County at large. The members elected to the Board shall serve con- 
tinuously or until the dissolution of this Forest Fire Control Or- 
ganization District. Vacancies occurring in the membership of said 
Board, due to resignation or any other reason, shall be filled by 
nomination upon a majority vote of the remaining members of the 
York County Forestry Board, at the first meeting following the 
occurrence of such vacancy, provided, however, that such nomina- 
tion shall be in accordance with the representation specified in this 
Act. All members of said Board shall serve without compensation. 

§ 9. Duties of board—meetings—wardens, patrolmen, and 
towermen.—The duties of the Board shall be to serve in an advisory 
and executive capacity for the performance of the provisions of 
this Act. They shall hold at least two meetings in each year; one dur- 
ing the month of October and one during the month of February. 
They shall modify and/or approve the Forest Fire Control plan set 
up for the organization area by the State Commission of Forestry. 
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They shall modify and/or approve the budget set up for the carry- 
ing on of the fire control plan. They shall appoint the necessary 
wardens, patrolmen and towerman, subject to the approval of the 
State Commission of Forestry. They shall further define the forest 
land area of the County in accordance with acreage, as described 
in Section 7. 

§ 10. Forest fire wardens—duties and powers.—Each Forest 
Fire Warden shall have the power, and his duties shall be, (a) To 
Act as the field representative of the State Foresters; (b) to pre- 
pare and forward to the State Forester, t hrough the proper chan- 
nels, such data in his District as may be required by the State 
Forester; (c) to report to the State Forester conditions existing 
within his district which are or may become, forest fire hazards, and 
to perform such other acts and duties as may be necessary in the 
opinion of the State Forester to conform with the purposes of this 
Act. 

§ 11. State commission of forestry and state forester—duties 
and powers.—The State Commission of Forestry and the State 
Forester shall compile for the October meeting of the Forestry 
Board in each year a fire control plan for the Fire Control Organi- 
zation Area and a budget itemizing the expenditures to be made 
during the year following. It shall, following the approval of that 
fire plan and budget, be the governing body of all fire control ac- 
tivities within the Fire Control Organization Area and shall have 
power to make and enforce all rules and regulations necessary for 
the administration and government of the area from the standpoint 
of forest fire prevention and control service; to recommend per- 
sonnel to be employed as fire wardens, and to be the authorized 
agent of the Forestry Board to administer the acts of said Board 
under the authority granted by this Act. The State Forester and his 
agents, or members of the State Commission of Forestry, or of the 
Forest Fire Organization area, shall have the right at any or all 
times to go upon any land within the area for the purpose of fighting 
or controlling forest fires, as defined herein, without making him- 
self liable for trespassing. 

§ 12. Title to property acquired—The title to all property, 
which may, through the cooperative forest fire control funds, be ac- 
quired for the carrying on of this County Forest Fire Control Or- 
ganization area, created under the provisions of this Act, shall be 
vested in the State Commission of Forestry: Provided, however, If 
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the State Commission of Forestry withdraws aid from said District, 
the title to said property shall vest in said Fire Control District, 
BUT, should aid be withdrawn by said Fire Control District then 
title shall vest in said Commission of Forestry.

Section 1. Tax forfeited lands not bearing revenue problem 
in land management, Aiken County.—Be it enacted by the General 
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Assembly of the State of South Carolina: The tax forfeited lands 
in Aiken County, now bearing no revenue to the county, are hereby 
declared to represent a problem in land management that can be 
solved only by placing the supervision of these lands in the hands 
of organizations familiar with land management practices and with 
the expectancy of a future source of revenue. 


§ 2. Sheriff convey tax forfeited lands to forfeited land com- 
mission—notify parties in interest—rights of such parties.—The 
Sheriff of Aiken County is hereby empowered, authorized and di- 
rected to convey forthwith by fee simple title all tax forfeited lands 
appearing of record now, or later, over to Aiken County, Forfeited 
Land Commission. Before any lands shall be conveyed however, it 
is hereby provided that ninety (90) days written notice shall be given 
each delinquent taxpayer, or in the event of death or removal from 
State to a party in interest, of the intention to make said conveyance 
and providing for redemption of the property within the said period 
by the payment of taxes due with all costs and penalties attached. 
All lands thus redeemed shall not be subject of conveyance. Provided, 
However, if there is a mortgage or other lien of record upon such 
land, like notice shall be given to the owner and holder thereof, who 
may pay such taxes, penalties and costs and charge the same against 
the realty thereunder; and provided further, that if none of the 
parties can be found after diligent search, publication of the notice 
once a week for six consecutive weeks in a newspaper published in 
the County shall be deemed written notice; and Provided further, 
where any person entitled to notice has a known post office registered 
notice, whether in or outside of the State, shall be deemed sufficient ; 
Provided still further, should any party satisfy a Circuit Judge that 
he has not had proper notice and of his excusable neglect, he may 
pay the taxes, penalties, costs and interest, together with such 
amount as such Judge may deem just as reimbursement to the Aiken 
County Forest Protective Association and its associates because 
of his delay, any time within twelve months of the date of the Sheriff’s 
deed, and have a conveyance of the property affected thereby nae to 
him, whether owner or lien holder. 


§ 3. Forfeited land commission lease such lands to Aiken 
County forest protective association—use of land by association. 
—The Aiken County Forfeited Land Commission is hereby author- 
ized and directed to accept the deeds of conveyance provided for 
herein and to forthwith, by lease or other like legal instrument, trans- 
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fer all the lands thus received to the Aiken County Forest Protective 
Association, for a period of twenty-five (25) years. The Aiken 
County Forest Protective Association is empowered and directed 
to accept the transfer of all lands as provided for herein and to enter 
into cooperative agreement with the South Carolina State Commis- 
sion of Forestry for the Administration of same, to use fire con- 
trol organizations for the purpose and to provide regulations for the 
Administration of the lands under supervision of South Carolina 
Commission of Forestry. 


§ 4. South Carolina commission of forestry enter into coopera- 
tive agreement with association as to such lands—removal of 
property from agreement—disagreement.—The South Carolina 
State Commission of Forestry is, by the Act, empowered, authorized 
and directed to enter into a cooperative agreement with the Aiken 
County Forest Protective Association for the Administration of these 
lands and to expend there for an amount equal to that deposited 
by the Aiken County Forest Protective Association. All expenditures 
by the State Commission of Forestry shall represent the State’s 
equity in the property and should same, for any reason, be removed 
from the cooperative agreement the State shall be reimbursed by 
the County in an amount equal to the State’s expenditures upon that 
property from the date of the cooperative agreement to date of re- 
moval of the property from the program, with legal interest. The 
South Carolina State Commission of Forestry is authorized likewise 
to cooperate financially in the maintenance of County Foresters and 
the cooperative agreement shall provide for technical administration 
of the lands by the State Commission of Forestry. In the event of 
disagreement between the Commission of Forestry and the Aiken 
County Forest Protective Association as to technical forestry 
methods the chief Forester of the United States or his representative 
shall be asked for his opinion of the questions and his opinion shall 
"be the final authority. 

Provided, that if it is the intention of the State to ever claim any 
reimbursement of the County for any calendar year during the term 
of any cooperative agreement, it shall be filed in the office of the 
Clerk of Court at Aiken not later than February Ist next thereafter, 
in the book provided for builders and mechanics liens, a statement 
of the amount claimed for such year in substantially the form of such 
builders and mechanics claims for lien, or be barred thereafter from 
claiming for such year. 
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§ 5. Appropriation—There is hereby appropriated by Aiken 
County for the purposes of this Act the annual sum of Twenty-five 
Hundred ($2500.00) Dollars, which the Treasurer of Aiken County 
is directed to turn over each year to the State Commission oi 
Forestry, on July Ist, of each year following the execution of the 
cooperative agreement between the Aiken County Forest Protective 
Association and The South Carolina State Commission of Forestry. 
In the event that more than Fifty Thousand (50,000) Acres of land 
shall be leased to the Aiken County Forest Protective Association 
as herein provided, then the amount of this appropriation shall be 
increased to the extent of Five Cents (5¢) for each Acre over Fifty 
Thousand (50,000) 


§ 6. County revolving funds—use.—For the purposes outlined 
in this Act a County Revolving Fund is hereby directed to be set 
up in which the cooperative funds shall be maintained. The South 
Carolina State Commission of Forestry is hereby authorized and 
directed to accept the cooperative funds and to deposit them in the 
County Revolving Fund along with other receipts from Administra- 
tion of these lands. The South Carolina State Commission of Forestry 
is authorized to withdraw from the Revolving Fund an amount not 
to exceed the State’s financial participation in the program for that 
year as reimbursement for State expenditures made. When the 
County Revolving Fund contains more money than the amount liable 
for reimbursement’ to the State and more than is necessary for the 
next annual appropriation for the County, excess funds may be ex- 
pended at the discretion of the Aiken County Forest Protective As- 
sociation in the purchase and planting of forest tree seedlings, con- 
struction of fire breaks and other improvements and in the general 
administration of the properties, or may be reduced to the general 
fund of the County. 


§ 7. Payment of legal expenses.—All legal expenses connected 
with the transfer of lands as provided for in this Act to the For- 
feited Land Commission and the leases of same to the Aiken County 
Forest Protective Association shall be paid for from funds in the 
hands of Aiken County Forest Protective Association which organi- 
zation is hereby authorized and directed to secure suitable legal coun- 
sel for the purposes mentioned. 


§ 8. Records—bond custodians of funds——That the Aiken 
County Forest Protective Association shall keep a record as ap- 
proved by the County Grand Jury of all its receipts and disburse- 
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ments as well as bills payable and collectible, and such other infor- 
mation as said Grand Jury may require, which shall be examined 
as other County offices and institutions and the custodian of any 
funds shall be bonded, the County paying the premium on said 
bond in such amount as the County Commissioners may approve 
for the faithful performance of his duty. 

§ 9. Invalidity—Saving Clause. If any section, subsection, 
sentence, clause or phrace of this Act is, for any reason, held to be 
unconstitutional, such decision shall not affect the validity of the re- 
maining portions of this Act. The Legislature hereby declares that 
it would have passed the Act and each section, subsection, sentence, 
clause or phrace thereof, irrespective of the fact that any one or more 
sections, subsections, sentence, clause or phrase be declared unconsti- 
tutional. 


§ 11. All Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent herewith are hereby 
repealed. 


§ 12. This Act shall take effect immediately upon its approval by 
the Governor.

Section 1. Act 261, 1935 Acts, amended—expenditure of beer, 
wine and liquor taxes received by Charleston County.—Be it en- 
acted by the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: That 
Section 3 of Act No. 261 of the Acts of 1935, relating to the separate 
keeping and expenditure of all beer, wine and liquor taxes received 
by Charleston County be, and the same is hereby, amended by striking 
out said Section 3 and inserting in lieu thereof the following, to be 
known as Section 3 of said Act, to wit: 

“Section 3. That all such beer, wine and alcoholic liquor taxes 
now on hand and hereafter received from all sources by the County 
Treasurer of Charleston County shall be by him paid out and ex- 

pended from time to time upon and pursuant to such resolution or 
resolutions adopted at a meeting or meetings of the Charleston 
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Public Welfare Board duly called and held as are agreed to by a ma- 
jority of said Board, in such amounts and for such purpose or pur- 
poses as in said resolution or resolutions stated; and the amounts 
so expended by said Board shall be credited against the appropriation 
in the annual Charleston County Supply Act, for said Board and its 
functions.”

AN ACT to Regulate the Practice of Osteopathy in South Caro- 
lina, to Provide for a State Board of Osteopathic Examiners, 
and to Define Their Duties and Powers: and to Provide 
Penalty for Violating the Provisions Thereof. 


Section 1. State board of osteopathic examiners—appoint- 
ment—terms—vacancy.—Be it enacted by the General Assembly 
of the State of South.Carolina: That on and after the approval of 
this Act there shall be established a State Board of Osteopathic 
Examiners composed of four reputable Osteopaths to be nominated 
by the South Carolina Osteopathic Association, and appointed and 
commissioned by the Governor. The term of office of the members 
of the Board shall be for a period of four years and until their suc- 
cessors in the office shall be appointed and qualified. Any vacancy in 
said Board of Examiners by death, resignation or otherwise, shall 
be filled in the same manner as above specified ; Provided, that the 
Governor shall have the right to reject any or all of the members 
nominated upon satisfactory showing as to the unfitness of the re- 
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jected. In case of such rejection, former members of the Board 
shall hold over until their successors can be chosen in the manner 
as above provided. 


The members of the Board first appointed under the provision of 


’ this section shall be divided into four classes. The first class shall 


hold office under said appointment for a period of one year; the 
second class for a period of two years; the third class for a period 
of three years; and the fourth class for a period of four years. Each 
year the State Osteopathic Association shall nominate one member 
to succeed the member whose term has expired. 


§ 2. Board-——meetings—officers—quorum.—The State Board of 
Osteopathic Examiners shall meet at Columbia, S. C., on the third 
Tuesday in June of each year, and continue in session until all ap- 
plicants are duly examined. At their rist meeting they shall organize 
by election of a President, and a Secretary, who shall also be Treas- 
urer, and said Board shall have power to call extra meetings when 
necessary for the examination of applicants and for the transaction 
of such business as may properly come before it and to make all 
necessary by-laws and rules for, their government. A majority of 
said Board shall constitute a quorum for the transaction of business. 


§ 3. Board examine applicants practice osteopathy—fee— 
certificate—practitioners register.—It shall be the duty of the said 
Board, when organized, to examine all candidates for examination, 
as hereinafter provided and described, and to pass upon their qualifica- 
tions and fitness to practice Osteopathy in this State, and to give 
each successful applicant a certificate to that effect, provided that 
each applicant, before being allowed to take said examination, shall 
pay to the Treasurer of said Board a fee of Twenty-five ($25.00) 
Dollars, one-half of which shall be returned if the applicant fails 
to secure a certificate of qualification. Such certificate of qualification 
shall entitle the holder or holders thereof, respectively, to be reg- 
istered as a lawful practicing Osteopath by the Clerk of the County 
of which he or she, or they, may reside, upon payment to said Clerk 
of Court of a fee of Twenty-five Cents (25¢) for each registration. 
No Osteopath will be considered as a legally qualified practitioner, 
or as having fully complied with the law, until he shall have obtained 
such registry. 

§ 4. Board suspend or ‘revoke licenses—appeal.—The said 
Board of Osteopathic Examiners is hereby authorized and empowered 
to suspend or revoke, subject on appeal to revision by the Circuit 
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Courts of the State, by a majority vote of its total membership, the 
license of any practitioner qualified under any provision of this Act, 
after due notice and fair opportunity of hearing, upon its being made 
satisfactorily to appear that the holder thereof is guilty of a felony 
or gross immorality, or is addicted to the liquor or drug habit to such 
a degree as to render him or her unworthy or unfit to practice 
Osteopathy in this State, or has been convicted in a court of com- 
petent jurisdiction of illegal practice. And the said Board is further 
authorized and empowered to administer oath in the taking of testi- 
mony upon any and all: matters pertaining to the business or duties 
of the Board: Provided, that pending an appeal under this section 
the Osteopath under charges shall practice his or her profession until 
the decision of the tribunal appealed to. 

§ 5. Osteopathy defined.—Osteopathy shall be defined as a com- 
plete system of therapeutics embracing all scientific subjects pertain- 
ing to the healing art except Materia Medica. Instead it places em- 
phasis on structural integrity as a major essential to health and 
that any derangement of structural integrity is a fundamental cause 
of disease, by interfering with the natural function of immunity 
and nutrition. Practice consists principally in the correction of all 
structural derangement by manipulative measures, including physio 
and electro therapy, minor surgery, diet, hygiene and obstetrics. 

§ 6. Qualifications take examination—All persons who hold 
diplomas from an Osteopathic college as approved by the American 
Osteopathic Association and who present certificates of their good 
moral character and their sobriety from some reputable person or 
persons known or approved by the Board and who give evidence 
of sufficient, education (an accredited high school diploma or equiva- 
lent) shall be eligible for examination before the Board, if he or 
she has attended four full courses of lectures of at least thirty-two 
(32) weeks each, no two courses being in the same year, and has 
received a diploma therefrom. 

§ 7. Examination—subjects—failures.—For each examination 
the Board shall seasonably prepare suitable questions for thoroughly 
testing the knowledge of the applicants in the following subjects: 
Anatomy, Physiology, Chemistry, Pathology, Bacteriology, Hygiene 
and Sanitary Science, Toxicology, Urinalysis, Minor Surgery, Pedia- 
trics, Obstetrics, Gynecology, Osteopathic Practice and Medical 
Jurisprudence, and such subjects as the Board may deem necessary. 

In case of failure at any examination, the applicant shall have the 
privilege of a second examination with the payment of the regular 
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fee. In case of failure in the second examination, the applicant to 
be eligible, in addition to the requirements for the previous examina- 
tions, must have pursued his studies for such a time as the Board 
may approve and furnish satisfactory evidence thereof. 

§ 8. Non-residents—The Board shall have power to make and 
establish all necessary rules and regulations for reciprocal recogni- 
tion of certificates issued by other State Boards having an equal 
standing. : 

§ 9. Standard.—The standard required by the State Board of 
Osteopathic Examiners shall have an average of not less than seventy- 
five per cent on all branches examined upon, and not less than sisty- 
five per cent on any individual branch. 

§ 10. Records—register of applicants——The Board shall keep 
a record of all proceedings thereof, and also a record of register of 
all applicants for a license, together with his or her age, time spent 
in study of Osteopathy, and the name and location of all institutions 
granting such applicant’s degrees in Osteopathy. Said books and 
registers shall be prima facie evidence of all matters therein recorded. 

§ 11. Board—per diem—expense allowance.—Each member of 
the said Board shall receive for his services traveling expenses at 
the rate of five cents a mile and Five ($5.00) Dollars per day for 
each day engaged. Said compensation to be paid from fees received 
from applicants and to be at no expense to the State. 

§ 12. Penalties.—It shall be unlawful for any person or per- 
sons to practice Osteopathy within the meaning of this Act in this 
State who has failed to comply with the provisions of this Act, and 
any one violating said provisions shall be deemed guilty of a misde- 
meanor, and for each offense, upon conviction of any court of com- 
petent jurisdiction, shall be fined in any sum not less than One Hun- 
dred ($100.00) Dollars or imprisonment in the county jail for a 
period of not less than thirty days nor more than ninety days, or both, 
at the discretion of the Court, and that each day such violation oc- 
curs shall constitute a separate offense; one-half of said fine to go 
to the informant and the other half to the State. 

§ 13. Invalidity—In the event that any provisions or part of 
this Act shall be questioned in any Court and shall be held to be in- 
valid, the remainder of this Act shall not be invalid, but shall re- 
main in full force and effect. 

§ 14. All Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent herewith are hereby 
repealed. 
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§ 15. This Act shall take effect upon approval by the Governor.

AN ACT to Create and Maintain a County Board of Health and 
a County Health Department for Newberry County, and to 
Prescribe Their Duties and Powers. 


Section 1. Newberry County board of health.—Be it enacted 
by the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: That 
from and after the passage of this Act, Newberry County, South 
Carolina, shall have and maintain a County Board of Health, under 
the direction and control of the State Board of Health, as now 
provided by law, for the direction and control of local Boards of 
Health in incorporated cities, towns and villages. 

§ 2. Board—appointment—chairman.—That the said County 
Board of Health shall be composed of one member chosen by the 
Newberry County Legislative Delegation; one member chosen by 
the Town Council of Newberry ; and one member selected by the two 
- members so chosen by the County Legislative Delegation and the 
Town Council of the City of Newberry respectively. Immediately 
upon their -election their names shall be certified to the State Board 
of Health, and the State Board of Health shall, in letter form, under 
the seal of the State Board of Health, give official recognition and 
proof of their election and commission as members of the said 
County Board of Health of Newberry County. That at the first 
meeting: of the Board one of their number shall be elected Chair- 
man, 

§ 3. Board—term—appointment—vacancy.—That the mem- 
bers of the County Board of Health, functioning as such are to 
serve for a term of two (2) years: Provided, That if for any rea- 
son the members of the said County Board of Health are not elected 
and appointed, it shall be the duty of the State Board of Health 
to forthwith appoint such duly qualified residents of the County to 
serve on the said County Board of Health as may be necessary: 
Provided, further, That in case of the death or resignation of any 
member of the County Board of Health prior to the expiration of 
the term of office for which such member has been elected, the 
successor shall be elected as herein provided for the election of mem- 
bers of the said Board. 
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§ 4. Duties and powers.—That the County Board of Health 
is hereby and herewith vested with all rights, powers, duties, privi- 
leges, and responsibilities that are now imposed by law upon local 
Boards of Health in incorporated cities, towns, and villages, and 
such other duties as are prescribed in this Act: Provided, however, 
That in carrying out all powers, duties, etc., herein prescribed, the 
said County Board of Health shall control and direct the activities of 
the County Health Department through the Director of the County 
Health Department. 


§ 5. County health department—director.—There shall be cre- 
ated and maintained a County Health Department. This Health De- 
partment shall function and be under the control and direction of 
the County Board of Health. The said County Health Department 
shall be under the direction and supervision of a director who shall 
be a graduate of a regular reputable medical college, a physician 
skilled in hygiene and sanitary science, who shall be especially trained 
and qualified in the practice of preventive medicine. He shall be 
elected by the County Board of Health upon nomination of the State 
Board of Health. He shall hold office at the pleasure of the County 
Board of Health and until his successor is elected and qualified. 


That such additional personnel shall be appointed and employed as 
is consistent with the needs of the county, who shall be appointed 
by the said Director of the County Health Department, with and by 
the consent of the County Board of Health, only upon the written 
approval of the Newberry County Legislative Delegation. They shall 
hold office at the pleasure of the County Board of Health. All per- 
sonnel employed shall meet the qualifications prescribed by the State 
Board of Health and the United States Public Health Service. 


The Director of the County Health Department shall render re- 
ports to the County Board of Health and to the State Board of 
Health as may be required. 


§ 6. Duties and powers of department—The duties of the 
County Health Department shall include the control of communica- 
ble diseases by all acceptable and approved methods, Maternal and 
Child Hygiene, Pre-school and School Hygiene, Sanitation, including 
sanitation of all food vending establishments, dairies, abattoirs, and 
school sanitation, and all other duties and activities that are usually 
carried on by organizations of like authority, and such other duties 
as may be prescribed by the County Board of Health and/or the 
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State Board of Health: Provided, however, That only such services 
shall be rendered as are consistent with the personnel employed. 

§ 7. Certain duties and powers of local boards in municipal 
corporations and villages devolved.—All the rights, duties, powers, 
privileges, and responsibilities that are now imposed by law upon 
local Boards of Health in incorporated cities, towns and villages 
of the said County of Newberry shall cease to be of force and ef- 
fect, and all the incorporated cities, towns and villages of the said 
County of Newberry shall be under the control, direction and pro- 
visions of this Act: Provided, That the rights, powers, duties, privi- 
leges, etc., mentioned in this Act shall only refer to such rights, 
powers, duties, privileges, etc., as appertain to the direction, control, 
and supervision of health and matters pertaining to health: Pro- 
vided, further, That this Act does not relieve the said cities, towns 
and villages from any expense which may be incurred in correcting 
nuisances, maintaining water supplies and sewage disposal plants, 
and other recognized and approved activities for the prevention of 
disease and the promotion of health: Provided, however, That if any 
city, town of village shall have a Commission or Board in charge of 
a water supply and sewage disposal plant, nothing in this Act shall 
take away from such Commission or Board their rights, powers and 
duties. 

§ 8. Salaries—expenses.—All salaries and expenses necessary 
to the maintenance, operation and upkeep of the Newberry County 
Health Department shall be fixed by the Newberry County Legisla- 
tive Delegation each year in the appropriation Act for Newberry 
County. Any personnel employed for exclusive service in any incor- 
porated city, town or village of Newberry County shall be paid and 
the salary, or salaries, and expenses therefor, shall be fixed by the 
city, town or village receiving such services. Nothing in this Act 
. shall be construed to prevent the salaries of any employees of New- 
berry County Health Department from being supplemented by funds 
made available from any other source. 

§ 9. Secretary of board.—The Director of the County Health 
Department shall be Secretary of the County Board of Health, and 
he shall be the custodian of books, papers, instruments, or appli- 
ances belonging to the said Board, or that may be intrusted to his 
care; he shall summon the Board to monthly meetings, and shall at- 
tend all meetings of the Board, unless otherwise ordered, and shall 
discharge the duties appertaining to the office of Secretary.

by the resident qualified electors in the election precincts included in 
the territory which he or she is to represent; one shall represent and 
be a resident qualified elector in the part of the county lying east of 
the Cooper River, and shall be voted for, exclusively, by the qualified 
electors in the election precincts contained in the territory which 
he or she is to represent; one shall be a resident qualified elector in 
that section of the county lying north of the corporate limits of the 
city of Charleston, between the Ashley and Cooper Rivers, who shall 
be voted for, exclusively, by the qualified electors in the election 
precincts contained in the territory which he or she is to represent; 
and one shall represent and be a resident qualified elector in the por- 
tion of the county contained within the corporate limits of the city 
of Charleston, who shall be voted for, exclusively, by the qualified 
electors in the election precincts of the city of Charleston.

AN ACT to Provide for the Formation and the Management of a 
County Forest Fire Control Organization and Providing for 
the Systematic Care and Management of Forests and Wild 
Land Areas in Charleston County, in South Carolina; for the 
Protection of Forest Lands; to Promote Reforestation on De- 
nuded and Under Stocked and Sub-Marginal Areas Within 
the County; Defining Forests and Forest Fires; and Provid- 
ing for the Financing Thereof. 


Section 1. Short title—Be it enacted by the General Assembly 
of the State of South Carolina: This Act shall be cited as the 
“Charleston County Forest Fire Control Organization Act.” 

§ 2. Declaration of Charleston County legislative delegation. 
—lIt is hereby declared that the protection against fire and the preser- 
vation of the forests of Charleston County, as herein defined, es- 
sential for the economic welfare of the whole county and its people. 
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§ 3. Forest fire control organization district—That for the 
purpose of providing for the protection of forest lands, to promote 
reforestation on denuded and under-stocked and sub-marginal areas, 
and to aid in the enforcement of all laws pertaining to forests and 
other lands, Charleston County, for the purpose of this Act, is under 
the provisions hereof, created a Forest Fire Control Organization 
District. 

§ 4. Fire prevention and control work.—All fire prevention 
and control work in this Forest Fire Control Organization District, 
created by this Act, shall be under the direction of the South Caro- 
lina State Commission of Forestry and the State Forester, subject 
to the provisions of this Act and the laws of the State and Federal 
Government now, or hereafter, enacted relative to forestry and 
forest fire prevention and control. 

§ 5. Forest land.—For the purpose of this Act, all lands within 
said fire District shall be construed “Forest Land” which has enough 
forest growth, standing or down, or has sufficient inflammable debris 
or grass outside of corporate limits of towns to constitute, in the 
judgment of the South Carolina State Commission of Forestry, a 
fire menace to itself or adjoining lands. 

§ 6. Forest fire—The term “Forest Fire”, as used in this Act, 
means any fire burning uncontrolled on any land covered wholly or 
in part by timber, brush, grass or other inflammable vegetation. 

§ 7. Appropriation defray expenses—disbursement.—Charles- 
ton County is hereby obligated to appropriate annually an amount 
sufficient to defray the expenses incident to the forest fire control 
herein provided for at the rate of not less than Three Thousand 
($3,000.00) Dollars a year. The County Treasurer shall, on the 
first day of July annually, commencing July 1, 1938, pay over to the 
State Forestry Commission the amount so appropriated, and the 
voucher, check or other method of payment made by said Treasurer 
shall be complete discharge of the said Treasurer hereunder. 

§ 8. Board—appointment—term.—There shall be set up a 
Board, consisting of five (5) members of which one shall be the 
State Forester (or his representative—a member of the State 
Forest Service) with full voting power; one shall be a member of: 
the Charleston County Legislative Delegation to the General As- 
sembly to be selected by the said Delegation ; and the remaining three 
shall be appointed by the Charleston County Legislative Delegation. 
Their tenure on the said Board shall be coterminous with their said 
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office, and their respective successors shall be co-members of the said 
Board. 

§ 9. Duties of board—meetings—wardens, patrolmen, and 
towermen.—The duties of the Board shall be to serve in an advisory 
and executive capacity for the performance of the provisions of 
this Act. They shall hold at least two meetings in each year, one 
during the month of October and one during the month of Febru- 
ary. They shall modify and/or approve the Forest Fire Control plan 
set up for the organization area by the State Commission of Forestry. 
They shall modify and/or approve the budget set up for the carrying 
on of the fire control plan. They shall appoint the necessary wardens, 
patrolmen and towermen, subject to the approval of the State Com- 
mission of Forestry. They shall further define the forest land area 
of the County in accordance with acreage, as described in Section 7. 


§ 10. Forest fire wardens—duties and powers.——Each Forest 
Fire Warden shall have the power, and his duties shall be, (a) to 
act as the field representative of the State Forester, (b) to control 
and forward to the State Forester, through the proper channels, such 
data in his district as. may be required by the State Forester, (c) 
to report to the State Forester conditions existing within his district 
which are, or may become, forest fire hazards, and to perform such 
other acts and duties as may be necessary in the opinion of the State 
Forester to conform with the purposes of this Act. 


§ 11. State Commission of forestry and state forester—duties 
and powers.—The State Commission of Forestry and the State 
Forester shall compile for the October meeting of the Forestry 
Board in each year a fire control plan for the Fire Control Organiza~ 
tion Area and a budget itemizing the expenditures to be made during 
the year following. It shall, following the approval of that fire plan 
and budget, be the governing body of all fire control activities within 
the Fire Control Organization Area and shall have power to make 
and enforce all rules and regulations necessary for the administra- 
tion and government of the area from the standpoint of forest fire 
prevention and control service; to recommend personnel to be em- 
ployed as fire Wardens, and to be the authorized agent of the 
Forestry Board to administer the acts of said Board under the au- 
thority granted by this Act. The State Forester and his agents, or 
members, of the State Commission of Forestry, or of the Forest 
Fire Control Organization area, shall have the right at any or all 
times to go upon any land within the area for the purpose of fight- 
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irig or controlling forest fires, as defined herein, without making him- 
self liable for trespassing. 

.§ 12.° Title to property acquired—The title to all property, 
which may, through the cooperative forest fire control funds, be ac- 
quired for the carrying on of this County Forest Fire Control Or- 
ganization area, created under the provisions of this Act, shall be 
vested in the State Commission of Forestry; Provided, However, if 
the State Commission of Forestry withdraws aid from said district, 
the title to said property shall vest in said Fire Control District; 
and Provided Further, that should aid be withdrawn by said Fire 
Control District then title shall vest in said Commission of Forestry. 

§ 13. Owners may burn over Jands.—Nothing in this Act shall 
be construed as limiting and restricting the owners of any forest 
land within the Organization Area burning over their own lands 
where the fire is not allowed to spread onto or over the land of 
another or others. 

§ 14. Invalidity—lIf any Section, Sub-Section, sentence, clause, 
or phrase of this Act is, for any reason, held to be unconstitutional, 
such decision shall not affect the validity of the remaining portions 
of this Act. 

§ 15. Repeal—aAll Acts or parts of Acts, inconsistent with this 
Act, are hereby repealed to the extent of such inconsistency.

Section 1. Record emergency crop or seed loan mortgages

The provisions of this Act shall not 
apply to any mortgages or leases other than those known as seed 
loans or emergency crop loans. The provisions of this Act shall con- 
tinue in force and effect as long as the provisions are made in the 
annual York County Supply Act for appropriation or payment to 
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the Clerk of Court’s office for the payment of such costs, and pro- 
vided that the provisions of this Act shall not be construed to amend, 
alter, or in any wise affect any provisions of the law regarding the 
recordation of papers or instruments other than emergency crop or 
seed loans. -

Section 1. Oyster farm, Charleston County—establish—io-

AN ACT to Prescribe the Equipment, Size and Weight Limita- 
tions of Motor Vehicles and Equipment of Other Vehicles on 
the Highways of This State; to Provide Liability in Certain 
Cases of Tegal Operations and to Otherwise Regulate the 
Use of the Said Highways; to Provide for the Enforcement 
of the Provisions of the Act, and to Prescribe Penalties for 
Violations Thereof. 


Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of South 
Carolina : 
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Article I 


DEFINITIONS 


Section 1. For the purpose of this Act, the following words, 
phrases, and terms are hereby defined as follows: 

(a) Vehicle—Every device in, upon, or by which any person or 
‘property is or may be transported or drawn upon a highway, except 
devices moved by human power or used exclusively upon stationary 
rails or tracks. 

(b) Motor Vehicles—Every vehicle which is self propelled and 
not operated or driven on fixed rails or tracks. 

(c) Motorcycle—Every motor vehicle having a saddle for the use 
of the rider and designed to travel on not more than three wheels 
in contact with the ground but excluding a tractor. 

(d) Motor truck—Any motor-propelled vehicle designed or used 
for carrying materials, freight or merchandise and not operated or 
driven on fixed rails or tracks; but it shall not include self-propelled 
trucks designed primarily for passenger transportation, though 
equipped with frames, racks or bodies having a load capacity not 
exceeding 1,500 pounds. 

(e) Truck Tractor—Every motor vehicle designed and used pri- 
marily for drawing other vehicles and not so constructed as to carry 
a load other than a part of the weight of the vehicle and load so 
drawn. 

(f) Farm Tractor—Every motor vehicle designed and used pri- 
marily as a farm implement for drawing plows, mowing machines, 
and other implements of husbandry. 

(g) Road Tractor—Every motor vehicle designed and used for 
drawing other vehicles and not so constructed as to carry any load 
thereon either independently or any part of the weight of a vehicle 
or load so drawn. 

(h) Trailer—Every vehicle without motive power designed for 
carrying persons or property and for being drawn by a motor vehicle 
- and so constructed that no part of its weight rests upon the towing 
vehicle. 

(i) Semitrailer-—Every vehicle without motive power designed 
for carrying persons or property and for being drawn by a motor

vehicle and so constructed that some part of. its weight and that of 
its load rests upon or is carried by another vehicle. 

(j) Authorized Emergency Vehicle—Vehicles -of the fire depart- 
ment (Fire Patrol), police vehicles, and such ambulance, and emer- 
gency vehicles of municipal departments or public service corpora- 
tions, as are designated or authorized by the Department or the Chief 
of Police of an incorporated municipality, | 

(k) Pneumatic-Tire—Every tire in which compressed air is de- 
signed to support the load. 

(1) Solid Tire—Every tire of rubber or other resilient material 
which does not depend upon compressed air for the support of the 
load. 

(m) Metal Tire—Every tire the surface of which in contact with 
the highway is wholly or partly of metal or other hard non-resilient 
material. —— 

(n) Department—The South Carolina State Highway Jepart- 
ment. 

(0) Local Authorities—Every county, municipal and local board 
or body having jurisdiction over, and responsibility for the mainte- 
nance of, any highway or street other than State Highways. 

(p) Person—Every individual,partnership,association, trust and 
corporation,and the receivers,assignees or agents of any of them. 

(q) Highway—Any public road , street,avenue,alley or boulevard, 
bridge, viaduct or trestle and the approaches thereto, within the 
limits of the State of South Carolina. 

(r) Explosives Any chemical compound or mechanical mixture 
that is commonly used or intended for the purpose of producing an 
explosion and which contains any oxidizing and combustive units 
or other ingredients in such proportions, quantities or packing that 
an ignition by fire, by friction, by concussion, by percussion, or by 
detonation of any part of the compound mixture may cause such a 
sudden generation of highly heated gases that the resultant gaseous 
pressures are capable of producing destructible effects on contiguous 
objects of by destroying life or limb. 

(s) Flammable Liquid—Any liquid which has a flash point 70 F., 
or less, as determined by a Tagliabue or equivalent closed cup test 
device. 

(t) Driver—Every person who drives or is in actual physical 
control of a vehicle. 
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(u) Owner—A person who holds the legal title of a vehicle or 
in the event a vehicle is the subject of an agreement for the condi- 
tional sale or lease thereof with the right of purchase upon perform- 
ance of the conditions stated in the agreement and with an imme- 
diate right of possession vested in the conditional vendee or lessee, 
or in the event a mortgagor of a vehicle is entitled to possession, 
then such conditional vendee or lessee or mortgagor shall be deemed 
the owner for the purpose of this Act. 

(v) Gross-Weight—The weight of the vehicle including the load 
carried thereon. 


Article IT. 


EQUIPMENT. 


Section 1. Scope and Effect of Regulations. 

(a) It shall be unlawful for any person to drive or move or for 
the owner to cause or knowingly permit to be driven or moved on 
any highway any vehicle or combination of vehicles which is in such 
unsafe condition as to endanger any person, or which does not con- 
tain those parts or is not at all times equipped with such lamps and 
other equipment in proper condition and adjustment as required in 
this Act. 

(b) The provisions of this Act with respect to equipment on ve- 
hicles shall not apply to implements of husbandry, road machinery, 
or farm tractors, except as herein made applicable. 

§ 2. When Lighted Lamps are Required. 

(a) Every vehicle upon a highway within this State at any time 
from a half hour after sunset to a half hour before sunrise and at 
any other time when there is not sufficient light to render clearly 
discernible persons and vehicles and other objects on the highways 
at a distance of 500 feet ahead shall display lighted lamps and il- 
luminating devices as hereinafter required. 

(b) Whenever requirement is hereinafter declared as to the dis- 
tances from which certain lamps and devices shall render objects 
visible or within which such lamps or devices shall be visible , said 
provisions shall apply during the times stated in subdivisions (a) of 
this section upon a straight level unlighted highway under normal 
atmospheric conditions unless a different time or condition is ex- 
pressly stated. 

§ 3. Head Lamps on Motor Vehicles. 

(a) Every motor vehicle other than a motorcycle shall be equipped 
with at least two head lamps with at least one on each side of the 
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front of the motor vehicle , which head lamps shall comply with the 
requirements and limitations set forth in this Act. 

(b) Every Motorcycle shall be equipped with at least one and 
not more than two head lamps which shall comply with the require- 
ments and limitations of this Act. 

§ 4. Rear Lamps and Reflectors. 

(a) Every motor vehicle, including trailers and semi-trailers, 
shall be equipped with a lighted rear lamp, exhibiting a red light 
plainly visible from a distance of 500 feet to the rear. 

(b) Either such rear lamp or a separate lamp shall be so con- 
structed and placed as to illuminate with a white light the rear regis- 
tration license plate and render it clearly legible from a distance of 
50 feet to the rear. When the rear license plate is illuminated by an 
electric lamp other than the required rear lamp, said two lamps shall 
be turned on or off only by the same control switch at all times when- 
ever head lamps are lighted. 

(c) Every new motor vehicle, trailer, or semi-trailer hereafter 
sold or built and every commercial vehicle hereafter operated on a 
highway shall also carry at the rear, either as a part of the rear lamp 
or separately, a red reflector meeting the requirements of this Act. 

(d) Whenever a red reflector is required or permitted to be used 
in substitution of lamps upon a vehicle under any of the provisions 
of this Act, such reflector shall be mounted upon the vehicle at a 
height not to exceed 42 inches nor less than 24 inches above the 
ground upon which the vehicle stands, and every such reflector shall 
be so designed and maintained as to be visible at night from all dis- 
tances within 500 feet to 50 feet from such vehicle when directly in 
front of a motor vehicle displaying lawfully lighted head lamps. 

§ 5. Clearance Lamps. 

(a) Every motor vehicle having a width at any part in excess of 
80 inches shall be equipped with four clearance lamps located on the 
extreme sides of such vehicle, two located at the front and dis- 
playing an amber light visible from a distance of 500 feet to the 
front of the vehicle and the other two located at the rear of the ve- 
hicle and displaying a red light visible from a distance of 500 feet 
to the rear of the vehicle, which said rear clearance lamps shall be 
in addition to the red rear lamp hereinafter required. 

(b) Every vehicle or combination of such vehicles having a length 
in excess of 30 feet or a width in excess of 80 inches shall be equipped 
with lamps on the front displaying 3 amber lights and lamps on 
the rear displaying 3 red lights and the lights in each such group 
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shall be evenly spaced not less than 6 nor more than 12 inches apart 
along a horizontal line near the top of the vehicle and said lights shall 
be visible from distances of 500 feet to the front and rear, respec- 
tively, of the vehicle. 


§ 6. Lamp or Flag on Projecting Load. 

Whenever the load upon any vehicle extends to the rear 4 feet or 
more beyond the bed or body of such vehicle there shall be dis- 
played at the extreme rear end of the load, at the times specified in 
Section 2 of this Article a red light plainly visible from a distance 
of at least 500 feet to the sides and rear. The red light required un- 
der this section shall be in addition to the red rear light required 
upon every vehicle. At any other time there shall be displayed at the 
extreme rear end of such load a red flag or cloth not less than 16 
inches square. 

§ 7. Lamps on Bicycles: 

Every bicycle shall be equipped with a lamp on the front exhibit- 
ing a white light visible from a distance of 500 feet to the front and 
with a lamp on the rear exhibiting a red light visible from a dis- 
tance of at least 500 feet to the rear; except that a red reflector 
meeting the requirements of this Act may be used in lieu of a rear 
light. 

Section 8. Lamps on Other Vehicles and Equipment. 

All vehicles, including animal-drawn vehicles and including im- 
plements of husbandry, road machinery or farm tractors and other 
vehicles not hereinbefore specifically required to be equipped with 
lamps, shall at the times specified in Section 2 of this Article be 
equipped with at least one lighted lamp or lantern exhibiting a white 
light visible from a distance of 500 feet to the front of such vehicle 
and with a lamp or lantern or reflector exhibiting a red light visible 
from a distance of 500 feet to the rear. 

§ 9. Spot Lamps and Auxiliary Driving Lamps 

(a) Any motor vehicle may be equipped with not to exceed one 
spot lamp and every lighted spot lamp shall be so aimed and used 
upon approaching another vehicle that no part of the high-intensity 
portion of the beam will be directed t6 the left of the prolongation of 
the extreme left side of the vehicle nor more than 100 feet ahead 
of the vehicle. 

(b) Any motor vehicle may be equipped with not to exceed three 
auxiliary driving lamps mounted on the front at a height not less 
than 12 inches nor more than 42 inches above the level surface up- 
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on which the vehicle stands, and every such auxiliary driving lamp 
or lamps shall meet the requirements and limitations set forth in this 
Act. 

’ § 10. Signal Lamps and Signal Devices 

(a) Any motor vehicle may be equipped and when a signal lamp 
or device is required under this Act shall be equipped, with a signal 
lamp or signal device which is so constructed and located on the 
vehicle as to give a signal of intention to stop which shall be red 
or yellow in color and signals of intention to turn to the right or 
left, all of which signals shall be plainly visible and understandable 
in normal sunlight and at night from a distance of 100 feet to the 
front or rear, but shall not project a glaring or dazzling light; ex- 
cept that a stop signal need be visible only from the rear. 

(b) All mechanical signal devices shall be self-illuminated when 
in use at the times specified in Section 2 of this Article. 

§ 11. Additional Lighting Equipment 

(a) Any motor vehicle may be equipped with not more than two 
side cowl or fender lamps which shall emit an amber or whire light 
without glare. 

(b) Any motor vehicle may be equipped with not more than one 
running board courtesy lamp on each side thereof which shall emit 
a white or amber light without glare. ; 

(c) Any motor vehicle may be equipped with a back-up lamp 
either separately or in combination with another lamp; except that 
no such back-up lamp shall be a continuously lighted one when the 
motor vehicle is in forward motion. 

(d) No person shall operate any vehicle upon a highway unless 
the same shall be fully. equipped and supplied with flares, lights, 
and other devices as may be required for use by law. 

§ 12. Multiple-beam Road Lighting Equipment 

Except as hereinafter provided, the headlamps, or the auxiliary 
driving lamps, or combinations thereof, on motor vehicles shall be 
so arranged that the driver may select at will between distributions 
of light projected to different elevations, subject to the following re- 
quirements and limitations: 

(a) There shall be an uppermost distribution of light, or composite _ 
beam, so aimed and of such intensity as to reveal persons and ve- 
hicles at a distance of at least 350 feet ahead for all conditions of 
loading. The maximum intensity of this uppermost distribution of 
light or composite beam 1 degree of arc or more above the horizontal 
level of the lamps when the vehicle is not loaded shall not exceed 
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8,000 apparent candle power, and at no other point of the distribu- 
tion of light or composite beam shall there be an intensity of more 
than 75,000 apparent candle power. 

(b) There shall be a lowermost distribution of light, or composite 
beam, so aimed that: 

1. When the vehicle is not loaded, none of the high intensity por- 
tion of the light which is directed to the left of the prolongation of 
the extreme left side of the vehicle shall, at a distance of 25 feet 
ahead, project higher than a level of 10 inches below the level of the 
center of the lamp, from which it comes. 

2. When the vehicle is not loaded, none of the high intensity por- 
tion of the light which is directed to the right of the prolongation of 
the extreme left side of the vehicle shall, at a distance of 25 feet 
ahead, project higher than a level of 5 inches below the level of the 
center of the lamp from which it comes. 

3. In no event shall any of the high intensity of such lowermost- 
distribution of light or composite beam project higher than a level 
of 42 inches above the level on which the vehicle stands at a dis- 
tance of 75 feet ahead. 

(c) Where one intermediate beam is provided, the beam on the 
left side of the road shall be in conformity with (b) (1) of this Sec- 
tion. 

(d) All road lighting beams shall be so aimed and of sufficient 
intensity to reveal a person or vehicle at a distance of at least 200 
feet ahead. 

§ 13. Use of Multiple-beam Road Lighting Equipment 

Whenever the driver of a vehicle approaches an oncoming vehicle 
within 500 feet, such driver shall use a distribution of light if so 
equipped or composite beam so aimed that the glaring rays are not 
projected into the eyes of the oncoming driver, and in no case sha!l 
the high-intensity portion which is projected to the left of the pro- 
longation of the extreme left side of the vehicle be aimed higher than 
the center of the lamp from which it comes at a distance of 25 feet 
ahead, and in no case higher than a level of 42 inches above the 
level upon which the vehicle stands at a distance of 75 feet ahead. 

§ 14. Single-beam Road Lighting Equipment 

Headlamps arranged to provide a single distribution of light not 
supplemented by auxiliary driving lamps shall be permitted on motor 
vehicles manufactured and sold prior to one year after the effective 
date of this Act in lieu of multiple-beam road lighting equipment 
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herein specified if the single distribution of light complies with the 
following requirements and limitations: 

(a) The headlamps shall be so aimed that when the vehicle is not 
loaded none of the high intensity portion of the light shall at a dis- 
tance of 25 feet ahead project higher than a level of 5 inches be- 
low the level of the center of the lamp from which it comes, and in 
no case higher than 42 inches above the level on which the vehicle 
stands at a distance of 75 feet ahead. , 

(b) The intensity shall be sufficient to reveal persons and ve- 
hicles at a distance of at least 200 feet. 

§ 15. Alternate Road Lighting Equipment 

Any motor vehicle may be operated under the conditions specified 
in Section 2 of this Article when equipped with two lighted lamps 
upon the front thereof capable of revealing persons and objects 75 
feet ahead in lieu of lamps required in said Sections 12 and 14; 
Provided,. That at no time shall such motor vehicle be operated at 
“a speed in excess of 20 miles per hour. 

§ 16. Number of Driving Lamps Required or Permitted 

(a) At all times specified in Section 2 of this Article, at least two 
lighted lamps shall be displayed, one on each side of the front of 
every motor vehicle except when such vehicle is parked subject to 
the regulations governing lights on parked vehicles. 

(b) Whenever a motor vehicle equipped with head lamps as here- 
in required is also equipped with any auxiliary lamps or a spot lamp 
or any other lamp on the front thereofprojecting a beam of an in- 
tensity greater than 300 candle power not more than a total of four 
of any such lamps on the front of a vehicle shall be lighted at any 
one time upon a highway. 

§ 17. Special Restrictions on Lamps 

(a) No person shall drive or move any vehicle or equipment upon 
any highway with any lamp or device thereon displaying a red light 
visible from directly in front thereof. This Section shall not apply 
to police, fire or authorized emergency vehicles. 

(b) Flashing lights are hereby prohibited on motor vehicles ex- 
cept as a means of indicating a right or left turn. 

§ 18. Brakes-Equipment Required 

(a) Every motor vehicle, other than a motorcycle, when apeeated 
upon a highway shall be equipped with brakes adequate to control 
the movement of and to stop and hold such vehicle, including two 
separate means of applying the brakes, each of which means sha!l 
be effective to apply the brakes to at least two wheels, If these two 
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separate means of applying the brakes are connected in any way, 
they shall be so constructed that failure of any one part of the op- 
erating mechanism shall not leave the motor vehicle without brakes 
on at least two wheels. 

(b) Every motorcycle and bicycle with motor attached, when op- 
erated upon a highway shall be equipped with at least one brake, 
which may be operated by hand or foot. 

(c) Every trailer or semi-trailer of a gross weight of 3,000 pounds 
or more when operated upon a highway shall be equipped with 
brakes adequate to control the movement of and to stop and to hold 
such vehicle and so designed as to be applied by the driver of the 
towing vehicle from its cab and said brakes shall be so designed and 
connected that in case of an accidental break-away of the towed ve- 
hicle the brakes shall be automatically applied. This provision shall 
become effective on and after the first day of November, 1938. 

(d) On and after the first day of July, 1938, every new motor 
vehicle, trailer, or semi-trailer manufactured or sold in this State 
and operated upon the highways shall be equipped with service 
brakes upon all wheels of every such vehicle, except any motorcycle, 
and except that any semi-trailer of less than 1,500 pounds gross 
weight need not be equipped with brakes. 

(e) The service brakes upon any motor vehicle or combination of 
vehicles shall be adequate to stop such vehicle or vehicles when trav- ° 
eling 20 miles per hour within a distance of 30 feet when upon dry 
pavement or other hard surface type free from loose material where 
the grade does not exceed 1 per cent. Under those conditions the 
hand brake shall be adequate to stop such vehicle or vehicles within 
a distance of 55 feet and said hand brake shall be adequate to hold 
such vehicle or vehicles stationary on any grade upon which operated 
and in any event on grades up to 8%; and the service brakes upon 
a motor vehicle equipped with two-wheel brakes only, and when per- 
mitted hereunder, shall be adequate to stop the vehicle within a dis- 
tance of 40 feet and the hand brake adequate to stop the vehicle 
within a distance of 55 feet. 


(f£) All braking distances specified in this section shall apply to 
all vehicles mentioned, whether such vehicles are not loaded or ‘are 
loaded to the maximum capacity authorized by law. 


(g) All brakes shall be maintained in good working order and 
shall be so adjusted as to operate as equally as practicable with re- 
spect to the wheels on opposite sides of the vehicle. 


~ 
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§ 19. Horns, Mufflers, and Warning Devices. 


(a) Every motor vehicle operated upon a highway shall be 
equipped with a horn in good working order and capable of emitting 
sound audible under normal conditions from a distance of not less 
than 200 feet, but no horn or other warning shall emit an unrea- 
sonably loud or harsh sound or whistle. The driver of a motor ve- 
hicle shall when reasonably necessary to insure safe operation give 
audible warning with his horn, but shall not otherwise use such horn 
when upon a highway. 

(b) No vehicle shall be equipped with nor shall any person use 
upon a vehicle any siren, whistle, or bell, except as otherwise per- 
mitted in this Section. It is permissible but not required that any 
commercial vehicle be equipped with a theft alarm signal device 
which is so arranged that it cannot be used by the driver as an or- 
dinary warning signal. Any authorized emergency vehicle may be 
equipped with a siren, whistle, or bell, capable of emitting sound 
audible under normal conditions from a distance of not less than 
500 feet, but such siren shall not be used except when such vehicle 
is operated in response to an emergency call or in the immediate 
pursuit of an actual or suspected violator of the law, in which said 
iatter events the driver of such vehicle shall sound said siren when 
necessary to warn pedestrians and drivers of the approach thereof. 

(c) Every motor vehicle shall at all times be equipped with a 
muffler in good working order and in constant operation to prevent 
excessive or unusual noise and annoying smoke, and no person shall 
use a muffler cutout, upon a motor vehicle on a highway. 


§ 20. Windshields. 


(a) No person shall drive any motor vehicle with any sign, pos- 
ter or other nontransparent material upon the front windshield, 
sidewings, side or rear windows of such vehicles other than a cer- 
tificate or other paper required to be so displayed by law. 

(b) The windshield on every motor vehicle shall be equipped 
with a device for cleaning rain, snow or other moisture from the 
windshield, which device shall be so constructed as to be controlled 
by the driver of the vehicle. 

§ 21. Tire Equipment. 


(a) Every motor vehicle, trailer or semi-trailer, hereafter operated 
upon the highways shall be equipped with tires of sufficient size and 
in sufficient number to distribute the wheel loads on the road sur- 
face so as to avoid damage to the highway. 
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(b) In the case of solid rubber tires or cushion rubber tires, the 
width shall be at least sufficient so that the gross weight upon the 
road surface per inch of tire width shall not exceed 300 pounds. 
Every solid rubber tire or cushion tire shall have rubber on its en- 
tire traction surface at least 1 inch thick above the edge of the flange 
of the entire periphery. 


(d) No person shall operate or move.on any highway any motor 
vehicle, trailer, or semi-trailer having any metal tire in contact with 
the roadway. 


(e) No tire on a vehicle moved on a highway shall have on its 
periphery any block, stud, flange, cleat, or spike or any other pro- 
tuberances of any material other than rubber, or other resilient ma- 
terial, which projects beyond the tread of the traction surface of the 
tire, except that it shall be permissible to use farm machinery with 
tires having protuberances which will not injure the highway, and 
‘except also that it shall be permissible to use tire chains of rea- 
sonable proportions upon any vehicle when required for safety be- 
cause of snow, ice, or other conditions tending to cause a vehicle 
to skid. 

§ 22, Transporting Explosives. 

Any vehicle used for transporting any explosives as a cargo or 
part of a cargo upon the highway shall be marked or placarded on 
each side and the rear with the word “Explosives” in letters not 
less than 8 inches high, or there shall be displayed on the rear of 
such vehicle a red flag not less than 24 inches square marked with 
the word “Danger” in white letters 6 inches high. Every said ve- 
hicle shall be equipped with not less than two fire extinguishers, 
filled and ready for immediate use, and placed at a convenient point 
on thé vehicle so used, The Department is hereby authorized to 
promulgate such additional rules and regulations governing the trans- 
portation of explosives and other dangerous articles by vehicles upon 
the highways as it shall deem advisable for the protection of the 
public, and all such rules and regulations shall have the full force 
and effect of law. 

§ 23. Trailers and Semi-trailer Hitches. 

No trailer or semi-trailer regardless of weight shall be attached 
to the bumper of the towing vehicle. An adequate hitch shall be 
used, preferably of the ball and socket type. This hitch shall be 
firmly attached to the frame or to a solid connection to the frame. 
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§ 24. Health and Sanitation Equipment. 
- No motor vehicle, trailer or semi-trailer shall be equipped with 
an open toilet or other device that may be a hazard from a health 
and sanitation standpoint. 

§ 24-B. Gasoline tank 


The carrying of large quantities of gasoline in auxiliary tanks 
connected with motors or easily connectd by opening valves or other 
devices is hereby declared dangerous and against the health and safety 
of the people of the State. It shall be unlawful for any motor truck 
of whatsoever kind to operate on the highways of the State when 
equipped with auxiliary gasoline fuel tanks, and only regular stand- 
ard fuel tanks as made by auto manufacturers shall be used by motor 
vehicles on the said highways. No motor trucks shall be operated 
on the highways of this State with a gasoline tank of larger capacity 
than thirty (30) gallons and no auxiliary tanks of whatsoever kind 
and description shall be used. 

§ 25. Inspection of Vehicles. 


(a) The Department is hereby authorized to set up such stationary 
and portable motor vehicle inspection stations for the inspection of 
all safety equipment and devices of all motor vehicles, trailers and 
semi-trailers for compliance with this Act. The said Department 
shall at least twice each fiscal year, by public announcement, desig- 
nate places and periods where all owners of motor vehicles, trailers 
and semi-trailers shall submit all such vehicles for inspection and 
obtain for each such vehicle a certificate of inspection and approval 
issued by an official inspection station. The certificate of inspection 
shall be displayed in the lower right hand corner of the windshields 
of vehicles with windshields, and other vehicles at such places as 
may be designated by the Department. < 


(b) Certificates of approval and inspection issued by other States 
may be accepted and recognized in lieu of the required South Car - 
lina certificates. 

(c) The Department may suspend registration of any vehicle 
which has been determined unsafe, or does not have the equipment 
required by law, by an inspection station until the vehicle shall have 
passed the required inspection. Any vehicle not passing the required 
inspection will be marked by a visible sticker and the said vehicle 
shall not be operated on any highway except as may be necessary 
to move such vehicle from inspection station to a garage or to the 
resident or place of business of its owner, and to be returned to an 
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inspection station after the said vehicle has been placed in repair 
and adjustment and otherwise equipped as required by law. 

(d) No person shall display or permit to be displayed upon any 
vehicle any certificate of inspection and approval knowing the same 
to be fictitious or issued for another vehicle or issued without an 
inspection by an official station having been made. 

(e) Any officer or agent of the Department authorized to ad- 
minister or enforce the motor vehicle laws of the State may upon 
reasonable cause require the driver of a vehicle to stop and submit 
such vehicle and its equipment to an inspection and such test with 
reference thereto as may be appropriate. In the event such vehicle 
is found to be in an unsafe condition or the required equipment is 
not present, or is not in proper repair or adjustment, the officer shall 
have the authority to revoke any certificate of inspection and ap- 
proval as may have previously been issued for the said vehicle and 
the said vehicle shall not thereafter be operated, except as provided 
for in sub-section “c” of this Section, until a new certificate of in- 
spection and approval shall have been issued for the said vehicle. 

(£) This section shall not apply to private passenger motor ve- 
hicles, private passenger trailers, or private passenger semi-trailers. 


Article II 


VEHICLE-SIZE, WEIGHT AND LOAD 


Section 1. Width of Vehicles: 

The total ouside width of any vehicle or the load thereon shall 
not exceed ninety-six inches, except as otherwise provided in this 
Article. 

§ 2. Projecting Loads on Passenger Vehicles. 

No passenger vehicle shali be operated on any highway with any 
load carried thereon extending beyond the line of the fenders on the 
left side of such vehicle nor extending more than 6 inches beyond 
the line of the fenders on the right side of such vehicle. 

§ 3. Height and Length of Vehicles 

(a) No vehicle unladen or with load shall exceed a height of 12 
feet 6 inches. 

(b) No vehicle shall exceed a length of 35 feet extreme over- 
all dimensions, inclusive of front and rear bumpers. 

(c) No combination of vehicles coupled together shall consist of 
more than two units and no such combination of vehicles shall ex- 
ceed a total length of 45 feet. 
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(d) The load upon any vehicle operated alone, or the load upon 
the front vehicle of a combination of vehicles, shall not extend more 
than 3 feet beyond the front wheels of such vehicle or the front 
bumper of such vehicle if it is equipped with such a bumper. 

(e) The length limitations imposed by this Section shall not apply 
to vehicles operated in the day time when transporting poles, pipes, 
machinery, or other objects of a structural nature which cannot 
readily be dismembered, not to such vehicles transporting such ob- 
jects operated at night time by a public utility when required for 
emergency repair of public service facilities or properties or when 
operated under special permit as hereinafter provided for, but in 
respect to such night transportation every such vehicle and the load 
thereon shall be equipped with a sufficient number of clearance lamps 
on both sides and marker lamps upon the extreme ends of any pro- 
jecting load to clearly mark the dimensions of such load. 

§ 4. Spilling Loads Prohibited 

No vehicle shall be driven or moved on any highway unless such 
vehicle is so constructed or loaded as to prevent any of its load 
from dropping, sifting, leaking or otherwise escaping therefrom. 

§ 5. Trailers and Towed Vehicles 

(a) When one vehicle is towing another the drawbar or other 
connection shall be of sufficient strength to pull all weight towed 
thereby and said drawbar or other connection shall not exceed 15 
feet from one vehicle to the other except the connection between any 
two vehicles transporting poles, pipe, machinery or other objects of 
structural nature which cannot readily be dismembered. 

(b) When one vehicle is towing another and the connection con- 
sists of a chain, rope, or cable, there shall be displayed upon such 
connection a white flag or cloth not less than 12 inches square. 

§ 6. Wheel and Axle Loads 

(a) The gross weight upon any wheel of a vehicle shall not exceed 
the following: 

1. When the wheel is equipped with a high pressure pneumatic, 
solid rubber or cushion tire, 8,000 pounds. 

2. When the wheel is equipped with a low pressure pneumatic 
tire, 9,000 pounds. 

(b) The gross weight upon any one axle of a vehicle shall not 
exceed the following: 

1. When the wheels attached to the axle are equipped with high 
pressure pneumatic, solid rubber or cushion tires, 16,000 pounds.

2. When the wheels attached to the axle are equipped with low 
pressure pneumatic tires, 18,000 pounds. 

(c) For the purpose of this Section an axle load shall be defined 
as the total load on all wheels whose centers are included within two 
parallel transverse vertical planes not more than 40 inches apart. 

(d) For the purpose of this Section every pneumatic tire designed 
for use and used when inflated with air to less than 100 pounds 
pressure shall be deemed a low-pressure pneumatic tire and every 
pneumatic tire inflated to 100 pounds pressure or more shall be 
deemed a high pressure pneumatic tire. 

§ 7. Gross Weights of Vehicles and Loads: 

(a) No vehicle or combination of vehicles shall be moved or op- 
erated on any highway when the gross weight thereof exceeds the 
following : 

1. The gross weight upon any one axle of a vehicle shall not ex- 
ceed the limits prescribed in Section 6 of this Article. 

2. Subject to the limitations prescribed in Section 6 of this Article 
the gross weight of any vehicle shall not exceed 25,000 pounds. 

3. Subject to the limitations prescribed in Section 6 of this Article 
the gross weight of any combination of vehicles shall not exceed 
40,000 pounds. 

4, The provisions of this or any other Act to the contrary not- 
withstanding, it is hereby authorized and directed that in no case 
shall the gross weight in pounds of any vehicle or combination of 
vehicles exceed the product of the distance, in feet, between the 
front axle and the rear axle plus 40 feet, and a coefficient of 700. 

(b) The Department, upon registering any vehicle, under the 
laws of this State, which is designed and used primarily for the 
transportation of property or for the transportation of 10 or more 
persons, may require such information and may make such inves- 
tigation or test as necessary to enable it to determine whether such 
vehicle may safely be operated upon the highways in accordance with 
all the provisions of this Act. The Department is hereby authorized 
to register every such vehicle for a permissible gross weight not ex- 
ceeding the limitations set forth in this Act. Every such vehicle shall 
meet the following requirements: 

1. It shall be equipped with brakes as required by this Act. 

2. Every motor vehicle operated outside of business and residence 
districts shall have motive power sufficient to propel the vehicle or 
vehjcles so operated on an ascending grade of 5% at a speed not less 
than 20 miles per hour. 
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(c) It shall be unlawful for any person to operate any vehicle or 
combination of vehicles of a gross weight in excess of that for which 
registered by the Department or in excess of the limitations set 
forth in this Act. In no case shall the Department license or regis- 
ter a towed vehicle to carry a load, exclusive of the weight of such 
towed vehicle, greater than one and one-half times the licensed or 
registered capacity of the towing vehicle. 


§ 8. Weighing Vehicles and Loads 


(a) Any officer or agent of the Department having reason to be- 
lieve that the weight of a vehicle and load is unlawful is authorized 
to require the driver to stop and submit to a weighing of the same 
either by means of portable or stationary scales and may require 
that such vehicle be driven to the: nearest public scales. 

(b) Whenever an officer upon weighing a vehicle and load, de- 
termines that the weight is unlawful, such officer may require the 
driver to stop the vehicle in a suitable place and remain standing until 
such portion of the load is removed as may be necessary to reduce 
the gross weight of such vehicle to such limit as permitted under 
this Act. All material so unloaded shall be cared for by the owner 
or operator of such vehicle at the risk of such owner or operator. 


§ 9. Permits for Excess Size and Weight. 


(a) The Department with respect to highways under its jur- 
isdiction and local authorities with respect to highways under their 
jurisdiction may, in their discretion, upon application in writing and 
good cause being shown therefor, issue a special permit in writing 
authorizing the applicant to operate or move a vehicle or combination 
of vehicles of a size or weight of vehicle or load exceeding the maxi- 
mum specified in this Act or otherwise not in conformity with the 
provisions of this Act upon any highway under the jurisdiction of 
the party granting such permit and for the maintenance of which 
said party is responsible. : 

(b) The application for any such permit shall specifically describe 
the vehicle or vehicles and load to be operated or moved and the 
particular highways for which permit to operate is requested. 

(c) The Department or local authority is authorized to issue or 
withhold such permit at its discretion; or, if such permit is issued, 
to limit or prescribe conditions of operation of such vehicle or ve- 
hicles, and may require such undertaking or other security as may 
be deemed necessary to compensate for any injury to any roadway 
or road structure. 
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(d) Every such permit shall be carried in the vehicle or combi- 
nation of vehicles to which it refers and shall be open to inspection 
by any police officer or authorized agent of any authority granting 
such permit, and no person shall violate any of the terms or condi- 
tions of such special permit. 

§ 10. Reduced Load and Speed Limits. 

Anything in this Act to the contrary notwithstanding the Depart- 
ment with respect to State Highways and local authorities with re- 
spect to highways under their jurisdiction, may prescribe,by notice 
hereinafter provided for, loads and weights and speed limits lower 
than the limits prescribed in this and other laws, whenever in its 
or their judgment any road or part thereof, or any bridge or culvert, 
shall by reason of its design, deterioration, rain or other climatic 
or natural causes, be liable to be damaged or destroyed by ‘motor 
vehicles, trailers or semi-trailers, if the gross weight and/or the 
speed limit thereof shall exceed the limits prescribed in said notice, 
and said Department or local authorities may, by like notice, regu- 
late or prohibit, in whole or in part, the operation of motor vehicles, 
trailers, or semi-trailers on highways under its or their jurisdiction, 
or specified parts thereof, for limited periods or specified days, or 
parts of days, whenever in its or their judgment, such regulation or 
prohibition is necessary to provide for the public safety and con- 
venience on said highways, or parts thereof, by reason of traffic 
density or intensive use thereof by the traveling public. The notice 
or the substance thereof, shall be posted at conspicuous places at 
termini of and all intermediate crossroads and road junctions with 
the section of highway to which said notice shall apply. After any 
such notice shall have been posted, the operation of any motor ve- 
hicle or combination contrary to its provisions shall constitute a vio- 
Jation of this Act: Provided, That no limitation shall be established 
by any county, municipal or other local authorities pursuant to the 
provisions of this Section that would interfere with or interrupt 
traffic as authorized hereunder over State Highways, including of- 
ficially established detours for such highways, including cases where 
such traffic passes over roads, streets, or thoroughfares within the 
sole jurisdiction of such county, municipal or other local authorities, 
unless such limitations and further restrictions shall have first been 
approved by the State Highway Department. Provided, further, That 
with respect to county roads, except such as are in use as State High- 
way detours, the respective county road authorities shall have full 
power and authority to further limit the weights of vehicles upon 
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bridges and culverts upon such public notice as they deem sufficient 
and existing laws applicable thereto shall not be affected by the terms 
of this Act. 

§ 11. Stopping and Parking: 

When stopped or parked for any purpose on or along any high- 
way having a curb any or every truck, truck tractor, trailer, or semi- 
trailer shall be stopped or parked so that all wheels on the right side 
of each such vehicle shall be within eighteen inches of the curb and 
where such highway does not have a curb such vehicle shall stop or 
park so that all wheels shall be off or clear of the paved or hard sur- 
face roadway. 


§ 12. Liability for Damage: 

(a) Any person driving any vehicle, object, or contrivance upon 
any highway or highway structure shall be liable for all damages 
which said highway or structure may sustain as a result of any il- 
legal operating, driving, or moving of such vehicles, object, or con- 
trivance, or as a result of operating, driving or moving any vehicle, 
object, or contrivance weighing in excess of the maximum weight as 
provided in this Act but authorized by a special permit issued as 
provided in this Article. 

(b) Whenever such driver is not the owner of such vehicle, ob- 
ject or contrivance but is so operating, driving, or moving the same 
with the express or implied permission of said owner, then said 
owner and driver shall be jointly and severally liable for any such 
damage. 

(c) Such damage may be recovered in a civil action brought by 
the authorities in control of such highway or highway structure. 

§ 13. Liability insurance and property damage insurance— 

The owner or owners of all motor vehicles transporting goods of 
any kind for hire on the roads of South Carolina are hereby re- 
quired, as a condition precedent for using the highways of this State 
to carry with some reputable insurance company liability insurance 
and property damage insurance in such sum as the Public Service 
Commission may determine. The owner or owners of said motor 
vehicles operating for hire on the roads of South Carolina shall be 
required to attach inside of the cab of said vehicle in a conspicuous 
place an identification card showing the name of the insurance car- 
rier and the amount of insurance provided, and no truck operating 
for hire shall be permitted on the roads of this State without the 
identification card attached inside of the cab. Any person, firm or 
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corporation violating the terms of this provision shall be fined in an 
amount of not less than One Hundred ($100.00) Dollars or noi 
more than Five Hundred ($500.00) Dollars for tte first offense 
and an amount of not less than Five Hundred ($500.00) Doliars 
or not more than Two Thousand ($2,000.00) Dollars for each sub- 
sequent offense, or shall suffer imprisonment of a term of not less 
than thirty (30) days or not more than one (1) year for the first 
offense and for not less than six (6) months or not more than three 
(3) years fer each subsequent offense. This provision shall not re- 
peal any law now existing relating to the subject matter of this 
Section and slall be construed as being cumulative thereto. 

§ 14. Truck and load weighing 20,000 pounds or more meeting 
vehicle passing from opposite direction 

Upon meeting another vehicle passing from an opposite direction 
any truck and load weighing 20,000 pounds or more, being driven 
on the highways of South Carolina under the provisions of this Act 
shall slow down to a speed of not exceeding twenty (20) miles per 
hour; shall drive to the extreme right of the road and, failing so to 
do, the driver thereof shall be guilty of a misdemeanor and punish- 
able by a fine of not exceeding One Hundred ($100.00) Dollars or 
thirty (30) days imprisonment and such violation of the said law 
shall be negligence per se. 


Article IV 
GENERAL PROVISIONS. 


Section 1. Enforcement: 

The State Highway Department is hereby authorized and directed 
to administer and enforce the provisions of this Act with respect 
to State Highways, and law enforcement officers generally shall also 
enforce this Act within their respective jurisdictions. 

§ 2. Exemptions: 

The provisions of this Act governing size, weight, and load shall 
not apply to fire apparatus; nor to vehicles owned by any agency 
of, the United States, the State of South Carolina, or any county 
or city or incorporated town therein; nor to trucks, guns, trailers, 
prime movers, tractors, or other military impedimenta of the Na- 
tional Guard or the Army of the United States; nor to road ma- 
chinery and implements of husbandry temporarily moved upon the 
highway so as not to damage the highway nor unduly interfere with 
highway traffic. 
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Section 3. Violations a Misdemeanor—Penalty: 

Any person violating any provision of Article II of this Act shall 
be deemed guilty of a misdemenaor and, upon conviction, shall be 
fined not less than Five ($5.00) Dollars nor more than One Hun- 
dred ($100.00) Dollars or imprisonment for not more than thirty 
(30) days ;and anyperson violating any provision of Article III of 
this Act shall be deemed guilty of a misdemeanor and, upon con- 
viction, shall be fined not less than Twenty Five ($25.00) Dollars 
nor more than One Hundred ($100.00) Dollars or imprisonment for 
not more than thirty (30) days. 

Section 4. Invalidity. 

If any article, section or provision of this Act shall be held invalid 
by a court of competent jurisdiction, such invalidity held shall not 
affect, impair or invalidate any remaining articles, sections, or pro- 
visions of this Act. 

§ 5. Repeal: Statute not applicable to private passenger motor 
vehicles 

Sections 1616 to 1624, inclusive, Volume I, Code of Laws of 1932, 
and Act No. 259, Acts of 1933, approved the 28th day of April, 
1933, be, and the same are hereby repealed, and all other Acts or 
parts of Acts inconsistent with the provisions of this Act be and 
the same are hereby repealed to the extent of such inconsistency. 

This Act shall not apply to private passenger motor vehicles. 

§ 6. Effective Date: 

This Act shall take effect immediately upon its approval by the 
Governor.

A JOINT RESOLUTION to Amend Section V of Article X of the 
Constitution of the State of South Carolina Relating to 
Bonded Indebtedness of School Districts by Adding a Proviso 
Thereto as to the Bonded Debt of Pine Grove (Turbeville) 
School District No. 20 in Clarendon County. 


Section 1. Amendment to article X, section 5, State Constitu- 
tion, proposed—bonded indebtedness of Pine Grove school dis- 
trict No. 20, Clarendon County.—Be it resolved by the General As- 
sembly of the State of South Carolina: That the following amend- 
ment to Section 5 of Article X of the Constitution of the State of 
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South Carolina be agreed to; add at the end of Section 5, Article 
X, the following words: “That the limitation and restrictions im- 
posed by this Section shall not apply to bonds issued, or to be is- 
sued, by Pine Grove (Turbeville) School District No. 20 of Claren- 
don County for the purpose of funding or paying any indebtedness 
incurred for the erection, equipping and furnishing of its school 
building at Turbeville incurred before the ratification of this amend- 
ment by the General Assembly for the purposes aforesaid, and the 
General Assembly shall have power by a special Act or Acts to au- 
thorize said school district to issue its bonds to fund the same with- 
out regard to limitations and without the requirement of an elec- 
tion.” 

§ 2. Submission to electors——That the question of adopting this

20 in Clarendon County’—Yes.” Those opposed to the amendment 
shall deposit a ballot with the following words plainly written or

AN ACT to Amend Section 2355 and Section 2405, Volume I, 
Code of Laws of South Carolina, Relating to Primary Elec- 
tions, so as to Empower the State Convention of Any Political 
Party, Organization or Association to Add to or to Limit the 
Qualifications for Membership Therein for Voting in Any 
State, County or Municipal Primary Election. 


Section 1. Sections 2355 and 2405, 1932 Code amended—state 
convention of political parties provide qualifications for member- 
ship vote in primary elections.—Be it enacted by the General As- 
sembly of the State of South Carolina: That Section 2355 and Sec- 
tion 2405, Volume IJ, Code of Laws, 1932, be, and the same are 
hereby amended by adding at the end of said Sections, as now of 
force, the following: “Provided that the State Convention of any 
political party, organization or association in this State shall have 
the power and authority to add to or to limit the qualifications for 
membership in such party, organization or association, and for vot- 
ing at the primary elections thereof, if such qualifications so added 
or limited do not conflict with the provisions herein as to the age 
and residence of members and voters”; so that the said Sections, 
when so amended, shall read as follows: 

“Section 2355. The qualifications for membership of such party, 
organization or association in this State, and for voting at the pri- 
mary, shall be as follows, viz.: The applicant for membership, or 
voter, shall be 21 years of age, or shall become so before the suc- 
ceeding general election. He shall be a citizen of the United States 
and of this State. No person shall belong to any club or vote in any 
primary unless he has resided in the State two years and in the 
county six months prior to the succeeding general election and in the 
club district 60 days prior to the first primary following his offer to 
enroll: Provided, That public school teachers and ministers of the 
Gospel in charge of a regular organized church and Federal em- 
ployees from this State shall be exempt from the provisions of this 
Section as to residence, if otherwise qualified; Provided, that the 
State Convention of any political party, organization or association 
in this State shall have the power and authority to add to or to limit 
the qualifications for membership in such party, organization or- as- 
sociation, and for voting at the primary elections thereof, if such 
qualifications so added or limited do not conflict with the provisions 
herein as to the age and residence of members and voters.” 
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“Section 2405. Hereafter only citizens of this State, or other citi- 
zens of the United States who shall have been residents of this State 
for at least one year with the bona fide intention of becoming citi- 
zens of this State, shall be entitled or allowed to vote in any primary 
election, State county or municipal, in this State; and upon a per- 
son offering to vote, and his vote being challenged for noncitizenship, 
the challenge being accompanied by an affidavit of some registered 
voter, made of his own knowledge, or on information and belief, to 
the effect that such person is not a citizen, as defined above, he shall 
not be allowed to vote, unless he file with the manager at the polls 
his affidavit that he is a citizen, specifying whether born or natural- 
ized, and if naturalized, exhibit to the managers his certificate of 
naturalization. Provided, that the State Convention of any political 
party, organization or association in this State shall have the power 
and authority to add to or limit the qualifications for membership in 
such party, organization or association, and for voting at the primary 
elections thereof, if such qualifications so added or limited do not 
conflict with the provisions herein as to the age and residence of 
members and voters.” 

§ 2. All Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent with this Act are 
hereby repealed. 

§ 3. This Act shall take effect upon its approval by the Governor.

Section 1. Act 195, 1937 Acts, amended—Kershaw County 
transferred from fourth game zone to fifth game zone.—Be it en- 
acted by the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: That 
Section 2 of Act No. 195 of the Acts of the General Assembly of 
South Carolina, 1937, entitled “An Act to Divide the State of South 
Carolina into Zones for the Purpose of Game Protection, Propaga- 
tion and Distribution”, approved April 17, 1937, be, and the same is 
hereby amended by striking out the words “and Kershaw” on line 
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7 of said Section and by inserting the word “and” between the words 
“Fairfield” and “Lancaster” on said line and by inserting the word

line 8 of said Section, so that said Section, when so amended shall 
read as follows: ;

Section 1. Act 254, 1933 Acts, amended—provisions not ap- 
plicable to certain waters of Enoree River.—Be it enacted by the 
General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: That Section 1 
of an Act entitled “An Act to Amend Section 1 of an Act Entitled 
‘An Act to Prohibit All Seining of Fish in Greenville, Anderson, 
Pickens and Oconee Counties’, Known as Act No. 254 of the. Acts 
of 1933, so as to Include Spartanburg County”, approved June 1, 
1937, and designated as Act No. 369 of the Acts of the General As- 
sembly for that year, be, and the same is hereby amended by adding 
the following immediately after the first paragraph of the said Sec- 
tion: “Provided, That the provisions of this Act shall not apply to 
the waters of Enoree river, where the said river constitutes the 
boundary line between Spartanburg and Laurens Counties,” so that 
when so amended, the said Section shall read as follows:

That from and after the passage of this Act it shall 
be unlawful for any person to use within Greenville, Anderson, 
Pickens, Spartanburg and Oconee Counties, or any of the waters 
thereof, or any of the waters contiguous thereto, any net of any de- 
scription commonly called a seine for the purpose of gathering, hem- 
ming or driving fish in any of said waters; Provided, That the pro- 
visions of this Act shall not apply to the waters of Enoree River, 
where the said river constitutes the boundary line between Spartan- 
burg and Lauresn Counties. 

And the word “net” herein shall be deemed and interpreted to in- 
clude any and every device in the nature of a net whether made of 
cotton, hemp, rayon, silk or wire. 

But the provisions of this Act shall not prevent the use of a cir- 
cular net commonly called a “landing net” to be used in landing a 
fish, provided it not be over fourteen inches (14 in.) in diameter 
and eighteen (18 in.) deep. The said fish shall be caught only with 
rod and reel, or rod and line, or pole and line, with single bait or 
lure in the hands of the operator, or by throwing when not more 
than one lure and line is used by the person throwing; Provided, 
That when the pole and line is used, the fisherman may use not ex- 
ceeding three poles, provided the same be used in his view, and he is 
not required to have the same in his hands all of the time; Provided, 
further, That it shall not be unlawful for a person fishing with pole 
and line to have in his possession and to use at intervals a rod and 
reel or rod and line.

“Section 1. That Section 3821 of the Code of Laws of South

Provided, That in the counties of Bamberg, Laurens and Oconee, 
the said two Commissioners shall be elected by the qualified electors 
thereof, at each general election, and shall hold office for two years, 
and until their successors are elected and qualified: Provided, further, 
That seven Commissioners in the County of McCormick shall be 
elected by the qualified electors of said County and shall hold office 
for the term of four years and until their successors shall be elected 
and qualified: Provided, That the powers, duties and responsibili- 
ties, term of office and method of filling vacancies on said Commis- 
sion shall be the same as provided in Act No. 398, entitled ‘An Act 
to establish McCormick County,’ approved February 19, 1916. Pro- 
vided, further, That in Richland County one Commissioner shall 
be elected in each township by the qualified electors thereof at each

AN ACT Providing for Elections of School Trustees in School 
Districts in Barnwell County Where Such Elections are Not 
Otherwise Provided for by Law. 


Section 1. Election of school trustees now chosen otherwise . 
than by election on petition of fifty-five per cent or more of quali- 
fied electors, Barnwell County.—Be it enacted by the General As- 
sembly of the State of South Carolina: In any School District in 
Barnwell County in which School Trustees are now chosen other- 
wise than by election, upon the petition of fifty five (55%) percent, 
or more, of the qualified electors in such School District, the Board 
of Education of said County shall order an election for School Trus- 
tees to be held in said School District, At such election the qualified 
electors of such School District shall elect from among their num- 
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ber three Trustees of said School District, one of whom shall serve 
for one year; one for two years, and one for three years, the Trus- 
tees elected to decide by lot the term of office of each at their first 
meeting after such election. The election so ordered shali be held 
on the second Tuesday in April following the filing of said petition, 
and annually thereafter one Trustee shall be elected in like man- 
ner to succeed the Trustee whose term expires in that year. The 
County Superintendent of Education shall give at least two weeks 
notice of said election in some newspaper of widest circulation in the 
said County, and shall appoint three Managers of said election who 
shall certify to the Superintendent of Education the result of said 
election: Provided, that no irregularity in the notice or appointment 
of Managers shall in any way defeat the election, if held on said 
date. The said Trustees shall perform all the duties and exercise 
all the powers now conferred by law on School Trustees within said 
District. 

§ 2. All Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent with the provisions 
of this Act are hereby repealed to the extent of such inconsistency.

AN ACT to Require Permits Before Engaging in the Business of 
Selling, Beer, Ale, Porter, Wine, or Any Beverage Which has 
Been Declared to be Non-Alcoholic. 


Section 1. Permit sell beer, ale, porter, wine or other non-alco- 
holic and non-intoxicating beverages defined under act 232, 1935 
Acts.—Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of South 
Carolina: From and after the approval of this Act every person, 
firm, or corporation engaging in the business of selling Beer, Ale, 
Porter, Wine, or any beverage which has been declared to be non- 
alcoholic and non-intoxicating under the provisions of Act No. 232, 
Acts of 1935, shall apply to the South Carolina Tax Commission 
for a permit to sell such beverages. Retail dealers shall pay to the 
South Carolina Tax Commission Two ($2.00) Dollars per annum 
for retail permits and wholesale dealers shall pay to the South Caro- 
lina Tax Commission Two Hundred ($200.00) Dollars per annum 
for wholesale permits. 
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§ 2. Issuance—separate permit for each place of business,— 
For the fiscal year 1937-1938, permits shall be issued by the South 
Carolina Tax Commission to expire June 30, 1938. Fees for permits 
for the fiscal year 1937-1938 shall be payable at the time of issuing 
the permits and before the commencement of the sale of such bev- 
erages. For the years thereafter, permits shall be issued for fiscal 
years upon the payment of the fees provided herein for a full year. 
Separate permits shall be required for each separate place of busi- 
ness. 

§ 3. Prorate—refunds.—The fees charged for permits herein 
shall be prorated quarterly on October Ist, January Ist, and April 
1st of each fiscal year, and any dealer commencing business during 
one of these quarters shall be required to pay for the quarter in 
which business is commenced and for the quarters during the re- 
mainder of the fiscal year, but no refund shall be made to a dealer 
who ceases business after securing a permit.

AN ACT to Amend Section 4698 of the Civil Code of South Caro- 
lina, Volume II, 1932, Relating to the Payment and Duties 
of the County Attorney of Orangeburg County. 


Section 1. Section 4698, 1932 Code, amended—Orangeburg 
County attorney—duties, pay, qualification.—Be it enacted by the 
General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: That Section 4698 
of the Civil Code of South Carolina, Volume II, 1932, be, and the 
same is hereby amended by striking out after the words “per annum” 
and before the words “The Orangeburg”, the following words: 


“The Orangeburg County Highway Commission shall also select 
a county attorney, to advise with them on all matters connected with 
the county government, and to perform such duties as are now pro- 
vided by law or may be required of him or her by the said com- 
mission. His or her salary shall be fixed by the said commission, but 
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it shall not exceed three hundred ($300.00) dollars per annum”, and 
inserting in lieu thereof the following: 

“The Orangeburg County Highway Commission shall also com- 
mission upon the recommendation of a majority of the Legislative 
Delegation from the county, including the Senator, a County At- 
torney whose duties it shall be to advise the Commission on mat- 
ters connected with the county government and county officers in re- 
spect to their duties and render such other legal services as may be 
required of him by law or by the Commission. It is also made the 
duty of the County Attorney to institute such actions on behalf of 
the county as he may be directed to do by the Commission and 
to prosecute the same to judgment and to defend the county in such 
suits as may be instituted against it. He shall also report to the commis- 
sion and to the legislative delegation of the county any suits insti- 
tuted against the county and violations of or failure to observe the 
laws relating to the county affairs. In the event that the County At- 
torney concludes that it is necessary to secure the services of any 
other attorney to assist him in any particular matter he is au- 
thorized to do so provided he first receives the written approval of a 
majority of the legislative delegation including the Senator, or the 
majority of the legislative delegation including the Senator, shall have 
the power to secure such services if in its judgment it is to the in- 
terest of the county to do so, or to engage special counsel to repre- 
sent the County in lieu of the said County attoney. The County 
Attorney shall hold office for-a period of two years and until his suc- 
cessor has been duly appointed. He shall be subject to removal by 
the commission upon the recommendation of a majority of the legis- 
lative delegation, including the Senator. He shall also receive such 
annnual compensation as may be provided by law in the annual 
County Supply Bill. The County Attorney shall hold no other office 
or position in the county government nor shall he receive other em- 
ployment connected with the county government,” so that when so 
amended the said section 4698 shall read as follows: 


“Section 4698. The Orangeburg County highway commission 
shall select a clerk for such term as they may agree upon, not to 
exceed two years, who shall keep the minutes of all meetings and 
perform such duties as may be provided by law, and requiredof him 
or her by the Orangeburg County highway commission for Orange- 
burg County. He or she shall.execute a bond in favor of the county 
in the sum of two thousand ($2,000.00) dollars, to be approved, re- 
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corded and filed as herein provided for the commissioners. He or 
she shall be required to give so much of his or her time to the work 
of the said commission as may be required of him or her by the 
said commission, and to receive such salary as the said commission 
may fix not to exceed nine hundred ($900.00) dollars per annum. 
The Orangeburg County highway commission shall also commission, 
upon the recommendation of a majority of the Legislative Delega- 
tion from the county, including the Senator, a County Attorney 
whose duties it shall be to advise the Commission on matters con- 
nected with the county government and county officers in respect to 
their duties and render such other legal services as may be required 
of him by law or by the Commission. It is also made the duty of 
the County Attorney to institute such actions on behalf of the 
county as he may be directed to do by the Commission and to prose- 
cute the same to judgment and to defend the county in such suits 
as may be instituted against it. Ele shall also report to the commission 
and to the legislative delegation of the county violations of or failure 
to observe the laws relating to the county affairs. In the event that 
the County Attorney concludes that it is necessary to secure the 
services of any other attorney to assist him in any particular mat- 
ter he is authorized to do so provided he first receives the written 
approval of a majority of the legislative delegation including the 
Senator, or the majority of the legislative delegation, including the 
Senator, shall have the power to secure such services if in its judg- 
ment it is to the interest of the county to do so. The County At- 
torney shall hold office for a period of two (2) years and until his 
successor has been duly appointed. He is subject to removal by the 
commission upon the recommendation of a majority of the legislative 
delegation, including the Senator. He shall also receive such annual 
compensation as may be provided by law in the annual County Sup- . 
ply Bill. The County Attorney shall hold no other office or position 
in the county government nor shall he receive employment in any 
way in a matter connected with the county government. The Or- 
angeburg County highway commission shall report annually to the 
Legislative Delegation on or before the first day of January of each 
year on the physical and financial condition of the county. They 
shall make such recommendations for legislation as will, in their 
opinion , reduce expenses, or cause more economical or efficient con- 
duct of services in any department of the government in the county 
and to recommend any readjustment of salaries, fees or compensa- 
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tion allowed the officials of the County as will prove most equitable 
and promote economy, and a copy of such report shall be filed with 
the Clerk of Court. 

§ 2. All Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent herewith are hereby 
repealed.

AN ACT to Amend Act No. 258 of the Statutes of South Carolina 
of 1933 Entitled ‘‘An Act to Provide for the Election of a 
Public Cotton Weigher for the Town of Edgefield, County of 
Edgefield, State of South Carolina, to Fix His Term of Office 
and Compensation ’’, by Providing a Method of Filling 3 an 
Unexpired Term in Said Office. 


Section 1. Act 258, 1933 Acts, amended—cotton weigher, town 
of Edgefield—vacancy.—Be it enacted by the General Assembly of 
the State of South Carolina: That Act No. 258 of the Statutes of 
South Carolina, 1933, entitled “An Act to Provide for the Election 
of a Public Cotton Weigher for the Town of Edgefield, County of 
Edgefield, State of South Carolina, To Fix His Term of Office and 
Compensation,” Approved the 27th day of April, 1933, be, and the 
same is hereby, amended by adding at the end of Section 1 the 
following: 

“Provided, Further, That in case of a vacancy in said office by 
reason of death, resignation or otherwise the office shall be filled by 
appointment within thirty (30) days by a majority vote of the Coun- 
ty Commissioners and the County Supervisor. However, should the 
County Commissioners and the County Supervisor deem it advisable 
to fill said unexpired term of office by means of electing some per- 
son to said office, they shall have the right and authority to call an 
election for that purpose, and said election shall be held in the manner, 
and under the same rules, regulations and conditions herein above 
prescribed for the election of a cotton weigher to a regular or full 
term of office. But under no circumstances shall the said office re- 
main vacant for more than thirty (30) days, it being mandatory that 
the same be filled within that time by one of the two above stipulated 
methods”, so that said Section 1 when so amended shall read as 
follows: 
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“Section 1. On the third Saturday in August, 1933, and on the 
same day every two years thereafter, there shall be conducted in the 
Town of Edgefield, Edgefield County, South Carolina, an election at 
which there shall be elected one public cotton weigher for said town, 
whose term of office shall begin on the Ist day of September there- 
after, and continue for a period of two years, or until his successor 
shall have been elected and qualified, at which election only such 
qualified electors who shall buy or sell cotton in the twon of Edge- 
fied shall be eligible to vote. All persons offering to vote in said 
election shall be required to take an oath that he or she is a regis- 
tered elector, above the age of twenty-one years, sells or buys cotton 
in the town of Edgefield, and has not voted in the same year for cot- 
ton weigher at any other place in Edgefield County. The said cot- 
ton weigher shall be paid for his services twenty (20¢) cents for 
every bale of cotton weighed by him, ten (10¢) cents to be paid by 
the purchaser and ten (10¢) cents to be paid by the seller. For the 
purpose of holding the election provided for in this Section, the 
County Commissioners of Edgefield County shall, thirty days before 
such election, appoint three managers and a clerk, who shall be re- 
quired to take their oath as managers and who shall conduct such 
election as general elections are now conducted, and who shall de- 
clare the results of said election, and the one person receiving the 
highest number of votes cast shall be declared to be the duly elected 
cotton weigher for the said town: Provided, ‘That at least three weeks’

AN ACT to Levy a Tax on the Importation, Receipt, or Acquisi- 
tion of Tobacco Products, Playing Cards, Cartridges and 
Shells from Without the State for Use or Consumption With- 
in the State and Penalties for Violation of the Terms There- 
of. 


Section 1. License tax on cigars, cheroots, stogies, cigarettes, 
smoking tobacco, snuff, chewing tobacco, playing cards, cartridges 
and shells imported or acquired without state for use or con- 
sumption within state——Be it enacted by the General Assembly of 
South Carolina: Every person, firm, corporation, club or associa- 
tion within the State of South Carolina importing, receiving, or ac- 
quiring from without the State, or from‘any other source, cigars, 
cheroots, stogies, cigarettes, smoking tobacco, snuff, chewing tobacco, 
playing cards, cartridges or shells for use or consumption within the 
State shall be subject to payment of license tax at the rates pro- 
vided for the sale and distribution of such articles in Section 2527 of 
the Code of Laws of South Carolina, 1932, and Acts amendatory 
thereto. 


§ 2. Pay tax only once on such articles—It is the intent and 
purpose of this Act that the tax hereby levied shall be paid and col- 
lected only once on account of any cigars, cheroots, stogies, cigarettes, 
or shells sold or imported, received or acquired, for use or consump- 
tion and shall be paid by the person, firm, corporation, club or asso- 
ciation making the first sale or first importing, receiving or acquir- 
ing said articles for use or consumption thereof within this State, 
and payment of said tax shall be evidenced by stamps purchased 
from the South Carolina Tax Commission and securely affixed to 
the package in which such articles are sold or from which used or 
consumed, denoting the amount of tax thereon as levied by this Act. 


§ 3. Administration and enforcement.—The administrative pro- 
visions and the provisions for the assessment of penalties contained 
in Sections 2521 to 2554, inclusive, Code of Laws of South Carolina, 
1932, wherever applicable are hereby adopted for the administration, 
enforcement and collection of the taxes provided in this Act.

Act 349, 1937 Acts, amended—allocation of receipts 
on tax upon income of banks located outside of incorporated 
towns.—Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of South 
Carolina: Strike out all of Section 6 of the above Act and insert 
in lieu thereof the following, which shall be known as Section 6, of

PAYMENT OF Tax-DistrIBuTION. The taxes herein provided for 
shall be paid to South Carolina Tax Commission as is provided in 
Section Four (4) of this Act and the income taxes paid under the 
provisions of this Act shall be distributed between the general fund 
of the State, the County and Municipality in which the bank is lo- 
cated as follows: 

Ten(10) per cent of the general fund of the State. 

Sixty (60) per cent to the County. 

. Thirty (30) per cent to the Municipality in which the Bank is 
located. 

The revenue received from banks located outside of incorporated 
towns shall be distributed as follows:

“Provided, further, That the provisions of this Section shall not 
prevent the combining of two or more corporate purposes in the 
Petition of the Freeholders and in those instances it shall be proper 
that the question submitted to the qualified electors be stated in the 
combined form used in the Petition;

Thereof, and Defining Certain Offenses and Remedies in Con- 
nection with the Unauthorized and Unlawful Possession and 
Use Thereof; to Provide Against the Obliteration, Defacing, 
Removing or Changing of Such Registered Brands; to Pro- 
vide and Define the Legal Use of Possession of Such Branded 
and Registered Field Boxes, Crates, Containers or Receptacles, 
and Prescribing Penalties for the Violation of the Provisions 
Hereof. 


Section 1. Owners of field boxes, crates, receptacles or con- 
tainers used in general production, harvesting, packing, trans- 
porting or marketing of fruits or vegetables or their by-products 
adopt for their exclusive use and ownership particular mark or 
brand to designate their ownership—identify same with such 
mark or brand—register with secretary of state —Be it enacted by 
the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: Any person, 
firm or corporation being the owner of field boxes, crates, containers 
or receptacles used in the general production, harvesting, packing, 
transportation or marketing of fruits or vegetables or their by-prod- 
ucts in the State of South Carolina may adopt for their exclusive 
use and ownership a particular mark or brand to designate and dis- 
tinguish their ownership thereto and may identify their field boxes, 
crates, containers or receptacles so used with such mark or brand 
in the form of such combinations, initials, symbols, designs or names 
as they desire, by plainly and distinctly stamping, stenciling, paint- 
ing, cutting, etching or burning the same into or onto both ends or 
sides of such field boxes, crates, receptacles or containers, and the 
presence of such identifying mark or brand on any field box, crate, 
container, or receptable, whenever a copy or description thereof shall 
have been filed and recorded in the office of the Secretary of State 
as hereinafter provided for shall, in any Court and in any proceed- 
ings in this State be prima facie evidence of the ownership of such 
boxes, crates, containers or receptacles by the person, firm or cor- 
portation in whose name such mark or brand may have been recorded, 
provided that such mark or brand shall have been recorded with

the registered number hereinafter provided for. 

§ 2. Apply for registration of mark or brand to secretary of 
state—duties and powers of secretary of state-——Any person, firm 
or corporation desiring to avail himself of the benefits of this Act 
may make application to the Secretary of State, and shall file with 
such Secretary a true copy and description of such identifying mark 
or brand, which, if entitled thereto under the provisions of this Act, 
shall be filed and recorded by such Secretary of State in a book to 
be provided and kept by him for that purpose, and the name of the 
owner of such brand or mark shall be likewise entered into such 
record, and such Secretary shall then assign or designate a per- 
manent registered number to the owner of such brand or mark; 
said number to be assigned progressively as marks and brands are 
received and recorded and the registered number so assigned shall 
then become a part of the registered brand or mark and shail plainly 
and distinctly be made to appear on such field boxes, crates, recep- 
tacles and containers, together with the identifying mark or brand 
referred to in Section One hereof. It shall be the duty of the Sec- 
retary of State to determine if such brand or mark so applied for 
is not a duplication of any brand or mark previously recorded by 
him, or does not so closely resemble the same as to be misleading or 
deceiving. If the brand or mark applied for does so resemble or is 
such a duplication of previously recorded brands or marks as to be 
misleading or deceiving, the application shall be denied and the ap- 
plicant may file some other brand or mark in the manner described 
above. 

§ 3. Fees of secretary of state—Such application for filing and 
recording shall be accompanied by a fee of Two Dollars ($2.00) 
and thereupon, if consistent with the provisions of the preceding Sec- 
tion, the Secretary of State shall issue to the person, firm or cor- 
poration applying for registration and recordation of such mark 
or brand a certificate of such recordation and of the registered num- 
ber assigned thereto and thereafter he shall issue such certificates, 
in any number, to any person applying therefor, upon the payment 
of a fee of One Dollar ($1.00), for each and every certificate so 
issued, and such certificate shall, in all proceedings in all of the 
Courts of this State, be taken and held as proof of the adoption and 
recordation of such identifying mark or brand. 

§ 4. Owner of registered mark or brand transfer, release or 
sell—_The owner of any such registered mark or brand may trans- 
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fer, release or sell the same by an instrument in writing evidencing 
such transfer, release or sale, and upon application to the Secretary 
of State where such mark or brand is registered for the recordation 
of such instrument in writing, and upon the filing of the same with 
such Secretary and the payment of a fee of Two Dollars ($2.00) 
the Secretary shall cause such instrument of transfer, release or sale 
to be placed on record in a book provided and kept by him for that 
purpose, and certificates of such transfer, upon application therefor, 
shall be issued by him in like manner, upon the payment of like fees, 
as provided for the issuance of certificates under the provisions of 
Section Three of this Act. 

§ 5. Unauthorized possession of containers marked or branded. 
~—Any person, or persons who shall have in his or their unau- 
‘ thorized possession any field box, crate, receptacle or container 
marked or branded with mark or brand registered under the pro- 
visions of this Act shall be deemed guilty of a misdemeanor, and 
upon conviction thereof shall be punished by a fine of not less than 
twenty-five dollars nor more than five hundred dollars or by im- 
prisonment for not less than thirty days nor more than one year, 
or by both such fine and imprisonment, and the possession by any 
person or persons of any field box, crate, container, or receptacle 
so marked or branded, in the absence of written authority therefor, 
shall be prima facie evidence of the violation of the provisions of 
this Section; provided that the owner of such recorded or registered 
mark or brand may, in writing, authorize and designate any per- 
son or persons to use or have in their possession any such field boxes, 
crates, containers or receptacles. 

§ 6. Unauthorized alteration, change, removal or obliteration 
of registered mark or brand on containers.—If any person or per- 
sons shall alter, change, remove or obliterate the registered mark or 
brand on any field box, crate, container or receptacle other than his 
or their own or shall cause or procure the same to be done, with in- 
tent to claim the same or to prevent identification thereof by the 
true owner, or to use or to have in his, or their possession, any 
such field box, crate, container or receptacle on which the regis- 
tered mark or brand has been altered, changed, removed or oblit- 
erated, such person, or persons shall be deemed guilty of a misde- 
meanor and upon conviction thereof shall’ be punished as provided 
for in Section Five of this Act. 

§ 7. Not purchase containers marked or branded with reg- 
istered mark or brand from other than registered owner.—lIt shall 
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be unlawful for any person or persons to receive or to purchase any 
field box, crate, container, or receptacle marked or branded with 
registered mark or brand as herein provided, from any person other 
than the registered owner thereof or his duly authorized agent, and 
proof of such receipt or purchase shall be prima facie evidence in 
any court in this State that such receiver or purchaser received or 
purchased the same with knowledge that it was stolen or embezzled 
property, and upon conviction thereof, shall be punished as is now 
or may hereafter be provided by law for receiving stolen or em- 
bezzled property. 


§ 8. Refusal deliver containers marked or branded and reg- 
istered to lawful owner.—The refusal of any person in possession 
thereof to deliver any field box, crate, container or receptacle so | 
marked or branded and registered as herein provided, to the reg- 
istered owner of the same or his duly authorized agent, upon the de- 
mand of such registered owner or authorized agent, when said de- 
mand is accompanied with a display of the certificate or recordation 
and number of the same, as furnished to the registered owner by the 
Secretary of State, shall be prima facie evidence in any Court of 
this State of a fraudulent intent to convert said field box, crate, 
container or receptacle to the use of the person or persons, so in pos- 
session of the same, and to deprive the registered owner thereof, 
and any person or persons convicted of the violation of the provisions 
of this Section shall be subject to the penalty as provided in Section 
Five hereof. 


§ 9. Taking or sending out of state containers registered or 
branded without consent of owner.—Any person or persons who 
. shall take or send out of the State of South Carolina, or cause to be 
taken or sent out of the State of South Carolina, any field box, 
crate, container or receptacle so registered or branded as herein 
provided without the permission of the owner thereof shall be guilty 
of a misdemeanor and upon conviction shall be punished by a 
fine of not more than Five Hundred Dollars ($500.00) or by im- 
prisonment of not more than one year or by both such fine and im- 
prisonment in the discretion of the Court. 


§ 10. Construction—The provisions of this Act shall not be 
construed to apply when fruits, vegetables, or their by-products, ~ 
are wrapped or packed in such accepted or prescribed standard con- 
tainers as are prescribed and designated by the Bureau of Standards, ° 
United States Department of Agriculture, and are used only as re- 
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ceptacles or containers for fruits, vegetables, or their by-products 
when offered for transportation or sale only. 


§ 11. Cumulative—invalidity—The provisions of this Act shall 
be cumulative to all other provisions of law on the subject and in 
the event that any part of this Act is declared unconstitutional the 
validity of the remaining portions of this Act shall not be affected. 

§ 12. Time effective—This Act shall take effect upon its ap- 
proval by the Governor.

Section 1. New rural electrification lines or additions or ex- 
tensions exempt from taxes for 10 years, Lancaster County.—Be 
it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of South Caro- 
lina: In order to induce the building and construction of rural elec- 
trification lines in Lancaster County, all such lines, as well as addi- 
tions to, or extensions of lines, built and constructed after the ap- 
proval of this Act, are hereby exempted from the payment of county, 
municipal and school district taxes for a period of ten (10) years 
from the.date of the construction, or addition to or extension thereof.

AN ACT. to Amend Section 1 of an Act Entitled ‘‘An Act to 
Amend Section 5587, Code of Laws of South Carolina, 1932, 
Relating to the Election and Term of Office of School Trus- 
tees in Spartanburg County so as to Further Provide for the 
Election and Term of Office of School Trustees in Spartan- 
burg County’’, Known as Act No. 760 of the Acts of 1934, so 
as to Provide for the Election and Appointment of School 
Trustees and Fix the Term of Office for Spartanburg County. 


Section 1. Act 760, 1934 Acts, amended—school trustees, 
Spartanburg County—appointment—election—terms.—Be it en- 
acted by the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: 
That Section 1 of an Act entitled “ An Act to Amend Section 5587, 
Code of Laws of South Carolina, 1932, Relating to the Election and 
Term of Office of School Trustees in Spartanburg County so as to 
Further Provide for the Election and Term of Office of School 
Trustees in Spartanburg County”, known as Act No. 760 of the 
Acts of 1934, be, and the same is hereby amended by striking out 
said Section 1 and inserting in lieu thereof the following to be 
known as Section 1 : 

“ Section 1. (A) In all school districts in Spartanburg County, 
except in School District No. 34 comprising the City of Spartan- 
burg at the expiration of the present term of office of trustees, 
which is April 3, 1939, the term of one member of each board shall 
be for one year, the term of one member shall be for two years, 
and the term of one member shall be for three years. Thereafter, 
all terms shall be for a term of three years. 

(B) Upon a written petition signed by at least one-third of the 
qualified electors and one-third of the resident freeholders of any 
school district being filed with the Chairman of the Board of Reg- 
istration on or before February 25th of any year, including 1939, 
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the Board shall determine on or before March 5th whether or not 
said petition meets the requirements set out above, and shall within 
three days thereafter notify the board of trustees of the respective 
school districts meeting the requirements to call an election to be 
held on or before March 28th of that year. It shall be the duty of 
said trustees to post notice of time, place and object of said election 
in at least five conspicuous places in said school district for at least 
ten days before said election. No election any year shall affect more 
than one trustee, except that in 1939 all three members of any board 
may be elected.

Section 1. County board supervise and budget finances of de- 
partments, Spartanburg County.—Be it enacted by the General As- 
sembly of the State of South Carolina: The County Board of Spar- 
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tanburg County shall have general supervision and control over all 
financial affairs of the departments of Spartanburg County to the 
end that each department shall operate within its appropriations 
and other revenue. It shall be the duty of the County Board to de- 
vise plans and formulate regulations so as to obtain the result here- 
inabove stated. They shall budget the various appropriations and reve- 
nues credited to the respective departments and the various officials’ 
accounts so as to maintain such control as is necessary to cause said 
departments and officers to operate within the appropriations and 
funds credited to the respective departments.

AN ACT Providing for the Creation of Liens on Personal Prop- 
erty by Agreement, to Secure Loans and Advances. 


Section 1. Factors and commission merchants have continuing 
general lien when provided by written contract on merchandise 
of party creating lien as agreed upon receivables or other pro- 
ceeds resulting from sale or disposition of such merchandise and 
upon such merchandise if returned or recovered from customers 
—extent of lien.—Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State 
of South Carolina: If so provided by any written contract, all fac- 
tors and commission merchants shall have a continuing general lien 
upon such merchandise of the person, firm, or corporation creating 
the lien as may be agreed upon by the parties thereto from time to 
time in written statements identifying such merchandise, upon any 
receivables or other proceeds resulting from the sale or other dis- 
position of such merchandise and upon such merchandise if re- 
turned by or recovered from customers. Such lien shall secure the 
lienee. for all loans and advances to or for the account of the per- 
son, firm or corporation creating the lien, together with the interest 
thereon, and also for the commissions, charges and expenses prop- 
erly chargeable against or due from said person, firm, or corpora- 
tion creating the lien and for the amount due upon any notes or 
other obligations given to or received by him, her, it, or them, for 
or upon account of any such loans or advances, interest, commis~ 
sions, charges and expenses, Provided said written contract and 
written statements must be bona fide instruments for the purposes 
stated therein. 
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§ 2. Lien effective as of filing notice—existence of merchan- 
dise—contents of notice of lien—Such lien shall be effective as of 
_the time of filing the notice hereinafter referred to and shall be valid 
whether such merchandise shall be in existence at the time of the 
contract creating the lien or at the time of filing such notice or shall 
come into existence subsequently thereto or shall subsequently thereto 
be acquired by the person, firm or corporation creating the lien, 
provided a notice of the lien is filed, stating: 

(a) The name of the person, firm or corporation creating the 
lien, and the interest of such person, firm or corporation in the mer- 
chandise, as far as known to the lienor. 

(b) The name of the lienor, the name under which the lienor does 
business, if an assumed name; the principal place of business of the 
lienor within the state, or, if the lienor has no place of business 
within the state, the principal place of business of the lienor outside 
of this state; and if the lienor is a partnership or association the 
names of the partners, and if a corporation the state under whose 
laws it was organized. 

(c) The general character of merchandise subject to the lien, or 
which may become subject thereto, and the maximum period of time 
during which such loans or advances may be made under the terms 
of the agreement providing for such loan or advances and for such 
lien. Amendments of the notice may be filed from time to time to 
record any changes in the information contained in the original or 
prior notices. 

§ 3. Lienor or agent verify notice—place file notice—duties 
and fees of filing officer.—Such notice must be verified by the lienor 
or his agent, to the effect that the statements therein contained are 
true to the best of his knowledge, and must be filed with the Clerk 
of Court in the County in which the person, firm or corporation 
creating the lien has or maintains his, her, or its, principal place of 
business and in the County where the merchandise is located at the 
time of filing notice. The filing officers shall file every such notice 
presented to him or her for that purpose and shall endorse thereon 
its number and the time of its receipt. He or she shall enter in a 
book provided for that purpose, in separate columns, the names of 
the parties named in each notice so filed under the head of lienors 
and lienees, the number of such notice and the date of the filing 
thereof, and the general character of the merchandise as therein 
stated. The names of the persons, firms or corporations creating 
the liens, as stated in the notice, shall be arranged in alphabetical 
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order under the heard of “lienor”. The filing officer at the time of 

filing such notice shall, upon request, issue to the person, firm or 

corporation filing the same a receipt in writing, containing the sub- 

stance of the entries made or to be made as hereinabove provided, 
and shall be entitled to receive for his services hereunder ten dol- 

lars for each notice filed and one dollar and fifty cents for each re- 

ceipt, to be paid by the person, firm or corporation filing same. 

§ 4. Time file contract—scope of lien—Such notice may be 
filed at any time after the making of the contract and shall be ef- 
ectual from the time of the filing thereof as against all claims of 
creditors in or against such merchandise thereafter arising, except 
any common-law or statutory liens of processors, mechanics, arti- 
sans, or others, subsequently attaching to such merchandise by rea- 
son of work or services rendered thereon and also excepting the title 
of all bona fide purchasers of such merchandise in the ordinary 
course, of the business of the person, firm or corporation creating 
the lien. The lien created by this Act shall also be subordinate and 
subject to all liens or other interests in favor of any third party 
upon or in such merchandise which were duly recorded or were oth- 
erwise valid against the lienor and in existence at the time of the 
filing of the notice. 

§ 5. Payment or satisfaction of indebtedness secured by lien— 
notice of liens filed and not satisfied good for 10 years—Upon 
the payment or satisfaction of the indebtedness secured by any-lien 
specified in this Act the lienee or his legal representatives, upon the 
request of any person, firm or corporation, interested in the said mer- 
chandise, must sign and acknowledge a certificate setting forth such 
payment or satisfaction. The filing officer must, on receipt of such 
certificate or a copy thereof certified as required by law, file the 
same in his office and write the word“‘discharged” in the book where 
the notice of lién is entered opposite the entry thereof, and the lien 
is thereby discharged. All notices of liens filed pursuant to this Act 
and not satisfied by filing a certificate setting forth payment or sat- 
isfaction thereof shall be deemed to be and remain in full force and 
effect under this Act without further or other filing for a period 
of ten years. 

§ 6. Possession of merchandise covered by agreement by factor 
or commission merchant or third party for his account.——When 
any factor or commission merchant, or any third party for his ac- 
count, shall have possession of merchandise covered by any such 
agreement such factor or commission merchant shall have a con- 
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tinuing general lien, as set forth in the first paragraph of this Act, 
without filing the notice provided for in this Act. 

§ 7. Definitions—The terms “factor” and “factors” wherever 
used in this Act shall include persons, firms and corporations, and 
their successors in interest, engaged in the business of factoring or 
financing sales of merchandise, or of purchasing or lending on the 
security of receivables arising out of such sales, who, as part of or 
as incidental to such business, lend upon the security of merchan- 
dise. The terms “merchandise” wherever used in this Act shall mean 
any personal property intended for sale, whether or not after fur- 
ther manufacturing or processing; and does not include fixtures 
or other trade equipment of the party creating the lien, and shall 
not included motor vehicles, trailers, refrigerators, radios, heating 
equipment, air conditioning equipment, stoves, washers, ironers, 
vacuum cleaners, and other electrical or mechanical holsehold or 
industrial equipment or accessories. 

§ 8. Construction.—This Act is to be construed liberally to give 
effect to the intent to create a lien pursuant to its provisions, and a 
substantial compliance with its several provisions shall be sufficient 
for the validity of a lien and to give jurisdiction to the courts to en- 
force the same. Nothing in this Act shall be construed as affecting or 
limiting any existing or future lien at common ‘law or any rights at 
common law of any factor or commission merchant as defined in 
Section 7. 

§ 9. Effect on other statutes.—As to any transaction falling 
within the provisions both of this Act and of any other law requir- 
ing filing or recording, notice, consent, or formalities of execution, 
the lienee shall not be required to comply with both, but by com- 
plying with the provisions of either, at his election, may have the 
protection given by the law complied with. 

§ 10. Repeal—All Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent with the 
provisions of this Act are hereby repealed:

Section 1. Act 234, 1987 Acts, amended—budget sanitary and 
drainage commission, Charleston County.—Be it enacted by the 
General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: That Section 2 
of Act No. 234 of the Acts of 1937, relating to the operation of the 
Sanitary and Drainage Commission for Charleston County on that 
County’s portion of gasoline taxes, be, and the same is hereby, 
amended by striking out said Section 2 and inserting in lieu thereof 
the following, to be known as Section 2: 

“Section 2. That the Sanitary and Drainage Commissicn of 
Charleston County shall, annually on or before the first day of June 
in each year, commencing in the year 1938, file with the County 
Board of Commissioners of Charleston County, a statement or bud- 
get of its proposed operation and expenditures for the ensuing fiscal 
year, and shall also file a copy of the same with the Charleston 
County Legislative Delegation. Said statement or budget shall be 
approved in writing by the County Board of Commissioners of Charles- 
ton County, either as submitted or as amended or changed by 
said Board, and when so approved, it shall constitute the budget 
of the said Sanitary and Drainage Commission for the ensuing fiscal 
year, and a copy thereof shall thereafter forthwith be filed with the 
County Treasurer of said County, by said Sanitary and Drainage 
Commission.” 

§ 2. Same—funds use pay budget—changes in budget.-——That 
Section 3 of said Act be, and the same is hereby, amended by strik- 
ing out the said Section 3 and inserting in lieu thereof the follow- 
ing, to be known as Section 3 of said Act: 

“Section 3. When said approved budget shall have been filed with 
the County Treasurer, as above required, the fund and moneys re- 
ferred to in Section 1 hereof shall be from time to time expended 
and paid over by said County Treasurer to said Sanitary and Drain- 
age Commission upon warrants of said Commission signed by the 
Chairman and Treasurer of said Commission. Said fund and moneys 
shall be expended only for such items and purposes and in not ex- 
ceeding such amounts as shall be stated and contained in the ap- . 
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proved budget referred to in Section 2 hereof; Provided, however, 
That, if there be filed with said County Treasurer during any fiscal 
year any changes or amendments of said approved budget which 
changes or amendments are approved in writing by the County 
Board of Commissioners of Charleston County, the original ap- 
proved budget, as changed and amended thereby, shall constitute the 
approved budget for such fiscal year, for the purposes of this 
Act.” 

§ 3. Same—disposition of surplus funds from gasoline tax.— 
That Section 4 of said Act be, and the same is hereby, amended by 
striking out the whole of said Section 4 and inserting in lieu there- 
of the following, to be known as Section 4 of said Act: 

“Section 4. That the remainder of the fund and moncys referred 
to in Section 1 hereof not provided to be expended in said approved 
budget shall be retained in the fund and account provided for by 
Section 1 hereof, and shall be expended and paid out by said County 
Treasurer from time to time for such purposes and in such amounts 
as shall be directed in Resolution or Resolutions from time to time 
adopted by the County Board of Commissioners of Charleston 
County at a meeting or meetings of the said Board duly called and 
held.” 

§ 4. All Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent herewith are hereby 
repealed to the extent of such inconsistency. 

§ 5. This Act shall take effect upon its approval by the Governor.

AN ACT. to Provide for the Employment of an Auctioneer in Ju- 
dicial Sales by the Clerk of Court of Common Pleas for 
Cherokee County. 


‘Section 1. Auctioneer, Cherokee County.—Be it enacted by the 
General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: The Clerk of 
Court of Common Pleas for Cherokee County is authorized and em- 
powered to employ an auctioneer in making Judicial sales who shall 
receive the following fees for his services: Two ($2.00) Dollars for 
the sale of the first tract or parcel of land and One ($1.00) Dollar 
for the sale of each additional tract under the same order of Court. 
In case where more than one tract is sold, together, the fee shall be 
Two ($2.00) Dollars for each such sale. The fee shall be taxed and

AN ACT to Provide for the Appointment of Some Competent Per- 
son as Acting Recorder in the Absence of, or Disqualification 
of Any Recorder of Any Municipal Court, and Exempting 
Laurens and Chesterfield Counties from the Provisions of 
This Act. 


Section 1. Appoint acting recorder in absence or disqualifica- 
tion of recorder of municipal court.—Be it enacted by the General 
Assembly of the State of South Carolina: The mayor of any mu- 
nicipality in South Carolina may, in the absence, sickness, incapacity 
or disqualification, for any reason whatsoever, of the recorder of 
any City Recorder’s Court, appoint a disinterested practicing attor- 
ney, or other competent person resident of such City, as: Acting Re- 
corder during the absence, sickness, incapacity or other disqualifica- 
tion of ‘such regular Recorder, Provided such appointeee shall take 
the prescribed oath of office before entering upon his duties. Pro- 
vided, the provisions hereof shall not apply in Laurens County. Pro- 
vided, Further, that the County of Chesterfield is emempted from 
the provisions of this Act. 

§ 2. All Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent with this Act are 
hereby repealed.

‘AN ACT Providing for Creation of a Tuberculosis Commission 
for Dillon, Horry and Marion Counties, or Any One or More 
of Them, Defining the Powers and Duties of Said Com- 
mission and Authorizing It: and the Florence-Darlington 
Tuberculosis Commission to Contract with Each Other for 
the Care and Treatment of Tubercular Patients. 
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Section 1. Dillon, Horry and Marion Counties contract with 
each other and with Florence-Darlington tuberculosis commission 
for care and treatment of tubercular patients—commission.—Be 
it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: 
The Counties of Dillom, Horry and Marion-be, and they are hereby 
authorized and empowered to contract with each other and with 
the Florence-Darlington Tuberculosis Commission, and said Com- 
mission is hereby authorized and empowered to contract with said 
Counties for the purpose, to the extent, and after the manner here- 
inafter stated. Said contracts may be made by one or more of said 
Counties, acting either singly or jointly, with said Commission and /or 
with each other. 

(a) The purpose of the contract shall be to secure care and treat- 
ment for tubercular patients, white and colored, of the counties in- 
terested at the hospital maintained by the Commission. 

(b) The Counties, or any of them, may contract to the following 
extent: (1) The erection of a building or buildings, on property 
granted, donated or leased by the Commission to the County or 
or Counties interested, and (2) The care and treatment of tuber- 
cular patients of the County or Counties interested, not to exceed in 
number the capacity of the building or buildings so erected. 

(c) The manner of contracting shall be as follows: If only one of 
the three counties shall avail itself of the authority herein conferred, 
there shall be created a commission to be known as the Tuberculosis 
Commission of said County; if two of said Counties so avail them- 
selves, there shall be created a Commission to be known as the Tu- 
berculosis Commission of said Counties; if the three counties so 
avail themselves, there shall be created a Commission to be known 
as the Pee Dee Tuberculosis Commission. In the first event the Com- 
mission shall consist of three members from the County interested ; 
in the Second event, of four members, two from each county; and in 
the Third event, of six members, two from each county. In the first 
event the terms of members shall be one for two years, one for four 
years and one for six years, to be allotted by drawing, and every 
two years thereafter one shail be appointed for the-term of six years, 
or until his successor is appointed and qualified. In the Second event, 
one member from each of the two counties shall be appointed for a 
term of two years and one member from each county for a term of 
four years, to be alloted by drawing, and every two years thereaf- 
ter one member shall be appointed from each county for a term of 
four years, or until his successor is appointed and qualified. In the 
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third event, the term of members shallbe two for two years, two for 
four years and two for six years, to be alloted by drawing, and ev- 
ery two years thereafter two shall be appointed for a term of six 
years, or until their successors are appointed and qualified. All ap- 
pointments shall be made by the Governor upon the recommenda- 
tion of a majority of the Legislative Delegation, including the Sen- 
ator, of the County or Counties interested. 

The Commission shall organize by electing from among their 
number a Chairman and a Secretary. Contracts shall be made in the 
name of the Commission acting by and through its Chairman and 
Secretary and conveyances, leases or donations shall be taken in the 
name of the Commission. 

Members of the Commission shall give bond, payable to the Coun- 
ty from which they come, each in the sum of One Thousand ($1,- 
000.00) Dollars, which bond shall be in the usual form, conditioned 
for the faithful performance of their duties and proper accounting 
for funds. 

§ 2. Buildings—site—The Commission herein created may ac- 
quire by donation, purchase, lease or otherwise, in its judgment, from 
or with the Florence-Darlington Tuberculosis Commission a suitable 
site upon property now or hereafter owned or controlled by that 
Commission for the location and erection thereon of a building or 
buildings for the treatment of tubercular patients of the County or 
counties participating and such other building or buildings as may, 
in the judgment of the Commission herein created, be necessary as 
an incident to such treatment. 

§ 3. Plans and specifications—contracts construct buildings.— 
That upon acquiring a suitable site the Commission may cause to be 
prepared a set of plans and detailed specifications by a competent 
architect, and may contract, for the construction of such building or 
buldings as may be appropriate for the purpose in view, advertise 
for bids, and award the contracts for such construction to the lowest 
bidder, as to it may appear for the best interest of said County or 
Counties. ; 

§ 4. Treatment of patients at institution of Florence-Darling- 
ton tuberculosis commission — The Commission herein created and 
the Florence-Darlington Tuberculosis Commission shall have and 
they are hereby given full power and authority to make necessary 
contracts and arrangements with each other under the terms of 
which white and colored tubercular patients from the Counties of 
Dillon, Horry and Marion, jointly or singly, shall receive treatment 
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at the institution now controlled and managed by the Florence-Dar- 
lington Tuberculosis Commission, such patients to enjoy the same 
facilities and receive the same treatment as afforded to patients from 
Florence and Darlington Counties. Upon the erection of the neces- 
sary buildings the Florence-Darlington Tuberculosis Commission 
shall be under obligation to permit the treatment of patients from 
the County or Counties represented by the Commission herein cre- 
ated upon the terms stated and in such number as proper financial 
provision is made for, either by payment of hospital fees or by legis- 
lative appropriation or otherwise; provided, however, that the num- 
ber of patients so treated shall not exceed the limits of capacity of 
buildings and equipment provided by said County or Counties. 

§ 5. Donations —The Commission herein created shall have au- 
thority and is hereby required to receive donations of land, material, 
labor, furnishings and equipment, and if necessary, to purchase the 

. same out of funds appropriated or made available for such purpose. 
The Commission is likewise empowered to utilize funds and prop- 
erty of any State or Federal agency, department or instrumentality, 
upon such terms as may be prescribed, if to the Commission such 
utilization seems wise. 

§ 6. Admission and discharge of patients for treatment.— 
That upon the completion of the buildings for which provision is 
herein made the Commission is authorized and empowered to adopt 
such rules and regulations as to it may seem appropriate for deter- 
mining what persons shall be admitted to the hospital from the Coun- 
ty or Counties interested and to allocate the number of patients be- 
tween such Counties if more than one participates. Patients once 
admitted, however, become subject to the Florence-Darlington Tu- 
berculosis Commission as to discharge or continued treatment. 

§ 7. Appointment of commission—contracts—commitments.— 
The Legislative Delegations, including the.Senators of each of the 
Counties of Dillon, Horry and Marion, are granted twelve (12) 
monts from the date on which this Act becomes effective within which 
to make to the Governor their recommendations for membership 
upon the Commission herein created. Failure of any such Delega- 
tion, including the Senator, to make such recommendation within such 
time shall be deemed a waiver by such County of the right to bring 
itself under the provisions of this Act. The name of the Commission 
shall thereupon, at the expiration of said period, be fixed as provided 
in Section 1 (c) of this Act. Upon the organization of the Commis- 
sion thus created and as above set out it shall have full power and 
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authority to discharge any and all duties conferred upon it under 
the terms of this Act but shall enter into no commitments and make 
no contracts in the name of the Commission or for and in behalf of 
any of said Counties until the funds required to meet said commit- 
ments or contracts shall have been provided or assured in a manner 
satisfactory to the Commission. 

§ 8. Expenditures—recommendations—The Commission shal! 
keep a full, complete and accurate account of all expenditures, in- 
cluding expenditures for operation and for care of patients, and 
shall report annually to the legislative delegation or delegations of 
the interested County or Counties, and shall from time to time make 
recommendations for the benefit and guidance of said delegations. 

'§ 9. Arrange for care and treatment of tubercular patients.— 
In addition to the powers sepcifically conferred under the foregoing 
provisions, the Dlorence-Darlington Tuberculosis Commission and 
the Commission herein created be and they are hereby granted full 
power and authority to make necessary and proper arrangements to 
and with each other for the care and treatment of tubercular pa- 
tients of the counties participating. Such arrangements as may be 
carried into effect between the two Commissions shall give to the 
County or Counties participating under the terms of this Act full 
privileges of the institution up to the limit made by the County or 
Counties for construction of necessary buildings, for necessary 
equipment and for the payment of proportional part of the operat- 
ing costs of the institution. 

§ 10. All Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent herewith are hereby 
repealed. 

§ 11. This Act shall take effect immediately upon its approval 
by the Governor.

AN ACT to Amend Act No. 278 of the Acts of the General As- 
sembly of the State of South Carolina for 1937, and Entitled 
‘‘An Act to Provide a System of County Government for the 
County of Darlington and to Provide for the Appointment 
and Powers and Duties of the Various County Officers to be 
Elected or Appointed Hereunder and Other County Officers, 
and to Repeal All Legislation Inconsistent Herewith’’ by 
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Authorizing the Sinking Fund Commission to Transfer Dar- 
lington County Funds from Oné Account to Another Under 
Certain Conditions. 


Section 1. Act 278, 1937 Acts, amended—sinking fund com- 
mission transfer county funds, Darlington County.—Be it enacted 
by the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: That Act 
No. 278, of the Acts of the General Assembly of the State of South 
Carolina for 1937, and entitled “An Act to provide a System of 
County Government for the County of Darlington and to Provide 
for the Appointment and Powers and Duties of the Various County 
Officers to be elected or appointed hereunder and other County Of- 
ficers, and to Repeal All Legislation Inconsistent Herewith” is here- 
by amended by adding at the end of Section 5, Sub-section d the 
following: ‘““Whenever the Sinking Fund Commission of Darling- 
ton County has in its hands funds of Darlington County in excess 
of the requirements for which such funds were specifically provided, 
or any funds not specifically allocated by law, the said Commission 
shall have the power to apply any or all of such funds to the pay- 
ment of any obligation of said County which is to be paid out of 
funds in the hands of said Commission. So that Section when so 
amended shall read as follows: 


“(d) A Sinking Fund Commission is hereby created, to consist of 
one member of the County Board of Directors to be designated by 
the Board, and who shall be Chairman ex officio, and three (3) mem- 
bers to be appointed by the Board from the County at large. The 
three members to be so appointed shall be men of substantial ex- 
perience in the fields of business or finance. Their terms of office 
shall be for four (4) years, and until their successors are elected 
and qualified, except that the members first appointed (other than 
the member who is designated from the membership of the Board) 
shall serve only until June 30th, 1938, at which time new members 
shall be appointed for a four year period. The members of this 
Commission shall serve without compensation, except that they shail 
be paid at the rate of five cents per mile for each mile of travel re- 
quired to enable them to attend meetings of the Commission. Before 
entering upon the performance of their duties, the members of the 
Commission other than the one designated from the Board shall each 
give bond in the sum of Twenty Thousand ($20,000.00) Dollars, 
for the faithful performance of their duties, the premiums on said 
bonds to be paid out of the County ordinary funds. 
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The Sinking Fund Commission shall exercise its powers subject 
to the supervision and control of the Board and shall report to the 
Board at least once each year, and oftener if so required by the 
Board, all of its transactions and the securities acquired and held by 
it and shall furnish such other information as may be required by 
the Board. 

The County Clerk shall perform the duties of Secretary of the 
Sinking Fund Commission, and shall attend all meetings of the 
Commission and perform all of the clerical work incident to the 
performance of the duties of the Commission. 

The Sinking Fund Commission shall have all of the powers and 
duties and exercise all of the functions which are now devolved by 
law upon the Sinking Fund Commission of Darlington County. 

The necessary expenses of the Sinking Fund Commission for the 
purchase of supplies, or incurred in connection with the purchase of 
securities, and the keeping and maintenance of proper recotds and 
accounts, may be paid by the Commission out of any income coming 
into the hands of the Commission, provided that the total of such 
expenses shall not exceed the sum of One Hundred ($100.00) Dol- 
lars per year, unless specially authorized by the County Board of 
Directors. _ 

All funds and securities and other assets now or hereafter in the 
hands of the Sinking Fund Commission are hereby declared to be 
the joint property of the respective political subdivisions of Darling- 
ton County, whose indebtedness is serviced by the Commission, such 
ownership being in the proportion that the amount of funds of each 
political subdivision paid into the hands of the Commission bears to 
the total amount of funds received by the Commission, the purpose 
of this provision being that all income and profits collected by the 
Commission from securities held by it shall belong proportionately 
to all such political subdivisions, and that all losses sustained shall 
likewise be borne proportionately. 

In addition to such powers, the Commission shall have power to 
sell in the usual business channels, in such manner and on such terms 
as the members may seem best, any of the securities which may be 
held by the Commission from time to time, and to accept for the se- 
curities so sold an amount less than the face or par value thereof, 
if in the judgment of the Commission that is the sound course to 
pursue in respect to the particular securities ; it shall also have power 
to exchange any securities in its hands for other securities of the 
same obligors, even though the terms and rates of interest of the 
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‘new securities may be less favorable than those given in exchange, 
when in the judgment of the Commission this is the sound course 
to pursue; it shall also have power to compromise any obligation 
due it, or securities held by it, and to enter into any refunding or 
reorganization plan, whether involving the substitution of securities 
or not, proposed by any obligor for the purpose of adjusting, re- 
funding, or settling obligations held by the Commission; provided 
that in the exercise of any of the powers conferred by this section, 
the members of the Commission shall act only by unanimous vote. 
except that where a majority of the members of the Commission 
favor the exercise of any power confirmed by this section, such 
power may be exercised by a majority of the members of the Com- 
mission upon the written approval of a majority of the members of 
the Board of Directors. 

Whenever any political subdivision of Darlington County for 
which the Commission is holding sinking funds or sinking fund 
securities has discharged all of its outstanding obligations, both 
principal and interest, so that there is no further occasion for the 
accumulation of a sinking fund in the hands of the Commission for 
such political subdivision, the Commission shall pay and deliver to 
the Treasurer of Darlington County, for credit to such political sub- 
division, the money or securities in the hands of the Commission 
which have been accumulated or which in any manner have been 
received by the Commission for the account of said political subdi- 
vision. Whenever the Sinking Fund Commission of Darlington Coun- 
ty has in its hands funds of Darlington County in excess of the re- 
quirements for which such funds were specifically provided, or any 
funds not specifically allocated by law, the said Commission shall 
have power to apply any or all of such funds to the payment of any 
obligation of said County which is to be paid out of funds in the 
hands of said Commission. 

§ 2. All Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent with the terms here- 
of are hereby repealed. 

§ 3. This Act shall take effect immediately upon its approval by 
the Governor.

AN ACT to Create a Commission on Rural Electrification for 
Anderson County; to Fix the Number and Method of Ap- 
pointment of Its Members and to Define Its Powers and 
Duties. 


Section 1. Commission on rural electrification, Anderson 
County.—Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of 
South Carolina: There is hereby created in the County of Anderson 
a Commission on rural electrification for Anderson County which 
shall be composed of five (5) citizens of Anderson County to be 
elected by a majority vote of the Anderson County Legislative Del- 
egation of the General Assembly of South Carolina. The Chairman 
of this Commission shall be elected by a majority of the members of 
said Commission from the membership thereof. One member of the 
Commission shall act as Secretary and be elected by a majority vote 
of the Commission. 

§ 2. Duties and powers—appropriation—expenses.—This Com- 
mission shall make, as best it can, a survey and/or canvass of the 
rural sections of Anderson County with the end in view of deter- 
mining location of rural electrification lines to best serve the in- 
terests of the citizens who desire to avail themselves of the privilege 
of rural electrification. The members of the Commission shall im- 
mediately familiarize themselves with the manner and methods of 
procuring rural electrification and have all of this data in such 
shape and form as to be able to advise all interested citizens. They 
shall receive all complaints and suggestions made by the citizens of 
Anderson County and act as a clearing house between them and the 
Rural Electrification Authority. They shall obtain all data showing 
the cost of construction, upkeep, if any, and the cost per kilowat 
hour to the consumer, both as to electricity used in the home, elec- 
tricity used for commercial purposes and electricity used for any 
enterprise in and about the farm. There is hereby appropriated the 
sum of three hundred ($300.00) dollars to be paid by the Treasurer 
of Anderson County out of any available funds, irrespective of 
source, in the treasury for the expense of the said Commission in- 
curred in traveling out and beyond the limits of Anderson County 
while engaged in procuring and co-ordinating the facts and data in 
the proper functioning of the said Commission. The Commission 
shall fix the amount to be received as a travel allowance and the num- 
ber who shall receive the same and shall, before any expense is in- 
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curred, by a vote designate the number of the said Commission who 
shall be delegated with authority to leave the bounds of Anderson 
‘County for serving the said Commission in obtaining information 
for it. : 

§ 3. Efficiency—The said Commission shall co-ordinate and 
work with the end in view that there shall be no lost motion or use- 
less work. 

§ 4. Meetings—majority rule—The Commission shall meet at 
such time and such place in Anderson County as will bést serve the 
interests of the public, said place to be determined by a majority 
vote of its membership, and at such meeting, in all matters, a ma- 
jority vote thereof shall determine the policy and/or policies of the 
said Commission. 

§ 5. This Act shall take effect immediately upon its approval by 
the Governor.

AN ACT to Exempt New Manufacturing Industries Making In- 
vestments of Ten Thousand ($10,000.00) Dollars or More 
in York County from the Payment of County and Municipal 
Taxes for a Period of Five Years. 


Section 1. Certain new manufacturing industries exempt from 
taxes for 5 years, York County.—Be it enacted by the General As- 
sembly of the State of South Carolina: That any person, firm or 
corporation who or which shall hereafter erect and/or establish any 
new manufacturing industry in York County in said State, at a 
cost of Ten Thousand ($10,000.00) Dollars or more shall be exempt 
from thepayment of all County taxes, except for school purposes, 
and all municipal taxes of incorporated cities and towns in said 
County of York, upon the approval of the respective governing 
bodies by proper ordinance or resolution for exemption from said 
municipal taxes for a period of five years from the date of the be- 
gining of operation. 

§ 2. All Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent with this Act are here- 
by repealed. 

§ 3. This Act shall go into effect immediately upon its approval 
by the Governor.

AN ACT to Amend Sections 2 and 3 of an Act Entitled ‘‘An Act. 
to Supplement Teachers’ Salaries of Weak School Districts 
in Greenville County’’, Known as Act No. 995 of the Acts 
of 1930, so as to Further Provide for the Conditions Under 
Which Payment is to be Made to Supplement Teachers’ 
Salaries. 


Section 1. Act 995, 1930 Acts, amended—when supplement 
teachers’ salaries, Greenville County.—Be it enacted by the Gen- 
eral Assembly of the State of South Carolina: That Sections 2 and 
3 of an Act entitled “An Act to Supplement Teachers’ Salaries of 
Weak School Districts in Greenville County”, be, and the same is 
hereby amended by striking out said Sections and inserting in lieu 
thereof the following to be known as Section 2 and Section 3, to 
wit: 

“Section 2. That before any district can participate in the bene- 
fits of this Act said district must comply with the following condi- 
tions: (a) It shall provide such equipment in its schools as shall meet 
the approval of the County Board of Education; (b) It shall main- 
tain the same enrollment and attendance requirements as now pro- 
vided by law, or as it may hereafter be amended; (c) That the said 
district shall maintain a nine (9) months’ school term and shall levy 
a special tax of four (4) mills for the payment of teachers’ sal- 
aries; (d) It shall levy an additional tax sufficient to meet the in- 
cidental expenses of its schools, including pay for extra teachers or 
instructors, or extra pay for regular teachers of the said schools be- 
yond that allowed by the State schedule of teachers’ salaries, or as 
it may hereafter be amended; (e) and in the event that said dis- 
trict has a deficit in its current account at the end of any scholastic 
year it shall levy an additional tax to be fixed by the County Board 
of Education, not exceeding five (5) mills, for the purpose of liqui- 
dating such indebtedness.

ers inthe said district for the ninth month according to the State 
schedule of salaries under the statute, or as it may hereafter be 
amended: Provided, However, That only high schools approved by 
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the State Board of Education shall teach beyond the seventh grade 
without written permission of the County Board of Education.

(1) All public schools and the grounds actually occupied by them, 
not exceeding in any case fifteen acres.”

thereafter, and continue for a period of two years, or until his suc- 
cessor shall have been elected and qualified, at. which election only 
such qualified electors who shall by or sell cotton in the town of 
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Johnston, and who live within a radius of six miles from the depot of 
said town shall be eligible to vote. All persons offering to vote in said 
election shall be required to take an oath that he or she is a registered 
elector, above the age of twenty-one years, sells or buys cotton in the 
town of Johnston, and has not voted in the same year for cotton 
weigher at any other place in Edgefield County. The said cotton 
weigher shall be paid for his services ten (10¢) cents for every bale 
of cotton weighed by him, five (5¢) cents to be paid by the purchaser 
and five (5¢) cents to be paid by the seller. 

For the purpose of holding the election provided for in this Sec- 
tion the County Commissioners of Edgefield County shall thirty days 
before such election, appoint three managers and a clerk, who shall 
be required to take their oath as managers and who shall conduct 
such election as general elections are now conducted, and who shall 
declare the result of said electicn, and the one person receiving the 
highest number of votes cast shall be declared to be the duly elected 
cotton weigher for the said town: Provided, That at least three 
weeks’ public notice of the time and place of such election shall be 
given by posting notices thereof in at least three conspicuous places 
within the territory or by publication of said notice in some newspaper 
published in Edgefield County.

A JOINT RESOLUTION to Amend Article X, Section 5, of the 
Constitution of 1895, Relating to the Bonded Indebtedness of 
the City of Rock Hill, in York County, so as to Provide for 
the Increase of the Bonded Indebtedness of City of Rock 
Hill for Certain Purposes. 


Section 1. Amendment to article X, section 5, State Constitu- 
tion, proposed—increase bonded indebtedness for certain pur- 
poses, city of Rock Hill, York County.—Be it resolved by the Gen- 
eral Assembly of the State of South Carolina: That Article X, 
Section 5, of the Constitution of 1895, be and the same is hereby 
amended by adding at the end of said Section the following proviso: 
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“Provided, Further, That the limitations imposed by this Section 
shall not apply to the City of Rock Hill, County of York, said City 
of Rock Hill being hereby expressly authorized to vote bonds in 
excess of the bonds already issued and authorized, the proceeds of 
such bonds to be applied solely to the acquisition or purchase of 
real estate, either within the corporate limits of the City of Rock 
Hill or within five miles therefrom, and the improvement and/or 
construction thereon of a building or buildings for the purpose of 
renting and/or leasing same to newly established manufacturing 
industries ; provided, further that the bonded indebtedness shall be 
a general obligation of the City of Rock Hill, but the net income de- 
rived from the said municipal industrial building or buildings shall 
be pledged and applied towards the payment of the interest upon 
and the retirement of said bonds; (the acquisition of the real estate 
and the construction of the aforesaid building or buildings are herein 
and hereby construed to be corporate purposes); and where the 
question of incurring such indebtedness is submitted to the qualified 
electors of the City of Rock Hill as provided in the Constitution 
upon the question of bonded indebtedness. 


§ 2. Submission to electors —That the question of the adoption 
of the proposed amendment to the Constitution, as herein set forth, 
shall be submitted to the qualified electors at the next general elec- 
tion for members of the House of Representatives. 


There shall be furnished at the voting places of this State a 
sufficient number of ballots with the following words plainly writ- 
ten or printed thereon: 


“Amendment to Article X, Section 5, Constitution of 1895, by 
adding at the end of said section the following proviso: “Provided, 
further, that the limitations imposed by this section shall not apply 
to the City of Rock Hill within the County of York, such City be- 
ing hereby expressly authorized to vote bonds in excess of the bonds 
already issued and authorized, the proceeds of such bonds to be 
applied solely to the acquisition or purchase of real estate, either 
within the corporate limits of the City of Rock Hill or within five 
miles therefrom, and the improvement and/or construction thereon 
of a building or buildings for the purpose of renting and/or leasing 
same to newly established manufacturing industries; provided, fur- 
ther, that the bonded indebtedness shall be a genera! obligation of 
the City of Rock Hill, but the net income derived from the said 
municipal bulding or buildings shall be pledged and applied towards 
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the payment of the interest and upon the retirement of said bonds; 
(the acquisition of the real estate and the construction of the said 
building or buildings are herein and hereby construed to be municipal 
corporate purposes), and where the question of incurring such in- 
debtedness is submitted to the qualified electors of the City of Rock 
Hill as provided in the Constitution upon the question of bonded 
indebtedness—‘Yes’—‘No’; and those in favor of said amendment 
shall erase the word ‘No’; and those opposed to said amendment 
shall erase the word ‘Yes’. The managers of said election shall 
canvass said vote and certify the result as now provided by law, 
and a separate box for said ballots shall be provided. 

§ 3. This Resolution shall become effective immediately upon 
its approval by the Governor.

AN ACT to Authorize the Town Council of Any Town Having a 
Population of Not Less Than 7,000 and Not More than 8,000, 
by the Census of 1930, to Elect the Peace Officers of Such 
Towns for a Term Extending Beyond the Term of the Town 
Council so Electing to Fix the Term of Office of All Peace 
Officers so Elected. 


Section 1. Towns of 7,000 and not more than 8,000 population 
elect peace officers—terms.—Be it enacted by the General As- 
sembly of the State of South Carolina: That the Town Council of 
any town having a population of not less than 7,000 nor more than 
8,000, by thr census of 1930, is hereby authorized to elect all peace 
officers for a term extending beyond the term of office of the mem- 
bers of the Town Council so electing, and to fix by ordinance the 
term of office of all peace officers of said town, which are now, or 
hereafter may be, elected by the said Town Council: Provided, How- 
ever, no peace officer so elected shall obtain any vested right to any 
office or position to which elected, so as to deprive the Town Council 
of the right to remove such peace officer prior to the expiration of 
his term, as herein provided. 

§ 2. Remove such officers.—That the said Town Council of any 
town having a population of not less than 7,000, nor more than 
8,000, by the census of 1930, shall have the right at any time to 
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remove any peace officer for the good of the Town, under such 
rules and regulations as the Town Council shall prescribe, and the 
decision of the Town Council, in removing a peace officer prior to 
the expiration of the term for which he shall have been elected, shall 
be final and conclusive and shall rest entirely within the discretion 
of the said Town Council, but the said Town Council shall give 
its reasons for its action for so removing the officer and shall file 
such reasons with the Clerk of the said Town as a part of the 
town’s public records. 

§ 3. This Act shall take effect upon its approval by the Governor.

AN ACT to Provide for the Election of a Public Cotton Weigher 
for the Town of Trenton, County of Edgefield, State of South 
Carolina, to Fix His Term of Office and Compensation. 


Section 1. Cotton weigher, town of Trenton—election—term 
—compensation.—Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the 
State of South Carolina: On the third Saturday in August, 1939, 
and on the same day every two years thereafter, there shall be con- 
ducted in the Town of Trenton, Edgefield County, South Carolina, 
an election at which there shall be elected one public cotton weigher 
for said town, whose term of office shall begin on the 1st day of 
September thereafter, and continue for a period of two years, or 
until his successor shall have been elected and qualified, at which 
election only such qualified electors who shall buy or sell cotton 
in the town of Trenton shall be eligible to vote. All persons offering 
to vote in said election shall be required to take an oath that he 
or she is a registered elector, above the age of twenty-one years, 
sells or buys cotton in the town of Trenton, and has not voted in 
the same year for cotton weigher at any other place in Edgefield 
County. The said cotton weigher shall be paid for his services twenty 
(20¢) cents for every bale of cotton weighed by him, ten (10¢) 
cents to be paid by the purchaser and ten (10¢) cents to be -paid 
by the seller, For the purpose of holding the election provided for in 
this Section, the County Commissioners of Edgefield County shall, 
thirty days before such election, appoint three managers and a clerk, 
who shall be required to take their oath as managers and who shall 
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conduct such election as general elections are now conducted, and 
who shall declare the results of said election, and the one person 
receiving the highest number of votes cast shall be declared to be 
the duly elected cotton weigher for the said town; Provided, That at 
least three weeks’ public notice of the time and place of such election 
shall be given by posting notices thereof in at least three conspicuous 
places within the territory or by publication of said notice in some 
newspaper published in Edgefield County; Provided, Further, that 
in case of a vacancy in said office by reason of death, resignation 
or otherwise the office shall be filled by appointment within thirty 
(30) days by a majority vote of the County Commissioners and the 
County Supervisor. However, should the County Commissioners 
and County Supervisor deem it advisable to fill said unexpired term 
of office by means of electing some person to said office, they shall 
have the right and authority to call an election for that purpose, 
and said election shall be held in the manner, and under the same 
rules, regulations and conditions herein above prescribed for the 
election of a cotton weigher to a regular or full term of office. But 
under no circumsatnces shall the said office remain vacant for more 
than thirty (30) days, it being mandatory that the same be filled 
within that time by one of the two above stipulated methods. 

§ 2. All Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent herewith are hereby 
repealed.

AN ACT to Exempt All New Manufacturing Enterprises Where 
the Capital Stock of Said Enterprise is Not Less Than Ten 
Thousand ($10,000.00) Dollars, and All Additions to Ex- 
isting Manufacturing Enterprises, Where the Cost of Such 

_ Addition is Not Less Than Ten Thousand ($10,000.00) Dol- 
lars, in Fairfield County, from All County Taxes for Five 
(5) Years from the Establishment of Said New Manufactur- 
ing Enterprises and the Additions to Existing Manufactur- 
ing Enterprises. 


Section 1. Certain new manufacturing enterprises and certain 
additions exempt from county taxes for 5 years, Fairfield County. 
—Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of South Caro- 
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lina: That in Fairfield County in the State of South Carolina, all 
new manufacturing enterprises where the capital of said enterprise is 
not less than Ten Thousand ($10,000.00) Dollars and all additions 
to existing manufacturing enterprises where the cost of said addition 
is not less than Ten Thousand ($10,000.00) Dollars are hereby 
exempted from all County taxes for a period of five (5) years 
from the establishment of such new manufacturing enterprise or 
the addition to existing manufacturing enterprises.

AN ACT to Provide for the Operation of a Venereal Clinic in 
Greenville County. 


Section 1. Venereal clinic, Greenville County—operation — 
Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of South Caro- 
lina: There shall be provided, managed and operated a Venereal 
Clinic in Greenville County under the direction of the County Health 
Department, as herein set forth. It is made the duty of the County 
Health Physician to provide the citizens of Greenville County with 
advantages and facilities of a venereal clinic, and to that end he 
is empowered to make such agreements and employ such persons as 
in his judgment is necessary in keeping with the funds herein pro- 
vided. He is also authorized and empowered to make such rules and 
regulations governing the conduct thereof and the expenditure of 
the funds herein provided as he may deem proper. He is authorized 
to require of any and all persons serving in the County Health 
Department to render such services in connection with the opera- 
tion of the said clinic as in his judgment may be done without un- 
duly interferring with the duties now cast upon them by law or under 
rules promulgated by the said department. 

The said County Health Physician is also empowered to pre- 
scribe rules and conditions by which it shall be determined who are 
and who are not charity patients and he is authorized to require of 
all those who are able to pay, the payment of a reasonable charge 
for the services. All persons, however, who are not able to pay for 
the benefits, the purpose of which it is this Act to provide, shall be 
treated without charge. 
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§ 2. Domestic servants — examination — treatment—employ- 
ment.—Before any domestic servant shall be continued as such or 
employed as a domestic servant in any family, on and after January 
1, 1940, such servant shall be provided with a certificate from the 
County Health Department of Greenville County, showing that he 
or she is either free from syphilis or under proper and adequate 
treatment for syphilis. It is also made unlawful for any employer of 
domestic help to engage or continue the services of any such, after 
January 1, 1940, unless such servant can show a certificate that he 
or she has been examined by the County Health Department of 
Greenville County and is either free from syphilis or under proper 
and adequate treatment for syphilis. Such certificate shall be valid 
for one (1) year from the date thereof, Thereafter all such domestic 
employees shall annually submit to an examination and shall not be 
employed unless he or she can present a certificate, showing either 
freedom from any such disease or that he or she is under proper 
and adequate treatment for any such disease. Provided, How- 
ever, That in lieu of a certificate by the County Health Department 
any such servant may obtain a certificate from any private physician, 
under such rules and regulations in respect thereto as may be pre- 
scribed by the County Health Physician. 

The provisions of this Act shall be liberally construed, the main 
purpose thereof being to afford as much security as may be to the 
health of the people of Greenville County and to curtail the spread 
of and to exterminate the said diseases. 

§ 3. Appropriation —For the purpose of administering the pro- 
visions of this Act there is hereby appropriated from the ordinary 
funds of the County Treasury the sum of Three Thousand, Seven 
Hundred and Seventy ($3,770.00) Dollars. This sum, together with 
such other sums as may be obtained to supplement it, shall be ex- 
pended as provided for herein. 

§ 4. Use certain balances—The County Health Department is 
authorized to transfer any unneeded or unexpended balance in any 
appropriation to be administered by it and to supplement thereby 
the funds herein provided for administering the provisions of this 
Act. 

§ 5. All Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent herewith are hereby 
repealed.

AN ACT to Further Define Alcoholic and Non-Alcoholic Bever- 
ages; to Further Legalize and Regulate the Sale of Certain 
Alcoholic and Non-Alcoholic Liquors; and to Fix the Rate 
of Taxation Thereon. 


Section 1. Non-alcoholic and non-intoxicating beverages de- 
fined—license tax—sell wine in licensed liquor stores—tax.—Be 
it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: 
From and after the effective date of this Act, any other Act or 
parts of Acts, to the contrary notwithstanding, all beers, ales, porter, 
and all other similar malt or fermented beverages containing not in 
excess of five (5%) per cent of alcohol by weight and all wines 
containing not exceeding twenty-one (21%) per cent of alcohol by 
volume, shall be and are hereby declared to be non-alcoholic and 
non-intoxicating beverages. There shall be levied and collected on 
all beers, ales, porter and other similar malt beverages by whatso- 
ever name called, containing not more than five (5%) per cent of 
alcohol by weight, offered for sale in this State, a license tax of 
fifteen cents (15¢) per gallon, and on all wines containing not more ~ 
than twenty-one (21%) per cent of alcohol by volume, offered for 
sale in this State, a license tax of thirty cents (30¢) per gallon: 
Provided, However, That, if such beer, ale, porter, and other similar 
malt beverages be offered for sale in bottles, or cans, there shall be 
levied and collected a tax of one (1¢) cent for every bottle or can 
containing not more than six -(6) ounces, or fractional quantity 
thereof, and one (1¢) cent for each additional six (6) ounces, or 
fractional quantity thereof, and on all wines containing not more 
than twenty-one (21%) per cent of alcohol by volume, when offeredfor 
sale in quantities less than one (1) gallon, there shall be levied and 
collected a tax of two (2¢) cents for each eight (8) ounces or frac- 
tional quantity thereof. The license taxes above provided for on 
such beverages shall be distributed as now provided by law: Pro- 
vided, Further, That wine may also be sold in licensed liquor stores 
and shall be taxed at the rate provided in this Section, any pro- 
visions of law to the contrary notwithstanding.

rate of ten cents a mile, one way, to be paid by the offending party”,

“Section 4949. The following costs shall be collected by the 
Magistrates and Constables of Marion County in all civil cases: 
For writing and issuing summons and complaint, and all copies, 
and taking return of service of same, $1.00; for issuing jury sum- 
mons, five cents (5¢) each; for issuing subpoenas to witnesses, five 
cents (5¢) each; for swearing jury, twenty-five cents (25¢); for 
making up judgment on verdict or by default, thirty-five cents (35¢) ; 
for swearing all witnesses and taking testimony in writing, twenty- 
five cents (25¢) for writing and issuing summons, complaint, affida- 
vit and taking bond in claim and delivery, and all copies, one dollar

And Pro- 
vided, That in Marion County, for the issuance of a warrant, based 
on the giving of a worthless check, and the collection of the same, 
that the Magistrate shall receive One ($1.00) Dollar, and the Con- 
stable One ($1.00) Dollar and mileage at the rate of ten cents a 
mile, one way, to be paid by the offending party.” .

years therein set out and is now being used for such purposes and for 
these reasons the same is relieved of the payment of taxes as herein 
provided for in this Act. 

§ 4. All Actsor parts of Acts inconsistent with this Act are 
hereby repealed. i . 

§ 5. This Act shall take effect upon its approval by the Governor.

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South Carolina: That an Act, entitled “An Act Providing for the 
Creation of Public Authorities to Engage in Slum Clearance Proj- 
ects and the Construction and Acquisition of Housing Accommoda- 
tions for Families of Low Income; for the Renting of such Hous- 
.ing Accommodations at Reasonable Rentals; for the Elimination 
of Unsanitary and Congested Housing Conditions; for the Exercise 
by Public Housing Authorities Created Thereunder of Certain Rights 
and Powers, Including the Right of Eminent Domain, the Power 
to Incur Indebtedness, Issue Bonds, Notes or Other Evidences of 
Indebtedness ; to Buy, Sell and Own Real Estate; to Lend Money; 
for the Defining of the Powers, Rights and Duties of the Housing 
Authorities and of the State Board of Housing with reference

companies and other persons carrying on a banking business, all in- 
surance companies, insurance associations and other persons carry- 
ing on an insurance business, and all executors, administrators, 
guardians, trustees and other fiduciaries may legally invest any 
sinking funds, moneys or other funds belonging to them or within 
their control in any bonds or other obligations of an Authority, it 
being the purpose of this section to authorize the investment in 
such bonds or other obligations of all sinking, insurance, retirement, 
compensation, pension, and trust funds, whether owned or controlled 
by private or public persons or officers ; provided, however, that noth- 
ing contained .in this section may be construed as relieving any pet- 
son, firm, or corporation from any duty of exercising reasonable 
care in selecting securities.” 


§ 2. Same—rentals and tenant selections.—That Section 8-C of 
the Act aforesaid be and the same is hereby amended by striking 
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out said Section 8-C and inserting in lieu thereof the following to 
be known as Section 8-C: 

“Section 8-C. In the operation or management of housing proj- 
ects an authority shall at all times observe the following duties with 
respect to rentals and tenant selection: 


(a) It may rent or lease the dwelling accommodations therein 
only to persons of low income and at rentals within the financial reach 
of such persons of low income; (b) it may rent or lease to a tenant, 
dwelling accommodations consisting of the number of rooms (but 
no greater number) which it deems necessary to provide safe and 
sanitary accommodations to the proposed occupants thereof, without 
overcrowding; and (c) it shall not accept any person as a tenant 
in any housing project if the person or persons who would occupy 
the dwelling accommodations have an annual net income in excess 
of five times the annual rental of the quarters to be furnished such 
person or persons, except that in the case of families with three or 
more minor dependents, such ratio shall not exceed six to one; in 
computing the rental for this purpose of selecting tenants, there 
shall be included in the rental the average annual cost (as determined 
by the Authority) to occupants of heat, water, electricity, gas, cooking 
range and other necessary services of facilities, whether or not the 
charge for such services and facilities is in fact included in the 
rental. 

“Nothing contained in this Housing Authorities Law, as amended, 
shall be construed as limiting the power of an Authority to vest 
in an obligee the right, in the event of a default by the Authority, to 
take possession of a housing project or cause the appointment of 
a receiver thereof, free from all the restrictions imposed by this or 
other sections of this Act.” 

§ 3. Same—form and sale of bonds—That Section 11-A of the 
Act aforesaid be and the same is hereby amended by striking out 
said section and inserting in lieu thereof the following to be known 
as Section 11-A: 

“Section 11-A. Bonds of an Authority shall be authorized by 
its resolution and may be issued in one or more series and shall 
bear such date or dates, mature at such time or times, bear interest 
at such rate or rates, not exceeding six per centum (6%) per 
annum, be in such denomination or denominations, be in such form, 
either coupon or registered, carry such conversion or registration 
privileges, have such rank or priority, be executed in such manner, 
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be payable in such medium of payment, at such place or places, and 
be subject to such terms of redemption (with or without premium) 
as such resolution, its trust indenture or mortgage may provide. 

The bonds may be sold at public or private sale at not less than 
par. 

In case any of the Commissioners or officers of the Authority 
whose signatures appear on any bonds or coupons shall cease to be 
such Commissioners or officers before the delivery of such bonds, 
such signatures shall, nevertheless, be valid and sufficient for all pur- 
poses, the same as if such Commissioners or officers had remained 
in office until such delivery. Any provision of any law to the con- 
trary notwithstanding, any bonds issued pursuant to this Act shall 
be fully negotiable. 

In any suit, action or proceedings involving the eee or en- 
forceability of any bonds of an Authority or the security, therefor, 
any such bond reciting in substance that it has been issued by the 
Authority to aid in financing a housing project to provide dwelling 
accommodations for persons of low income shall be conclusively 
deemed to have been issued for a housing project of such character 
and said project shall be conclusively deemed to have been planned, 
located and constructed in accordance with the purposes and pro- 
visions of this Act.” 

§ 4. Invalidity —Notwishstanding any other evidence of legis- 
lative intent, it is hereby declared to be the controlling legislative in-

AN ACT to Provide for the Services of a Magistrate in Any Mag- 
isterial District in Orangeburg County Where the Regular 
Magistrate is Incapacitated and It Appears That Such In- 
capacity Will Continue. 


Section 1, Transfer powers and duties of magistrates incapaci- 
tated when incapacity likely continue, Orangeburg County— 
duties and powers of magistrates designated succeed such mag- 
istrates—Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of 
South Carolina: That if any magistrate in Orangeburg County be 
now or shall hereafter become incapacitated on account of illness 
or physical disability, and such incapacity be of a character likely 
to continue for a considerable time and such facts be made to appear 
to the satisfaction of the Circuit Judge residing in the First Judicial 
Circuit, or to the Circuit Judge presiding in the Circuit, upon the 
written petition of the Solicitor of the First Circuit, the Mayor of 
any town in the District of such magistrate, or any law enfarce- 
ment officer of said County, supported by affidavits of not less than 
three responsible citizens thereof, and, if obtainable, the affidavit of 
one physician, residing in the district of the magistrate claimed to 
be incapacitated, any such Circuit Judge is empowered to grant an 
order designating a magistrate of a district in said County adjoining 
that of the incapacitated magistrate to hold Court in the district of 
the incapacitated magistrate and to have the same power and jurisdic- 
tion therein as if he were the regular magistrate and had been duly 
appointed as the magistrate of the said district. In the event that 
more than one district adjoins that of the magistrate found to be 
incapacitated, it is made the duty of the-Circuit Judge to designate 
the one, which in his opinion, under all of the circumstances, is 
best fitted from every standpoint t6 serve, Any such order shall be 
forthwith filed in the office of the Clerk of Court of Orangeburg 
County, and the power and jurisdiction of the designated magistrate 
in the incapacitated magistrate’s district shall begin from the date 
of such order. Any cause pending in the district of the incapacitated 
magistrate shall be triable before the designated magistrate as if he 
had originally issued the process or processes in connection therwith. 
As soon as the incapacity of any such magistrate is removed he, or 
any citizen of the District, or any law enforcement officer of the 
County is authorized to apply to such Judge, upon not less than 
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four days’ notice to the Circuit Solicitor, for an order declaring 
his disability at an end, and it is made the duty of any such Judge 
to investigate the merits of the application, and in the event he con- 
cludes that the incapacity no longer exists he is empowered to grant 
an order declaring the power and jurisdiction of the designated mag- 
istrate in the said District at an end. In any such event all causes 
then pending in the district of the magistrate theretofore incapacitated 
shall be triable before him as if he originally issued the papers, and 
after any such designated magistrate has been served with a certified 
copy of any such order made by any such Circuit Judge, he shall, 
beginning on the day next thereafter, have no further jurisdiction 
or power in the said district, except such as he may theretofore have 
enjoyed under the law as it existed prior to the passage of this 
Act. Likewise, when a magistrate has been duly appointed and 
qualified as a successor to the incapacitated magistrate the power 
and jurisdiction of any magistrate designated by an order of a Cir- 
cuit Judge shall thereupon immediately cease and be at an end. 

§ 2. Attendance of designated magistrate in district of inca- 
pacitated magistrate—Any magistrate designated under this Act to 
serve in a district other than his own shall attend at least twice a 
week and as much oftener as may be necessary at the place in 
said district where the regular magistrate was wont to hold his 
Court. 

§ 3. Compensation of designated magistrate—Any magistrate 
designated to serve in the district of an incapacitated magistrate un- 
der the provisions of this Act shall be entitled to receive, in addition 
to his regular compensation, a sum equal to one-half of the compen- 
sation provided by law for the incapacitated magistrate, unless such 
compensation be specifically provided for in the County Supply Act 
and in that event such special provision shall supersede the pro- 
vision herein. :

Section 1. Waters on each side of highway in Little Pee Dee 
River swamp at Gallivant’s Ferry fish sanctuary, Marion County. 
—Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of South Caro- 
lina: There is hereby created and established in the streams or 
waters on each side of the highway in Little Pee Dee River Swamp 
in Marion County near Gallivant’s Ferry, a fish sanctuary. 

§ 2. Unlawful fish or trespass upon—penalties.—It shall be un- 
lawful for any person to fish, seine, net or otherwise enter upon or 
trespass upon the streams of water lying along and on each side of 
the highway in Little Pee Dee River Swamp in Marion County, 
near Gallivant’s Ferry, Any person violating the provisions of this 
Act shall be deemed guilty of a misdemeanor and upon conviction 
shall be punished by a fine of not less than twenty-five ($25.00) 
dollars nor more than one hundred ($100.00) dollars or imprison- 
ment of not less than fifteen nor more than thirty days.

AN ACT to Provide for the Compensation of Certain Officers of 
Pickens County, to Require the Accounting by Them of Fees, 
Costs and Charges Required by Law to be Paid to the Treas- 
urer of Said County to Make Such Accounting Prerequisite 
to Collection by Said Officers of Their Salaries, to Provide 
for the Preservation of Such Accounts and Records and to 
Make Any Violation of Such Provisions a Misfeasance in 
Office and Ground for Removal and a Misdemeanor and to 
Provide the Punishment for Such Violation. 


Section 1. Auditor, clerk of court, master, probate judge, tax 
collector, treasurer and sheriff receive salaries and assistance in 
lieu of fees, Pickens County.—Be it enacted by the General As- 
sembly of the State of South Carolina: That the Delinquent Tax 
Collector and Master, the Treasurer, Auditor, Clerk of Court, Pro- 
bate Judge, and Sheriff of Pickens County are required and directed 
to pay certain fees, costs and charges formerly retained by them into 
the treasury of the County for credit to ordinary funds of said 
County. That in lieu of the retention of all said fees, costs and charges, 
the said officers of said county shall be paid such salaries as may 
be prescribed by the General Assembly and annually appropriated 
by it for such purposes ; they shall have such clerical and other assist- 
ance as may be so provided. . 

§ 2. Collection of fees.—The said County officers shall separately 
keep in duplicate accurate and completely itemized accounts of all 
fees collected, which shall in all cases (other than judicial sales),

‘by striking out on line seven (7) thereof just before the word

wit: Six Hundred (600) feet: so that the said section when amended 
shall read as follows: 

“Section 3347. Whenever a lease is issued by the board of fish- 
eries the lessee shall immediately mark the leased territory by suitable 
buoys placed at the corners nearest to the middle of the body of 
water in which the leased territory is located and by stakes not less 
than four inches square in cross section area driven securely into 
the ground at or near highwater mark adjacent to and between the 
corners which are nearest such shores not more than 600 feet apart 
on each of which stakes a board painted white and not less than eigh- 
teen inches long and ten inches wide shall be securely fastened, with 
the black letter “O” painted in the center not less than six inches 
in diameter and with the initials of the lessee on one side of the 
“©” and the serial number of the lease on the other side of “O,” 
all letters and figures not less than 2% inches high and the lines 
thereof not less than 3/8 inch broad. Whenever the leased bottoms 
are not adjacent to low-water mark the corners thereof shall be 
marked with white buoys instead of fixed sign boards, the buoys to 
be marked ag required for such fixed signs.

A JOINT RESOLUTION to Amend Article 10, Section 14, of the 
Constitution of South Carolina, 1895, by Adding a Further 
Proviso to the Second Paragraph Thereof so as to Further 
Define the Type of Permanent Improvement Which May be 
Used on the Streets and Roadways of the City of Greenville 


Section 1. Amendment to article X, section 14, State Consti- 
tution, proposed—define type of permanent improvement use on 
streets and roadways of city of Greenville——Be it resolved by the 
General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: The General As- 
sembly of South Carolina hereby proposes that Article 10, Section 
14 of the Constitution of South Carolina, 1895, be amended by adding 
at the end of the second paragraph of said Article and Section the 
following words, to-wit: ° 

“Provided, Still Further, That crushed stone or slag laid on a pre- 
pared clay or top-soil base and bound securely by some bituminous 
material in such a manner as to form a durable hard surface, by 
methods commonly termed, ‘surface treatment’, shall be considered 
and construed to be a type of permanent improvement permitted 
or authorized hereunder for use on the streets and roadways within ° 
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the present or enlarged corporate limits of the City of Greenville.” 

§ 2. Submission to electors—That the question of the adoption 
of this proposed amendment to the Constitution shall be submitted to 
the qualified electors of the State of South Carolina at the next 
general election for representatives, and there shall be furnished at 
the several voting places a sufficient number of ballots with the 
following words plainly written or printed thereon, reading: 

“Amendment to Article 10, Section 14 of the Constitution of 

South Carolina, 1895, by adding a further proviso to the second 
paragraph thereof so as to further define the type of permanent 
improvement which may be used on the streets and roadways of the 
City of Greenville: YES...... NO.” 
' Persons voting in favor of said amendment shall strike out or erase 
the word “No” appearing last on said ballot, and those voting against 
said amendment shall strike out or erase the word “Yes” appearing 
next to last thereon. 

§ 3. Boxes for ballots—managers canvass votes and certify 
results.—The proper officers shall provide boxes for such ballots, 
and the managers of the election shall canvass such votes and certify 
the results thereof as now provided by law. 

§ 4. When amendment deemed proposed and agreed to.—This 
Amendment shall be deemed proposed and agreed to upon the adop- 
tion of this Resolution, and upon its receiving a two-thirds yea and 
nay vote of the members of each house, taken and entered on their 
respective Journals.

AN ACT to Provide for Supplying Free Textbooks to the School 
Children of Florence County; to Establish Methods of Distri- 
bution, Care and Use of Said Books; and to Provide for the 
Payment Therefor. 


Section 1. County board of education provide free textbooks 
for public schools, Florence County.—Be it enacted by the General 
Assembly of the State of South Carolina: That the County Board 
of Education of Florence County is hereby authorized and empowered 
to provide free textbooks for use in the public schools of Florence 
County. The County Board shall not furnish under the terms of this 
Act materials which shall be consumed or rendered worthless in any 
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one year, such aspencils, tablets, work books, drawing materials, etc. 
Provided, That the County Board shall not be required to use or se- 
lect State adopted textbooks, but it shall be lawful for the public 
schools of Florence County to use such books as may be selected by 
the County Board of Education. 


§ 2. Contracts with purchasers.—The County Board of Educa- 
tion is hereby authorized to purchase such books from individuals 
or to negotiate and execute contracts with publishers or any agency 
or commission of the State whereunder the County will rent or buy 
the books to be used in the public schools, with discretion in the 
County Board of Education to make rental contracts and/or pur- 
chase contracts as it may appear to the best advantage of the County. 
Any contracts made with publishers or any agency or commission 
of the State of textbooks may be made so as to divide the payment 
to publishers for rental or purchase over a period of not more than 
five (5) years, the reasonable life of textbooks. Provided, However, 
That nothing herein shall be construed to prevent the County Board 
of Education from purchasing or renting additional books as the 
necessity shall or may arise. 


§ 3. Rules and regulations—distribution—care——The County 
Board of Education is hereby authorized, empowered and directed 
to adopt, establish and promulgate such reasonable rules and regula- 
tions as may be necessary to carry out the purposes of this Act, which 
rules and regulations when not in conflict with the terms and pur- 
poses of the Act shall have full legal force and effect. Said rules 
and regulations shall provide a system for handling said books in 
various schools of the County by the County Superintendent of 
Education, and/or Superintendents and/or principals and/or teach- 
ers in the schools, who shall perform said duties without additional 
compensation; and shall establish a method of distributing said 
books to the school children and to provide for the reasonable use, 
care and safety of said books, with reasonable penalties for the 
abuse or destruction of said books to fall upon those using said 
books or in charge of their distribution and use. 


§ 4. School authorities cooperate—All superintendents, princi- 
pals, and teachers in the schools of Florence County are hereby 
directed and required to cooperate fully with the County Board of 
Education in the proper and orderly administration of the terms of 
this Act and the County Board of Education is hereby authorized 
to promulgate rules to provide cooperation by the superintendents, 
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principals, and teachers and to establish penalties for failure to co- 
operate by withholding salaries and/or otherwise. 

§ 6. Appropriation—For the purpose of supplying funds for 
the purposes set forth in this Act, there is hereby appropriated out 
of the general funds of the County of Florence the sum of Ten 
Thousand ($10,000.00) Dollars, if so much be necessary, for pro- 
viding free text books for use in the public schools of Florence 
County for the first seven grades only. All funds designated under 
this Act for the purpose of using free text books and all other 
funds transferred or collected under the provisions of this Act, 
shall be deposited with the County Treasurer in the General Fund of 
the County, but carried on the books of the County Treasurer as a 
separate account. All notes which may be issued under the terms of 
this Act shall be signed by the County Treasurer of Florence 
County, and shall constitute valid and binding obligations of said 
County, for the repayment of which the full faith, credit and taxing 
power of Florence County are hereby pledged. 

§ 6. Intention.—It is the intention of this Act to vest in the 
County Board of Education authority to furnish free textbooks to 
the graded and high schools of Florence County, until such time 
as this obligation shall be assumed by the State. 

§ 7. Repeal—aAll Acts or parts of Acts inconistent with this 
Act or any provisions hereof be, and the same are hereby repealed. 

§ 8. Time effective—This Act shall take effect on July 1, 1938, 
but the County Board of Education is hereby authorized and em- 
powered to enter into such contracts prior to that time as may be 
advisable, said contracts to take effect on July 1, 1938.

AN ACT to Amend Section 1578, Code of Laws of South Caro- 
lina, 1932, as Now of Force, Relating to Credit to be Given 
Prisoners for Good Behavior, so as to Allow Credit on Terms 
of Imprisonment for Less than Six Months and to Increase 
the Credit Under Certain Conditions. 


Section 1. Section 1578, 1932 Code, amended—credit give 
prisoners for good behavior.—Be it enacted by the General As- 
sembly of the State of South Carolina: That Section 1578, Code of 
Laws of South Carolina, 1932, as amended by, Act No. 328 of the 
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Acts of the General Assembly for the year 1935 and as now of force, 
be, and the same is, hereby amended by adding the following after 
the words “good behavior” in line 6 thereof, and change the period 
after the word “behavior” to a comma, and add the following: “and 
in case any such person has not theretofore been adjudged guilty 
of any crime against the laws of this State, or of any other State 
in this Union, or of the United States, in lieu of a credit of one-fifth 
of such sentence, he shall be entitled to have a credit of thirty (30%) 
per cent of such sentence deducted at the end thereof for good be- 
havior.” And by striking out in the first sentence of the said section 
the words “for six months or more”. So that when so amended, 
the said Section 1578, as now of force, shall read as follows: 

“Section 1578. Any person, now or hereafter serving a sentence 
imposed by any court of competent jurisdiction, life sentence ex- 
cepted, either in the State penitentiary or any county jail, or upon 
the public works of any county, shall be entitled to have one-fifth 
of such sentence deducted at the end thereof for good behavior, 
and in case any such person has not theretofore been adjudged guilty 
of any crime against the laws of this State, or of any other State in 
this Union, or of the United States, in lieu of a credit of one-fifth 
of such sentence, he shall be entitled to have a credit of thirty (30%) 
per cent of such sentence deducted at the end thereof for good be- 
havior. 

“Any officer having charge of such convict, who shall refuse to 
allow such deduction in time of serving sentence, shall be guilty of a 
misdemeanor and shall, upon conviction, suffer imprisonment for 
not less than thirty days, or pay a fine of not less than one hundred 
dollars: Provided, Further, That the provisions of this Act shall also 
apply to persons whose sentences have been cummuted, and in com- 
puting the time to be credited on the sentence as commuted, the 
basis shall be on the record of the prisoner from the date of com- 
mutation.” 


§ 2. All Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent with this Act are 
hereby repealed. ; 


§ 3. This Act shall take effect upon its approval by the Governor.

of Tax Received from Licensing of Airports, Landing Fields, 
Air Schools and Tax on Aviation Gasoline. 


Section 1. Act 317, 1935 Acts, amended—distribution of taxes 
received from licensing of airports, landing fields, air schools and 
aviation gasoline——Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the 
State of South Carolina: That Act No.317 of the Acts of the Gen- 
eral Assembly of South Carolina, 1935, providing for the regulation 
of Aeronautics within this State, and approved May 21, 1935, as 
amended by Act No.374 of the Acts of the General Assembly of 
South Carolina, 1937, and approved May 21, 1937, be, and the same 
is hereby, amended by striking out the words and figures “fifty 
(50%) per per cent” on line 4 of Section 21 of said Act No.317, as 
amended as aforesaid, and insert in lieu thereof the words and 
figures “one hundred (100%) per cent”, so that said Section 21 of 
said Act No.317, as amended as aforesaid, when so amended, will 
read as follows: 


“Section 21. There is hereby created a fund to be known as the 
‘State Aviation Fund’. All monies received from licensing of air- 
ports, landing fields, air schools, tax on aviation gasoline through 
June 30, 1938, and one hundred (100% %) per cent of said tax there- 
after, and other license fees issued under this Act shall be paid into 
the State Treasury and credited to such fund. Provided, However, 
That for the fiscal year 1937-38 the amount appropriated for the 
South Carolina Aeronautical Commission under the General Ap- 
propriation Bill shall be transferred from the ‘State Aviation Fund’ 
to the General Fund of the State to meet said apporpriation.”

Provided, That if the income and revenue from the aviation gaso- 
line tax shall not be sufficient to meet the above expenditures, such 
expenditures shall proportionately be reduced to meet such income. 
Provided, Further, That in the event such income shall be morethan 
enough to meet such expenditures, then the surplus from such rev- 
enue shall be used for the development, advancement, upkeep and 
promotion of aviation in South Carolina in such manner as the South 
Carolina Aeronautics Commission may deem advisable.

AN ACT to Provide for the Purchase of Real Estate for the Con- 
struction and Equipment of a County Hospital for York 
County and the Operation Thereof, and to Authorize the 
Supervisor and County Commissioners for York County to 

. Issue County General Obligation Serial Bonds in the Sum of 
One Hundred Seventy-five Thousand ($175,000.00) Dollars 
to Defray the Cost Thereof and to Provide for the Payment 
of Said Bonds and to Provide for Obtaining Sufficient Lands 
for Said Hospital by Purchase, Gift, or Otherwise. 


Section 1. Election on establishing York County hospital for 
the county of York.—Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the 
State of South Carolina: That an election shall be held in the county 
of York, South Carolina, at the legal voting precincts in said county 
on the second Tuesday in July, 1938, upon the question of issuing 
county bonds of the said county in the amount of One Hundred 
Seventy Five Thousand ($175,000.00) Dollars for the purpose of 
constructing and establishing a hospital and furnishing quarters for 
student nurses. Said building to be of fireproof, or semi-fireproof 
construction, to be known as the York County Hospital for the 
County of York, on such lands and at such place as the Board of 
Trustees hereinafter named shall designate and the said Board of 
Trustees for and behalf of said county may accept any donations 
of a suitable site free of cost to the county for the equipment thereof 
or money therefor. The Commissioners of election for State and 
County Officers for York County shall appoint the Managers of 
said election, receive and tabulate the returns and declare the re- 
sult, as in other elections, they shall report the result of said election 
in writing in duplicate, one copy of which shall be filed in the office 


& 
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of the Clerk of Court for York County and shall be recorded by 
him, and the other copy shall be filed with the Secretary of State, 
and the said duplicate report shall be kept on perpetual record in said 
office. Notice of said election shall be published in said county once 
in each three successive weeks preceding said election, and shall be 
published in each of the newspapers printed in York County. Said 
election shall be held and conducted under the laws governing the 
holding of general elections in this state, and all registered electors 
of said county shall be entitled to vote thereat, and the books of 
registration shall be furnished the Managers as in other elections. 
The managers of said election shall receive one dollar ($1.00) each 
for compensation of their services. 

§ 2. Election—expenses—ballots — validity—-The Board of 
County Commissioners for York County, South Carolina, shall de- 
fray the expenses of said election and furnish a sufficient number of 
ballots for use of said election. The qualified electors voting in favor 
of the issuing of said bonds shall cast a ballot with the following 
words plainly written or printed thereon: “Bonds Issue for York 
County Hospital, —Yes” Those opposed te the issuing of said bonds 
shall cast a ballot with the following words plainly written or printed 
thereon: “Bond Issue for York County Hospital, No.” 

The validity of said election and the correctness of the declaration 
of the result thereof shall not be open to question in any court, ex- 
cept in an action or proceeding instituted within thirty days after 
the declaration of the trust. 

§ 3. Sell bonds if election favorable—If a majority of ballots 
cast in said election shall be for the issuing of said bonds, the Super- 
visor and County Commissioners for York County; shall advertise 
for sealed bids on said bonds and shall sell the same: Provided, That 
all bonds shall be dated either January 1, or July 1, and the Super- 
visor and County Commissioners shall have the right to reject any 
and all bids and readvertise for bids, if they deem such a course ad- 
visable. That said bonds shall not be sold for less than par, nor bear 
interest at a greater rate than five (5%) per cent per annum, payable 
semi-annually. ; 

§ 4. Bonds.—The said bonds shall be known as York County 
Hospital Bonds; shall be of the denomination of One Thousand 
($1,000.00) Dollars each, and shall be serial bonds maturing in se- 
ries of installments of Six Thousand ($6,000.00) Dollars each year, 
with entire remaining balance at the end of the 30th year, the first 
of which shall be due and payable not more than two years after the 
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date of the bond. They may be made payable within or without the 
state of South Carolina. They shall be issued as coupon bonds, pay- 
able to bearer, but may be issued with the privilege to the holder of 
having them registered as to principal on the books of the County 
Treasurer and the principal thus made payable to the registered 
holder (or to bearer, if the last registered transfer be to bearer) upon 
such conditions as the Supervisor and County Commissioners of 
York County may prescribe. Bonds shall be signed by the Super- 
visor and the seal of the County of York shall be impressed thereon 
or affixed thereto. The coupons to be attached to said bonds, however, 
shall be authenticated by a printed, etched, lithographed or engraved 
fac simile signature of such Supervisor. The delivery of said bonds 
so executed shall be valid, not withstanding any change in officers 
occurring before the delivery. The bonds shall be exempt from all 
county, school and municipal taxes. In order to meet the principal 
and interest of said bonds as they may mature the Auditor of York 
County shall assess and levy annually upon all of the taxable prop- 
erty of said county, and the County Treasurer for said County shall 
collect the amount of said assessment and levy each year for thirty 
years from the date of said bonds and to pay the same promptly as 
said principal and interest shall mature. The full faith, credit, and 
taxing power of the County of York is hereby pledged to secure the 
payment of the principal and interest of said bonds as they re- 
spectively mature and become due and payable. 


§ 5. Deposit and disbursement of funds received from bonds. 
—The funds arising from the sale of said bonds shall be deposited 
to the credit of the Treasurer of York County, in a separate fund, 
to be known as the Hospital Fund, in some Bank or Banks acceptable 
to him. Said fund shall be paid out by the County Treasurer upon 
the warrant of the Chairman and Treasurer of the Board of Trustees 
of said Hospital as hereinafter named. 


§ 6, Trustees——The Board of Trustees for the York County 
Hospital shall be composed of :

and they are hereby named and appointed as a Board of Trustees 
of the York County Hospital. This Board of Trustees shall serve 
without compensation with the exception that they are to be paid 
mileage from their home at the rate of five (5¢) cents per mile to 
wherever the meetingsof the said Board are held. That the term of 
office of said Board shall be for a period of three years, after which 
time lots from 1 to nine years shall be made, assigning the future 
period of service for each member. As the term of each member ex- 
pires, he or his successors shall be elected from the same locality by a 
majority of the remaining members of the Board and shall serve for 
a period of nine years. 

Should a vacancy occur by resignation, death, or physical disa- 
bility, then a majority of the Board of Trustees shall select his 
successor from the locality of the county where the vacancy occurred 
and for the unexpired term of the retiring member; Provided, How- 
ever, That the said Board of Trustees shall not select any person 
holding any political office, or elected to any political office, and 
upon the acceptance, or election to any political office by any member 
of the Board his place on the Board of Trustees shall be, and is 
hereby declared, to be vacant and his successor only to be elected in 
the manner above stated: Provided, Further, That no physician in 
the County of York shall be elected or selected as a member of said 
Board. 

§ 7. Construct fire-proof or semi-fireproof buildings—site— 
costs—advertise for bids.—That it shall be the duty of the Board 
of Trustees to construct a fire-proof or semi-fireproof buildingson 
the site selected by the said Board within the incorporated limits of 
the town of Ebenezer or vicinity, excluding the city limits of Rock 
Hill, giving free access to water and light facilities and most ac- 
cessible to the greater number of the citizens of the County; to 
Winthrop Normal and Industrial College, and to members of the 
medical profession and to equip the said buildings, the cost of said 
buildings and equipment not to exceed the amount appropriated, to- 
wit: One Hundred Seventy Five Thousand ($175,000.00) Dollars 
unless donations from other sources are received, and the con- 
structing and equipping of said hospital shall be done by competitive 
bids after due advertisement thereof in the Columbia State and the 
newspapers published and circulated in York County and the said 
Board of Trustees shall have full power to reject any and all bids. 
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§ 8. Operation—personnel—meetings—rates — records.—The 
said Board of Trustees shall adopt and promulgate such rules, regu- 
lations and by-laws for the Government of the Hospital and Nurses 
School as they may deem expedient for the economical, efficient and 
equitable conduct thereof; that they shall control the expenditure 
of all monies collected for the benefit of the Hospital, and shall use 
same for the maintenance and operation thereof, for the care and 
up-keep of the grounds, rooms, buildings, and equipment thereof; 
they shall also have the power to appoint a Superintendent and such 
officers of the Hospital as they may deem necessary for the main- 
tenance and operation thereof, and to appoint such nurses, orderlies, 
and other employees as they deem proper and necessary or they may 
delegate this authority to the Superintendent of said Hospital; that 
they shall fix salaries to be paid the Superintendent and all other 
‘employees; they shall do any and all things necessary to carry out 
the spirit of the existing interest for the establishment and main- 
tenance of said Hospital; they shall hold meetings at least once a 
month and shall keep a complete record of all their proceedings ; 
they shall fix the rates and fees to be charged all pay-patients, and 
the terms on which the benefits of the hospital may be extended to all 
such pay-patients, and all charity patients; they shall keep a record 
of all receipts and expenditures, which shall be open to inspection at 
all times by the Grand Jury and the County Delegation. The Super- 
intendent of the Hospital and Treasurer of the Board of Trustees 
shall be bonded. 

§ 9. Gifts—The said Board of Trustees are hereby authorized 
and directed to accept from any person, firm, corporation or associa- 
tion of whatever named called, any donations of money, personal 
or mixed property, or real estate for the benefit of such hospital; 
and all such persons, firms, corporations, or associations shall have 
the right to grant and convey such property or real estate by deed, 
will or otherwise to the County of York and such property or real 
estate shall be accepted and controlled by the said Board of Trustees. 

§ 10. Funds use operate and maintain.—That the cost and ex- 
penses of the operation and maintenance of said hospital shall be de- 
frayed from income received from pay patients, funds received from 
any endowment fund, gifts of any kind and such other funds as the 
hospital may receive from any source, supplemented by appropriations 
made from time to time by the York County Delegation to the Gen- 
eral Assembly—not to exceed Ten Thousand ($10,000.00) Dollars 
any one year. 
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§ 11. Patients.—The said Hospital shall be for the benefit of the 
residents and inhabitants of York County, and any person falling 
sick, or being injured, or maimed in York County; but every person 
who is financially able shall pay to such Hospital reasonable com- 
pensation for his or her nursing, care, maintenance, medicine, board 
or other attention while an inmate of said hospital. 

§ 12. Medical and surgical staff—physicians—training school 
for nurses—persons out of York County use— In the management 
of the said Hospital the medical and surgical staff shall be licensed 
physicians of York County and the Board shall not have any right 
to bar any licensed physician, a resident of York County, from the 
privilege of said Hospital; and all such licensed physicians shall 
have the right of treating patients in such Hospital; and the said — 
Board of Trustees may establish and maintain in connection there- 
with as a part of said public hospital a training school for nurses 
including quarters for nurses, in order to render the said Hospital 
of the greatest use for the greatest number of people in York County ; 
and the said Board of Trustees may extend the privileges and use 
of said Hospital to persons residing outside of the county of York 
upon such terms and conditions as the Board of Trustees may pre- 
scribe from time to time by its rules and regulations. 


§ 13. Capacity.—The said Hospital shall be constructed and es- 
tablished according to plans and specifications of an Architect se- 
lected by the Board of Trustees, shall consist of a minimum of sixty 
beds and shall be constructed and equipped to meet the requirements 
of the American Hospital Association. _ 

§-14. Bonds legal investments—bonds and property of hos- 
pital exempt from taxes.—That the bonds issued under the provi- 
sions of this Act shall be legal investments for executor, admin- 
istrator, trustees and other fiducaries and for Insurance Companies 
organized under the laws of this State; and the said bonds and the 
interest coupons issued hereunder and the property and real estate 
owned by the said Hospital are hereby exempted from any and all 
county, municipal, school and other taxes under the laws of the State 
of South Carolina. 

§ 15. Construe liberally—This Act being necessary to secure 
the public health and general welfare of the county of York shall 
be liberally construed to effect the purposes thereof and the illegality 
of any section, sentence, clause, paragraph, or portion of this Act 
shall not effect the validity of the remaining part of this Act. 
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§ 16. All Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent with this Act are 
hereby repealed. 

§ 17. This Act shall-take effect upon its approval by the Gov- 
ernor.

District which are, or may become, forest fire hazards, and to per- 
form such other acts and duties as may benecessary in the opinion 
of the State Forester to conform with the purposes of this Act. 


§ 11. State commission of forestry and state forester—duties 
and powers.—The State Commission of Forestry and the State 
Forester shall compile for the October meeting of the Forestry 
Board in each year a fire control plan for the Fire Control Or- 
ganization Area and a budget itemizing the expenditure to be made 
during the year following. It shall, following the approval of that 
fire plan and budget, be the governing body of all fire control ac- 
tivities within the Fire Control organization area and shall have 
power to make and enforce all rules and regulations necessary for 
the administration and government of the area from the stand- 
point of forest fire prevention and control service; to recommend 
personnel to be employed as fire wardens, and to be the authorized 
agent of the Forestry Board to administer the acts of said Board 
under the authority granted by this Act. The State Forester and his 
agents, or members of the State Commission of Forestry, or of the 
Forest Fire Organization area, shall have the right at any or all 
times to go upon any land within the area forthe purpose of fight- 
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ing or controlling forest fires, as defined herein, without making 
himself liable for trespassing. 

§ 12. Title to property acquired—The title to all property, 
which may, through the cooperativeforest fire control funds, be ac- 
quired for the carrying on of this County Forest Fire Control Or- 
ganization area, created under the provisions of this Act, shall be 
vested in the State Commission of Forestry: Provided, However, 
if the State Commission of Forestry withdraws aid from said 
District, the title to said property shall vest in said Fire Control 
District, BUT, should aid be withdrawn by said Fires Control Dis- 
trict, then title shall vest in said Commission of Forestry. 

§ 18. Owners burn over lands.—Nothing in this Act shall be 
construed as limiting and restricting the owners of any forest lands 
within the Organization Area burning over their own land where 
the fire is not allowed to spread onto or over the land of another 
or others. 

§ 14. Invalidity—If any section, sub-section, sentence, clause 
or phrase of this Act is, for any reason, held to be unconstitutional, 
such decision shall not affect the validity of the remaining portions 
of this Act. The Legislature hereby declares that it would have passed 
this Act and each section, sub-section, sentence, clause or phrase 
hereof, irrespective of the fact that any one or m ore sections, sub- 
sections, sentences, clauses or phrases be declared unconstitutional. 

§ 15. Repeal—All Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent with the 
provisions of this Act are hereby repealed to the extent of such 
inconsistency. 

§ 16. Time effective—This Act shall take effect upon its ap- 
proval by the Governor.

AN ACT Relating to Rental Contracts Between Employer and 
Employee in Certain Textile and Manufacturing Industries 
of This State, and Providing for the Payment of the Same. 


' Section 1. Employees in certain textile and manufacturing in- 
dustries in arrears in meeting current obligations on account of 
house rent due employer on account of reduction of employment, 
sickness or cause beyond control pay such rent in installments.— 
Be it enacted by General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: 
In textile and all manufacturing industries in this State producing, 
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dyeing, processing or manufacturing cloth or yarn or products 
therefrom where the employer furnishes the house for the em- 
ployees to live in during his employment and charges rent 
therefor, and where any such employee shall become in arrears m 
meeting any current obligation on account of house rent due his em- 
ployer on account of reduction of hours of employment, sickness, or 
for any cause beyond his control, it shall be unlawful for such em- 
ployer to apply thereafter, towards the payment of any such obligation 
a sum in excess of fifty per cent of his weekly earnings during any 
one week. The purpose of the provisions of this Section of this 
Act is to provide a method whereby the employee may retire his 
indebtedness in installments so that he will not be subjected to dep- 
rivation incident to his being required to apply all of his first 
earnings after any partial or non-production period to the pay- 
ment of his indebtedness by way of house rent to his employer. 

§ 2. All Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent with this Act are 
hereby repealed. 

§ 3. This Act shall take aifeck upon its approval by the Governor.

AN ACT to Amend Act No, 124 of the Acts of South Carolina, 
1935, Entitled ‘‘An Act to Authorize Building and Loan As- 
sociations Subject to the Provisions of the Building and Loan 
Laws to Make Loans, Advances, Etc.’’, so as to Clarify the 
Provisions of Said Act as the Same Pertain to the National 
Housing Act. 


Section 1. Act 124, 1935 Acts, amended—building and loan 
associations make certain loans, advances of credit and purchases. 
—Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of South Caro- 
lina: That Section 1 of Act No 124 of the Acts of South Carolina, 
1935, entitled “An Act to Authorize Building and Loan Associa- 
tions Subject to the Provisions of the Building and Loan Laws 
to Make Loans, Advances, etc,”, be, and the same is hereby amended 
so as to read as follows: 

“Section 1. Subject to such regulations as the State Board of 
Bank Control, co-operating with the Federal Housing Adminis- 
trator, finds to be necessary and proper, building and loan associa- 
tions are authorized: 
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(a) To make such loans and advances of credit and purchases of 
obligations representing loan and advances of credit as are eligible 
for insurance by the Federal Housing Administrator, and to obtain 
such insurance. 

(b) To make such loans secured by mortgages on real property 
as are insured, or for which a commitment to insure has been made 
by the Federal Housing Administrator, and to obtain such insur- 
ance, and to purchase and sell mortgages so insured. 

No law of this State prescribing the nature, amount or form 
of security requiring security upon which loan or advances of credit 
may be made or prescribing or limiting interest rates upon loans or 
advances of credit or prescribing or limiting the period for which 
loans or advances of credit may be made, or regulations as to the 
discounting of papers, or prescribing and limiting the person or 
corporation to whom loans can be made, shall be deemed to apply 
to loans, advances of credit or purchases made pursuant to the fore- 
going paragraphs (a) and (b).” 

§ 2. Same—building and loan associations and savings and 
loan associations secure insurance from Federal Savings and Loan 
Insurance Corporation —That said Act be, and the same is hereby, 
further amended by striking out all of Section 2 and insert in lieu 
- thereof the following as Section 2: 

“Section 2. Subject to such regulations as the State Board of 
Bank Control finds to be necessary and proper, building and loan 
associations and. savings and loan associations are authorized to 
secure insurance from the Federal Savings and Loan Insurance 
Corportion.”

Shall Pay from the Funds of Greenville County a Salary of 
Fifty ($50.00) Dollars per Month to Each of the Members 
of the Greenville County Legislative Delegation During the 
Time That They are Not Attending the Legislative Session 
in Columbia. 
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Section 1. Greenville County vote on pay for its legislators— 
effect of result—Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State 
of South Carolina: That beginning November 3, 1938, the County 
Treasurer of Greenville County be, and he is hereby authorized 
and and directed to pay from the funds of Greenville County to each 
of the members of the Greenville County Legislative Delegation a 
salary of Fifty ($50.00) Dollars per month. This salary to be given 
to members of said delegation for the extra work that they are 
forced to do on behalf of Greenville County during the time that 
they are not attending the regular legislative session in Columbia. 
The Auditor of Greenville County is hereby authorized and directed 
to levy a sufficient tax on all of the taxable property of Greenville 
County to pay said salaries and the Treasurer of Greenville County 
is hereby directed to collect same. Provided, Further, That the fore- 
going provisions of Section 1, shall not be effective until the ques- 
tion of the payment to the members of the legislative delegation 
of the compensation above named shall have been submitted to the 
Democratic voters of Greenville County in the Primary to be held 
in the present year, 1938, and unless a majority of those voting in 
the election vote in favor thereof. The said question shall be sub- 
mitted on ballots substantially in form as follows: 

“In favor of making provision by law for the payment to the 
members of the Greenville County Legislative Delegation of a 
salary not exceeding Fifty ($50.00) Dollars per month by the 
County of Greenville.’ 

‘Opposed to making provision by law for the payment to the mem- 
bers of the Greenville County Legislative Delegation of a salary 
not exceeding Fifty ($50.00) Dollars per month by the County 
of Greenville.’ 

It is made the duty of the County Executive Committee to de- 
termine the result of the vote on the aforesaid question and certify 
the same to the Clerk of Court of Greenville County. 

In the event that the question receive a majority favorable vote 
as certified to the Clerk of the Court by the Executive Committee, 
the provisions of this Section, in relation thereto, shall become effec- 
tive and of force, otherwise the same shall be null and void. 

§ 2. Repeal._—aAll Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent with this Act 
are hereby repealed. 

§ 2-A. Invalidity —The Sections and provisions of this Act are 
separable and not matters of mutual essential inducement, and if

Carolina, 1932, so as to Provide for the Appointment of an 
Additional Tax Collector for Saluda County. 


Section 1. . Section 2880, 1932 Code, amended—additional tax 
collector, Saluda County.—Be it enacted by the General Assembly 
of the State of South Carolina: That Sub-Division (1) of Section 
2880 of the Code of Laws of South Carolina, 1932, be amended by 
adding at the end thereof the following proviso, to-wit: “Provided, 
That in the County of Saluda, in addition to the tax collector or 
collectors already appointed, there shall be appointed an additional 
tax collector who shall have all the power and authority prescribed 
by this Section. He shall be appointed by the Governor upon the 
recommendation of the Legislative Delegation from the County of 
Saluda, and his term of office shall be for a period of one (1) 
year and until his successor in office has been appointed and qualified. 
He shall have exclusive charge of the collection of the 1937 tax 
executions for a period of one (1) year:from the date of the said 
executions, and at the end of the period of one (1) year the un- 
collected delinquent taxes shall immediately pass into the hands 
of the regular Tax Collector already appointed under the terms 
and provisions of this Section. That he shall receive no fees or 
costs upon any executions other than those which he actually col- 
lects”, so that said Sub-Division (1) of Section 2880 when so 
amended shall read as follows: 

“Section 2880. (1). There shall be appointed in the counties 
of Marlboro and Saluda in this State one or more discreet persons, 
the number to be determined by a majority of the Legislative Dele- 
gation from the said counties, to be known as the tax collector or 
collectors, such appointment to be made by the Governor upon the 
recommendation of a majority of the Legislative Delegation from 
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the said respective counties of the State, and the said tax collector 
or tax collectors shall be for proper cause, liable to discharge by 
the Governor upon the recommendation of a majority of the Leg- 
islative Delegation: Provided, That in the County of Saluda, in 
addition to the tax collector or collectors already appointed, there 
shall be appointed an additional tax collector who shall have all 
the power and authority prescribed by this Section. He shall be 
appointed by the Governor upon the recommendation of the Legis- 
lative Delegation from the County of Saluda, and his term of of- 
fice shall be for a period of one (1) year and until his successor 
in office has been appointed and qualified. He shall have exclusive 
charge of the collection of the 1937 tax executions for a period of

§ 2. Same—bonds of tax collectors—Amend Sub-division (8) 
of Section 2880 of the Code of Laws of South Carolina, 1932, by 
adding at the end thereof the following: “Provided, That the Tax 
Collectors of Saluda County shall give bond in the sum of Five 
Thousand ($5,000.00) Dollars each, which bond shall be in the 
usual form as now prescribed or used by the Sheriff, upon the con- 
dition for the faithful performance of the duties of the said tax 
collector”, so that said sub-fivision (8) of Section 2880 when so 
amended shall read as follows: 


“Section 2880. (8) Before taking office the tax collector or 
collectors in the county shall give bond in the usual form in the 
sum of ten thousand ($10,000.00) dollars, conditioned for the 
faithful performance of his duty. This bond shall be in the form 
as now prescribed or used by the sheriff. Provided, That the Tax 
Collectors of Saluda County shall give bond in the sum of Five 
Thousand ($5,000.00) Dollars each, which bond shall be in the 
usual form as now prescribed or used by the Sheriff, upon the con- 
dition for the faithful performance of the duties of the said tax 
collector.

AN ACT to Provide for the Compensation of Certain County Of- 
ficials and Employees of Anderson County; to Provide the 
Manner and Time of Payment of Costs and Fees Accruing to 
the Officers of Such Officials, and. to Require the Payment of 
Same to the Treasurer of Said County; and to Provide a 
Penalty for Violation of the Provisions Thereof. 


Section 1. Sheriff, probate judge, clerk of court, auditor, 
treasurer, supervisor, and superintendent of education receive sal- 
aries and expenses in lieu of fees, Anderson County.—Be it enacted 
by the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: That the 
hereinafter named County officials of Anderson, County shall re- 
ceive as compensation the following salaries and expenses in lieu 
of all fees, to-wit: Sheriff, Three Thousand ($3,000.00) Dollars; 
traveling expenses for Sheriff’s Office, Eighteen Hundred ($1,- 
800.00) Dollars; Probate Judge, Three Thousand ($3,000.00) Dol- 
lars; one Clerk, One Thousand ($1,000.00) Dollars; Clerk of 
Court, Three Thousand ($3,000.00) Dollars; two Clerks, Twenty- 
four Hundred ($2,400.00) Dollars; Auditor, Three Thousand ($3,- 
000.00) Doilars; two Clerks, Two Thousand ($2,000.00) Dollars; 
Treasurer, Three Thousand ($3,000.00) Dollars; one Clerk, Eighteen 
Hundred ($1,800.00) Dollars; Supervisor, Three Thousand ($3,- 
000.00) Dollars; one Clerk, Eighteen Hundred ($1,800.00) Dol- 
lars; one automobile for use of Supervisor and County Engineer; 
Superintendent of Education, Three Thousand ($3,000.00) Dol-

offices as it may think proper; such provision to be made in the 
annual supply bill for said County or by other statutory enactment: 
Provided, However, That the officials mentioned in Section 1 shall 
not in any manner profit by the moneys paid for clerical help or 
other assistance, and said clerical help shall be paid only on vouchers, 
properly drawn, which shall be sworn to by claimants and counter- 
signed by the County Supervisor. 

§ 5. Penalties ——That any official violating any of the terms and 
conditions and provisions hereof, shajl be subject to the payment 
of a fine of not less than Five Hundred ($500.00) Dollars nor 
more than Five Thousand ($5,000.00) Dollars, or not less than 
three months nor more than twelve months imprisonment upon the 
public works of Anderson County for each and every offense here- 
under. 

§ 6. Collection of fees when persons unable pay and desire 
institute action—foreclosure of liens—In the event that any party 
desiring to institute a suit, action or special proceeding in any 
Court in Anderson County is unable to advance the fees required 
of him under the terms of this Act, and such fact shall be made to 
appear by affidavit to the satisfaction of the Clerk of such Court, 
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or to the Judge thereof, such party shall be entitled to be relieved 
by order of the clerk or of the Court, as the case may be, of the 
necessity of paying in advance the fees and costs as required under 
other provisions of this Act. All such costs, charges and fees, how- 
ever, shall be taxed upon the determination of the suit as provided

Public institutions purchase certain supplies pro- 
duced by persons under supervision of division for the blind, or in 
industrial schools or workshops under such division; and employ 
such persons for piano tuning, cane seating and mattress renovat- 
ing.—Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of South 
Carolina: Officers in charge of State and other public institutions, 
shall purchase brooms, mattresses, mops and other supplies, other 
than the products of prison labor, through the Division for the 
Blind, State Department of Public Welfare: Provided, that said 
articles were produced by persons under the supervision of the 
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Division for the Blind, or in Industrial Schools or Workshops under 
its supervision, and that they are in conformity in quality or work- 
manship and material as the recognized standard of like articles 
and offered at a fair market price. Said officers, shall, when em- 
ploying persons for piano tuning, cane seating, and mattress re- 
novating, employ persons who are under the supervision of said 
Division or in any Industrial School or workshop as aforesaid, 
under similar conditions. Any officer who willfully refuses or 
neglects to comply with the provisions of this Act relative to the 
purchase of articles and employment of persons shall be punished 
by a fine of not more than one hundred dollars. 

§ 2. Public institutions defined—The term “Public Institu- 
tions”, as used in this Act, shall include all offices, departments and 
institutions of the several counties, cities and towns, 

§ 3. Exemptions.—The director of the Division for the Blind 
may issue a release from the provisions of this Act upon the re- 
quest of the purchasing officer of a county, city or town, when 
convenience or emergency requires it. 

§ 4. All Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent with this Act are 
hereby repealed.

Provide a Method by Which Property in the Several Districts 
May be Assessed for Taxes by Different Boards. 


Section 1. City of Greenville hold elections on extending cor- 
porate limits.—Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State 
of South Carolina: That an election or elections may be held at any 
time or times hereafter to determine whether the corporate limits 
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of the City of Greenville shall be extended to include any and all 
lands adjoining, or adjacent to the said City (whether the outward 
boundaries of such adjacent lands be within or without a two and 
one-half mile radius, measuring outward from the County Court 
House as a center ) provided all or any “industrial Zone” territory, 
as such is defined in Article 8, Section 14, of the Constitution of 
the State of South Carolina, may be excluded therefrom. 


§ 2. Territory desiring annex itself to city of Greenville—pe- 
tition—election—effect of result.—Any territory, or area, as de- 
fined in Section 1 hereof (whether it be in whole or in part another 
incorporated city or town) desiring to annex itself to the City of 
Greenville shall present a petition to the City Council of Greenville, 
signed by a majority of the freeholders in the area which it is pro- 
posed be annexed, praying that an election be ordered, to determine 
if such area or territory shall be included in the City of Greenville. 
Said petition shall carry, as a part thereof, an accurate map or plot 
of the area, and said map or plat shall clearly show such “Industrial 
Zone” territory (if any such be included within the whole boundary), 
which may be excluded therefrom. And said petition, shall briefly 
set forth the terms and conditions of the proposed, or petition for, 
annexation. And upon said petition being presented, if it is found to 
conform to the requirements hereof, the said City Council by ordi- 
nance setting forth the terms and conditions of annexation, shall 
order an election after not less than ten (10) days public advertise- 
ment. That at such election the qualified voters of the municipality 
shall vote in boxes provided for that purpose at the usual general 
election voting places in such municipality, and at the places desig- 
nated by law for general elections in the area or areas proposed to be 
annexed, Provided, However, if the area or territory which it is pro- 
posed to annex does not have therein a regularly established and 
designated polling place one shall be designated and provided at as 
centrally a located place as possible. And if a majority of the ‘votes 
cast by the qualified electors of the municipality (City of Greenville) 
and of the territory or area proposed to be annexed, each aggregated 
separately, shall be each in favor of annexation, or if neither give a 
majority against annexation, then the Council shall publish the re- 
sult of said election and declare the annexed territory a part of said 
City, and shall file a notice with the Secretary of State describing 
the new boundaries of the city. And such annexation shall be effected 
upon the basis hereinafter set. forth. 
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§ 3. Annex territory on certain terms—admit such territory 
as districts within city—powers of such districts —That said area 
or territory may be admitted as one district, or it may be subdivided 
into two or more districts and each such districts vested with such 
powers, control and responsibility regarding streets, local improve- 
ments, et cetera, and exempted, in whole or in part, from such tdxes 
or other obligations concerning such local improvements in such man- 
ner and to such extent as may be prescribed from time to time by 
action of the City Council, Commissioners, or other governing body, 
if confirmed by a majority of the votes cast by the qualified electors 
residing within the present city limits and by a majority of the votes 
cast by the qualified electors residing within the area so annexed 
to the city from time to time, or if neither cast a majority of ballots 
against such action. And the petition or petitions of freeholders pray- 
ing for an election or elections on the question of annexation and 
the ordinance or ordinances thereon as provided for by section 2 
hereof shall embody and constitute the terms and conditions of an- 
nexation as herein provided and shall be and become a binding con- 
tract thereon between the city and such area, or district, until such 
may be changed by vote of the electors cast in the same manner as 
is provided in the preceeding sentence. 

§ 4. Assessment of taxes in newly annexed territory.—That it 
may be lawful hereunder for the Board of Assessors or Appraisers 
for Greenville Township, or such other board as may have jurisdic- 
tion at the time of annexation, to continue its jurisdiction over any 
part, or all, of any newly annexed territory for a period of years to 
be agreed upon and fixed by ordinance of the City of Greenville prior 
to the holding of an election or elections on the question of annexation, 
and the assessment values as determined and fixed by said board 
for state and county tax purposes shall be the values to be used by 
the city for assessment purposes during such period of years as agreed 
upon, except it be changed prior to that fixed date by a majority vote 
of electors both within the city proper and the territory affected. 

§ 5. Elections—territory—That the holding of one election 
hereunder shall not exhaust the authority given or conferred hereby, 
but elections may be held from time to time without number and the 
area affected thereby may be any part, parcel or portion of the terri- 
tory or area, now adjoining the City of Greenville: or that may ad- 
join it as enlarged from time to time. 

§ 6. Hold elections on several annexations on same day.— 
That more than one election may be held on the same day as to the 
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annexation of different territories or areas or districts and the same 
election managers may serve for all such elections in the city but 
separate boxes shall be provided for voting upon the annexation of 
each area er section or district and those qualified to vote in the city 
may vote in all of the said boxes, but these electors residing outside 
the’city shall be entitled to vote only once and that in a box of his 
area or district on the question of whether or not his or her area or 
district shall be annexed. And in that case each area or territory 
voted upon shall constitute a separate and distinct district, and the 
votes shall be tabulated separately as to each such district: Provided, 
that the election result in one district shall have no effect on the re- 
sult in any other district, and an adverse vote as to one or more dis- 
tricts shall not preclude the annexation of any district or districts 
as to the annexation of which there may have been a favorable vote: 
And, Provided Also, that the terms and conditions of annexation may 
differ as to each of said districts separately voted upon. 


§ 7. Construction—That this Act is to be construed as pro- 
viding additional and further means and methods for the annexation 
of adjacent territory to the City of Greenville but does not in any 
manner amend, restrict or bar annexation by, or under, any other 
method or plan now, or hereafter, provided by law for the annexation 
of outlying or adjoining territory, into an incorporated municipality 
of this State. 

§ 8. Effect on act 402, 1927 Acts, as amended by act 906, 1928 
Acts.—That so much of Act No. 402, of the Statutes at Large of 
South Carolina, Approved March 14, 1927, as amended by Act No 
906, of the Statutes at large of South Carolina, Approved February 
15,1928 as are inconsistent or in conflict herewith are hereby re- 
pealed. 


§ 9. Invalidity—Should any section, or parts of any section, 
hereof be declared unconstitutional that shall not extend to any con- 
stitutional parts or portions hereof. 


§ 10. Time annexations effective—-That the annexation pro- 
vided for by this Act shall become complete and effective upon the 
adoption and ratification of an amendment to Article 8, Section 14, 
of the Constitution of South Carolina, authorizing certain of the pro- 
visions hereof; Provided, however, that no postponement of such 
adoption ratification shall necessitate the holding of another election 
and or other elections as to any territory once voted into the City. 
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§ 11. Time statute effective—This Act shall take effect im- 
mediately upon its approval by the Governor.

A JOINT RESOLUTION To Amend Article 8, Section 14 of the 
Constitution of South Carolina, 1895, Which Pertains to Ex- 
tension of Corporate Limits of Greenville, by Adding Certain 
Provisos Thereto at the End Thereof. 


Section 1. Amendment article 8, section 14, State Constitution, 
proposed—annex property, city of Greenville—assessment of 
taxes—methods of annexation additional—retroactive.—Be it re- 
solved by the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: That 
Article 8, Section 14 of the Constitution of South Carolina, 1895, 
be amended by adding at the end of said article and section the fol- 
lowing wording, to-wit: 

“And Provided, Further, That it may be unlawful for the Board 
of Assessors or Appraisers having the power to assess property in 
the area so annexed and in the present city limits at the time there- 
of, to continue to assess property in any such newly annexed terri- 
tory except any industrial zone territory for the period of years fixed 
by Ordinance of the City of Greenville, prior to the holding of the 
election on the question of annexation and the assessed value as fixed 
‘by any such authority for State and County purposes shall be used 
for the purposes of municipal taxation until the expiration of the 
time fixed in any such Ordinance. Any such time may be shortened 
by a majority vote of the electors of both the City and of those in 
the affected territory ; And, Provided, also, that it is to be understood 
that this entire section, and the various provisions thereof are in- 
tended to provide additional and further methods of annexation and 
are not to be construed as amending, restricting or barring annexation 
by, or under, any other method or plan now, or hereafter provided 
by law. And Provided, Still Further, that this amendment shall be 
retroactive so as to render legal any election, or annexation con- 
sumated thereunder even though such election or annexation take 
place prior to the ratification hereof.” 

- 3 § 2. Submission to electors—That the question of adoption of 
thi- -mendment shall be submitted to the qualified electors of this 
State at the next general election, and there shall be furnished at the 
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several voting places a sufficient number of ballots with the following 
words plainly written or printed thereon, reading: “Amendment to 
Article 8, Section 14 of the Constitution of South Carolina, 1895, 
which pertains to Extension of Corporate Limits of Greenville, by 
adding certain provisos thereto, at the end thereof: YES...... NO.” 
And persons voting in favor of said amendment shall strike out or 
erase the word “NO” appearing last on said ballot, and those voting 
against said amendment shall strike out or erase the word “YES” ap- 
pearing next to last thereon. 

§ 3. Boxes—managers canvass and certify results.—The proper 
officers shall provide boxes for such ballots, and the managers of the 
election shall canvass such votes and certify the results thereof as now 
provided by law. 

§ 4. All Acts or Joint Resolutions inconsistent with the pro- 
visions hereof are hereby repealed. 

§ 5. This Joint Resolution shall take effect upon its approval by 
the Governor.

AN ACT to Amend Section 2830, Code of Laws of South Carolina, 
1932, as Amended by Act No. 717 of the Acts of the General 
Assembly of 1936, so as to Provide for the Collection of De- 
linquent Taxes in Chesterfield County in Installments and 
to Provide for the Payment of the Same in Five (5) Equal 
Annual Installments. 


Section 1. Section 2830, 1932 Code, amended—collection of de- 
linquent taxes, Chesterfield County—pay in instaliments.—Be it 
enacted by the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: 
That Section 2830, Volume II, Code of Laws of South Carolina, 
1932, as amended by Act No. 717 of the Acts of the General As- 
sembly, 1936, entitled “An Act to Amend Section 2830, Code of 
Laws of South Carolina, 1932, by Changing the Penalties on De- 
linquent Taxes”, be amended by adding at the end of said section 
the following: 

Provided, That in Chesterfield County the total aggregate amount 
of delinquent taxes, costs and penalties, due by any delinquent tax- 
payer of said county, except road taxes and poll taxes due by any 
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delinquent taxpayer in said county, as represented by tax executions 
in the hands of the Sheriff of Chesterfield County, where the prop- 
erty subject to said delinquent taxes has not been sold for delinquent 
taxes, shall be determined by the Sheriff of Chesterfield County and 
shall be divided by the Sheriff into five (5) equal parts and the de- 
linquent taxpayer is hereby given, and has the right, to pay said de- 
linquent taxes, costs and penalties so apportioned in five equal 
annual installments to the said Sheriff, “the delinquent Tax Col- 
lector of Chesterfield County”, on or before the first day of January 
of each year, beginning the First day of January, 1939; the remain- 
ing four installment payments shall be paid on the first day of 
January of each year thereafter and the said Sheriff shall receive 
the said payment of one-fifth (1/5) of the amount due on all of the 
delinquent tax executions against such taxpayer or his property, ex- 
cept poll taxes or road taxes that may be due and shall give such 
taxpayer a receipt therefor, crediting said payment on the oldest 
tax execution or executions of such taxpayer: Provided, that in cases 
where personal property is being removed from Chesterfield County 
or is being sold at private or public sale, the whole amount of said 
delinquent taxes on the same, shall immediately become due and pay- 
able and the Sheriff of Chesterfield County shall proceed to collect 
the same in the manner now provided by law: Provided, Further, 
That where real or personal property is sold and conveyed under 
the order of the Court of Common Pleas in any action, then and 
in that event, the said delinquent taxes shall be paid out of the 
proceeds of the said sale. 

PAYMENT of the current tax by any delinquent taxpayer shall 
be made a pre-requisite to payment of the installment payments 
herein provided for. 

Upon failure of such delinquent taxpayer to pay any of said in- 
stallments when due, then and in that event, all of the remaining 
installments shall immediately become due and payable and the 
Sheriff of said County shall proceed at once to collect the same as now 
provided by law. 

Provided, Further, That any delinquent taxpayer that may be in 
arrears in the payment of past due installments shall have the right 
to pay, at any time before sale, all past due installments and such 
taxpayer, upon the payment of said past due installments, shall be 
reinstated under the provisions of this Act in the payment of future 
installments. Provided, Further, That any delinquent taxpayer shall 
have the right to pay any of all of his delinquent taxes before said 
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installments are due, and the Sheriff shall accept the same and give 
such taxpayer a receipt therefor; Provided, Further, that nothing 
contained in this Act shall be taken, deemed or construed to prevent 
the segregation and apportionment of taxes upon the request of any 
grantee or mortgagee as provided by the general law, and all taxes 
so apportioned shall be treated in conformity with the provisions of 
this Act. 

The Sheriff of Chesterfield County shall make monthly reports 
to the Treasurer of Chesterfield County of all monies collected by 
him during such month and shall turn the same over to the Treas- 
urer of Chesterfield County. 

The County Board of Commissioners of Chesterfield County shall 
furnish all necessary books and stationery and stamps to the said 
Sheriff for the purpose of keeping necessary records in carrying 
out the provisions of this Act. 

Provided, Further, that the provisions of this Act, relating to the 
collection of delinquent taxes in installments in Chesterfield County, 
shall not apply to State taxes”, so that said section, when so amended, 
shall read as follows: 

“Section 2830: When the taxes and assessments or any portion 
thereof charged against any property or party on the duplicate for 
the current fiscal year, shall not be paid on or before the 31st day of 
December, the county Auditor shall proceed to add a penalty of one 
per cent, on the county duplicate and the County Treasurer shall 
collect the same; and if the said taxes and assessments and penalties 
are not paid on or before the first day of February next thereafter, an 
additional penalty of one per centum thereon shall be added by the 
County Auditor on the county duplicate and collected by the County 
Treasurer ; and if the said taxes, penalties and assessments are not 
paid on or before the first day of March next thereafter, an additional 
penalty of one per centum thereon shall be added by the county 
auditor on the county duplicate and collected by the County Treas- 
urer; and if the said taxes, penalties and assessments are not paid 
on or before the first day of April next thereafter, an additional 
penalty of four per centum thereon shall be added by the county 
auditor on the county duplicate and collected by the county treasurer, 
and if the said taxes, penalties and assessments are not paid on or 
before the fifteenth day of April next thereafter, the said county 
treasurer shall issue his tax execution for the said taxes, assessments 
and penalties against the property of the defaulting taxpayer, accord- 
ing to law: Provided, that, in Chesterfield County, the total aggregate 
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amount of delinquent taxes, costs and penalties, due by any delinquent 
taxpayer of said county, except road taxes and poll taxes due by 
any delinquent taxpayer in said county, as represented by tax execu- 
tions in the hands of the Sheriff of Chesterfield County, where the 
property subject to said delinquent taxes has not been sold for de- 
linquent taxes, shall be determined by the Sheriff of Chesterfield 
County and shall be divided by the Sheriff into five (5) equal parts 
and the delinquent taxpayer is hereby given, and has the right, to pay 
said delinquent taxes, costs and penalties so apportioned in five 
equal annual installments to the Sheriff, “the delinquent Tax Col- 
lector of Chesterfield County”, on or before the first day of January 
of each year, beginning the first day of January, 1939; the remain- 
ing four installment payments shall be paid on the first day of January 
of each year thereafter and the said Sheriff shall receive the said 
payment of one-fifth (1/5) of the amount due on all of the delinquent 
tax executions against such taxpayer or his property, except poll 
taxes or road taxes that may be due, and shall give such taxpayer a 
receipt therefor, crediting said payment on the oldest tax execution 
or executions of such taxpayer: Provided, that in cases where per- 
sonal property is being removed from Chesterfield County or is be- 
ing sold at private or public sale, the whole amount of said de- 
linquent taxes on the same, shall immediately become due and payable 
and the Sheriff of Chesterfield County shall proceed to collect the 
same in the manner now provided by law: Provided, Further, that 
where real or personal property is sold and conveyed under the order 
of the Court of Common Pleas in any action, then and in that event, 
the said delinquent taxes shall be paid out of the proceeds of the said 
sale. 

Payment of the current tax by any delinquent taxpayer shall be 
made a prerequisite to payment of the installment payments herein 
provided for. ;

AN ACT to Provide a Means for Adjusting Unpaid Taxes of 
More than Five Years’ Standing in Aiken County. 


‘Section 1. Adjust unpaid taxes on property delinquent in pay- 
ment of taxes for 5 years or on property sold for taxes and be- 
come forfeited property, Aiken County.—Be it enacted by the Gen- 
eral Assembly of the State of South Carolina: That in any case 
in which any property in Aiken County is delinquent in the payment 
of taxes for as many as five years, or has been sold for taxation and 
become forfeited property, that the owner of the property in ques- 
tion may present his petition to the County Superintendent of Edu- 
cation, the County Auditor, and the County Treasurer, and if said 
officers or a majority of them determine that the property is not 
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worth the accumulated taxes, or that it is proper that the taxes should 
be reduced and the costs, commissions, fees and penalties taken off 
and the property restored to a tax-paying basis, said officers shall 
reduce the assessment of the property for the years in arrears as to 
County taxes, and calculate the tax, using the legal levy of said years, 
and without reducing the state or any school tax, but making their 
calculations without any penalties, commissions or fees; and shall 
certify their findings and calculation to the Sheriff of Aiken County ; 
and the Sheriff shall receive from said petitioner and taxpayer, if 
tendered within thirty days after the filing of said findings with him, 
the amount of the adjusted taxes, with a fee to the Sheriff in each 
instance of five dollars in lieu of all other costs and commissions; 
and the Sheriff shall turn over the proceeds of the collection to the 
County Treasurer in the usual manner; Provided, However, That 
the provisions of this Act shall not apply to forfeited lands after said 
lands have been conveyed by the Sheriff to the Aiken County For- 
feited Land Commission under the terms of an Act approved by the 
Governor on March 30, 1938, but shall permit adjustments as to 
forfeited lands only before said lands have been actually so con- 
veyed; Provided, That if the property-owner’s petition for adjust- 
ment provided for herein is filed with the officers in question before 
any deed to the property in question is executed by the Sheriff, and 
notice of such filing is given to the Sheriff in writing, that then no 
deed shall be executed by the Sheriff pending the consideration of 
the petition of said property-owner by the officers in question nor 
during the thirty-day period allowed herein for the payment of the 
adjusted tax after the officers herein named have filed their findings 
and adjustment. ; 

§ 2. Inspect property.—That in every case in which the officers 
referred to shall deem it proper to inspect the property as to which 
any petition as to an adjustment hereunder has been presented to 
them, they may before acting upon the petition require the petitioner 
to pay into their hands the sum of five dollars in each instance, 
for the making of such inspection, which inspection they may make 
through one of their number or through their agent; the party in- 
specting the property in question to receive the fee herein provided 
for. 

§ 3. Adjustment not affect taxes of year made.—No adjust- 
ment shall affect the taxes of the fiscal year in which it is made. 

§ 4. Definitions—The word “property-holder”, arid the expres- 
sion “owner of the property”, and all other similar expressions con- 
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tained herein, shall include and embrace the holder of any lien upon 
the property; any lien-holder of property affected by this Act being 
given authority to petition for an adjustment of taxes upon the 
property covered by his lien, and to act in the same manner that the 
property owner may act, and to add any amount that he pays in liqui- 
dation of the taxes by the adjustment herein provided for, to his lien. 

§ 5. Invalidity—lIf any section, subsection, sentence, clause or 
phrase of this Act is for any reason held to be unconstitutional, such 
sections shall not affect the remaining portions of this Act. 

§ 6. All Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent herewith are hereby 
repealed. 

§ 7. This Act shall take effect immediately upon its approval by 
the Governor.

AN ACT to Amend Sub-Division Entitled ‘Anderson’ of Section 
2296, Code of Laws of South Carolina, 1932, as Amended by 
Act No. 763 of the Acts of the General Assembly of South 
Carolina, 1934, and Approved March 10, 1934, Relating to 
the Voting Precincts in Anderson County, and Setting a Time 
for Opening and Closing Polls at Two Precincts in Lancaster 
County. 


Section 1. Section 2296, 1932 Code, amended—voting pre- 
cincts, Anderson County.—Be it enacted by the General Assembly 
of the State of South Carolina: That sub-division entitled ‘Anderson’ 
of Section 2296; Code of Laws of South Carolina, 1932, as amended 
by Act No. 763 of the Acts of the General Assembly of South 
‘Carolina, 1934, and approved March 10, 1934, relating to voting 
precincts in Anderson County, be, and the same is hereby amended 
by adding at the end of said sub-division the following: ‘and West 
Pelzer’: and by striking out the words “Smith’s Mill” near the top 
of said sub-division and inserting in lieu thereof the words, “K. M. 
Richardson’s Mill’, so that said sub-division as amended as aforesaid, 
when so amended, shall read as follows:

by providing two hours additional time for the casting of ballots in 
all primary elections at said precincts. 

§ 2. All Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent herewith are hereby 
repealed. 

§ 3. This Act shall take effect upon its approval by the Governor.

AN ACT to Authorize and Empower the Town Councils of All 
Towns Having a Population of Not Less than 7,000 nor More 
than 8,000 by the Census of 1930, to Pass Ordinances, Pro- 
viding for the Zoning of Such Towns. 


Section 1. Towns of 7,000 and not over 8,000 pass zoning ordi- 
nances.—Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of 
South Carolina: That the Town Council of any town having a popu- 
lation of not less than 7,000 nor more than 8,000 by the census of 
1930, be, and the same is, hereby authorized and empowered to pass 
Ordinances pertaining to the zoning of such towns. 

§ 2. All Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent herewith are hereby 
repealed. 

§ 3. This Act shall take effect upon its approval by the Governor.

AN ACT to Authorize the Conveyance of the Orangeburg County 
Fish Hatchery to the United States of America Upon Certain 
Conditions and to Provide for the Distribution of Fish Re- 
ceived by the South Carolina Game and Fish Department as 
a Result Thereof. 


Section 1. Convey Orangeburg County fish hatchery to United 
* States upon certain conditions.—Be it enacted by the General As- 
sembly of the State of South Carolina: The Chief Game Warden 
of South Carolina is hereby authorized to convey, upon the terms 
and conditions hereinafter specified, to the United States of America 
certain real estate, known as the Orangeburg County Fish Hatchery, 
to which he holds title as Trustee for Orangeburg County for such 
uses and purposes as may now or hereafter be authorized by the 
Senator and a majority of the Representatives from Orangeburg 
County, or as provided by law for the benefit and use of Orangeburg 
County, which property is properly described as follows: All that 
certain tract, parcel or piece of land situate, lying and being in Zion 
Township, Orangeburg County, State of South Carolina, containing 
one hundred two (102) acres, more or less, and designated as the 
“Pond Tract” on a plat made by §.D. Moss,R.L.S., on December 
27-30,1935, which plat is on record in the office of the Clerk of 
Court for Orangeburg County in Plat Book 4, at page 87; the said 
tract being bounded as follows: On the North by land of Baldwin 
and D. F. Livingston, on the East by the Cannon Bridge public 
road, on the South by land of Wolfe, D. F. Livingston and Hughes, 
and on the Northwest by land of John C. Kennerly; the same being 
a portion of the land conveyed to the said Trustee by David F. Liv- 
ingston by his deed dated January 6, 1936. 

§ 2. Uses and purposes make conveyance.—The said property 
shall be conveyed to the said United States of America without 
any cash consideration but for the following uses and purposes, 
and no other, to-wit: to be maintained and operated on a year-round 
basis as an adjunct to the Federal hatchery at Orangeburg, now 
operated by the United States Bureau of Fisheries, and on the 
further condition that all fish produced at or in connection with the 
said property conveyed shall be distributed as provided in Section 
3 hereof. The said conveyance shall provide that in case of any 
failure to observe these conditions the title to the said property 
shall revert to the said Chief Game Warden, as Trustee for Orange- 
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burg County, to be used as originally provided in the conveyance of 
_ the said property to the said Trustee. 

§ 3. Distribution of fish produced at Orangeburg County fish 
hatchery.—All fish produced at the Orangeburg County Fish Hatch- 
ery, or in connection therewith, after the same shall have been con- 
veyed to the United States of America shall be turned over to the 
South Carolina Game and Fish Department for distribution by it 
as follows: One-half thereof to be delivered to the County Game 
Warden of Orangeburg County, or such other county agency as may 
be designated by law, for stocking the waters within Orangeburg 
County in the discretion of the said County Game Warden if not 
otherwise provided by law,—this specific and mandatory provision 
being for the benefit of Orangeburg County in consideration of its 
relinquishing ownership of the said property. The other one-half 
of the fish so produced shall be available for distribution by the State 
Game and Fish Department in any of the waters within South Caro- 
lina, in which distribution the said Department shall, as far as it 
reasonably can do so, distribute fish to fill applications therefor made 
to the Federal Bureau of Fisheries for South Carolina waters. 

§ 4. Convey additional acreage—Any additional acreage ac- 
quired or provided by Orangeburg County may likewise be con- 
veyed to the United States of America for the same purposes and 
subject to the same terms and conditions. 

§ 5. Abstract and evidence of title—The Chief Game Warden 
shall furnish an abstract, and such other evidence of title, to the 
property conveyed, as may be required by the Attorney General of 
the United States. 

§ 6. Repeal.—All Acts, or parts of Acts, inconsistent with this 
Act are hereby repealed. 

§ 7. Chief game warden exercise authority herein before July 
15, 1939,—The Authority herein conferred upon the Chief Game 
Warden,as Trustee, if not exercised on or before July 15, 1939, shall 
lapse and become void. 

§ 8. Time effective —This Act shall take effect immediately up- 
on its approval by the Governor.

AN ACT to Amend Section 5711 Relating to Aid Extended to 
' Children Whose Parents were Killed in Action or Died from 
Other Causes While in the Service of the United States Army, 
Navy, Etc., so as to Further Provide for Financial Aid for 
Such Children. 


Section 1. Section 5711, 1932 Code, amended—additional fi- 
nancial aid for children of certain world war veterans.—Be it en- 
acted by the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: That 
Section 5711, Code of Laws of South Carolina, 1932, be, and the 
same is hereby, amended by inserting after the word “university” 
on lines 5 and 6, of page 1332 of said Code, and before the word 
“Said” on line 6 of said page of said Code, the following: “Or any 
educational institution in this State which is a member of the 
Southern Association of Colleges and Secondary Schools or any 
other similar regional standardizing educational organization.” 

By striking out the words “thereafter deny aid to such child”, at 
the end of said Section and inserting in lieu thereof the following: 
“have the right within its discretion to deny future aid to-such child.” 
By inserting in said section after the words “military Service of the 
United States”, the following: “and children of World War Vet- 
erans who have heretofore died since July 2, 1921, of disease or disa~ 
bility, resulting from war service”. So that said Section 5711, when 
so amended shall read as follows: , 

“Section 5711. The sum provided in this section shall be used 
for the sole purpose of providing for board and room-rent, and 
books and supplies, for the use and benefit of the children of those 
who entered the service of the United States from South Caro- 
lina and were killed in action or died from other causes within the 
period from April 6, 1917, to July 2, 1921, while serving in the 
Army, Navy, Marine Corps, or other branch of the military service 
of the United States, and children of World War Veterans who have 
heretofore died since July 2, 1921, of disease or disability resulting 
from war service; which children are attending or may attend a State 
college or university, or any educational institution in this State which 
is a member of the Southern Association of Colleges and Secondary 
Schools or any other similar regional standardizing educational or- 
ganization, Said children, upon recommendation of the State Board 
of Education, shall be admitted to any State supported college or 
university free of tuition. The sum of Two Thousand ($2,000.00) 
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Dollars, if so much be needed, shall be included in each annual ap- 
propriation bill from the year 1930 to the year 1942, inclusive, for 
the purpose of carrying out the provisions hereof. The State Board 
of Education shall determine the eligibility of any child who applies 
for aid hereunder, and before allowing such aid shall ascertain that 
such applicant is in need of such financial assistance. Not more than 
the sum of One Hundred and Fifty ($150.00) Dollars shall be paid 
under the provisions hereof for any one such child during any one 
year, and any fund paid out under the provisions hereof shall be 
payable to such college or university as such child may attend on 
vouchers approved by the State Board of Education. If any child 
receiving sich aid shall fail to pass one or more subjects while in at- 
tendance upon any college or university, the State Board of Educa- 
tion shall have the right within its discretion to deny future aid to 
such child. 

§ 2. All Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent herewith are hereby 
repealed. 

§ 3. This Act shall take effect upon its approval by the Governor.

AN ACT to Regulate the Hours of Labor of Male and Female 
Employees of This State Employed in Mercantile Establish- 
ments, Public Eating Places, Laundries, Dry Cleaning, Bleach- 
eries, Dye Plants, Bakeries, Mines, Quarries, and All Other 
Manufacturing and Mercantile Establishments and to Regu- 
late the Hours of Labor for All Drivers and Operators of 
Motor Trucks and to Amend Section 1478, Chapter 74, of the 
Code of Laws of South Carolina, 1932, and to Provide Penal- 
ties for the Violations of the Provisions Thereof. 


Section 1. Hours employees work in certain manufacturing 
and mercantile establishments.—Be it enacted by the General As- 
sembly of the State of South Carolina: The hours of labor of male 
and female employees in any mercantile establishments, public eating 
places, laundries, dry cleaners, bakeries, mines, quarries and all other 
manufacturing and mercantile establishments in this State, shall be 
limited to fifty-six (56) hours per week, not exceeding twelve (12) 
hours in any one day, exclusive of meal, and other rest periods. No 
employer shall employ a person for a period of more than six (6) 
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hours of continuous labor, unless such period is broken by a meal, 
or other rest period, of at least one-half (14) hour. Provided, The 
provisions of this Act shall not apply*to cotton, silk, rayon and 
woolen mills, hotels, and eating places connected therewith, building 
trades, printing’ establishments, ice plants, saw mills, planing mills, 
logging, turpentine industry, agricultural occupations, canning fruits, 
vegetables or other farm products, cotton gins, oil mills, gold mining 
or any domestic labor in private homes, or to persons employed in 
bona fide executive positions or to the learned professions, including 
prescription clerk in drug store, nurses’ profession, shrimp and fish 
oyster business, including shucking, canning and gathering of oysters, 
fish and shrimp, retail liquor stores and kaolin industry, Provided, 
That the hours of labor herein provided shall not apply to the office 
force and truck drivers of laundries; and, Provided, Further, That 
the terms and conditions of this Act shall not apply to rural areas, 
towns and communities of less than Twenty-five Hundred (2500) 
population nor to restaurants and public eating places in towns, vil- 
lages or communities with a population of less than three thousand 
(3000) people by the last Federal census, except that this proviso 
shall not exempt the operations in bleacheries, dye plants and other 
manufacturing plants from the terms of this Act in the event that 
such are located in towns or communities of under Twenty-five 
Hundred (2500) population. 


§ 2. Post schedule of hours of employments—over-time— 
hours work in garment factories, and finishing, dyeing and bleach- 
ing plants——(a) Every employer shall post and keep conspicuously, 
in or about the premises wherein any person is employed, a schedule 
of hours of employments, which shall contain the maximum number 
of hours of each person that is employed each day of the week 
with the total hours per week, time of commencing and stopping 
work, 


(b) In any place of employment wherein, owing to the character 
of the work, it is difficult to fix the hours of employment weekly 
in advance, the Commissioner of Labor, on application accompanied 
by evidence which satisfies him of the necessity thereof, may grant 
a permit dispensing with the schedule provided in this Section. 


(c) It is further provided that when by reason of rushing busi- 
ness an employer finds or believes it to be necessary that the em- 
ployees of his or her business shall work for more than fifty-six 
(56) hours per week, the employer shall apply to the Commissioner 
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of Labor for permission to allow the employers of such establish- 
ment to work a greater number of hours than fifty-six (56) for a 
definite length of time, not to exceed thirty (30) days in each calen- 
dar year, to apply during the Christmas period and the taking of 
inventory, Provided, That, when an employer shall require his em- 
ployees to work longer than fifty-six (56) hours per week, the said 
employer shall pay the employee for all overtime at the rate of one 
and one-half the regular wages. 

(d) The hours of labor of all female employees in garment fac- 
tories in this State shall be limited to forty (40) hours per week, not 
to exceed eight (8) hours per day, and the hours of labor of all em- 
ployees in finishing, dying and bleaching plants shall be limited to 
forty-eight (48) hours per week, from and after the approval of 
this Act and until May 1, 1939, whereupon this sub-section (d) shall 
become inoperative unless prior to that date the Congress of the 
United States shall enact similar laws limiting the hours of labor in 
garment factories to forty (40) hours per week and finishing, dying 
and bleaching plants to forty-eight (48) hours per week or less. 
Provided, That this sub-section shall not apply to female employees 
in executive positions and provided the hours of labor in this sec- 
tion shall be exclusive of meals or other rest periods. 

§ 3. Section 1478, 1932 Code, amended—employees under 18 
years not work between 10 p. m. and 6 a. m—Amend Section 1478, 
Chapter 74, Code of Laws of South Carolina of 1932, by striking 
out all of said Section and inserting in lieu thereof; so that said 
Section, when so amended, shall read as follows: 


“Section 1478: No male or female employee under eighteen (18) 
years of age shall be allowed, suffered or permitted to work between 
the hours of 10 P. M. and 6 A. M.” 

§ 4. Hours of labor for drivers and operators of motor trucks 
in intrastate commerce.—Hours of labor for all drivers and ope- 
rators of motor trucks operated in intrastate commerce shall not ex- 
ceed eight (8) consecutive driving hours in any twenty-four hour 
period, and not over sixty (60) driving hours in any period of seven 
consecutive days. 

§ 5. Administration—penalties—This Act shall be administered 
by the Commissioner of Labor or his authorized agents or inspectors, 
and any employer who shall violate the provisions of this Act shall 
‘be deemed guilty of a misdemeanor and shall be punished by a fine 
of not less than Twenty-five ($25.00) Dollars and not more than 
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One Hundred ($100.00) Dollars or imprisonment for not less than 
ten (10) days and not more than thirty (30) days. 

§ 6. Repeal—aAll Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent herewith 
are hereby repealed. 

§ 7. Invalidity.—In the event that any section or portion of 
this Act shall be held to be unconstitutional, the remainder shall re- 
main of full force and effect nevertheless. 

§ 8. Time effective —This Act shall take effect fifteen (15) days 
after its approval by the Governor.

AN ACT to Provide for the Effective Collection of Wage Pay- 
ments by Labor in the State of South Carolina to Set Up Cer- 
tain Requirements for Said Purpose, to Provide for the En- 
forcement Thereof, and for Penalties in Case of Violation 
Thereof. 


Section 1. Definitions—exemptions.—Be it enacted by the Gen- 
eral Assembly of the State of South Carolina: (a) Whenever used 
in this Act, “Employer” includes every person, firm, partnership, as- 
sociation, corporation, receiver or other officer of a court of this State, 
and any agent or officer of any of the above mentioned classes em- 
ploying any person in this State. 

(b) “Wages” shall mean all amounts at which the labor or serv- 
ice rendered is recompensed, whether the amount is fixed or ascer- 
tained on a time, task, piece, commission basis, or other method of 
calculating such amount. Provided, That this Act shall not apply to 
railroads or receivers of railroads or to express companies. And Pro- 
vided, Further, That this Act shall not apply to domestic labor in 
private homes or to agricultural labor, or to the lumber, logging and 
turpentine industries. And, Provided,Further, That this Act shall 
not apply to telegraph or telephone companies, oyster canneries, 
oyster shucking plants, Railroad sleeping cars, or express companies. 

§ 2. Posting and notification (a) It shall be the duty of every 
employer to notify his employees in writing at the time of hiring of 
the day, the hour therein and place of payment, of the rate of pay, 
and of any change with respect to any of these items prior to the time 
of said change. Alternatively, however, every employer shall have ~ 
the option of giving such notification. by posting the aforementioned 
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facts, and keeping them posted, conspicuously at or near the place 
of work where such posted notice can be seen by each employee as 
he comes or goes to his place of work. 

(b) Every employer shall post and keep posted, in a similar man- 
ner as prescribed for the posting in paragraph (a) of this Section, 
an abstract of this Act furnished by the Labor Commissioner. 

(c) Failure to post and to keep posted any notice or abstract as 
well as any failure to give written notice when required in this Sec- 
tion shall be deemed a misdemeanor, and punishable as such. 

§ 3. ‘Employees separated from pay roll before pay days— 
discharged employees—employees quitting—industrial disputes.— 
(a) Whenever an employer separates an employee from the pay roll 
the unpaid wages or compensation of such employee shall become 
due immediately, and the employer shall pay such wages to the 
employee within forty-eight hours of the time of separation. Pro- 
vided, That said payment shall be made at the regular place of pay- 
ment as specified under the terms of Section 2, sub-section (a) of 
this Act, and should the employee, his agent or representative, fail 
to call for his wages at said place of payment, within seven days af- 
ter making written demand for same, he shall forfeit all penalties 
provided in this Act. Provided,Further, That at any time prior to or 
after the expiration of the forty-eight hour period above specified, 
the employer may mail to the employee at his last known post office 
address, the amount of wages due and thereby stop the accrual of any 
further penalties. 

In case of any failure to pay wages due an employee within forty- 
eight hours of a demand in writing therefor after such separation 
the wage of such employee shall continue from the date of written 
demand until paid at the same rate which said employee received 
at the time of the separation. The employee may recover the penalty 
thus accruing to him in a civil action. Said action may be commenced 
within sixty days from the date of separation; Provided, However, 
That any employee who secretes or absents himself to avoid payment 
to him or who refused to receive payment when tendered shall not be 
entitled to any penalty under this paragraph for such time as he 
avoids payment. 

(b) Whenever any employee (not having a written contract for a 
definite. period) quits or resigns his employment, the wages or com- 
pensation earned shall become due and payable not later than seventy- 
two hours thereafter, unless such employee shall have given seventy- 
two hours previous notice of his intention to quit, in which latter 
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case such employee shall receive his wages and compensation at the 
time of quitting, or unless there is a regular established weekly pay 
day for said concern, on which he shall draw his pay at such time. 

(c) In the event of the suspension of work as the result of an in- 
dustrial dispute, the wages and compensation earned and unpaid at 
the time of said suspension shall become due and payable at the 
next regular pay day, as provided in Section 2 of this Act, includ- 
ing, without abatement or reduction, all amounts due at the time of 
such suspension of work to all persons whose work has been sus- 
pended as a result of such industrial dispute, together with any de- 
posit or other guaranty held by the employer for the faithful per- 
formance of the duties of the employment. 

§ 4. Unconditional payment of wages conceded due.—In case 
of a dispute over wages, the employer shall give written notice to 
the employee of the amount of wages which he concedes to be due 
and shall pay such amount without condition within the time set by 
this Act, provided that acceptance by the employee of any payment 
made hereunder shall not constitute a release as to the balance of 
his claim. 

§ 5. Cannot by agreement waive provisions hereof.—Nothing 
contained in this Act shall in any way limit or prohibit the payment 
of wages or compensation at more frequent intervals or in greater 
amounts or in full when or before due, but no provision of this Act 
in any way can be contravened or set aside by a private agreement. 

§ 6. Enforcement.—It shall be the duty of the Labor Commis- 
sion to insure compliance with the provisions of this Act and he may 
hold hearings to satisfy himself as to the justice of any claim, and 
he shall cooperate with any employee in the enforcement of a claim 
against his employer. 

§ 7. Records—employers not obstruct enforcement.—(a) The 
Labor Commissioner and his authorized representatives shall have 
the right to enter any place of employment for the purpose of inspect- 
ing time records and seeing that all provisions of this Act are com- 
plied with. 

(b) Any effort of an employer to obstruct the Labor Commissioner 
and his authorized representatives in the performance of their duties 
shall be deemed a violation of this Act and punishable as such. 

§ 8. Personnel—expenses.—The Labor Commissioner, pursuant 
to the law of this State, may employ such clerical and other assistants 
as may be necessary to carry out the purposes of this Act, and shall 
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fix the compensation of such employees and may also, to carry out 
such purposes, incur reasonable and necessary traveling expenses for 
the said Commissioner, his deputies, and assistants, pursuant to ap- 
propriations made by the General Assembly. 

§ 9. Penalties—(a) Any employer who shall violate or fail to 
comply with any of the provisions of this section, other than the mere 
failure to pay any wages due, shall be guilty of a misdemeanor and 
fined not exceeding $50.00 for each separate offense or imprisoned 
not more than thirty days, or by both fine and imprisonment. 

(b) Any employer, who having the financial ability, over and 
above any lawful exemptions, to pay any wages due, shall wilfully 
and fraudulently fail or refuse to pay the same within forty-eight 
hours after written demand therefor, or who shall falsely and with 
intent to cheat and defraud the employee out of his wages, deny the 
amount actually due, shall be guilty of a misdemeanor and punish- 

able by a fine of not exceeding $100.00, or by imprisonment of not 
more than thirty days. 

§ 10. Invalidity—Provided any Section or provision of this 
Act may be decided unconstitutional the same shall not affect the 
other provisions and they shall remain valid. 

§ 11. Time effective—This Act shall take effect upon July Ist, 
1938.

AN ACT to Establish a Voting Place at Four Mile in Horry 
County. 


Section 1. Four Mile voting precinct, Horry County.—Be it 
enacted by the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: 
In addition to the voting places now existing and established in 
Horry County for general election purposes, there is hereby estab- 
lished a voting place at Four Mile in Horry County. 

§ 2. All Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent herewith are hereby 
repealed. 

§ 3. This Act shall take effect upon its approval by the Governor.

AN ACT to Amend Section 5350, Volume 2, Code of Laws of 
South Carolina, 1932, as Now of Force, so as to Provide That 
Shcool Districts in Orangeburg County May Have as Much 
Area as 135 Sqaure Miles. 


Section 1.. Section 5350, 1932 Code, amended—area of school 
districts, Orangeburg County.—Be it enacted by the General As- 
sembly of the State of South Carolina: That Section 5350, Volume 
II, Code of Laws of South Carolina, 1932, as now of force, is 
amended in line five by adding immediately after the words “in their 
Judgment, demand”, the following: 


“Provided, that the foregoing maximum limitation of area of 
forty nine square miles shall not apply to school districts in Orange- 
burg County; but in that county the area of school districts shall not 
exceed one hundred and thirty-five square miles”; and further, by 
adding immediately after the following words: “Provided, However, 
That Sardis School District No. 12 in Florence County may not be 
reduced in area, except upon petition of a majority of the free- 
holders in said district addressed to the county board of education 
requesting such proposed reduction”. 


So that said Section when so amended shall read as follows: 


“Section 5350. The County boards of education shall divide their 
counties into convenient school districts, as compact in form as 
practicable, having regard to natural boundaries, and not to exceed 
forty-nine nor be less than nine square miles in area, and shall alter 
the lines thereof, and create additional school districts from time to 
time as the interests of the schools may, in their judgment, demand: 
Provided, that the foregoing maximum limitation of area of forty 
nine square miles shall not apply to school districts in Orangeburg 
County; but in that county the area of school districts shall not 
exceed one hundred and thirty-five square miles; Provided, That no 
new school districts shall be created by the said county board of 
education, except upon the petition of at least one-third of the 
qualified electors embraced within the limits of such proposed school 
district; Provided, Further, That no school district shall be consoli- 
dated except upon a petition of at least one-third of the qualified 
voters of the school district proposed to be consolidated; except in 
Spartanburg County where such petition must be signed by at least 
a majority of the voters and freeholders: Provided, Further, when- 
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ever territory embraced in two or more counties is proposed to be 
formed into one school district, the same may be formed by the joint 
action of the board of education of the the respective counties as 
herein provided for the formation of school districts in a county: 
Provided, That in cities of ten thousand inhabitants and over, this 
limitation of area shall not apply: Provided, Further, that when any 
school district laid out under this section shall embrace cities or towns 
already organized into special school districts, in which graded 
school buildings have been erected by the issue of bonds, or by 
special taxation, or by donation, all the territory included in said 
school district shall bear its just proportion of any tax that may be 
levied to liquidate such bonds or support the public schools therein: 
Provided, Further, That the area of school districts in the counties 
of Spartanburg and Greenville shall be such as may be prescribed 
by the county board of education in said counties as each occasion 
may arise: Provided, That the area in any particular instance shall 
not be less than six square miles in Spartanburg County and not 
less than one square mile in Greenville County. Provided, That the 
county board of education of Spartanburg County shall have the 
power to create school districts with areas of less than six square 
miles in industrial centers, when in the judgment of the said county 
board of education it will be for the best interests of the people 
living in and around such industrial center to have a school district. 
The present division of the counties into school districts shall remain 
until changed by the county boards of education: Provided, Further, 
That the area of any existing school district in the County of 
Florence shall not be so cut or disturbed as to reduce said area to 
less than thirteen square miles in area. The county boards of edu- 
cation are authorized and empowered to make contracts for the 
purpose of dividing tjeir counties into proper school districts, and 
to provide for the payment of the expenses thereof out of the 
school funds of the County. Every school district now organized, 
or to be hereafter organized in pursuance of this section, is and shall 
be a body politic and corporate, by the name and style of School 
District No....... (such number may be designated by the county 
board of education) of ........ County (the name of the county 
in which the district is situated), the State of South Carolina; and 
in that name may sue and be sued, and be capable of contracting and 
being contracted with to the extent of their school fund, and holding 
such real and personal estate as it may come into possession of, by 
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will or otherwise, or as is authorized by law to be purchased, all of 
which shall be used exclusively for school purposes: Provided, How- 
ever, That Sardis school district No. 12 in Florence County may not 
be reduced in area, except upon petition of a majority of the free- 
holders in said district addressed to the county board of education 
requesting such proposed reduction. 

The provisions of this section relating to the maximum area of 
school districts shall not apply to school districts formed in Aiken 
County by the county board of education of Aiken County. The 
districts so formed, however, shall be subject to a maximum limitation 
of area of one hundred square miles. 


The provisions of this Section relating to the maximum area of 
school districts shall not apply to school districts in Charleston 
County, whether heretofore or hereafter formed, but school districts 
in said County shall be subject to a maximum limitation of area of 
two hundred (200) square miles. 

Neither the area nor boundary of a school district in Pickens 
County shall be decreased, altered or changed in any way except by a 
majority vote, by the electors of each of the school districts to be 
decreased, altered or changed, in an election held in said school 
district for that purpose. If it is desired to change the area of bound- 
ary lines of any school district in Pickens County, the change so de- 
sired shall be clearly explained to the people of said district and an 
election ordered, as in other elections now provided by law, and if 
a majority voting vote for the change, and such change does not 
conflict with the terms of our State Constitution, the change shall 
be made. And no two or more school districts in Pickens County 
shall be consolidated except by a majority vote in each of said dis- 
tricts voting in an election held in said districts asking for such con- 
solidation. 

Neither the area nor boundary lines of any school district in 
Greenville County shall be decreased, increased, altered, or changed 
in any way except by a majority vote, by the electors of each of the 
school districts to be decreased, increased, altered or changed in an 
election held in said school district for that purpose. If it is de- 
sired to change the area or boundary line in any school district in 
Greenville County, the change so desired shall be clearly explained 
to the people pf tje said district and an election ordered, as in other 
elections now provided by law, and if a majority voting vote for 
the change, and such change does not conflict with the terms of our 
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State Constitution, the change shall be made. And no two or more 
school districts in Greenville County shall be consolidated except 
by a majority vote in each of said districts voting in an election 
held in said districts asking for scuh consolidation. 

The county board of Education of Cherokee County is hereby for- 
bidden from making any change whatsoever in the school district 
lines in said county as now designated except by a majority of the 
votes of the residents of the school districts affected by a proposed 
change in the line or lines. 

§ 2. All acts or parts of acts inconsistent herewith are hereby 
repealed. 

§ 3. This Act shall take effect upon its approval by the Governor. |

AN ACT to Establish a Limitation as to the Time in Which an 
Action May be Brought Against the State of South Carolina, 
or Any County Therein for the Recovery of Any Fees, Costs, 
Commissions or Other Charges or Monies Claimed by Any 
Officer or Employee of the State or Any County by Virtue 
of the Office Held by Such Claimant or Employee, or by Any 
Assignee of Such Claims. 


Section 1. Time officers and employees of state or any county, 
or assignees, or representatives, sue recover fees, costs, commis- 
sions, or other charges or moneys claimed for services rendered.— 
Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of South Caro- 
lina: That no action against the State of South Carolina, or any 
County therein, shall be brought by any past, present, or future of- 
ficer or employee of the State or County for the recovery of any 
salary, fees, costs, commissions, mileage or other charges or obliga- 
tions alleged to be due him on account of services rendered as an 
officer or employee, nor shall any action be brought upon any such 
claims by any assignee thereof, or by the personel representative 
of such claimant, or by his or her assignee, where the cause of action 
shall accrue after the approval of this Act, unless the action be bevun 
in a Court of record having jurisdiction thereof within a period of 
one year from the date of the accrual of the right of action: Pro- 
vided, That in all cases where such right of action shall have accrued 
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on or prior to the effective date of this Act, and is not barred by the 
Statute of Limitations in effect prior to said date, the claimant is 
required within a period of not exceeding six (6) months after 
the effective date of this Act, to bring suit upon such claim in any 
Court of record in the County having jurisdiction thereof, and not 
thereafter.

Section 1. Sheriff and treasurer receive salaries in lieu of fees,

State highway commission add 660 miles of roads 
to state highway system prior to August 1, 1938.—Be it enacted by 
the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: The State 
Highway Commission of South Carolina is hereby authorized and 
directed to add to the State Highway System, prior to August 1,

miles shall be added in each county: Provided, Further, That each 
road so added shall connect with a highway already in the State 
Highway System. 
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§ 2. Legislative delegation approve roads——Each road added 
by the State Highway Commission pursuant to the provisions of this 
Act shall be with the approval of a majority of the Legislative 
Delegation from the county in which such road is located. 

§ 3. State highway commission not add additional roads to 
state highway system after August 1, 1938, unless authorized.— 
After August 1, 1938, the State Highway Commission be, and the 
same hereby is, prohibited from adding additional roads to the State 
Highway System unless and until authorized to do so by Legislative 
Enactment. 

§ 4. Repeal—Act No. 195 Acts of 1935 approved the 25th day 
of April, 1935, be and the same is hereby repealed and all other Acts 
or parts of Acts inconsistent with the provisions of this Act are here- 
by repealed to the extent of such inconsistency. 

§ 5. Time effective——This Act shall take effect immediately up- 
on its approval by the Governor.

AN ACT to Provide for the Development, Maintenance and Con- 
trol of the Socastee Yacht Basin; to Require a License Fee 
for the Commercila Use of Same, and to Provide a Penalty 
for the Violation of the Rules and Regulations of the County — 
Board of Commissioners in the Enforcement of the Provisions 
Hereof. 


Section 1. County board of commissioners control Socastee 
yacht basin and certain county lands, Horry County.—Be it en- 
acted by the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: The 
Socastee Yacht Basin in the County of of Horry, State of South Caro- 
lina, is hereby placed under the exclusive control of the County 
Board of Commissioners of Horry County for the maintenance, 
operation, control and custody of said Yacht Basin and of all lands 
and properties owned by the County of Horry, adjacent to said 
Basin, and said Commission shall prosecute any civil or criminal 
action which may arise by reason of violation of the terms of this 
Act. 


§ 2. Fees pay use basin —The said Commission shall fix from 
time to time schedules, or fees, to be paid by any person or corpora- 
tion desiring to make use of the said Basin, except that no fees shall 
be charged to citizens of Horry County for renting fishing row boats 
at a point in the Basin to be designated by the Commission. 


§ 3. Commercial use without paying fees.—Any person, firm 
or corporation who shall make any commercial use of the said Basin 
without first paying such license fee as may be fixed by the said 
Commission, either by landing barges or loading lumber, timber or 
other commercial products from the wharves, or by storing such 
products upon the lands adjacent to the Basin belonging to the 
County of Horry, shall be liable to the County of Horry for the 
sum of One Hundred ($100.00) Dollars as liquidated damages for 
such use, and the said Commission shall have a lien prior to all other 
liens over and against any craft which may be landed in the Basin 
for such loading purposes, and against any and all lumber, timber, 
or other commercial products, either stored upon the said adjacent 
lands or loaded upon such barge or boat, and such lien may be en- 
forced by an attachment action by the said Commission in the man- 
ner provided by law for general attachment, except that the said 
Commission shall not be required to furnish any bond in order to 
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maintain such action, but the defendant in any cause shall have the 
right to replevy such property by furnishing the usual defendant’s: 
bond, as provided by the general law relating to attachment actions 
in this State. 

§ 4. Waive fees against pleasure crafts and citizens of county. 
—The Commission shall have the right to waive license fees against 
pleasure craft, or citizens of the County, when used only intermit- 
tently and not for commercial purposes. 

§ 5. Use of receipts —The Commission shall from time to time 
expend the license fees, or other fees, obtained for concessions 
granted, in the payment of any expenses which may become neces- 
sary in the development of the Basin, or of enforcing the provisions 
of this Act, in the building of docks, wharves or other equipment in 
connection with the development and improvement of the Basin.

AN ACT to Provide for the Construction of State Highways in 
Colleton County Pursuant to Reimbursement Agreement Be- 
tween the State Highway Commission and Colleton County; 
to Authorize the Making of Such an Agreement; to Authorize 
Colleton County to Obtain Loans from the Federal Govern- 
ment for Said Purpose and to Provide for the Payment of 
Said Loans. 


Section 1. Colleton County apply for and receive loans from 
federal government finance construction of state highways.—Be it 
enacted by the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: 
The Board of County Commissioners of Colleton County be, and 
the same is, hereby authorized to make application for and receive 
loans from the Federal Government for the purpose of raising money 
to finance the construction of State highways or sections thereof 
in Colleton County. 

§ 2. Enter into reimbursement agreement with state highway 
commission before applying for loan—terms.—No loan or loans 
from the Federal Government shall be applied for or received by Col- 
leton County under this Act unless and until the Board of County 
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Commissioners of Colleton County shall have previously entered into 
an agreement on behalf of such County with the State Highway 
Commission of South Carolina whereby the State Highway Com- 
mission shall have agreed to reimburse and repay said County for the 
moneys to be advanced by the County to the State Highway Com- 
mission pursuant to said agreement. The amount of the loan or 
loans herein authorized shall not exceed the amount necessary, as 
estimated by the State Highway Commission or the Chief Highway 
Commissioner, which amount shall be set forth in the reimbursement 
agreement. The Board of County Commissioners of Colleton County 
may, by the terms of said agreement, agree to advance to the State 
Highway Commission moneys, secured by said Board from the loans 
herein authorized, necessary for the purpose of this Act, and the 
State Highway Commission may agree to reimburse and repay said 
County for all moneys so advance d. The Board of County Commis- 
sioners of Colleton County and the State Highway Commission 
. shall have all powers necessary to enable them to carry out said 
agreement. The State Highway Commission shall reimburse and 
repay said County as aforesaid out of the funds authorized by other 
laws to be used for the construction of the State Highway System 
and so much of said funds as may be necessary for the purpose of 
making such reimbursement are hereby pledged irrevocable for said 
purpose, except the money needed in order to make payments to 
which said funds have been previously pledged, and said pledge 
is hereby made a part of the contract between said County and the 
Federal Government to the extent of the amount of any loan or 
loans made by said Federal Government to Colleton County for the 
purpose of this Act. This pledge is hereby made a part of the con- 
tract between said County and the Federal Government. In fixing the 
time or times of maturity of the Federal loans herein authorized to 
be applied for and secured by Colleton County the Board of County 
Commissioners of said County shall consider the probable amounts 
to be received each year by way of reimbursement as aforesaid, and 
shall endeavor to arrange the times of maturity of said loan or loans 
so that the levy of a tax will not be necessary in order to pay said 
principal. 


§ 3. Payment of loans.—The full faith, credit and taxing power 
of Colleton County are hereby irrevocably pledged for the punctual 
payment of the principal of said Federal loans as such principal be- 
comes due. The County Auditor of Colleton County is hereby au-

thorized and directed to levy annually on all taxable property of said 
County a tax sufficient to pay the principal of said loan or loans as 
they respectively become due and the Treasurer of Colleton County 
is hereby authorized and directed to collect said tax and to apply it to 
said purpose. But all moneys received by the County from the State 
Highway Department by way of reimbursement under the agreement 
herein provided for shall be applied to the payment of the principal 
of said loan and to the reduction of said tax. It is the intention of 
this Act that all loans applied for and received by Colleton County 
hereunder shall be direct and general obligations of Colleton County, 
payable primarily by means of a property tax. 

§ 4. ‘‘Highway’’ defined—highways construct.—The term

way System in Colleton County. 

§ 5. Effect on act 958, 1934 Acts, and Acts 831 and 984, 1936 
Acts—bonded indebtedness of state highway department and 
state highway commission.—All of the provisions of Act No. 958 
of the Acts of 1934, Act No. 831 of the Acts of 1936 and Act No. 
984 of the Acts of 1936 limiting and restricting the bonded indebted- 
ness which may be assumed or incurred by the State Highway Com- 
mission and the State Highway Department for the construction 
of the State Highway System shall apply to the reimbursement obli- 
gations herein authorized to be assumed or incurred by the said Com- 
mission or Department unless the reimbursement obligations herein 
authorized shall mature after the maturities of all State Highway 
Certificates of Indebtedness and reimbursement obligations outstand- 
ing on the date of approval of this Act.

the rights-of-way and spoil disposal areas for the said projects may

Section 1. Act 749, 1934 Acts, amended—State grant United 
States easement, rights-of-way and spoil disposal areas for intra- 
coastal waterway from Winyah Bay to state boundary line in 
Savannah river and Ashley river and Shipyard river—use—main- 
tenance—submerged lands raised above waters—submerged land. 
-~—Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of South Caro- 
lina: That Section 1 of Act No. 749, Acts of South Carolina, 1934, 
as amended by Act No. 93, Acts of South Carolina, 1935, be, and 
the same is hereby, amended by striking out all of Section 1 and 
inserting in lieu thereof the following, to be known as Section 1: 

“Section 1. For the purpose of aiding in the construction and 
maintenance by the United States of the proposed projects set 
forth in the documents described above, and any changes,modifica- 
tions, or extensions thereto and any tributaries thereof,from Winyah

tensions thereto and any tributaries thereof, and Ashley River, S.C., 
and Shipyard River, $.C., insofar as such lands,including sub- 
merged lands, are subject to grant by the State of South Carolina, 
the said grant to issue upon a certificate showing the location and 
description of said rights-of-way and spoil disposal areas furnished 
to the Governor by the Secretary of War or by any authorized of- 
ficer of the Corps of Engineers of the United States Army, or by 
any other authorized official exercising control over the construction 
or maintenance of the said projects. Whenever in the construction or 
maintenance of such Intracoastal Waterway and its tributaries with- 
in this State,Ashley River,S.C., and Shipyard River,S.C., lands there- 
tofore submerged shall be raised above the water by the deposit of 
excavated material, the United States of America shall have a per- 
petual right and easement to enter upon,excavate, cut away, and re- 
move any and all of the said land, including submerged land, com- 
posing a part of the prism required for the channels, anchorage areas 
and turning basin, and their slopes and berms, as may be required 
at any time for construction and maintenance of the said Intracoastal 
Waterway, any changes, modifications or extensions thereto and any 
tributaries thereof, and Ashley River,S.C., and Shipyard River,S.C., 
and to maintain the portion so excavated and the channel3,anchorage 
areas and turning basin thereby created, as a part of the navigable 
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waters of the United States, and a further perpetual right and ease- 
ment to enter upon, occupy, and use, any portion of the said land, 
including submerged lands, composing a part of the spoil disposal 
area not so cut away and converted into public navigable waters, as 
aforesaid, for the deposit of dredged material, and for such other 
purposes as may be useful in the construction, maintenance and im- 
provement of the said Intracoastal Waterway, any changes, modifica- 
tions or extensions thereto and any tributaries thereof, and Ashley 
River,S.C., and Shipyard River,S.C., if within the limits of the said 
rights-of-way or spoil disposal areas, and the Governor and Secre- 
tary of State are hereby authorized to issue to the United States 
of America, a grant or grants within such limits as above specified 
of a perpetual right and easement to enter upon, excavate, cut away, 
and remove any and all of the said land, including submerged land, 
composing a part of the prism required for the channels, anchorage 
areas and turning basin, their slopes and berms, as may be required 
at any time for the construction and maintenance of the said Intra- 
coastal Waterway, any changes, modification$ or extensions thereto 
and any tributaries thereof, and Ashley River, $.C., and Shipyard 
River, $.C., and to maintain the portions so excavated and the chan- 
nels,anchorage areas and turning basin thereby created, as a part of 
the navigable waters of the United States, and a further perpetual 
right and easement to enter upon, occupy, and use, any portion of 
the said land, including submerged land, composing a part of the 
spoil disposal areas not so cut away and converted into public navi- 
gable waters, as aforesaid, for the deposit of dredged material, and 
for such other purposes as may be needful in the construction, main- 
tenance and improvement of the said Intracoastal Waterway, any 
changes, modifications or extensions thereto and any tributaries there- 
of, and Ashley River,S.C., and Shipyard River, $.C., the grant or 
grants to issue upon a certificate furnished to the Governor by some 
authorized official of the United States as above provided.” 


§ 2. Same—South Carolina intracoastal waterway commis. 
sion—term—acquire lands for rights-of-way and spoil disposal 
areas—United States condemn lands.—That Section 2 of said Act 
No. 749,Acts of South Carolina, 1934, as amended by Act No. 93, 
Acts of South Carolina, 1935, be, and the same is hereby,amended 
by striking out all of said Section 2 and inserting in lieu thereof 
the following, to be known as Section 2: 
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“ Section 2. The terms of office of the present members of the 
South Carolina Intracoastal Waterway Commission shall be, and are 
hereby,extended, and they shall, during such term, be and constitute 
the South Carolina Intracoastal Waterway Commission; and if the 
title to any part of the lands, including submerged lands, property, 
or property rights, required by the United States Government for the 
construction and maintenance of the aforesaid Intracoastal Water- 
way from Winyah Bay,S. C., to the State boundary line in the Sa- 
vannah River, any changes, modifications or extensions thereto and 
any tributaries thereof, and Ashley River,S.C., and Shipyard River, 
$.C., shall be in any private person, firm or corporation, or in any 
telephone or telegraph company, or other public service corporation, 
or shall have been donated or condemned for public or public service 
purposes by any political subdivision of this State, or any public 
service corporation, then the said South Carolina Intracoastal Water- 
way Commission shall be, and it is hereby authorized and empowered, 
acting for and in behalf of the State of South Carolina, to secure 
the above described rights-of-way and spoil disposal areas for such 
Intracoastal Waterway and all its tributaries, and Ashley River, 
S.C., and Shipywar River,S.C., upon, across, and through such lands, 
including submerged lands, or any part thereof, including oyster beds, 
telephone and telegraph lines, railroad lines, and the property of 
other public service corporations, and other property and property 
rights, by purchase, donation, or otherwise , through agreement with 
the owner or owners where possible; and when any such easement or 
property is thus acquired the Governor and the Secretary of State 
shall execute a deed for the same to the United States; and if for 
any reason the said Commission shall be unable to secure any such 
rights-of-way and spoil disposal areas upon, across, or through any 
such land, including submerged lands, property, or property rights 
by voluntary agreement with the owner or owners thereof, the said 
Commission, acting for and in behalf of the State of South Carolina, 
is hereby vested with the power to condemn the same, and in so doing 
the ways, means, method, and procedure of Section 5813 of the Code 
of Laws of South Carolina 1932, relating to obtaining rights-of-way 
for highway purposes by Boards of County Commissioners shall be 
used by the said Commission as nearly as the same are suitable for 
the purposes of this Act, a majority of the members of said Commis- 
sion having the power to act hereunder ; and in all instances the gen- 
eral and specific benefits to the owner or owners thereof shall be 
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assessed as offsets against the damages to such property or lands. 
In any appeal to the Court of Common Pleas from the decision of 
the Commission, the notice and ground of appeal may be served 
upon any member of the Commission within the time prescribed by 
law. After tender of the amount found by the Commission for com- 
pensation and damages, and the deposit of the amount tendered in 
the office of the Clerk of Court, if refused, the pendency of an ap- 
peal either in the Circuit Court or the Supreme Court shall not 
operate to stay the possession and use of the property involved by 
the United States Government for the purposes aforesaid. Upon 
final judgment fixing the amount of such compensation and dam- 
ages in any such condemnation proceedings, and the payment there- 
of as required by law, the certificate of the Clerk of the County 
where such condemnation proceedings were instituted shall be suf- 
ficient to vest the title in the State thorugh the South Carolina Intra- 
coastal Waterway Commission. The Governor and the Secretary of 
State shall upon such vesting of the title execute a deed for such 
easement or property to the United States. 


If the United States Government shall so determine, it is hereby al- 
so authorized to condemn and use all lands, including submerged 
lands, property and property rights which may be needed for the 
purposes hereinbefore set forth, under the authority of the said 
United States Government and according to the provisions existing 
in the Federal Statutes for condemning lands and property for the 

-use of the United States Government. In case the United States 
Government shall so condemn said lands, including submerged lands, 
property and property rights, the said South Carolina Intracoastal 
Waterway Commission is hereby authorized to pay all expenses of 
the said condemnation proceedings and any award that may be made 
thereunder out of any monies appropriated or which may be appro- 
priated for said purposes.” 

§ 3. Same—damage to oysters—That Section 6 of Act No. 
749, Acts of South Carolina, 1934, be, and the same is hereby, 
amended by striking out the entire section and inserting in lieu there- 
of the following, to be known as Section 6: 


“Section 6. Any person, firm or corporation, their heirs, executors, 
administrators, successors or assigns, who heretofore shall have been 
or hereafter may be compensated for damage to oysters during the 
construction or maintenance of the said Intracoastal Waterway and 
its tributaries, and Ashley River, South Carolina, and Shipyard 
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River, South Carolina, whether by the South Carolina Intracoastal 
Waterway Commission, the contractor engaged on the work, or the 
United States, shall be estopped from making further claim for 
damage to oysters in or upon the same area on account of dredging 
operations during maintenance or further improvement of the said 
Intracoastal Waterway and its tributaries and Asheley River, S. C., 
and Shipyard River, S.C.” 

§ 4 Additional appropriation—disbursement—pay of com- 
missioners.—That, in addition to all amounts heretofore appropriated 
for such purposes, the sum of Ten Thousand ($10,000.00) Dollars, 
if so much be necessary, shall be, and is hereby, appropriated and 
made immediately available, for the purpose of securing necessary 
rights-of-way and spoil disposal areas as required for the projects and 
any changes, modifications, or extensions thereto and any tributaries 
thereof, as described in Section 1 hereof, and upon itemized and veri- 
fied statements, duly approved in writing by the Chairman and Secre- 
tary of the said South Carolina Intracoastal Waterway Commission, 
the Comptroller General shall issue his warrants and the State Treas- 
urer shall pay upon such warrants all the sums required for the ac- 
quisition of easements, rights-of-way and property for the purposes 
aforesaid, whether by purchase or condemnation, and such expenses 
as may be necessary in connection with surveys,procuring titles and 
condemnation; and also the compensation and expenses of the mem- 
bers of the said South Carolina Intracoastal Waterway Commission. 
The members of said Commission shall each be entitled to the sum - 
of five dollars per diem for each day they are actually engaged in 
the business of said Commission and also their actual traveling and 
subsistence expenses while so engaged.” 

§ 5. Repeal—All Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent herewith are 
hereby repealed to the extent of such inconsistency. 

§ 6. Invalidity—If any clause, sentence,section or provision 
of this Act shall be held unconstitutional, such invalidity shall not 
affect or impair the remaining portions of this Act. 

§ 7. Time effective —This Act shall take effect immediately up- 
on its approval by the Governor.

AN ACT to Amend Section 3 of Act No. 783 of the Acts of 1934, 
Relating to the Creation of Public Authorities to Engage 
in Slum Clearance Projects and the Construction and Ac- 
quisition of Housing Accommodations, Etc., as Amended, so 
as to Enlarge the Number of Commissioners Constituting 
the Housing Authority for the City of Charleston. 


Section 1. Act 783, 1934 Acts, amended—number of commis- 
‘sioners of housing authority for city of Charleston increased.— 
Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of South Caro- 
lina: That Section 3 of Act No. 783 of the Acts of 1934, relating 
to the creation of public authorities to engage in slum clearance proj- 
ects and the construction and acquisition of housing accommddations, 
etc., as amended by Act No. 284 of the Acts of 1937, be, and the 
same is hereby, further amended by striking out said Section 3 and in- 
serting in lieu thereof the following, to be known as Section 3: 

“Section 3. In each city (as herein defined) of the State there 
is hereby created a public body corporate and politic to be known as 
the ‘Housing Authority of the City’; Provided, However, That such 
authority shall not transact any business or exercise its powers here- 
under until or unless the council of the city, by proper resolution, 
shall declare at any time hereafter that there is need for an Authority 
to function in such city. The determination as to whether there is such 
need for an Authority to function (a) may be made by the council 
on its own motion or (b) shall be made by the council upon the filing 
of a petition signed by twenty five residents of the city asserting 
that there is need for an Authority to function in such city and 
requesting that the council so declare. 

The council shall adopt a resolution declaring that there is need 
for a Housing Authority in the city if it shall find (a) that insani- 
tary or unsafe inhabited dwelling accommodations exist in such city 
or (b) that there is a shortage of safe or sanitary dwelling accommo- 
dations in such city available to persons of low income at rentals 
they can afford. In determining whether dwelling ‘accommodations 
are unsafe or insanitary said council may take into consideration the 
degree of overcrowding, the percentage of land coverage, the light, 
air, space and access available to the inhabitants of such dwelling ac- 
commodations, the size and arrangement of the rooms, the sanitary 
facilities, and the extent to which conditions exist in such buildings 
which endanger life or property by fire or other causes. 
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In any suit, action or proceeding involving the validity or enforce- 
ment of or relating to any contract of the Authority, the Authority 
shall be conclusively deemed to have become established and author- 
ized to transact business and exercise its powers hereunder upon 
proof of the adoption of a resolution by the council declaring the 
need for the authority. Such resolution or resolutions shall be deemed 
sufficient if it declares that there is such need for an Authority and 
finds in substantially the foregoing terms (no further detail being 
necessary) that either or both of the above enumerated conditions 
exist in the city. A certificate stating that such resolution or reso-- 
lutions has been adopted shall be admissible in evidence in any suit, 
action or proceeding. 


When. the council of a city adopts resolution as aforesaid, it shall 
promptly notify the Mayor of such adoption. Upon receiving such 
notice, the Mayor shall appoint five persons as Commissioners of 
the Authority created for said city; Provided, That in the city of 
Charleston, such Authority shall consist of seven (7) Commissioners, 
composed of the five (5) Commissioners already selected, and two 
(2) ‘additional Commissioners to be selected in like manner, whose 
initial terms shall be one (1) year each and, thereafter, five (5) years, 
and one of whom shall be a woman and the other of whom shall be 
chosen to represent labor on said Authority. The Commissioners 
who are first appointed shall be designated to serve for terms of one, 
two, three, four and five years respectively, from the date of their 
appointment, but thereafter Commissioners shall be appointed as 
aforesaid for a term of office of five years except that all vacancies 
shall be filled for the unexpired term. No Commissioner of an Au- 
thority may be an officer or employee of the city for which the Au- 
thority is created. A Commissioner shall hold office until his successor 
has been appointed and has qualified. A certificate of the appointment 
or re-appointment of any Commissioner shall be filed in the office 
of the Clerk of the Circuit Court, in the office of the Secretary of 
State and in the office of the State Board of Housing, and such 
certificate shall be conclusive evidence of the due and proper appoint- 
ment of such Commissioner. For inefficiency or neglect of duty or 
misconduct in office, a Commissioner of an Authority may be re- 
moved by the Mayor, but a Commissioner shall be removed only after 
he shall have been given a copy of the charges at least ten (10) days 
prior to the hearing thereon and had an opportunity to be heard in 
person or by counsel, In the event of the removal of any Commis- 
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sioner, a record of the proceedings, together with the charges and 
findings thereon, shall be filed in the office of the Clerk of the Circuit 
Court, in the office of the Secretary of State, and in the office of the 
State Board of Housing. The powers of each authority shall be vested 
in the Commissioners thereof in office from time to time.”

Section 1. Costs chargeable in civil actions by magistrates, 
Spartanburg County.—Be it enacted by the General Assembly of 
the State of South Carolina: The following schedule of costs shall 
be charged in connection with the different civil papers that are 
handled in all of the Magistrate Offices of Spartanburg County:

A JOINT RESOLUTION to Amend Section 6, Article XI, of the 
Constitution so as to Remove Therefrom the Necessity That 
a Three Mill Property Tax, or Other State Wide Property 
Tax, be Levied for School Purposes. 


Section 1. Amendment to article XI, section 6, State Con- 
stitution, proposed—eliminate therefrom three mill property tax 
or other state wide property tax for school purposes.—Be it re- 
solved by the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: That 
the following amendment to Section 6, Article XI of the Constitution 
of the State of South Carolina be agreed to: Strike out all of said 
Section with the exception of the following, to wit: 

“The General Assembly shall define ‘enrollment’. Not less than 
three Trustees for each school district shall be selected from the 
qualified voters and taxpayers therein, in such manner and for such 
terms as the General Assembly may determine, except in cases of 
special school districts now éxisting, where the provisions of law now 
governing the same shall remain unchanged by the General Assembly: 
Provided, The manner of the selection of said Trustees need not 
beuniform throughout the State. There shall be assessed} on all tax- 
able polls in the State between the ages of twenty one and sixty years 
(except Confederate soldiers above the age of fifty years), an annual 
tax of one dollar on each poll, the proceeds of which tax shall be 
expended for school purposes in the several school districts in which 
it is collected. Any school district may by the authority of the 
General Assembly levy an additional tax for the support of its 
schools.” 

§ 2. Submission to electors.—That the question of the adoption 
of this amendment shall be submitted to the qualified electors of the 
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State at the next general election hereafter for Representatives. Ap- 
propriate ballots shall be furnished the electors with the following 
words plainly written or printed thereon: “Constitutional Amend- 
ment to Section 6, Article XI of the Constitution so as to Remove 
Therefrom the Necessity that a Three Mill Property Tax, or other 
State Wide Property Tax, be Levied for School Purposes....... yes 
Siareds Seem No.” Those voting in favor of said amendment shall strike 
out the word “no”, and those voting against said amendment shall 
strike out the word “yes”. 

§ 3. Ballots—boxes—managers canvass votes and certify re- 
sult.—The proper officers, charged with the conduct of said general 
election, shall provide the necessary ballots, and boxes for said bal- 
lots, and the manager of the said election shall canvass such votes 
and certify the result thereof, as provided by law.

AN ACT to Prescribe License Fees for Class D, E and F Certifi- 
cate Holders Under Chapter 162, Code of Laws of South Caro- 
lina, 1932, to Exempt Such Carriers from Certain Municipal 
Licenses, to Provide for Distribution of Class C, E and F 
Fees Collected by the Public Service Commission, and to Pro- 
vide Penalties for Violation Thereof. 


Section 1. License fees for class D certificate holders under 

. chapter 162, 1932 Code—certain other fees and taxes prohibited. 
—Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of South Caro- 

lina: The holders of Class D Certificate of Public Convenience and 

Necessity under Chapter 162, Code of Laws of South Carolina, 1932, 

shall annually on or before the first day of January of each year 

file with the Public Service Commission an application for license 

for each vehicle to be operated during the ensuing year on forms 

to be prescribed and furnished by the Commission, and shall pay 

to the Commission one-tenth of a cent for each ton mile to be 

operated, exclusive of the weight of such vehicle; Provided, that 

for vehiclés fully equipped with pneumatic tires the minimum fees 

shall be paid in accordance with the following schedule: For vehicles 

- of not over one ton carrying capacity, Twenty-five ($25.00) Dol- 
lars; for vehicles of carrying capacity of over one ton and not 

over two tons, Fifty ($50.00) Dollars; for vehicles of over two 
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tons and not over three tons, One Hundred ($100.00) Dollars; for 
vehicles of over three tons and not over four tons, One Hundred 
and Fifty ($150.00) Dollars; for vehicles of over four tons and 
not over five tons, Two Hundred ($200.00) Dollars; for vehicles 
of over five tons and not over six‘ tons, Two Hundred ($250.00) 
Dollars ; Provided, Further, that if vehicles are equipped with solid 
tires, the rates and minimum fees prescribed above shall be doubled; 
Provided, Further, that no city, town or county shall impose a 
license fee or license tax on any such carrier, his equipment or 
facilities. 


§ 2. License fees for classes E and F certificate holders under 
chapter 162, 1932 Code—certain other fees and taxes prohibited. 
~——Each holder of a Class E or F Certificate of Public Convenience 
and Necessity under Chapter 162, Code of Laws of South Caro- 
lina, 1932, shall annually on or before the first day of January of 
each year file with the public Service Commission an application 
on forms to be prescribed and furnished by the Commission for 
license for each vehicle to be operated during the ensuing year and 
for all such vehicles equipped fully with pneumatic tires license 
fees shall be paid in accordance with the following schedule: For 
vehicles of carrying capacity of not over one ton, Fifteen ($15.00) 
Dollars; for vehicles of over one ton and not over one and one- 
half tons, Twenty-five ($25.00) Dollars; for vehicles of over one 
and one half tons and not over two tons, Forty ($40.00) Dollars; 
for vehicles of over two tons and not over three tons, Sixty ($60.00) 
Dollars; for vehicles of over three tons and not over four tons, One 
Hundred ($100.00) Dollars; for vehicles of over four tons and 
not over five tons, One Hundred Fifty ($150.00) Dollars; for 
vehicles of over five tons, Two Hundred ($200.00) Dollars; Pro 
vided, that if vehicles are equipped fully or partially with solid 
tires these fees shall be double; Provided, Further, That no city, 
town or county shall impose a license fee or license tax on any such 
carrier except the city or town of such carrier’s residence or the 
location of his principal place of business; Provided, Further, that 
the term “carrying capacity” as used in this section shall mean the 
actual carrying capacity of such vehicle, with, however, an overload 
allowance of thirty per cent; Provided, Further, that all fees pre- 
scribed in this Act may be paid semi-annually in advance on or 
before the first day of January and the first day of July of each 
year. 
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§ 3. Penalties—Every officer, agent or employee of any cor- 
poration and every other person who violates or fails to comply 
with the terms of this Act, or who shall operate or cause to be 
operated any motor vehicle without having first procured the license 
herein required shall be guilty of a misdemeanor, and punishable 
by a fine of not less than Twenty-five ($25.00) Dollars, nor more 
than One Hundred ($100.00) Dollars, or imprisonment for not 
less than ten (10) days nor more than thirty (30) days. 

§ 4. Distribution of fees—All fees collected from Class C, E 
and F Certificates holders shall be distributed, seventy-five per cent, 
to the State Highway Department and twenty-five per cent to 
the city of residence or principal place of business of such carrier, | 
if such residence or principal place of business is within an incor- 
porated city or town; otherwise the full amount shall be distributed 
to the State Highway Department ; Provided, However, that in such 
distribution the proportionate cost of administration shall be de- 
ducted ; Provided, Further, that all additional funds deemed neces- 
sary for the administration and enforcement of this and other 
laws relating to motor transportation for hire shall be paid from 
the license fees imposed and provided by this Act. 

§ 5. Such holders pay fees imposed by section 8525, 1932 Code. 
-—In addition to the license fees imposed by this Act Class D, E and 
F Certificate holders shall pay to the State Highway Department the 
annual license fees imposed by Section 8525, Volume III, Code of 
Laws of 1932. 

§ 6. No repeal of section 7385, 1932 Code.—The provisions 
hereof shall not be taken or held as repealing Section 7385 of the 
Code of Laws of South Carolina, 1932 

§ 7. Invalidity —If any section or provision of this Act shall 
be held unconstitutional, such unconstitutionality shall not affect 
or impair or invalidate any of the remaining sections or provisions. 

§ 8. Repeal—All Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent with the 
provisions of this Act be and the same are hereby repealed to the ex- 
tent of such inconsistency. 

§ 9. Time effective —This Act shall take effect on the first day 
of July, 1938.

AN ACT to Provide for the Custody and Disposition of Exhibits 
Introduced in Evidence in the Trial of Jury Cases in the 
Courts of Common Pleas and General Sessions of the Fifth 
Judicial Circuit. 


Section 1. Exhibits introduced in evidence in trial of jury 
cases in circuit courts of fifth judicial circuit—stenographer keep 
—exceptions.—Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State 
of South Carolina: That, subject to the directions of the Presiding 
Judge before whom the cause is tried, and of the Resident Judge of 

_the Circuit in all other instances, exhibits introduced in evidence in 
the trial of jury cases in the Courts of Common Pleas and General 
Sessions of the Fifth Judicial Circuit shall be in the custody and 
keeping of the Official Court Stenographer during the trial and 
until the final disposition of the case, whether on appeal or other- 
wise Provided, That exhibits may be introduced in evidence subject 
to immediate withdrawal by counsel, provided such be stated in the 
record and so directed by the Presiding Judge, and in such event 
the official Court Stenographer shall be permitted access to such 
exhibits at any and all times necessary for the purpose of making 
his transcript requested by counsel on either side. 

§ 2. Stenographer surrender after final disposition of cause. —— 
That, at the final disposition of a cause, the Official Court Stenog- 
rapher is authorized to surrender any or all exhibits to counsel 
representing the parties owning the same, and take a receipt there- 
fore, and in the event said counsel shall fail or refuse to receipt 
therefor, the Official Court Stenographer is authorized to file such 
exhibits with the Clerk of the Court and the said Clerk of Court 
is directed to receipt for the same. 

§ 3. Appeals.—That for the convenience of counsel on either 
side in perfecting an appeal, the Official Court Stenographer is au- 
thorized with the consent. of counsel who introduced the exhibit, to 
turn over to counsel perfecting the appeal any exhibit or exhibits in 
the case, upon receipt given therefor; but the Official Court Stenog- 
rapher shall at any and all times have access to same when necessary 
in preparing transcript which may be ordered by counsel on either 
side. 

§ 3-a. Statute applicable only in fifth judicial circuit—The 
provisions of this Act shall apply only in the Fifth Judicial Circuit. 
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§ 4. Powers of judges.—Nothing in this Act shall be construed 
to limit the right of the Presiding Judge in the cause, or the Resident 
Judge of the Circuit at all other times, to order any other disposition 
of any exibit introduced in evidence in any cause. 

§ 5. All Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent with the provisions of 
this Act are hereby repealed. 

§ 6. This Act shall take effect upon its approval by the Governor.

AN ACT to Amend Section 2812, Code of Laws of South Carolina, 
1932, with Reference to the Security to be Furnished by 
Banks Upon Receiving Deposit of County Funds of Dor. 
chester County. 


Section 1. Section 2812, 1932 Code, amended—security banks 
furnish receive deposits of Dorchester County.—Be it enacted by 
the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: That Sec- 
tion 2812 of the Code of Laws of South Carolina, 1932, be amended 
by adding at the end of Subdivision 1, of Section 2812, the fol- 
lowing, to-wit: “Provided, That in lieu of a surety bond that said — 
bank or banks may deposit with the County Treasurer any bonds 
of the County of Dorchester, any bonds of the State of South 
Carolina, and any bonds of the United States Government, the said 
bonds to be in an amount to equal the deposit of the County of 
Dorchester then on hand in said bank or banks and the value of said 
bonds so deposited shall be calculated upon their par value”, so that 
said sub-division 1 of Section 2812, when so amended shall read 
as follows: 

“Section 2812. (1) The treasurer of Dorchester County is 
hereby required to deposit all county and school funds, now on 
hand or coming into his hands, in the various banks of Dorchester 
County proportionately to the amount of capital stock and surplus 
of said banks. In case of a branch bank, the capital stock shall 
be figured on the basis of the amount of capital stock allotted to 
that particular bank. No deposits shall be made by the county 
treasurer in any of said banks until such bank or banks furnish 
to Dorchester County a bond with some reputable surety company 
doing business in South Carolina, which said bond shail be executed 
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in duplicate, one copy thereof to be filed with the county treasurer 
and one with the county supervisor, both of which shall at all times 
be open to inspection. The said surety bond shall be for an amount 
sufficient to cover all deposits in such bank giving same, and shall 
provide, among other things, to indemnify the said county for any 
and all loss or damage that may be sustained by it on account of 
the deposit made in said bank, together with accrued interest thereon, 
and in case of any litigation that the same reeover reasonable at- 
torney’s fees that the county may be put to thereon. Should such 
bank or banks in which deposits are made by the county treasurer 
prefer to do so, it may assign to another bank, security or trust 
company located and doing business in South Carolina, for the 
benefit of Dorchester County marketable bonds or securities recog- 
nized and listed on New York Exchange, or approved municipal 
bonds, which said assignment shall be in duplicate, one copy there- 
of to be filed with the county treasurer and one with the supervisor, 
both of which shall be open to inspection at all times. The mar- 
ketable value of such assigned bonds or securities must at all times 
be equal to the amount of money deposited in such bank. The said 
assignment shall have the same terms as provided for in the surety 
bonds mentioned in this Section: Provided, That in lieu of a surety 
‘ bond that said bank or banks may deposit with the County Treas- 
urer any bonds of the County of Dorchester, any bonds of the 
State of South Carolina, and any bonds of the United States Gov- 
ernment, the said bonds to be in an amount to equal the deposit of 
the County of Dorchester then on hand in said bank or banks and 
the value of. said bonds so deposited shall be calculated upon their 
par values.”

AN ACT to Validate the Establishment of the Varnville Consoli- 
dated High School District, in Hampton County, South Caro- 
lina, and to Further Define the Powers and Duties of the 
Trustees of Said District. and to Further Provide for Em- 
ployment of Bus Drivers in Hampton County. 


Whereas, by act of the General Assembly of the State South Caro- 
lina, Approved the 18th day of May, 1937, there was created Varn- 
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ville Consolidated High School District, in Hampton County, South 
Carolina, composed of Varnville School District No. 16, Tuten 
School District No. 3, Red Hill School District No. 8, and Holly Hill 
School District No. 9; and 

Whereas, it was provided in said Act that the provisions thereof 
should not become effective until certain Petitions had been filed with 
the County Board of Education of Hampton County; and 

Whereas, said Petitions have been filed and the Varnville Consoli- 
dated High School District has been set up and is functioning as 
a High School District, and the Trustees thereof are exercising 
the functions and duties of Trustees of a High School District; and, 

Whereas, the question has arisen as to whether the powers and 
duties given to said Trustees would permit them to operate the 
various schools of the common school Districts; and 

Whereas, the Trustees of said High School District seek to exer- 
cise only functions and duties of Trustees of a High School District, 
usually inherent to Trustees if a High School. District and do not 
contend that they have the power to operate the common schools 
of the various School Districts, comprising the Varnville Consolidated 
High School District, Now, Therefore, 

Section 1. Establishment of Varnville consolidated high school 
district valid, Hampton County.—Be it enacted by the General As- 
sembly of the State of South Carolina: That all matters and things 
required to be done in connection with the creation and establish- 
ment of Varnville Consolidated High School District; in Hampton 
County, South Carolina, are hereby declared:to have been done and 
performed in a regular, valid and lawful manner, and said Varnville 
Consolidated High School District, in Hampton County, South Caro- 
lina, is hereby declared to be a legally and validly created High 
School District, which is composed of Varnville School District No. 
16, Tuten School District No. 3, Red Hill School District No. 8,and 
Holly Hill School District No. 9. 

§ 2. Duties and powers of trustees.——That the functions and 
duties of the Board of Trustees shall be the same as those now in- 
herent and vested in the Board of Trustees of High School Districts 
in this State, established under the general laws of this State thereto 
appertaining, but nothing herein contained nor contained in an Act 
entitled, “An Act to Create and Establish Varnville Consolidated 
High School District in Hampton County, South Carolina, “Ap- 
proved the 18th day of May, 1937, shall be construed to derogate

§ 1-A. Town of Fort Lawn vote on surrendering and cancel- 
ling its charter—That whenever twenty-five per cent of the quali- 
fied electors within the present limits of the town of Fort Lawn 
and twenty-five per cent pf the freeholders owning property and 
residing within the present limits of the town of Fort Lawn shall

Board of Education for Chester County in Consolidating for 
Certain Purposes Baton Rouge School District No. 5 and 
Wilkesburg School District No. 14 Into One School District 
Known as Baton Rouge-Wilkesburg School District No. 14; to 
Provide for Trustees for Said Consolidated District and to 
Provide for the Issuing of Coupon Notes in the Amount of 
Nine Thousand ($9,000.00) Dollars, for the Purpose of Com. 
pleting Construction of a New School Building and Main- 
taining and Equipping the Same and for Paying Outstand- 
ing and Past Indebtedness of Said School Districts, and to 
Provide for the Payment and Retirement of Said Notes. 


Whereas, prior to the 20th day of August, 1937, there were pre- 
sented to the County Board of Education for Chester County, S. C., 
certain petitions signed by more than one-third of the qualified 
electors and voters of both Baton Rouge School District No. 5, of. 
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Chester County, S. C., and of Wilkesburg School District No. 14 
of same County, both and all asking or praying that said County 
Board consolidate said Baton Rouge School District No. 5 with said 
Wilkesburg School District No. 14 for the purpose of building one

Whereas, the County Board of Education for Chester County did

giving due and legal notices thereof; and 

Whereas, on September 7th, 1937, legal elections were held in 
both said Districts, resulting favorably in both instances to the 
levying of said proposed taxes for school purposes; and 

Whereas, it is necessary and proper that said consolidation for 
said purposes be properly financed; said school building built and 
equipped for operation, and that the finances of said Districts so con- 
solidated for said purposes be put in good order; now 

Section 1. Consolidation of Baton Rouge school district No. 
5 and Wilkesburg school district No. 14 and building one school 
house and maintaining one school for white children ratified, 
Chester County.—Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the 
State of South Carolina: That the aforementioned action of the 
County Board of Education for Chester County, S. C., in consolidat- 
ing said Baton Rouge School District #5 and said Wilkesburg 
School District # 14 into one School District, to be known as Baton- 
Rouge-Wilkesburg School District #14, Chester County, S. C., for 
the purpose of building one school house and maintaining one school 
for white children in the elementary grades of both said Districts, 
be and the same is hereby confirmed, approved and ratified. 

§ 2. Tax levy ratified —That the levy of ten (10) mills tax in 
each and both of said School Districts for school purposes, as above 
referred to, be, and the same is hereby, confirmed and ratified. 

§ 3. Trustees—duties and powers—appointment—term.— That 
there shall be, and is hereby, created a Board of Trustees, with the 
usual powers as such, to build such school house and operate one 
central school for white children in the grammar grades for the 
certain purposes above mentioned ; that said Board of Trustees shall 
consist of seven (7) members, three of whom shall be the three 
already appointed, or any hereafter appointed and qualified, Trus- 
tees of Baton Rouge School District #5; another three of whom 
shall be the three already appointed, or any hereafter appointed or 
qualified, Trustees of the Wilkesburg School District #14; and the 
seventh of whom shall be appointed by the County Board of Educa- 
tion for Chester County, immediately upon the passage and ap- 
proval of this Act, to hold office for same period of time as the 
other School Trustees: Provided, That nothing herein shall inter- 
fere with the three Trustees of Baton Rouge School District #5, nor

for said consolidated School District shall meet and, among other 
duties, forthwith appoint or elect both a Chairman and a Secretary 
of said Board for said Consolidated District, one of which said 
officers shall at all times, after the passage of this Act, be chosen 
from Baton Rouge School District #5, and the other from Wilkes- 
burg School District #14. 

§ 5. Issue notes construct and equip new school building and 
pay debts.—That said Board of Trustees, seven in number, hereby 
created, and the Treasurer of Chester County, be, and they are 
hereby, authorized and empowered to issue Coupon Notes in the 
principal amount of Nine Thousand ($9,000.00) Dollars, for the 
purpose of completing the construction and equipment of a new 
school building, located in said Consolidated District, and for the 
purpose of paying all outstanding indebtedness and past indebted- 
ness of said Baton Rouge School District #5 and Wilkesburg 
School District #14 so consolidated, for certain purposes, as afore- 
said; said notes to be dated and to bear interest from January 15, 
1938, at a rate of interest not exceeding five (5%) per cent per 
annum; said notes shall be each in the principal amount of One 
Hundred ($100.00) Dollars; shall be ninety (90) in number, five 
of which shall mature January 15, 1939, and five on January 15th 
of each year thereafter, so that all shall mature within a period of 
eighteen (18) years from January 15, 1938. All of said notes, and 
interest thereon, as evidenced by coupons, are to be payable at the 
office of the County Treasurer of Chester County, S. C. Said notes 
shall each and all be signed by the Chairman and Secretary of said 
Board of Trustees of said Consolidated School District, (whose 
election shall be certified both to the County Board of Education 
and to the Treasurer of Chester County, S. C.) and shall be counter- 
signed by the County Treasurer of Chester County, S. C., but the 
names of the Chairman and Secretary of said Board of Trustees 
and of the County Treasurer of Chester County may be lithographed 
on the coupons of each of said notes; and, when so respectively 
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signed and lithographed, shall be as valid and binding as if signed 
by all members of said Board of Trustees, and countersigned by 
said County Treasurer. 

§ 6. Sale of notes—Said Coupon Notes shall be sold to the 
highest responsible bidder upon such terms, conditions and, after 
such legal advertisement, as the County Board of Education for 
Chester County may by resolution provide; but, in no event, at less 
than par and accrued interest. 

8 7. Payment of notes.—That an amount of the special district 
levies, now or hereafter authorized or levied from each and both 
of said Districts sufficient to meet the principal and interest of the 
said notes as they mature, are hereby allocated and pledged to secure 
the payment of said notes and interest as they respectively mature. 

§ 8. Notes valid obligations —That coupon notes, principal and 
interest, herein and hereby authorized to be issued, are hereby de- 
clared to be binding, legal and valid obligations of both Baton 
Rouge School District #5 and Wilkesburg School District #14, 
Chester County, S. C., consolidated for the purposes aforementioned, 
into Baton Rouge-Wilkesburg School District #14. 

§ 9. Disbursement of funds—That, for convenience, the said 
Board of Trustees of said Consolidated District are hereby authorized 
and empowered to provide by resolution, to be certified to and 
filed with the County Superintendent of Education and the County 
Treasurer, that warrants for the disbursement of funds of said 
consolidated District are to be paid, if signed by the Chairman and 
Secretary of said Board of Trustees and, if such resolution be 
passed and signed, the County Superintendent of Education and 
County Treasurer will be authorized to honor any vouchers so 
issued and signed.

“An Act to Provide a Schedule of State Aid for Public Schools”, 
etc., approved May 31, 1933, as amended by Act No. 927 of the 
Acts of the General Assembly of South Carolina, 1934, entitled “An 
Act to Amend An Act Entitled ‘An Act to Provide a Schedule of 
State Aid for Public Schools’, etc., approved April 16, 1934, be, 
and the same is hereby amended by striking out the words and 
figures “Two Hundred ($200.00)” on lines 2 and 3 of said Sub- 
section (c), printed on page 1572 in the Acts of the General As- 
sembly of South Carolina,1934, and inserting in lieu thereof the 
words and figures “Five Hundred ($500.00)”. Amend further by 
striking out the words and figures “T'wo Hundred ($200.00)” on 
line 5 of said Sub-Section (e), as set out in said Acts of the Gen- 
eral Assembly of South Carolina, 1934, and insert in lieu thereof 
the words and figures “Five Hundred ($500.00)”, Amend further 
by striking out the words and figures Five Hundred ($500.00)” 
on line 6 of said Sub-Section (e) and insert in lieu thereof the 
words and figures “Eight Hundred ($800.00)”. Amend further by 
striking out the words and figures “Five Hundred ($500.00)” on 
line 8 of said Sub-Section (e) and insert in lieu thereof the words 
and figures “Eight Hundred ($800.00)”. Amend further by striking 

‘out the words and figures “Eight Hundred ($800.00)” on line 9 
and also in line 12 of said Sub-Section (e) and insert in each place 
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the words and figures “Twelve Hundred ($1200.00)”, Amend fur- 
ther by adding at the end of said Sub-Section (e) the following: 

Where income by way of dividends or interest is received by an 
individual from or through an estate or trust or fiduciary, such 
recipient shall be taxable on his or her share of such dividends 
or interest or both arrived at as follows: 

If the total income from the estate or trust or fiduciary consists 
of dividends or interest or both,the income received by the bene- 
ficiary shall be taxable as provided hereinabove. If the income of 
the estate or trust is mixed consisting of other income than dividends 
and interest,then the tax imposed shall apply to that amount dis- 
tributed to the beneficiary not to exceed an amount equal to his 
prorata share of dividends and/or interest received by the estate 
or trust. So that said Sub-Section (e) when so amended shall read 
as follows: ; 

“(e) In addition to all other taxes herein otherwise provided, 
every individual receiving dividends or interest or both in excess of 
Five Hundred ($500.00) Dollars shall file a return and pay a tax on 
such excess as follows: 

On dividends or interest or both above Five Hundred ($500.00) 
Dollars and not exceeding Eight Hundred ($800.00) Dollars (in- 
cluding the exemption) three per cent (3%) 

On dividends or interest or both above Eight Hundred ($800.00) 
Dollars and not exceeding Twelve Hundred ($1200.00) Dollars (in- 
cluding the exemption and first bracket) four per cent (4%). 

On all dividends or interest or both exceeding Twelve Hundred 
($1200.00) Dollars five per cent (5%). 

No deductions or exemptions thereon shall be allowed except 
the specific exemption above provided: Provided, However,That the 
terms of this Act and the terms of Act No. 406 of the Acts of 1933 
shall not apply to dividends paid or credited by insurance companies 
to their policy holders.Where income by way of dividends or interest 
is received by an individual from or through an estate or trust of 
fiduciary, such recipient shall be taxable on his or her share of such 
dividends or interest of both arrived at as follows: 

“Tf the total income from the estate or trust or fiduciary consists 
of dividends or interest or both, the income received by the bene- 
ficiary shall be taxable as provided hereinabove. If the income of 
the estate or trust is mixed consisting of other income than dividends 
‘and interest, then the tax imposed shall apply to that amount dis- 
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tributed to the beneficiary not to exceed an amount equal to his or 
her prorata share of dividends and.or interest received by the estate 
or trust. 

§ 2. Disposition and use of increased revenue.—All increased 
revenues accruing to the State from the Tax herein imposed shall 
be paid to the school children transportation account in addition 
to any funds appropriated for transportation and shall be disbursed 
as now provided by law except that no county or school district shall 
receive from said total funds more than the actual cost of transporta- 
tion exclusive of capital investment. 

§ 3. Repeal—All Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent herewith 
are hereby repealed. 

§ 4. Time effective—application—This Act shall take effect 
upon its approval by the Governor and shall be applicable to income 
received on and after January 1, 1938.

AN ACT to Establish the Responsibility of the State Highway De- 
partment for and in Connection with the Construction, Re- 
construction, Maintenance and Operation of State Highways 
Within Any Municipality of a Population of Over Twenty- 
five Hundred; to Authorize Any Such Municipality to Comply 
with the Provisions of This Act; and to Fix the Responsi- 
bility of Any Such Municipality. 


Section 1. State highway department construct, reconstruct 
and maintain state highways extending into and through munici- 
palities——Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of 
South Carolina: The State Highway Department is hereby authorized 
to construct, reconstruct and maintain the State highways extending 
into and through the municipalities of the State regardless of the 
population of such municipalities: Provided, That, before taking 
over such highways or sections of highways in a municipality of over 
2,500 population,: the State Highway Department shall submit, to 
the municipal authorities concerned, an outline of its plans and pur- 
poses with regard’ to the highways or sections of highways in such 
municipality to be affected by the said plans and purposes, and the 
said Department shall take no action thereon until the said plans and 
purposes shall have been approved by the said municipal authorities, 
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nor in any.event prior to January 1, 1939: Provided, Further, That 
the cost of construction herein provided for shall be confined to con- 
struction performed after the effective date of this Act. 


§ 2. Construction, reconstruction and maintenance defined.— 
The construction, reconstruction and maintenance authorized in Sec- 
tion 1 may include all necessary provisions for the operation and 
parking of vehicles, sidewalks for pedestrians, gutters, storm drains 
and such other structures within the limits of the highway right of 
way as may be in the judgment of the State Highway Department 
essential for highway service. 

§ 3. Operation and parking of vehicles.—The State Highway 
Department and the respective municipal authorities are hereby au- 
thorized to agree upon and to include in the plans and purposes, as 
authorized in Section 1 hereof, rules and regulations for controlling 
the operation and parking of vehicles and all such rules and regula- 
tions shall have the full force and effect of law. In order that the 
authorities of any municipality may enforce these rules and regula- 
tions such municipal authorities are hereby authorized and directed 
to enact or pass appropriate ordinances setting forth the rules and 
regulations agreed upon by the State Highway Department and the 
municipal authorities concerned. 

§ 4. Amend plans and purposes authorized by section 1.—The 
plans and purposes authorized in Section 1 of this Act may be 
amended or modified from time to time as conditions may warrant 
as determined by the State Highway Department and as may be 
agreed to by the respective municipal authorities concerned, subject 
to the provisions of this Act. 

§ 5. Purpose—liability of department and municipalities.— 
It is hereby declared to be the purpose of this Act to extend the juris- 
diction of the State Highway Department with respect to State high- 
ways to include sections of State highways extending into and 
through municipalities and to authorize the State Highway Depart- 
ment to construct, reconstruct and maintain at its own cost all State 
highways and sections of State highways within the limits of mu- 
nicipalities subject to the provisions of this Act and other laws 
pertaining to State highways: Provided, That all such work to be 
performed by the Department shall be with the consent and approval 
of the proper municipal authorities and shall not result in the as- 
sumption by the said Department of any liability whatever on ac- 
count of damages to property, injuries to persons or death growing 
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out of or in any way connected with the said work: Provided, Fur- 
ther, That any person, firm or corporation hereafter suffering dam- 
age to property or injuries or death by reason of the construction, 
reconstruction or maintenance of any highway or section of highway, 
as provided in this Act, within the limits of any municipality of the 
State shall have such right of action against the municipality in 
which said damages, injuries or death may.be suffered as is now 
provided by law applicable to municipalities, and the remedy thus 
afforded shall be exclusive: Provided,Further, That no person, firm 
or corporation bringing a suit against any municipality shall recover 
property damage in excess of $1500.00, or damages in case of per- 
sonal injury or death in excess of $4,000.00. 

§ 6. Liability of contractor—Where any person, or firm, pur- 
suant to a contract with the State Highway Department, is engaged 
in the construction or reconstruction of any State highway within 
the corporate limits of a municipality, such person or firm, and his or 
its indemnity bond, shall not be relieved of any liability by the pro- 
visions of this Act. 

§ 7. Funds department expend for construction and recon- 
struction in municipalities over 25,000.—The State Highway De- 
partment is hereby prohibited from expending its funds, exclusive 
of Federal aid, in excess of Two Hundred Thousand ($200,000.00) 
Dollars in any given calendar year within municipalities of over 
twenty five hundred (2500) population for construction and/or re- 
construction authorized by this Act. The purpose of this section is 
not to require an expenditure of State funds in the amount of Two 
Hundred Thousand ($200,000.00) Dollars during each calendar 
year, but to limit the expenditure of such funds to that amount and 
within this limitation to authorize the State Highway Department 
to determine the necessity for and character of such construction or 
reconstruction as it may deem proper. 


§ 8. All Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent with the provisions 
of this Act are hereby repealed to the extent of such inconsistency. 

§ 9. This Act shall take effect immediately upon its approval by 
the Governor.

AN ACT to Provide for the Construction of State Highways in 
Colleton County Pursuant to Reimbursement Between the 
State Highway Commission and Colleton County; to Author- 
ize the Making of Such an Agreement; to Authorize Colleton 
County to Obtain Loans from the Federal Government for 
Said Purpose and to Provide for the Payment of Said Loans. 


Section 1. Colleton County apply for and receive loans from fed- 
eral government finance construction of state highways.—Be it en- 
acted by the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: The 
Board of County Commissioners of Colleton County be, and the 
. same is, hereby authorized to make application for and receive loans 
from the Federal Government for the purpose of raising money to 
finance the construction of State highways or sections thereof in 
Colleton County. 

§ 2. Enter into reimbursement agreement with state highway 
commission before applying for loan—terms.—No loan or loans 
from the Federal Government shall be applied for or received by Col- 
leton County under this Act unless and until the Board of County 
Commissioners of Colleton County shall have previously entered into 
an agreement on behalf of such County with the State Highway Com- 
mission of South Carolina whereby the State Highway Commission 
shall have agreed to reimburse and repay said County for the moneys 
to be advanced by the County to the State Highway Commission 
pursuant to said agreément. The amount of the loan or loans herein 
authorized shall not exceed the amount necessary, as estimated by the 

State Highway Commission or the Chief Highway Commissioner, 
which amount shall be set forth in the reimbursement agreement. The 
Board of County Commissioners of Colleton County may, by the 
terms of ‘said agreement, agree to advance to the State Highway 
Commission moneys, secured by said Board from the loans herein 
authorized, necessary for the purpose of this Act, and the State 
Highway Commission may agree to reimburse and repay said County 
for all moneys so advanced. The Board of County Commissioners of 
Colleton County and the State Highway Commission shall have all 
“powers necessary to enable them to carry out said agreement. The 
State Highway Commission shall reimburse and repay said County 
as aforesaid out of the funds authorized by other laws to be used for 
the construction of the State Highway System and so much of said 
funds as may be necessary for the purpose of making such reim- 
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bursement are hereby pledged irrevocable for said purpose, except 
the money needed in order to make payments to which said funds 
have been previously pledged, and said pledge is hereby made a part 
of the contract between said County and the Federal Government 
to the extent of the amount of any loan or loans made by said Federal 
Government to Colleton County for the purpose of this Act. This 
pledge is hereby made a part of the contract between said County 
and the Federal Government. In fixing the time or times of maturity 
of the Federal loans herein authorized to be applied for and secured 
by Colleton County the Board of County Commissioners of said 
County shall consider the probable amounts to be received each year — 
by way of reimbursement as aforesaid, and shall endeavor to ar- 
range the times of maturity of said loan or loans so that the levy 
of a tax will not be necessary in order to pay said principal. 


§ 3. Payment of loans.—The full faith, credit and taxing power 
of Colleton County are hereby irrevocably pledged for the punctual 
payment of the principal of said Federal loans as such principal be- 
comes due. The County Auditor of Colleton County is hereby au- 
thorized and directed to levy annually on all taxable property of said 
County a tax sufficient to pay the principal of said loan or loans as 
they respectively become due and the Treasurer of Colleton County 
is hereby authorized and directed to collect said tax and to apply it to 
said purpose. But all moneys received by the County from the State 
Highway Department by way of reimbursement under the agreement 
herein provided for shall be applied to the payment of the principal 
of said loan and to the reduction of said tax. It is the intention of 
this Act that all loans applied for and received by Colleton County 
hereunder shall be direct and general obligations of Colleton County, 
payable primarily by means of a property tax. 

§ 4. ‘‘Highway’’ defined—highways construct.—The term 
“highway” as used in this Act shall include bridges and drainage 
structures. The State highways or sections thereof to be constructed 
with funds made available under the provisions of this Act shall be 
any State highway or section thereof legally in the State Highway 
System in Colleton County. 


§ 5. Effect on act 958, 1934 Acts, and acts 831 and 984, 1936 
Acts—bonded indebtedness of state highway department and 
state highway commission.—All of the provisions of Act No, 958 
of the Acts of 1934, Act No. 831 of the Acts of 1936 and Act No. 
984 of the Acts of 1936 limiting and restricting the bonded indebted- 
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ness which may be assmued or incurred by the State Highway Com- 
mission and the State Highway Department for the construction of 
the State Highway System shall apply to the reimbursement obli- 
gations herein authorized to be assumed or incurred by the said Com- 
mission or Department unless the reimbursement obligations herein 
authorized shall mature after the maturities of all State Highway 
Certificates of Indebtedness and reimbursement obligations outstand- 
ing on the date of approval of this Act. 

§ 6. Repeal—All Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent with the 
provisions of this Act be and the same are hereby repealed to the 
extent of such inconsistency. This Act shall not be construed to be 
inconsistent with or repealing any other Act or Acts authorizing 
the issuance of bonds or other obligations for the purpose of which 
bonds are hereby authorized to be issued, but shall be held and con- 
strued to be cumulative thereto. 


§ 7. Time effective —This Act shall take effect immediately up- 
on its approval by the Governor.

AN ACT to Exempt the Hartsville Masonic Lodge from All Taxes 
Levied by Darlington County, S. C, for a Period of Ten Years 
Beginning January 1, 1937, and Ending December 31, 1946. 


‘Section 1. Certain property of Hartsville Masonic Lodge, town 
of Hartsville, exempt from taxes for 10 years, Darlington County. 
~—Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of South 
Carolina: That all real and personal property owned by the Harts- 
ville Masonic Lodge located on 5th. Street, just North of the At- 
lantic Coast Line Freight Depot, in Hartsville, South Carolina, be, 
and the same is hereby exempted from all taxes levied, or hereafter 
to be levied, by the said county for and during a period of ten (10) 
years, said period of exemption to begin January 1, 1937, and end 
December 31, 1946. Should any part of the aforesaid property be 
leased or rented, or become revenue producing in any manner, such 
part that is revenue producing shall become liable for taxation on 
the basis of assessment made by the local Board of Assessors, and 
only the remaining part that is used for the Masonic lodge shall 
not be liable for taxation. 
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§ 2. All Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent herewith are hereby 
repealed. 

§ 3. This Act shall take feffect upon its approval by the Gov- 
ernor.

AN ACT Authorizing the Governing Boards of All Counties in 
This State to Accept by Gift, Donations, Devise and Acquire 
by Purchase or Condemnation Proceedings Property of His- 
torical Value; and to Provide for the Preservation of Such 
Property. 


Section 1. Counties accept by gift, donation, devise, and ac- 
quire by purchase or condemnation, property of historical value.— 
Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of South 
Carolina: The Governing Boards of all counties in this State are 
hereby authorized and empowered to accept on behalf of their coun- 
ties by gift, donation, devise, and acquire by purchase or condemna- 
tion proceedings, any real property of historical value by reason of 
any war in which the United States of America or any section there- 
of participated, or by reason of any other historical event. 


§ 2. Condemnation proceedings.—That in acquiring any such 
property for and on behalf of their counties, as authorized in Section 
1 of this Act, the procedure for condemnation proceedings shall be 
such as is provided for condemnation proceedings in Article 9 of 
Chapter 160 of the Code of Laws of South Carolina, 1932. 


§ 3. Preserve—restore—That upon acquiring any such prop- 
erty, the said Governing Boards of said counties shall preserve same, 
and where they deem practicable, shall make restoration of same to 
the end that the historical value of such property shall be at its maxi- 
mum, and shall do such other things relating to such property as to 
preserve and enhance its historical value as said Governing Boards 
deem advisable. 


§ 4. Property defined—That such property referred to in Sec- 
tion 1 of this Act shall include, among other things, battle fields, 
ruins of forts, remains of military operations during any war, and 
any property of historical value referred to in Section 1 of this Act.

That in the event funds are ob- 
tained from the Federal Government, or any of its subdivisions or 
agencies, for Aid to Crippled Children, that the same shall be dis- 
bursed by the State Board of Health as directed or budgeted by the 
Federal Government. Provided, Further, That the State Board of 
Health is hereby authorized to apply to the Federal Government for 
financial or other aid for this work and receive any Federal Funds 
which may be obtained therefor, and that unless otherwise prohi- 
bited, such funds shall be deposited in the State Treasury and dis- 
bursed upon warrants of the Comptroller General, with the approval 
of the State Health Officer. Provided, Further, that this paragraph 
shall be inoperative if the General Assembly by particular Act now 
or subsequently enacted shall make other definite provision for the

§ 65. It shall be the policy of all State institutions and all de- 
partments of the State Government to show a preference for ma- 
terials and supplies of such satisfactory classes as are manufactured 
or produced in South Carolina but not to bar from competition the 
same classes of materials and supplies as are manufactured or pro- 
duced elsewhere. 


§ 66. ‘hat it shall be unlawful for any State institution or de- 
partment of the State Government to enter into a contract for the 
services of any person, or persons, based upon an increase of salary 
during a subsequent year, or years, which, in effect, would be an- 
ticipating the action of the General Assembly with regard to salary 
increases: Provided, further, That all State institutions and de- 
partments are hereby forbidden to accept, in advance of legislative 
action, any gifts from the Federal Government or otherwise, which 
gifts, or donations are based and conditioned upon the State making 
an appropriation to match or supplement such fund so donated by 
an outside agency. 

§ 67. That all moneys can be expended only by drawing vouchers 
upon the Comptroller General, such vouchers to be accompanied by 
Statements of expenditure classified according to the budget classifi- 
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cation of objects of expenditure ( as defined in the budget for the 
fiscal year beginning July 1, 1938), and itemized in detail. 

§ 68. That transfers may be made within departments, or from 
one department to another, upon the written approval of the Con- 
tingent Fund Committee. 

§ 69. Every.appropriation under the classification of A-1 Salaries 
for a designated position shall be paid in equal monthly or semi- 
monthly installments to the person holding such position, but in the 
case where a group appropriation is made for personal service, such 
appropriation, shall be expended as may be determined by the officer 
in charge of such appropriations: Provided, That the appropriated 
salaries for specified positions or employees shall mean the maximum 
compensation for stich positions, and in any case where the head of 
any department can secure the services for a particular position or 
work at a lower rate than the salary specified in this Act, authority 
for so doing is hereby given. 

§ 70. That when any officer or employee of this State shall use 
his or her automobile in travel for the transaction of necessary of- 
ficial business for the State, it is hereby provided that for the use 
of such automobile there shall be charged against the State a rate of 
mileage not exceeding four (4) cents per mile, for the actual dis- 
tance traveled, and the Comptroller General is hereby directed to 
enforce this provision: Provided, He or she files with claim his or 
her affidavit as to mileage, place and business attended to. Provided, 
further, That when it is convenient to the business in hand, as ex- 
peditious as otherwise, and will result in a saving to the State, em- 
ployees are hereby required to travel by rail or bus, and the Comp- 
troller General is hereby directed to enforce this provision. 

§ 71. That the legislative members of State Boards and Com- 
mission shall serve in their respective capacities as members of said 
boards and commission until their successors shall have been elected 
or appointed and qualified. 

§ 72. That when two or more schools are consolidated into one 
larger school and/or one or more schools in a district or districts 
are discontinued and the pupils are transported to a larger school in 
another district then the number of teachers saved by such consoli- 
dation or by such discontinuance of schools shall be included in the 
report of the County Superintendent to the State Superintendent of 
Education, and the State aid term salaries of such teachers shall be 
allowed the district or districts for transporting of pupils for the 
first year of said consolidation or discontinuance. 
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§ 73. That the Superintendent of the Penitentiary is hereby au- 
thorized and directed to furnish, upon request of the Commission on 
State House and Grounds, necessary labor for the State Capitol and 
grounds, and upon request of the Governor such labor details for 
the Executive Mansion and the State Hospital as the Governor may 
deem necessary. 


§ 74. That all officers and employees of the State of South Caro- 
lina, or any agency thereof, while traveling on the business of the 
State, shall be paid at the rate of Three Dollars and Fifty Cents 
($3.50) per day as expenses, exclusive of transportation, for travel 
away from his official headquarters, or post of duty; and that no 
expense for subsistence shall be allowed at the official headquarters 
of officers, or place of residence of employees; that the place of resi-- 
dence of all traveling employees shall be designated as the official 
post of duty at which no expense shall be allowed. That Columbia 
shall be designated as the official post of all officers and employees 
engaged regularly at Columbia except members of Departments, 
Boards or Commissions or officers who are allowed a per diem and 
expense while away from their place of residence on official business. 
That the Comptroller General is hereby authorized and directed to 
require that all expense accounts for travel shall be submitted un- 
der oath, properly itemized and classified-on standard, uniforms for 
all officers and employees, to be furnished by the Comptroller Gen- 
eral, and the Comptroller General is hereby required to make a care- 
ful and thorough audit of all travel expense claims filed in his office 
and report to the next General Assembly any irregularities: Pro- 
vided, further, That the officers and employees of the State traveling 
outside of the State on official business shall charge their actual ex- 
penses, not to exceed Six ($6.00) Dollars Ber day, exclusive of 
transportation. 


§ 75. The Comptroller General is hereby authorized to deputize 
any Clerk or Clerks in his employ to sign, in his stead warrants 
drawn against the Treasury in payment of fixed appropriated items 
including salaries and other routine payments and the State Treas- 
urer is hereby authorized to accept such signatures when notified by 
the Comptroller General: Provided,That the delegation of this au- 
thority shall in no way relieve the Comptroller General of responsi- 
bility. 

§ 76. That the net collections from sale of surplus power by the 
State Electrician and Engineer to the Broad River Company shall, 
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as collected, be turned over to the State Treasurer and credited to 
the General Fund of the State: Provided,That the State Electrician 
and Engineer is hereby authorized and empowered to build and main- 
tain extension electric light and power lines and transformers, to 
and within the various State Institutions where current is furnished 
by the State Electrician and Engineer, and pay for same out of fees 
collected from the sale of electric current: Provided, further, That 
the State Electrician shall pay from the revenues of his Department 
for water consumed by the various institutions of the State, and 
shall collect from the various institutions for the amount of water 
consumed by them, and remit such collections to the State Treasurer. 

§ 77. That the State Auditor is hereby empowered and directed 
to require the installation and adoption of a system of accounts in 
all State Departments and Institutions, which, in his opinion, is ade- 
quate for the needs of such department or institution, and that he 
may, from time to time, require the various d epartments and institu- 
tions to supply information which he may deem necessary or ex- 
pedient in the discharge of the duties of his office. 

§ 78. The name of any Department of the State Government 
may be used for the purpose of obtaining group insurance for the 
officers and employees of the State: Provided, That no part of the 
cost or expense shall be paid from State funds. 

§ 79. That the head of any institution of the State Government 
which by statute is placed under the supervision of the Board of 
Public Welfare may approve warrants for the expenditure of funds 
appropriated for such institutions in this Act. 

§ 80. Where a lump sum appropriation is made for any of the 
institutions, expenditures for personal service shall be drawn from 
the Treasury monthly or semi-monthly as required except as may be 
otherwise provided herein: Provided, That the authorities of all in- 
stitutions and departments for which a lump sum appropriation is 
made shall make a quarterly itemized report to the Budget Com- 
mission of all expenditures: Provided, further, That no part of 
such lump stim appropriations shall be used for Permanent Im- 
provements unless specifically authorized herein. - 

§ 81. That in all cases where the various counties have provided 
for the payment of taxes in installments no part of the cost books, 
receipts or other records made necessary thereby shall be borne 
by the State: Provided,That any discount on the State’s portion of 
the taxes collected shall be absorbed by the County so that no dis- 
count shall be allowed on State taxes. 
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§ 82. That except as otherwise hereinbefore provided the base 
pay of Legislative Clerks and Attaches, designated in Section 2 of 
this Bill, shall apply to a Session of forty legislative days, and that 
each clerk and attache shall receive additional compensation for such 
service at the same rate for each legislative day in excess thereof, 
the same to be paid from the approved accounts of the respective 
Houses. Provided, however, That Laborers and Porters shall be 
paid for six days of each week of the entire session. 


§ 83. That if necessary the Boards of Trustees of State institu- 
tions of higher learning shall limit the admission of students upon 
the basis of scholarship standing, or upon any other basis determined 
upon by the respective Boards: Provided, further, That no new 

' State scholarships shall be granted to State institutions of higher 
learning, viz: University of South Carolina, The Citidel,Clemson 
College,Winthrop College and the State Medical College. 


§ 84. That in the various institutions of higher learning no stu- 
dent shall be granted free tuition: Provided, That tuition for the 
scholastic year beginning July 1,1938, and thereafter, shall be fixed 
by the respective Governing Boards of said institutions at not less 
than Sixty ($60.00) Dollars nor more than Seventy ($70.00) Dol- 
lars each for the residents of the State of South Carolina, and not 
less than One Hundred and Fifty ($150.00) Dollars nor more than 
One Hundred and Seventy-five ($175.00) Dollars for non-residents 
of the State of South Carolina :Provided, further, That no student 
activity fees shall be charged in excess of Eighteen Dollars and 
Fifty cents ($18.50) per year: Provided, further, That the tuition 
fees to be charged by said Governing Boards at the Medical College, 
and in the Law School of the University of South Carolina, and by 
the State Colored College shall not be subject to the above limita- 
tions. 

§ 85. The various institutions of higher learning are authorized 
to use tuition and other fees for the maintenance and operation of 
the several institutions, but no part of such fees shall be used for 
the construction of new buildings, or the purchase of additional lands, 
nor shall such fees be pledged in advance tosecure loans for such 
purposes unless specifically authorized herein or by other statutes 
authorizing such loans. 

§ 86. The State Highway Department is hereby authorized and 
empowered to purchase such reimbursement highway bonds of 
Chesterfield County as were issued by said County on or about the 
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15th day of June, 1928, but said department shall purchase only such 
bonds,including interest coupons, as shall mature within one year 
from the approval of this Act, and the purchase of said bonds in- 
cluding interest coupons, by said department, shall be made without 
waiving any rights whatsoever, in law or equity, which the present 
holders of said bonds may have, and which, by purchase or transfer, 
become vested ‘in the State Highway Department and the State of 
South Carolina against Chesterfield County. The State Highway 
Department is authorized to purchase these bonds, and interest cou- 
_ pons, and take such assignments and transfers as shall vest in said 
State Highway Department and the State of South Carolina all the 
rights whatsoever that the bondholders now have, or at any time 
may have against Chesterfield County for the enforcement and col- 
lection ‘of same: Provided, That there is hereby levied upon all the 
taxible property in Chesterfield County two (2) mills, which the 
Auditor of said County is hereby required to levy and the Treasurer 
of said County is required to collect and remit the proceeds thereof 
to the State Treasurer, who shall credit all amounts so received to 
the State Highway Fund. 


§ 87. The Governor,the Chairman of the Senate Finance Com- 
mittee and the Chairman of the Ways and Means Committee of the 
House of Representatives shall constitute the State Budget Commis- 
sion. All of the powers and duties devolved upon the Governor,the 
Chairman of the Senate Finance Committee and the Chairman of 
the Ways and Means Committee of the House in Section 3213 to 
Section 3222, inclusive, Code of Laws of 1932, are hereby devolved 
upon the State Budget Commission. In addition thereto, the said 
State Budget Commission is hereby given full power and authority 
to make surveys, studies,and examinations of departments, institu- 
tions and agencies of this State, as well as its problems, so as to 
determine whether there may be any overlapping in the perform- 
ance of the duties of the several departments and institutions and 
agencies of the State, and for the purpose of determing whether 
the proper organization and system of accounting is maintained in 
such departments, institutions, commissions and agencies and to re- 
quire and direct the installation of the same whenever it is necessary 
and proper, and to survey, appraise, examine and inspect and de- 
termine the true conditions of all property of the State, and what 
may be necessary to protect it against fire hazard or deterioration, 
and to conserve its use for State purposes and to make and issue 
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and to enforce ali necessary, needful and convenient rules and regu- 
lations for the enforcement of this provision. 


§ 88. Any maintenance appropriations made herein, or by special 
act now or hereafter, are hereby declared to be maximum, conditional 
and proportionate, the purpose being to make them payable in full in 
the amount named herein, if necessary and then only in the event 
the aggregate revenues available during the period for which the 
appropriation is made are sufficient to pay them in full. The Budget 
Commission shall have full power and authority to survey the 
progress of the collection of revenue and the expenditure of funds - 
by all Departments and institutions, and are hereby authorized to 
make such reductions of appropriations as may be necessary to 
prevent a deficit; Provided, That no institution or activity for 
which the General Assembly has herein provided shall be discon- 
tinued: Provided, further, That the Commission shall have authority 
in its discretion to reduce appropriations for penal and charitable in- 
stitutions on other than a proportional or pro rata basis: Provided, 
further, That no liability shall be imposed on the State for the un- 
paid portion of any appropriation which may be reduced hereun- 
der. 

§ 89. That the per diem allowance of all Boards, Commissions 
and Committees shall be at the rate of Five ($5.00) Dollars per day. 


§ 90. That salaries paid to officers and employees of the State, 
including its several Boards, Commissions and Institutions, shall be 
in full for all services rendered, and no perquisites of office or of 
employment shall be allowed in addition thereto, but such perquisites, 
commodities,services or other benefits shall be charged for at the pre- 
vailing local value and without the purpose or effect of increasing 
the compensation of said officer or employee; Provided,however, 
that this shall not apply to the Governor’s Mansion nor to any. State 
employee whose cash compensation shall be less than $1,000.00 per 
year. Provided, further, That in those departments and institutions 
for which a lump appropriation is made salaries shall not be in- 
creased above the amounts paid for the year 1937-38. 


§ 91. The State Finance Committee is hereby authorized to settle 
by compromise, in its discretion, any uncollected past due obligations 
held by the State, Provided, That any such compromise shall in the 
judgment of said Committee be in the interest of the State. Provided, 
further, That the State Finance Committee is hereby authorized and 
empowered to refinance any indebtedness of the State when a suf- 
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ficiently lower rate of interest can be obtained to justify the refi- 
nancing of such indebtedness. 


§ 92. That all income or revenue now on hand or hereafter re- 
‘ceived by each of the correctional or Welfare State Institutions 
shall be remitted with reasonable promptness, but at least monthly, 
to the State Treasury for credit to the appropriation accounts of 
the respective institutions, and shall be withdrawn therefrom as 
needed and used for the current operation of the institution. Pro- 
vided, however, that the provisions of this Section shall not apply 
to donations received specifically for the comfort of the Inmates or 
Patients. 


§ 93. The State Treasurer, with the advice and approval of the 
State Finance Committee , is hereby authorized and directed to 
consolidate into a general Deposit Account, all monies held by the 
State Treasurer for the account of all State Funds which, in the 
opinion of the State Finance Committee, may be properly consoli- 
dated. The State Finance Committee shall designate the accounts 
which shall be consolidated and the accounts which shall be carried 
as special deposits. The records of the State Treasurer and the 
Comptroller General shall, at all times,reflect the true cash balance 
of each Fund comprising the General Deposit Account . Properly 
authorized obligations of the respective State Funds comprising the 
General Deposit Account shall be paid therefrom, but no overdraft 
shall be permitted in any Fund which will not be covered by the re- 
ceipt of revenue or monies belonging to such Fund within a rea- 
sonable time. The Treasurer shall at all times maintain a sufficient 
cash reserve in the General Deposit Account to properly finance 
the activities supported by the respective Funds comprising the Gen- 
eral Deposit Account, and to this end the State Finance Committee 
is authorized to borrow, from time to time, such amounts as are 
necessary. To the end that such borrowing may be kept at a minimum, 
each department and institution is required to give to the State 
Treasurer and to the Budget Commission a quarterly anticipation 
of its expenditures, itemized according to budget classifications, by 
months. All Acts or parts of Acts requiring the separate deposit of 
monies held for the account of special State Funds are subordinated 
to the terms of this Section. 


§ 94. The Treasurer of any State Institution which is required by 
law to take collateral for the protection of its bank deposits, is here- 
by authorized to accept in lieu thereof the guarantee of the Federal 
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Deposit Insurance Corporation which may obtain in the respective 
Banks. 


§ 95. That unless specifically authorized herein the appropriations 
provided in this Act shall lapse on August 31st, 1939. Provided, how- 
ever, That Appropriations for the payment of bonds or interest 
shall be continuous until such bonds or interest are paid. 


§ 96. That in the event no Supply Bill is enacted to provide for 
the county government of any county of the State during this Leg- 
islative Session, then, and in that event, the appropriation,terms 
and conditions contained in the Supply Bill of such county provided 
for at the preceeding session shall be continued for an additional 
year, and where no such Bill was enacted at the preceding session, 
then such prior Supply Bill in force shall be continued for an addi- 
tional year. 


§ 97. All Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent with this Act are 
hereby suspended for the fiscal year be as 1,1938, to the 
extent of such inconsistency. 


§ 98. This Act shall take effect immediately upon its approval by 
the Governor.

Mr. Speaker and Gentlemen of the House of Representatives 


I herewith respectfully return to your Honorable Body, without my 
signature, House Bill No. 1322; Senate Bill No. 1153; Act No. 1160, 
entitled: 

“To make appropriations to meet the ordinary expenses of the State 
Government for the fiscal year beginning July 1, 1938, and to provide a 
tax sufficient to defray the same, and for borrowing money.” 

After careful consideration of the Appropriations Bill, I hereby veto the 
following item of Section I, which reads as follows: 

Bh and there is hereby levied upon all taxable property in the 
State two (2) mills, if so much be ‘necessary, together with all other 
income, or available revenue of the State to raise the sums herein ap- 
propriated . . .” (Sustained.) 

I find after a careful study of the State’s financial condition that we 
can well afford to give the taxpayers of this State this additional relief. 
At. first, I was in favor of retaining a surplus, but I have found from 
experience that a surplus acts as an incentive to raise appropriations, This 
being true, the best way to protect the taxpayer’s pocketbook is to take 
off taxes whenever possible. 
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I want to call to the attention of this General Assembly that the State 
of South Carolina has paid off, during the last three years, a deficit of 
approximately $8,500,000.00. It is estimated that we will close this fiscal 
year, June 30, 1938, with a surplus of approximately $2,160,000.00. 

During my administration, I have advocated a gradual elimination of 
the entire State property tax and with the State’s deficit wiped out, I feel 
NOW is the proper time to eliminate the tax in its entirety and give this 
much needed relief to the taxpayers. 

This veto is the result of careful thought and consideration and I am 
confident that the interest of the taxpayers of South Carolina can best 
he served by its sustainment.

§ 2. That the County Commissioners shall have equal authority 
in county matters with the Supervisor; Provided, That the state- 
ment of the affairs of the County shall be posted on the bulletin

AN ACT to Provide for the Exemption of Ordinary County Taxes 
of Certain Taxpayers of Abbeville County Who Suffered 
Damage from Hailstorms During the Year 1937. 


Section 1. Tax relief for hail sufferers, Abbeville County.—Be 
it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: 
That the County Treasurer of Abbeville County is hereby authorized 
and empowered to refund to and/or credit as paid by the taxpayers 
of Due West, Donalds and Long Cane Townships, Abbeville County, 
of ordinary county taxes for the year 1937, where such taxpayers 
shall have suffered a twenty-five (25%) per cent. or more loss or 
crop damage by reason of hail-storm or storms during the year 1937.

tion with said sale; such sale to be subject to the approval of the 
aforesaid Treasurer, Auditor and Superintendent of Education ; the 
Delegation reserving the ‘right to fix the compensation to be paid 
for such services to the Clerk in the Sheriff’s office for his additional 
services in this respect, and when a settlement is made, a duplicate 
of the settlement shall be filed in the office of the Clerk of Court, 
and kept there for examination and destruction by the Grand Jury 
of the County. And the provisions hereof likewise apply to property 
in execution and not sold and, after such adjustments of property, 
in cases of property sold or not sold, only such collectible proportion 
thereof shall stand as the tax against the property covered by such 
execution, and this provision shall apply as well to all such executions 
as shall heretofore have been amended or adjusted: Provided, That

this remedy shall not repeal the special Act passed, but shall be in 
addition thereto. 


§ 5. That no disabled war veteran shall be required to pay any 
license fee to the County of Aiken to carry on business therein; 
but said disabled veteran shall first, before carrying on such busi- 
ness, satisfy the officer who is to require the license fee that it is 
his business and that he is disabled. 


§ 6. The County Commissioners are authorized to pay any sal- 
aries of any officers whose services may be discontinued, such 
salaries to be paid up to the time of their discontinuance. 


§ 6-A. The Commissioners are authorized and directed to pay 
the County’s part of the rent for the warehouse where Government 
commodities are stored. 


§ 7. The County Treasurer and all other officers shall require 
surety bonds for all deposits in such sums as shall make the said 
deposits safe, and the premium or premiums therefor, unless other- 
wise provided in the bid for depository agreement, shall be paid by 
the County Treasurer from County funds, unless the deposits con- 
sist of special funds, in which event premium dr premiums shall be 
charged to that fund. 


§ 8. The Treasurer is authorized to transfer any funds in his 
office that may not be needed for any specific purpose to the Ordinary 
County Fund. 

§ 9. The County Commissioners, after providing for any in- 
terest to be paid during the year 1938-1939, shall pay any money on 
hand on notes of the County, retaining from funds on hand funds 
authorized to be expended herein, only enough to provide for the 
items appropriated, it being the purpose to deduct from this ap- 
propriation the amount already spent this year, and pay it on notes, 
the right to renew notes being given only on certificates of Commis- 
sioners that it is necessary after thus taking into account. 


§ 10. Any balance brought forward from 1937 and funds re- 
ceived from any source, including County’s part of gasoline tax, 
and not otherwise appropriated, shail be used along with the levy 
provided for herein to meet the appropriation herein authorized. 

§ 11. That any officer or employee who disregards any of the 
provisions hereof shall be guilty of misconduct in office and subject 
to removal, in addition to the punishment now provided by law. 
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§ 12. That no bill or claim shall be paid or approved unless the 
same shall be itemized, and state fully, under oath, what it is for, 
giving the kind or quality of the thing or commodity which it 
represents, in addition to the amount and time furnished. 

.§ 13. The Treasurer and Auditor are authorized to reduce or 
increase the levy as in their judgment will be necessary to pay the 
amounts herein appropriated, after taking into account all other 
income of the County. 

§ 14. That the County Treasurer and County Commissioners of 
Aiken County, hereafter referred to as Commissioners, or County 
Commissioners, shall ask for and receive bids from banks (Aiken 
County banks being given preference) for interest on deposits to 
the credit of the said County in such bank, or banks, or shall make 
the best terms for same and for loans desired by said Commissioners ; 
Provided, That such bank, or banks, shall give a surety or surety 
bond in a company or companies approved by said Commissioners, 
to cover any loss on account-of any such deposit. Provided, Further, 
That if the County Commissioners find it impracticable to obtain 
said surety bonds from any such bank, or banks, they may divide 
the deposits and loans in such shares and in such banks as may offer 
the best terms and furnish such bond, or bonds, or other valid first 
lien securities and collateral. A notice shall be inserted in one or more 
newspapers published in said County or sent to the Bank of said 
County for bids on said deposits. And the said County Commis- 
sioners shall not borrow at any time more than enough to meet each 
month’s or quarter’s pay roll unless they can get interest on their 
deposits equal to approximately what other depositors receive from 
the bank they deposit with; and if the said County Commissioners 
find it practical (and satisfactory terms are not otherwise offered 
them) they may borrow for the fiscal financial year, or any part of 
it, from any sinking fund under the control of the said Commis- 
sioners or the County Treasurer by executing their official note and 
paying not less than the rate of interest now being earned by such 
sinking fund; or they may use any other money subject to their 
draft until taxes are paid, or other money received. 

§ 15. That no money shall be borrowed by the County or in- 
terest paid on same for a longer period than the collection of taxes 
makes it necessary to yield sufficient money to pay the same, and no 
notes in excess of the sum appropriated, owing or borrowed, as pro- 
vided by law, shall be made by any officer or employee of Aiken 
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County, nor shall any sum appropriated be borrowed until it is 
necessary to use it, except as provided in the preceding Section. 

§ 16. That in case the County Commissioners of Aiken County 
and the Treasurer of Aiken County shall deem it proper to borrow 
any money to finance the County’s operations, or to pay any money 
owing by it, or to extend any obligation that Aiken County may owe, 
the County Commissioners are hereby authorized and empowered 
to issue such notes or other County obligations as a majority of 
said Commissioners and the Treasurer shall deem proper, making 
them in such denominations and for such length of time as they may 
deem proper, and for the lowest rate of interest they may obtain; 
and they have full power and authority to pledge taxes and to 
pledge the full taxing power of the County of Aiken for the pay- 
ment of said obligation; but such obligations are not to exceed any 
just obligations already incurred and the amount appropriated in 
this bill. 

- § 17. All written authorizations by the present Delegation hereto- 
fore or hereafter made when filed with the Clerk of Court are 
ratified and made part hereof. 

§ 18. No alterations of this Act shall be made by any one during 
the year of 1938 to 1939 not herein expressly provided for. 

§ 19. That the sum hereinabove appropriated shall only be used 
if so much be necessary and, when not otherwise provided, salaries 
and expenses shall be paid monthly ; Provided, That expenses shall 
not be paid except upon sworn, itemized, statements of same, not 
otherwise provided herein. 

§ 20. The County Superintendent of Education is required, if 
proof is made to him, that any valid obligations rests upon any 
school district in the County for money borrowed for such school 
and actually used for school purposes in the district, or for property - 
used or destroyed, to call the attention of the trustees to that fact, 
and if it is not paid in ten days thereafter, he is required to cause the 
Auditor of the County to put on a sufficient levy in that district 
to pay said obligation, and the Auditor is required to put said levy on 
to be collected, the same to be paid out on order of the Superin- 
tendent of Education. 

§ 21. The Sheriff shall transfer any money on hand unclaimed 
to the County Treasurer, who shall place same in the Ordinary. 
County Fund, to be used by the County for county purposes, taking 
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his receipt for same, specifying the sources thereof, if known, and 
should the Sheriff ever find it necessary to recall any part thereof, 
the same shall be refunded. 

§ 22. All funds heretofore appropriated for Rural Electrifica- 
tion work shall be turned over to the Aiken County Electric Co- 
operative Association to be expended by the Association for its 
purposes. Provided, That the County Commissioners shall take such 
vouchers and receipts as will satisfy them of the proper application 
thereof. : ; 

§ 23. All Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent with this Act are 
hereby repealed. 

§ 24. This Act shall take effect upon its approval by the Governor.

AN ACT to Provide for the Funds to Meet the Costs and Ex- 
penses of the Operation of the County Affairs and Schools 
for Aiken County, and to Provide the Means to Meet the

Whereas, By a recent Act of the General Assembly, the fiscal 
year of Aiken County regarding its finances and operations, has 
been changed from January 1st to December 31st, to, from July 
1st to June 30th; and 

Whereas, In order to accomplish this purpose it is necessary to 
enact a Supply Bill providing for the expenditures of Aiken County 
for the first six months of 1938, and to provide for the ‘raising of 
the necessary funds to meet the payment of the costs and operation 
of the affairs of the County during said period, and then to enact 
a regular Supply Bill providing for the expenditure of funds by the 
said County for the. fiscal year beginning July 1, 1938, and terminat- 
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ing on June 30, 1939, and to provide for the raising of the revenue 
necessary for said purposes; and 

Whereas, It is desired that the revenue necessary to pay the costs

AN ACT to Authorize and Direct the Issuance of $150,000.00 of 
Serial Bonds by Aiken County, South Carolina, for the Pur- 
pose of Raising Funds to Meet the Costs and Expenses of the 
Running and Operation of the Business of Aiken County for 
the Period from January 1, 1938, to June 30, 1938, Inclusive, 
and to Pay Certain Outstanding Past Indebtedness of Aiken 
County; and to Provide for the Feyment bad Said Bonds and 
the Interest Due Thereon. 


Whereas, an Act has been passed by the General Assembly of this 
State changing the fiscal year of Aiken County from January 1, to 
December 31, to, from July 1 to June 30, commencing on July 1, 
1938, and it is necessary to raise funds to cover the costs and ex- 
penses of the carrying on of the work, business and operations of 
Aiken County, and to pay salaries of its officers and employees and 
other items of of expense necessary to maintain and carry on its 
public affairs ; and there is also a considerable past indebtedness due 
and owing by the County of Aiken; Now, therefore 

Section 1. Aiken County issue bonds operate on from Janu- 
ary 1, 1938, to June 30, 1938, and pay debts.—Be it enacted by the 
General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: That the County 
Board of Commissioners for Aiken County and the County Treas- 
urer of Aiken County are hereby authorized and directed to issue 
serial bonds of Aiken County in the aggregate amount of one hun- 
dred and fifty thousand ($150,000.00) dollars for the purpose of 
raising funds to cover the costs and expenses of the operations of 
the County’s business and affairs from January 1, 1938, to June 30, 
1938, and also for the purpose of raising funds to aid in the pay- 
ment of past indebtedness due by Aiken County. That one hundred 
thousand ($100,000.00) dollars of said bonds, or so much thereof 
as may be necessary, shall be used to cover the costs and expenses 
of operating the County for the first six months of 1938, as: afore- 
said, and the remainder thereof shall be applied and paid on any past 
indebtedness incurred previous to the year 1938 that may be due 
and owing by the said County of Aiken. 

§ 2. Denominations—interest—maturities — execution.—The 
said serial bonds shall be in such denominations and shall bear such 
date and such rate of interest not exceeding four and one-half (414) 
per cent. per annum, payable semi-annually, and at such time and place 
as may be fixed by the County Board of Commissioners for Aiken 
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County, and shall mature in annual series or installments of seven 
thousand, five hundred ($7,500.00) dollars each. The first series or 
installment to mature one year from the date of said bonds, and the 
last series or installment to mature twenty years from the date of 
such bonds. The principal and interest on the said bonds shall be 
payable at such place as may be fixed by the said County Board of 
Commissioners ; and the said bonds shall be signed in the name and

§ 5. Payment.—That there shall be levied annually by the Audi- 
tor of Aiken County and collected annually by. the Treasurer of Aiken 
County an annual tax upon all taxable property in Aiken County

time in the same manner as the levy provided for in Section 1 of 
this Act, and if any item cr items above listed shall be insufficiently 
provided for, the County Board of Commissioners, with the written 
consent of the. Legislative Delegation, are authorized to borrow funds 
to meet any such deficiency, or deficiencies, and to pledge for such 
purpose all available current and past due revenues, including reve- 
nues to be derived from the gasoline tax and liquor revenues for the 
years 1938 and 1939. 

§ 6. The County Board of Commissioners are hereby directed 
to limit the number of mules and convicts retained on the County 
chaingang to such manner as the Legislative Delegation shali direct 
from time to time, and to sell or otherwise dispose of such chaingang 
equipment as the said delegation shall direct and to limit the number 
of guards and tractor operators according to instructions from the 
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Legislative Delegation. No road machinery or equipment for road 
maintenance or construction priced in excess of $250.00 shall be 
purchased or contracted for without the written consent of the Legis- 
lative Delegation. The County Board of Commissioners, beginning 
April 1st, 1938, is hereby directed to discontinue the use of the Coun- 
ty chaingang tractor and to discontinue the regular employment of 
the operators thereof: Provided, That in emergencies, and with the 
consent of the Legislative Delegation, the tractor may be put in op- 
eration for such length of time, and for such purposes, as the Delega- 
tion, in its discretion may authorize. 

§ 7. The Sheriff is authorized to employ such trusty convict labor 
as he may deem desirable in the care and maintenance of the County 
Jail and premises. The County Board of Commissioners is hereby 
authorized to repay all municipalities of the County for chaingang 
labor received through the Courts of such municipalities by work of 
the County chaingang upon the streets and drainage of such munici- 
palities: Provided, That such municipalities shall pay for the dieting 
of all prisoners while so engaged upon the streets or drainage of 
such municipalities. 

§ 8. The items for post mortems and inquests, and the item for 
lunacy inquiries are hereby declared to be fixed items, it being the 
intention of this Act that the amounts therein provided for shall con- 
stitute the full amount appropriated for all expenses of inquest and 
lunacy inquiries held within the county during the year 1938, includ- 
ing payment to the officers charged with conducting the same, and 
all expenses and fees of physicians, witnesses and jurors. 

§ 9. Whenever it shall be necessary to meet the expenses of fore- 
clsing any real estate mortgage owned by or pledged with the County, 
or to buy in such property on behalf of the County, the payment of 
such expense shall be made from the contingent fund, or other avail- 
able funds, and the rents received from such property shall be carried 
to the general county fund or restored to the contingent fund in the 
discretion of the Legislative Delegation. Such property may be sold 
by the County Board on the written approval of the Legislative Dele- 
gation, the proceeds of sale to be applied to such account or placed in 
such fund as the Legislative Delegation may direct, or as provided 
in Section 3 of this Act. 

§ 10. The Legislative Delegation is hereby granted full power 
and authority to direct and provide for the expenditure of such sums 
‘as in their discretion they deem necessary for any county purpose 
not herein provided for and they are specifically authorized to direct 
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the expenditure of the appropriation for County Home, Poor House, 
and Poor, including the County Welfare Program. 

§ 11. The Clerk of Court may charge a fee of seventy-five 
(75¢) cents for the indexing and recording of all chattel mortgages, 
crop liens, crop mortgages, and bills of sale, Sections 3636 and 3637 
of the Code of 1932 to the contrary nothwithstanding. 

§ 12. All gasoline, oil and lubricants purchased on behalf of the 
County for the use of any county official or for the operation of its 
chaingang equipment shall be purchased by the County Purchasing 
Agent on competitive bids, the bid of the lowest responsible bidder 
to be accepted by the said Purchasing Agent. 

_§ 13. All Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent herewith are hereby 
repealed. 

§ 14. This Act shall take effect immediately upon its approval by 
the Governor.

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§ 3. The Board of Finance is hereby empowered to use any sur- 
plus credit balance existing under any item herein for supplementing 
the appropriation in any other item in its discretion. 

§ 4. The County Health Officer and/or the County Physician are 
hereby directed and required to perform all post mortems, lunacy 
and inquest examinations in Anderson County. For this work the 
County Health Officer and County Physician shall receive no ex- 
tra compensation. In case of an emergency that requires such work 
to be performed by some other physician, then the cost of same shall 
be paid out of the contingent fund herein appropriated. 

“The County Health Officer and/or County Physician are hereby 
authroized and directed to treat without cost patients who desire 
treatment for syphilis and gonorrhea, and the drugs so used shall be 
paid out of the fund appropriated in Section 2, Item H-7. 

§ 5. For services as jurors in Coroners’ inquests, each person so 
drawn and who serves, shall receive compensation in the sum of One 
($1.00) Dollar for each inquest, to be paid out of the amount ap- 
propriated herein in Item M. 

§ 6. The patients to be treated at State Park as provided in Sec- 
tion 2, Item J-7 herein shall be designated by Legislative Delegation 
of Anderson County, and it is hereby specifically provided that no 
patient shall be permitted to occupy a bed herein provided for a 
greater period than six (6) months. 

§ 7. The Board of Finance may pay out of the contingent fund 
such expenditures as it sees fit. Said Board is further authorized to 
pay to the Supervisor from the amount appropriated for road main- 
tenance in Item A-1 of Section 2 the estimated actual expense of said 
Supervisor’s travel in the performance of his necessary duties in the 
supervision of roads and convicts not to exceed Six Hundred ($600-

greater than the revenue realized from the levy of one (1) mill shall 
be used as aid to high schools in Anderson County; and an amount 
not greater than the revenue realized from the levy of one-half (4%) 
mill shall be used to pay the tuition of high school pupils attending 
high school from without the district. The remainder is to be ex- 
pended for public school purposes, including transportation of pu- 
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pils, in the discretion of the County Board of Education. Provided 
that from this levy shall be paid to high schools outside Anderson 
County as tuition for high school pupils from Anderson County in 
an amount not to exceed the amount raised by one-half (44) mill levy 
in, the district or districts sending high school pupils into high schools 
outsdie Anderson County. This amount shall be protated on a per 
pupil basis and shall be all the tuition paid by Anderson County to 
high school districts outside Anderson County. 

Provided Further, That for the purpose of this provision any high 
school district, a part of which is in Anderson County, shall be con- 
strued as an Anderson County high school district. Out of this re- 
mainder the Board is authorized to pay to the members of said Board 
the sum of Forty-five ($45.00) Dollars annually as salaries and to 
pay to the Superintendent of Education the estimated actual expense 
of his travel in the performance of his necessary duties in the super- 
vision of schools not to exceed Six Hundred ($600.00) Dollars ; said 
Board may also spend out of this-fund an amount not to exceed 
Fifteen Hundred ($1,500.00) Dollars for furnishing free textbooks 
to the poor pupils in the public schools; Provided, That the Super- 
intendent of Education shall make a quarterly report to the Super- 
visor and Board of Finance of said county of the expenditure of the 
proceeds of the said five mill levy. Said reports shall show the payee of 
any of said funds, together with the amount paid and for what pur- 
poses same were paid. The Supervisor, in publishing the regular 
quarterly report of expendituresof the County, shall include therein 
the expenditures made by the Superintendent of Education of the 
funds derived from said five mill levy in accordance with the report 
filed with him by said Superintendent of Education. The appropria- 
tion made in this Section, which will amount to over Ninety Thou- 
sand ($90,000.00) Dollars, is made for the benefit of the public 
schools in said county, and is made in lieu of any and all funds ac- 
cruing to schools from the fines collected for the violation of any of 
the criminal laws of this State.

expenditure is inconsistent with the purpose of the appropriation. 

§ 11. Of the appropriation in Item J-2, Section 2, Five Hundred 
($500.00) Dollars shall be held by the Anderson County Hospital sub- 
ject to the order of the Anderson County Federated Women’s Clubs to 
pay the expenses of patients cared for by the Maternity Fund of said 
organization. The remainder of the appropriation shall be paid out 
in the following manner: The hospital shall only consider cases eligi- 
ble for the benefits of this fund when on careful examination such 
patients are found unable to pay for their necessary hospitalization 
and shall require of such patient an application similar in form to 
the one now required and the hospital records of each case, includ- 
ing the application, shall at all times be available to inspection by the 
Supervisor and Board of Finance. The said Hospital shall submit to 
the Supervisor and Board of Finance monthly a statement setting 
forth the names of the patients and the number of days it was found 
necessary that they be in the hospital. The hospital shall then be paid 
$2.25 per patient per day for patients listed on such statement not 
found by the Supervisor and Board to be financially able to bear their 
own expenses. It shall be necessary that a case be approved as a 
case for charity by the Supervisor or the Board of Finance before 
admission, except in cases of emergency. 

§ 12, There shall be paid out of the Court Expense the follow- 
ing appropriations, which shall be paid monthly as other appropria- 
tions are paid, to wit: Three Hundred ($300.00) Dollars to the Court 
Stenographer of the Tenth Judicial Circuit for services in attending 
‘inquests, when same does not interfere with his other duties, to take 
testimony at such inquests, and furnish the Coroner the copies of 
the transcribed testimony. The said Tenth Judicial Circuit Court 
Stenographer shall also, when same does not interfere with his other 
duties, take testimony for the Special Magistrates when the regular 
Special Magistrates’ Court Stenographer is not available. The sum of 
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Three Hundred ($300.00) Dollars to be paid the Solicitor of the 
Tenth Judicial Circuit for his expenses and for his services in attend- 
ing special Magistrates’ Courts. 

§ 18. That no constable shall receive any commission or fee in 
performing any service when, at the time of the performance of such 
service, he is accompanied by a salary-paid peace officer of the 
County. 

§ 14. The Board of Finance is hereby authorized and directed to 
pay out of the Court Expense Fund set out in this Act the sum of 
Seven Hundred and Fifty ($750.00) Dollars for the purchase of 
material, instruments, etc., to be used in equipping a Criminal Identi- 
fication Bureau. That such equipment shall be used jointly by the 
City of Anderson and the County of Anderson, and is to be selected 
by the Sheriff of said County and the Chief of Police os said city. 

§ 15. That upon the estreating of any bond and upon the amount 
adjudged against the bondsman being paid to the Clerk of Court of 
said County, before judgment is entered up in judgment roll, then 
in such event the said Clerk is authorized to enter the collection of 
said amount in his fine book, and it shall not be necessary for said 
Clerk to enter up judgment in customary judgment roll. However, 
he shall file the papers connected with the estreating of the bond 
along with the warrant, etc., in the case in which such bond was 
given. 

§ 16. That if any word, clause, sentence or section of this Act 
be declared unconstitutional, such shall not affect any other word, 
clause, sentence or section hereof. 

§ 17. All Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent herewith are hereby 
repealed. 

§ 18. This Act shall take effect upon its approval by the Gov- 
ernor.

AN ACT to Provide for the Transfer Unto Anderson County of 
Certain Property Situate in Said County Known as Camp 
Bernie Gilmer, and Provide for the Control, Maintenance 
and Management of Said Property as a Camp Site. 


Section 1. Anderson County accept deed for Camp Bernie 
Gilmer.—Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of 
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South Carolina: Anderson County is hereby authorized and directed 
to accept by valid deed of conveyance, as a gift and for the purposes 
hereafter provided, the following described property, to-wit: That 
certain tract of land, together with all buildings and improvements 
thereon, situate in Fork Township, County of Anderson, State of 
South Carolina, containing twenty-five (25) acres, more. or less, and 
known as Camp Bernie Gilmer ; that the conveyance of said property 
shall be evidenced by fee simple deed in due form, executed by the 
trustees of Camp Bernie Gilmer and by W. C. Gilmer, the former 
owner of said property. 

§ 2. Use camp—control — maintenance — management.—-That 
the aforesaid property shall be held, used and maintained by said 
County of Anderson as a camp in conformity with the object and for 
the purposes of its original creation ; that the power of control, opera- 
tion, management and maintenance of said property is hereby vested 
in the Board of Finance of Anderson County, or its successors in 
office, or such other Board, Agency or Authority as said Board of 
Finance, or its successors in office, may designate, whose powers and 
duties in relation thereto shall be the same of which the trustees of 
the aforesaid Camp was heretofore vested and charged, and said

AN ACT to Authorize and Direct the Issuing and Sale of Bonds 
of Anderson County for the Purpose of Constructing and 
Surface Treating Roads in Said County; to Provide for the 
Rate of Interest, Maturities and Other Details in the Is- 
suance of Such Bonds; and to Provide for the Levying of 
Taxes for the Payment of Said Bonds and Interest as Same 
Mature; and to Provide for the Construction and Surface 
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Treatment of Certain Roads in Said County; and to Provide 
for the Application for and Receipt of Federal Grants in Aid 
to Carrying Out the Purposes Thereof; and to Provide for 
the Application for and Receipt of Federal Grants and Other 
Grants and Gifts in Aid of Carrying Out the Purposes There- 
of, 


Section 1. Anderson County issue bonds.—Be it enacted by the 
General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: That the Board 
of Finance of Anderson County be, and the same is hereby author- 
ized and directed to issue and sell serial coupon bonds of Anderson 
County in an amount of Two Hundred and Sixty Thousand ($260,- 
000.00) Dollars, or so much thereof as in its opinion will be neces- 
sary to carry out the provisions of this Act. Said bonds shall ma- 
ture as the said Board may deem advisable: Provided, However, No 
bond shall mature at a later date than fifteen (15) years from the 
date thereof. 

§ 2. Maturities—The said Board is requested to arrange the 
maturities of said bonds in such a manner as will cause the princi- 
pal and interest becoming due each year to be as near the same 
amount as practicable. The provision of this section is a request only 
and not mandatory upon said Board. 

§ 3. Execution—interest—sale—issues.—That the said bonds 
shall be signed by the Supervisor of Anderson County and attested 
by the Clerk to the said Board, and shall bear interest at a rate not 
exceeding four (4%) per centum payable semi-annually. The cou- 
pons of said bonds may not be authenticated other than by facsimile 
signatures of said Supervisor and Clerk printed, lithographed or en- 
graved thereon. The seal of the said Board shall be affixed to or im- 
pressed upon said bonds. The delivery of the said bonds shall be valid 
notwithstanding any change in officials or seal occurring after the 
exectition thereof. The said bonds shall be sold upon sealed pro- 
posals after publication of notice of such sale one or more times in 
some newspaper printed in said County at least fifteen days before 
such sale. The award shall be made to the highest bidder ; Provided, 
However, That said Board shall have the right to reject all bids at 
any one sale and readvertise and reoffer same for sale; Provided, 
said bonds may be sold to the United States Government and/or any 
agency thereof at private sale upon such terms and conditions as said 
Board deems advisable. Said bonds may be issued either as a single 
issue or from time to time as separate issues, and in such amounts 
and at such times as said Board may deem advisable. 
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§ 4. Payment.—The full faith and taxing power of Anderson 
County are hereby irrevocably pledged for the payment of the prin- 
cipal and interest of said bonds as such principal and interest ma- 
ture. The County Auditor of Anderson County is hereby authorized 
and directed to levy annually on all taxable property in said county 
a tax sufficient to pay said principal and interest of said bonds as 
same become due,and the Treasurer of said county is authorized and 
directed to collect said tax and apply it to said purposes. 

§ 5. Exempt from taxes.—All bonds issued under the provisions 
of this Act shall be exempted from all State, County and Municipal 
taxes. 

§ 6. Use proceeds pay costs of issuing and construct and sur- 
face treat certain roads.—That the said Board is hereby authorized 
and directed to use the proceeds of the sale or sales of said bonds in 
payment of the cost of the issuing of same and the cost. of construct- 
ing and surface treating certain roads in said county as hereinafter 
described. 

§ 7. Gifts and grants.—The said Board is hereby empowered 
and authorized to make application for, receive and accept on behalf 
of said county, any gift and/or grant of money and/or any kind of 
property and/or anything of value from the United States of Ameri- 
ca and/or any of its agencies and/or from any source whatsoever as 
aid in carrying out the purposes of this Act. That any such gift or 
grant. received by said Board shall be used by said Board in paying 
expenses incurred in carrying out the provisions of this Act. 

§ 8. Roads construct and surface treat—use surplus funds 
purchase road machinery and equipment.—The roads to be con- 
structed and surface treated under the provisions of this Act are be- 
low set out in two different schedules. The roads named in Schedule 
A are the preference roads and are to be constructed and surface 
treated prior to the construction and surface treating of the roads 
set out in Schedule B. After completion of the construction and sur- 
face treating of the roads set out in Schedule A, the roads set out 
in Schedule B shall be constructed and surface treated, or so much 
thereof as available funds will permit. Any funds obtained under the 
provisions of this Act on hand after the completion of the construc- 
tion and surface treating of the roads in Schedule A and in Schedule 
B may be used by said Board in the purchase of road machinery and 
equipment. 

§ 9. Schedules of roads construct and surface treat.—The roads 
above referred to are as follows: 
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Schedule A: 


1. Road leading from McElroy’s Place at or near Sandy Springs 
to Mt. Zion Church, and being approximately one-half mile in length. 

2. Road leading from at or near J. B. Douthit’s place to Pendleton 
by way of Dickson’s Bridge, and being approximately 3.9 miles in 
length. 

3. Road leading from Luther Dean’s place north of Starr by way 
of Mountain Creek Church, Bob Norris place and Paul McGee’s 
store on Dobbins Bridge Road to a point west of Martin’s store on 
S. C. Highway No. 18, and being approximately 9.85 miles in length. 

4. Road leading from Capell’s place on State Highway No. 8, 
by way of Jake Seawright’s to Tom Long’s Store on State Highway 
No. 85, and being approximately three miles in length.

23. Road beginning at or near Keith Allgood’s Place on the Slab- 
town Road ; thence to the Piercetown-Pisgah Road, at or near Moun- 
tain View School, and being approximately 1.25 miles in length. 

24, Road leading from the road from Starr to Hebron Church in a 
southerly direction to intersect with the State Highway south of 
Starr, at Gentry’s Filling Station, being approximately one-half mile 
in length. , 

§ 10. Letting of contracts—The said Board, in carrying out the 
provisions of this Act, are hereby requested to let contracts for the 
construction and surface treating of said roads in such way as will 
simultaneously as nearly as practicable, insure equal road work in 
the various road districts of said County. Such not to be in conflict 
with the provisions of Section 8 of this Act. 

§ 11. Construction and surface treating defined—performance 
of duties by officers—The term “construction and surface treating” 
of roads as used in this Act shall include construction and drainage 
structures on said roads. All things herein authorized and directed 
for said Board of Finance and the Clerk thereof to do shall extend 
to and be performed by any other governing body of said County 
and its clerk that may supersede said Board. That any act or thing 
herein authorized to be performed by the Supervisor of the said 
County shall in the event of his disability be extended to and per- 
formed by such other person as by law is or may hereafter be au- 
thorized to perform acts of said Supervisor in the event of his dis- 
ability to perform such acts; and in case of such disability and in 
the event any act herein authorized and directed for the performance 
by the said Supervisor is performed by the Clerk of the Board of 
Finance of said County, then in that event any act herein authorized 
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and directed to be performed by the Clerk to the said Board shall 
be performed by such person as the said Board may designate or 
by such person as is in accordance with any law existing or that may 
hereafter be enacted, in the discretion of said Board. ‘ 

§ 12. Establishment of roads.—That the purposes of this Act 
shall be carried into effect as soon as is practicable, and in the con- 
struction and surface treatment of said roads existing routes of the 
present roads shall be followed when practicable and consistent with 
the proper elimination of curves and the establishment of safe, con- 
venient and modern highways. 

§ 13. Invalidity—lIf any section, clause or portion of this Act 
be declared unconstitutional, such shall not affect any other section, 
clause or portion thereof. 

§ 14. Repeal.—aAll acts or parts of acts inconsistent with this 
Act are hereby repealed. 

§ 15. Time effective——This Act shall take effect upon ie ap- 
proval by the Governor.

’ AN ACT to Authorize and Empower the School Trustees of Con- 
cord School District No. 66 in Anderson County, and the 
County Treasurer of Anderson County, to Borrow a Sum Not 
Exceeding Five Hundred ($500.00) Dollars; to Authorize 
and Enpower the Trustees of Calhoun School District No. 
29, in Anderson County, and the County Treasurer of Said 
County to Borrow a Sum Not Exceeding Twenty-five Hun- 
dred ($2500.00) Dollars; to Authorize and Empower the Trus- 
tees of Friendship School District No. 35, in Anderson 
County, and the Treasurer of Anderson County, to Borrow a 
Sum Not Exceeding Two Thousand ($2,000.00) Dollars; and 
to Provide Tax Levies in the Respective Districts for the 
Payment Thereof. : 


Section 1. Concord school district No. 66 borrow, Anderson 
County.—Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of 
South Carolina: That the Trustees of Concord School District No. 
66, in Anderson County, and the County Treasurer of Anderson 
County, are hereby authorized and empowered to borrow the sum of 
Five Hundred ($500.00) Dollars for the said district. The amount 
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so borrowed shall be evidenced by note or notes to be executed by 
each member of the Board of Trustees of said School District and 
the County Treasurer of Anderson County and shall bear interest at 
six (6%) per cent per annum and shall be payable within a period 
of five (5) years from the date of the note. 

§ 2. Payment.—That in order to provide for the payment of the 
said loan of Five Hundred ($500.00) Dollars and interest thereon, 
there is hereby levied an annual tax upon all of the taxable property 
of the said Concord School District No. 66 sufficient to retire the 
loan plus interest within a period of five (5) years. The entire pro- 
ceeds of this tax levy shall be paid over annually to the Commission- 
ers of the Sinking Fund Commission of the State of South Carolina 
by the County Treasurer to be applied on the principal and interest 
of the note given to secure the loan until the said loan with interest 
is paid in full, at which time the tax shall no longer be levied. It shall 
be the duty of the Auditor of Anderson County to levy the said tax 
and the duty of the County Treasurer of said County to collect the 
tax so levied as other taxes are now collected by law.

§ 4. Payment.—That in order to provide for the payment of the 
said loan of Twenty-five Hundred ($2500.00) Dollars and interest 
thereon, there is hereby levied an annual tax upon all of the taxable 
property.of the said Calhoun School District No. 29, sufficient to re- 
tire the loan plus interest within a period of five (5) years.

Section 1. Court house building commission for Anderson 
County—appointment—term—vacancy.—Be it enacted by the Gen- 
eral Assembly of the State of South Carolina: There is hereby 
created a commission in Anderson County to be known as the “Court 
House Building Commission for Anderson County,” which shall 
consist of five (5) members, residents of said county who shall be 
appointed by the Anderson County Delegation in the General Assem- 
bly. That the terms of office of the members of said Commission shall 
be until March 15, 1941 unless the purposes of this Act shall have 
been accomplished at an earlier date, in which event the said terms 
of office shall terminate on such earlier date. That any vacancy ex- 
isting in the membership of the said Commission by reason of death, 
resignation or otherwise, shall be filled in the same manner as the 
original Commission.

§ 3. Remodel present court house or erect, construct, furnish 
and equip new court house.—That said Commission is created for 
the purposes of remodeling the present Court House of said County 
or erecting, constructing, furnishing and equipping a new Court 
House, to the end that such Court House will modernly and ad- 
equately serve not only the present public needs of said County and 
the people of said County but also reasonabl future public needs. 
The said Commission is hereby authorized and empowered to carry 
out the purpose of this Act and in so doing it may exercise in the 
name of said County all powers granted to the various counties in 
this State relative to the construction of public projects, which are 
reasonably necessary or advisable in accomplishing the purpose of 
this Act. 
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§ 4. Issue bonds.—That in order to accomplish the purposes of 
this Act, the said Commission is hereby authorized and empowered to 
issue and sell negotiable coupon bonds of said County, in the amount or 
amounts not exceeding two Hundred Thousand ($200,000.00) Dol- 
lars, the proceeds of such sale or sales, or so much thereof as may be 
necessary, shall be used by said Commission in accomplishing the pur- 
poses of this Act. 


§ 5. Bonds—maturities—interest.—That the principal of said 
bonds shall mature as follows: Twelve Thousand ($12,000.00) Dol- 
lars on January 1, 1940, and a like amount on the first day of Jan- 
uary of each and every year thereafter until the entire amount shall 
have matured. The principal of and interest on said bonds shall be 
payable at such place or places as said Commission deems advisable. 
Said bonds shall bear interest at a rate not exceeding four (4%) per 
cent per annum, payable semi-annually, on January Ist and July Ist. 


§ 6. Bonds—execution—The said bonds shall be signed in the 
name of said County by the Chairman of said Commission and at- 
tested by the Secretary of the said Commission and the corporate seal 
of said County shall be affixed thereon, and the coupons attached 
to said bonds shall bear the facsimile signatures of said Chairman 
and Secretary. 


§ 7. Bonds—exempt from taxes—sale—The said bonds shall 
be exempt from all State, County, School and municipal taxes and 
shall be sold by said Commission in such manner and upon such terms 
as it deems to be to the best interest of said County, not however, in 
conflict with any of the provisions of this Act. 


§ 8. Bonds—payment.—That for the prompt payment of the 
principal of and interest on said bonds when same become due and 
payable, the full faith, credit and taxing power of said County are 
hereby irrevocably pledged and there shall be levied, and the Auditor 
of said County is hereby directed to levy, annually, an ad valorem 
tax upon all taxable property within said county in an amount suf- 
ficient to pay the principal of and interest on said bonds as same 
become due and payable. That the Treasurer of said County is hereby 
authorized and directed to collect said tax in like manner as other 
taxes are collected.

§ 10. Use material and equipment in present court house— 
gifts and grants—employees—general powers of commission.— 
The said Commission is authorized and empowered to remodel the 
said present Court House or erect, construct, furnish and equip a 
new Court House and in so doing it shall utilize as much of the ma- 
terial and equipment in the present Court House as it deems advis- 
able, The said Commission is authorized and empowered to apply 
for, receive and accept on behalf of said County, any gift and/or 
grant or money and/or any kind of property and/or anything of 
value from the United States of America and/or from any of its 
agencies and/or from any sources whatsoever, as aid in accomplishing 
the purposes of this Act; to appoint and employ an architect, a Sec- 
retary, either from its membership or elsewhere, with or without 
pay, as it deems advisable, and such other officers, agents and em- 
ployees, Attorney or agent of said County in carrying out the pur- 
poses of this Act and to fix their compensation, to execute and de- 
liver contracts, bills of sales, to sell and dispose of any portion of 
the present Court House and its equipment, furnishing, etc., as it 
deems advisable; Provided, it shall not have the power to sell or 
dispose of the real estate upon which the present Court House is 
erected. That the said Commission is further authorized and em- 
powered to provide in cooperation with County Officers temporary 
quarters for the transaction of County and Court businesses during 
the period of erecting, constructing and equipping and furnishing 
the new Court House, and it is further authorized and empowered 
to do all other things reasonably expected to be done in order to 
accomplish the purposes of this Act. 


§ 11. Site for court house—duties of county attorney and so- 
licitor—The Court House to be erected and constructed as herein 
provided shall be at or near the site of the present Court House and 
shall be on that plot of land on the public square of the City of Ander- 
son bound by the center prong of Main Street, East Whitner Street, 
the east prong of Main Street and East Benson Street.

§ 2. Issue bonds pay or refund.—That for the purpose of pay-

§ 2. The contingent fund herein created shall be spent only up- 
onthe written approval of the Legislative Delegation after being 
first approved by the County Board of Managers. 

§ 3. The medical attention to convicts on the chaingang shall be 
rendered by such physician or physicians in any community in which 
the chaingang may be camped, upon call of the County Supervisor, 
which shall be paid out of the fund herein provided.

Provided, the Legislative 
Delegation may reduce the amount of levy authorized herein, if 
they should deem such a reduction proper and practical. Provided, 
That ten thousand ($10,000.00) Dollars of the money received 
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from State aid for the year 1938-39 shall be used toward the re- 
tirement of the existing’ unsecured school indebtedness. 

(1-A) That any and all revenue or revenues alloted or author- 
ized to be paid to Beaufort County by the State Tax Commission 
and/or any other State agency now organized or may hereafter 
be created, as revenue derived from the special beer tax and any 
liquor taxes, profits or commissions, shall be applied by the County 
Treasurer to the County School revenue fund which shall be used 
for the payment of salaries in the operation of the schools and 
maintenance thereof. 

(2) For taking care of the interest and sinking funds of the 
special bonds in the various districts, there shall be levied in Dis- 
trict No. 1, one (1) mill; and in District No. 6, one and three- 
fourths (1-3/4) mills, if so much be necessary. 

(3) The County Board of Education is directed to pay out of 
the school taxes collected in the County the following: 


Salary Superintendent of Education .......... $1,800.00 
Travel Expense, Superintendent of Education.. 180.00 
County Board of Education .................. 42.00 


(4) The County Board of Education shall at the expiration of 
each calendar year not later than February ist, make a report to 
the Legislative Delegation setting forth all expenditures for school 
purposes in the respective school districts for the preceding year; 
as well as make up a budget or estimate of expenditures for the 
ensuing year; with a statement showing anticipated revenues for 
such expenditares. 

§ 7. There shall be levied for the fiscal year 1938-39 one (1) mill 
on all property in Sheldon Township as a special levy, the funds 
derived therefrom shall be used to pay necessary expenses of en- 
gineering, the salary of a special engineer, if it is found that one 
is absolutely necessary, and costs of equipment, materials and 
supplies as may be necesary, for the purpose of construction and 
surface treating, supplemented by P.W.A. funds, of the present 
County Highway from Route No. 21 to Dale. All moneys collected 
by this special levy shall be kept in a separate account. and all 
items of expense and salaries paid therefrom shall be itemized. At 
the expiration of the fiscal year the County Board of Directors 
shall furnish the Legislative Delegation with a statement of all 
revenue collected by this levy, and of all expenditures made there- 
from. 
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§ 8. There shall be levied for the fiscal year 1938-39 one (1) 
mill on all property in Bluffton Township‘ as a special levy. The 
funds derived therefrom shall be used to pay necessary expenses 
of engineering, the salary of a special engineer, if it is found that 
one is absolutely necessary, and costs of equipment, materials and 
supplies as may be necessary, for the purpose of construction and 
surface treating, supplemented by P.W.A. funds of the present 
County Highway from State Highway No. 33 near Pritchardville 
to its intersection with the “Bailey Road”, or so much thereof as 
can be constructed. All moneys collected by this special levy shall 
be kept in a separate account, and all items of expenses and salaries 
paid therefrom shall be itemized. At the expiration of the fiscal year 
the County Board of Directors shall furnish the Legislative Dele- 
gation with a statement of all revenue collected by this levy, and 
all expenditures made therefrom. 


§ 9. A levy of one (1) mill, if so much be necessary, is hereby 
levied on Hilton Head Township, the proceeds of said levy are 
hereby appropriated for the maintenance, repairing and reconstruc- 
tion of the public wharf and approaches on Jenkins Island; the 
funds derived from this source to be separately designated and ac- 
counted for on the books of the County Treasurer and any and all 
unexpended balances at the expiration of the calendar year shall - 
be carried forward and credited to this special account and all ex- 
penditures for this purpose charged to the same. The County Su- 
pervisor shall, not later than January 15th of each year, make a 
special report to the Legislative Delegation showing all expendi- 
tures for this purpose during the preceding twelve months. 


§ 10. That none of the funds hereinabove authorized to be ex- 
pended, provided in Item 13 herein, shall be used for such pur- 
pose except and only as herein provided. That, unless an agree- 
ment can be had with the proper authorities, whereby the Colored 
Farm Agent shall work in conjunction with the County Farm Agent, 
and in the furtherance of the work of the County Farm Agent, 
the County Board of Directors shall not expend any of such fund 
for such purpose; except that the said Board shall use so much 
thereof as to pay the County’s part of his salary to the date of the 
passage of this Act on the basis provided by this Act. 

§ 11. That all moneys paid to the Treasurer, Sheriff or other 
public officials of Beaufort County as interest on the deposit of 
public funds shall be accounted for by such official as other public 
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funds are accounted for and shall be placed in the General Sink- 
ing Fund Account to be used in retiring outstanding bonds, and 
said officials shall make a detailed report of the same on or before 
January 1st of each year to the Legislative Delegation. 


§ 12. That in order to facilitate the preparing of the Supply 
Bill by the Legislative Delegation, the County Treasurer, shall on 
or before the first day of February of each year report to the Leg- 
islative Delegation the amount of funds coming into his hands, 
during the preceding calendar year, giving the source of said funds, 
and he shall further report the disbursement made by him during 
the preceding calendar year, showing the amount disbursed on vouch- 
ers by the Board of Education, certificate or warrants of the Clerk 
of Court, and interest and principal paid on bonds. The County 
Treasurer shall annually, not later than February Ist, of each year, 
furnish the members of the Legislative Delegation with a detailed 
statement of the status of the Bond Accounts, School and County, 
of Beaufort County. 


§ 13. All claims, accounts, special expense accounts and expendi- 
‘tures herein authorized to be paid by the County Board of Direc- 
tors, the County Board of Education and all other county agencies, 
except salaries of officials as herein fixed and/or salaries of school 
teachers, shall first be itemized and verified by the payee before 
being paid by the respective board or agency and filed in the office 
of the same. 

§ 14. That a Joint Resolution entitled “A Joint Resolution au- 
thorizing any Township or Combination of Townships in Beaufort 
County to Co-operate with the State Commissioners of Forestry 
and/or the National Park Service in the Development of Hunting 
Island as a State or National Park; to Authorize the Conveyance 
of Land, the Issuance of Bonds, Condemnation of Property, the 
Construction and Operation of a Toll Bridge and Other Necessary 
Matters Related Thereto by any Township or Combination of 
Townships in Beaufort County; and Granting to the State Com- 
mission of Forestry and/or the National Park Service Jurisdic- 
ion over ‘certain property of the State for Right-of Way- and 
Other Purposes”, known as Act No. 1029 of the Acts of 1936, 
be amended by striking o ut Section 2 of said Joint Resolution and 
inserting in lieu thereof the following to be Section 2: 

“Section 2. That the Beaufort County Board of Directors be, 
and they are hereby authorized and directed to issue Three Hun- 
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dred Thousand ($300,000.00) Dollars general obligation bonds of 
St. Helena Township, Lady’s Island Township, Beaufort Town- 
ship, Sheldon Township, of Beaufort County; the said bonds to be 
serial coupon bonds in such denominations as said Board may de- 
termine, each to bear interest not to exceed four (4%) per cent 
per annum, and to mature not more than twenty five (25) years 
from the date of execution, interest to be paid semi-annually, and 
the maturity of said bonds to be so arranged so that not more than 
Twenty Three Thousand ($23,000.00) Dollars worth of said bonds 
shall mature in any one year.

§ 15. The payment to Allen Paul, as Superintendent of Educa- 
tion, travel expenses of Four Hundred ($400.00) Dollars in excess 
of the sum appropriated in the annual Supply Bill of Beaufort 
County is hereby ratified and approved an no claim shall be filed 
against the said Allen Paul for said Four Hundred ($400.00) Dol- 
lars. (This Section is inserted upon recommendation of the Grand 
Jury of Beaufort County). 


§ 16. There is hereby appropriated, out of the General Fund of 
Beaufort County, the sum of Five Hundred ($500.00) Dollars, if 
so much be needed, to pay the expenses of the Broad River Bridge 
Commission, heretofore created, for the purpose of investigating 
and reporting ways and means of constructing a bridge across Broad 
River. This money shall be paid upon itemized, verified vouchers, 
approved by the Chairman of the said Commission. 


§ 17. There is hereby appropriated the sum of Three Thousand 
($3,000.00) Dollars to pay the expenses of acquiring right-of-ways, 
rental of boat or boats, salary of employees, and other necessary 
and incidental expenses in connection with the establishment and 
constructing a road leading to Hunting Island, and operation of 
ferry in cooperation with the State Forestry Commission and/or 
the National Park Service in the development of Hunting Island 
as a National Park. This sum is appropriated for the calendar year 
1938 and shall be paid on itemized, verified vouchers, approved by 
the Chairman of the Hunting Island National Park Commission. 

§ 18. There is hereby appropriated out of the ordinary funds 
of the County the sum of Five Hundred (4500.00) Dollars to be 
used by the Beaufort County Forfeited Land Commission as a re- 
volving fund to pay fees of County officers accrued or accruing in 
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connection with real estate titles to the Forfeited Land Commission 
of Beaufort County. When the Forfeited Land Commission sells 
real estate conveyed to the said Forfeited Land Commission, the 
expenses paid from this revolving fund shall be repaid to the re- 
volving fund, and the surplus, if any, paid to the Treasurer of 
Beaufort County, as now provided by law. 

§ 19. For the purpose of lighting Beaufort High School Athletic 
Field for night athletic contests, there is hereby created Beaufort 
District Athletic Association, to be composed of the County Su- 
perintendent of Education, Superintendent of the City Schools, and 
the faculty manager of athletics. The said Association is hereby au- 
thorized and empowered to borrow in the name of said Association 
not in excess of One Thousand ($1,000.00) Dollars to be used as 
a sponsor’s contribution in matching WPA funds on the WPA 
project for the lighting of the Beaufort High School Athletic Field. 
For the payment of the said sums so borrowed, the said Beaufort 
School District Athletic Association shall set aside twenty five 
(25%) per cent of the gate receipts of all athletic contests played 
upon said athletic field at night, and shall apply said twenty five 
(25%) per cent of said gate receipts to the payment of principal 
so borrowed, and interest thereon, until the said indebtedness is 
paid in full. The said indebtedness shall be a first lien upon said 
gate receipts to the extent of twenty five (25%) per cent thereof, 
and the same is irrevocably pledged to the repayment of said in- 
debtedness. 

§ 20. That during any vacancy in the office of magistrate of 
Beaufort Township, the magistrates of St. Helena Township and 
Sheldon Township shall have jurisdiction of all matters “civil and 
criminal” arising in Beaufort Township, and may hear and de- 
termine such matters, both “civil and criminal”, either in their re- 
spective magisterial districts or in the Beaufort magisterial district, 
and for such extra service the said magistrates of St. Helena and 
Sheldon Townships shall receive extra compensation of Fifteen ($15- 
.00) Dollars per month, which shall be paid out of the appropriation 
for the salary of the magistrate for Beaufort Township. 

§ 21. All Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent herewith are hereby 
repealed. 

§ 22. This Act shall take effect upon its approval by the Gov- 
ernor.

AN ACT to Authorize the Expenditure of Fifteen Hundred ($1,- 
500.00) Dollars for Certain Purposes in Beaufort County. 


Section 1. Appropriation improve national guard armory in 
Beaufort, Beaufort County.—Be it enacted by the General As- 
sembly of the State of South Carolina: For the purpose of provid- 
ing funds to meet sponsors contributions on the approved WPA 
project for the rebuilding, renovating and repairing the National 
Guard Armory in Beaufort, there is hereby appropriated the sum 
of Fifteen Hundred ($1,500.00) Dollars from the county funds of 
Beaufort County. If the said $1500.00 is not available in current 
county funds the,Treasurer is authorized and directed to transfer 
from any county sinking fund the said $1500.00 to be repaid to said 
sinking fund as hereinafter provided. 

§ 2. Payment—use—accounting.—Said Treasurer is hereby au- 
thorized and directed to deliver to Captain Benjamin Bostick, Com- 
manding Hq. Battery 263 Coast Artillery, S.C. N. G., upon demand, 
the said Fifteen Hundred ($1,500.00) Dollars, and the said Cap- 
tain Benjamin Bostick is authorized and directed to use said $1500.00, 
or so much thereof as is necessary, to meet the sponsors contribu- 
tion on the said project. When said project has been completed the 
said Captain Benjamin Bostick shall file an itemized verified state- 
ment of all expenditures made from said fund and return any sur- 
plus to the Treasurer of Beaufort County. 

§ 3. Repayment of appropriation if borrowed.—For the pur- 
pose of repaying the said amount in case it should have to be bor- 
rowed from the sinking fund, there is hereby annually appropriated

Purpose of Paying Therefor, and Providing for the Payment 
of the Principal and Interest of Said Bonds. 


Section 1. Town of Port Royal purchase certain lands.—Be it 
enacted by the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: 
That the town of Port Royal be, and it is hereby, authorized and 
permitted to purchase from the Forfeited Land Commission of Beau- 
fort County any lands in Beaufort County, either within or without 
the Town limits of Port Royal, upon such terms and conditions as 
might be agreed upon by the said Forfeited Land Commission and 
the Town Council of the town of Port Royal. 

§ 2. Issue bonds pay for such lands—election necessary.— 
That for the purpose of paying the purchase price therefor, or 
any part thereof, the Town Council is hereby authorized and per- 
mitted to issue its several coupon bonds in a sum not exceeding 
sixteen thousand ($16,000.00) Dollars: Provided, That before said 
bonds shall be issued and sold the questions of whether or not the 
town shall purchase said property and whether or not the Town shall 
issue and sell its bonds shall be submitted to the qualified electors 
of said Town at a special election to be called for said purpose by 
the Town Council 

§ 3. Question submit at election—At said election there shall 
be submitted to the electors of the town of Port Royal the follow- 
ing question : 

“FOR THE PURCHASE FROM THE BEAUFORT FOR- 
FEITED LAND COMMISSION THE LAWRENCE HAMILL, 
TRUSTEE, PROPERTY, AND ISSUING BONDS TO PAY 
THEREFOR”. . 
“YES” 

“NO” 

(Those voting in favor of said question shall strike out the word 
“NO”; those voting against said question shall strike out the word 
“YES”.) 

§ 4. Issue bonds if election favorable——If a majority of the 
electors of the town of Port Royal, voting in said election, shall vote 
in favor of purchasing the said property and issuing bonds to pay 
therefor, the Town Council of the town of Port Royal may issue 
its serial coupon bonds in such denominations as said Town Council 
may determine, and said bonds shall bear interest at a rate not to 
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exceed five (5%) percent per annum and shall mature in such 
amounts from year to year as to be retired and paid in full within 
twenty (20) years. , 

§ 5. Bonds—execution.—The said bonds shall be signed by the 
Intendant of the town of Port Royal and countersigned by the 
Clerk and Treasurer of said town with the seal of their office: Pro- 
vided, That the signatures of said Intendant and Clerk and Treas- 
urer may be lithographed on the coupons of said bonds, which said 
lithographed signatures shall be a sufficient signing of the same.

Broad River in Beaufort County: and to Provide for a Levy 
and: Collection of a Tax to Pay the Principal and Interest of 
Said Bonds. 


Whereas, Act No. 823 of the Acts of the General Assembly of 
South Carolina, for the year 1937, was approved March 5th, 1938, 
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and provided for certain duties on the part of the Commission 
therein created, amongst which was to secure funds and provide 
for the building of a bridge and causeways over Broad River, Beau- 
fort County 


Section 1. Beaufort County issue bonds construct bridge 
across Broad River in Beaufort County.—Be it enacted by the Gen- 
eral Assembly of the State of South Carolina: That the Beaufort 
County Board of Directors, for the purpose of obtaining funds to 
aid in the construction of the aforementioned Broad River Bridge 
and approaches thereto, is hereby authorized and empowered to is- 
sue bonds, not to exceed an amount of Five Hundred Thousand 
($500,000.00) Dollars, if so much be necessary, the same to be 
serial coupon bonds in denominations of Five Hundred ($500.00) 
Dollars and/or One Thousand. ($1,000.00) Dollars, each to bear 
interest not to exceed four and one fourth (4%) per cent, per 
annum and to mature in not more than thirty (30) years from 
date of issuance, interest to be paid semi-annually and the maturity 
of the bonds shall be so arranged that not more than Twenty Thou- 
sand ($20,000.00 Dollars shall mature in any one year after the 
same are issued; such additional funds as may be needed for the 
purpose of constructing the said bridge and approaches shall be 
secured by the Broad River Bridge Commission by gifts, grants 
or otherwise, Provided the bonds herein authorized shall not be 
sold until it is determined that such additional funds, as may be nec- 
essary are available. The official determination that the additional 
funds are available shall be a matter solely within the discretion of 
the County Board of Directors and the purchaser or purchasers of 
such bonds shall be entitled to rely on the action of the County 
Board of Directors in so determining the question, and if the bonds 
are ‘sold by the County Board of Directors they shall be a valid and 
binding obligation of the County regardless of the determination of 
the County Board of Directors. The said bonds shall, in the dis- 
cretion of the said County Board of Directors, carry a provision 
giving the said Board the right to call in and retire the same at 
not in excess of par at the pleasure of the said Board. Provided, 
However, that before the said Broad River Bridge Commission 
shall enter into any contract or incur any official expenses, other 
than hereinbefore provided and authorized in connection with the 
said bridge project, the same shall first be approved by the Beau- 
fort County Board of Directors. 
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§ 2. Beaufort County board of directors control completed 
bridge—On the completion and acceptance of the bridge it shall 
be turned over and placed under the jurisdiction of the Beaufort

§ 3. Bonds—execution.—The said bonds shall be signed by the 
Chairman of said Board and counter-signed by the Clerk of the 
same with the signature of this office; Provided, that the signature 
of the said Chairman and clerk may be lithographed on the coupons 
of the said bonds which said lithographed signatures shall be a 
sufficient signing of the same. The principal and interest of the 
bonds may be made payable within or without the State of South 
Carolina and in such medium of payment as may be indicated on 
the face of the bond. 


8 4. Bonds—disposition——The said bonds shall be disposed of 
by the said Commission for cash, for not less than par, at such time 
and upon such notice as said Board may deem proper.

Section 1. Beaufort County construct bridge across Broad 
River, Beaufort County.—Be it enacted by the General Assembly 
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of the State of South Carolina: The County of Beaufort is authorized 
and empowered to construct a bridge across Broad River in Beau- 
fort County, together with the necessary approaches thereto, such as 
roads, fills, viaducts and bridges, to be built at such point as may be 
determined by the Beard as hereinafter provided. 

§ 2. Broad River bridge commission.—There is hereby created 
the Broad River Bridge Commission, to obtain by gift, purchase, or 
condemnation, the necessary land for furnishing material, and the 
rights of way for the purpose of the construction, maintenance and 
operation of the above mentioned bridge.

Whereas, by Act No. 924 of the Acts of 1936 there was created 
the Township of Folly Island in Charleston County, the territorial 
limits of which, provided in said Act,'to be the territorial limits of the 
Island in Charleston County, known as Folly Island; and 

Whereas, the question has arisen as to whether the residents of 
said Township desire the Township form of Government to be con- 
tinued in force, or be abolished ; and 
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Whereas, it is desirable that the voters residing in said ‘fownship 
be allowed to express themselves on this question in the Democratic 
primary to be held in 1938, so that their recommendation, together 
with the recommendations of other interested persons otherwise se- 
cured or received, may be before the General Assembly at its next ses- 
sion for its consideration in connection with proposed legislation : 

Section 1. Residents vote in primary, August, 1938, on town- 
ship form of government, township of Folly Island, Charleston 
County.—Be it resolved by the General Assembly of the State of 
South Carolina: That at the primary election to be held in August, 
1938 for the nomination of State and County officers, the residents of 
the Township of Folly Island,Charleston County,voting in the said 
primary, shall be permitted to express their wishes as to whether or 
not the Township form of Government for said Island shall be con-, 
tinued in force by casting a ballot in said election on said question. 

§ 2. Ballot box—ballots—voting.—For the purpose of carry- 
ing into effect this Resolution, the County Executive Committee for 
Charleston County shall provide a special ballot box at the polling 
precinct at which the residents of said Township enroll and vote in 
said primary, in which may be deposited by each voter, who is a 
resident of said Township, a ballot indicating his preference on the 
question of the continuance of the Township form of Government 
for said Island. The County Executive Committee of said County 
shall furnish at each precinct a sufficient number of ballots in form 
as follows: 

“Shall the Township form of Government for Folly Island now 
existing be continued in force? ‘yes’...... ‘No’.” 

Each person voting in favor of the continuance of said Township 
form of Government shall deposit in the ballot box a ballot with the 
word “ No” erased therefrom, and persons voting against the con- 
tinuance of the said Township form of Government shall deposit a 
ballot with the word “Yes” erased therefrom. 

For the purpose of this Act, the word “erased” shall mean stricken 
through said words with pen or pencil. 

§ 3. Duties of managers of primary election—effect of result. 
~The managers of the primary election of said polling precinct shall 
keep a list of those voting on this question, and shall count and tabu- 
late the votes provided for in this Resolution, and make a return of 
the same to the County Executive Committee of Charleston County, 
which Committee shall canvass the return and shall declare the result 
of said election, as the result of other primary elections are declared, 
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which said declaration of result may be used by the General As- 
sembly at its next regular session, together with recommendations 
otherwise received or secured from part-year residents and other 
property owners of said Township as a recommendation of the peo- 
ple of said Township on the question of the continuance of the said 
Township form of Government.

the Qualified Electors of Said County on the Question 
Whether Said Bond Issue and Purchase Shall be. Made. 


Section 1. Charleston County issue bonds on certain condi- 
tions purchase Folly toll road.—Be it enacted by the General As- 
sembly of the State of South Carolina: The County Board of Com- 
missioners of Charleston County be, and the same is hereby, author- 
ized to issue serial bonds of Charleston County, upon the conditions 
hereinafter stated for the purpose of raising moneys for the purchase 
of the Folly Toll Road in Charleston County. 

§ 2. Bonds.—Said bonds shall bear such rate or rates of interest, — 
payable semi-annually, as shall be determined by said County Board 
of Commissioners, or a majority thereof, not exceeding four (4) per 
centum per annum, and shall mature at such time or times not ex- 
ceeding twenty (20) years from date of said bonds, and shall be 
issued in such form and deriomination as the said County Board, or 
a majority thereof, may direct in writing. The bonds shall be signed 
by such County officials as shall be designated by said County Board 
of Commissioners and the seal of the County Board of Commission- 
ers of Charleston County shall be affixed to or impressed upon the 
said bonds.

such County with the owners of the Folly Toll Road for the pur- 
chase of said toll road. The County Board of Commissioners of 
Charleston County is hereby authorized to enter into an agreement 
with the owners of the said toll road for the purchase of the same. 


§ 4. Operation and control of road if purchased—tolls.—In 
the event that Charleston County acquires the said toll road under the 
provisions of this Act, the County Board of Commissioners of 
Charleston County is hereby authorized to assume full and complete 
operation and control of the said toll road and the approaches there- 
to; to employ necessary toll keepers and other help and to fix their 
compensation ; and to charge such tolls as in the judgment of the said 
County Board may be necessary for the proper maintenance and up- 
keep of said toll road and the approaches thereto. The County Board 
of Commissioners of Charleston County shall have the same power 
and duties as are now conferred.on the present owners of the said toll 
road. 


§ 5. Payment of bonds.—The full faith, credit and taxing power 
of Charleston County are hereby irrevocably pledged for the punc- 
tual payment of the principal and interest of said bonds as such prin- 
cipal and interest become due. The County Auditor of Charleston 
County is hereby authorized and directed to levy annually on all tax- 
able property of said County a tax sufficient to pay said principal and 
interest as they respectively become due, and the Treasurer of 
Charleston County is hereby authorized and directed to collect said 
tax and apply it to said purpose.

There shall be furnished at each voting precinct in Charleston County, 
in the said General Election, a sufficient number of ballots, in form 
as follows:

Those voting in favor of said bond issue and purchase shall de- 
posit a ballot with the word “No” erased therefrom, and those op- 
posing said bond issue and purchase shall deposit a ballot with the 
word “Yes” erased therefrom. The word “erased”, as here used, 
shall mean striking through the said word with pen or pencil. 

The Commissioners of Election shall give at least twenty (20) 
days public notice of said election by advertisement in one or more 
newspapers published in Charleston County. 

In the event that a majority of the qualified electors, voting at said 
election, shall vote in favor of said bond issue and purchase, the pro- 
visions of this Act, with reference to the bond issue herein provided 
for and the contracts and agreements herein authorized. shall become 
forthwith effective upon the declaration of the result of the said elec- 
tion in the manner provided by law for declaring the results of elec- 
tions of State and County officers. 

In the event that a majority of the qualified electors, voting in said 
election, shall oppose the said bond issue and purchase, then this bill 
shall not remain in force, and no bonds, as herein provided, sha;; be 
authorized or issued, nor shall the agreements and contracts herein 
contemplated be entered into.

AN ACT to Authorize Stevens Line Company, Inc., or Its Assigns, 
to Build a Wharf at the Foot of the Brick House Road, Edisto 
Island, Charleston County, Extending Into Russell Creek. 


Section 1. Stevens Line Company, Inc., build, occupy and 
use wharf, Edisto Island, Charleston County.—Be it enacted by 
the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: That Stevens 
Line Company, Inc., or its successors and assigns, be, and is hereby, 
authorized and empowered, subject to the approval of the United 
States Engineering Department, to build, occupy and make exclusive 
use of a wharf at the foot of Brick House Road, Edisto Island, 
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Charleston County, extending into Russell Creek, subject to the 
further provisions of this Act. 

§ 2. Public use on payment of reasonable fee.—That any per- 
son, firm or corporation desiring to make use of the said wharf for

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§ 11. Any violation of any of the provisions of this Act shall be, 
and the same is hereby, declared to be criminal offense and punish- 
able, upon conviction, in the discretion of the Court and upon con- 
viction shall be removed from office. 


§ 12. That neither the County Treasurer nor any of his assistants 
shall become Clerk of the Board of County Commissioners, but the 
Board of County Commissioners shall elect some other discreet and 
capable person to perform such duties for a sum not exceeding fifteen 
hundred ($1500.00) dollars per annum, and the Clerk so elected shall 
be the purchasing agent for the stationery, books, office supplies and 
other necessary articles used by all the County Officers and Magis- 
trates in and for their respective offices. The payment of any such 
items otherwise bought shall not be binding on the County. The clerk 
or purchasing agent shall keep a correct entry of all such purchases 
and certify to same to the County Commissioners at each monthly 
meeting. ‘That the Clerk of the Board of County Commissioners of 
Cherokee County shall not issue any voucher or check to any Magis- 
trate of Cherokee County until said Magistrate has filed with the 
Clerk of the Board a statement of the names of all parties for whom 
warrants have been issued during the previous month, the nature of 
the offense charged in the warrant and the disposition of each case; 
to each said statement there shall be attached a receipt from the 
Treasurer for the fines and costs collected by the Magistrates during 
the previous month, and the Clerk of the Board is hereby required to 
file said statements of the Magistrates in the permanent files of the 
office of the County Commissioners. The Clerk of the County Board 
of Commissioners shall be required to remain in office during the 
regular Court House hours. 


§ 13. Three (3) mills are hereby levied on all real and personal 
property in Blacksburg Centralized School District created by Act 
306 of the General Assembly of 1925, to be used by the trustees of 
said districts for the maintenance of the High School located in said 
District, and the special levies now being levied in School Districts 
Nos. One (1), Three (3), Four (4), Five (5), Six (6), Eight (8) 
and Nine (9) shall be reduced three (3) mills: Provided, That the 
Auditor and the Treasurer of Cherokee County shall make such in- 
crease or decrease as called for in this section as may be directed by 
a majority of the Cherokee Delegation.

§ 15. The amount herein appropriated shall be paid out as near 
as practicable one-twelfth (1/12) each month during the year 1938 
and if any item or salary has been overpaid for any month, such over- 
payment shall be deducted from the following month. Any note or 
contract made by any officer of the County or by the Board of County 
Commissioners for ahy amount not included in this supply bill shall 
be null and void; any officer or employee who disregards any of the 
provisions hereof without the written consent of a majority of the 
Cherokee County Delegation in the General Assembly, kept on file in 
the Treasurer’s office, Shall be guilty of malfeasance in office and 
subject to removal. If the County Supervisor and/or the Board of 
County Commissioners at any time find that the appropriation or 
monthly allotment is not sufficient to maintain the maximum chain- 
gang and equipment or road maintenance, then in that event they are 
required to send to the State Penitentiary a sufficient number of long 
term chaingang prisoners and reduce equipment and other expenses 
so that the expenses will come within the monthly allotment herein 
provided. 

All appropriations herein made are subject to the right and au- 
thority of the majority of the Cherokee County Delegation to change, 
alter or deduct therefrom at any time without notice, when in its 
judgment such change, alteration or deduction is necessary for the 
best interests of-the County and to conform with the revenue expected 
during the life of this Act: Provided, That the changes made by the 
Delegation pursuant to the authority herein conferred shall not oper- 
ate to increase the total amount herein appropriated. 

§ 16. That the Clerk of the County Commissioners, or the Su- 
pervisor, when each voucher is issued from that office, shall show 
on each voucher out of what fund the voucher is to be paid, what 
the voucher is to pay, and the balance of the fund after the voucher 
is paid. 

§ 17. All Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent with the provisions of 
this Act are hereby repealed. 

§ 18. This Act shall take effect upon its approval by the Gov- 
ernor.

§ 2. The following taxes are levied upon the taxable property 
of Chester County for the year 1937 for the following purposes: 

(a) To provide funds for retiring and paying interest on High- 
way Improvement Bonds, and Supplementary Highway Bonds, (is- 
sue of 1922), three and three-fourths (3-34) mills; 

(b) To provide for retiring and paying interest on Chester Court 
House Bonds, three-fourths (34) mills; 

(c) For Township Roads, to be allocated to townships as hereto- 
fore provided by law, and expended by the County Board of Direc- 
tors, two (2) mills. 

§ 3. The following named citizens are hereby constituted and 
appointed a board, to be known as the Chester County Hospital 
Board, and referred to herein as the Hospital Board, and the said 
Board shall manage and expend the appropriation for operation and 
treatment of charity patients, as provided and referred to in Section 
1 of this Act: Mrs. Ethel M. McFadden, Dr. J. L. Hamilton, and 
M. Henry White, of Chester; G. M. Wright Jr., and L. W. Pittman 
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of Great Falls; Shaw Simpson of Lando; J. Foster Carter, of Low- 
rys; H. S. McKeown, Cornwell, none of whom shall receive any 
compensation, but all of whom may receive actual traveling expenses 
when traveling is necessary, to be paid out of the same appropriation. 
The County Nurse shall be ex-officio member of the Hospital Board, 
and shall act as investigator and Clerk of the said Board, and shall 
call the first meeting thereof, but she shall not receive additional com- 
pensation to that of County Nurse for such services. The Hospital 
Board shall organize by electing a Chairman and such other officers 
as it may determine, and shall adopt such rules and regulations as 
it may deem wise for the purpose of controlling and disbursing the 
said funds for the purpose of giving surgical and dental operations, 
medical attention and hospital treatment, as they may deem necessary 
for citizens of Chester County, deserving free treatment and free 
operations, and their action shall be final: Provided, that vouchers 
for the distribution of the said appropriation shall be issued and 
signed by the Chairman and the Clerk of the Hospital Board and 
directed to the Board of County Directors, who shall honor and pay 
all vouchers, if the same do not exceed the appropriation provided 
herein and that which may be added by the Chester County Legisla- 
tive Delegation: Provided Further, that the said Hospital Board shall 
not exceed in their disbursements the appropriation herein provided, 
unless the said, appropriation is supplemented by the majority of 
the Chester County Legislative Delegation, and in no case shall they 
exceed the amount which is provided herein: Provided Further that 
any vacancy in the Hospital Board may be filled by the remaining 
members of the said Board. 

The Hospital Board herein created may seek to obtain and accept 
funds from the Duke Endowment and from other sources to be used 
along with these funds for the purposes herein named. 

§ 4. The County Treasurer is empowered to borrow in anticipa- 
tion of the taxes levied, so much money as may be necessary to pay 
the authorized expenses of the County in cases of emergency: Pro- 
vided it shall be borrowed upon the request of the Board of County 
Directors, with the approval in writing of a majority of the Legisla- 
tive Delegation. 

§ 5. The levy hereinabove named for the purpose of ‘meeting 
the obligations of the County for certain purposes shall be devoted 
to the specific purpose for which levy is made, and in case the levies 
hereinabove provided shall result in the raising of more funds than 
may be necessary for the specific purpose indicated, then any such 
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surplus shall be actually determined by the County Treasurer and ap- 
plied by the County Board of Directors as a payment to other ob- 
jects for which tax levies are herein made upon the written request 
of a majority of the County Delegation. In case the assessed value 
of the property in said County amounts to more, after the action of 
the Board of Assessors, the Board of Equalization, the Tax Com- 
mission and the Board of Reviews or such authorities as may be 
charged by law with the duties of assessing and equalizing the value 
of the. property, than is sufficient to raise the amount appropriated 
under the levy herein made, including any revenue derived from any 
source, or if it be that the amount appropriated for any purpose is 
or will not be actually required, then the County Auditor, by and 
with the consent of a majority of the Legislative Delegation, may 
reduce the levy to such a rate as he finds it necessary to raise the 
taxes no more than the amount actually required: Provided that in 
the event it should be four‘d that the amount appropriated for any 
specific purpose is more than is necessary, the County Board of Di- 
rectors shall have the right, upon the approval of the majority of the 
Legislative Delegation, to apply such surplus to other necessary 
County purposes; and, Provided Further that the County Board of 
Directors shall have the right to exceed the appropriation herein 
made for the specific purposes, but no further than is authorized ir 
writing by a majority of the Legislative Delegation ; and in no case to 
an amount in excess of the contingent fund herein provided.

Upon the written request of the Legislative Delegation, is hereby 
approved and validated. 

§ 7. All county officers shall furnish the office of the County 
Board of Directors a written requisition for ali supplies needed. 

§ 8. It shall be the duty of the Janitor of the Court. House, in 
addition to his present duties, to keep the Court Room and Jury 
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. Room in good sanitary condition; that he shall before each term 
of Court, and before each public meeting to be held in the Court 
House, prepare the Court Room for each term of Court and all such 
meetings, and clean it after each term of Court and public meeting. 
That no Court Bailiff, or any other employee, shall be allowed com- 
pensation for such work: Provided Court attaches and bailiffs must 
keep the Court Room in proper sanitary condition during the terms 
of Court. 

§ 9. That compensation shall be allowed for not exceeding the 
following number of attaches or bailiffs for each term of the Court 
of Chester County: One child for drawing jury; One Court Crier; 
and two additional bailiffs, if so many be necessary: Provided that 
pay for as many as two additional bailiffs may be allowed for the 
Criminal terms of Court, if appointment of such additional number 
is requested by the Solicitor. The names of the child to draw the 
Jury, the Court Crier, and the two bailiffs for Civil Court and the 
two additional ones for Criminal Court, if they be ordered appointed 
by the Solicitor, shal! immediately upon appointment be furnished 
by the Board of County Directors by the Sheriff, and only the persons 
whose names shall be so furnished shall be paid out of county funds 
and the County shall be liable for none other.

§ 13. The salary for the Chairman of the County Board of Di- 
rectors is hereby fixed at Twenty Four Hundred ($2,400.00) Dol- 
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lars per year, and the salary of the other (2) members of the County 
Board of Directors is fixed at Six Hundred ($600.00) Dollars each 
per year, beginning January 1, 1938. 

§ 14. The Board of County Directors and the County Treasurer 
are forbidden to pay any fee or fees for making arrests in Chester 
County by any peace officer or officers, including Sheriff, Deputy 
Sheriff, Magistrate’s Constable, or State Constable, Rural Police, or 
Industrial Deputies. 

§ 15. That the sum of Six Hundred ($600.00) Dollars is hereby 
allowed for the year 1938 to be paid by the Board of County Di- 
rectors in equal monthly payments to help defray the expenses of a 
Service Officer in Chester County for the benefit of the Veterans 
and survivors of the World War, Spanish-American War, or any 
other War, now residing in Chester County, to enable them to apply 
for pensions, increase of pensions, bonuses, compensation, or other 
allowances by law; said Service Officer to be designated by the Post 
of the American Legion at Chester and at Great Falls jointly, and 
his services to be rendered as the attorney or agent in behalf of 
Chester County for the benefit of all those entitled thereto under 
this Section as aforesaid. 

§ 16. The Board of County Directors is hereby authorized to 
make proper provisions for feeding the convicts of Chester County 
at the lowest possible cost and pay for the same out of any money 
on hand with the County Treasurer not otherwise appropriated. 

§ 17. The Janitor of the Court House is hereby especially charged 
with the duty of enforcing all of the provisions of Section 1175 of 
the Code of Laws of South Carolina, 1932, but this shall not lessen 
the duties of the Sheriff, his deputy, and the Magistrate and his 
Constables in that regard. 

§ 18. When convicts are available for the purposes, the Board 
of County Directors, in their discretion, may furnish a convict, or 
convicts, to the Janitor of the Court House and Jail for the purpose 
of keeping the Court House and Jail in sanitary condition, but this 
authority does not authorize them to employ any free labor for the 
purpose. When convicts are not available and are not furnished by the 
Board, the Janitor of the Court House and Jail, himself, is required 
to discharge all the duties of his position, without assistance of con- 
victs. 

§ 19. The Board of County Directors of Chester County is here- 
by authorized to use such funds now on hand not otherwise appro- 
priated to supplement, if such action be necessary, the amount of 
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money raised by the 5-34 mill levy set forth in Section 1, and for the 
payment of the items of this Supply Bill. 

§ 20. Increases and the new appropriation in this Bill shall be-

on Denuded and Understocked and Sub-Marginal Areas With- 
in the County; Defining Forests and Forest Fires; and Pro- 
viding for the Financing Thereof. 
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Section 1. Short title—Be it enacted by the General Assembly 
of the State of South Carolina: This Act shall be cited as the 
“Chester County Forest Fire Control Organization Act. 


§ 2. Declaration of Chester County legislative delegation.— 
The Delegation of Chester County, State of South Carolina, recog- 
nizing the fact that the forest lands of Chester County are a natural 
resource of great economic value to its citizens and the county as 
a whole, and that the recent establishment in South Carolina of the 
pulp and paper industry has materially increased the value of this 
natural resource, and that it is of utmost importance to Chester 
County to preserve its forest lands for continuous production of 
forest products, and that this cannot be accomplished without or- 
ganized protection against forest fires, does hereby declare the pro- 
tection against fire and the preservation of the forests of Chester 
County, as herein defined, essential for the economic welfare of 
the whole County and its people. 


§ 3. Forest fire control organization district—That for the 
purpose of providing for the protection of forest lands, to promote 
reforestation on denuded and under-stocked and sub-marginal areas, 
and to aid in the enforcement of all laws pertaining: to forests and 
other lands of Chester County, for the purpose of this’ Act, is under 
the provision hereof, created a Forest Fire Control Organization 
District. 


§ 4, Fire prevention and control work.—All fire prevention and 
control work in this Forest Fire Control Organization District, 
created by this Act, shall be under the direction of the South Caro- 
lina Commission of Forestry and the State Forester, subject to 
the provisions of this Act and the laws of the State and Federal 
Government, now, or hereafter, enacted, relative to forestry and 
forest fire prevention and control. 


§ 5. Forest land.—For the purpose of this Act, all lands within 
said fire District shall be construed “Forest Land” which have 
enough forest growth, standing or down, or have sufficient in- 
flammable debris or grass outside of corporate limits to constitute, 
in the judgment of the South Carolina State Commission of For- 
estry, a fire menace to itself or adjoining lands. 4 


§ 6. Forest fire—The term “Forest Fire”, as used in this Act, 


means any fire burning uncontrolled on any land covered wholely 
or in part by timber, brush, grass or other inflammable vegetation. 
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§ 7. County tax defray expenses—disbursement.—The Audi- 
tor for Chester County is authorized to annually levy, upon the re- 
quest of the Chester County Forestry Board, a sufficient tax on 
all taxable property of Chester County not to exceed three-tenths 
(.3) mills for the purpose of defraying the expenses incident to 
the Forest Fire Control herein prpvided, and the Treasurer of 
Chester County shall on request of the Chester County Forestry 
Board pay over to the said Forestry Commission not exceeding 
the sum of Three Thousand ($3,000.00) Dollars in any twelve 
months to be used by the Forestry Commission herein provided for 
by this Act. 

§ 7-A. Chester County soil conservation association put stat- 
ute in effect or refuse do so.—The Chester County Soil Conserva- 
tion Association is hereby empowered to put this Act into effect 
immediately, or in their discretion they may refuse to do so, and 
in reaching a conclusion as to whether or not it is to be put into 
effect they shall have the right to have such hearings of the farmers 
and taxpayers of Chester County as they may deem necessary, or 
they can put it into effect or refuse to put it into effect without 
such hearings. The determination to put this Act into operation 
on the part of the Chester County Sqil Conservation shall be done 
by appropriate resolution of the said Association and if the said 
Soil Conservation Association decides to put the Act into operation 
they shall immediately elect the five members of the Chester County 
Forestry Board as provided in Section 8. 


§ 8. Board—appointment—term.—There shall be set up a 
Board, to be known as the Chester County Forestry Board, consist- 
ing of Seven (7) members of which one shall be State Forester 
or his representative with full voting power and one shall be the 
County Demonstration Agent. The remaining five members shall 
be elected by the Chester County Soil Conservation Association. 
The members of the Chester County Forestry Board so elected 
shall serve for a period of two years, or until the dissolution of the 
Forest Fire Control Organization District unless sooner removed 
from office for cause. Vacancies occurring in the membership of 
the said Board due to resignation or other reasons shall be filled by 
the Chester County Soil Conservation Association. 


§ 8-A. Employees.—It shali be unlawful for the Chester County 
Forestry Board to employ any one who shall be recommended by 
the Chester County Legislative Delegation, or any member thereof. 
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Any violation of this Section on the part of any member of the 
Chester County Forestry Board or any member of the Chester 
County Legislative Delegation shall be deemed a misdemeanor 
punishable in the discretion of the Court. 

§ 9. Duties of board—meetings—wardens, patrolmen and 
towermen.—The duties of the Board shall be to serve in an advisory 
and executive capacity for the performance of the provisions of 
this Act. They shall hold at least two meetings in each year, one 
during the month of October and one during the month of Feb- 
ruary. They shall modify and/or approve the Forest Fire Control 
plan set up for the organization area by the State Commission of 
Forestry. They shall modify and/or approve the budget set up for 
the carrying on of the fire control plan. They shall appoint the 
necessary wardens, patrolmen and towermen, subject to the approval 
of the State Commission of Forestry, They shall further define 
the forest land area in the County in accordance with acreage, as 
described in Section 7. 

§ 10. Forest fire wardens—duties and powers.—Each forest 
fire warden shall have the power, and his duties shall be, (a) to 
act as the field representative of the State Forester, (b) to pre- 
pare and forward to the State Forester, through the proper channels, 
such data in his District as may be required by the State Forester, 
(c) to report to the State Forester conditions existing within his 
district which are or may become, forest fire hazards, and to perform 
such other acts and duties as may be necessary in the opinion of 
the State Forester to conform with the purposes of this Act. 

§ 11. State commission of forestry and state forester—duties 
and powers.—The State Commission of Forestry and the State For- 
ester shall compile for the October meeting of the Forestry 
Board in each year a fire control plan for the Fire Control Or- 
ganization Area and a budget itemizing the expenditures to be 
made during the year following. It shall, following the approval 
of that fire plan and budget, be the governing body of all 
fire control activities within the Fire Control Organization area 
and shall have power to make and enforce all rules and regulations 
necessary for the administration and government of the area from 
the standpoint of forest fire prevention and control service, to 
recommend personnel to be employed as fire wardens, and to be the 
authorized agent of the Forestry Board to administer the acts of 
said Board under the authority granted by this Act. The State 
Forester and his agents, or members of the State Commission of

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Forestry, or of the Forest Fire Organization area, shall have the 
right at any or all times to go upon any land within the area for the 
purpose of fighting or controlling forest fires, as defined herein, 
without making himself liable for trespassing. 

§ 12. Title to property acquired.—The title to all property, 
which may, through the co-operative forest fire control funds, be 
acquired for the carrying on of this County Forest Fire Control Or- 
ganization area, created under the provisions of this Act, shall be 
vested in the State Commission ofForestry. Provided, However, 
if the State Commission of Forestry withdraws aid from said Dis- 
trict, the title to said property shall vest in said Fire Control Dis- 
trict, BUT, should aid be withdrawn by said Fire Control District 
then title shall vest in the said Commission of Forestry. 

§ 13. Owners may burn over lands.—Nothing in this Act shall 
be construed as limiting and restricting the owners of any forest 
land within the Organization Area burning over their own land 
where the fire is not allowed to spread onto or over the land of 
another or others. 

§ 14. Invalidity —If any section, sub-section, sentence, clause 
or phrase of this Act is, for any reason, held to be unconstitutional, 
such decision shall not affect the validity of the remaining portions 
of this Act. The legislature hereby declares that it would have passed - 
this Act and each section, sub-section, sentence, clause or phrase 
hereof, irrespective of the fact that any one or more sections, sub- 
sections, sentences, clauses or phrases be declared unconstitutional. 

§ 15. Duration.—This Act shall remain in force until June 30th, 
1940.

§ 4. For the purpose of meeting current expenses and taking 
care of past indebtedness, the County Commissioners and the County 
Treasurer are hereby authorized and empowered to renew notes or to 
borrow money, and to secure the payment of said loans, and to pledge 
the Ordinary County levy of 1938-1939, or any uncollected taxes, 
as security for each such loan or loans. The said officers are to obtain 
said loans and renewals of notes at as low a rate of interest as 
possible and, if the County Attorney and a majority of the Delega- 
tion deem it advisable, they must advertise for bids on such loans: 
Provided, That no money shall be borrowed or notes renewed until 
the entire Delegation shall have been consulted and written consent 
given by a majority of said Delegation. It shall be sufficient for the 
County Treasurer and the Chairman of the Board of Commissioners 
to sign such notes, or note, to borrow money, provided that every 
such loan must be first approved in writing by a majority of the 
Legislative Delegation. 


§ 5. That no charge shall be made by the Sheriff or Jailor for 
admitting to and releasing from the jail any prisoner committed by 
a Magistrate, or the Coroner, or any. Peace Officer of the County. 


§ 6. The County Treasurer, Clerk of Court and the various 
Magistrates are required to file quarterly statements with the County 
Board of Commissioners, which said statement shall show the amount 
of fees collected by them. In addition, the Treasurer’s report shall 
show the amount of indebtedness of the County existing at the date 
thereof, the amount of cash on hand, the amount of cash in banks, 
the name of banks in which deposited, and list of security filed with 
him to indemnify the County against loss by reason of such deposit: 
Provided, That no County warrant for salary shall be issued to 
the said Clerk of Court and Magistrates until said statements are 
filed as herein directed, and the provisions of this Section shall apply 
to the County Peace Officers. 


§ 7. The County Commissioners and the Clerk thereof are here- 
by expressly forbidden to contract for work, or to furnish any ma- 
terial or supplies, to Chesterfield County. No warrant, check, claim, 
voucher, or any other order for the payment of money out of the 
Treasury of Chesterfield County or otherwise of any kind, nature 


* 
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or description, shall be issued by the County Board of Commissioners 
and paid by the Treasurer until the claim, which is the basis of said 
warrant, shall have been endorsed in writing by the County Attor- 
ney as a valid and legal obligation of Chesterfield County ; Provided, 
The County Board of Commissioners shall have first made a writ- 
ten request to the County Attorney asking that any claim filed 
against the County be approved by him as to its legality. 

§ 8. In all warrants charging violation of the check law, where 
same is settled before trial, the Magistrate shall be entitled to receive 
One ($1.00) Dollars,and each constable shall be entitled to receive 
as compensation the fee of One ($1.00) Dollars and mileage to 
be collected from the person accused of such violation. 

§ 9. The County Board of Commissioners are authorized to 
make such arrangements as they may deem wise and expedient for 
furnishing medicine and securing the services of a physician, or 
physicians, for theinmates of the County Home, and prisoners in 
the jail and on the chaingang. 

§ 10. The County Auditor is hereby authorized, empowered and 
directed to levy not exceeding two (2) mills upon all the property 
of Chesterfield County for school purposes, to be allocated by the 
County Board of Education, with the consent of the Legislative 
Delegation, among the Grammar Grades and High Schools of said 
County. 

§ 10-A. The County Auditor of Chesterfield County is hereby au- 
thorized, empowered and directed to levy a tax of one (1) mill upon 
all the property in Chesterfield County for the purpose of paying 
fire insurance premiums due the Sinking Fund Commission of 
South Carolina for insuring public buildings in said County, and the 
Treasurer of said County shall collect the same as other taxes are 
collected, which shall be applied to the payment of said premiums. 

§ 11. The County Auditor, with the consent of a majority of the 
Legislative Delegation, shall have the power and authority to raise 
or lower the number of mills herein levied, as may be deemed nec- 
essary to meet the absolute needs of the County. 

§ 12. The revenue alloted and going to Chesterfield County from 
sale of alcoholic liquors, wines and beverages, shall be placed in 
the ordinary funds of the County Treasury and shall be spent for 
ordinary county purposes. 

§ 18. The County Treasurer of Chesterfield County shall hold 
in his hands the delinquent tax executions for the year 1937, un- 
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til the first day of November, 1938, and any delinquent taxpayer 
shall have the right to pay his delinquent taxes to said Treasurer 
up to said time without any costs except the Treasurer’s fee. After 
the first day of November, 1938, the County Treasurer shall deliver 
and turn over to the Sheriff of Chesterfield County all uncollected 
delinquent taxes for the year 1937 for collection by said Sheriff. 

§ 14. The Road Supervisor and Clerk to the Board of County 
Commissioners shall prepare and maintain at all times an inventory 
of the purchase and distribution of gasoline and oils and said Clerk 
is authorized to issue gasoline to such county officers as are en- 
titled to use gas without the payment of gasoline tax but such , 
gasoline so issued must be paid for upon delivery or be deducted 
from the salaries of such officials. ; 

§ 15. The salaries herein appropriated, unless pines es directed, 
shall be payable monthly. ‘ 

§ 16. Court House WPA Project. All disbursements by the 
County Board of Commissioners of Chesterfield County heretofore 
made in the enlargement, repairing and remodeling of Court House, 
which is a WPA Project, sponsored by Chesterfield Cotnty, are 
hereby confirmed and a sufficient sum of money is hereby appro- 
priated out of the funds of the County, not otherwise appropriated, 
to complete the said project according to the terms of the contract, 
upon the written approval of the Legislative Delegation of Chester- 
field County, or a majority thereof. 

§ 17. The County Board of Commissioners of Chesterfield 
County is hereby authorized and empowered to issue its warrants 
or vouchers to pay claims against the County of Chesterfield upon 
the written approval of the Legislative Delegation in cases where 
the appropriation provided in the Appropriation Act for Chester- 
field County for the fiscal year 1937-1938 have been exhausted. 
In all other cases where the appropriation is sufficient they shall 
issue their warrant or voucher in the usual manner provided by law. 

§ 18. The County Attorney of Chesterfield County shall be ap- 
pointed by the County Board of Commissioners by and with the 
consent of a majority of the Legislative Delegation, including the 
Senator and shall hold office until January 1,1939, after which 
time his term of office shall be coterminate with that of the County 
Board of Commissioners. , 

§ 19. The Treasurer of Chesterfield County is hereby authorized 
and directed to refund to J. C. Terrell the sum of Seventy Five 
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($75.00) Dollars collected on tax execution #1938. Said refund shall 
be made by credit upon the taxes of the said J.C.Terrell. This re- 
fund is made pursuant to certificate of Sheriff and County Auditor, 
dated February 4,1938, which is on file in the office of the County 
Treasurer. 


§ 20. The Treasurer of Chesterfield County is hereby authorized 
and directed to refund to C. H. Butler the sum of Four Hundred 
Fifty Nine and 21/100 ($459.21) Dollars, paid by him for taxes 
which had been previously paid by the Atlantic Joint Stock Land 
Bank of Raleigh, N. C. Such refund shall be made by credit upon 
the taxes of the said C. H. Butler.

This 
refund is made pursuant to certificate of the Sheriff and Auditor 
of Chesterfield County, which is on file in the office of the County 
Treasurer. 


§ 20B. The Treasurer of Chesterfield County is hereby author- 
ized and directed to refund to Mrs. Mildred K. Evans the amount 
of taxes which was paid to the Master of Chesterfield County in 
the foreclosure proceedings of A. B. Stubbs, et al, vs. Marie G. 
Lynch in the Court of Common Pleas for Chesterfield County, and 
which said monies were paid to the Master of Chesterfield County 
and were on deposit in the Bank of Cheraw in Chesterfield County 
when the said Bank closed in November, 1938. The said refund 
shall be made by credit upon any taxes due Chesterfield County by 
the said Mrs. Mildred K. Evans, who is now seized and possessed 
of the real property upon which the said taxes were so paid to the 
Master, and the Master for Chesterfield County is hereby directed 
and required to pay the dividends upon the deposit to the Treas- 
urer of Chesterfield County, who shall credit the same to the 
ordinary County fund.

which said monies were on deposit in the Bank of Cheraw in Chester- 
field County when the said Bank closed in November, 1928. The 
said refund shall be made by credit upon any taxes due to Chester- 
field County by the said George Whipple. The Master for Chester- 
field County is hereby directed and required to pay the dividends 
upon the said deposit to the Treasurer of Chesterfield County, who 
shall credit the same to the ordinary County Fund. The amount of © 
taxes so paid to the Master shall be certified to the County Treasurer 
by the Master of Chesterfield County. 


§ 20-D. All disbursements heretofore made by the County

Hereafter no claim 
or demand of any nature arising out of the said projects shall 
be valid or binding upon Chesterfield County unless the purchases 
made, labor performed or obligation incurred was first approved 
and authorized by the Board of County Commissioners of Chester- 
field Cour.ty. The County Attorney of Chesterfield County is hereby 
directed and required to counsel and advise the Board of County 
Commissioners as to the justice and validity of any such claims or 
demands against Chesterfield County and to render such other 
and further legal advice and assistance to the Board of County 
Commissioners in connection with the operation of all of the said 
PWA projects as the said Board shall request. The Clerk to the 
Board of County Commissiners is directed and required to render 
such service to the Board of County Commissioners in connection 
with the said projects as the said Board shall require. The said 
Board of County Commissioners is hereby directed and required to 
make a full, complete and detail record of all claims and demands 
against the County arising from the said projects and approved 
by it, together with a full and complete record of all warrants 
issued by said Board in connection with the said projects. The pur- 
pose of the provisions of this section is to lodge in the Board of 
County Commissioners of Chesterfield County complete supervision, 
control and management of all of the said projects to the extent 
of the authority of the County to supervise, control and manage 
such projects. The said Board is hereby enjoined to supervise 
and safeguard the disbursement ,of all county monies to be ex- 
pended in connection with all the said projects. 


The County Board of Education is hereby empowered and author- 
ized to let the contracts for transportation of school children in 
Chesterfield County for a term of not exceeding three years. Ex- 
isting contracts shall not be impaired by this provision. 
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§ 20 F-1. The Treasurer of Chesterfield County is hereby au- 
thorized and directed to refund to Bill Blakely Sixty-four ($64.00) 
Dollars, the amount of taxes which was paid by him through error. 
The said sum of money shall be allowed as a credit on other taxes 
due by him. The evidence of this item is contained in a letter of 
F. S. Douglass, Sheriff, Delinquent Tax Collector of Chesterfield 
County. 


§ 20-G. The Auditor of Chesterfield County is hereby authorized, 
directed and required, upon the writtert approval of the County 
Board of Education of Chesterfield County, to levy upon all the 
taxable property in Chesterfield County for the fiscal year 1938- 
1939 a special levy, not to exceed three (3) mills for the purpose 
of providing school transportation in Chesterfield County. 

§ 20-G 1. The County Commissioners of Chesterfield County 
are hereby authorized and empowered to enter into such contracts 
as they shall deem advisable to sponsor WPA projects, or other 
projects, financed in whole or in part by the United States of 
America, or any of its agencies or instrumentalities. The said 
Commissioners are further authorized and empowered to contract 
all obligations and to make all disbursements necessary to accom- 
plish and complete said projects.

§ 20H. All surplus funds in the treasury of Chesterfield County, 
which may hereafter accumulate therein, from taxes and any other 
income, which may come into the said County Treasury in any 
year, at any time, and which is not otherwise specifically pledged 
or appropriated pursuant to law for other purposes, shall immediately, 
by virtue of this Act, be and become segregated, set aside and 
allocated, and the same is hereby. appropriated for use in the County 
Contingent Fund. The said monies so arising and accumulating in 
said Contingent Fund shall be disbursed by the Board of County 
Commissioners of Chesterfield County, upon the written approval 
of a majority of the said Chesterfield County Legislative Delegation. 


§ 21. If any clause, sentence, paragraph or any part of this Act 
shall for any reason be adjudged by any Court of Competent Juris- 
diction to be invalid, such judgment shall not affect, impair or in- 
validate the remainder of this Act, but shall be confined in its 
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operation to the clause, sentence, paragraph or part thereof directly 
involved in the controversy in which said judgment is rendered. 

§ 21. All Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent with this Act are 
hereby repealed. 

§ 22. This Act shall take effect upon its approval by the Gov- 
ernor.

AN ACT to Authorize and Empower the County Board of Com- 
missioners and the County Treasurer of Chesterfield County 
to Borrow Not Exceeding Fifty Thousand .($50,000.00) Dol- 
lars, for the Purpose of Paying Past Indebtedness and to Fix 
a Tax Levy for the Payment Thereof. 


Section 1. Chesterfield County borrow pay past debts.—Be it 
enacted by the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: 
That the Chairman of the County Board of Commissioners and 
the County Treasurer of Chesterfield County are hereby authorized 
and empowered to borrow a sum of money not exceeding Fifty 
Thousand ($50,000.00) Dollars, at a rate of interest not exceed- 
ing six per cent (6%) per annum, for the purpose of paying past 
indebtedness existing at the time of the passage of this Act. The 
amount so borrowed shall be evidenced by five (5) serial notes of 
equal amount. One of the said notes shall be payable each year be- 
ginning one year after the date thereof. The said notes are to be 
executed by the Chairman of the County Board of Commissioners 
and the County Treasurer of Chesterfield County. The full faith, 
credit and taxing power of the said Chesterfield County are hereby 
irrevocably pledged for the payment of the interest and principal 
of the notes executed under the authority of this Act. Provided, that 
the monies borrowed pursuant to the provisions of this Act shall 
be applied upon the payment of such debts only as the Board of 
County Commissioners until the approval of this Legislative Delega- 
tion shall direct. 


§ 2. Payment.—That in order to provide for the payment of the 
notes and interest on same there is hereby levied upon all of the tax-

It shall be the duty of the County Auditor of Chester- 
field County to levy the said tax as provided in this Section, and it 
shall be the duty of the Treasurer of Chesterfield County to collect 
the tax so levied as other taxes are now collected by law.

Section 1. Cheraw special school district borrow for building 
purposes, Chesterfield County—issue notes.—Be it enacted by the 
General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: That the Trus- 
tees of the Cheraw Special School District, Chesterfield County, be, 
and they are hereby, authorized and empowered to borrow a sum 
of money not exceeding Twelve Thousand Five Hundred ($12,- 
500.00) Dollars for building purposes. That the said loan shall be 
secured by notes to be executed by the Trustees of said School Dis- 
trict, and the said notes shall be serial notes maturing from one to 
five years, in the principal sum of Twenty-five Hundred ($2,500.00) 
Dollars each year.

AN: ACT to Exempt Certain Taxpayers of Chesterfield County 
from the Payment of Certain Taxes for the Year 1937 on 
Account of Damage from Hail Storms During Said Year. 


Section 1. Tax relief for hail sufferers, Chesterfield County.— 
Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of South Caro- 
lina,: That the County Treasurer of Chesterfield County is hereby 
authorized. and empowered to remit, and, in cases where the taxes 
have already been paid, to refund to any taxpayer in said County 
all ordinary county taxes for the year 1937, where the taxpayer has 
suffered forty (40%) per cent, or more, loss on account of crop 
damage from the destructive hail storms during the summer of 1937. 

§ 2. File claim and affidavit—Any taxpayer desiring to par- 
ticipate in the benefits of this Act shall file with the County Treas- 
urer a claim therefor, supported by an affidavit which shall set forth 
in detail thefacts upon which the claim is based, which claim shall 
be approved in writing by the County Farm Demonstration Agent 
and the Board of Township Assessors of the township in which any 
such property is situate; Provided, There shall be no refund or re- 
mission of any State taxes. Upon the approval of any such claim 
by the County Treasurer, he shall credit any such taxpayer with 
the amount thereof and, in case the taxes have been paid, he shall 
remit to the taxpayer the amount of the claim, as so approved, and 
take his receipt therefor and any such receipt or credit shall be ac- 
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cepted by the Comptroller General as a proper voucher and he 
shall be allowed credit therefor in his annual settlement. The term 
“ordinary county taxes” shall mean all taxes, except taxes assessed 
for State purposes and the three (3) mill constitutional tax.

This Act is intended and shall be construed to make appropriations 
for the operation and activities of Clarendon County for the period 
beginning July 1, 1938, and ending June 30,1939. 

Unexpended balances from appropriations in former years shall 
be converted into the general fund of the County. 

The Supervisor and Treasurer are hereby authorized to borrow 
money in anticipation of collection of revenues to be expended under 
this Act, not to exceed twenty thousand ($20,000.00) dollars for 
ordinary county purposes, and also thirty thousand ($30,000.00) 
dollars additional to pay interest on and principal of County bonds, 
if it should become necessary; and for any sum or sums so bor- 
rowed and interest thereon not to exceed six (6%) per centum per 
annum, said officers shall issue the promissory note or notes of 
the County therefor and as security for the payment thereof, pledge 
the aforementioned revenues, including 1938 and former years 
(uncollected) property taxes and/or any or all other County reve- 
nues and the full faith and credit of the County. The Supervisor 
shall not spend or contract to spend in excess of any amount ap- 
propriated for any item, and he shall keep accurate records, and 
book accounts of all expenditures and contracts for expenditures 
in accordance with the classification and items as appear in this 
Act. 

§ 2. The County Treasurer of Clarendon County, upon written 
request from a majority of the School Trustees of any School Dis- 
trict in said County, endorsed by the Superintendent of Education 
of the County be, and he is hereby authorized and empowered, in 
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anticipation of taxesfor the year 1938, and also in anticipation of 
the collection of uncollected taxes for prior years, to borrow for 
ordinary school purposes in such school district an amount not ex- 
ceeding eighty-five (85%) per centum of the amount that will be 
raised by the tax levy for the year 1938, and the amount due on 
account of said uncollected taxes, at a rate of interest not to ex- 
ceed six (6%) per centum, and issue the promissory note or other 
obligation of the County therefor, and as security for the payment 
of said loan or loans to pledge the taxes to be collected for such 
school district for said year: Provided, That the proceeds arising 
from the authority herein given shall be used solely for the payment 
of ordinary school expenses in keeping schools open in the respective 
school districts in said County until said schools can realize from 
the collection of taxes. 


§ 3. Any note or obligation given for an amount exceeding the 
total authorization herein shall be null and void unless authorized 
in writing by a majority of the Clarendon Delegation in the Gen- 
eral Assembly. No county officer charged with disbursing the funds 
herein provided shall expend or contract to spend under any gen- 
eral item any sum greater than the amount for each general item 
being appropriated, without the written consent of a majority of the 
members of the County Delegation to the General Assembly. Any 
violation of this provision is hereby declared a malfeasance in of- 
fice and such officer shall be subject to removal by the Governor 
upon the recommendation of a majority of the Delegation. He shall 
be liable on his official bond for all sums expended or contracted 
to be spent in excess of the appropriation without first getting the 
written consent of a majority of the Delegation as hereinbefore pro- 
vided. 


§ 4. All purchases of property or supplies of any kind ordinarily 
purchased within the County, for use of the County of the value 
of one hundred ($100.00) dollars or more, shall be made only after 
ten days’ notice inviting bids, said notice being posted on the 
bulletin board in front of the Court House door, and all bids re- 
ceived pursuant to such notice shall be considered and acted upon 
by the Board of County Commissioners in open meeting. 


§ 5. The County Treasurer is hereby charged with the additional 
duty of keeping a record of ail disbursements in accordance with 
the classification and items of the appropriations herein made; and 
the County Supervisor shall enter upon each check or warrant drawn 
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by him the name of the fund or appropriation against which it 
is drawn and by such entry the Treasurer shall charge the expendi- 
ture upon his records. 


§ 6. The County Treasurer shall set up and keep sufficient books 
and records, in addition to such now kept or required by law, to 
_ fully.comply with the foregoing Section; and she shall refuse pay- 
ment of any check or warrant drawn in excess of the appropriation 
against which it is drawn; and not later than the tenth day of each 
calendar month thereafter she shall prepare a statement of the 
total amounts paid out upon the various appropriation items, ex- 
cept salaries and other fixed lump sum appropriations, copies of 
which statements she shall deliver or mail to the Supervisor, each 
member of the County Board of Commissioners, and to each mem- 
ber of the County Legislative Delegation. 


§ 7. In the event that any appropriation item is exhausted be- 
fore the end of the fiscal year covered by this Act, and, in the 
opinion of the County Board, additional funds are necessary for 
such purpose, the necessity and the grounds therefor may be pre- 
sented to the County Legislative Delegation and a majority of the 
members thereof may authorize additional expenditures, and the 
written direction of such majority will authorize the County Treas- 
urer to pay such excess amounts out of any available funds in her 
hands. 


§ 8. From any funds in the hands of the County Treasurer to 
the credit of any school district (except State aid for teachers’ sal- 
aries) such Treasurer is authorized and directed, upon the written 
direction of a majority of the trustees, to pay in whole or part any 
obligation or obligations of said district. The attendance teacher for 
‘the County shall assist the County Superintendent of Education in 
the performance of his duties, under his direction so long as such 
does not conflict with the duties of the attendance teacher. 


§ 9. Whenever it appears to the County Board that a purchaser 
at a tax sale received nothing for his bid, because of double entries 
or other errors in the County records, they may refund the amount 
paid on account of such bid by approving a claim therefor against 
the County, which may be paid from collections from forfeited 
lands or from the appropriation herein for contingent expenses; but 
nothing herein shall be construed as a warranty or representation 
by the county of the validity of any title acquired at tax sale now 
or hereafter. 
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§ 10. An audit of the offices and records or any part thereof of 
the County, may be had at any time in the fiscal year 1938-39 by 
the County Legislative Delegation, or a majority thereof, and the 
expenses therefor paid on their written order to the Supervisor 
and Treasurer from any available funds in the hands of the latter. 

§ 11. The Auditor and Treasurer of the County shall so com- 
plete the necessary work in their respective offices in order to open 
the Treasurer’s books for the collection of 1938 State and County 
taxes on September 1, 1938, and the collection of said taxes shall 
begin on that date. 

§ 12. All Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent with this Act are 
hereby repealed to the extent of such inconsistency. 

§ 13. This Act shall take effect upon its approval by the Gov-

Section 1. Map of town of Manning made in 1937 by P. G. 
Gourdin and G. T. Floyd official map for jurisdictional and tax 
purposes.—Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of 
South Carolina: That the map of the Town of Manning, made by 
P.G.Gourdin and G.T.Floyd, Surveyors and Civil Engineers, in 
1937, and under the authority and direction of the Town Council, 
and now hanging upon the wall of the office of the Register of 
Mesne Conveyance for Clarendon County, be, and the same hereby 
is, declared the official map of the said town for all jurisdictional 
and tax purposes, and as defining the town limits and lot measure-

§ 2. The County Supervisor and the County Treasurer of Col- 
leton County are authorized and empowered to borrow a sum of 
money necessary to pay the various items of this Act, taking into 
consideration any moneys which may be available for such pur- 
poses before said funds are borrowed, from any source and for 
that purpose the County Supervisor, together with the County 
Treasurer, are hereby authorized and empowered to execute the nec- 
essary and proper obligation or obligations of Colleton County and 
pledge the taxes and other revenues that may be collected for the 
year 1938 for the payment of the same; said obligation or obliga- 
tions to draw a rate of interest at such rate as may be agreed upon. 
Said borrowing may be in installments as the need therefor arises. 
Said County Supervisor and County Treasurer are hereby authorized 
and empowered in their discretion to borrow the said sum of money 
or any portion thereof from time to time as the need may arise from 
the Sinking Funds belonging to Colleton County and in the event 
that the said County Supervisor and County Treasurer should de- 
cide to borrow from the said Sinking Funds, then and in that 
event, the County Supervisor and the County Treasurer shall exe- 
cute and deliver to the County Treasurer the note or notes of Col- 
leton County for said funds as borrowed, which note or notes shall 
pledge the taxes and other revenue to be collected during the year 
1938, for the purpose of guaranteeing the repayment of said funds 
to the said Sinking Fund. In the event that the County Supervisor 
and the County Treasurer should decide to borrow from the Sink- 
ing Funds, then and in that event the rate of interest on said loans 
shall not exceed four (4%) per cent. per annum. 


§ 3. The County Board of Commissioners are hereby prohibited 
from drawing any warrant upon the County Treasurer to be paid 
out of any of the several funds, especially appropriated for any 
purposes other than that for which the same shall have been ap- 
propriated, and it shall be unlawful for the County Treasurer to pay 
any such inhibited warrant. It shall be unlawful for the ‘County 
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Board of Commissioners to create by contract, expressed or im- 
. plied, any obligation against the County, which, with the obligations 
then existing and chargeable to any particular item of the appropri- 
ation, shall exceed the amount specifically appropriated therefor. 
Should the County Board of Commissioners and the County Treas- 
urer violate the provisions of this section, the official or officials 
so offending shall be held responsible upon his official bond, both to 
the County and the party contracted with. 


§ 4. No machinery, tools, road or bridge material, wares and 
merchandise, or supplies of any kind shall be purchased except upon 
a written order in triplicate therefor, dated and signed by the Su- 
pervisor, and specifying the thing and quantity purchased, the amount 
to be paid therefor and the name of the seller. A suitable book shall 
be procured by the Supervisor for this purpose, and in it the tripli- 
cate orders must be consecutively numbered, each set of triplicates 
bearing the same number, and so prepared that two may be detached 
from the book and be given to the seller, and the other remain in the 
book as a permanent part thereof and be non-detachable. Before any 
seller shall deliver anything purchased by the County he must pro- 
cure the two detachable triplicates, one of which he may retain and 
the other of which he must attach to his County claim as a part 
thereof covering the sale and claim for compensation thereunder. It 
shall be unlawful either to antedate or post date any of said orders, 
and none shall be written or prepared nunc pro tunc. Any sale made 
to the County without the seller first procuring the said two tripli- 
cates shall be void and the County shall not be liable for the pur- 
chase price thereof. No claim covering a sale to the County shall be 
approved by the Supervisor and County Board of Commissioners 
unless an order as directed above shall first have been obtained, nor 
unless the claim has attached thereto, to rernain as a permanent part 
thereof, one of the triplicates given to the seller as above pro- 
vided. Should any officer or employee of Colleton County pur- 
chase or cause to be purchased anything in behalf of the County in 
violation of this section, the County shall not be responsible therefor, 
but the individual or individuals making said purchase shall be per- 
sonally liable therefor, and be also responsible on their official bonds 

§ 5. The County Treasurer is directed and required to apply any 
surplus from any sinking fund accumulated for the payment of any 
obligation of the County, after the said obligation has been paid, 
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toward the payment of any past indebtedness incurred under any 
previous County Supply Bill. . 

§ 6. The County Supervisor and the County Board of Commis- 
sioners are forbidden to pay the rental for any telephone save one 
telephone for the office of the Clerk of Court, one for the office of 
Sheriff, one for the office of the Sod Treasurer, and one for 
the County Jail. 


§ 7. Immediately upon receiving tax duplicates from the Audi- 
tor the County Treasurer shall cause to be mailed to each taxpayer 
listed thereon whose Post Office address is available a written or 
printed notice stating thereon the amount of taxes assessed against 
the said taxpayer for the current year, with such other information 
as the said County Treasurer may deem desirable. This service to 
the taxpayer being gratuitious, no obligation shall rest upon the 
County or State or County Treasurer for any failure or mistake on 
the part of the County Treasurer in giving or failing to give said 
notice. 

§ 8. The County Board of Commissioners shall not pay more 
than four ($4.00) dollars for physician’s examination in lunacy pro- 
ceedings. There shall be no fees paid to Magistrates in lunacy pro- 
ceedings, nor in inquests. The item above, of three hundred and fifty 
($350.00) dollars for County Attorneys shall be in full for legal 
services to be rendered during the year 1938 by the County Attorneys. 

§ 9. That should Colleton County be unable, because of the fail- 
ure to promptly collect its taxes, or because of the postponement of 
the time of the payment of taxes, to pay promptly when due any of 
its outstanding promissory notes authorized by law and for which 
said taxes have been pledged in payment, then the officials of said 
County, who are authorized and empowered and required to borrow 
money, may borrow sufficient amount of money as may be necessary 
to pay said notes, bearing a rate of interest at the best rate obtain- 
able, and payable at such time or times as said officials may estimate 
will be necessary for the collection of a sufficient amount of taxes 
to. pay the same. That the same taxes which were pledged for the 
payment of the original notes shall be pledged for the payment of 
the new notes. The County Treasurer is hereby authorized to use any 
funds which may arise from the collection of taxes unpaid for past 
years, which have not already been pledged to supplement the tax 
levy provided for. In the event that said funds shall not be necessary 
to supplement funds raised by taxation as hereinabove provided, 
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then the County Treasurer is hereby authorized and empowered to 
apply the said funds or any portion thereof which may be available 
to the reduction of the past indebtedness of the said County. 

§ 10. No claim of a Magistrate for salary shall be approved or 
paid unless said claim is accompanied by a verified itemized state- 
ment showing the amounts of all fines collected, when and from 
whom since the filing of the last preceding salary claim. and an ex- 
hibition of the official receipt of the County Treasurer showing the 
payment of such fines into the Treasury. TheSupervisor is required 
to publish as an appendix to his quarterly report an itemized list of 
all such fines so reported under the name of the Magistrate collect- 
ing the same. 

§ 11. The Supervisor and/or County Commissioners are forbid- 
den to contract liabilities and/or expend the appropriation made in 
Item 1(A) of Section 1 in excess of two thousand five hundred 
($2,500.00) dollars in any one month. Provided, If there shall be 
any unexpended balance from any month’s allowance then said un- 
expended balance may be expended in any subsequent month or 
months. All warrants drawn to be paid out of said funds shall be so 
designated, and the County Treasurer is forbidden to pay any war- 
rants not in accordance with the above schedule. Any official violating 
the provisions of this section shall be personally liable, and his of- 
ficial bond also, for any violation thereof. 

§ 12. The salary hereinbefore fixed in Section 1, Item 2, Sub- 
division (h) for the Supervisor, shall be paid to him monthly, ex- 
cept for the month of December, 1938. The salary of the Supervisor 
for December, 1938, shall not be paid to said official unless and until 
he makes and files with the County Treasurer an affidavit stating 
that no more than thirty thousand ($30,000.00) dollars appropriated 
under Section 1, Item 1(a) of this Act has been expended or con- 
tracted for the year 1938. Upon the making and filing of such affi- 
davit the December, 1938, salary of such official so making and filing 
such affidavit shall be payable to him. 

§ 13. That the provisions of Section 1, of Act No.867, approved 
the 6th day of April, 1932, relating to the fiscal affairs of Colleton 
County, shall be applicable to any act of the General Assembly pro- 
viding State aid for the operation of schools and transportation and 
the maximum tax referred to in sub-division (a) and (b) shall be 
fixed at five (5) mills and that tax and the tax of three (3) mills re- 
ferred to in sub-division (c) of said Section shall be reduced by the 
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County Auditor in such amount as may be consistent with any 
surplus in funds from pprevious years or any additional aid hereafter 
given to the County, or the school districts of the county by the 
State in the way of State aid to schools or transportation, it being 
impossible at the time of the passage of this Act to determine what 
State Aid, if any, will be extended by the General Assembly on 
legislation now pending. That on July 1, 1938, the County Treasurer 
is hereby authorized, empowered and directed to transfer all funds 
in excess of five hundred ($500.00) dollars standing to the credit 
of the County Board of Education fund to the account for teachers’ 
salaries and transportation, which said funds as transferred together 
with any existing surplus in the Teachers’ Salary and Transportation 
_Account as of July 1, 1938, shall be taken into consideration by the 
Auditor in fixing the levy under the County Unit for transportation 
and teachers’ salaries. The proceeds of one (1) mill of the levy 
shall go to the retirement of notes issued by the County Board of 
Education to secure funds with which to cooperate with the Works 
Progress Administration in a school building program as now pro- 
vided by law. The remainder of the proceeds of the levies herein 
provided shall be used first, for the purpose of paying the salaries 
of the public teachers in the grammar and high schools in Colleton 
County for the remaining period for which the State does not pay 
said salaries upon the State schedule of salaries now provided by 
- law; second, for the payment of the County’s portion of the cost 
of transportation of pupils to the public schools of the County; and 
third, for the purpose of paying fire insurance premiums on the 
publuc school building ; and for no other purpose. The County Treas- 
urer shall, as collected, credit all monies derived from the levies im- 
posed by this section directly to the proper account and notify the 
County Superintendent of Education of such collections. The one- 
half (34) mill tax provided by law for the County Board Fund shall 
be credited by the County Treasurer to said account as collected and 
-no funds shall be credited to the County Board Fund except those 
funds authorized by law. The School Book Account shall be a separate 
and distinct account. The State Aid to be given to Colleton County 
for supervision of schools as provided by the General School Law 
shall be used solely for the purpose of assisting in the payment of ex- 
cess salaries to Superintendents and Principals of schools within the 
respective School Districts and the County Superintendent of Edu- 
cation is hereby authorized, empowered and directed to apportion the 
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State Aid for supervision of the various schools of the County in 
proportion to the expense of supervision within said schools. 


§ 14. If any term or provision of this Act shall be declared un- 
constitutional or invalid in whole or in part by a Court of competent 
jurisdiction, such determination shall not affect the remaining pro- 
visions of this Act. 


§ 15. All Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent with this Act are 
hereby repealed to the extent of such inconsistency.

Whereas, a concurrent resolution allowing this bill to be intro- 
duced has been passed by two-thirds vote of each house, as required 
by the Constitution ; Now 
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Section 1. Colleton hospital association—trustees—powers.— 
Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of South Caro- 
lina: That Doctor L. M. Stokes, Doctor Riddick Ackerman, Jr., Paul 
Sanders, I. M. Fishburne, C. G. Padgett, W. C. Pearcy, H. M. Kin- 
sey, A. H. Caspary and J. H. Kidder, and not exceeding three other 
persons to be selected by majority vote of said persons above named, 
which persons shall constitute the Board of Trustees, and their suc- 
cessors in office, be, and hereby are created a body politic and corporate 
under the name and style of “Colleton Hospital Association”, and 
in and by that name may sue and be sued; plead and be impleaded 
in any court; may have a common seal and alter the same at pleasure ; 
shall have perpetual succession ; may solicit, receive, hold, use, invest 
and expend, for the objects hereinafter expressed, any gifts by de- 
vise, legacy, or otherwise, and may own all manner of estate, real 
personal or mixed, and the same alienate, sell distribute, lease and 
convey, and do all other acts and things which may hereafter be ex- 
pressed in this charter, and shall have all of the rights, privileges 
and powers now or hereafter enjoyed by eleemosynary corporations 
created under the general laws of the State of South Carolina. 


§ 2. Object.—The object of this corporation shall be to receive 
gifts and use the same, and income therefrom, in trust for the ac- 
quisition, establishment and operation of a Hospital in Colleton 
County, for the benefit of those suffering from bodily or-mental ill- 
ness and disease, for the purpose of obtaining and disseminating in- 
formation about disease and its discovery and relief; and with au- 
thority to operate a training school for nurses in connection with 
said Hospital. 


§ 3. Trustees—terms—vacancy.—Three of said incorporators 
or trustees shall serve for a term of two (2) years; three for a term 
of four (4) years; three for a term of six (6) years; and three for 
a term of eight (8) years. Upon organizing, the incorporators shall 
arrange among themselves by lot or otherwise which of them shall 
serve said terms. Any vacancy occurring shall be filled for the unex- 
pired term through appointment by the remaining trustees, and at 
the expiration of terms as above fixed, any trustee shall be eligible 
for re-election by the trustees. 

§ 4. Further powers of trustees—meetings—doctors.—The said 
Board of Trustees, when organized, shall adopt and promulgate 
such rules, regulations and by-laws as they may deem expedient 
for the economic and equitable conduct thereof ; they shall have con- 
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trol of the expenditure of all money collected for the credit of the 
corporation ; the construction of any building or buildings; and they 
shall have power to employ superintendents and matrons and other 
employees ; and do all things necessary to carry out the spirit of this 
Act. They shall hold meetings at least once every quarter-annually, 
and shall keep a complete record of all proceedings. Provided, That 
all moneys received shall be administered as a charity for public 
use without private profit to any person whomsoever, except rea- 
sonable compensation for service rendered. In the management of 
said Hospital no discrimination shall be made against any practitioner 
of any school of medicine recognized by the laws of this State, and 
all such legal practitioners shall have equal privileges in treating 
patients in such Hospital. 

§ 5. Gifts—Experience having shown that charitable founda- 
tions, such as this, have been embarrassed by the receipt of gifts in 
perpetuity to be used for limited purposes, when by reason of changed 
conditions it becomes impractical and unwise to use said gifts in ac- 
cordance with the terms thereof; Now, Therefore, It is Provided, 
That any restriction or limitation upon the use of any gift or in the 
income therefrom, shall be mandatory upon said corporation for a 
period of not longer than twenty years from the receipt of said gift, 
and thereafter shall be directory merely, and may be used for any of 
the general purposes of the corporation without regard to such re- 
striction or limitation. 

§ 6. This Act shall take effect immediately upon its approval 
by the Governor.

AN ACT to Authorize the Town of Smoaks, Colleton County, to 
Borrow One Thousand ($1,000.00) Dollars for the Purpose 
of Repairing and/or Extending Its Waterworks System, and 
to Provide for the Payment of Said Indebtedness. 


Section 1. Town of Smoaks borrow for waterworks system— 
payment.—Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of 
South Carolina: The Town of Smoaks, Colleton County, is hereby 
authorized and empowered to borrow the sum of One Thousand 
($1,000.00) Dollars to be used for the purpose of repairing and/or 
extending its waterworks system in the said town.

then to levy a sufficient tax to pay the same. The full faith, credit 
and taxing power of the town of Smoaks is hereby pledged for the 
payment of said indebtedness. Any expense involved in the issuance 
and sale of the said notes shall be paid out of the proceeds thereof. 
The holder or holders of said notes shall have the right and privilege 
of applying to the courts to compel the levy of a sufficient tax and 
the segregation of sufficient revenue for the payment of the said notes 
with interest as the same become due.

Whereas, the said Town Council of the Town of Walterboro in is- 
suing said bonds directed that the sum of $150.00 per month from 
the revenue received by the Town from the operation of its water- 
works system be set aside and segregated for paying the interest 
and retiring the principal on said bonds aggregating $21,500.00, and 

Whereas, after the issuance of said bonds the Town Council in its 
discretion decided not to build the municipal swimming pool, and 

Whereas, the bonds issued for that purpose in the amount of $7,- 
500.00 were duly paid, retired and canceled by the Town of Walter- 
boro, and 

Whereas, none of the bonds authorized under sub-section C of 
Section 1 of said Act No. 1092 of the Acts of 1936 are now outstand, 
and 

Whereas, the Town Council of the Town of Walterboro now de- 
sires to issue bonds in the amount of $10,000.00 for the purpose of 
financing the Town’s portion of the costs of providing curbs and gut- 
ters on the streets of said Town of Walterboro which are to be paved 
and which have been paved without provision made for said curbs 
and gutters and for the purpose of providing storm sewerage and 
appurtenances on said streets where desirable in the discretion of 
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said TownCouncil and of providing in the discretion of said Town 
Council for resurfacing Washington Street in said Town of Walter- 
boro and for the purpose, in the discretidn of said Town Council, of 
widening the paving on said streets to connect with the curb and gut- 
ter to be provided, all of which shall be done in financial cooperation 
with the Federal Works Progress Administration or other Federal 
agency ; Now, Therefore, 

Section 1. Town of Walterboro issue bonds improve streets— 
cooperate with federal agencies.—Be it enacted by the General As- 
sembly of the State of South Carolina: That the Town Council of 
the Town of Walterboro is hereby authorized, during the year 1938, 
to issue and sell negotiable coupon bonds of the Town of Walterboro 
in the amount of $10,000.00 for the purpose of financing the Town’s 
portion of the cost of providing curbs and gutters on the streets of 
said Town of Walterboro which are to be paved and/or providing 
curbs and gutters on the streets of said Town of Walterboro which 
have been paved without provision made for curbs and gutters, and 
for the purposes of providing storm sewerage and appurtenances 
on said streets where desirable in the discretion of said Town Coun- 
cil and/or providing in the discretion of said Town Council for re- 
surfacing Washington Street in said Town of Walterboro, and/or 
widening the paving on said streets to connect with said curbs and 
gutters. The said curbs and gutters are to be constructed, the said 
storm sewerage and appurtenances shall be constructed, the resur- 
facing of Washington Street shall be done and said paving shall be 
widened in financial cooperation with the Federal: Works Progress 
Administration or other Federal agency. 


§ 2. Revenue use pay—pledge pay—issuance.—Bonds issued 
under this Act shall be payable in the first instance from the revenue 
of the Town received from the operation of its waterworks system 
in excess of the amount required to pay the interest and principal 
on the bonds issued under subsections A and B of Act No. 1092 
of the Acts of 1936 and if that fund be not sufficient, then from the 
revenue of the Town received by it as its portion of the excise tax. 
and the license tax on liquors. The revenue derived from the Town 
of Walterboro from the operation of its waterworks system in excess 
of the amount required to pay the interest and principal on bonds 
issued under subsections A and B of Act No. 1092 of the Acts of 
1936 is hereby pledged for the payment of the bonds authorized to 
be issued herein; the revenue derived by the Town of Walterbero as 
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its portion of the excise tax and the license tax on liquors is likewise 
pledged to the payment of the bonds herein authorized to be issued. 
The bonds shall constitute general obligations of the Town of Walter- 
boro and the full faith, credit and taxing power of the Town are 
hereby pledged to their payment. No bond shall be issued under this 
Act, however, unless the Mayor, or Mayor Pro Tempore, and Town 
Council shall determine by Resolution duly adopted and recorded in 
the minutes of Council that the revenue from which they are made 
payable, to wit : the revenue received from the operation of the Town’s 
waterworks system in excess of the amount necessary to retire the 
principal and interest on the bonds issued under sub-sections A and 
B of Act No. 1092 of 1936 and the revenue received as the Town’s 
portion of the excise tax and license tax on liquor will be sufficient 
to pay the principal of and interest onsaid bonds as such principal 
and interest become due without resorting to any other taxes or rev- 
enues of the Town. After the issuance of any bonds under this Act, 
the portion of the revenue from which they are made payable in 
the first instance, as herein provided, shall as collected be segregated 
by the Town Treasurer in a separate and sp ecial fund to be used 
for the payment of such bonds and interest thereon: Provided, How- 
ever, that whenever and for so long as the amount of money in such 
special fund shall be sufficient to pay the amount of such principal 
and interest falling due within two years thereafter, it shall not be 
necessary to make further contributions to said special fund. 


§ 3. Rights of holders.—In case the Town Council of the town- 
shall at any time fail or neglect to collect said revenue, or to segregate 
the same or to maintain said special fund in a sufficient amount to 
meet the payment of said principal and interest as they fall due, or 
to apply said revenue to the purposes aforesaid, the holder, or holders 
of said bonds may enforce the performance of said duties by man- 
damus proceedings in any court of competent jurisdiction. 


§ 4, Execution—form—dénominations—negotiable—The bonds 
issued under this Act shall be signed by the Mayor or Mayor Pro 
Tempore and by the City Treasurer and the seal of the Town shall 
be affixed to or impressed upon them. Coupons attached to such bonds 
shall be authenticated by the facsimile signature of the Mayor or the 
Mayor Pro Tempore. The delivery of the bonds so executed shall 
be valid notwithstanding any changes in offices occurring after such 
execution. The bonds shall be issued in such form and denomination 
and with such provision as to time and place or places of payment as, 
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may be determined by the Town Council subject to the provisions of 
this Act. Said bonds shall be issued as negotiable coupon bonds pay-_ 
able to bearer but with the privilege of registration. 

§ 5. Maturities—interest—sale—surplus.—Said bonds shall ma- 
ture in annual series or installments, the last of which installments 
shall mature not more than twenty-four years after the date of the 
bonds. Said series or installments may be equal or unequal in amount. 
The bonds shall bear interest at a rate not exceeding 4% per annum 
payable semi-annually and shall be free from taxation. Bonds issued 
under this Act may be sold by the Town Council either at public 
or private sale for not less than par and accrued interest and the 
funds derived from the sale thereof shall be deposited with the 
Town Treasurer and be used only for the purposes aforesaid. Should 
the funds derived from the sale thereof be in excess of the needs of 
the purpose for which issued, such excess shall be applied toward the 
payment of such bonds andinterest thereon. 

§ 6. Invalidity—If any of the provisions of this Act shall be 
held unconstitutional such unconstitutionality shall not effect any of 
the remaining provisions of this Act. 

§ 7. All Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent with the provisions of 
this Act are hereby repealed to the extent of such inconsistency. 

§ 8. This Act shall take effect immediately upon its approval by 
the Governor.

AN ACT to Provide for the Levy of Taxes in Darlington County 
for County Purposes for the Twelve (12) Months from Ju- 
ly 1,1938 to June 30, 1939, and for the Expenditure Thereof; 
and to Authorize the Board of Directors of Darlington 
County to Borrow for Ordinary County Purposes and to Di- 
rect the Expenditures Thereof; and to Make Certain Pro- 
visions with Respect to the Conduct of the County Govern- 
ment of the Said County. 


Section 1. Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State 
of South Carolina: There is hereby appropriated any and all surplus 
funds now in the County Treasury, derived from payment of past 
due taxes and other sources, for the purpose of defraying the ordi- 
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nary county expenses for the twelve months beginning July 1,1938 
and ending June 30, 1939, as hereinbelow provided for. Upon the 
passage of this Act, the Auditor is directed to ascertain the actual 
amount of surplus in the treasury and determine the amount of rev- 
enue necessary to meet expenditures provided for in this Act, and, 
in the event that he finds insufficient funds for such purposes, he is 
authorized and directed to levy a tax of sufficient millage to raise any 
amount necessary to meet the appropriation herein provided for, to 
wit:

§ 5. The Service Officer for Darlington County is to be appointed 
by the Governor upon written request of a majority of the Delega- 
tion from Darlington County, after receipt of recommendatién from 
the two American Legion Posts in Darlington County, one located 
at Darlington and one at Hartsville. 


§ 6. The compensation shall be allowed for not exceeding the 
following number of attaches and bailiffs for each term of Court 
of Darlington County; one child for drawing the jury; one Court 
Crier ; and two bailiffs: Provided, That pay for as many as two ad- 
ditional bailiffs may be allowed for criminal terms of Court, if ap- 
pointment of such additional number is requested by the Sheriff, 
and approved by the presiding Judge. The names of the Child to 
draw the jury; the Court Crier, and two Bailiffs for Civil Court, 
and two additional ones for Criminal Court, if they be ordered by 
the presiding Judge, shall, immediately upon appointment, be fur- 
nished the Clerk of Board of County Directors by the Sheriff, and 
only those whose names shall be so furnished shall be paid out of the 
county funds and the county shall be liable for none other. 


§ 7.The revenue derived from the commutation road tax and 
gasoline tax shall be used exclusively for maintenance of roads and 
bridges. 

§ 8. All County Officers are hereby required to file monthly on 
or before the 5th day of each month, for the preceding month, a 
certified report of his or her office (on such form or forms prescribed 
by the County Board of Directors) with the Clerk of the County 
Board of Directors, on or before the 5th day of each month, and the 
County Board of Directors shall not make payment of salaries until 
said reports are duly filed and funds accounted for by the several 
officers for the preceding month. 

§ 9. There shall be telephones in the Court House to be used 
for official business only, and located in the offices of the County 
Board of Directors, the Sheriff, the Clerk of Court,the Treasurer, 
the cost of which shall be paid out of the fund herein appropriated 
for water, light and fuel for Public Buildings. 

§ 10. The Sheriff’s Deputies,.one at Darlington, one at Harts- 
ville, and one at Lamar, are to be appointed by the Sheriff upon 
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approval of a majority of the County Delegation in the General 
Assembly from Darlington County and shall be removed at any 
time by the Sheriff, with the approval of the said Delegation. The 
Deputies at Darlington,Hartsville and Lamar, shall serve all Mag- 
istrates’ warrants, and they shall be given priority of service except 
in emergency cases; Provided, That the Sheriff shall receive all fees 
for the service of all papers in civil cases. 


§ 11.The amounts hereinabove appropriated for roads and bridges 
in Item 3 hereof, are for maintenance of the present roads, giving 
preference to the rural routes and reconditioning bridges of the 
County. There shall be no expenditures for new roads during the 
year 1938 without the approval of a majority of the members of the 
Delegation in the General Assembly from Darlington County. The 
County Board of Directors is authorized and directed to have all 
bridges in the County inspected and any and all bridges found to be 
unsafe in any manner POSTED, and keep them posted until any 
existing defects are remedied; Provided, That the County Board 
shall use, whenever possible, convict labor in the maintenance of the 
public roads in Darlington County : Provided, That, whenever the 
County Supervisor shall deem it advisable, bridges must be replaced 
with concrete tile to be bought with the appropriation made theretor 
in Item 3, in order to minimize the number of wooden bridges and

§ 12. It shall be the duty of the Board of Directors of Darling- 
ton County, on or before the 10th day of each month, to file with 
the Secretary of the Darlington Delegation in the General Assembly 
a report showing the amounts paid out during the month immediately 
preceding, in carrying out the intent and appropriations of this Act, 
to the end that each member of the Delegation may be fully and com- 
pletely aware of the financial condition and expenditures of the

§ 13.The County Auditor and Treasurer shall adhere to the 
system as prescribed by the Comptroller General in the assessment 
and collection of property taxes. 


§ 14. The County Auditor is hereby directed and authorized to 
deduct from the appropriation Bill all amounts which may be re- 
ceived from any other source, and to adjust the mill levy to corres-

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§ 15.All changes in salaries herein provided shall be effective as 
of July 1,1938, and the County Board of Directors is hereby author- 
ized to pay salaries accordingly. 

§ 16. The various sums herein appropriated shall be used only 
for the purpose for which they are specifically appropriated, and that 
apprepriations shall be used only for the current year, or part there- 
of, and for no past due accounts; Provided,That transfers from one 

_appropriation to another may be made upon the written approval 
of the Senator and a majority of the Legislative Delegation . Jt shall

Delegation, and at such time as they may elect. The cost of the audit 
shall be paid out of the Contingent Fund, upon an order of the ma- 
jority of the Legislative Delegation. 

§ 18. The County Board of Directors of Darlington County shalt 
select a County Dentist whose duties it shall be to visit the schools 
of Darlington County and render free dental service to the children * 
of the said schools. He ‘shall also be subject to other rules and regu- 
lations as the County Board may prescribe from time to time. 

§ 19. The amounts herein appropriated are to be contingent up- 
on the collections of revenue to pay the same. If at any time during 
1938 it should appear that there will be a shortgage in revenue and 
that revenue will not be sufficient to pay the same, the Legislative 
Delegation is hereby authorized and directed to reduce all appropri- 
ations for salaries or for other purposes herein appropriated. 

§ 20. The Board of County Directors of Darlington County 1s

AN ACT to Validate Loan of Eight Hundred Fifty and No/100 
($850.00) Dollars Made to Epworth School District No. 15, 
Darlington County by the Commissioners of the Sinking 
Fund of the State of South Carolina and to Fix a Tax Levy 
to Provide for the Payment Thereof. 


Section 1. Loan to Epworth school district No. 15 validated, 
Darlington County.—Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the 
State of South Carolina: That a loan of Eight Hundred Fifty ($850- 
00) Dollars made to Epworth School District No. 15, Darlington 
County, by the Commissioners of the Sinking Fund of the State 
of South Carolina on note executed by the County Treasurer and 
Members of the Board of Trustees of the said School District, bear- 
ing date of December 9, 1937, be, and the same is hereby, validated 
and declared to be legal in all respects as an obligation of the said 
Epworth School District No. 15, Darlington County. 

§ 2, Payment.—That in order to provide for the payment of 
the said note there is hereby levied an annual tax upon all of the 
taxable property of the said Epworth School District No. 15, Dar- 
lington County, sufficient to retire the loan plus interest at six (6%) 
per cent within a period of five (5) years. The entire proceeds of 

‘ this tax levy shall be paid over annually to the Commissioners of the 
Sinking Fund of the State of South Carolina by the County Treas- 
urer to be applied on the principal and interest of the note given to 
secure the loan until the said loan is paid in full, at which time the 
tax shall no longer be levied.

in an amount not in excess of the price for cotton as fixed by the 
Government, secured by cotton warehouse receipts for cotton stored 
in such warehouse or warehouses, or notes secured by mortgages 
of real estate of the Dillon Federal Savings and Loan Association 
sufficiently margined, and approved by the Chairman of the Board 
of County Commissioners, County Auditor, and County Treasurer, 
in writing, and filed with the Clerk of Court and kept by the Clerk 
of Court for public inspection, to indemnify the County against

§ 5. The County Auditor is authorized and empowered to levy 
for school purposes for the year beginning July 1, 1938, and ending 
June 30, 1939, a tax of seven (7) mills on all the taxable property 
of Dillon County to pay the salaries of elementary and high school 
teachers and for the further maintenance and support of high 
schools, and to pay for past due insurance premiums to the State 
Sinking Fund Commission for insurance on public school build- 
ings in Dillon County, and a tax of one mill on property in Lake- 
view High Schoot District No. 1 for insurance premiums due Sep- 
tember 1936: Provided, Further, That there shall be levied for 
incidentals and the ninth month three (3) mills in Districts 2 and 
4; four and one-half (4%) mills in District 8 and three mills in 
District 12; five (5) mills in District No. 20; four (4) mills in 
District 14; and one (1) mill in District Nos. 7, 11, 13, 17, 22, 23, 
26, 27, and 28. Said levies provide for nine months in high schools 
and eight (8) months in elementary schools: Provided, That the 
amounts above provided by levies for school purposes shall be paid 
out by the County Treasurer on vouchers approved by the County 
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Superintendent of Education, signed by a majority of the Board 
of Trustees of the respective school districts, and approved by a 
majority of the County Board of Education: Provided, That there 
shall. be levied and collected on the taxable property in Kemper 
School District No. 16, an annual levy of one (1) mill for a period 
of four (4) years, the proceeds of which shall be used for the pur- 
pose of purchasing auditorium seats and other necessary repairs 
to school property: Provided, Further, That such supplies as gas, 
oil and trucks be purchased by competitive sealed bids by the County 
Board of Education, and that the County Board of Education shall 
maintain strict supervision and close check of all supplies for school 
purposes and see that all trucks are kept in proper condition and 
protected from abuses. Above levies are in lieu of all other levies 
for County, school and transportation purposes, except State levies 
or bond levies, and the Auditor has no authority to exceed the levies 
herein mentioned for school transportation purpose, without the 
written consent of the County Delegation: Provided, That the levies 
authorized in this Section shall be reduced if, and when, made pos- 
sible by any school funds coming to the County of Dillon, and its 
several school districts from any laws hereinafter passed during 
this session of the General Assembly and supplementing the school 
funds for Dillon County. 


§ 6. That no real or personal property including bonds, notes, 
mortgages, securities or other evidences of indebtedness now owned 
or which may hereafter be owned or held by the said County of 
Dillon as collateral, pledge, hypothecation or otherwise, shall be sold, 
exchanged or otherwise disposed of by pledge, hypothecation, ex- 
change in any way, without the written approval of a majority of 
the following officers of the said County of Dillon; the Chairman of

be placed by him to the Sinking Fund account of said County, or 
the County account as the interest of each may appear: Provided, 
Further, That the vote cast by each or any of the above named of- 
ficers, in writing, for the approval or disapproval for disposition 
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of any real estate or personal property, or securities of any nature 
referred to in this Act shall be recorded in the office of the Clerk 
of Court for reference, for inspection by anyone at all times: Pro- 
vided, That the fee may be charged by the Clerk of Court for 
Dillon County, for the recording, filing, indexing and/or registering 
any mortgage or other instrument conveying an interest in or creat- 
ing a lien of crops growing or to be grown in and/or personal 
property and made to any corporation organized under the Act of 
Congress known as the Farm Credit Act of 1933, a Regional Agri- 
cultural Credit Corporation, a Federal Intermediate Credit Bank 
or any other corporation which rediscounts notes or other obliga- 
tions with or procures loans from a Federal Intermediate Credit 
Bank, the Reconstruction Finance Corporation of the Government 
of the United States or any department, agency, instrumentality 
or office thereof, shall be fifty (50¢) cents: Provided, That a copy 
or duplicate of such instrument be furnished to the recording of- 
ficer. That Dillon County is specifically excepted from the pro- 
visions of Section 3636 and Section 3637, Volume 2, Code of Laws 
of South Carolina, 1932: Provided, Further, That in addition to the 
fee hereinafter fixed for recording chattel mortgages, the Clerk of 
Court may charge an additional fee of twenty-five (25¢) cents 
where he is required to search the records before recording any 
such mortgage. ;

§ 18. All purchases for gang, roads, bridges and their main- 
tenance, of any kind whatsoever, must be made by the Supervisor 
personally, or on his written order: Provided, That no item costing 
over one hundred ($100.00) dollars shall be brought by the Super- 
visor without the written consent of at least one of the County 
Commissioners. 

§ 19. No tractors, trucks, scrapes, wagons, scoops, or any kind 
of road machinery can be purchased with county funds without 
the written consent of the County Legislative Delegation. 


§ 20. The fee that may be charged by the Clerk of Court for 
Edgefield County for the recording, filing, indexing and/or regis- 
tering any mortgage or other instrument conveying an interest in, 
or creating a lien on crops growing or to be grown and/or personal 
property and made to any corporation organized under the Act of 
Congress, known as the Farm Credit Act of 1933, if and/or as 
amended, a Regional Agricultural Credit Corporation. a Federal 
Intermediate Credit Bank, or any other corporation which redis- 
counts notes or other obligations with or procures loans from a 
Federal Intermediate Credit Bank, the Reconstruction Finance Cor- 
poration or the Government of the United States or any department, 
agency, instrumentality or officer thereof, shall be seventy-five (75¢) 
cents; and a copy or duplicate of such instrument shall be furnished 
to the recording officer. The fee that may be charged by the Clerk 
of Court for search and certificate of priority liens on crops for 
each loan shall be twenty-five (25¢) cents; Provided, That Edgefield 
County is specifically excepted from the provisions of Section 3637, 
Code of Laws of South Carolina, 1932. That the fee for recording 
a deed to real estate when the number of words does not exceed 
one thousand (1,000) shall be one ($1.00) dollar, and when the 
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number of words exceeds one thousand (1,000) it shall be at the 
rate of ten (10¢) cents per hundred words. 


§ 21. The County Board of Education shall operate the schools 
in Edgefield County on what is commonly known as a “County 
Unit” plan or system. The said Board shall determine the method 
of handling school funds, and it shall be its duty to regulate special 
school district levies so as to provide a uniform millage county-wide, 
to be approved in writing by the County Legislative Delegation, to 
finance the operation of the school system in said county. 

The County Treasurer and County Superintendent of Educa- 
tion are authorized and empowered to borrow money, and to pledge 
the faith and credit of Edgefield County to the repayment of same, 
from the Sinking Fund Commission, any bank or banks, or any 
person or persons. who will make the loan upon suitable terms, and 
to give the note or notes of Edgefield County for the sum or sums 
so borrowed, and for the payment thereof, to pledge funds to be de- 
rived from school levies in said county and/or State Aid for teachers’ 
salaries and transportation from the State of South Carolina. 

The County Board of Education of said County shall be, and it is 
hereby, empowered to fix and regulate the salaries of all superintend- 
ents, principals, teachers, janitors, bus drivers and /or any other 
person or persons employed directly or indirectly in connection with 
the school system of Edgefield County, and no person shall be em- 
ployed or salary paid in any position aforesaid, or in any other 
capacity in connection with the school system of said county, with- 
out the approval of the said County Board of Education. 

The County Board of Education shall have the power, and it is 
hereby, authorized to consolidate, affiliate and/or abolish schools 
in said county when, in its judgment, economy or efficiency will re- 
sult from such action. The said Board shall have full power to out- 
line and locate school bus routes in said County, determine the 
schools to which pupils are to be transported for educational pur- 
poses, and may refuse the transfer or transportation of pupils to 
schools in other counties if, in its judgment, economical and efficient 
education can be provided for said pupils in Edgefield County. 

The said County Board of Education is authorized and directed 
to divide the county into high school districts and place all schools 
in the county in one of the said high school districts for instructional 
purposes, and the superintendents of the high schools shall have 
supervision of all schools placed in their respective districts. 
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On account of the additional work and expense incurred by the 
County Superintendent of Education in the construction of new 
school buildings in Edgefield County, the said County Superin- 
tendent of Education shall be allowed the sum of two hundred 
($200.00) dollars for the year 1938, the said sum to be in addition 
to salary and expense allowance herein provided for, and the same 
to be drawn from the County Board of Education fund. 

§ 22. The County Treasurer and Supervisor are authorized and 
empowered to refinance any note or notes of Edgefield County, or of 
any political subdivision thereof, now held by the Sinking Fund 
Commission or any bank, person or corporation, and in the event of 
such refinancing, the said County Treasurer and Supervisor are 
authorized to borrow money from any bank, person or corporation 
that will make the loan upon acceptable terms, and to give the note 
or notes of Edgefield County for the sum or sums so borrowed, 
and the full faith and credit of Edgefield County are hereby pledged 
to provide by annual levies for the repayment of any sums borrowed 
hereunder. 

§ 23. The County. Legislative Delegation shall have the fight at 
any time to alter any of the salaries or appropriations herein. 

§ 24. All Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent with this Act are 
hereby repealed. : 

§ 25. This Act shall take effect as of January 1, 1938.

The construction, alteration, enlargement,repair and/or 
equipment of any building or structure of any kind, primarily in- 
tended for public school purposes susceptible of being used in whole 
or in part by public school pupils of either junior or senior high 
school grades—whether so graded or not—together with the acqui- 
sition of a site or sites ‘therefor, if deemed necessary, also the pay- 
ment necessary incidental expense in connection therewith, are hereby 
declared to be legitimate functions of said Andrews High School 
District for which bonds proceeds aforesaid may be expended: Pro- 
vided, However, That all contracts for labor, materials, equipment 
and/or services in connection with same shall be made by the George- 
town County Board of Education for and on behalf of the said high 
school district, as now provided by law regulating the public school 
system in Georgetown County.

AN ACT. to Authorize and Empower the County Commissioners 
of Georgetown County to Borrow Not Exceeding $35,000.00 
for the Construction and Equipping a County Jail and to Pro- 
vide for the Expenditure Thereof. 


Section 1. Georgetown County borrow construct and equip 
jail—Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of South 
Carolina: That the County Board of Commissioners of Georgetown 
County are authorized and empowered to borrow for public pur- 
poses from the United States Government, the Re-Construction 
Finance Corporation or other agency of the United States Govern- 
ment, not exceeding Thirty-Five Thousand ($35,000.00) dollars on 
such terms as may be agreed upon by the contracting parties. The 
proceeds of a loan not exceeding Thirty-Five Thousand ($35,000.00) 
Dollars shall be used for the construction and equipping of a County 
Jail. The said County Board of Commissioners are authorized and 
empowered to agree upon the terms of the loan and execute a note 
_ or notes on behalf of and in the name of the County, bearing such 
rate of interest as is determined upon, and having such maturities 
as may be agreed upon, not exceeding twenty (20) years from the 
date thereof. The said Board is authorized and empowered to pledge 
any special or general income of the County to secure the payment 
of any such loan, with interest, Provided,That any such pledge shall 
receive the written approval of the Senator and at least one member 
of the House of Representative from Georgetown County. 

§ 2, The Georgetown County jail commission—The proceeds 
of such loan shall be expended for the special purpose above men- 
tioned by a Commission which shall be designated as “ The George- 
town County Jail Commission” which shall consist of five (5) per- 
sons to be appointed by the Clerk of the Circuit Court of said 
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County upon the written recommendation of the Senator and at least 
one member of the House of Representative from Georgetown 
County. Any vacancy occurring in the Commission shall be filled by 
appointment by the remaining members thereof. They shall serve 
until their duties have been performed under this Act. The said 
Commission is charged with the duty of constructing and equipping 
of such site as in their judgment is most suitable a modern jail of 
such size as in their judgment will meet the present and future 
needs of the County.

AN ACT to Empower and Authorize the City of Georgetown to 
Issue and Sell Securities to Provide for the Pavement of 
Streets and Sidewalks in Said Municipality, in Addition to 
Provisions Contained in Any General or Local Law, and to 
Provide for Securing and Payment of Such Securities. 


Section 1. Additional authority provide funds pave streets 
and sidewalks granted to city of Georgetown.—Be it enacted by 
the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: That in ad- 
dition to all other powers possessed by the City of Georgetown un- 
der the Constitution and general laws of the State of South Caro- 
lina, and/or under any special or local law, the City of Georgetown 
shall have power to provide for the cost of the pavement of streets 
and sidewalks in said municipality, in whole or in part, out of any 
funds obtained by way of grant or otherwise from any agency of 
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the United States Government, or available from any funds in the 
hands of the municipality not otherwise allocated or appropriated, 
or out of any of such funds combined with funds obtained from as- 
sessments imposed upon property abutting on the streets and side- 
walks to be so improved. Any where twenty-five per per’ cent. or 
more of the cost of such improvements is to be paid out of any funds 
obtained by the municipality by way of grant as aforesaid, it shall 
not be necessary to submit the matter to an election as otherwise pro- 
vided by Section 7381 of the Code of 1932: Provided, that all powers 
conferred by this Act shall be exercised by the enactment of ap- 
propriate ordinances. 


§ 2. Issue bonds or other obligations.—For the purpose of ob- 
taining funds to provide for the cost of the pavement of streets and 
sidewalks under the terms of this Act, or under powers otherwise 
vested in the municipality, the City of Georgetown may issue and 
sell bonds or certificates of indebtedness or other forms of obliga- 
tion, secured by all or any part of the assessments levied as pro- 
vided by law in connection with the making of such improvements, 
and the same may also be secured by such of the revenues of the 
electric light plant of the municipality and of the waterworks plant 
of the municipality as have not been heretofore pledged. 


§ 3. Obligations—amount issue—terms—sale—sinking fund 
pay.—The total amount of the securities that may be issued and sold 
under the terms hereof shall not exceed the sum of Ninety Thou- 
sand Dollars ($90,000.00).

AN ACT to Empower and Authorize the City of Georgetown to 
Refund Certain Outstanding Obligations for Electric Light 
Machinery and Equipment by the Issue, for Sale and/or Ex- 
change, of Bonds and to Secure and Provide for the Levy 
of Taxes to Pay the Same. 


Wherwas, the City of Georgetown is indebted to various concerns 
for part of the unpaid purchase price of certain electric light ma- 
chinery and equipment purchased by the municipality for use in con- 
nection with the operation of the municipal electric light plant, and 
it is desired to refund said indebtedness by the issuance and sale or 
exchange of bonds of the City of Georgetown for such outstanding 
indebtedness as hereinafter provided. 

Section 1. City of Georgetown owes $91,221.40 on certain elec- 
tric light machinery and equipment.—Be it enacted by the General 
Assembly of the State of South Carolina: It is hereby declared that 
the City of Georgetown is indebted in the amount of Ninety-one 
Thousand Two Hundred Twenty-one and 40/100 ($91,221.40) Dol- 
lars, for the unpaid balance of purchase money due on certain elec- 
tric light machinery and equipment acquired by the municipality for 
and used in the operation of the municipal electric light plant. 

§ 2. City of Georgetown issue bonds refund such indebted- 
ness.—That for the purpose of refunding all or any part of said in- 
debtedness, whether matured or not, including interest due thereon, 
the City of Georgetown is hereby empowered to issue, for sale and/or 
exchange, bonds in an amount sufficient to effect such refunding, and 
to secure and provide for the payment of said bonds, and the in- 
terest to accrue thereon, as hereinafter set forth. Such refunding 
bonds may be issued in a single series, or in several series, with dif- 
ferent maturity dates and different rates of interest, and if more than 
one series of bonds is issued, the same may be issued at different 
times. Said refunding bonds shall be sold and/or exchanged in such 
manner, and at such time or times, and at such prices, as may be de- 
termined by the municipality. 

§ 3. Bonds issued and cannot be used for immediate exchange 
for outstanding obligations.—In the event that the City of George- 
town should determine to issue any of said refunding bonds for the 
purpose of taking up any part of the aforementioned obligations that 
has not matured, all cf such refunding bonds so,issued which cannot 
be used for immediate exchange for such outstanding obligations or 
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part thereof, or that cannot be immediately sold under a plan that will 
enable the municipality to acquire such outstanding obligations by 
purchase or payment, shall be held by the municipality, under regula- 
tions to be prescribed by ordinance in advance of the execution of 
such bonds, upon such conditions as will assure the safe custody 
thereof, and the prevention of their getting into circulation, until the 
same can be sold or exchanged, in whole or in part; the municipality 
shall have full power to determine what such condition shall be. 

§ 4. Bonds—pledge pay—payment.—The City of Georgetown 
shall have power to pledge for the payment of all or any part of any 
series of said refunding bonds, and to provide a sinking fund for 
the payment thereof, any part of the revenues of the electric light 
plant of the municipality in excess of such revenues already pledged, 
including the revenues of the said plant as now existing, and the reve- 
nues of any additions or extensions to the said plant that may here- 
after be made; and for the purpose of rendering said pledge effec- 
tive, the said refunding bonds may also be made a lien upon the said 
electric light plant, together with all machinery, equipment, distribu- 
’ tion lines, poles, franchises, and other property of every character, 
real, personal or mixed, and both tangible and intangible, used in con- 
nection with the operation of the said plant as the same now exists 
and is now operated, and as the same may at any time in the future

the terms hereof. The lien herein authorized to be imposed may be 
made concurrent with other liens hereafter created, securing other ob- 
ligations of the City of Georgetown or, in addition to being made 
subordinate to any prior outstanding liens, may be divided into suc- 
cessive liens with respect to any one or more series of the bonds to be 
issued under the terms thereof. 

§ 5. Bonds—exchange—sell—Any of the refunding bonds is- 
sued under the terms hereof may be used for the purpose of exchange 
for any part of the aforementioned outstanding obligations, including 
interest due thereon, whether the same be due or not, or may be sold 
in whole or in part, at public or private sale, to pay all or any part of 
such outstanding obligations including interest as may not be dis- 
charged by an exchange of the said bonds, all upon such terms as 
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may be fixed by the City of Georgetown from time to time, subject 
to the provisions hereof. 

§ 6. Bonds—issuance—maturities.—The refunding bonds issued

AN ACT to Confirm the Rights of Holders of the Electric Light 
Plant Bonds of the City of Georgetown and to Provide for 
Refunding the Same. 


Whereas, under the terms of an ordinance ratified on the 18th > 
day of November, 1920, the City of Georgetown provided for the 
issuance of Forty-two Thousand Five Hundred ($42,500.00) Dol- 
lars of bonds for the purchase of an electric light plant, following the 
holding of an election and the adoption of all other legal procedure 
required for that purpose ; and 

Whereas, under such ordinance, and pursuant to the statute in 
such cases made and provided, it was provided among other things, 
as follows: 

“Sec.5:—That the CITY OF GEORGETOWN hereby pledges 


itself to annually set apart and appropriate the net income and earn- 
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ings of said Electric Light Plant, after the payment of all expenses 
of operation, maintenance and upkeep, as a sinking fund for the pay- 
ment of the interest accruing from time to time on said Bonds and 
for the retirement of the principal thereof by payment at maturity ; 
and that while any of said Bonds and the interest thereon remain 
outstanding and unpaid there shall be assessed, levied and collected 
upon the taxable property of said City subject to taxation for State 
and County and municipal purposes an annual tax sufficient, together 
with said net income, to pay the interest on the said Bonds as the 
same accrues and to raise the sum of at least one-fortieth (1/40) 
part of the entire bonded debt hereby authorized and provided for, 
as a sinking fund for the payment of said Bonds at maturity.”

Section 1. Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State 
of South Carolina: That the County Auditor of Greenville County 
be, and hereby is, directed to calculate, subject to approval of the 
Greenville County Legislative Delegation, the levy upon all taxable 
property of Greenville County necessary to raise the appropriations 
hereinafter provided for up to the sum equal to the ‘difference be-

§ 3. The County Auditor is hereby authorized and directed to 
levy an additional one (1) mill levy upon all the taxable property 
within Greenville County, to be collected by the same officers and in 
the same manner as other State, county and school taxes are now 
collected, the proceeds from which levy or tax to be used by the 
County Board of Education for the following purposes: (a) For 
the payment of non-residential tuition to certain schools in said 
County, as provided for in the 6-0-1 Law; (b) to carry out the 
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terms of Act No. 995 of the Acts of 1930, known as “An Act to 
supplement teachers’ salaries of weak school districts in Greenville 
County.” 


§ 4. The the County Auditor of Greenville County is hereby au- 
thorized and directed to levy upon all the taxable property within 
the limits of Greenville County, an additional (1 3/4) mills to be 
collected by the same officers and in the same manner as other State, 
County and school taxes are now collected, the proceeds arising 
from such levy to be used for the maintenance of the Greenville 
County Tuberculosis Hospital and to be dispensed by the Board of 
Trustees of said Hospital for the maintenance thereof in accordance 
with the terms of an Act entitled “An Act providing for the estab- 
lishment of Public Hospitals or Tuberculosis Camps, etc.” and known 
as Act No. 165 of the Acts of 1925. It is also herein provided that 
no patient shall be charged any amount of money for the services 
rendered him or her for the cost of his or her maintenance while a 
patient in the aforementioned hospital, except for X-Ray charges, 
except as is hereinafter provided. It is also provied herein that every 
patient admitted to said institution, with the exceptions provided 
hereafter, shall be adjudged a charity patient by the Greenville 
County Charity Investigation. Provided, However, That the Board 
of Trustees is hereby directed and empowered to except from the 
foregoing requirements as to no charges being made and as to no 
patient being admitted save an adjudged charity patient a total of 
fifteen (15) beds or patients, which fifteen patients shall be charged 
a per diem, said charge to be fixed in the discretion of the Board of 
Trustees of the said Hospital. It is also provided that should fifteen 
patients not be found capable of paying the per diem fixed by the 
Board of Trustees the said Board is hereby empowered to fill the 
beds made vacant by such inability to find pay patients with charity 
patients. The Board of Trustees in addition to the power to fix a 
per diem for certain patients as outlined above is further empowered 
to accept donations or partial pay from any and all such patients as 
may desire voluntarily so to do. 


§ 5. All able bodied male persons between the ages of twenty- 
one (21) and fifty (50) years, both inclusive, residents of Green- 
ville County, shall for the year 1938 pay a commutation road tax 
of One Dollar and Fifty ($1.50) Cents, subject to the exemptions, 
provisions, and penalties prescribed in Act No. 146 and approved 
February 27, 1917, such road tax to be collected at the same time by 
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the same officers, and in the same manner as other State, county and 
school taxes are collected. 


§ 6. Sub-items or sub-divisions under Section 2, Item 1, of this 
Act may be diverted to any other sub-division under the same item, 
where stich action is found necessary to meet a deficiency in such 
sub-item or sub-division, such diversion to be made by the County 
Board of Commissioners and upon and after approval of the Green- 
ville County Legislative Delegation : Provided, the total appropriation 
of Item 1 be not thereby exceeded, ; Provided also that like diversion 
in other items under Section 2, may be likewise made where no salary 
or fixed charge is thereby affected. 


§ 7. The appropriations included in this Act shall in no case 
whatsoever be exceeded by any officer, board, commission, or offi- 
cial intrusted with legal disbursal of funds, set up to be expended 
for general county purposes, except in such cases of unusual or dire 
emergency as might justify or make necessary additional expendi- 
tures to those allotted under this Act. It is further provided that if 
such emergency or necessity shall arise as to apparently justify the 
exceeding of any appropriation under this Act, the officer, board or 
c ommission, having the right to disbursal of such appropriation, shall 
first submit to the Board of Commissioners of Greenville County 
the necessity of emergency in question, which request, if deemed 
meritorious, shall be transmitted to the Greenville Delegation by 
the Board of Commissioners, and if acted upon favorably in a reg- 
ularly called meeting of the Greenville County Delegation by such 
action shall be deemed a sufficient authorization to such officer, board 
or commission, to take the steps necessary to cope with the said 
emergency, subject to such limitations and checks as the delega- 
tion, in its actings upon the situation or need in question, may have 
imposed. Provided, Further, That should any such individual, offi- 
cer, board or commission as referred to above, act independently 
and on his or its own iniative to incur additional expenses than those 
specifically authorized in this Act or in violation of the above pro- 
cedure, then such individual, officer, official, board or commission 
shall be deemed civilly liable at law to the extent of such excess and 
unauthorized expenditure and it shall be the duty of the County At- 
torney, upon the authorization of the Greenville Delegation to take 
immediate Court action in the name of Greenville County, to collect 
from such official, officer, individual, board or commission, the sum 
involved in excess of the appropriations authorized in this Act. Pro- 


= 
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vided, Further, That it shall be the duty incumbent upon all business 
firms, individuals, or the like doing business with the officials, off- 
cers, board, commissions, etc., having authority to disburse County 
funds under this Act, to investigate of the County Board of Com- 
missioners, in advance of selling any supplies, services, produce, or 
the like to such disbursers of county funds as above named, with the 
view of ascertaining if such funds have been exhausted or exceeded 
by such disbursers. It is also provided, that any sale, barter, 
exchange or contracts made by any firm or person with any disburs- 
ing agent of Greenville County when such appropriation for any 
given item or sub-item has been exhausted shall be deemed to be 
not binding as to any liability imposed thereby against the credit of 
Greenville County except in such cases as the Delegation may specif- 
ically approve: Provided, That the County Board of Commissioners, 
the Greenville County Delegation first concurring, may and hereby 
is authorized to reduce the appropriations set forth in this Act pro- 
portionately should such be necessary to keep disbursements within 
receipts or anticipated receipts. Any exceeding of appropriations by 
any party or parties save in the manner as outlined in this section is 
hereby declared illegal, invalid and not binding upon Greenville 
County in any way whatsoever. 


§ 8. In the event that any appropriation set forth in this Act be 
not fully expended for the purposes assigned, or in accordance with 
the provisions of Section 6 of this Act, the resulting residue, re- 
mainder or excess above needs, shall be placed in the General County 
Fund to be expended, disposed of or appropriated as a majority of 
the County Delegation and the Board of Commissioners may direct. 


§ 9. The income of Greenville County from all indirect sources 
whatsoever shall, except in all cases where such income may by law 
be already allocated, pledged or set aside to some other purpose or 
need, be used to supplement and aid the income derived from taxes 
on real property, so that the appropriations in this Act provided 
may involve as low a millage on county real estate as possible. 


§ 11. It shall be the duty of the Board of Commissioners of 
Greenville County, as soon after the beginning of each fiscal month 
as possible, to forward to each member of the Greenville Delega- 
tion report sheets of the bills paid and expenses incurred during the 
month immediately preceding in the carrying out of the intent and 
appropriations of this Act, to the end that each member of the Dele- 
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gation may be fully and constantly aware of the financial condition 
and expenditures of the County. 

§ 12. It is hereby declared to be the intent of this Act that all 
salaries set up in this appropriation Act shall be in full for all serv- 
ices rendered, and their acceptance by the party or parties entitled 
by the law and this Act to them shall be deemed acknowledgement 
and receipt of full payment for services rendered and a release in 
full by such party, or parties, of all other claim to compensation 
against the credit of Greenville County. Any county official who 
may hereafter accept his salary or payment under protest, shall also 
immediately inform the Delegation and Board of Commissioners of 
his reasons for so doing and his intention in regard to the matter so 
the Delegaticn may take appropriate steps. Provided, That the appro- 
pfiation in Section 2, Item 9, under the sub-title, salaries and allow- 
ances, for salary for the Clerk of Court be Three Thousand ($3,- 
000.00) Dollars: provided the said Clerk of Court enter into a valid 
and absolute release with Greenville County for all back claims 
for either salary or fees. Further, provided, said release must be in 
writing and approved by both the County Attorney and the Green- 
ville County Legislative Delegation. Provided, further, That unless 
the above mentioned release is executed immediately after the pass- 
age of this Act, the salary for the Clerk of Court shall be Twenty- 
seven Hundred and Fifty ($2750.00) Dollars. 

§ 13. The County Board of Commissioners of Greenville County 
is hereby charged with the entire custody and control of the Court 
House building and all appurtenances thereto ; they are authorized and 
directed to allow the Circuit Judge, residing in Greenville, to use 
such office room as may not be needed for the use of the County, as 
a matter of public convenience. The said Board of Commissioners 
shall employ the Janitor and two helpers and elevator operator for 
the public buildings as provided for in Item 2 of Section 2. 

§ 14. It is also herein provided that out of Item 4 there shall not 

be paid exceeding two (2) bailiffs and one (1) Court Crier at any 
one term of the Common Pleas Court or General Sessions Court; 
not exceeding one (1) bailiff and one (1) Court Crier for any term 
of the Greenville County Court, unless the Judge presiding orders 
more to serve; and it is provided further that the jury child shall be 
paid from this item, and further that the Court Crier shall act as 
Bailiff when not otherwise engaged: Provided, further, That the said 
Bailiffs and Court Criers shall receive not exceeding Three and 
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30/100 ($3.30) Dollars each per day for each day’s service actually 
rendered in said Court except the Chief Bailiff, who shall be paid 
Seventy ($70.00) Dollars per month. 


§ 15. No per diem shall be allowed out of Item 9 and 10 to any 
salaried officers of Greenville County. 


§ 16. The Sheriff, Deputy Sheriffs and all other peace officers 
except magistrates and constables, shall turn into the County Treas- 
ury, all Federal fees paid to them for attendance upon the Federal 
Courts, and it shall be the duty of said officers to apprehend escaped 
convicts and no reward shall be allowed on account thereof. 


§ 17. The appropriation listed under Section 2, Item 3, en- 
titled “Charity Hospitalization $25,000.00”, shall be expended by 
the Board of County Commissioners of Greenville County for 
charity patients in hospitals in Greenville County, and shall be paid 
out upon their approval, based upon such documents, vouchers and 
evidences of charity obligations as the Charity Investigator may cer- 
tify to therein as correctly representing the charity expenses charge- 
able to the County by the hospital providing such charity hospitaliza- 
tion. 


§ 18. In accordance with the provisions of Act 1084, approved 
by the Governor April 7, 1934, requiring a levy of one (1) mill on 
all the taxable property of Greenville County for the purpose of aid- 
ing certain school districts to decrease and eliminate their existing 
deficits, provided such school districts levy on their own taxable 
property an additional three (3) ‘mills of taxation, the Auditor of 
Greenville County is hereby directed to levy such an additional mill 
on all the taxable property of Greenville County for the fiscal year 
of 1938, the money arising therefrom to be collected by the same 
officer, at the same time, and in the same manner as other property 
taxes in this Act are collectible, the general proceeds therefrom to 
be apportioned according to the provisions of Act No. 1084 of the 
1934 Statutes of South Carolina. 


§ 19. Item 13, Section 2, entitled “Contingent Fund” of Ten 
Thousand ($10,000.00) Dollars hereinabove referred to shall be ex~- 
pended in the discretion of an under the direction of the Greenville 
County Delegation upon claims, demands or petitions previously 
approved by the County Board of Commissioners and for such pur- 
poses as may be prescribed by said Delegation, at regular called 
meetings duly assembled. 
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§ 20. The amount hereinabove appropriated as salary for the 
County Auditor, and County Treasurer are estimates only. The ex- 
act amount to be paid and by this Act appropriated as salary for 
each of said officers is such amount as equals to one-half of the 
amount paid by the State to each of said officers respectively. The 
funds appropriated in Item 12 hereof and designated “Annual Pay- 
ment of Highway Refund” shall be expended as follows: That is 
$4,060.12, if so much be necessary, to meet the installments falling 
due on or by June 1, 1938, as provided for in an Act of the Gen- 
eral Assembly of 1936, known as Act 1178, and as ordered to be 
paid by Decrees of the Court passed in the case of E. A. Lawton, 
H. C. Beattie, et al, -vs- Greenville County, the case of W. P. Con- 
yers and T. C. Gower, doing business as Conyers & Gower, et al, 
-vs- Greenville County, and the case of J. L. Hawkins, B. F. Reese, 
et al, -vs- Greenville County. 


§ 21. That the compensation of each member of the Township 
Board of Assessors and of the Equalization Board is hereby fixed 
at the sum of Two Dollars and Fifty ($2.50) Cents per day for 
each day in actual attendance upon their duties, said compensation, 
together with each member’s mileage, to be paid out of Item 7, Sec- 
tion 2. The Greenville Township Board of Assessors is hereby au- 
thorized to employ a clerk to said Board, compensation for such 
clerk to be paid out of funds provided by Item 7: Provided, ‘That 
expenditures by the Township Board of Assessors and of the Equali- 
zation Board shall be upon claims approved by the County Chairman 
of the Board of Assessors of claims arising from services and trans- 
actions of said Boards and by the County Chairman of the Board of 
Equalization for claims arising from services and transactions of 
said Board of Equalization. 


§ 22. That, from and after the approval of this Act by the Gov- 
ernor, the purchase of any equipment, materials, supplies, goods, 
‘wares or merchandise, or for anything whatsoever needed and used 
for County purposes, or for any expenditure of monies of and for 
any Department of Greenville County, shall be made and done by the 
active managing Department Head or Officer of the Department 
needing such supplies or services, subject to the approval of the 
_ County Board of Commissioners of Greenville County. All purchases 
and experiditures shall be made after due advertisement for bids in 
at least two issues of some newspaper of general circulation in 
Greenville County, giving reasonable notice and asking for bids for 
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such equipment, materials, supplies, goods, wares, services or mer- 
chandise, as may be needed and the order or orders shall be placed 
with the lowest responsible bidder, but such department head or 
officer may reject any or all bids. Provided, that when a majority 
of the Board of County Commissioners of Greenville County shail 
deem it to the best interest of the County and shall so state in writ- 
ing, such purchases or placing of orders may be done by the various: 
Department heads or officers of Greenville County at private sale. 
Provided, further, That, when such purchasing or placing of orders 
are made, the goods, wares, merchandise, services, or food stuffs 
needed shall be purchased from firms or individuals within Green- 
ville County whenever such firms or individuals are reliable and offer 
goods, equipment, food stuffs, or services, of equal quality, specifi- 
cations, etc., with like goods of bidders outside of Greenville County 
and at a price equal to or less than the price submitted by such non- 
Greenville County bidders: Provided further That the Supervisor 
of Greenville County shall not be required, in the purchase of ma- 
chinery, to accept the lowest bid, but may exercise his discretion in 
the purchase of all machinery. Provided further, That whenever 
any dispute arises between said Department Heads or officers and the 
County Board of Commissioners as to any proposed expenditures, 
the Greenville County Legislative Delegation may, upon the mat- 
ter being brought before it, direct what shall be done and the Delega- 
tion’s written authority shall be sufficient for the proposed expendi- 
ture to be made or refused, subject to the condition that there shall 
thereby be made no increase in the appropriations as provided in 
this Act, and further subject to the condition that there shall there- 
by be made no transfer of funds from one Department to another 
Department. Provided, it shall be the duty of the County Board of 
Commissioners and/or each and every Department Head or officer 
in Greenville County to furnish the County Supervisor with a record 
supporting each claim to be approved or each’ warrant to be signed 
by the County Supervisor, showing thereon the purpose and authority 
for each expenditure made, to the end that the said Supervisor may 
have records in his possession justifying claims and warrants ap- 
proved and signed by him. Provided, that the Supervisor shall pur- 

chase all supplies for his office, the bids to be submitted in: duplicate, 
one copy to the Supervisor’s office, the other copy to the office of the 
County Board of Commissioners. 
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§ 23. The Supervisor of Greenville County is hereby forbidden 
to expend, or contract to expend, in any one quarter of the year, 
computing from January Ist, more than one-fourth of the total 
amount appropriated for any one of the eight sub-divisions of Item 
1, Section 2, except Sub-division extitled “New Machinery”, which 
sub-division may be expended by him as he may deem to the best 
advantage of his department without restriction as to time or ex- 

' penditure. If in the carrying out of the limitations imposed upon the 
Supervisor in this Section, it should develop that an unexpended por- 
tion of any sub-division under Item 1 remains for any one quarter 
of the year, the same may be added to the amount authorized to be 
expended for the same purpose during the next subsequent ensuing 
periods. The periodic allowances above designated shall not, however, 
be exceeded for any period, and any contract providing for the ex- 
penditure of any sum in excess of the periodic allowances above 
envisioned shall not be binding upon Greenville County and it is ex- 
pressly provided that any firm, person, or corporation contracting 
in any manner with the county is charged with the duty of ascertain- 
ing whether or not the expenditure of any sums contemplated by any 
contract shall be in excess of such periodic allowances. It is provided, 
however, that the requirements of this Section as to the periodic ex- 
penditures may be dispensed with upon the written approval of the 
County Board of Commissioners, and upon prior approval of the 
Greenville County Legislative Delegation. It is further provided that 
the sum of Two Thousand ($2,000.00) Dollars carried in Section 

. 2, sub-division of Item 1, entitled “Miscellaneous Fund”, shall be 
expended by the Supervisor, upon the written approval of the 
County Board of Commissioners to supplement any of the sub- 
divisions under Item 1. The foreman of the county road forces shall 
be paid at the rate of not exceeding One Hundred and Ten ($110.00) 
Dollars per month; the tractor drivers at the rate of’ not exceeding 
Eighty-two and 50/100 ($82.50) Dollars per month and day guards 
at the rate of not exceeding Eighty-two and 50/100 ($82.50) Dol- 
lars per month, and night guards at the rate of not exceeding Sixty- 
six ($66.00) Dollars per month: Provided, further, That no outside 
man shall receive in excess of One Hundred and Ten ($110.00) 
Dollars per month. It is further herein provided that the Supervisor 
shall as soon as practicable after the enactment of this Act, if not 
already made, make an inventory of all county supplies, machinery, 
and other countyproperty under the control of and used by his office 
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as of January 1, 1938, and file same with the Board of County 
Commissioners, The Board of County Commissioners is hereby di- 
rected to withhold the salary of the Supervisor in the event of his 
non-compliance after a reasonable period of time with the provisions 
of this Section. 


§ 24. The Auditor of Greenville County is hereby authorized, 
empowered and directed to levy an additional tax of one and one-half 
(114) mills upon all the taxable property of said County, said tax 
to be levied and collected at the same times and in the same. manner 
as the other taxes herein directed to be levied and. collected. The 
monies arising from said tax shall be disbursed by the Supervisor 
of Greenville County, upon the written approval of the Board of 
County Commissioners, and expended for improving and surface 
treating as many miles of public roads of Greenville County as prac- 
ticable, and for all other purposes incidental thereto. The Supervisor 
shall determine and specify the roads to be so improved and surface 
treated. In improving and surface treating such roads, the said Su- 
pervisor is authorized to improve and surface treat some, or any part 
or parts thereof, under his supervision, or to contract for the im- 
provement and surface treatment of the said roads, or any part or 
parts thereof, for and in the name of Greenville County, or if he 
deem it economical and advisable so to do, the said Supervisor is 
authorized and empowered to improve and surface treat same, or 
any part or parts therof, in cooperation and pursuant to the rules, 
regulations and requirements of the United States Works Progress 
Administration. All contracts, except for labor and supervision and’ 
Works Progress Administration Agreements, shall be let to the low- 
est responsible bidder, upon the receipt of not less than two sealed 
bids, subject to the right to reject any and all bids. 


§ 25. It is hereby provided that the Supervisor of Greenville 
County shall, from the date of the Governor’s approval of this Act, 
until the end of the fiscal year of 1938, make no purchase of any 
trousers or shirts for the convicts under his supervision and control 
except such said trousers and shirts be of the striped variety com- 
monly employed as convict clothing or else in lieu of stripes of a 
distinctive color marked both on the chest and back of each shirt 
with a prominent number, which type of these two to be used to be 
left to the discretion of the Supervisor. The Board of Commissioners 
of Greenville County are instructed and directed to honor no claims 
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by the Supervisor for convict clothing after the passage of this Act 
that shall not confrom to the requirements of this Section. 

§ 26. The County Physician, in addition to the duties now per- 
formed by him, shall, for the compensation provided in Item 9 
thereof, make post mortem examinations, when directed so to do by 
the Coroner of Greenville County, and no additional expense for 
post mortem examinations shall be incurred by the Coroner what- 
soever. 

§ 27. It is hereby provided that the Greenville County Dental 
Clinician provided for in Section 2, Item 9, shall hereinafter be 
employed by and is hereby placed under the direct supervision of the 
Greenville County Health Department. It shall be the duty of the 
said Dental Clinician to render a monthly report to the Health De- 
partment and the County Board of Commissioners of the schools 
visited by him, treatments administered, educational material dis- 
tributed and the like during the said month to the school children of 
Greenville County. It is herein further provided that the Board of 
County Commissioners shall withhold approval of any salary claim 
presented by said clinician following his failure to submit either of 
said reports above required until such time as he shall present them 
as above required, It is the intention of this Section of this Act 
that the acting head of the Greenville County Health Department 
shall have absolute control of the employment and supervision of 
the said Dental Clinician as hereinabove provided. 

§ 28. The County Dentist shall do and perform the dental work 
for persons confined at the County Jail and for persons confined on 
the County chaingangs; shall do and perform the dental work of the 
inmates of the County Home and of the patients at the Tuberculosis 
Hospital. The County Dentist shall turn in to the County Supervisor 
and to the County Board of Commissioners, a monthly report of 
the work done by him during the said month. Provided, That be- 
fore the County Dentist shall submit his monthly reports herein re- 
quired, he shall have same signed by the officials or heads of the 
departments and institutions hereinabove enumerated. 

§ 29. The Item heretofore carried in the Greenville County yearly 
Appropriation Act and desi gnated “Pauper Burials” is intentionally 
omitted from the specific items covered by this Act, and such pauper 
burials as the county may during this fiscal year be compelled to 
bear the expense of are chargeable to the “General Contingent Fund” 
up to a sum not exceeding Eighteen ($18.00) Dollars each. It is here- 
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in further provided that the Charity Investigator shall as soon as pos- 
sible investigate such cases of alleged pauper deaths as the undertaker 
or undertakers and/or family or nearest relative of the deceased may 
report to him. If said Investigator, upon such investigation, find the 
case in question meritorious of burial aid, he shall so inform the 
Board of Commissioners and they shall honor the burial claim to 
the extent of the amount above named, if so much be needed. If the 
Investigator finds the case involved lacks such merit the Board of 
Commissioners is hereby instructed not to honor it as a charge 
against the said Contingent Fund. 


§ 30. It is hereby provided that should the State by legislative 
action deprive or take from Greenville County or the counties of 
the State as a whole all or a portion of any indirect revenues now 
accruing to Greenville County, that the Greenville Legislative Dele- 
gation with the written consent of the Board of Commissioner may 
instruct the Auditor of Greenville County to levy upon all the tax- 
able property of the county such additional millage as may be nec- 
essary to make up the loss in revenue suffered by Greenville County 
as a result of such aforementioned legislative action. It is hereby 
expressly stated, however, that should such action not be taken, this 
section shall be inoperative and void and Section 1 of this Act shall 
remain unimparied in all its particulars, 


§ 31. Should any part or Section of this Act be invalidated by 
Court decision on the ground of illegality or unconstitutionality such 
decision shall render invalid and inoperative only such portion or 
portions of this Act as may be specifically so invlaidated, the re- 
mainder to continue in full force and effect. 


§ 32. In the event that any appropriation provided in this Act 
for the Greenville County Board of Public Welfare is not expended 
for the purposes therein outlined, the residue, if any, shall be di- 
verted and placed in the general county fund unless otherwise speci- 
fied by the Greenville County Legislative Delegation. 


§ 33. Delegation action by the Greenville County Legislative Del- 
egation of the General Assembly of South Carolina shall be in a 
meeting duly called and duly assembled and by a vote of a majority 
of said Delegation, including the Senator, where there is a quorum 
present. 


§ 34. All Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent with this Act are 
hereby repealed. 
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§ 35, This Act shall take effect upon its approval by the Gov- 
ernor.

§ 1-A. Act 1148, 1938 Acts, amended—Greenville County sup- 
ply law for 1938.—That an Act, “To Provide for the levy of prop- 
erty taxes in Greenville County, school and road purposes, for the 
fiscal year beginning January 1, 1938, and ending December 31, 1938, 
and to appropriate the revenues therefrom and the income from all 
other available sources of county revenues and to direct and control 
the expenditures thereof’, be, and the same is hereby amended by in- 
serting between the word “roads” and the figures “Five Thousand 
( $5,000.00)” on line 10 of Item 1, Section 2 of said Act the following 
words: “and purchase of equipment for maintaining surface treated 
roads”. Amend said Act, further, by adding after the words “Legis- 
lative Delegation” on line 24, Section 23, the following: “that any 
expenses in excess of the appropriations for the first quarter may be 
paid from the appropriations for the second and third quarter.” 

Amend said Act further by striking out the figures “$990.00” in 
Section 2, Item 9 at the end of the line reading “Greenville Town- 
ship” and substituting therefor the figures “$1,080.00” ; and by strik- 
ing out the figures “$742.50” in said Item 9, Section 2 at the end of 
the line reading; “Greenville Township” and substituting therefor 
the figures “$840.00” ; and by inserting in Section 33 thereof follow- 
ing the word “of” and before the word “a” the words “The Senator 
and”; and by striking out all after the words “said Delegation” in 
said Section. 

§ 1-B. Appropriation for textile workers emergency relief 
fund.—That there is hereby appropriated the sum of Ten Thousand 
Dollars to be known as the Textile Workers Emergency Relief Fund. 
Payments from this fund are to be made upon written authorization 
of the majority members of the Greenville Delegation. This fund 
may be used for no purposes other than for relief of the Unemployed 
Textile Workers. Any part of said fund not expended by July 15, 
1938 shall revert to the General County fund. 
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§ 1-C. Appropriation install centralized budgetary control ac- 
counting system.—The Board of County Commissioners is hereby 
directed and empowered to install a centralized budgetary control ac- 
counting system in Greenville County. The said installation to be 
begun on or about July lst, 1938 and continued untill all receipts 
and all disbursements as established into this system.

now therefore, 

Section 1. Appropriation for Greenville airport, Greenville 
County.—Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of 
South Carolina: That there is hereby appropriated from the gen- 
eral funds of the County of Greenville the sum of Fifteen Thou- 
sand ($15,000.00) Dollars to be used by the Greenville Air Port 
Commission in the development, extension and work upon the Green- 
ville Air Port. This fund is to be paid out by the Treasurer of Green-

Section 1. Greenville County borrow erect school buildings 
in certain school districts.—Be it enacted by the General Assembly 
of the State of South Carolina: That the County Board of Com- 
missioners of Greenville County, the County Supervisor and the 
County Treasurer are hereby authorized and directed to borrow 
in the name of Greenville County not exceeding the sum of One 
Hundred Thousand ($100.000.00) Dollars, the proceeds of such 
loan or loans to constitute a building fund to be used as herein pro- 
vided for the erection of school buildings in certain of the school 
districts of the county to relieve the overcrowding of pupils in the 
elementary and high school grades of the public schools of the 
county. That the said sum may be borrowed in such amount or 
amounts and at such time or times as the said Board and the above 
named officers may determine upon. That any such loan shall be 
evidenced by a note or notes of the County, signed by the Chair- 
man of the County Board of Commissioners, the County Supervisor 
and attested by the County Treasurer, and shall bear such rate of 
interest, payable annually, as may be determined by the Board and 
the above named officers, and may be payable within on without the 
State; the principal sum of the said notes shall mature in such in- 
stallments as the said officers may fix: Provided, that a portion of the 
principal shall mature each year, beginning with the year 1939, and 
the last installment of principal shall mature not later than twenty 
(20) years from the date of the issuance of the first note. Any note 
or notes issued pursuant to the terms of this Act shall be and con- 
stitute valid and binding obligations of the County and the full 
faith, credit and taxing power of the County are hereby irrevocably 
pledged for the payment of the same, together with the interest there- 
on: Provided However, that any County-wide levy is suspended so 
long as the levies hereinafter authorized upon the porperty in the re- 
spective school districts of the county participating in the fund raise 
a sufficient sum to meet the principal and interest maturing each 
year. : 

§ 2. Payment.—That the proceeds of the levies on certain of 
the school districts in the County, as hereinafter provided for, shall 
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be applied to the payment of the principal and interest of the said 
notes as they mature, and the officers herein charged with the duty 
of allocating the funds to the school districts and fixing the ma- 
turities of the obligations of the respective districts, together with 
the levies on the properties therein to pay the same, are required 
to see that the annual levies on the said districts shall be in such 
amounts as will raise a fund sufficient to meet the principal and 
the interest of the obligation of the County as they mature, and all 
such special levies in addition to the full faith, credit and taxing 
power of the entire county are hereby pledged to secure the payment 
of the loan herein authorized to be obtained in the name of the Coun- — 
ty. 
§ 3. Use proceeds make loans or grants to certain school dis- 
tricts—The proceeds of the fund hereinafter authorized to be bor- 
rowed shall be used solely for the purpose of making loans or grants 
to certain of the school districts of Greenville County, whose in- 
debtedness, as evidenced by the face amount of its bonds and notes, 
has reached the maximum amount permitted under the law. 

§ 4. Allocate funds to school districts on petition —The funds 
herein provided for are to become available to school districts, to 
be used by them for the sole purpose of purchasing building sites, 
and constructing and equipping school buildings for school pur- 
poses. Any school district desiring to participate in the benefits of 
this Act shall petition therefor, in the following manner: A written 
application therefor, setting forth the present and the likely near fu- 
ture needs of the district, shall be filed with the County Board of 

‘ Education by the Trustees of such district, supported by a petition, 
requesting the grant, signed by a majority of the qualified electors 
and freeholders of the district, which shall show that it is under- 
-stood by those signing the petition, that any grant to the district 
under the terms of this Act, is to be repaid to the County over a 
period of years by an annual levy on the property of such district: 
Provided, that no school ditsrict shall be allocated more than Twenty 
Thousand ($20,000.00) Dollars of such loan ; and Provided, Further, 
that no School District shall receive in excess of Thirty ($30.00) 
Dollars per pupil on average attendance during the. school year 
1937 and 1938. It is hereby made the duty of the County Board 
of Education to receive and give due consideration to all such appli- 
cations and petitions and to use its best judgment in distributing the 
benefits provided for under this Act among the several needy school 
districts of the County, and in reaching its determination the Board 
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shall keep in mind the present urgent need of class-room space in 
any particular district, the likely growth of the school as based upon 
the enrollment records on file, as well as any other data bearing on 
the question that may be brought to their attention, as well as any 
approved school building program applicable or suitable to any such 
district. , 

The said Board shall have the power to disapprove any such ap- 
plication, or make the grant at such amount as in its judgment the 
circumstances warrant. In no case, however, to exceed the maximum 
amount as herein fixed, but before any such grant shall be operative 
it shall first receive the approval of the County Board of Commis- 
sioners. ; 

§ 5. School districts issue notes——The Boards of School Trus- 
tees of the Districts, whose application for funds, under the pro- 
visions of this Act have been approved, are authorized and directed 
to execute and deliver to the County Treasurer notes evidencing 
the amounts granted or allocated to them respectively, with such rate 
of interest as may be determined upon by the County Board of Com- 
missioners, the County Supervisor and the County Treasurer; in no 
case, however, to exceed the rate of interest at which the County is 
able to borrow the money from which the allocation to the district 
is made. 

§ 6. Levy taxes in districts pay—duties of purchasers of 
county obligations—That the Auditor of Greenville County is au- 
thorized and directed to levy and the Treasurer to collect a tax on 
the property of the respective school districts participating in the 
benefits of this Act each year sufficient to meet the principal sum 
and the interest maturing in each such year on the indebtedness of 
the respective districts incurred under the terms of this Act, and to 
continue annual levies in the districts until the indebtedness of the 
respective districts has been paid in full. The tax levies herein pro- 
vided for, as well as the indebtedness of the respective districts, are 
pledged to secure the payment of any and all sums borrowed in the 
name of the County hereunder, with interest thereon, and the Treas- 
urer is directed to apply the proceeds of all such tax levies to the 
same as the same matures: Provided, That no sum whatever shall be 
borrowed by the County under this Act until an application or ap- 
plications therefor have been duly files and approved as provided 
herein; and no school district shall have the fight to decline any 
loan or grant after the same has been approved, notwithstanding 
that the amount at which the application is approved may be less 
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or more than that applied for: Provided, Further, That the purchaser 
of any County obligation issued hereunder is not charged with the 
duty of determining whether or not any specified condition has been 
complied with, nor is any purchaser bound to see that the funds are 
used as directed hereunder; but any and all such purchasers shall 
be deemed purchasers for value without notice upon paying the 
agreed consideration. 

§ 7, Grants and gifts—The County Board of Education of 
Greenville County is authorized and empowered to apply to the 
Federal Government or any agency thereof, for funds to be used 
by the several school districts in conjunction with the monies herein 
authorized to be provided for them for building purposes; but it 
is especially declared that the building program provided for the 
school building and improvement program herein provided for is 
not made dependent upon the application of the Board for such 
grant or grants in the expenditure of any sums obtained as a grant 
either to the County or the School District, the County Board of 
Education and the Boards of School Trustees of the respective 
districts are authorized and empowered to. conform to any law or 
regulation of the Federal Government or agency thereof respecting 
the same. 

§ 8. All Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent herewith are hereby 
repealed.

School District No. 3-A and the County Treasurer of Green- 
ville County to Borrow a Sum of Money Not Exceeding One 
Thousand ($1,000.00) Dollars and to Provide for the Levy 
of a Tax to Retire Said Loan. 


Section 1, Holly Grove school district No, 3-A borrow, Green- 
ville County.—Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State 
of South Carolina: That the Trustees of Holly Grove School Dis- 
trict No. 3-A, Greenville County, and the County Treasurer of 
Greenville County, kre hereby authorized and empowered to borrow 
a sum of money not exceeding One Thousand ($1,000.00) Dollars 
and to provide for the levy of a tax to retire said loan.

AN ACT to Authorize the. Town of Fountain Inn to Issue Re- 
funding Bonds to Refund Certain Outstanding Obligations of 
Said Town to Bond Town Clerk and Treasurer, and to Pro- 
vide for a Tax to Pay the Principal and Interest on Such 
Refunding Bonds. 


Section 1. Town of Fountain Inn issue bonds refund water 
works and sewer system bonds.—Be it enacted by the General As- 
sembly of the State of South Carolina: The Town Council of the 
Town of Fountain Inn shall have power to issue, at any time here- 
after, bonds of said town of the aggregate face amount of Sixty Two 
Thousand ($62,000.00) Dollars for the purpose of refunding the 
outstanding bonds of said Town of the aggregate face amount of 
Sixty Two Thousand ($62,000.00) Dollars, which bonds were issued 
on or about August 1,1918 and May 1, 1920 and July 1 1920 and 
which are by their terms due August 1 1958, May 1,1960 and July 
1, 1960, with the option on the part of the Town of Fountain Inn 
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to call and redeem on August’ 1, 1938, and on May 1, 1940 and 
July 1 1940 and which were issued for the Town Water Works and 
Sewer System. 


§ 2. Issues—maturities—series—The bonds issued pursuant 
to this Act may be issued as a single issue of bonds or as several 
separate issues of bonds, Fach issue of bonds shall mature in annual 
installments or series beginning not later than three and ending not 
later than forty years after the date of the bonds of such issue. No 
such installment or series of any such issue of bonds shall be more 
than three times as large as the smallest prior installment or series 
of such issue of bonds. , 


§ 3. Denominations—register — interest—execution.—Bonds 
issued under this Act shall be of such denomination as may be fixed 
by said Town Council. They shall be issued as coupon bonds, pay- . 
able to bearer, but may be issued with the privilege to the ‘holder 
of having them registered as to principal in his name on the books 
of the town, and the principal thus made payable to the registered 
holder, subject to such conditions as the town may prescribe. Bonds 
so registered in the name of. the holder may thereafter be registered 

‘as payable to bearer and made payable accordingly. The bonds shall 
bear interest at a rate not exceeding four (4%) per centum per 
annum, payable semi-annually. The principal and interest of the 
bonds may be made payable within or without the State of South 
Carolina, and in such medium of payment as may be indicated on 
the face of the bonds. The bonds shall be signed by the Mayor 
of the Town of Fountain Inn, and the corporate seal of the Town 
shall be affixed to or impressed on such bonds and attested by the 
Town Clerk and Treasurer; but the coupons to be attached to the 
bonds need not be authenticated otherwise than by a facsimile sig- 
nature of the Town Clerk and Treasurer and Mayor who is in 
office on the date of the bonds. The delivery of bonds so executed 
shall be valid, notwithstanding any changes in officers or seal oc- 
curring after such execution. 


§ 4. Deposit and use of proceeds—bond of town clerk and 
treasurer.—The proceeds received from the issuance of each issue of 
bonds shall be deposited with the Town Clerk and Treasurer of 
said Town, and. shall be forthwith deposited by him in National 
Banks of Greenville County to the credit of the Town of Fountain 
Inn, South Carolina, for purposes hereinafter contained in this Act, 
and/or invested in securities of the United States Treasury, registered 
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_in the name of the Town of Fountain Inn, South Carolina, as is 
hereinafter provided, and shall be kept in a special fund and shall 
be applied solely to the payment of bonds for which the above 
authorized refunding bonds were issued ; Provided, that any portion 
of such proceeds not needed for said purpose above mentioned shall 
be used for the payment of the expense of issuing and selling said 
bonds or shall be placed in National Banks of Greenville County to 
the credit fof the Town of Fountain Inn, South Carolina, for the sole | 
purposes contained in this Act and/or invested in securities of the 
United States Treasury registered in the name of the Town of Foun- 
tain‘ Inn, South Carolina, to be used solely for the purpose of 
paying interest upon such bonds as it becomes due. Provided, Fur- 
ther, that if said funds are invested in securities of the United States 
Treasury that the maturity dates thereof shall be not later than 
April 1, 1940; and Provided, Further, that should the aforesaid 
surplus of any added income from such aforesaid investments be 
insufficient to pay said expenses, if any, and the interest on the new 
bonds at any interest maturing date prior to and including April 1, 
1940 such interest deficiency shall be made up from any available 
funds belonging to said Town; to the end that at no time during 
such period shall any interest be past due and unpaid; Provided, 
However, that a surety bond of an old line legal reserve casualty 
company shall be furnished by said Town Clerk and Treasurer 
and/or his successor in office, said bond to be in amount not less 
than Fifteen Thousand ($15,000.00) Dollars, the Town of Fountain 
Inn to pay for premium for said bond. The bond to be in favor of 
the Town of Fountain Inn and conditioned to make the said Town 
whole and safe upon and with reference to the funds handled by 
the Town Clerk and Treasurer from the proceeds of the sale of 
the refunding bonds and Provided, Further, that any company so 
providing said bond shall have authority to take joint control of 
said funds with the Town Clerk and Treasurer for the purpose named 

’ and mentioned in this Act; and Provided, Further, that the proceeds 

realized from the refunding bonds shall be withdrawn from the 

National Banks of Greenville County and/or the United States 

Treasury securities shall be converted into cash only upon the signa- 

ture of the Town Clerk and Treasurer and the counter signature 

of the Mayor of said Town and the counter signature of the old line 
legal reserve casualty company, provided said casualty -company 
holds joint control with the said Town Clerk and Treasurer to the 
end that at all times these funds shall be kept safe for the purposes 
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of paying the issues of bonds for which the refunding bonds were 
issued. 

§ 5. Sale—The bonds of any issue shall be sold by said Town 
Council in such manner as said Town Council may deem advisable, 
at not less than par and accrued interest. 

§ 6. Exempt from taxes and assessments.—Any bonds issued 
pursuant to this Act shall be exempt from all State, County and 
Municipal taxes and assessments. 

§ 7. Tax levy pay.—The Town Council of said Town shall have 
power to levy annually a special tax ad valorem on all taxable prop- 
erty in said town for the purpose of paying the principal and interest 
of said bonds as such principal and interest, respectively, become 
due, which tax shall be sufficient for said purpose and in addition 
to all other taxes authorized by law to be levied in said Town. ° 

§ 8. Additional—repeal.—The powers granted by this Act are 
granted in addition to and not in substitution for the existing powers 
of said Town, and, except as otherwise provided herein, are not 
subject to any limitations or restriction prescribed by any other 
law. This Act shall not be deemed to repeal or affect any other Act 
providing for the issuance of bonds by said Town to refund out~- 
standing bonds of said Town. 

§ 9. Original issues of water works and sewer system bonds 
valid obligations—The original issues of bonds of the Town 
of Fountain Inn referred to in Section 1 of this Act are hereby de- 
clared to be valid and binding obligations of the Town of Fountain 
Inn, South Carolina.

hereby authorized and empowered to make such regulation or take 
such action as is necessary under the existing emergency, or such 
emergency as may arise before the convening of the next session 
of the General Assembly for the financing of the affairs of Green- 
wood County, both the general county matters and all school mat- 
ters, with the further provisions that a full and complete record of 
any action taken under the provisions of this Section shall be kept

That all accounts shall be kept separate and distinct and ex- 
pended only for the purpose for which appropriated: Provided, No 
bill or claim shall be approved or paid unless the same shall state 
fully, under oath, what it is for, or giving the kind of quality of 
thing or commodity which it represents, in addition to the amount 
and time furnished. Any note or contract made by any officer of the 
County or County Board for any amount not included in this Sup- 
ply Bill shall be null and void: Provided, Further, Any officer or 
employee who disregards any of the provisions hereof without the 
written consent of a majority of the Greenwood County Delegation 
in the General Assembly, kept on file in the office of the County 
Treasurer shall be guilty of a malfeasance in office and subject to 
removal in addition to the punishment now provided by law. 


§ 6. The Greenwood Highway Commission is authorized and 
directed to turn over to the County Treasurer any funds on hand, 
and the County Treasurer is directed to hold such funds turned 
over to him by the Greenwood Highway Commission, together with 
any funds hereinafter accruing to the credit of the Greenwood High- 
way Commission for disposition or order of the Greenwood County 
Delegation. 

The Supervisor’s Department is directed and required to prepare 
plans and specifications and to advertise for bids on all new bridges 
costing $250.00 or more, to award contracts to the lowest responsible 
bidder, to require execution of contract by successful bidder and to 
make such inspection during construction as necessary to assure com- 
pliance with contract : Provided, The Supervisor shall have the power, 
without advertising, to build with chain gang labor any and all 
bridges in Greenwood County where in his judgment would be ad- 
visable and expedient. 

The school trustees in each district in Greenwood County are 
hereby directed to see that all claims presented for payment shall 
be duly itemized and verified and shall state the purpose for which 
the said claims are drawn, and the County Superintendent i is hereby 
prohibited from approving any claims unless it is so drawn. 

§ 7. The fee that may be charged by the Clerk of Court of Green- 
wood County for the recording of any mortgage or other instru- 
ment conveying an interest in, or creating a lien on, crops growing 
or to be grown, or personal property, or both, and made to any 
corporation organized under the Act of Congress known as the Farm 
Credit Act of 1933, a Regional Agricultural Corporation, a Federal 
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Intermediate Credit Bank or any. other corporation which redis- 
counts notes, or other obligations, with, or procures loans from a 
Federal Intermediate Credit Bank, the Reconstruction Finance Cor- 
poration of the Government of the United States, or any depart- 
ment, agency, instrumentality or officer thereof, shall be seventy- 
five (75¢) cents; and a copy or duplicate of such instrument shall 
be furnished to the recording officer: Provided, That Greenwood 
County is specifically exempted from the provisions of Section 3637, 
Code of Laws of South Carolina, 1932. 


§ 8. All persons subject to road tax in Greenwood County as 
now provided by law, shall work two days on the county roads be- 
tween the months of August Ist and February 28th, subject to call 
when in their locality, or in lieu thereof to pay the sum of $1.00. 


§ 9. In order to further effectuate the collection of back due 
taxes, the Greenwood County Delegation in the General Assembly 
shall have the right to name such additional tax collectors as in their 
opinion will be for the best interest of the county, the said additional 
tax collectors to hold office not longer than July Ist, 1939, or for a 
shorter period if the majority of the said delegation shall decide on a 
shorter period, and shall receive as their compensation such part of 
the fines and penalties collected by them on past due taxes as the 
majority of the said delegation shall determine. 


The Finance Board for Greenwood County in connection with 
the trustees from the respective school districts of the said county 
shall have the right to fully consider all past due personal property 
taxes and shall have the right to make such recommendations as to 
nulla bona and compromise adjustments as to them may seem best, 
provided the same shall be approved by the Comptroller General. 
This provision is for the purpose of clearing up a large amount of 
past due personal property taxes from which very little is being 
realized and which question each year is becoming a more serious 
problem. 


§ 10. Act No. 87, approved February 28, 1933, provides that in 
the event satisfactory arrangements cannot be made under the terms 
of the said Act, then the Treasurer of Greenwood County shall con- 
sult with the Finance Board and the Legislative Delegation and to- 
gether they shall determine what final action shall be taken. Some 
question has arisen as to the safety of the county vault, the Treas- 
urer, therefore, is hereby requested and directed to consult with the 
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Delegation and the Finance Board, together with the banks in the 
county, in order that all parties may be protected. 

§ 11. The Greenwood County Finance Board is hereby author- 
ized and empowered to reissue all necessary bonds to take care of 
any outstanding railroad bonds now against the Townships of Cokes- 
bury, Cooper, and Ninety-Six, due January 1, 1939, or in lieu of is- 
suing new bonds, if in the opinion of a majority of the said Finance 
Board, it shall seem wise and expedient, then the said Board shall 
have the right to buy in the said bonds for the benefit of the County 
Sinking Fund and to hold them. 

§ 12. The Legislative Delegation of Greenwood County is here- 
by authorized to determine the levy for school purposes for each 
school district in Greenwood County. For the purpose of fixing such 
levy the action of a majority of said Delegation shall be sufficient. 
This is with the view of suspending a part of the levy in certain school 
districts where reduction is made possible by the increase in State 
aid to schools and the collection of delinquent taxes. 

§ 12%. There is hereby levied on all the taxable property of 
Greenwood County a tax of one mill, the proceeds of which shall 
be used to defray the expenses of the Greenwood City and Green- 
wood County Library established by an Act of 1937 and the Auditor 
of Greenwood County is hereby authorized and directed to impose 
the said levy. 

§ 13. All Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent with this Act are 
hereby repealed. , 

§ 14. This Act shall take effect upon its approval by the Gov- 
ernor.

AN ACT to Exempt Certain Taxpayers of Greenwood County, as 
Hail Sufferers, from Ordinary Taxes for the Year 1937, and 
to Provide for the Refund of Such Taxes. 


Section 1. Tax relief for hail sufferers, Greenwood County.— 
Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of South Caro- 
lina: That the County Treasurer of Greenwood County is hereby 
authorized and empowered to remit, refund and exempt to the tax- 
payers of Greenwood County ordinary county taxes of any tax- 
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payer for the year 1937, upon the property in the township where 
the property of such taxpayer was destroyed and damaged by hail 
in 1937: Provided, That the amount of the taxes of any taxpayer so 
remitted, refunded and exempted shall not exceed the amount of 
damage suffered by such taxpayer, and shall be in proportion to the 
loss of crop suffered by the taxpayer. 

§ 2. File claim.—Every person, firm or corporation claiming a 
remittance, refund and exemption of his or its taxes under the pro- 
visions of this Act shall present to the County Treasurer of said 
county a claim for the same. Such claim shall state the location of 
the property of such taxpayer so destroyed or damaged; the amount 
of damage suffered by such taxpayer, and shall be sworn to before 
any person authorized to administer oaths under the laws of this 
State. The said claim, before being accepted by the said Treasurer, 
shall be approved by a majority of the Tax Board of Assessors for 
the township in which the damage occurred. The approval of the 
said claim shall be signed by members of the saidBoard; shall be 
in writing and attached to said claim and shall state the following: 

“We, the undersigned, have investigated this claim and believe that 
the facts therein stated are correct and, therefore, approve the 
same.” 

§ 3. All Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent herewith are hereby 
repealed. 

§ 4. This Act shall take effect upon its approval by the Governor.

School district No. 18 levy tax provide funds erect 
school buildings, Greenwood County.—Be it enacted by the Gen- 
eral Assembly of the State of South Carolina: The Trustees of 
School District No. 18 of Greenwood County are hereby authorized 
and empowered to impose a levy not to exceed one-half of one (% 
of 1) mill upon all the taxable property within the bounds of said 
school district for a period not to exceed five (5) years, commencing 
with the fiscal year beginning July 1, 1938.

§ 2. Borrow.—The Trustees of School District No. 18 are fur- 
ther authorized and empowered to borrow in anticipation of the 
revenue from said levy, which shall be used together with such aid 
as may be supplied by the Works Progress Administration, or other 
similar agency, in erecting and equipping said buildings. 

§ 3. Payment.—The Auditor of Greenwood County is hereby 
authorized and instructed to impose such levy as the Trustees of said 
school district shall designate within the limits set out in this Act, 
said levy to be in addition to that now imposed for other school 
purposes. 

§ 4. This Act shall take effect upon its approval by the Governor.

AN ACT to Authorize Greenwood County to Issue Bonds in the 
Amount Not to Exceed Seventy-five Thousand ($75,000.00) 
Dollars for the Purpose ‘of Purchasing Land for a Public 
Park; for Construction or Purchase of a County Office Build- 
ing in the City of Greenwood, Rural Electrification, and for 
the Construction of Highways in Greenwood County and to 
Provide for the Payment of Same. 
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Section 1. Greenwood County issue bonds purchase land for 
public park, construct or purchase office building, rural electrifi- 
cation and construct highways.—Be it enacted by the General As- 
sembly of the State of South Carolina: Greenwood County is hereby 
authorized, empowered and directed to issue bonds of said county 
in the amount not to exceed Seventy-five Thousand ($75,000.00) 
Dollars for the following purposes: To purchase land for a public 
park to be located near the waters of Buzzard Roost Lake; for the 
construction or purchase of an office building for county officials 
in the City of Greenwood, Rural Electrification, and for the con- 
struction of highways in Greenwood County. Provided, That the 
following sums, if so much be necessary, shall be used for the said 
purposes; that is to say, for purchasing land for a public park— 
$10,000.00;. for construction or purchase of an office building— 
$15,000.00; for rural electrification—$5,000.00; for the construc- 
tion of highways—$45,000.00; and if any of said funds be not 
necessary for the completion of the said projects, they shall go into 
the general funds of the county and be expended i in such manner as 
the Finance Board shall direct. 

§ 2. Payment.—Bonds issued under this Act shall be made pay- 
able from the proceeds of a levy of one (1) mill on all of the property 
in Greenwood and the Auditor of said County is hereby authorized, 
empowered and directed to make such a levy until the bonds, both 
interest and principal, are paid in full. The bonds shall constitute a 
general obligation of Greenwood County and the full faith, credit 
and taxing power of said County are pledged for their payment and 
the officials of said County are charged with the duties of levying 
and collecting taxes are hereby directed to levy and collect annually 
such a tax. 

§ 3. Negotiable—denominations—maturities — interest —That 
said bonds shall be negotiable, serial coupon bonds; shall be in such 
form and denomination; shall mature in such amounts and at such 
time or times as the County Finance Board shall prescribe by 
resolution.

Section 1. Duties and powers of legislative delegation de-

suant to Reimbursement Agreement Between the State Highway

Whereas, one item of settlement and payment included in above 
amount is the sum of Two Thousand Eight Hundred Ninety-Seven 
and 05/100 ($2,897.05) Dollars, which represents the amount of 
money in closed banks to the credit of C. V. Thomas, Sheriff ; and 


Whereas, there was included in and recovered in the settlement 
hereinabove referred to nulla bona items for the year 1926, in the 
sum.of One Thousand Seven Hundred Six &26/100 ($1,706.26) 
Dollars, and on 1930,1931 and 1932 nulla bona items of One Thou-

Whereas, on all of said items of recovery on nulla bona executions 
and items of recovery of money in closed banks same have been 
heretofore marked off and abated and settlement made on the books 
of the County and on the annual settlement sheets:

§ 2. The County Auditor of Horry County is hereby directed to 
calculate the amount of millage not to exceed’ twenty-one (21) mills 
on all taxable property in Horry County necessary to raise the 
above amount designated to be raised by property taxation, to wit 
—Seventy-six Thousand Eight Hundred Twenty-four and 58/100 
Dollars ($76,824.58). That the amount of millage, not to exceed 
twenty-one (21) mills, so calculated is hereby levied on all taxable 
property in the said county for the year beginning January 1, 1938, 
the proceeds to be used for county purposes for the period beginning 
July 1, 1938 and ending June 30, 1939, as provided in this supply 
act. 

§ 3. The County Board of Commissioners is hereby instructed 
and required to use the moneys herein appropriated for the pur- 
poses specified and for no other purpose, or purposes, and they are 
hereby forbidden to in any way over-draw or exceed the appro- 
priation herein made for any purpose whatever upon the written 
consent of the Senator and a majority of the Delegation. For the 
items covered by the appropriation in Section 1 of this Act, it shall 
be unlawful for the Clerk of the County Board of Commissioners - 
of Horry County to draw or sign any warrant or draft on the 
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County Treasurer over-drawing any appropriation or authorization. 
For the items covered by the appropriation in Section 1 of this 
Act it shall be unlawful for the treasurer of Horry County to pay 
from funds in his hands any amouni not covered by the appropria- 
tion herein made of authorized by the written consent of the Senator 
and a majority of the Delegation. Any appropriation herein made 
may be increased or decreased by the written consent of the Senator 
and a majority of the Delegation. 

§ 4. All salaries herein provided are in lieu of fees and under 
no circumstances shall supplement same. Such salaries when received 
shall be accepted as a waiver of all claims to fees. 

§ 5. The County Treasurer is hereby authorized and empowered 
to reduce the indebtedness of the county represented by outstanding 
obligations for borrowed money to such extent and in such sum as 
cash in the treasury may warrant and he is hereby further au- 
thorized and empowered to reborrow such sum or sums as may be- 
come necessary under the terms, conditions and provisions of ex- 
isting law under which county Treasurer has been authorized to 
borrow money, Provided, However, That any sum or sums so bor- 
rowed as provided herein shall not exceed in the aggregate the 
present indebtedness of the county for borrowed money. 

§ 6. That from the funds provided for jail in the Administrative 
expenses of Section 1 of this Act, the Jailer of Horry County shall 
be paid the sum of not exceeding One Hundred ($100.00) dollars 
per month for his services as jailer, to be approved by the sheriff 
of the County and the Jailer shall receive no fees for dieting pris- 
oners. The County Board of Commissioners is authorized and em- 
powered to make purchases of all food, supplies, equipment and 
any and all things necessary for the proper maintenance of the 
County Jail and the food and clothing of the prisoners therein. 

§ 7. To repair and enlarge the County Court House, the County 
Board of Commissioners is authorized to use the Ten Thousand

Provided that if and when the County Delegation in the 
General Assembly from Horry County shall create a tuberculosis 
commission for Horry County in accordance with an Act passed at 
this session of the General Assembly, the appropriations provided 
for in Item 3 of Section 1 of this Act, to hospitalization, tubercular 
patients and T. B. Hospital facilities shall be made available to such 
commission.

Same is to be Used,” Approved at the 1938 Session of the General

§ 2. The Sheriff shall receive, in addition to his regular salary, 
his necessary expenses and five (5¢) cents per mile for each mile 


traveled 


in going and returning when called beyond the limits of 


the County on official business, such as searching for fugitives, con- 
veying prisoners to the State Reformatory and to the State Peni- 
tentiary, etc. He shall receive also fifty (50¢) cents per day for 
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dieting each prisoner for each day or fraction thereof, while de- 
tained in the county jail, or otherwise in his custody. 

§ 3. Before any County Officer required by law to furnish a 
Bond conditioned for the faithful performance of his official duties, 
shall be paid any sum whatever of his salary or compensation, the 
officer or body, whose duty it is to approve his claim, shall first as- 
certain whether or not such bond has been furnished as required and, 
if the same has not been furnished, no claim of such officer shall be 
approved until said bond is provided as required by law and the 
premiums on such bond shall be paid by the officer required to fur- 
nish the same. 

§ 4. The Board of Directors of Kershaw County is authorized 
and directed to borrow for the use of Kershaw County, for the pay- 
ment of the items above appropriated, the amounts needed to pro- 
vide for the payment of the same, and shall have no right to borrow 
for County purposes, or pledge the credit of the County, in excess 
of the total amount of the above appropriation, except that they may 
borrow for the renewal or extension of existing indebtedness as may 
be needed for that purpose.

AN ACT to Authorize and Direct the County Board of Directors 
of Kershaw County to Build, Construct and Equip a New 
Jail in Kershaw County, and to Provide for the Issuance and 
Sale of Bonds to Pay the Cost Thereof; to Provide for the 
Levying and Collection of Taxes to Pay Said Bonds and In- 
terest Thereon, and to Provide for the Application for and 
the Receipt and Acceptance of Gifts and Grants from the 
United States Government or from Any of Its Agencies or 
from Any Source Whatsoever to Aid in Carrying Out the 
Purposes Thereof. . 


Section 1. Kershaw County construct and equip new jail— 
site.—Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of South 
Carolina: That the County Board of Directors of Kershaw County 
be, and they are hereby authorized and directed to build, construct 
and equip a new jail for Kershaw County at a cost not exceeding 
Forty-five Thousand ($45,000.00) Dollars: -Provided, however, such 
cost may exceed Forty-five Thousand ($45,000.00) Dollars, pro- 
‘ vided such excess shall not exceed the amount or value of any grant 
or assistance received under the provisions of Section 5 of this Act. 
Such jail to be built and constructed upon any property of Kershaw 
County, the exact location to be in the discretion of said Board. 

§ 2. Issue bonds.—That in order to accomplish the purposes of 
this Act, said Board is hereby authorized, empowered and directed 
to issue and sell negotiable coupon bonds of said County, in an amount 
or amounts not exceeding Forty-five Thousand ($45,000.00) Dol- 
lars, and the proceeds of such sale or sales, or so much thereof as 
may be necessary, shall be used by said Board in paying the costs of 
the issuance and sale or sales of said bonds and in carrying out its 
duties under the provisions of this Act. The said bonds shall ma- 
ture at such times and shall bear such rate of interest payable at 
such times as said Board in its discretion may deem advisable. Said 
bonds shall be signed in the name of the County by the members of 
the said Board and attested by the Clerk to said Board, with the 
corporate seal of said County affixed thereon. The coupons of said 
bonds need not be authenticated other than by facsimile signatures 
of said members of said Board ard said Clerk, printed, lithographed 
or engraved thereon. 

§ 3. Bonds—exempt from taxes—sale.—That said bonds shall 
be exempt from all State,County, School and Municipal taxes, and 
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shall be sold by said Board in such manner and upon such terms as 
it deems to the best interest of said County—not, however, in con- 
flict with any of the provisions of this Act. 

§ 4. Bonds—payment.—That for the prompt payment of the 
principal and interest on said bonds when same shall become due 
and payable, the full faith, credit and taxing power of said County 
are hereby irrevocably pledged, and there shall be levied, and the 
Auditor of said County is hereby directed to levy, annually, an ad 
valorem tax upon all taxable property within said County in an 
amount sufficient to pay the principal of and interest on said bonds 
as same become due and payable.

§ 5. Gifts and grants—Said Board is authorized and empowered

AN ACT to Empower the School Trustees of Bethune School Dis- 
trict + 22, in Kershaw County, to Borrow on Serial Notes of 
the Said District a Sum Not Exceeding Sixty Five Hundred 
($6500.00) Dollars, for the Purpose of Making Additions to 
and Erecting Certain School Buildings in Said District. 
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Section 1. Bethune school district No. 22 borrow make addi- 
tions to high school building and erect and equip auditorium- 
gymnasium, Kershaw County.—Be it enacted by the General As- 
sembly of the State of South Carolina: That the Board of Trustees 
of Bethune School District No. 22 in Kershaw County is hereby au- 
thorized and empowered to borrow, in the name of the school Dis- 
trict on notes, or other evidences of indebtedness, in such form as it 
may determine upon, a sum not exceeding Sixty Five Hundred ($6,- 
500.00) Dollars, the proceeds of which shall be used to make addi- 
tions to the present High School building at Bethune, and for the 
erection and equipping of a new Auditorium-Gymnasium in said 
District: The sum so borrowed shall be deposited with the Treasurer 
of the County and paid out on warrants signed by the Board of 
Trustees and approved by the County Superintendent of Education. 

§ 2. Issue notes.—The sum so borrowed shall be evidenced by 
notes, which shall be signed by the Board of Trustees and attested 
by the Secretary. The principal sum shall mature in annual install- 
ments ; the first installment shall mature not later than one year from 
the date of the issuance of thé notes, and shall be in an amount not 
less than Five Hundred ($500.00) Dollars. The remaining principal 
sum shall mature in annual installments thereafter of approximately 
One Thousand ($1,000.00) Dollars, and shall bear interest at a rate 
not exceeding five (5%) percent per annum, payable annually. Full 
power and authority are hereby conferred upon the Trustees to ex- 
ecute and deliver the notes and to expend the proceeds thereof for 
the purposes herein stated. 

§ 3. Payment.—As soon as the notes shall have been issued here- 
under, it is made the duty of the Chairman of the Board of Trustees 
to file a statement with the Auditor, and one with the Treasurer, 
showing the maturity dates of the said notes and the rate of in- 
terest thereon. It is made the duty of the Auditor to levy and of 
the Treasurer to collect a tax upon all the taxable property in the 
said Bethune School District No. 22 in Kershaw County sufficient 
to meet the interest abd the principal sum evidenced by the notes 
as they respectively mature.

AN ACT to Exempt from Ordinary County Taxes for the Year 
1937 Certain Lands in Kershaw County the Crops Whereon 
were Damaged by Hail Storms in 1937. 


Section 1. Tax relief for hail sufferers, Kershaw County,— 
Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of South Caro- 
lina: That the County Treasurer of Kershaw County is authorized 
and empowered to remit and, in cases where the taxes have already 
been paid, to refund to any taxpayer of Kershaw County the ordi- 
nary county taxes for the year 1937 on lands, the crops upon which 
suffered as much as forty (40%) percent loss or damage as a result 
of the destructive hail storms of the summer of 1937; Provided, 
that no one shall participate in the benefits herein provided for who 
has made as much as sixty (60%) percent of the crops made by him 
during the year 1936 on any particular piece of land, or who has 
made as much as sixty (60%) percent of the crops made by the 
person who farmed any such particular piece of land during the 
year 1936. 

§ 2. Sufferers file claims——Any taxpayer desiring to participate 
in the benefits of this Act shall file with the County Treasurer a 
claim therefor, supported by an affidavit which shall set forth in de- 
tail the facts upon which the claim is based, which claim shall be 
approved in writing by the County Farm Demonstration Agent and 
the Board of Township Assessors of the township in which any 
such property is situate; Provided, there shall be no refund or re- 
mission of any State taxes. Upon the approval of any such claim by’ 
the County Treasurer, he shall credit any such taxpayer with the 
amount thereof and, in case the taxes have been paid, he shall remit 
to the taxpayer the amount of the claim, as so approved, and take 
his receipt therefor and any such receipt or credit shall be accepted 
by the Comptroller General as a proper voucher and he shall be al- 
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lowed credit therefor in his annual settlement. The term “ordinary 
county taxes” shall mean all taxes, except taxes assessed for State 
purposes and the three (3) mill constitutional tax. 

§ 3. Penalty receive money under false statement.—That any 
person receiving any money under the provisions of this Act by rea- 
son of any false statement contained in any such affidavits herein re- 
quired, shall be tried as for obtaining money by false pretense, sub- 
ject upon conviction to like penalty. 

§ 4. County treasurer furnish foreman grand jury certain in- 
formation.—The County Treasurer is required to furnish the Fore- 
man of the Grand Jury, upon demand by him, the affidavit of any 
person filed with the said Treasurer in support of any claim filed 
under the provisions of this Act, together with the amount of any 
such claim and the amount at which the same has been approved and 
allowed for payment or exemption. 

§ 5. Land owners receiving full rent for 1937 not to benefit 
—time file claim.—Provided, that no landowner shall participate in 
the benefits of this Act who has received payment in full for the ren- 
tal of any such property for the year 1937. Provided Further, that 
all claims for benefits under this Act shall be filed with supporting 
affidavit, and be approved, as herein required, on or before Novem- 
ber 1, 1938. 

§ 6. All Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent with the provisions 
of this Act are hereby repealed.’ 

§ 7. This Act shall take effect upon its approval by the Governor.

AN ACT. to Authorize the Issuance by Kershaw County, South 
Carolina, of Not Exceeding Forty-five Thousand Dollars of 
Bonds, the Proceeds Thereof to be Used for the Purpose of 
Paying Past Indebtedness of Said County and for the Build- 
ing and Improvement of Public Roads, and the Erection and 
Construction of Public Building or Buildings in Kershaw 
County, All or Any of Said Purposes, and to Provide for the 
Levy and Collection of a Tax to Pay the Principal and In- 
terest of Said Bonds. 


Section 1. Kershaw County issue bonds.—Be it enacted by the 
General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: That the Board 
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of County Directors of Kershaw County be, and they are hereby 
authorized and empowered to issue and sell not exceeding Forty- 
five Thousand ($45,000.00) Dollars of negotiable coupon bonds of 
Kershaw County,South Carolina. 

§ 2. Denominations—interest—maturities—Said Bonds shall 
be in denomination of One Thousand ($1,000.00) Dollars each, have 
such date,bear such rate or rates of interest, payable semi-annually, 
not exceeding four per cent (4%) per annum, shall mature in such 
annual series or installments, and may be payable at such place as 
the Board of County Directors of Kershaw County may by resolu- 
tion determine. 

§ 3. Deposit and use of proceeds.—The proceeds derived from 
the sale of said bonds shall be deposited with the Treasurer pf Ker-

Section 1. Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State 
of South Carolina: That a tax is hereby levied on all of the taxable 
property of Lancaster County for the fiscal year commencing July 
1, 1938, for the amounts, and for the purposes, hereinafter stated: 


Item 1. For ordinary county purposes, roads and 
bridges, eight (8) mills. For the payment of 
interest and principal on Cheraw and Chester 
Railroad Bonds, one-fourth (14) mill. For 
paying interest on permanent bridge bonds is- 
sued under Acts of 1924, one and three- 
fourths 1-3/4) mills. For payment of interest 
and to create a sinking fund for bonds, issued 
in aid of the Charleston, Cincinnati and Chi- 
cago Railroad, the following levies are made: 
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Pleasant Hill Township, three-quarters (3/4) 

mill; Gills Creek Township, three-fourths 

(3/4) mill; Cane Creek Township, one (1)

The County Auditor and County Treasurer shall receive 
the salary provided for by law, two-thirds (2/3) of 
which shall be paid by the State under the General Ap- 
propriation Bill and one third (1/3) of the salary of the 
Auditor and Treasurer of Lancaster County is hereby ap- 
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propriated, to be determined by the amount appropriated 
for Auditor and Treasurer in the State Appropriation 
Act. 


Item 5. The County Board of Commissioners is hereby authorized 
to set aside out of the road fund such a sum of money 
as, in its judgment, may be required in the interim be- 
tween the regular monthly meetings for use in meeting 
weekly pay rolls for labor, and to pay for freight, express 
and repairs for machinery; and the County Treasurer is 
authorized to make disbursements out of said special fund 
only on itemized and verifiedclaims of the Chairman of 
the County Board, which claims shall be regularly filed 
by the County Treasurer with the Board of County Com- 
missioners for formal approval by a majority thereof ;

Item 15. In order to secure more adequate law enforcement, the 


Sheriff of Lancaster County is hereby empowered to 
employ an additional Deputy or Deputies, if such be 
necessary. This shall be done only on the written direc- 
tion of the Senator and one member of the House of 
Representatives.. The compensation of such Deputy shall 
be fixed by the Senator and one member of the House 
of Representatives. Such amount as may be fixed by them 
is hereby appropriated out of the general funds of Lan- 
caster County.

directed to require all regular Deputy Sheriffs to wear 
uniforms while on duty, such uniforms shall be a regu- 
lation Officer’s uniform, including the cap.

Item 19. The County Board of Commissioners of Lancaster County 


is hereby authorized, empowered and directed, with the 
approval of at least one-half of the Legislative Delega- 
tion of Lancaster County including the Senator to bor- 
row money for such public purposes as may be neces- 
sary and to irrevocably pledge the levies and the faith,

Lancaster County issue bonds improve and con- 
struct roads and bridges, and purchase machinery and materials. 
—Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of South 
Carolina: That the Board of County Commissioners of Laacaster 
County be, and are hereby, authorized, empowered and directed to 
issue and sell not exceeding Fifty Thousand ($50,000.00) Dollars, 
negotiable coupon bonds of Lancaster County, South Carolina, the .

AN ACT to Provide for the Construction of Certain State High- 
ways in Lancaster County Pursuant to the Reimbursement 
Agreement Between the State Highway Commission and 
Lancaster County; to Authorize the Making of Such an 
Agreement and the Issuance of Lancaster County Bonds for 
Said Purposes, and to Provide for the Payment of Said Bonds. 


Section 1. Lancaster County issue bonds construct certain 
state highways.—Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State 
of South Carolina: The Board of County Commissioners of Lan- 
caster County be, and the same is hereby, authorized to issue serial 
bonds of Lancaster County, upon the conditions hereinafter stated, 
for the purpose of raising moneys to aid in financing the construc- 
tion of certain State Highways or sections thereof hereinafter desig- 
nated. 

§ 2. Bonds.—Said bonds shall bear interest at a rate not exceed- 
ing four and one-half (434%) per centum, per annum, payable semi- 
annually and shall mature at such time, or times, not exceeding twen- 
ty (20) years from date of said bonds, and shall be issued in such 
form and denomination as the said Board of County Commissioners 
shall determine. The said bonds shall be signed by such County of- 
ficials as shall be designated by the said Board of County Commis- 
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sioners, and the seal of the Board of County Commissioners of 
Lancaster County shall be affixed to, or impressed upon, the said 
bonds. The delivery of the bonds shall be valid notwithstanding any 
change in officials, or seal, occurring after the execution of the 
bonds. The bonds shall be sold for not less than par and accrued 
interest. They shall be sold upon sealed proposals after publication 
of notice of such sale one or more times at least fifteen (15) days 
before such sale. The award shall be made to the highest bidder 
but the county shall have the right to reject all bids and readvertise 
the bonds for sale. 


§ 3. Enter into reimbursement agreement with state highway 
commission——No bonds shall be issued under this Act unless and 
until the Board of County Commissioners of Lancaster County shall 
have previously entered into an agreement on behalf of such County 
with the State Highway Commission of South Carolina whereby 
the State Highway Commission shall have agreed to reimburse and 
repay said County for the moneys to be advanced by the County to the 
State Highway Commission pursuant to said agreement. The amount 
of bonds to be issued shall not exceed the amount necessary, as esti- 
mated by the State Highway Commission, or the Chief Highway 
Commissioner, which amount shall be set forth in the reimbursement 
agreement. The said Board of County Commissioners may, by the 
terms of said agreement, agree to advance to the State Highway Com- 
mission moneys necessary for the purpose of this Act, and the said 
Highway Commission may agree to reimburse and repay said County 
for all moneys so advanced. The said Board of County Commissioners 
and the State Highway Commission shall have all powers necessary 
to enable them to carry out said agreement. The State Highway Com- 
mission shall reimburse and repay said County as aforesaid out of the 
funds authorized by other laws to be used for the construction of the 
State Highway System, and so much of said funds as may be nec- 
essary for the purpose of making such reimbursement is hereby 
pledged irrevocably for said purpose, except the money needed in or- 
der to make the payments to which said funds may have been pre- 
viously pledged, and said pledge is hereby made a part of the contract 
between said County and the holders of said bonds. All moneys paid 
or reimbursed to the County by the State Highway Commission pur- 
suant to the provisions of this Act are hereby pledged irrevocably 
for the purpose of paying the principal and interest of the bonds 
authorized to be issued pursuant to this Act. This pledge is hereby 
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made a part of the contract between said County and the holders 
of said bonds. In fixing the time, or times, of maturity of said 
bonds the Board of County Commissioners of Lancaster County 
shall consider the probable amounts to be received each year by way 
of reimbursement as aforesaid, and shall endeavor to arrange the 
time of'maturity of said principal so that the levy of a tax will not 
be necessary in order to pay said principal. 


§ 4. State highway commission pay certain interest on bonds. 
—In addition to agreeing to repay and reimburse the principal sum | 
of money to be advanced by the County as aforesaid, the State 
Highway Commission is hereby authorized and empowered to 
agree to repay and reimburse such interest on said bonds as may 
become due on and after the date or time that the roads herein 
designated would have been constructed by the State Highway Com- 
mission in a normal course of construction and without means pro- 
vided by this Act, such time, or times, to be determined by the .

§ 5. Payment of bonds.—The full faith, credit and taxing power 
of Lancaster County are hereby irrevocably pledged for the punctual 
payment of the principal and interest of said bonds as such principal * 
and interest become due. The County Auditor of Lancaster County 
is hereby authorized and directed to levy annually on all taxable 
property of such County a tax sufficient to pay said principal and 
interest as they respectively become due and the Treasurer of Lan- 
caster County is hereby authorized and directed to collect said tax 
and apply it to said purpose. But all moneys received by the County 
from the State Highway Department by the way of reimbursement 
under the agreement herein provided for shall be applied to the 
payment of said principal and interest and to the reduction of said 
tax.

§ 6. Bonds tax exempt.—All bonds issued under the provisions

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§ 7. Type of construction—The construction herein authorized 
shall include hard surface construction as determined by the State 
Highway Department. 

§ 8. ‘‘Highway’’ and ‘‘road’’ defined —The term “Highway” 
or “road” as used in this Act shall include bridge and drainage struc- 
tures. 

§ 9. Highways construct—The highways or sections thereof, 
together with necessary bridges, to be constructed with funds made 
available under the provisions of this Act are namely: State High- 
way 906 from Lancaster towards Pageland for a distance of ap- 
proximately 8.6 miles and any other State Highway or road which 
may hereafter be added to the State Highway System in Lancaster 
County. 

§ 10, Repeal—aAll Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent with the 
provisions of this Act, be, and the same are hereby, repealed to the 
extent of such inconsistency. This Act shall not be construed to 
be inconsistent with or repealing any other Act or Acts authorizing 
the issuance of bonds or other obligations for the purpose of which 
bonds are hereby authorized to be issued, but shall be held and con- 
strued to be cumulative thereto.

Section 1. Lancaster County call in, pay off and retire bonds 
issued pursuant to act 568, 1912 Acts.—Be it enacted by the Gen- 
eral Assembly of the State of South Carolina: That the County 
Board of Commissioners of Lancaster County be, and it is hereby, 
authorized, empowered and directed to call in, pay off and retire 
the bonds issued by the County Board of Commissioners of Lancaster 
County on behalf of certain townships of that county pursuant to 
an Act entitled “An Act to Authorize and Empower the County 
Board of Commissioners of Lancaster County to Sell Interest Bear- 
ing Coupon Bonds, to Refund, etc”. adopted at the 1912 Session of 
the General Assembly and designated as Act No. 568 of the Acts 
of 1912.

recommendation of the Sheriff and such mill official at any time, said 
deputies must be sworn in office before the Clerk of Court of Lau- 
rens County, and shall give the usual bond in the sum of one thou- 
sand ($1,000.00) dollars, conditioned upon their faithful perform- 
ance of duty. 

§ 12. The Treasurer of Laurens County is hereby required to 
obtain security for all funds of Laurens which is now or may here- 
after be deposited in any bank or banks. The securities herein re- 
quired shall be approved by the Sinking Fund Commission, 

§ 13. Whereas, the Business League of Laurens, pursuant to a 
Joint Resolution passed by the General Assembly and approved the 
12th day of February, 1937, has paid to the County Treasurer the 
sum of Fifteen Hundred, Thirty-seven and 29/100 ($1,537.29) Dol- 
lars, it is therefore required and directed that the said amount be 
allocated to such WPA projects that have been or may be sponsored 
by Laurens County. Said amount to be expended only upon the writ- 
ten approval of the Senator and a majority of the Laurens County 
Delegation in the General Assembly. 

§ 14. The Supervisor of Laurens County is hereby authorized 
and required to advertise for competitive bids for the purchase of 
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all supplies used by Laurens County including the county home, and 
shall accept the lowest responsible bidder for the same, and any 
purchase not made in conformity thereto shall not be a debt against 
the County. 

§ 15. The salaries herein provided for, for the various officers 
of Laurens County, except Magistrates and their constables, shall 
be in lieu of all fees and costs of whatsoever nature or description 
collectable by them for services rendered on and after April 1, 1935. 
All fees, or costs, collected by any of said officers under the law pro- 
viding for same services thereafter rendered shall be turned over 
by such officers to the County Treasurer of Laurens County monthly, 
together with a statement, under oath, showing the amount collected 
during the month immediately preceding such statement. Such fees 
or costs shall be collected in advance of performing services: Pro- 
vided, however, the costs in civil cases in any of the Courts of Lau- 
rens County, the costs on tax executions, and the costs in the Probate 
Court in estates of deceased persons, infants and lunatics shall not 
be required to be paid in advance, but the officers shall exercise due 
diligence in collecting the same, and when collected the same shall 
be paid over to the County Treasurer of Laurens County, monthly, 
together with the other fees and costs collected by them. All fees 
and costs for services rendered or to be rendered, by said officers, on 
matters pending, prior to April 1, 1935, and not yet collected, shall 
be when collected, retained by such officers. 

§ 16. The Treasurer of Laurens County is hereby authorized and 
directed to borrow such sums of money as the Senator and a majority 
of the members of the Laurens County Delegation in the House of 
Representatives may direct for the purpose of permanent road im- 
provement in Laurens County. Provided, However, the said Senator 
and a majority of said Delegation shall approve the amount, rate of 
interest, terms and conditions of such loan or loans before the same 
are obtained, and the full faith, credit and taxing power of Laurens 
County shall be pledged to secure the payment of any such sum 
so borrowed. 

§ 17. That there is hereby levied upon all of the taxable property 
of Laurens County one-half of one mill (34 of 1 mill) which, shall 
be known as the Hospital Fund. That out of this fund there shail 
first be paid the insurance premium of the fire insurance policy cov- 
ering the said Laurens County Hospital and that the balance thereof 
shall be expended for the care and support of the needy or charity 
patients of the County of Laurens, and that it shall be the duty of

the County Board of Commissioners to pass upon all claims, fol- 
lowed by the operating Board of Trustees of said hospital and the 
same operating Board of Trustees are hereby authorized and re- 
quired to pass on the advisability of giving aid to any patient claim- 
ing to be a charity patient and in so doing shall take into consideration 
and investigate the financial standing of any and all patients, before 
gtanting their application for charity.

“An Act to Provide for the Construction of Certain State High- 
ways in Laurens County Pursuant to Reimbursement Agreement 
Between the State Highway Commission and Laurens County, to 
Authorize the Making of such Agreement and the Issuance of Laur-

AN ACT to Exempt Certain Citizens of Laurens County as Hail 
Sufferers from Ordinary County Taxes for the year 1937. 


Section 1. Tax relief for hail sufferers, Laurens County.—Be 
it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: 
That the County Treasurer of Laurens County is hereby authorized 
and empowered to remit and refund to the taxpayers of Laurens 
County, all ordinary county taxes for the year 1937 where said 
persons have suffered twenty-five (25%) per cent or more loss or 
crop damage from the destructive hail-storms of the summer of 1937; 
Provided, That no exemption from taxation shall be granted any 
such person within said County who shall make as much as seventy- 
five (75%) per cent. of the crop made by such person during the 
year 1936 or that was made on the same land in 1936; Provided, 
Further, No taxes shall be refunded other than the taxes on the 
identical land where the loss from hailstorms occurred. Provided, 
That in case the landlord has received payment in full for the rental 
of any such property for the year 1937, he or she shall not be en- 
titled to participate in the benefits of the act. Provided, Further, 
That all claims for benefits under this act shall be filed with support- 
ing affidavits as required herein on or before November 1, 1938. 

§ 2. File affidavit—appeal—Every person claiming exemption 
from said taxes shall.present to the County Treasurer an affidavit 
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in which is set forth the damages incurred as mentioned and de- 
scribed in Section 1, which affidavit shall be duly attested by the Coun- 
ty Farm Demonstration Agent, and upon presentation of such 
affidavit duly attested, the County Treasurer is directed to remit 
all County taxes: Provided, That this exemption shall not include 
any State taxes. The County Treasurer shall take a receipt therefor 
and the receipt shall state only the purpose for which it was given 
which shall constitute his proper voucher, and the Comptroller 
General is hereby authorized and required to approve and allow same 
in his annual settlement. Provided, Further, that any claimant whose 
claim is denied shall have the right to appeal to a special board to 
be named by the Laurens County Delegation, the said board to con- 
sist of three (3) good and lawful citizens who are free-holders re- 
siding in the same township wherein such claimant resided during 
the year 1937; the said board shall have full power to hear and 
determine the merits of the claimant’s appeal. 

§ 3. Ordinary county taxes defined—Ordinary county taxes 
shall be construed to mean all taxes assessed by the Auditor of 
Laurens County except State taxes. 

§ 4. Penalty receive relief by false statements.—That any per- 
son receiving any money under the provisions of this Act by reason 
of any false statement contained in any such affidavits herein re- 
quired, shall be tried as for obtaining money by false pretense, sub- 
ject upon conviction to like penalty. 

§ 5. Duties of county treasurer.—That County Treasurer be 
and he is hereby required to furnish upon demand to the Foreman 
of the Grand Jury all affidavits making claim under the provisions 
of this Act for the remittance or return of taxes with statements 
of the amount of such taxes for the purpose of investigation by the 
Grand Jury. 

§ 6 All Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent herewith are hereby 
repealed. 

§ 7. This Act shall take effect immediately upon its approval by 
the Governor.

§ 8. The County Board of Commissioners is hereby authorized, 
empowered and directed to keep all county records, books and 
vouchers in the Board’s office in the County Court House, and to 
keep said office open as much as the duties of the office demand, 
including Mondays, Wednesdays and Saturdays of each week.

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§ 10. In order to prevent loss motion, duplication of effort, and

§ 2, The Auditor and Treasurer of Lee County, with the writ- 
ten approval of a majority of the Legislative Delegation from Lee 
County, are hereby authorized and directed to place upon all tax- 
able property of Lee County a sufficient number of mills to raise 
the amount stated in the Supply Bill to be raised by taxation. 

§ 3. The funds herein appropriated for Item 1 shall be spent by 
the County Board of Commissioners over the entire period of this 
Act as near equally per month as possible. 
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§ 4. The funds appropriated for each and every purpose shall be 
used for said purpose only and no part thereof shall be diverted 
from one appropriation to another without the unanimous consent 
of the Legislative Delegation. 

§ 5. The County Board of Commissioners is hereby forbidden to 
exceed the appropriations herein made in any way or make any in- 
debtedness in excess thereof. Any officer violating the provisions of 
this Section shall be summarily removed from office by the Gov- 
ernor, upon the written recommendation of the entire Lee County 
Legislative Delegation. 

§ 6. The magistrates of Lee County are hereby forbidden to col- 
lect any greater amount of costs in any civil or criminal action, 
whether tried or settled than that provided by law and they shall 
give written receipts for same. 

§ 7. The Rural Policemen shall not collect checks or debts but 
devote their time to violators of the law and the proper policing of 
the County. 

§ 8. The County Board of Commissioners is Keech authorized, 
empowered and directed to keep all county records, books and 
vouchers in the Boards office in the County Court House and to 
keep said office open as much as the duties of the office demand, in- 
cluding Mondays, Wednesdays and Saturdays of each week, They 
shall at all times keep an exact record of all sums paid out on each 
. and every appropriation and an exact record of all outstanding un- 
paid indebtedness of the County. They are hereby authorized, re- 
quired and directed to buy on competitive bids all provisions, sup- 
plies, etc. for the County Chain Gang, after having issued a call 
for said bids by advertising on the Court House Door for not less 
than seven days. In the event no acceptable bids are received then 
they are directed to purchase without competitive bids. 

§ 9. All books, supplies and other material purchased under the 
provisions of this Act, by any officer of the County, shall be pur- 
chased only upon proper requisition blanks, numbered serially, in 
duplicate, issued only by the County Board of Commissioners and 
any official of the County other than the Board of Commissioners 
who shall wish to purchase any such books, supplies or other ma- 
terials shall make application for and obtain formal requisition blank 
from the County Board of Commissioners before making said pur- 
chase. Any purchase made except upon said requisition blanks shall 
not be a valid obligation against the County. 
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§ 10. In order to prevent lost motion, duplication of effort, and 
lack of definite responsibility, the Chairman of the County Board of 
Commissioners is required to devote his entire time to the direction 
and operation of the County Chain Gang or such part of his time 
as the Board of Commissioners may determine to be necessary. He 
shall execute the orders and policies of the Commission, but no au- 
thority is denied other members of said Commission nor is the 
Chairman vested with greater power than his fellow members, but 
for convenience and better business methods, concentration of execu- 
tion is delegated to the Chairman rather than the entire Commission, 
Provided, that in case of the incapacity of the Chairman his duties 
shall with the consent of the Senator and a majority of the Lee 
County House Delegation devolve upon the other members of the 
County Board. 

§ 11. All applications for hospitalization to be paid for by the 
County must be approved by the County Physician and County 
Board of Commissioners before being hospitalized and the County 
shall not be responsible for any hospital bill for any person unless 
his application was so approved in writing before admission to the - 
hospital. 

§ 12. The County Board of Commissioners is hereby directed to 
pay unto the properly elected County Dentist out of the appropria- 
tion for Dental Clinic all claims approved by the Superintendent 
of Education of Lee County for the operation of Dental Clinics 
in Lee County, said claims not to exceed the sums appropriated. 

§ 13. All purchases under the terms of this Act shall be made, 
whenever possible, in Lee County, and be payable in cash on the 
first Monday or the month following purchase. 


§ 14. The Sheriff of Lee County shall have full supervision of 
the jail and shall be allowed out of funds appropriated for Jail ex- 
penses, upon claims presented by him not exceeding forty-five (45¢) 
cents per day for the proper dieting of each prisoner and shall have 
the right out of said fund appropriated for jail expenses to keep the 
jail, furniture, bedding, etc., in proper and sanitary condition. 

$15. The Auditor of Lee County, upon recommendation of the 
Superintendent of Education for Lee County and the County Treas- 
urer is hereby authorized, directed and required to reduce the special 
levies of the several school districts of Lee County so that the 
revenue shall not exceed the amount necessary for the operation of 
the schools of Lee County. 
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§ 16. The Board of County Commissioners be, and they are here- 
by, authorized to borrow not exceeding ninety (90%) per cent of 
the amount to be raised by taxation by the above levy, on note or 
notes to be executed by the Chairman of said Board and the County 
Treasurer of Lee County, which notes when so executed, shail be 
a first lien on all taxes to be raised by said levy. 

§ 17. The Auditor of Lee County is hereby empowered, author- 
ized and directed, upon written request of a majority of the Trus- 
tees of the several school Districts of Lee County, to levy such addi- 
tional levy on all taxable property as is necessary to operate the 
schools of said district for one month in addition to the period pro- 
vided for by State School Legislation. 

§ 18. That since provision is made in this Supply Bill for the 
cost of fire protection for the fiscal year beginning July 1, 1938 and 
ending June 30, 1939, the Auditor of Lee County is hereby authorized 
and directed not to place upon the taxable property of Lee County 
the levy contemplated by the Special Act relating to fire protection 
passed at this Session of the General Assembly. 

§ 19. All Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent with this Act are 
hereby repealed.

27, of Lee County, the State of South Carolina, of Not Ex- 
ceeding Twenty-two Hundred ($2,200.00) Dollars of Coupon 
Bonds of Said District, the Proceeds Thereof to be Used, To- 
gether with Funds on Hand Applicable to That Purpose, to 
Retire an Outstanding Issue of Twenty-five Hundred ($2,- 
500.00) Dollars of Bonds of Said School District, Dated July 
1, 1918, and Maturing July 1, 1938, and to Repair the School 
Building in Said District, and to Provide a Tax Levy for the 
Payment Thereof. 


Section 1. School district No. 27 issue bonds retire bonds and 
make repairs, Lee County.—Be it enacted by the General Assembly 
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of the State of South Carolina: That the Trustees of School Dis- 
trict No. 27, of Lee County, the State of South Carolina, commonly 
called Beaverdam School District No. 27, of Lee County, the State 
of South Carolina, be and they are hereby authorized and empowered 
to issue and sell not exceeding Twenty-two Hundred ($2,200.00)

A JOINT RESOLUTION. to Provide for the Exemption of Ordi- 
nary County Taxes of Certain Taxpayers of Lee County Who 
Suffered Damage from Hail Storms During the Year 1937;

by Said Taxpayers and to Provide a Penalty for Obtaining 
Said Exemption Upon False Evidence. 


Section 1. Tax relief for hail sufferers, Lee County.—Be it re- 
solved by the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: That 
any taxpayer of Lee County who, during the year 1937, had his 
crop or crops damaged by hail and whose loss therefrom amounted 
to at least twenty-five (25%) per cent, shall have the right to file 
a claim for exemption from ordinary county taxes for the year 1937 
upon the actual acreage upon which loss was sustained and/or the 
personal property located and used on said actual acreage for farm- 
ing purposes, Provided the other provisions of this Resolution are 
complied with. ; 

§ 2. Treasurer get copy of county agent’s report on hail 
losses.—The County Treasurer of Lee County shall obtain from the 
County Agent, a copy of said county agent’s report of percentage of 
hail loss suffered by the farmers of Lee County during the year 
1937 and keep the same on file in his office. 

§ 3. Get the percentage of hail loss and accurate acreage upon 
which loss sustained from county agent’s report.—That for the 
purpose of this Resolution and making claim for exemption here- 
under, the percentage of hail loss and the actual acreage upon which 
hail loss was sustained shown by said report of County Agent shall 
be used in making applications for exemption hereunder. 

§ 4. File verified application That every taxpayer who had at 
least twenty-five per (25%) cent loss from hail during the year 
1937, and who is otherwise qualified under the terms of this Resolu- 
tion, shall file with the County®Treasurer of Lee County, on or be- 
fore July 1, 1938, his application for exemption, duly verified and 
sworn to before an officer authorized to administer oaths, setting 
forth (1st) The percentage of damage suffered during 1937 by hail, 
(2nd) a statement of the actual acreage upon which hail loss was 
sustained in 1937 as shown by said report of the County Agent, (3rd) 
a statement of whether the taxpayer is landlord, tenant or renter, 
with respect to the acreage involved in the application for exemption, 
(4th) the location of the real or personal property upon which exemp- 
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tion is claimed, together with the assessed valuation of the actual 
acreage upon which hail loss was sustained and/or the assessed valua- 
tion of the personal property located on and used in operating said 
actual acreage for farm purposes, (5th) that applicant is not barred 
from claiming the exemption under the provisions of section 5 of this 
act. 

§ 5. Persons not eligible for relief —Provided that no taxpayer 
shall participate in any of the benefits of this Resolution or file any 
claim for said exemption whose hail loss amounted to less than 
twenty-five (25%) per cent or who received seventy-five (75%) 
per cent of the rents due on said acreage, or who has received suffi- 
cient hail insurance to cover the percentage of the hail loss sustained 
on said acreage. : 

§ 6. ‘Treasurer and sheriff credit or refund on presentment of 
verified claim.—That upon the presentment of said claim duly 
sworn to, the-County Treasurer of Lee County and/or the Sheriff 
of Lee County is authorized and directed to refund or credit the 
taxpayer with the same percentage of ordinary county taxes on said 
acreage and/or personal property located on and used in operating 
said actual acreage as shown in said affidavit for exemption as having 
been suffered during 1937 by hail, taking a receipt therefor from 
the taxpayer in duplicate which receipt shall be his proper voucher 
and be approved and allowed by the Comptroller General in his an- 
nual settlement as regular and proper. 

§ 7. Penalty to claim or receive relief under false statement.— 
Any person receiving or claiming any money or exemption, under 
the provisions of this Resolution by reason of any false statement 
or statements contained in any such affidavits, shall be guilty of ob- 
taining goods or money by false pretenses and upon conviction shall 
be liable to the punishment relating to convictions for obtaining goods 
or money by false pretenses. 

§ 8. Ordinary county taxes defined.—All ordinary county taxes 
shall be construed to mean all taxes levied by the county except taxes 
levied for state purposes. 

§ 9. Grand jury investigate affidavits and taxes remitted.— 
The County Treasurer and/or Sheriff of Lee County is hereby au- 
thorized and directed upon request of the foreman of the Lee County 
Grand Jury, to deliver all affidavits for exemption made under the 
provisions of this Resolution with a statement of the respective 
amounts of taxes remitted for the purpose of investigation by the 
Grand Jury. 
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§ 10. Definitions—For the purpose of this Act the words 
“County Agent” shail mean County Farm Demonstration Agent of 
Lee County, the word “taxpayer” shall mean any person paying taxes 
in Lee County , whether he be a landlord,owner, renter,tenant or 
share-cropper. 

§ 11. Names of persons in county agent’s report construed.— 
For the purposes of this Act the name of the person listed in the 
report of the County Agent as having sustained hail loss for 1937 
shall be construed as including the actual owner and actual operator 
or operators of said acreage, all of whom shall be entitled to use said 
percentage as a basis for making application for exemption under this 
Act. 

§ 12. Make refunds in cash.—All refunds made under the pro-

urer, 


Whereas, there are outstanding unpaid claims of certain school 
districts in Lee County, South Carolina, aggregating about Thirteen 
Thousand Five Hundred ($13,500.00) Dollars, a list of which claims 
is to be filed in the office of the Superintendent of Education of Lee 
County ; and 

Whereas, there are deficits of certain school districts in Lee County,

Section 1. Superintendent of education deliver to auditor

County a certified statement of the amounts advanced to the various 
school districts in Lee County, for the purpose stated above for the 
payment of which monies were advanced by Lee County.

AN ACT to Authorize and Empower the Chairman of the County 
Board of Commissioners and the County Treasurer of Lee 
County to Borrow Not Exceeding Thirty Four Thousand 
($34,000.00) Dollars for the Purpose of Paying Past In- 
debtedness and to Fix a Tax Levy for the Payment Thereof. 


Section 1. Lee County borrow pay past debts.—Be it enacted 
by the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: That the 
Chairman of the County Board of Commissioners and the County 
Treasurer of Lee County are hereby authorized and empowered to 
borrow a sum of money not exceeding Thirty Four Thousand ($34,- 
000.00) Dollars at a rate of interest not exceeding six per cent (6%) 
per annum for the purpose of paying past indebtedness existing at 
the time of the passage of this Act. The amount so borrowed shall 
be evidenced by five (5) serial notes of equal amount. One of the 
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said notes shall be payable each year beginning one year after the 
date thereof. 


The said notes are to be executed by the Chairman of the County 
Board of Commissioners and the County Treasurer of Lee County. 
The full faith, credit and taxing power of the said Lee County are 
hereby irrevocably pledged for the payment of the interest and prin- 
cipal of the notes executed under the authority of this Act. 


§ 2. Payment.—That, in order to provide for the payment of 
the notes and interest on same, there is hereby levied upon all of the 
taxable property of Lee County an annual levy sufficient to pay all 
interest and to retire the said notes within a period of five (5) years.

§ 2. Funds appropriated herein shall be expended according to 
the following provisions: ‘ 

Provided, That the Senator and a majority of the House Delega- 
‘tion shall have the authority to authorize an audit of Lexington 
County affairs and that the County Commissioners and the County 
Treasurer shall pay for same from any County Ordinary funds on 
hand, in an amount to be determined by those authorizing said 
audit. 

Provided, Further, That , in event funds appropriated in Item 2-A, 
Item 3 F, Item 6-A, and Item 6-E are sufficient, then the County 
Treasurer is empowered and authorized to transfer from County 
Ordinary funds an amount or amounts to any of these accounts which 
are necessary to satisfy all warrants issued by the proper authorities 
chargeable to these respective accounts. 

Provided, Further, That the County Commissioners and the County 
Treasurer are empowered to transfer from County Ordinary Funds 
One Thousand ($1,000.00) Dollars to Item .6-J, One Thousand ($1,- 
000.00) Dollars to Item 8-A, Provided same shall be necessary to 
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meet the expenses of Lexington County as provided for in said 
items. 

Provided, Further, That the Deputy Sheriff shall serve as Con- 
stable for Magistrate of District No. 1. 

Provided, Further, That the Constable of Magisterial District 
Number 5 shall be paid Eighty Seven and 50/100 ($87.50) Dollars 
per month from County Ordinary Funds for full time service doing 
police patrol in his district and it is further provided that the al- 
lowance shall be in lieu of any travel allowance or other costs to 
Lexington County whatsoever for patrol services or traveling for 
Magistrate of District No. 5. 

Provided, Further, That not more than Seven ($7.00) Dollars 
be allowed per month for electric current at the County Jail, includ- 
ing the residence of the Jailor. 

Provided, Further, That the Sheriff: be allowed not more than 
forty cents per day for dieting prisoners, three meals per day. 

Provided, Further, That the funds appropriated under Item 4 
shall be used exclusively within the district for which appropriated 
and, after paying all outstanding obligations made in the previous 
years, or prior to April 1, 1938, not more than one-ninth of the re- 
maining amounts as of said date shall be expended in any one calendar 
month, unless written consent is given by the Senator and a-majority 
of the House Delegation. 

Provided, Further, That it shall be the duty of the County Com- 
missioners to maintain all mail ‘route roads and keep all public and 
mail roads in the best possible repair at all times. 

Provided, Further, That fuel for the Court House be bought by 
the County Commissioners by competitive bids. 

Provided, Further, That the Hospitalization Fund shall be’ ex- 
pended for charity cases recommended by the County Nurse and ap- 
proved by a majority of the Lexington County Welfare Board, ex- 
cept in event of an emergency, then approval is necessary only by 
the Chairman of the Welfare Board. No patient shall receive more 
than thirty dollars, unless approved by a majority of the Legislative 
Delegation. All properly approved hospitalization claims of the 
previous year and unpaid shall be paid from Item 5-A. 

Provided, Further, That , when any officer of the County desires 
new office equipment or replacement, or extraordinary services in 
connection with his office, he shall file requests in writing with the 
County Board of Commissioners, and the said County Board of 
Commissioners shall have the consent of the County Delegation be- 
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fore making any purchase or replacement or approving any extya- 
ordinary services; and no officer of the County shall have any au- 
thority to make contracts of purchase, or other obligation than the 
authority now conferred by law. 

Provided, Further, That the County Commissioners and the County 
Treasurer are authorized to pay from County Ordinary Funds the 
salary of a County Service Officer, elected by the three American 
Legion Posts of Lexington County, in the amount of One Hundred 
($100.00) Dollars per month, beginning April 1,1938, and an ad- 
ditional amount of Twenty-Five ($25.00) Dollars per month for 
travel, stationery, office supplies, incidentals and rents. 

Provided, such Service Officer shall file with the Board of County 
Commissioners each month a statement showing the work done by 
him in the preceding month, and Provided, Further, that the office 
of the said Service Officer shall be located in the Town of Lexington, 
S.C. 7 

Provided, Further, that the Coroner, and the three members of 
the Board of Registration shall be paid the sum of Thirty-three 
Dollars and thirty-three cents ($3.33), each for travel in the per- 
formance of their official duties during the year 1938; said allow- 
ance shall be paid from County Ordinary Funds. 

Provided, Further, That the funds appropriated in Item 7 shall 
be turned over to the County Board of Education and expended by 
the County Board of Education for non-resident High School aid, 
improving school libraries, and aiding weak schools. The County 
Board of Education is hereby granted the privilege of formulating 
rules and regulations for this fund. It is further provided that the 
salaries of the County Board members, other than the County Super- 
intendent of Education, shall be paid from this fund at the rate of 
Five ($5.00) Dollars per meeting, and mileage at the rate of five (5¢) 
cents per mile. : 

Provided, Further, That no appropriations are made for publish- 
ing school claims in any newspaper, but it is provided that any le- 
gitimate land advertising claim against Lexington County for any 
previous year is hereby authorized to be paid from Item 6-J. 

Provided, Further, That the County Commissioners shall require 
itemized statements showing unit price and quantity of all supplies 
purchased by them. Statements showing supplies purchased or serv- 
ices rendered Lexington County shall be filed with the Clerk of the 
County Commissioners within ten days after the end of each calendar 
month. 
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Provided, Further, That the County Commissioners shall pay each 
County employee for wages or services rendered by a separate 
voucher, and it is further provided that no employee, unless other- 
wise specified in this Act, shall receive more than Sixty-five ($65.00) 
Dollars per month. 

Provided, Further, That the County Commissioners are hereby 
required to keep a separate account covering the various items of 
the supply bill and not to exceed in expenditure the amount herein 
provided for each item; and, for any excess allowed or permitted, 
said officers shall be held liable on their official bond. It shall be un- 
lawful for any County Commissioner to purchase, bargain for, or 
contract for any materials or services which would create a deficit 
in Item 4. The Clerk of the County Board of Commissioners shall 
make quarterly statements of expenditures and balances of the 
different items, both to said Board and to each member of the County 
Delegation. 

Provided, Further, That the several Magistrates, except the Mag- 
istrates in District Number 1, shall have the power to appoint their 
Constables, and said Magistrates shall notify the County Commis- 
sioners of the appointment before any voucher will be issued for 
Constable services. 

Provided, Further, That the County Board of Commissioners shall 
require the Sheriff to remit a monthly report to their office, showing 
the number of prisoners fed each day, showing the names of the 
prisoners fed, and the said report shall be in the form of an affidavit. 

Provided, Further, That the Magistrates of Lexington County shall 
be bonded as other County officials , in the amount of One Thousand 
($1,000.00) Dollars each. 

Provided,Further, That the Magistrates of Lexington County shall 
remit monthly to the County Treasurer all fines collected by them. 

Provided, Further, That no magistrate or magistrate’s constable 
be paid their monthly salary unless they have remitted to the County 
Treasurer all fines collected by them for the period for which com- 
pensation is due. . 

Provided, Further, That the salaries of Magistrates’ Constables, 
herein provided for, are in lieu of all fees in criminal matters. 

. Provided, Further, That the County Commissioners and the County 
Treasurer are authorized and empowered to borrow such sums of 
money, not to exceed Twenty Thousand ($20,000.00) Dollars, at 
the best obtainable rate of interest to meet the expenditures specified 
in this Act, if same shall become necessary during the life of this 
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Act: Provided, the full faith, credit and taxing power of Lexington 
County shall be irrevocably pledged to the payment of any such loan 
or loans hereinabove provided for. 

Provided, Further, That the sum of Fifty ($50.00) Dollars if so 
much be necessary is hereby appropriated to be paid by the County 
Commissioners and the County Treasurer from the County Ordinary 
Fund for the expenses of holding a referendum to decide whether 
or not the officers of Lexington County shall be placed on a straight 
salary basis and all fees collected by the said county officers be turned 
into the County Treasury of Lexington County. 

§ 3. The County Treasurer is authorized to accept any funds be- 
longing to Lexington County and place the same to the credit of the 
County Ordinary Account, unless otherwise provided for. 

§ 4. All appropriations herein made are subject to the right and 
authority of the Senator and a majority of the County Delegation to 
alter, increase,deduct therefrom, or transfer funds from one account 
to another at any time without notice when, in their judgment, such 
alterations,increases, deductions or transfers are necessary for the 
best interest of the County, and/or to conform with the revenue ex- 
pected during the life of this Act. All. funds provided for herein 
which are not expended by December 31,1938, shall revert back to 
the County Ordinary Account. 

§ 5. The County Commissioners shall have no authority to issue 
claims or vouchers for any amount and for any purpose whatsoever 
unless provided for in this Act, or upon the written approval of the 
Senator and a majority of the House Delegation. Any official acting 
in violation of the provisions herein made shall be subject to punish- 
ment by the Courts, as provided in the General Statutes of the State 
of South Carolina; 

§ 6. All expenditures and transfer of funds by the County Com- 
missioners and the County Treasurer, as authorized by the Senator 
and a majority of the Legislative Delegation from Lexington County, 
in and for the years 1937 and 1938 prior to the approval of Act by 
the Governor, are hereby validated and approved. 

§ 7. In case any section, sentence, portion ,or provision of this 
Act be declared unconstitutional, such shall not affect any other 
section, sentence, portion or provision of this Act. 

§ 8. All Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent with this Act are 
hereby repealed. 

§ 9. This Act shall take effect upon its approval by the Governor.

AN ACT to Authorize Lexington County to Construct and Equip 
a County Court House and Issue General Obligation Bonds, 
Note or Notes to Finance the Cost Thereof and to Provide 
for the Payment of the Principal of and Interest on Said 
Bonds, Note or Notes; and to Hold an Election on Same. 


Section 1. Lexington County issue bonds construct and equip 
court house.—Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State 
of South Carolina: That the County Board of Commissioners of 
Lexington County is hereby authorized and empowered to issue gen- 
eral obligation, serial, coupon bonds of said County in such amount, 
not exceeding Sixty five Thousand ($65,000.00) Dollars, as the 
County Board of Commissioners may deem necessary to finance the 
cost of constructing and equipping a county Court House for Lexing- 
ton County. 

§ 2. Payment—That for the payment of principal of and in- 
terest on bonds issued under this Act, the full faith, credit and tax- 
ing power of the County of Lexington are hereby irrevocably 
pledged and the officials of the said County charged with the duty 
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of levying and collecting taxes are hereby directed to levy and 
collect a tax upon all taxable property within said County sufficient to 
pay the principal of and interest on said bonds when the same be- 
comes due. 

§ 3. Form—denomination—interest.—That said bonds shall be 
negotiable, serial, coupon bonds; may be registerable or non-register- 
able; shall be in such form and denomination; the principal of and 
interest on said bonds shall be made payable in such amount or 
amounts, at such time or times and at such place or places as the 
County Board of Commissioners shall prescribe by resolution, Pro- 
vided, However, that the rate of interest on said bonds shall not 
exceed four per centum (4%) per annum and that the bonds shail 
be sold for not less than par and accrued interest. 

§ 4. Execution.—That said bonds shall be signed by the Chair- 
man and Secretary, respectively, of the County Board of Commis- 
sioners and the coupons attached to said bonds shall bear the fac- 
simile signatures of said Chairman and Secretary, respectively, of 
said Board, and the sale of said County shall be affixed to or im- 
pressed upon the bonds. 

§ 5. Issue notes—The County Board of Commissioners of Lex- 
ington County is hereby authorized, in its discretion, to finance the 
cost of constructing and equipping the County Court House as au- 
thorized in Section 1 herein, and finance the cost thereof by issuing 
a note or notes of said County in lieu of the bonds authorized in 
Section 1 of this Act. Said notes shall be negotiable or non-negotiable, 
shall bear such rate or rates of interest and shall mature at such 
time or times, not to exceed ten (10) years, from date of note or 
notes, and in such place or places as the County Board of Commis- 
sioners shall prescribe by resolution. To the payment of the prin- 
cipal of and interest on said note or notes the full faith, credit and 
taxing power of Lexington County are hereby irrevocably pledged 
and the officials charged with the duties of levying and collecting 
taxes shall levy and collect a tax upon all the taxable property of said 
County in an amount sufficient to pay the principal of and interest on 
said note or notes as the same respectively become due and payable. 
Said note or notes shall be executed by the Chairman and Secretary, 
respectively, of the Board of County Commissioners. 

§ 6. Bonds and notes—sale—use of proceeds—issuance.— 
That the said bonds or note or notes may be sold at public sale to the 
highest bidder, and upon such terms and conditions, subject to the 
provisions of this Act, as the County Board of Commissioners shall 
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prescribe by resolution, The proceeds from the sale of the bonds 
shall be expended for the purpose of constructing and equipping a 
Court House. Provided, no bonds or notes shall be issued or sold 
under the provisions of this Act unless and until the Board of County 
Commissioners of Lexington County has entered into a valid agree- 
ment or contract with any agency of the Federal Government au- 
thorized to do so, to supply, by grant, sufficient funds or labor to 
complete the erection and equipping of the Court House authorized 
in this Act, 

§ 7. Subject to referendum.—The terms of this Act shall be 
subject to a referendum under such rules and regulations as may be 
prescribed by resolution by County Board of Commissioners: Pro- 
vided, That said referendum shall be held not later than Nov. 8, 
1938, not prior to the last Tuesday in August, 1938. If a majority 
of the votes cast in said referendum is in favor of the issuance of 
bonds or notes, then the terms of this Act shall be executed; but 
in the event a majority of votes cast is unfavorable, then the terms 
of this Act shall be null and void. 

The expense of this Referendum shall be paid from the County 
Ordinary Fund not to exceed One Hundred Fifty ($150.00) Dollars. 

§ 8. Bonds or notes exempt from taxes.—That the said bonds, 
note or notes, both as to principal and interest shall be exempt from 
all state, county and municipal taxes of the State of South Carolina. 

§ 9. That all Acts or parts of Acts in conflict with this Act are 
to the extent of such conflict hereby repealed. 

§ 10. This Act shall take effect immediately upon its approval by 
the Governor.

AN ACT to Change the Name of the Town of ‘‘Brookland,’’ in 
Lexington County, to ‘‘West Columbia’’. 


Whereas, The Town of Brookland was duly created as a body 
politic and corporate by Act of the General Assembly of South Caro- 
lina, approved December 24, 1894, and has since said date exercised 
the powers and enjoyed the privileges, and is now exercising the 
powers and enjoying the privileges, of a municipal corporation under 
the said corporate name of Brookland; and 
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Whereas, A resolution has been duly adopted by the Mayor and 
members of Council of said town requesting the Legislative Delega- 
tion of Lexington County to have passed an Act of the General As- 
sembly changing the name of the said Town of “Brookland” to 
“West Columbia”, of which resolution the following is a copy, to wit: 

“A resolution providing for the change of the name of the Town 
of Brookland, State and County aforesaid, to that of West Columbia. 

Whereas, the said Town of Brookland was duly incorporated under 
an Act of the General Assembly of South Carolina, approved De- 
cember 24th, 1894, designating the name Brookland and giving the 
boundaries thereof. 

And Whereas, it is believed that a change from the name of Brook- 
land to that of West Columbia will be beneficial in that the change 
will more clearly designate the location to the public at large of our 
municipal organization. 

Now, Therefore, be it Resolved, That the Town Council of Brook- 
land, in business session, go on record as approving the change of 
the Town’s name from Brookland to that of West Columbia. 

And be it Further Resolved, That the Mayor is hereby authorized 
and directed to furnish our State Senator, and our members of the 
House of Representatives with a copy of this Resolution, and re- 
quest that they introduce at this session of the General Assembly 
such legislation as will be necessary to carry this Resolution into 
full effect.

likewise subject to all liabilities and obligations of which the said 
Town of Brookland was subject and liable for, with the right and 
power to sue, and with liability to be sued, in any of the Courts 
of this State under the corporate name “West Columbia”.

AN ACT to Authorize and Empower the Trustees of the Bates- 
burg-Leesville High School, Composed of the Trustees of the 
Batesburg School District No. 18 and Lessville School Dis- 
trict No. 15 of Lexington County to Borrow a Sum of Money 
Not Exceeding Thirty-five Hundred ($3500.00) Dollars for 
Making Repairs and Improvements, and to Issue Notes There- 
for, to Provide for the Maturities, Rate of Interest on Funds 
Borrowed, and to Provide for the Repayment of Such Loan. 


Section 1. Batesburg-Leesville high school borrow pay for 
certain repairs and improvements, Lexington County.—Be it en- 
acted by the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: That 
the Board of Trustees of the Batesburg-Leesville High School, 
composed of the Trustees of Batesburg School District No. 18 and 
the Trustees of Leesville School District No. 15, are hereby au- 
thorized and empowered to borrow a sum of money not exceeding 
Thirty-five Hundred ($3500.00) Dollars, at a rate of interest not 
exceeding five (5%) per cent per annum, to be used for the pur- 
pose of paying for certain necessary repairs and improvements to 
be made upon the Batesburg-Leesville High School Building. Said 
loan to be evidenced by a series of five (5) notes to be executed by 
said Trustees, to mature and be payable in five (5). equal annual

§ 2. Payment.—That the notes herein authorized shall be paid 
from funds accruing to the current school account of the Batesburg-

Section 1. Loan to Oakdale school district No. 30 validated, 
Lexington County.—Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the 
State of South Carolina: That a loan of One Thousand ($1,000.00) 
Dollars make to Oakdale School District No. 30, Lexington County, 
by the Commissioners of the Sinking Fund of the State of South

AN ACT to Authorize the Trustees of School District No. 1 to 
Convey to Lexington County the Agricultural Community 
Building; to Appropriate Sufficient Funds for Its Com- 
pletion; Specify the Duties and Powers of the County Com- 
missioners in Relation Thereto and to Define the Rights of 
Agencies and Persons Who Have Heretofore Contributed to 
the Completion of Same. 


Whereas, in the year of 1935, a group of interested citizens began 
a movement for a Lexington County Agricultural Building, and 

Whereas, many citizens of Lexington County have shown much 
interest in such a building, and 

Whereas, through the cooperation of Lexington County School 
District No. 1, the town of Lexington and other interested organiza- 
tions, contributed a sum of money of approximately Ten Thousand 
($10,000.00) Dollars for the construction of said building, with the 
cooperation of the Works Progress Administration, and 

Whereas, the construction of the said building costing approxi- 
mately Forty Thousand ($40,000.00) Dollars was begun and practi- 
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cally completed with the exception of heating, plumbing, and paint-

County to a lot of land on the east side of Depot Street in the town 
of Lexington, South Carolina, on which is being constructed an 
agricultural Community building. 

§ 2. Appropriation complete building.—That the Treasurer of 
Lexington County and the County Board of Commissioners of said 
County are hereby authorized and directed to transfer from county 
ordinary funds an amount which shall be necessary to complete the 
said building not in excess of Sixty-five Hundred ($6500.00) Dol- 
lars. The County Commissioners are hereby directed to enter into any 
agreements with W. P. A. or private firms for the completion of this 
building, the cost of which shall.not exceed the amount herein 
stated. 

§ 3. Lexington school district No. 1 use gymnasium in said

Whereas, a special referendum was held in Lexington County on 
January 31,1937, to determine the wishes of the taxpayers con- 
cerning the erection of a new County Jail; and 
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Whereas , a majority of those voting favored the construction 
of the proposed jail; and 

Whereas, the Board of County Commissioners, in order to ex- 
pedite the construction of said jail, recommended the purchase of 

. a Suitable lot orn which to erect it; and 

Whereas, upon the request of the Board of County Commissioners, 
the Lexington County Legislative Delegation authorized the ex- 
penditure of Thirty-five Hundred ($3,500.00) Dollars from County 
Ordinary Funds for purchase of said lot; and 

Whereas, the Lexington Legislative Delegation made this au- 
thorization with the understanding that the Thirty-five Hundred 
($3,500.00) Dollars expended was to be replaced in the County 
Ordinary Account by funds to be collected as other revenues that 
are provided to be collected by an Act passed by the 1936 General 
Assembly for the construction of a new Jail, Therefore, 

Section 1. Lexington County issue notes replace funds ad- 
vanced purchase site for jail—Be it enacted by the General As- 
sembly of the State of South Carolina: That the County Board of 
Commissioners of Lexington County is hereby authorized and em- 
powered to issue a note or notes of said County in the sum of Thirty- 
five Hundred ($3,500.00) Dollars. Said note or notes shall be 
negotiable or non-negotiable, to bear such rate or rates of interest 
and shall mature at such time or times, not to exceed four (4) 
years from date of said note or notes and payable in such place or 
places as the County Board of Commissioners shall prescribe by a 
proper resolution.

§ 2. The Board of County Commissioners shall be and they are 
hereby authorized to borrow upon sealed competitive bids, after writ- 
ten notice to all banks in Marion County, a sum or sums not ex- 
ceeding in the aggregate the amount hereinbefore appropriated, pledg- 
ing all taxes to be raised by virtue of the levy to be made hereunder 
and the full faith and credit of the county for such loan or loans.

deposited by an officer thereof in any bank or banks unless such 
bank or banks shall file with the County Treasurer an indemnity 
bond in some approved surety company or shall deposit with the 
County Treasurer, United States, State, County, Muncipal, School 
District, Federal Land Bank Bonds, or other Bonds guaranteed by 
the United States, or County notes, to indemnify the Cotinty of 
Marion against any loss or damage which may arise by reason of 
such deposit, the said indemnity to be not less than the maximum 
amount so deposited less the sum protected by Federal Deposit in- 
surance, the sufficiency of the indemnity or security hereinbefore 
provided for to be determined and approved by the County Treasurer

They shall 
regularly patrol their respective territories and shall confine their 
activities therein unless called by the Sheriff for service outside of 
their particular territories, and shall faithfully devote their time 
and effort to the preservation of peace and good order therein, and 
the detection and prevention of crime, in full co-operation with the 
Sheriff, as the chief law enforcement officer of the County. 

The Constable for the Mullins Magistrate shall have as his terri- 
tory Reaves Township, and shall also act as Constable both for the 
Mullins Magistrate and the Nichols Magistrate, in both civil and 
criminal matters. 

The Constable for the Sellers Magistrate shall have as his territory 
Moody Township, and so much of Wahee Township as lies north 
of Highway No. 76, and shall also act as Constable for the Sellers 
Magistrate in both civil and criminal matters. 

The Constable for the Brittons Neck Magistrate shall have as his 
territory Brittcns Neck Township and Woodberry ‘Township, and 
shall also act.as Constable for the Brittons Neck Magistrate in both 
civil and criminal matters. The Constable for Centenary shall have 
as his territory, Rowell Township and shall act as Constable for the 
Centenary Magistrate in both Civil and Criminal Matters. 

§ 4. The amounts hereinbefore appropriated for salaries for of- 
ficers and employees shall be in full of their compensation and they 
shall not receive any allowance for traveling or other expenses, save 
and except postage, stationery and office supplies, which shall also 
be furnished each of the Magistrates upon their written requisitions 
to the Board of County Commissioners ; all such postage, stationery 
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and office supplies to be paid for out of the contingent fund; and 
also except office rent for the Magistrates at Marion and Mullins 
as hereinafter specified; Provided, The amount hereinbefore appro- 
priated for the Tax Collector shall be in full for his services, save 
and except that he shall be entitled to receive as additional com- 
pensation mileqge at 10 cents per mile one way to be paid by de- 
linquent taxpayers, but only where the mileage is actually traveled 
and only for the number of executions against any such delinquent 
taxpayer, for which collection trips are actually made: and Pro- 
wided, Further, That the Sherift’s office shall be entitled to receive 
on account of traveling expenses $20.00 per month (covered by the

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Clark and Mrs. B. B. Baker, to be expended by them for emergency 
hospitalization and emergency home medical treatment, and the 
said Committee shall be entitled to reimbursement out of this fund 
for any actual necessary expenses incurred by them; Provided, That 
the Committee shall make a written report at the end of each 
quarter to the Board of County Commissioners showing in detail 
all expenditures by them; and Provided, At least One Thousand 
($1,000.00) Dollars of the amount appropriated for the hospitaliza- 
tion fund shall be used for the payment of outstanding indebtedness 
heretofore contracted. 

§ 10. The Board of County Commissioners shall have authority 
to employ a County Attorney and to pay for his services out of the 
contingent fund. 

§ 11. The Coroner shall be, and he is hereby, authorized to em- 
ploy a stenographer to take the testimony at any inquest, if in the 
judgment of the Sheriff the volume of testimony so to be taken and 
the circumstances of the case warrant such employment; and the 
Board of County Commissioners shall in each case pay the reason- 
able charges of such stenographer out of the contingent fund upon 
the written approval of the Coroner and Sheriff. 

§ 12. The appropriation hereinbefore made for the Health De- 
partment is conditioned upon the filing of a monthly statement in 
writing with the Board of County Commissioners showing in detail 
the activities of this Department in the County, and provided that 
the amount appropriated for general office expense of the Health 
Department shall be used for current office expense and any out- 
standing indebtedness contracted for general office expense; and 
provided that the funds expended for drugs and medical supplies 
shall be expended among all the drug stores of Marion County in 
equal amounts insofar as is possible or practicable. 

§ 12-A. The appropriation heretofore made for the Traveling 
Library shall be paid iri a lump sum to the Superintendent of Educa- 
tion for the purpose of purchasing books for the Traveling Library. 

§ 12-B. The appropriation heretofore:made for the Tuberculosis 
Nurse is conditioned upon an agreement being made with Dillon 
County whereby such a nurse may be employed by the two counties 
for this purpose, and the appropriation shall be expended in such 
monthly payments as may be necessary, not to exceed One Hundred 
Dollars in any one month. 

§ 13. The County Auditor is hereby authorized and directed to 
make calculation of the amount of levy that will be necessary to 
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raise the sums appropriated in this Act, first taking into account the 
probable income from all other sources, and she is hereby authorized 
and directed to impose in due time such levy upon the property 
of the County as will raise the necessary sums of money: Provided, 
That such levy shall not be made before July 1, 1938, and then only 
upon the written approval of a majority of the Legislative Delega- 
tion of the County and the Chairman of the Board of County Com- 
missioners. The purpose of this Section is to authorize a flexible 
levy so that same may be fixed at such rate as will raise the necessary 
amounts of money required to be paid out hereunder. 

§ 14. All Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent herewith are hereby 
repealed. 

§ 15, This Act shall take effect immediately upon its approval 
by the Governor.

AN AOT to Provide for an Election as to the Construction of a 
New Jail by Marion County and to Submit the Question to 
the Voters in the Democratic Primary. 


Section 1. Marion County vote on construction of new jail— 
Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of South Caro- 
lina: That the question of erecting, constructing and equipping a 
new jail in Marion County shall be submitted to the voters of Marion 
County in the Democratic Primary at the next primary election for 
members of the House of Representatives from said County, as 
follows: There shall be furnished at the various voting precincts in 
said County in the next Democratic Primary a sufficient number 
of ballots with the following words plainly written or printed 
thereon, to-wit: : 

“Are you in favor of Marion County building a new jail at a cost 
to. Marion County of not exceeding Fifty Thousand ($50,000.00) 
Dollars, and to issue Bonds and provide for a tax levy to re-pay 
same? ‘Yes’—‘No’. Those in favor of building said jail will erase 
the word ‘No’. Those opposed will erase the word ‘Yes’.” 

That the voting at such election shall be conducted and tabulated 
in like manner as other voting thereat, and that the expenses and 
costs for printing the ballots used in pursuance of this Act shail be 
paid by the County Board of Commissioners from the contingent 
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fund of Marion County; and that the result of such voting shall 
be certified to the County Board of Commissioners. 

§ 2. Purpose—effect of result—The purpose of this Act being 
to receive an expression from the voters of Marion County as to 
whether or not they desire the building and equipping of a new jail 
for Marion County and in the event that such election is in favor 
of the erection and equipping of such jail, then the succeeding leg- 
islative delegation from Marion County is requested to promulgate 
the necessary legislation in order to carry out the expression of the 
voters. 

§ 3. All Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent herewith are hereby 
repealed. 

§ 4. This Act shall take effect upon its approval by the Governor.

_AN ACT Relating to the Fiscal Affairs of Marlboro County and 
the School Districts Thereof, to Provide a Levy of Taxes 
for County Purposes for the Fiscal Year Commencing July 
1, 1938, and. for the Expenditure Thereof, to Make Provi- 
sions for the Due Payment of the Existing Indebtedness of 
Marlboro County, to Abolish the Commutation Road Tax, 
and to Provide for the Reduction of Special Levies in the 
School Districts of Marlboro County. 


Section 1. Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State 
of South Carolina: For the fiscal year beginning July 1, 1938, the 
following sums of money, if so much be necessary, be, and the same 
are appropriated out of the County Treasury of Marlboro County 
to meet the expenses of the County as hereinafter appropriated, and 
there is hereby levied upon all taxable property in the County twenty- 
three (23) mills, if so much be necessary, together with all other 
income to raise the sums herein appropriated, of which twelve (12) 
mills shall be for bonds and interest and eleven (11) mills for 
ordinary purposes.

§ 2. The appropriations made in this Act are intended to be the 
maximum amounts to be expended for the purpose specified, and 
the Board of County Highway Commissioners and all other officers 
of Marlboro County are requested and directed to be economical in 
the expenditure of all public funds, and to keep the expense below 
the appropriations when practicable and consistent with public re- 
quirements. In no case shall the expenditure exceed the appropria- 
tions for any purpose: Provided, that out of the contingent fund of 
Two Thousand Five Hundred ($2,500.00) Dollars herein appro- 
priated is to be paid all necessary expenses for which no specific 
appropriation was made herein, and for unavoidable expense in 
excess of the appropriation for any purpose. The Supervisor, the 
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County Highway Commissioners and the County Treasurer shall be 
liable in proportion to their salaries for any funds paid out in ex- 
cess of the appropriations provided in this Act, and no officer, agent 
or employee of Marlboro County shall contract any debt for any 
purpose in excess of the appropriations for the specific purpose or 
for any purpose for which no specific appropriation is made without 
the authority of the Supervisor and the Board of County Highway 
Commissioners. Any officer, agent or employee, shall be personally 
liable for any such debt contracted. 

§ 3. The County Board of Highway Commissioners and T'reas- 
urer of Marlboro County are hereby authorized to borrow such sum 
of money as may be necessary to pay and retire any notes that may 
be outstanding. There is hereby appropriated a sufficient amount to 
pay all outstanding notes and other obligations of Marlboro County 
not otherwise provided for. The said Board and Treasurer are also 
authorized and empowered to obtain new loans in anticipation of 
the collection of taxes for the fiscal year 1938-39, for the purpose 
of carrying on the business of the County during the fiscal year 
1938-39, and may pledge the fiscal year 1938-39 taxes for the pay- 
ment of said loan or loans: Provided, that the total amount of money 
borrowed in anticipation of and to be paid out of the fiscal year 
1938-39 taxes shall not exceed Fifteen Thousand ($15,000.00) Dol- 
lars. But no loan shall be negotiated for more than the amount 
herein appropriated or levied. Before negotiating any loan, the Board 
of County Highway Commissioners may advertise for at least two 
(2) weeks in one or more newspapers for competitive bids, and 
shall obtain such loan or loans at such interest and upon such terms 
as may, in their judgment, be most advantageous to Marlboro County. 
Unless the rate of interest offered is so low that it is deemed ad- 
visable to borrow all of said money at one time, then the Board 
and Treasurer shall borrow installments from time to time as the 
money may be needed. 

§ 4. It shall be the duty of the County Treasurer to confer with 
the Board of County Commissioners, and by joint confernece de- 
cide what bank or banks shall be the depository for all county funds. 

§ 5. In anticipation of the collection of tax levy for retirement 
of bonds and payment of interest the County Treasury may borrow 
any money necessary to pay such interest or principal of bonds 
as may become due before said taxes are collected. 

§ 6. The Sheriff of the county is hereby directed to so regulate 
the movements and activities of the Rural Policemen that all sec- 
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tions of the county shall enjoy the protection of the law without favor 
and without neglect. 

The protection of all school property is hereby made a special 
mission of the Sheriff and his force. He is particularly directed 
to so regulate the enforcement of the law as to protect school prop- 
erty from injury, theft and destruction; and to enforce the laws 
against plowing in the roads. The contingent fund appropriation 
of Two Hundred and Fifty ($250.00) Dollars, hereinabove made, 
shall be expended by the Sheriff of Marlboro County for enforce- 
ment of law. 

§ 7. The County Board of Commissioners of Marlboro County 
is hereby declared to be the sole financial and purchasing agent of 
Marlboro County; and when any officer or board of the County, 
desires new equipment or supplies, or replacement, or extraordinary 
service in connection with his or their office, or desires that any 
expenditure be made, or expenses be incurred in regard to his or 
their office, whether specifically appropriated in this Act or not, 
or desires to make any purchase or incur any expense, he shall file 
his request for same, in writing, with the said County Board of Com- 
missioners, who shall make such purchase in accordance with pro- 
visions herein made. No officer or board shall have any authority to 
make contracts of purchase or incur other obligations in the name of 
the County except as authorized by law, and no contract made, ex- 
cept as herein provided, shall be valid to bind the County. All sup- 
plies for Marlboro County shall be purchased in the open market 
in the following manner, to-wit: The County Board of Commissioners 
shall duly advertise in one or more county papers for one (1) week, 
setting forth the supplies to be purchased, for bids to furnish said 
supplies for a period of thirty (30) days. All bids shall be opened 
publicly by the Clerk of the Board of County Commissioners, and 
said Board of County Commissioners shall accept the best and lowest 
bid made for the furnishing of said supplies. 

§ 8. The appropriation of Eight Thousand ($8,000.00) Dollars 
for the treatment in the Marlboro County General Hospital of de- 
serving charity patients, whose condition demands hospital treat- 
ment, is made subject to the following conditions: That no deserving 
charity patient as above described shall be turned away as long as 
there are facilities and room in the hospital; that there shall be no 
charge for professional services to such patients, and no charge 
whatsoever except the daily expense of Three and 52/100 ($3.52) 
Dollars per patient: Provided, that the funds shall be available for 
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the use of the Marlboro County General Hospital only upon itemized 
statements of the actual days spent in the hospital by charity patients, 
signed by each patient individually and certified by the hospital 
management, said statement being presented to the Board of County 
Commissioners at their regular monthly meeting. The Duke Foun- 
dation payment for charity work of One ($1.00) Dollar per day 
is to be deducted from the amount of Three and 52/100 ($3.52) 
‘Dollars, leaving Two and 52/100 ($2.52) Dollars per charity patient 
to be paid by the County. These conditions and provisions are to 
be interpreted and enforced as meaning that when the Duke En- 
dowment gives One ($1.00) Dollars for charity work, the County 
will give Two and 52/100 ($2.52) Dollars, not to exceed in total 
amount the sum of Eight Thousand ($8,000.00) Dollars for the 
year 1938-39. County funds shall be available only to match in’this 
way funds coming from the Duke Foundation for charity beds,and 
shall be paid only in cases approved as charity cases by the Duke 
Foundation. The Board of County Commissioners are authorized 
and directed te prepare and have printed for use by the patients 
and hospital management, forms and blanks for making the above 
mentioned certified statements: Provided, Further, That the charity 
patients herein referred to must be citizens of Marlboro County. 

§ 9. The appropriation of Two Thousand ($2,000.00) Dollars 
for surgical fees in charity cases in Marlboro County General Hos- 
pital is to be expended on the following conditions: That the funds 
shall be available and be paid to the surgeon performing each charity 
operation only upon itemized statement signed by the Hospital Board 
and the patient individually, said statement being presented to the 
Board of County Commissioners at their regular monthly meeting 
and certified that said operation was a charity operation and that 
the surgeon performing it had received, and will receive, no further 
compensation for same. The County Board of Commissioners, upon 
examination of such statement shall pay to the surgeon performing 
each operation the sum of Ten ($10.00) Dollars until the amount 
herein appropriated is exhausted and thereafter no payment shall 
be made, contracted for, or expected. All charity operations herein 
referred to must be major operations and must be upon citizens 
of Marlboro County. 

§ 10. The appropriation of Three Thousand Five Hundred ($3,- 
500.00) Dollars herein made for jail expenses is to be paid for nec- 
essary disinfectants, supplies and repairs and for feeding prisoners, 
the Sheriff to be allowed fifty (50¢) cents per day for feeding 
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prisoners but no payment beyond the total sum of Three Thousand 
Five Hundred ($3,500.00) Dollars is to be made.. The Sheriff of 
Marlboro County is authorized to expend a sufficient amount of the 
appropriation made for the jail for purpose of repairs: Provided, 
that no expenditures shall be made by the Sheriff for repairs, dis- 
infectants and supplies except upon the approval of the Board of 
County Commissioners of Marlboro County. 


§ 11. The janitor at the Court House shall be hired by the Su- 
pervisor. 

§ 12. If at any time during the fiscal year 1938-39 it shall appear 
to the County Commissioners that the appropriations herein made 
will be beyond the revenue for the year, and that a deficit is likely 
to result, or that, because of the general business conditions, the 
collection of taxes will be unduly slow or that the best interests 
of the County demand it, the County Commissioners are empowered 
to reduce any amount or amounts appropriated in this Act to such 
point as their judgment dictates to be wise; such action may be 
taken by the Delegation in a meeting of the Delegation, and shall 
be communicated, in writing, to the Treasurer of Marlboro County, 
who shall put into effect such deductions as may be ordered by the 
Delegation. 

§ 13. The County Commissioners shall receive as pay for their 
services the sum of Five ($5.00) Dollars for each day actually en- 
gaged on official duty and mileage at the rate of five (5¢) ‘cents 
per mile actually traveled. All to be paid from the contingent fund. 


§ 14. From and after the passage of this Act, no commutation 
road tax shall be levied or collected in Marlboro County, and all 
Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent with this Section are hereby re- 
pealed, insofar as they affect Marlboro County. 


§ 15. That the Boards of school trustees of the school districts 
of Marlboro County are hereby authorized and empowered, in their 
discretion, to reduce or abolish any special district levies for school 
purposes in their respective school districts. Upon the determination 
of any Board te reduce or abolish any such levy, it shall be the duty 
of such Board to notify the Auditor and the Superintendent of 
Education of such County of its action in the matter; and there- 
after any such levy shall be reduced or abolished, as the case may 
be. It is especially declared that the boards of school trustees shall 
not have the power to increase any such levies, but their power 
in the matter is only as specifically herein conferred. 
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§ 16. The money hereinbefore appropriated for the care of in- 
digent children is to be expended by the County Commissioners upon 
the request of the Children’s Bureau of South Carolina, and upon 
the written approval of the Delegation of the purpose of child wel- 
fare. 

§ 17. The Board of County Commissioners is hereby authorized 
aad directed to pay from the Contingent Fund an amount not to- 
exceed Fifty ($50.00) Dollars, as compensation for stenographic 
services at inquests. The Coroner is authorized and directed to ap- 
point a stenographer to take down stenographically all testimony at 
inquests held in the County; and at such inquest the Coroner shall 
swear and examine every eye-witness. The stenographer shall be 
paid Five ($5.00) Dollars for each inquest, up to and including 
ten (10) inquests; thereafter during the remainder of the year 
the stenographer shall perform his or her service without additional 
charge to the County. The stenographer shall make an original and 
two (2) copies of the testimony taken at each inquest, and he or 
she shall sign and deliver the original to the Coroner, one copy 
to the Solicitor, and the other copy to the Clerk of Court for the 
use of the defendant’s attorney. 

§ 18. The Sheriff is authorized to sell all materials, suicpliee or 
other property seized or confiscated by him, or his officers, where not 
prohibited by law, and the proceeds shall be turned over to the 
County Treasurer to be used for ordinary County purposes. 

§ 19. Insurance premiums on school buildings in Marlboro County 
shall be paid by the Superintendent of Education of Marlboro County 
by vouchers drawn by him on the County Treasurer, and shall be 
charged in each instance against the general funds of the school 
district in which the building is situated. The County Treasurer 
shall honor said vouchers and charge the same to the respective 
districts. 

§ 20. The Board of County Commissioners shall publish once each 
month in some newspaper published in Marlboro County an itemized 
statement of all expenditures of County funds, contract for pub- 
lishing the same to be let to the newspaper making the lowest bid. 

§ 21. Whereas, the office of County Service Officer was created 
in 1930, at a minimum salary and expense, and has been continued 
on such an economical basis, and whereas the work of the County 
Service Officer has multiplied and increased beyond the original 
contemplation of the Act creating the office, requiring more attention 
and the handling of more cases and claims than was originally con- 
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templated, partly on account of the increased appropriation of the 
Federal Government for World War Veterans, and the broadening 
of the application of the funds so appropriated to include not only 
the Veterans themselves, but members of their families; and partly 
because of the activity of the Service Officer in originating and 
discovering new claims, so that the office is handling an enormous 
volume of correspondence and securing a very large amount monthly 
for the soldiers of Marlboro County and their families ; and whereas, 
the Service Officer needs additional filing equipment and supplies for’ 
preserving his records and maintaining them properly: Now, there- 
fore, there is hereby appropriated from the contingent fund the 
amount of Thirty ($30.00) Dollars per month to the County Service 
Officer for the year 1938 for the purpose of providing the equip- 
ment and supplies above indicated, and for defraying the traveling 
expenses and other necessary expenses of his office. 

§ 22. In addition to the appropriation herein made for Roads, 
Bridges, Machinery and Convicts, the County Supervisor is hereby 
authorized to purchase one (1) auto patrol type maintenance ma- 
chine and to make payment therefor with note of Marlboro County 
to be signed by him, as Supervisor, and by the County Treasurer, 
payable one (1) year from date of issuance. Said note when issued 
shall be a valid and binding obligation of said County. 

§ 23. All Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent with this Act are 
hereby repealed. : 

§ 24. This Act shall take effect upon its approval by the Gov- 
ernor.

AN ACT to Validate Reindexes of Real Estate Mortgages in 
Marlboro County Covering Period from 1872 to 1922, Both 
Inclusive. 


Section 1. Index to real estate mortgages from 1872 to 1922 
validated, Marlboro County.—Be it enacted by the General As- 
sembly of the State of South Carolina: That the indexes to the 
mortgages of real estate in Marlboro County covering the period

AN ACT to Authorize the Issuance of Marlboro County Bonds for 
the Purpose of Building and Equipping a County Jail and 
Remodeling and for the Equipping the County Court House 
and to Provide for the Submitting of This Question to the 
Qualified Electors of the County. 


Section 1. Marlboro County court house and jail commission. 
—Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of South Caro- 
lina: There is hereby created in and for the County of Marlboro, 
a Commission composed of the following five (5) persons, to-wit:

to be known as the Marlboro County Court House and Jail Com- 
mission, who shall serve without pay and until their duties under 
this Act shall have been fully performed and discharged, when the 
said Commission shall adopt a resolution so reciting and file the same 
in the office of the Treasurer of Marlboro County. Upon the passage 
of this Act, the members herein named shall meet at the Court House 
and organize and select one of their number as Chairman, and an- 
other as Secretary. Any vacancy occurring in the Commission for 
any cause shall be filled by appointment in writing by the County 
Commissioners of Marlboro County, and filed in the office of the 
Treasurer of said County. ; 

§ 2, Commission issue bonds construct and furnish county 
jail and remodel and equip court house.—That the Marlboro 
County Court House and Jail Commission is hereby authorized, em- 
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powered and directed to issue serial coupon bonds of Marlboro 
County, in the name of Marlboro County, for a sum not exceed- 
ing Forty Thousand ($40,000.00) Dollars, the proceeds of which, to- 
gether with such other funds as the Commission may acquire, shall be 
used, sixty-five (65%) per cent thereof, if so much be necessary, 
for the purpose of constructing and furnishing a County Jail and 
the remaining thirty-five (35%) per cent, if so much be necessary, 
for the purpose of remodeling, making additions to, repairing and 
equipping the County Court House, provided that the Commission 
herein named shall provide steam heat for, and rest rooms and toilets 
for the public in, the Court House. 


§ 3. Bonds—maturities—interest—denominations — execution 
—sale—deposit and disbursement of funds.—The bonds issued pur- 
suant hereto shall mature annually, the first of the series not earlier 
than two, or more than three, years from the date of issue, and 
thereafter anly in equal amounts as to principal so that the last 
payment shall mature twenty (20) years from the date of issue, 
said bonds shall bear interest at a rate not exceeding five (5%) 
per cent per annum, in such denominations as the Commission may 
fix; shall be payable semi-annually, and shall be signed by the 
Chairman of the Commission and the Treasurer of Marlboro County 
and shall have affixed the seal of the County, except that the signature 
of the Chairman of the Commission and of the Treasurer of Marl- 
boro County, may be lithographed or engraved upon the interest 
coupons attached to the bonds, and the signing of the coupons in 
this manner shall be deemed a sufficient signing of the same, The 
bonds shall be sold for not less than par and accrued interest after 
bids therefor have been advertised for not less than two (2) weeks 
in one or more newspapers of general circulation in South Carolina, 
and in such other financial organs as the Commission may determine 
upon. The Commission shall have the right to reject any and all 
bids and to re-advertise for the sale of the whole or any portion of 
the bonds to be sold under the provisions of this Act. The Commis- 
sion may sell all of the bonds at one time or may sell any such block 
or installments as, in its judgment, will be for the best interest 
of Marlboro County. The proceeds of the sale of the bonds shall 
be deposited with the County Treasurer to the credit of the’ Marlboro 
- County Court House and Jail Commission, and shall be paid out 
by the Treasurer upon warrants duly approved in writing thereon, 
signed by the Commission, or a majority of the members thereof. 
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§ 4. Gifts and grants.—The said Commission is hereby author- 
ized and directed to make application to the Government of the 
United States, or to any agency thereof, for a grant of public funds 
to be used in conjunction with the fund realized, or to be realized, 
from the sale of the bonds herein authorized to be sold in carrying 
out the purposes of this Act, but the obtaining of such grant, or 
grants shall not reduce the amount of bonds to be sold, the intention 
being that additional work and improvements shall thereby be made. 
Any determination on the part of the Commission as to the amount 
of bonds to be issued hereunder, shall be conclusive of any such 
question. Likewise the Commission is empowered to use its judg- 
ment in matters of detail not specifically covered by the terms of this 
Act. 

§ 5. Use and disbursement of funds.—The proceeds derived 
from the sale of the bonds herein authorized to be sold, as well as 
such sums, if any, that may be obtained by way of grants, gifts, or 
otherwise, all of which said Commission is authorized to accept 
shall be used for the purposes hereinabove stated and shall be ex- 
pended by the said Commission and the work shall be accomplished 
by the said Commission in such a manner as it may determine upon. 

§ 6. Bonds exempt from taxes.—All bonds issued under this 
Act shall be exempt from county, state, municipal, school districts 
and all other taxes, general or special, whether imposed for revenue 
or otherwise. 

§ 7. Payment of bonds.—That for the purpose of repaying the 
principal and interest on the said bonds, as such matures the Auditor 
of Marlboro County is hereby authorized and directed to levy and the 
Treasurer of the County to collect annually a tax on all property 
in Marlboro County sufficient to pay the principal of bonds maturing 
and such interest as may become due in any such year, and the 
Treasurer is authorized and directed to apply the proceeds of said 
tax as the same is annually collected for such purposes until ail 
of the said bonds and the interest have been fully paid, and only then 
shall the levy be discontinued.

§ 2. The sum of One Hundred and Eighty ($180.00) Dollars is 
hereby appropriated out of the Road and Bridge Fund for ferrymen, 
if so much be necessary, to supplement the salaries of the ferrymen 
who operate between the counties of Newberry and Fairfield for 
the year 1938-39. 

§ 3. That, every three months, the Board of Commissioners shall 
advertise for at least two issues in one of the newspapers published 
in the Town of Newberry for bids, based on delivery at the Court 
House, unless otherwise specified, for all implements, books, station- 
ery and supplies of whatever kind which may be needed for the 
County and each and every office thereof, except the Superintendent 
of Education, including supplies, books and stationery and equip- 
ment and all purchases whatever for the Commissioners, Sheriff, 
Clerk of Court, Treasurer, Auditor, Judge of Probate, Tax Col- 
lector, Magistrates, for the County Home, Chaingang, roads and 
bridges, and for every other purpose, which advertisement shall set 
forth the article and approximately the amount thereof to be pur- 
chased, and the contract of purchase shall be awarded to the lowest 
responsible bidder for a period of three months: Provided, How- 
ever, In case of emergency, the Board of Commissioner may make 
purchase for the County where the cost thereof does not exceed 
Fifty ($50.00) Dollars, and, for such purpose, a majority of the 
Board of Commissioners shall certify on the claim therefor- the 
necessity thereof: Provided, Further, In case of emergency an ad- 
vertisement as hereinabove provided may be inserted at any time, 
but all contracts for the purchase of supplies shall be in accordance 
with the provisions of this Section, and no bill, account or claim 
of any kind whatever against the County shall be paid unless pre- 
viously contracted for by such competition, or by the Board of Com- 
missioners in case of certified emergency. No supplies shall be 
bought or expenses incurred by any County officer or employee ex- 
cept by consent of the Board of Commissioners, unless otherwise 
provided by law. The Board of Commissioners shall have the right 
to reject any and all bids; Provided, However, That the County 
Superintendent of Education shall be designated as purchasing agent

§ 5. All salaries herein provided shall be for the fiscal year 1938- 
1939 and shall be paid monthly. ; 

§ 6. In addition to the salary herein allowed to the Probate Judge 
for his services, beginning July 1st, 1938, said Probate Judge shall 
be entitled to retain and hold one-half (1%4) of the Marriage License 
Fees, the other half shall be paid monthly to the County Treasurer ; 
and fee for marriage license in Newberry County shall be One Dollar 
and Fifty ($1.50) Cents; also any and all fees derived from pen- 
sions shall also be retained by him. 

§ 7. That all revenue and income accruing to the County ot New- 
berry in 1938-1939 from other sources than from the taxes herein 
provided shall be used for meeting the appropriation herein made. 

§ 8. The County Auditor is hereby authorized, empowered, di- 
rected and required to levy upon all of the taxable property in the 
County of Newberry for the year beginning July Ist, 1938, a suffi- 
cient tax levy to raise a sufficient sum of money to pay interest on 
the County indebtedness and all appropriations made herein, in- 
clusively.

to be paid for said purpose to be fixed by the Legislative Delega- 
tion of Newberry County, but not to exceed the sum herein ap- 
propriated, the said sum to be paid the said State Constable or 
officer in monthly installments: Provided, That payments shall be 
discontinued by said Board of Commissioners at, any time when 
notice to said Commissioners to discontinue the same is given by 
the majority of the Legislative Delegation of Newberry County. 
The said officer is to perform the duties of Magistrate’s Constable 
for District No. 1, and shall receive the salary provided for such 
Constable, and in the event that the powers and duties conferred 
upon him as State Constable are taken from him by the Board of 
Commissioners as above provided, then such officer or some other 
person named in his stead shall continue to hold and discharge the 
duties of Magistrate’s Constable for District No. 1, and receive only 
the salary provided therefor. 
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§ 13. That the County Board of Commissioners are hereby au- 
thorized, empowered and directed to pay from the Miscellaneous Con- 
tingent Fund hereinabove provided for, any and all claims against 
the County, payment of which is barred because of failure of the 
holders thereof to present the same heretofore in due time when it 
appears to said Commissioners that said claims are just and proper 
claims against the County. Pro vided, That the amount so used, as 
directed herein, shall not exceed the sum of One Thousand ($1,- 
000.00) Dollars. 

§ 14. That the Supervisor and County Treasurer shall advertise 
in two issues of the County papers, and one issue of a daily paper 
before placing any loan herein authorized requesting bids for the 
interest on said loan or loans, and interest on said loan or loans 
shall not exceed five (5%) per cent per annum. 

§ 15. That the County Auditor of Newberry County is hereby 
authorized and directed, upon the request of the County Board of 
Education, to make a levy of four and one-half (414) mills upon all 
the property of the County to insure the compliance of the County 
as a unit for the administration of the existing law providing for 
the term or terms as now provided by law, or any excess time 
thereof, and it shall be the duty of the County Board of Educa- 
tion to demand and receive from the principal or Superintendent of 
every school in said. County, along with the annual report and 
budget of teachers’ salaries in his school according to the State 
schedule or any other information deemed advisable in making 
County salary and operating budget for the ensuing year. 

§ 16. A special levy of one-half (14) mill for the year beginning 
July 1st, 1938, is hereby levied and directed to be collected on all 
real and personal property of Newberry County returned for taxa- 
tion for the exclusive purpose of creating a fund for the Newberry 
County Board of Education: Provided, That the revenue obtained 
by said levy shall be expended for insuring County School Buildings 
and equipment. 

§ 17. The Newberry County Delegation in the General Assembly 
is hereby vested with full power and authority to order and audit 
during the year 1938-1939 of any or all departments of the County, 
and the sum of Three Hundred and Fifty ($350.00) Dollars is 
hereby appropriated for said purpose, the same to be paid from the 
Miscellaneous Contingent Fund of Newberry County: Provided,

Legislative Delegation from Newberry County, and a copy shall be 
kept on file at the office of the Clerk of Board of Commissioners. 

§ 19. That the penalty of three (3%) per cent on delinquent taxes 
shall go to Newberry County; Provided, However, That the De- 
linquent Tax Collector for Newberry County shall be entitled to the 
mileage actually travelled and allowed by law for one trip only to 
each delinquent.

Section 1. Act 1263, 1936 Acts, amended—use funds to sur- 
face treat roads, Newberry County—roads designated.—Be it en- 
acted by the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: That

Section 2, of Act No. 1263, of the Acts of the General Assembly of 
the State of South Carolina, 1936, approved February 20, 1936, en- 
titled “An Act to Authorize Newberry County to Borrow not Ex- 
ceeding One Hundred Forty; Thousand ($140,000.00) Dollars for 
Road Construction Purposes in Said County and to Provide for the 
Liquidation of Such Loans” be, and the same is hereby amended by 
striking out said section and inserting in lieu thereof the following, 
to be known as Section 2: 


“Section 2. The proceeds of the loan provided for under the 
foregoing section, or so much thereof as may be necessary, shall be 
expended by the governing body of Newberry County, consisting of 
a Supervisor and two County Commissioners as aforesaid, to sur- 
face treat roads or highways in Newberry County designated and 
measuring approximately the distance following, that is t o say: Bush 
River Road, nine and one-half miles; Belfast Road, nine and one-half 
miles; St. Luke’s Road, four and one-half miles; Country Club 
Road, one and seven-tenths miles; Whitmire Brick House Road, six 
and four-tenths miles; Kempson Ferry Road, seven miles ; and Poma- 
ria Road (in the Town of Pomaria), one-half mile. That any sur- 
plus of the proceeds of said loan remaining, after the surface treat- 
ing of the aforesaid roads, said governing body of Newberry County 
may expend in surface treating other roads in said county to be 
designated by it. The Commissioners and Supervisor shall, with the 
cooperation of the W. P. A. or other agencies, as they may be able 
to obtain, prepare the road bed of such roads, preparatory to sur- 
face treatment, and shall award the contract for surface treatment 
of such roads to the lowest responsible bidder; the Supervisor and 
Commissioners shall advertise for sealed bids in the manner pre- 
scribed by law. 


§ 2. Same—payment and issuance of bonds.—That Section 3 
of said Act No. 1263 be and the same is hereby amended by striking 
out said Section and inserting in lieu thereof the following to be 
known as Section 3:

AN ACT to Create a County Building Commission for Newberry 
County; to Prescribe Its Duties and Powers and to Provide 
Means for the Construction of a County Office Building. 


Section 1. Newberry office building commission, Newberry 
County.—Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of 
South Carolina: There is hereby created in the County of Newberry, 
a Commission to be known as the Newberry Office Building Com- 
mission, who shall serve until their duties have been fully performed 
under the provisions of this Act. The Personnel of the Commission 
shall consist of the following named persons:

§ 2, Organization—pay—vacancy.—Upon the passage of this 
Act the members of the Commission shall meet at the Court House 
and organize by the election of one of their members as Chairman 
and another as Secretary. The members of said Commission shall 
serve without pay, and that in all matters before the Commission a 
majority of its membership shall rule. Upon any member of said 
Commission removing his residence from Newberry County his of- 
fice shall become vacant. Any vacancy occurring in the Commission 
for any cause shall be filled by appointment by the remaining mem- 
bers thereof. 

§ 3. Construct addition to court house building—architect.— 
The said Newberry Office Building Commission is authorized, em-

House Building, and to accept the same under such terms and regu- 
lations as the said Government, or any of its Agents, may require. 

§ 5. Appropriation—borrow.—The addition is to be constructed 
at a cost to the County not exceeding Twenty Thousand ($20,000- 
.00) Dollars, and there is hereby appropriated out of the Treasury 
of the County from any funds not heretofore specifically appropri- 
ated, the sum of Twenty Thousand ($20,000.00) Dollars, if there 
be so much available for that purpose.

Section 1. Little Mountain school district No. 30 borrow, New- 
berry County—issue obligations —Be it enacted by the General As- 
sembly of the State of South Carolina: That the Trustees of Little 
Mountain School District No. 30, in Newberry County, are author- 
ized and empowered to borrow on the credit of the district a sum not 
exceeding Five Thousand ($5,000.00) Dollars, and to issue obliga- 
tions of the district, evidencing the same.

§ 4. Apply for federal aid—disbursement.—The Trustees are 
also authorized and empowered to make application to the Federal 
Government,or any agency thereof, for a grant of funds to be used 
in connection and conjunction with the proceeds of the obligations 
herein authorized to be made.

§ 5. Trustees build and equip buildings—contracts.—Full 
power and authority are given to the Board of Trustees to build and 
equip the school buildings and to make such contracts in connection 
therewith as, in the judgment of the Board, is for the best interest 
of the district. 

§ 6. Payment of obligations.—At a special election held in the 
said district on the 15th day of March,1938, the Qualified electors 
thereof voted an additional four (4) mill levy for school purposes 
and this levy is especially pledged to pay the principal of the obli- 
gations and the interest thereon as they respectively mature. In, the 
event, however, that the said levy is inadequate the Auditor of New- 
berry County is authorized and directed to levy and the Treasurer 
to collect a tax sufficient to meet the principal and interest on the 
said obligations. The proceeds of such special levy, and in case they 
prove to be inadequate those of any additional levy necessary to be 
made, shall be applied by the Treasurer of the County to meet the 
principal and interest on the obligations. It is hereby made the duty 
of the Board of Trustees to file a statement with the County Audi- 
tor and one with the County Treasurer, showing the maturities of 
the obligations issued or sold hereunder, with the rate of interest 
they bear.

AN ACT to Exempt Certain Citizens of Newberry County as Hail 
Storm Sufferers from Ordinary County Taxes for the Year 
1937. 


Section 1. Hail sufferers exempt from certain taxes, Newberry 
County.—Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of 
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South Carolina: That the County Treasurer of Newberry County is 
hereby authorized and empowered to remit and refund to the tax- 
payers of Newberry County, all ordinary county taxes for the year 
1937 where said persons have suffered forty (40%) per cent or more 
loss or crop damage from the destructive Hail Storms of the sum- 
mer of 1937. Provided, That no exemption from taxation shall be 
granted any such person within said County who shall make as much 
as Sixty (60%) per cent, of the crop made by such person during 
the year 1936 or that was made on the same land in 1936: Provided, 
Further, No taxes shall be refunded other than the taxes on the 
identical land where the loss from Hail Storms occurred. 

§ 2. File affidavit—Every person claiming exemption from said 
taxes shall present to the County Treasurer an affidavit in which is 
set forth the damages incurred as mentioned and described in Sec- 
tion 1, which affidavit shall be duly attested by the County Farm 
Demonstration Agent, and Township Board of Assessors and upon 
presentation of such affidavit duly attested, the County Treasurer is 
directed to remit all County Taxes. Provided, this exemption shall 
not include any State taxes. The County Treasurer shall take a re- 
ceipt therefor and the receipt shall state only the purpose for which 
it was given which shall constitute his proper voucher, and the Comp- 
troller General is hereby authorized and required to approve and 
allow same in his annual settlement. 

§ 3. Taxes exempted.—Ordinary county taxes shall be construed 
to mean all taxes assessed by the Auditor of Newberry County ex- 
cept State taxes, 

§ 4. Receiving money by false statements.—That any person 
receiving any money under the provisions of this Act by reason of 
any false statement contained in any such affidavits herein required, 
shall be tried as for cbtaining money by false pretense, subject upon 
conviction to like penalty.

§ 2. The Orangeburg County Highway Commission, before pur- 
chasing or placing an order for equipment, material, supplies, goods, 
wares, merchandise or anything whatever for County purposes shall 
advertise for bids therefor at least ten (10) days in the newspaper 
published in the County of Orangeburg having the largest circula- 
tion therein, asking for bids and shall place order or orders with the 
lowest bidder, or may reject any and all bids, Provided, that in case 
of emergency or when it is necessary in the interest of the County of 
Orangeburg, the Orangeburg County Highway Commission may 
make purchases of material, supplies, goods, wares, or merchandise 
as they may be in immediate need of without advertisement; and in 
such case it shall be so stated on the voucher. The purpose of this 
Section is to require the Orangeburg County Highway Commission 
to purchase county supplies on competitive bids after advertisement. 
In the purchase of supplies local produce shall be given a preference. 

§ 3. The amounts carried under the various items in Section 1, 
or elsewhere, may be increased, decreased, or repealed, and new items 
added, all provisions and directions in any Section of this Act, shall 
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be subject to repeal, change or alteration by written instructions or 
orders of the Senator and a majority of the Representatives of 
Orangeburg County holding office at the time of such instructions ; 
such instructions shall be delivered to the Clerk of the Highway Com- 
mission and shall have the full force and effect of law from such de- 
livery but subject to future change in the same manner; it is made 
the duty of the Clerk to have such instructions promptly entered of 
record by the Clerk of Court of Orangeburg County in a book to be 
kept for the purpose, which shall be opened for inspection by the 
public, and after recording the original instructions shall be safely 
kept by the Clerk of the Highway Commission. It is expressly de- 
clared that the members of the Orangeburg County Highway Com- 
mission, its Clerk and the County Treasurer shall not be held per- 
sonally liable for any expenditure of public funds in accordance with 
such legislative authorizations or instructions issued under the au- 
thority of previous county supply bills or as provided for herein, nor 
shall their official bonds be liable for any expenditure of such funds 
where they, or any of them, carried out such legislative instructions 
or authorizations. 


§ 4. The sums herein appropriated for the specific purposes un- 
der the several items herein are the maximum amounts which shall be 
expended for the respective purposes and no warrant or warrants 
shall be issued in excess of such amounts, nor shall any indebted- 
ness be incurred which in the aggregate exceeds the amounts pro- 
vided for each item, and the Treasurer of Orangeburg County is pro- 
hibited from paying any warrants which exceed the said sums ; Pro- 
vided Further that no money shall be spent otherwise than is specifi- 
cally authorized by this Act, or the Legislative Delegation as pro- 
vided herein and all unexpended balances not otherwise directed in 
this Act shall be carried over to ordinary County Funds. 


§ 5. Thé sums hereinabove appropriated shall only be used, if so 
much be necessary, and when not otherwise provided, salaries and 
expenses, where combined in the same item, shall be paid monthly 
without requiring expenses to be itemized: Provided that where ex- 
penses are provided as a separate item they shall not be paid except 
upon sworn, itemized statements of the same. 

§ 6. All sums received by the County Treasurer from the officers 
formerly receiving fees in Orangeburg County shall be credited to 
the General County Fund and the Treasurer shall keep a separate 
record of the monthly remittance from each such officer; Provided 
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that whenever any fee is due to any County officer by reason of work 
or service done for the County and where the fees required by law 
to be paid would have to be paid by the County, the various county 
officers heretofore entitled to charge fees are instructed and author- 
ized to perform said services or do said work without requiring the 
payment of such fees: Provided, However, each such officer shall 
make a record of such work or service performed for the benefit of 
the County and file a statement of the same with the County Treas- 
urer in making their monthly statement. 


§ 7. Where any officer required by law to pay into the County 
Treasurer the fees and commissions received by him in his official 
capacity shall fail to do so the amount of salary appropriated for the 
said officer, together with provisions for salary of office help, and any 
other funds provided for in this Act for such officer or the operation 
of his office shall be withheld by the Orangeburg County Highway 
Commission until such time.as the said officer shall comply with the 
law and pay such income from his office into the County Treasury. 


§ 8. Wherever reference is made in this Act to any action of or 
by the Legislative Delegation the same means the joint approval, 
agreement, or order of the Senator and a majority of the Represen- 
tatives of Orangeburg County in the General Assembly. 


§ 9. At the end of the fiscal year ending June 30, 1938, the un- 
expended balance of Item 171 as provided for in an authorization of 
the delegation dated July 10, 1935, which provided Three Thousand 
($3,000.00) Dollars for fees and expenses in connection with litiga- 
tion of the County Treasurer and Sheriff, shall not revert to the gen- 
eral fund, but shall be carried over into the new fiscal year, and the 
contracts made by the Legislative Delegation with Adam H. Moss, 
Clint T. Graydon and Taylor H. Stukes, attorneys, to represent the 
County in such litigation are hereby ratified and confirmed, any 
provision of previous law to the contrary notwithstanding. 


§ 10. The proceeds of the property tax levy provided for in Sec- 
tion 1, all collections of back taxes for ordinary county purposes, all 
indirect revenue received by the county, except such of the forego- 
ing as have been or shall be pledged for specific purposes according 
to law, all unexpended funds in the general or ordinary fund in the 
hands of the county treasurer on July 1, 1938, and all other funds in 
the county treasury which have not been designated by law for 
specific purposes, shall be held only to meet the appropriations made 
herein or subsequently under authority herein provided, and shall 
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not be paid out or taken out of the county treasury for any other 
purpose. Any violation is hereby made a misdemeanor and the bond

’ § 11. There is hereby created the Orangeburg County Office 
Building Commission, consisting of the Farm Demonstration Agent 
ex officio, the County Health Director ex officio, the Senator from 
Orangeburg County ex officio, the Secretary of the Orangeburg 
County Legislative Delegation ex officio, and one member of the 
County Board of Public Welfare to be selected by the said Board, 
which Commission, or a majority thereof, is hereby authorized and

§ 13. The Orangeburg County Highway Commission is hereby 
authorized to borrow not exceeding Fifty Thousand ($50,000.00). 
Dollars and to pledge the full faith, credit and taxing power of 
Orangeburg County for the payment thereof; the proceeds to be 
used as follows: a 

(a) Eighteen Thousand ($18,000.00) Dollars to be placed at the 
disposal of the Orangeburg County Office Building Commission for 
use as provided in Section 11 hereof: 
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(b) The balance to pay outstanding claims and current expense in 
connection with the following W.P.A. Projects in Orangeburg 
County, to-wit: the construction of the Norway-Orangeburg Road, 
the Holly Hill-Eutawville road, and various concrete culverts and 
county highways; Provided However, that if and when the County 
sells bonds as provided by law for these and other public improve- 
ments any loan made under authority of this Section shall be repaid 
out of the proceeds of the said bond issue; and, Provided, Further, 
that in case no such bonds shall be sold the County Auditor is hereby 
directed to make and the County Treasurer to collect a sufficient levy 
upon the taxable property in Orangeburg County to pay the annual 
interest on such loan or loans and to retire one-tenth of the principal 
each year.

_§ 15. Any school district levy for operating public schools shall 
be subject to decrease by the Legislative Delegation if it finds that 
any such district, by reason of receiving additional funds from the 
State, or otherwise, may be properly operated on a smaller levy, to 
the end that the property tax burden may be reduced as far as 
possible ; it is hereby made the duty of the various school trustees and 
the County Superintendent of Education to furnish each member of 
the Delegation with a complete financial statement of each district, 
showing cash on hand and estimating what will be available from 
all sources for the next school year, the proposed expenditures for 
the coming year, a statement of income and expenditures for the 
past school year, and such other data as may be pertinent; all of which 
information shall be supplied to the Delegation thirty (30) days 
before the County Auditor makes up his tax levy, with the recom- 
mendation of the County Superintendent as to what levy will be 
necessary in each school district for operating purposes.

AN ACT. to Authorize and Empower the Town of Springfield to 
Issue Its Refunding Bonds to Take Up an Issue of Seventeen 
Thousand ($17,000.00) Dollars of Water and Sewerage Bonds 
Now Outstanding. 


Whereas, under authority of law, the Commissioners of Public 
Works of the Town of Springfield issued bonds in the sum of 
Twenty Thousand ($20,000.00) Dollars for the purpose of a water 
and sewerage system in the Town of Springfield; and 

Whereas, said bonds, after they were issued, were sold and of 
said issue there is a balance still outstanding in the sum of Seventeen 
Thousand ($17,000.00) Dollars, and the Town of Springfield 
desires to refund the balance of said bonds still outstanding by the 
issuance, sale or exchange of new bonds in the amount of Seventeen 
Thousand ($17,000.00) Dollars; Therefore, 

Section 1. Town of Springfield issue refunding bonds retire 
water and sewerage bonds.—Be it enacted by the General Assembly 
of the State of South Carolina: That the Town of Springfield is 
hereby empowered to issue refunding bonds for the purpose of taking 
up all or any part of the aforementioned water and sewerage bonds 
before the maturity thereof and before the call dates provided therein, 
upon such terms as may be agreed upon between the municipality 
, and the holders of said bonds, and to sell the said refunding bonds 
in whole or in part, and/or to exchange the said refunding bonds in 
whole or in part, to effect that purpose; and said refunding bonds 
may be secured by all or any part of the revenues of the municipality, 
either by way of an exclusive lien, or by a lien that shall be con- 
current with other liens, or otherwise, in such manner and form 
as may be determined by the municipality, by ordinance. 

§ 2. Powers of town.—For the purpose of effecting the afore- 
mentioned refunding, the Town of Springfield shall have all of the 
powers vested in it by any general or special law now existing, in 
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addition to the powers created by this Act; subject to the provisions 
of all such laws, the said bonds may be issued as a separate issue, 
or as a part of a larger issue to refund the said bonds along with 
other obligations of the Town of Springfield to be refunded; they 
shall be issued under such date, in such form, subject to such serial 
plan of payment, with such rate of interest and subject to such other 
appropriate terms and provisions as may be determined by the 
municipality by ordinance. 

§ 3. All Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent with this Act are here- 
by repealed. : , 

§ 4. This Act shall take effect immediately upon its approval by 
the Governor.

AN ACT to Authorize the City of Orangeburg to Borrow Twenty- 
five Thousand ($25,000.00) Dollars to Pay for Certain Public 
Improvements in and Around the Tri-County Hospital and . 
to Provide for the Repayment of the Same Within Ten Years. 


Section 1. City of Orangeburg borrow pay for public improve- 
ments in and around Tri-County Hospital, Orangeburg County.—. 
Be it.enacted by the General Assembly of the State of South Caro- 
lina: That the City Council of the City of Orangeburg is hereby 
authorized to borrow the sum of Twenty-five Thousand ($25,000- 
‘00) Dollars in the name of the said City to pay for certain public 
improvements in and around the Tri-County Hospital owned by the 
said City, or to reimburse the City for funds advanced for such 
improvements pending the negotiation of this loan, and to issue 
interest bearing notes of indebtedness.therefor and renewals thereof 
and to pledge the full faith and cerdit of the said municipality to , 
the payment thereof. 

§ 2. Payment.—That the City Council of the said City shall pro- 
vide for the retirement of the indebtedness herein authorized within 
ten (10) years and it shall be the duty of the said City Council to 
pay not less than one-tenth of the principal sum, together with in- 
terest, each year until the said indebtedness is paid in full. 

§ 3. Powers of city council—Any detail of the loan not spe- 
cifically provided for herein is left to the judgment and action of 
the said City Council.

AN ACT to Authorize the Highway Commission of Orangeburg 
County, South Carolina, to Issue and Sell Not Exceeding Two 
Hundred Thousand ($200,000.00) Dollars of Bonds of Orange- 
burg County, for the Purposes of Retiring and Redeeming 
Outstanding Indebtedness of Orangeburg County, Erecting 
a Building for County Purposes, Including the Purchase of 
Land, Material and Equipment Incident Thereto, and for 
the Construction and Improvement of Certain Roads and 
Bridges in Said County, All or Any of Said Purposes, and to 
Provide for the Payment Thereof. 


Whereas, by Act entitled, “An Act to Provide for the Compensa- 
tion of Certain Officers of Orangeburg County, to Require the Ac- 
counting by them of Fees, Costs and Charges Required by law to be 
Paid to the Treasurer of said County to Make such Accounting 
Pre-requisites to Collection of said Officers of their Salaries, to Pro- 
vide for the Preservation of such Accounts and Records and to 
make any Violation of such Provisions a Misfeasance in Office and 
Ground for Removal and a Misdemeanor and to Provide for the 
Punishment of such Violation,’ which became effective on the 25th 
day of April, 1935, Orangeburg County receives annually in monthly 
installments substantial sums representing all fees, costs and charges 
formerly paid, prior to the enactment of the foregoing Act, to the 
Treasurer, Auditor, Clerk of Court, Judge of Probate and Sheriff 
of Orangeburg County; and 

Whereas, ithas been determined that it is necessary and desirable 
to the welfare of the County and its citizens to construct an office 
building for County corporate purposes and to enter into a general 
road building program, which is to be composed of certain projects 
now determined and hereafter set forth and other corporate pur- 
poses to be determined by the Orangeburg County Highway Com- 
mission ; and 

Whereas, it has been determined that the most economical and 
practical method of accomplishing these purposes would be as a part 
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of a large program, inasmuch as by doing so the County would be in 
a position to receive, directly or indirectly, Federal aid; and 

Whereas, for the purpose of financing such a program it will be 
necessary for Orangeburg County to borrow not exceeding Two 
Hundred Thousand ($200,000.00) Dollars, which can be easily re- 
paid on a reasonable maturity schedule over a period of time from 
the fees and funds received by the Treasurer, Auditor, Clerk of 
Court, Judge of Probate and Sheriff of Orangeburg County without 
the necessity of a general property tax; and 

Whereas, certain projects in the said program are now under con- 
struction and as a means of financing them the County has ad- 
vanced certain funds from its ordinary County funds and has made 
other temporary means of financing the same; and 

Whereas, it is now desired to use a portion of the proceeds of the 
bond issue hereinafter authorized to fund and retire the aforesaid 
indebtedness and to return to the ordinary County funds so much 
thereof as may have been so used, so as to avoid the imposition of 
an unduly burdensome property tax in the fiscal year next ensuing; 
Now, Therefore, 

Section 1. Legislative declaration—Be it enacted by the Gen- 
eral Assembly of the State of South Carolina: It is hereby declared 
and determined that each of the statements made in the preamble 
and recitals hereof are in all respects true and correct and that the 
sums so received by Orangeburg County from fees, costs and charges 
formerly paid to the Treasurer, Auditor, Clerk of Court, Judge of 
Probate and Sheriff of Orangeburg County will be sufficient to re- 
tire the obligations herein authorized, on the maturity schedule here- 
in authorized, both principal and interest, without the necessity of 
a general tax levy upon the taxable property in Orangeburg County. 

§ 2. Orangeburg County issue bonds construct and improve 
roads and bridges and office building; purchase land, equipment 
and materials for same; pay debts; and return certain funds.— 
That the Highway Commission of Orangeburg County, South Caro- 
lina, be and is hereby authorized and empowered to issue and sell 
not exceedinf Two Hundred Thousand ($200,000.00) Dollars ne- 
gotiable coupon bonds of Orangeburg County, South Carolina, the 
proceeds thereof to be used for the construction and improvement 
of certain roads and bridges in Orangeburg County and for the con- 
struction and improvement of an office building, used or to be used 
for public purposes, for the purchase of land, equipment and ma- 
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terials necessary and incident thereto, for the purpose of paying any 
outstanding indebtedness of Orangeburg County, and to make re- 
turn to the ordinary County funds of Orangeburg County of so 
much thereof as may have been advanced for any of the purposes 
herein authorized and directed to be undertaken, all or any of said 
purposes. 


§ 3. Bonds—issues—denominations — maturities.—Said bonds 
shall be known and designated as Orangeburg County Revenue 
‘Bonds and may be issued either as a single issue or from time to time 
in: separate issues, and shall be issued at such time and in such 
amounts as may be determined by said Highway Commission of 
Orangeburg County. They shall be in such denomination or denomi- 
nations, have such date or dates, bear such rate or rates of interest, 
payable annually or semi-annually and shall mature in such series 
or installments and may be payable at such places as said Highway 
Commission of Orangeburg County may by resolution determine, 
Provided, However, That no more than Ten Thousand ($10,000.00) 
Dollars of said bonds shall mature in any one calendar year, nor 
shall any bond mature prior to January Ist, 1940. 


§ 4. Bonds—sale.——Said bonds shall be sold by the Highway 
Commission of Orangeburg County at not less than par and accrued 
interest, on sealed proposals, after such publication of the notice 
of sale, in such newspaper or newspapers as may be designated by 
the Highway Commission of Orangeburg County in their resolution 
providing for the issuance of said bonds, reserving the right to re- 
ject any and all bids and, in the event that all bids at such sale are 
rejected, the Highway Commission of Orangeburg County shall have 
the right to sell said bonds at private sale at a price in excess of the 
highest bid received in pursuance of said call for bids, or, in their 
discretion, to readvertise a call for bids. 


§ 5. Bonds—execution.—The said bonds shall be signed by the 
Chairman of said Highway Commission of Orangeburg County, and 
attested by the Treasurer of Orangeburg County, under the seal of 
said Highway Commission, but the lithographed or engraved signa- 
ture of the Treasurer of Orangeburg County upon the coupons at- 
tached to said bonds shall be a sufficient signing of the same. 


§ 6. Bonds—disposition, disbursement and use of proceeds.— 
The proceeds derived from the sale of said bonds shall be kept 
separate and distinct from other funds by the Treasurer of Orange- 
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burg County and shall be paid out solely for the following purposes, 
all or any of them: 

(a) To retire and redeem any indebtedness of Orangeburg County 
existing at the time of the issuance of these bonds, or any portion 
thereof, created or incurred in connection with the projects named 
in this Section, and all loans made to the County as a means of as- 
sisting it in financing any of the said projects are declared to be valid 
and binding obligations of Orangeburg County and to have been 
made for valid and corporate purposes. . 

(b) To make return to the County ordinary funds of such amounts 
as may have been used therefrom to meet the cost of projects now 
in the course of construction, and which are specifically named in 
this section. In order that this sum may be definitely ascertained, the 
Treasurer of Orangeburg County shall furnish to the Highway Com- 
mission of Orangeburg County his certificate setting forth in detail 
the funds so advanced and the purposes for which used, which 
certificates shall be sufficient proof to justify said Commission in 
authorizing the issuance of bonds sufficient to make this return, as 
aforesaid. 

(c) To defray the cost of hard-surfacing the road from Orange- 
burg to Norway in Orangeburg County, Forty Thousand ($40,000- 
00) Dollars. 

(d) To defray the cost of hard-surfacing the road from Holly 
Hill to Eutawville, in Orangeburg County, Thirty Thousand ($30,- 
000.00) Dollars. 

(e) To defray the cost of erecting a suitable building to be used 
for County purposes, including the purchase of land, material and 
equipment necessarily incident thereto, Eighteen Thousand ($18,- 
000.00) Dollars. 

(f{) To defray the cost of constructing concrete culverts on 
various public roads in Orangeburg County, Seventy Thousand 
($70,000.00) Dollars. 

(g) To defray the cost of relocating the present County Pipe 
Plant used in making concrete pipes for County roads, including 
the purchase of land necessarily incident thereto, Three Thousand 
Five Hundred ($3,500.00) Dollars. 

(h) To defray the cost of hard-surfacing a road near the City 
of Orangeburg, leading from the extension of Whitman Street 
to the Packing Plant, in Orangeburg County, Six Thousand ($6,- 
000.00) Dollars. 
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(i) To defray the cost of constructing a cement spillway at the 
Orangeburg County Fish Hatchery, in Orangeburg County, if the 
the same shall not have been conveyed to the United States of Ameri- 
ca, Three Thousand ($3,000.00) Dollars. 


(j) The remaining portion of the proceeds of the sale of these 
bonds, or any portion thereof, shall be used by the Highway Com- 
mission of Orangeburg County for the purpose of constructing and 
improving such roads and bridges in Orangeburg County, and for the 
purchase of land, equipment and materials necessary and incident 
thereto, as may be determined by said Commission by proper reso-) 
lution. Provided, However, That the purchaser of said bonds shall 
in no way be liable for the proper application of the proceeds of 
sale of said bonds to the purpose or purposes for which issued. 


§ 7. Gifts and grants—The Highway Commission of Orange- 
burg County is authorized and empowered to accept such aid or 
grants, directly or indirectly made by the United States Government, 
to assist the County in financing any of the projects herein authorized 
to be undertaken, but the actual receipt of such funds shall not be 
a condition precedent to the issuance of these bonds. 


§ 8. Bonds—payment.—For the payment of said bonds as they 
severally mature and for the payment of interest thereon, there shall 
be pledged the full faith, credit and taxing power of Orangeburg 
County, and, except as hereinafter provided, there shall be levied 

annually upon all taxable property in Orangeburg County by the 
County Auditor and collected by the County Treasurer a sum suf- 
ficient to pay the interest and principal on said bonds as they re- 
spectively mature, and to create a Sinking Fund for that purpose. 
That in addition to the pledge of the full faith, credit and taxing 
power of said County as aforesaid, there is hereby pledged for the 
payment of said bonds, both principal and interest, all fees, costs and 
charges paid to or received by the Treasurer, Auditor, Clerk of

due or falling due in such year, and said tax shall be entirely sus- 
pended for such year in case such money on hand, and applicable 
as aforesaid, are sufficient to pay said principal and interest then due 
or falling due in said year and remaining unpaid. 

§ 9.. Bonds—additional—The said bonds herein authorized to 
be issued are in addition to all other bonds or notes previously au- 
thorized to be issued by Orangeburg County for any purpose what- 
soever. . 

§ 10. Bonds exempt from taxes.—Said bonds shall be exempt 
from all taxes, State, County, School and Municipal. 

§ 11. Powers herein additional—The powers and authority 
hereby conferred upon the said Highway Commission of Orange- 
burg County shall not be construed to abridge or abrogate, but shall 
be in addition to the powers and authority enjoyed by the said Com- 
mission under existing law.

AN ACT to Authorize and Empower the Board of Trustees of 
School District No. 26, Orangeburg County, to Issue Not Ex- 
ceeding Twenty-five Thousand ($25,000.00) Dollars, in Bonds 
for School Building Purposes and to Provide for the Pay- 
ment Thereof. 


Section 1. School district No. 26 issue bonds repair school 
. buildings and construct new school buildings, Orangeburg County. 
—Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of South Caro- 
lina: The Board of Trustees of School District No. 26 of Orange- 
burg County is hereby authorized and empowered to issue and sell 
coupon serial bonds of the said District in an amount not to exceed 
Twenty-five Thousand ($25,000.00) Dollars, the proceeds where- 
of to be used for repairs of school buildings and construction of 
new school buildings. 
§ 2. Interest—maturities—denominations—execution—sale.— 
Such bonds as may be issued under authority of this Act.shall bear 
interest at a rate not exceeding four and one-half (444%) per cen- 
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tum per annum, payable semi-annually, and shall mature at such 
time of times not exceeding twenty (20) years from date of said 
bonds, and shall be issued in such form and denomination as may’ 
be determined upon by the Board of Trustees. The bonds shall be 
signed by the Chairman and Secretary of the Board and countersigned 
by the Treasurer of Orangeburg County provided that the coupons 
may be signed only by the Chairman of the Board. The delivery of 
the bonds shall be valid notwithstanding any change in officials oc- 
curring after the execution of the bonds. The bonds shali be sold 
for not less than par and accrued interest. They shall be sold upon 
sealed proposals after publication of notice of such sale one or 
more times at least fifteen (15) days before such sale in one or more 
newspapers of general circulation in Orangeburg County. The award 
shall be made to thehighest bidder but the Board of Trustees shall 
have the right to reject all bids and re-advertise the bonds for sale. 

§ 3. Payment.—The full faith, credit and taxing power of the 
said School District No. 26 are hereby irrevocably pledged for the 
punctual payment of the principal and interest of said bonds as 
such principal and interest become due. The County Auditor of 
Orangeburg County is hereby authorized and directed to levy and the 
Treasurer to collect annually a tax upon all of the property in the said 
School District No. 26, sufficient to meet the payment of principal 
and interest as they mature. The Treasurer of Orangeburg County 
is directed to apply the proceeds of the tax to the payment of the 
principal and interest of the bonds. 

§ 4. Exempt from taxes.—All bonds issued under the provisions 
of this Act shall be exempt from all State, County or municipal taxes 
and assessments.

AN ACT to Authorize and Empower, School District No. 6, of 
Orangeburg County to Issue Bonds for the Purpose of Con- 
‘structing and Equipping a School Building in Said School 
District and to Provide for the Payment of the Said Bonds. 
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Section 1. School district No. 6 issue bonds, Orangeburg 
County.—Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of 
‘South Carolina: That the Board of School Trustees of District No. 
6 in Orangeburg County is hereby authorized and empowered to is- 
sue and sell not exceeding Ten Thousand ($10,000.00) Dollars, par 
value, of serial coupon bonds of the said District, bearing a rate of 
interest not in excess of five (5%) per cent per annum. The last in- 
stallment of principal shall mature in not exceeding ten years from 
the date of issue. The bonds shall be signed by the Chairman of the 
Board of School Trustees and the Treasurer of Orangeburg County, 
except that the facsimile signatures of these officers lithographed on 
the coupons shall be deemed to be a sufficient signing, if they elect to 
sign the coupons in this manner. The bonds may be sold after such 
proper advertisement as the Board may determine. Any detail ordi- 
narily incident to the issue and sale of such bonds, with reference to 
which there is no specific direction herein, is left to the said Board of 
School Trustees. 


§ 2. Deposit, disbursement and use of proceeds.—The proceeds 
of the sale of the bonds authorized in this Act shall be paid to the 
Treasurer of Orangeburg County who is authorized to receive the 
same from the purchasers of the bonds and whe shall keep the same 
in a separate fund, and from which payment shall be made as other 
payments from ordinary school funds of the said district; and the 
Board of School Trustees is authorized to draw upon the same for 
the payment therefrom of the costs and expenses of constructing, 
furnishing and equipping a school building for school purposes in the 
said school district at Eutawville and for other necessary expenses in 
connection therewith including any necessary expenses incident to 
the isstte and sale of the said bonds. 


§ 3. Payment.—The full faith, credit and taxing power of the 
said District are irrevocably pledged to secure the payment of the 
said bonds and interest as they respectively mature and the County 
Auditor of Orangeburg County is authorized and directed to levy, 
and the Treasurer to collect, annually, a tax on all of the taxable 
property in the said school district No. 6, sufficient to retire the in- 
terest and principal sum maturing each year, and the Treasurer is 
authorized and directed to apply the proceeds of the said annual levies 
to that purpose. In the event that there should remain in the hands 
of the Treasurer after all of the said bonds and the interest thereon

AN ACT to Authorize and Empower the Trustees of Union School 
District No. 46 of the County of Orangeburg, to Borrow Not 
Exceeding the Sum of $8,500.00 to Provide a Gymnasium and 
Additional Class Rooms for the Use of Said School District 
and to Provide for a Tax Levy to Repay the Same. 


Section 1. Union school district No. 46 borrow, Orangeburg 
County.—Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of 
South Carolina: That the Board of Trustees of Union School Dis- 
trict No. 46 of the County of Orangeburg be, and it is hereby, au- 
thorized and empowered to borrow up to the sum of Eight Thousand 
and Five Hundred ($8,500.00) Dollars upon pledge of the good faith 
and credit of said School District and of its good name for the pay- 
ment thereof, and such sum may be borrowed from any bank or 
banks, individuals or institution upon the best interest rate and terms 
obtainable after such advertisement thereof as the Board of Trustees 
shall consider proper, but not to exceed at any time the rate of five 
(5%) per centum per annum, That a note or notes may be issued and 
delivered for the payment of the sum borrowed and such note or 
notes shall be signed by the Trustees of said School District, or a ma- 
jority of them, and also countersigned by the Treasurer of Orange- 
burg County. That the interest on the amount borrowed shall be paid 
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annually from the proceeds of the tax levy herein provided, and the 
said note or notes may be issued for a term of years not exceeding 
fifteen years and, if made for a shorter term of years, may be re- 
newed from time to time as may be necessary or desirable; and the 
said note or notes shall be so executed and delivered that the total 
amount of this indebtedness may be paid within fifteen years from 
the date of the approval of this Act. 


§ 2. Deposit, disbursement and use of proceeds.—That the pro- 
ceeds of the loan authorized in this Act shall be paid over to the 
Treasurer of Orangeburg County, who shall keep such amount in 
a separate fund, and from which payments shall be made as are other 
payments from the ordinary funds of said school District; and the 
Board of Trustees is hereby authorized to draw upon the same for 
the payment therefrom for providing, furnishing and equipping a 
gymnasium to be used in connection with the school or schools in 
said School District, and for additional class rooms to be erected or 
provided, and for other necessary expenses in connection therewith. 


§ 3. Payment.—That the County Auditor of Orangeburg County. 
be, and he is hereby, authorized and directed to levy a sufficient tax 
annually on all property in said School District No. 46 additional to 
the present levy in said School District for a period of five years for 
the payment of the interest on said indebtedness and the retirement 
of any amount of the principal thereof as may be realized from said 
levy in excess of the amount of the interest requirements, and there- 
after he shall make such levy as shall be sufficient to pay for annual 
interest and retire the entire indebtedness within ten additional years, 
so that the entire indebtedness shall be retired within fifteen years 
from the date of the approval of this Act; and the Treasurer of 
Orangeburg County shall collect said taxes and from the proceeds pay 
the interest on the said indebtedness as it may accrue for the first five 
years from the date of the said note or notes and any balance shall be 
applied to the principal of said indebtedness; and thereafter the col- 
lections shall be used to pay the annual interest and the principal of 
said indebtedness from year to year as may be necessary or available. 
Any surplus that may be collected from the tax levy hereby author- 
ized after the payment of all of the indebtedness provided for under 
this Act shall be transferred to the ordinary school fund of said 
School District.

AN ACT to Create the Orangeburg-Aiken Hydro-Electric Com- 
mission to Investigate the Advisability of Establishing a Hy- 
dro-Electric Plant on the Edisto River, and to Authorize the 
Construction of the Same on 2 Self-Liquidating Basis. 


Section 1. Orangeburg-Aiken hydro-electric commission, Aiken 
and Orangeburg Counties—appointment—term—vacancy — ex- 
. ecutive officer—Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State 
of South Carolina: There is hereby created and established a Com- 
mission to be known as the Orangeburg-Aiken Hydro-Electric Com- 
mission, which shall be composed of four (4) persons, who shall be 
appointed by the Governor, two (2) upon the recommendation of 
the Senator and a majority of the Representatives from Orangeburg 
County and two upon the recommendation of the Senator and a ma- 
jority of the representatives from Aiken County. Upon the passage 
of this Act the Commission shall meet at such time and place as may 
be designated by the combined members of the Legislative Delega- 
tion of the afore-mentioned counties and shall organized by electing 
one of its members as Chairman, or by the election of such other 
persons as Executive Officer as it may determine upon and shall 
hold such regular meetings at such times and places as the Commis- 
sion may prescribe. The Executive Officer, above provided for, shall 
have a vote on all matters before the Commission. The members 
of the Commission shall be as follows: Two (2) for two (2) years, 
and two (2) for four (4) years, to be determined by lot among 
themselves after their appointment. Their successors shall be ap- 
pointed in the manner provided for the original appointments here- 
in and likewise, in the case of any vacancy, his successor shall be ap- 
pointed as provided for the original appointments. 

§ 2. Establish hydro-electric plant on Edisto river or either of 
its branches—issuance of obligations—not acquire debts against 
counties.—It is hereby declared generally, that the creation of the 
Commission, with its duties and powers as fixed herein, is to es- 
tablish a Hydro-Electric Plant on the Edisto River or either of its 
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branches, for the purpose of utilizing the water power of that stream, 
in the development of this section of South Carolina and for the 
purpose of affording the people of the named counties and those re- 
siding in counties contiguous to them greater and cheaper electric 
power and facilities. 


It is believed that there are great mutual advantages offered in 
the development of this water power and that the operation of a plant 
on this stream will be self-sustaining. No obligations shall be issued 
under the authority herein conferred until the Commission shall, 
after thorough, investigation, conclude and determine that the’ rev- 
enue to be derived from the obligations of the plant will be sufficient 
to pay the principal and interest on all such obligations issued under 
the authority herein conferred upon it, within a reasonable length 
of time, not exceeding forty (40) years from the date of issuance - 
and the Commission shall have made contracts with responsible pur- 
chasers for the sale of the electricity which will be produced or a 
sufficient amount thereof to liquidate any indebtedness created. It is 
further declared that the said Commission shall not have the power 
to create any debt against any one or more of the counties above 
named, and it is expressly declared that the Commission has no 
power to pledge the full faith, credit and taxing power of either 
county for the payment-of any of the debts or obligations for which 
only the revenue to be derived from the sale of power generated and 
the property owned by the Commission shall be security. 


§ 3. When commission construct plant.—The said Commission 
is authorized and empowered to construct a Hydro-Electric Plant 
on the said Edisto River if it can finance the same by the sale of 
bonds secured by the property owned by the said Commission and 
the sale of power to be generated by its plant. The Commission shall 
have power and authority to elect such officers, employ such persons 
and make such contracts as may, in its judgment, be necessary in 
carrying out the provisions of this Act. 


§ 4. Stations and transmission lines——The Commission may 
erect stations and transmission lines within keeping of the amount 
of electric current that the Hydro-Electric Plant may be reason- 
ably expected to produce at the smallest cost and shall let all con- 
tracts for that purpose after advertising for and obtaining com- 
petitive bids therefor, if the same can be financed on a self-liquidating 
basis as provided in Section 2. 
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§ 5. Appropriations for preliminary expenses.—The following 
sums from the Treasury of the aforementioned counties, if so much 
be necessary, are hereby appropriated for the purpose of making 
preliminary surveys, obtaining options and preparing to proceed 
with the work, including the payment of any necessary Counsel fees, 
the costs and expenses of applying for any grant from the Federal 
Government or any agency thereof, viz. From the Treasury of 
Aiken County One Thousand ($1,000.00) Dollars; and from the 
Treasury of Orangeburg County One Thousand ($1,000.00) Dol- 
lars. 


§ 6. Powers of commission——The Orangeburg-Aiken County 
_ Hydro-Electric Commission shall have authority to acquire, pur- 
chase, hold, use, lease, mortgage, sell, transfer and dispose of any 
property, real, personal or mixed, or interest therein; to build, con- 
struct, maintain and operate canals, dams, locks, acueducts, reser- 
voirs, draw-spans, ditches, drains and roads, and to lay and con- 
struct any tunnels, penstocks, culverts, flumes, conduits, mains and 
other piples necessary or useful in connection therewith; to build, 
acquire, construct and maintain power houses and any and all struc- 
tures, ways and means, necessary, useful or customarily used and 
employed in the manufacture, generation and distribution of water 
power, stream electric power, hydro-electric power and any and all 
kinds of power, including power transmission lines, poles, telephone 
lines, substations, transformers,and generally all things used of use- 
ful in the manufacture, distribution purchase and sale of power 
generated by water, steam or otherwise; to manufacture, produce, 
generate, transmit, distribute and sell water power, steam electric 
power, hydro-electric power or mechanical power within and without 
the State of South Carolina; to make by-laws for the management 
and regulation of its affairs; to appoint officers, agents, employees 
and servants, to prescribe their duties, and to fix their compensation ; 
to fix, alter, charge and collect tolls and other charges for the use 
of their facilities of, or for the services rendered by, or for any 
commodities furnished by the Orangeburg-Aiken County Hydro- 
Electric Commission to be determined by it, such rates to be at least 
sufficient to provide for payment of all expenses of the Orangeburg- 
Aiken County Hydro-Electric Commission, the conservation, main- 
tenance and operation of its facilities and properties, the payment 
of principal and interest on its notes, bonds and other evidences of 
indebtedness or obligations and to fulfill the terms and provisions of 
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any agreements made with the purchasers or holders of any such 
notes, bonds or other evidences of indebtedness or obligations and to 
do all acts and things necessary or convenient to carry out the powers 
granted to it by this Act or any other Acts. 


§ 7. Properties acquire—further powers.——The Orangeburg- 
Aiken County Hydro-Electric Commission shall have the right to ac- 
quire by purchase, gift, condemnation or-in any other manner, any 
lands, waters, water rights, riparian rights, flowage rights, easements, 
licenses, franchises, engineering date, construction plans of estimates 
prepared for the deveolpment of the project or any other real or 
personal property necessary or useful in carrying out any of its pur- 
poses or exercising any of its powers. The Orangeburg-Aiken County 
Hydro-Electric Commission shall have the right, power and privilege 
to condemn and take by eminent domain any or all of the rights and 
property which under the terms of this Act it is empowered to ac- 
quire. Any such condemnation proceedings shall be instituted and 
prosecuted in the manner provided for an authorized in Article 9 
of Chapter 160 of the Code of Laws of South Carolina, 1932, pro- 
viding for securing to railroads a right-of-way in this State. Without 
limiting the generality of the foregoing, the Orangeburg-Aiken 
County Hydro-Electric Commission shall also have all the rights, 
powers and privileges conferred upon telegraph and telephone com- 
panies under Sections 8531 and 8540, inclusive, of Chapter 163 of 
the Code of Laws of South Carolina, 1932, and also the rights, 
powers and privileges conferred upon water power and reservoir 
companies under Section 6026 of Chapter 129 of the Code of Laws 
of South Carolina, 1932. 


§ 8. Borrow—issue bonds.—The Orangeburg-Aiken County Hy- 
dro-Electric Commission is hereby authorized empowered to borrow 
from or through the Federal Emergency Administration of Public 
Works, or any other agency of the United States Government, or 
. from the Sinking Fund Commission, or any bank or institution 
or lending agency not exceeding One Million ($1,000,000.00) Dol- 
lars, to be evidenced by serial coupon bonds, bearing interest not ex- 
ceeding four (4%) per cent per annum, payable semi-annually or 
otherwise, the principal and interest on said bonds to be payable 
upon such terms and conditions and mature at such time as the said 
Commission may determine. 


§ 9. Bonds—issuance—denominations—execution—pledge pay. 
. That the said bonds shall be issued at such time or times and ma- 
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ture at such time, and shall be issued in such denominations as may 
be determined by the Orangeburg-Aiken County Hydro-Electric Com- 
mission. The bonds shall be signed by members of the said Commis- 
sion or a majority thereof and countersigned by the Executive Of- 
ficers of the said Commission. The principal and interest of the 
bonds may be payable within or without the State of South Caro- 
lina. The bonds shall be payable to bearer, and the bonds shall be 
delivered upon a basis of not less than par and accrued interest. For 
the repayment of such bonds and the interest thereon, all property 
of said Commission may be pledged and the income from the opera- 
tion of said plant may be pledged by said Commission. 


§ 10. Invalidity—If any term or provision of this Act shall be 
. declared unconstitutional or invalid in whole or in part by a court 
of competent jurisdiction then to the extent that it is not uncon- 
stitutional or invalid such term or provision shall be enforced and ef- 
fectuated, nor shall determination be deemed to invalidate the re- 
maining terms or provisions hereof. 

§ 11. Commission—meetings—quorum—majority rule—pay.— 
The Chairman shall call the first meeting of the Commission and 
thereafter it shall meet not less than once a month on regular dates 
fixed by it. A majority of the Commission shall constitute a quorum 
to decide all matters and have general supervision of all affairs 
within its authority, prescribe all rules and regulations to be observed 
by the Executive Officer and employees, to approve or disapprove 
all transactions of the Executive Officer in regular or special sessions, 
as the case may necessitate, adopt its own rules or procedure for 
’ the government of its deliberations not otherwise provided by law. 
Members of said Commission shall receive per diem of Five ($5.00) 
Dollars, and necessary mileage for attending meetings, at the rate 
allowed other State officials as fixed in the Annual Appropriation 
Act; but no member shall be paid for more than two (2) meetings 
in any month. 


§ 12. Employees—The Commission is authorized to appoint such 
clerical help, electrical assistants, technicians, engineers, inspectors 
and other employees and personnel necessary to carry into effect the 
provisions of this Act: Provided, such employees shall be residents 
of the State of South Carolina. The Commission shall fix their com- 
pensation, unless fixed by the General Assembly but in no event shall 
said Commission expend any sums for purposes not authorized by 
law. The Commission may require such officers and employees to 
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furnish bonds, and the election of such employee shall be entirely 
upon the qualifications and merit of the individual so employed. 

§ 18. Issue bonds pay for sites and erection and operation of 
plant.—The Commission is vested with authority, upon its taking an 
option on property for suitable locations on which to erect the 
power plant as herein provided, to issue coupon bonds for the pur- 
pose of securing funds for the payment of such sites and the erec- 
tion and operation of such plant payable within forty (40) years, 
bearing a rate of interest not to exceed four (4%) per cent with the 
privilege of redemption at such time as there may be cash available 
to retire the same. The Commission shall at no time dispose of said 
bonds for less than the face value. 

§ 14. Liability of Aiken and Orangeburg Counties.—It is ex- 
pressly provided that nothing contained in Sections 6, 7, 8, 9, 12 
and 13 or any other part of this Act, authorizes the Commission 
to create any obligation against either Orangeburg or Aiken Coun- 
ties, and that the full faith, credit and taxing power of the said 
Counties are not pledged for the payment of any expenses incurred 
obligations issued, or bonds sold, the only source of revenue or se- 
curity for the payment of the same being the property acquired and 
the revenue derived from property owned by the said Commission. 

§ 15. Property free of debts and profits go to Aiken and 
Orangeburg Counties.—The ownership of any property, or equity 
therein, after the payment of obligations for which the same may be 
security, if any, and any profit from the operation of any plant con- 
structed hereunder, after payment of operating expenses and in- 
terest and principal payments due on any obligations issued by the 
Commission, shall belong to Orangeburg and Aiken Counties in 
equal proportion, and be subject to such disposition as may be by 
law provided. 

§ 16. All Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent with the provisions 
of this Act are hereby repealed. 

§ 17. This Act shall take effect upon its see by the Gov- 
ernor.

§ 2. Payment.—That in order to provide for the payment of the 
said loan and interest thereon there is hereby levied an annual tax 
upon all of the taxable property of the said Pleasant Grove School 
District No. 49 sufficient to retire the loan plus interest within a 
period of five years. The entire proceeds of this tax levy shall be paid 
over annually to the Commissioners of the Sinking Fund of the 
State of South Carolina by the County Treasurer to be applied on 
the principal and interest of the note given to secure the loan until 
the said loan with interest is paid in full, at which time the tax shall 
no longer be levied. It shall be the duty of the Auditor of Pickens 
County to levy the said tax and the duty of the County Treasurer of 
said County to collect the tax so levied as other taxes are now col- 
lected by law. , 

§ 3. All Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent with the provisions of 
this Act are hereby repealed.

AN ACT to Provide for a Levy of Taxes for Richland County 
for School and County Purposes for the Year 1938 and to 
Direct the Expenditures Thereof. ' 


Section 1. Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State 
of South Carolina: That there is hereby levied a tax of five and one- 
half (5-14) mills, if so much be necessary, on all taxable property in 
Richland County for ordinary county purposes, which together with 
all further sums available for ordinary purposes, shall be used for 
the payment of the items hereinafter set forth; Provided, That all 
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salaries herein appropriated shall be paid in equal monthly install- 
ments, and the total of such items other than salaries shall be ex- 
pended if such be necessary; Provided, However, That implements 
and supplies of whatever kind to be purchased under the terms of 
this Act shall be purchased only upon competitive bids each month 
after advertisement for at least one week previous to the letting of 
such contract in at least two issues of a newspaper published in Co- 
lumbia, which advertisement shall set forth the articles and the ap- 
proximate amount and number thereof to be purchased, and the said 
contract of purchase shall be awarded to the lowest responsible bidder 
for the period of one month; Provided, That in case proper competi- 
tive bids, after due advertisement, are received by the Supervisor of 
Richland County and goods are not purchased from the lowest bidder 
at said competitive bids, the Supervisor shall be liable for malfeasance 
in office and subject to the penalties now provided by law; Provided, 
Further, That in case of emergericy the supervisor may purchase 
without competitive bids where the cost thereof does not exceed two 
hundred ($200.00) dollars. Provided, Further, That no bill, account 
or claim against the County shall be paid unless contracted for by 
such competition or purchased by the Supervisor in the above men- 
tioned cases of emergency and unless the claim be filed for audit with- 
in thirty days from the furnishing of. the supplies, or in all cases 
within thirty days from the time a cause of action arises.

Provided, That the Trustees of 
School District No. 1 and the 
Richland County Board of Ed- 
ucation are authorized and di- 
rected to furnish textbooks free 
to all students in the first seven 
grades, in the schools of Co- 
lumbia School District No.1 
and the County Schools. 


There is hereby levied on all taxable property in Richland County 
a tax of one (1) mill for past indebtedness and capital expenditures 
for schools, the proceeds from which shall be used for the purpose 
of retiring the principal of the present indebtedness of School Dis- 
trict No. 1, Richland County, and indebtedness of all other school 
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districts in Richland County and capital expenditures thereof. The 
foregoing 1 mill “past indebtedness and capital expenditure” levy 
shall be divided in the proportion of sixty-five (65) per cent to 
School District No.1 and the remaining thirty-five (35) per cent to 
the County Board of Education fund to be used by the said County 
Board for the purposes indicated. There is also levied upon all ‘tax- 
able property in Richland County a tax of one (1) mill, of which 
one-half mill is to be used by the County Board of Education in its 
discretion for the benefit of weak schools and the remaining one-half 
mill to be used by the County Board of Education for the purpose 
of paying tuition of pupils living outside of high school districts and 
attending said accredited high schools; and the remaining portion of 
said one-half mill, if any, is to be used by the County Board of Ed- 
ucation to pay such other items as may become necessary for pay- 
ment by the County Board of Education, such as interest on note of 
past indebtedness, etc. 


There is hereby levied on all taxable property in School District

§ 2. There is hereby created a Teachers’ Retirement Board for 
School District No.1 of Richland County consisting of the members 
of the Board of Trustees of School District No. 1, of Richland Coun- 
ty, four (#) representatives of the Teachers’ Council of Columbia 
to be selected by the Executive Committee of the Teachers’ Council 
to serve for such terms as the Executive Committee may designate, 
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and one principal to be selected by the administrative staff of School 
District No.1. The said Teachers’ Retirement Board is hereby au- 
thorized and directed to create a Teachers’ Retirement Fund out of 
so much of the levy for school purposes of School District No.1 as 
may be necessary for the setting up and establishing of said fund to 
be designated as the Public School Teachers’ Retirement Fund of 
said School District No.1, and the said fund shall be used for the 
purpose of retiring public school teachers of School District No. 1 
in accordance with such rules and regulations as may be promul- 
gated by the said Board. The Teachers’ Retirement Board is charged 
with administering the said Teachers’ Retirement Fund and shall 
make an annual report to the Richland County Legislative Delega- 
tion of their acting and doings for such yearly period. 

§ 3. All of the County Officers of Richland County may close 
their offices on Saturday of each week at 1 o’clock P.M. except in 
emergency; Provided, That all County Offices shall be open at 9 
A. M. and close at 5:30 P. M.: Provided Further, That during the 
months of June, July and August, the offices shall be required to re- 
main open only from 8:30 A. M. to 5 P. M. and on Saturdays from 
8:30 A? M. to 12:30 P. M. 

The Board of Trustees of School District No.1 shall file a copy 
of the annual audit of this School District in the office of the Clerk 
of Court within ten days after the preparation thereof, for the ben- 
efit of the public, as other public documents are filed in this office. 
All charitable and other organizations which receive any part of their 
income from Richland County are hereby required to have an annual 
audit made at the end of their fiscal year and to file a copy thereof 
with the Richland Delegation within ten (10) days after the prepa- 
ration thereof. Upon failure to file such as herein provided for, the 
_ Treasurer of Richland County is hereby directed to withhold fur- 
ther payments to said organizations until such audit is filed. 

All appropriations herein made are subject to the right and au- 
thority of the Senator and at least one-half of the members of the 
House Delegation from Richland County to alter, increase or deduct 
therefrom at any time without notice when in their judgment such 
alterations, increase or deduction is necessary for the best interest of 
the County, and/or to conform with the revenue expected during the 
life of this Act. 

§ 4. All revenue accruing to Richland County from ¢eimburse- 
ments or otherwise, in excess of the amount necessary to pay ap- 
propriations herein made, shall be allocated to the General Fund. 
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The Treasurer of Richland County is authorized to extend credit 
for recording Federal Agricultural Papers. 

§ 5. All Acts or partsoof Acts inconsistent herewith are hereby 
repealed.

AN ACT to Amend an Act Entitled ‘‘An Act to Authorize the 
Board of Trustees of School District No. 4, Richland County, 
to Order and Hold an Election for the Purpose of Issuing 
Bonds for School Purposes’’, Approved the 15th Day of May, 
1937, by Defining the Corporate Name of Said School Dis- 
trict and Further to Define the Authority and Powers There- 
in Granted and to Validate an Election Held Thereunder. 
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Section 1. Act 599, 1937 Acts, amended—Olympia school dis- 
trict No. 4 issue bonds acquire property, erect, enlarge, and equip 
buildings if election therefor favorable, Richland County.—Be it 
enacted by the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: 
That an Act entitled “An Act to Authorize the Board of Trustees of 
School District No. 4, Richland County, to Order and Hold an Elec- 
tion for the purpose of issuing Coupon Bonds For School Purposes”, 
approved the 15th day of May, 1937, be and the same is hereby 
amended by striking out the words “for School District No. 4, Rich- 
land County, South Carolina” where the same appear in Section 1 
thereof and inserting in lieu thereof the words “of Olympia School 
District No. 4, of Richland County, the State of South Carolina” 
and by prefixing the word “said” wherever the words “School Dis- 
trict No. 4” and/or “School District” thereafter appear in Sections 
2, 3, 5 and 7, so that said Sections, when so amended, shall read as 
follows: 


“Section 1: That the Board of Trustees of Olympia School Dis- 
trict No. 4, of Richland County, the State of South Carolina, be, 
and it is hereby, authorized and empowered to issue and sell cou- 
pon bonds of said School District in the sum of not exceeding Fifty 
Thousand ($50,000.00) Dollars, or so much thereof as may be le- 
gally issued or as it may deem necessary, for the purpose of acquir- 
ing additional property, erecting or enlarging building, or buildings, 
and purchasing equipment for public schools in said School District, 
or for paying any indebtedness icurred for said purposes: Provided, 
That a majority of the voters of said School District, voting thereon 
at an election to be held as hereinafter provided, shall vote in favor 
of issuing said school bonds. 


“Section 2. That for the purpose of determining whether or not 
school bonds shall be issued as provided in Section 1, the said Board 
of Trustees of said School District No. 4, shall order an election to 
be held at such place or places, and at such time, in the said School 
District as may be designated by the said Board of Trustees. In said 
election only voters residing in the said School District and who 
produce their registration certificates and who offer proof of the 
payment of any Poll tax due and payable shall be allowed to vote; 
and said Board of Trustees shall give notice of such election, which 
said notice shall appear at least twice before such election, in a news- 
paper published in said County and generally circulated in said Dis- 
trict.

The Board of Trustees of said School District No. 4 
shall have printed and provided for the use of the voters a sufficient 
number of ballots, which shall be placed at the voting place, or places, 
on which ballot shall be printed the words “For the Issue of School 
Bonds”, and the words “Against the Issue of School Bonds”, and 
the voter voting for the issue of bonds shall strike out words “Against 
the Issue of School Bonds”, and the voter voting against the issue 
of bonds shall strike out the words “For the Issue of School Bonds.” 

“Section 5. That said bonds shall be signed by the Chairman of 
the Board of Trustees, in said School District No. 4, and counter- 
signed by the Secretary: Provided, That the signature of said of- 
ficers may be lithographed or engraved upon the coupons attached 
to said bonds and such lithographed or engraved signatures shall be 
a sufficient signing thereof. 

“Section 7: That it shall be the duty of the County Officers of 
Richland County, charged with the assessment and collection of 
taxes, by the direction of the Board of Trustees of said School Dis- 
trict No. 4 to levy and collect such a tax upon all taxable property 
within said School District No. 4 as will raise a sum sufficient to pay 
the interest and principal on said bonds as the same shall become 
due.” 

§ 2. Same—title amended—tThat the title of said Act be and 
the same is hereby amended by striking out the words “School Dis- 
trict No. 4, Richland County” and inserting in lieu thereof the words

AN ACT to Authorize and Empower the Trustees of Kingsville 
School District No. 9 and Eastover School District No. 10 
and the County Treasurer of Richland County to Borrow a 
Sum of Money Not Exceeding Three Thousand ($3,000.00) 
Dollars and to Provide a Tax Levy for the Payment Thereof. 


Section 1. Kingville school district No. 9 and Eastover school 
district No. 10 borrow, Richland County.—Be it enacted by the 
General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: That the Trus- 
tees of Kingville School District No. 9 and of Eastover School Dis- 
trict No. 10, Richland County, and the County Treasurer of Rich- 
land County, are hereby authorized and empowered to borrow from 
the South Carolina Sinking Fund Commission or from other sources 
the sum of Three Thousand ($3,000.00) Dollars for the said dis- 
tricts. The amount so borrowed shall be evidenced by note or notes

Section 1. Richland County borrow improve certain roads.— 
Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of South Caro- 
lina: That the County Board of Commissioners of the County of 
Richland be, and that they are hereby authorized, empowered and 
directed to borrow, not exceeding the sum of Three Hundred Sixty 
Thousand Dollars ($360,000.00), as and when needed, for the pur- 
pose of surface treating the following roads in Richland County: 
Completing the Lakeview-Dents and Shop Roads; Horrell Hill to 
Gadsden, 9.2 miles; from U. S. Highway No. 76 toward Irmo and 
Irmo to U. S. Highway No. 76 (two sections), 2.2. miles; Eastover 
to U. S. Highway No. 76, 4.5 miles; Airport Road, 2.0 miles; Holly | 
Grove Section of the old Winnsboro Road, 2.0 miles ;"from Consol- 
idated School on U. S. Highway No. 76 to Hopkins, approximately 
3.0 miles ; Provided,That if funds are available after the other roads 
designated in this Act shall have been completed, the surface treat- 
ment of this road shall be completed to the Bluff Road; from the 
Asylum Road at Fairwold to U. S. Highway No. 1, approximately 
one mile; from Wilson’s Store at the twelve mile post on the Old 
Winnsboro Road to Blythewood, approximately five miles; from 
Highway No. 215 to entrance to Ridgewood Club, 0.2 miles; from 
U. S. Highway No. 76 through the Lowman Home property, not 
more than 0.5 miles. There shall also be constructed a steel bridge to 
replace the one known as the John Derrick bridge on the Kinley Road 
in the Dutch Fork. Provided, That the Belt Line Road shall be ex- 
tended from U. S. Highway No. 1 to Main Street. Provided, Further, 
That in the event the Old Winnsboro Road is commenced by the 
State Highway Department the funds shall be diverted from this 
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toad to Hinnant’s Store road and used for surface treating the 
Hinnant’s Store road from Hinnant’s Store to the’ Fairfield County 
line. Provided, Further, That if funds are available after the comple- 
tion of the projects hereinbefore mentioned, the Blythewood-Twenty 
Creek road leading from Blythewood to Langford’s Cross Road, ap- 
proximately 3.5 miles, shall be surface treated and thereafter, if 
funds are still available, such road or roads within the county shall 
be treated or improved as designated by a resolution of the County 
Board of Commissioners. . Provided, That the Supervisor and County 
Board of Commissioners of Richland County are hereby authorized 
and directed to prosecute through the PWA, WPA or other Federal 
or State agencies, such of the projects designated herein as said 
agencies may be able to handle. Provided, Further, That the respec- 
tive projects are to be pursued contingent upon interested parties

§ 3. Issue notes—interest—execution.—The sums borrowed un- 
der the provisions of this Act shall be evidenced by coupon notes of 
Richland County in such form and with such maturities as the Super- 
visor and the County Board of Commissioners may determine,and 
shall bear interest at a rate not exceeding three (3%) per cent per 
annum. The said notes shall be signed by the Chairman of the County 
Board of Commissioners and countersigned by the Treasurer of 
Richland County. 

§ 4. Maturities of notes—Provided, That the notes issued in 
pursuance of this Act shall mature in twelve (12) succeeding equal 
annual installments; the first installment shall mature in the year 
1939. 

§ 5. Payment.—Sufficient gasoline taxes and/or unpledged re- 
imbursement funds accruing to Richland County from the State 
Highway Department are hereby pledged to secure the payment of 
the principal and interest of said notes as they respectively mature ; 
and, in the event, that the said special revenues prove inadequate to 
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meet the payments due on the said notes as they mature, property 
levies on taxable property in Richland County are hereby authorized 
for that purpose, and the Auditor of Richland County is directed and 
required to levy and the Treasurer of the County to collect for such 
years as may be necessary a tax upon all the taxable property in the 
County to pay the interest and principal of the said notes as they re- 
spectively become due. When, however, such property levies are not 
needed on account of the sufficiency of the special revenues herein 
pledged, the same shall be suspended.

§ 2. The fee that may be charged by the Clerk of Court for Sa- 
luda County for the recording,filing,indexing and/or registering any 
mortgage or other instrument conveying an interest in, or creating 
a lien on the crops growing or to be grown and/or personal property 
and made to any corporation under the Act of Congress known as 
the Farm Credit Act of 1933, if and/or as amended a Regional 
Agricultural Credit Corporation, a Federal Intermediate Credit 
Bank, or any other corporation which rediscounts notes or other 
obligations with or procures loans from a Federal Intermediate 
Credit Bank, the Reconstruction Finance Corporation or the Gov- 
ernment of the United States or any department, agency, in- 
strumentality or officer thereof, shall be seventy-five (75¢) cents; 
and a copy or duplicate of such instrument shall be furnished to the 
recording officer; Provided, That Saluda County is specifically ex- 
cepted from the provisions of Section 3637, Code of Laws of South 
Carolina,1932. . . 

§ 3. That all able bodied male persons between the age of 21 and 
55 years,inclusive, in the County of Saluda are required to render 
annually two (2) days work or labor upon the public roads of Sa- 
luda County. That,for the purpose of supervising and directing such 
labor the Board of County Commissioners shall designate and ap- 
point overseers throughout the County and indicate the stretches of 
road to be worked by each overseer. Roads shall be alloted so that 
the total number of miles of road in the territory of any one overseer 
shall not exceed one-half (14) of One (1) school district, and the 
persons required to perform labor under the terms of this Act shall 
perform it upon the stretch of road nearest his residence and within 
the territory of the overseer residing in his road district. Road over- 
seers are authorized and empowered to direct and supervise such 
labor, to fix the hours and days of work and to notify the persons 
liable to such duty of the time and such place to report for work 
at least two days prior to the work day. Laborers are also required 
to furnish implements with which to work. Overseers are authorized 
to accept two horse team and wagon or plow in lieu of two days 
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labor. The performance of the duties devolved upon any road over- 
seer by him shall be accepted in lieu of the labor herein required 
of such overseer. 

The County Board of Commissioners with the assistance of the 
County Auditor are required on or before March 15th of each year 
to make up a list by road districts,school districts, or township dis- 
tricts as is most convenient and practical, of all persons liable to 
road duty and to furnish to the respective overseers appointed on 
or before March 15th of each year a list of the persons whose labor 
and work such overseer is to supervise and direct. 

Any person failing to perform the reasonable road duty herein 
required and not having paid the tax in lieu of such service as au- 
thorized is declared to be guilty of a misdemeanor and upon con- 
viction thereof shall be subject to a fine of not less than Ten ($10.00) 
Dollars nor more than Thirty ($30.00) Dollars, or imprisonment for 
a term of not less than ten days nor more than thirty days. It is 
hereby made the duty of the road overseer to report to the County 
Board of Commissioners the failure of any person liable to road 
duty to discharge the same and it is thereupon made the duty of 
the County Board of Commissioners to prosecute such persons. 

All persons who are liable to perform labor upon the public roads 
of Saluda County in lieu of performing or causing the same to be 
performed, may pay on or before June 1st,of any year, a commutation 
or road tax of Two ($2.00) Dollars per head, which shall be ex- 
pended by the Board of County Commissioners for the purpose of 
purchasing bridge materials to be used as nearly as practicable in 
the district from which it is paid, such sums to supplement any other 
sums applicable to such purposes. 

Any persons accepting appointment to the position of road over- 
seer and failing to properly discharge his duties is hereby de- 
clared to be guilty of a misdemeanor, and upon conviction shall be 
subject to a fine not exceeding One Hundred ($100.00) Dollars or 
imprisonment not exceeding thirty days. 

§ 4. That the County Officials of Saluda County are hereby di- 
rected to collect the fees as are allowed them by law as a part of 
their salaries. That the County Treasurer shall retain twenty-five 
(25¢) cents additional out of every tax execution fee collected. 

§ 5. That, in anticipation of the collection of the 1938 taxes, the 
County Board of Commissioners and Treasurer are hereby author- 
ized to borrow an amount sufficient to meet the expenses of the Coun- 
ty Government and to pledge the taxes for 1938 in payment thereof. 
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And the full faith,credit and taxing power of Saluda County are 
hereby pledged for the payment of such note or notes as are insured 
under the authority of this Section.Provided that no more than one- 
twelfth part of the total appropriation shall be spent in any one 
month. Provided,However, That the unspent amount of any previous 
month of the calendar year may be brought forward and added to 
the following month’s proportion. Provided,Further, That only the 
difference between the estimated gasoline tax ( which is to be spent 
only for items outlined in connection with road construction) and 
the total appropriation may be the amount to be borrowed. 

§ 6. That the above accounts shall be kept separate and distinct 
and expended only for the purpose for which appropriated, provided 
no bill or claim shall be approved or paid unless the same shall state 
fully what it is for,giving the kind and quantity of the thing or 
commodity which it represents in addition to the amount and time 
when furnished; that any note or contract made by any officer of 
the County or County Board in excess of the levy and appropria- 
tion herein shall be null and void in so far as the county is concerned. 
Provided,That the contingent fund herein provided for shall be paid 
out upon and only upon the written approval of the Saluda County 
Legislative Delegation. Provided.However, That any officer or em- 
ployee who disregards any of the provisions hereof, without the writ- 
ten consent of the Saluda Delegation in the General Assembly, as 
kept on file in the office of the County Treasurer, shall be guilty of 
malfeasance in office and subject to removal upon the complaint of 
the Saluda Legislative Delegation, in addition to the punishment now 
provided by law. 

§ 7. That all county officers,together with the County Game 
Warden,shall make a complete report of all fees, fines and monies re- 
ceived and disbursed by such officer to the County Treasurer and 
file copy with Clerk of Court of Saluda County for periods ending 
June 30th and December 31st, 1938, and that such reports shall be 
furnished not later than the 10th of the following month, without 
further notice, said reports shall be considered public information 
to be used for the best interests of the county. Failure to make such 
reports by January 10,1939, shall make such failing in this require- 
ment subject to removal from office by the Delegation in the General 
Assembly from Saluda County. 

§ 8 If any Section of this Act shall be found to be unconstitu- 
tional, it shall not be construed to effect the validity of any other 
section hereof. 
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§ 9. As soon as the total amount of property for taxation has 
been ascertained for the year 1938, the Auditor and Treasurer jointly 
are authorized to increase or decrease the levy hereinabove made to 
meet the appropriation herein provided for, taking into account all 
other funds on hand for the purposes, gas tax as estimated, other 
indirect revenues including Commutation Road Tax 

§ 10. That the Treasurer is hereby authorized and required to 
place the money coming from the whiskey,wine and beer tax in the 
calendar year 1938 in a separate fund to be known as “Saluda Coun- 
ty High School Tuition Fund”, and this fund may be used at the 
discretion of the County Superintendent of Education by and with 
the consent of the County Board of Education. 

§ 11. The Chairman of the Board of County Commissioners shall 
cause to be published a monthly statement of all warrants paid for 
that month, stating briefly what paid for: Provided, said publicity 
shall consist of posting on Bulletin Board at Court House and pub- 
lishing copy in “Saluda Standard” and $65.00 is hereby appropriated 
to pay for the publication of said report. 

§ 12. If.for any cause the office of Chairman of the Board of 
County Commissioners, or either of the two commissioners shall be- 
come vacant, the Governor shall, upon the recommendation of the 
Saluda Legislative Delegation appoint his successor. 

§13. That the County Board of Commissioners are hereby au- 
thorized and empowered to use the County Chain Gang, machinery 
or other road working organization in Saluda County to aid or sup- 
plement the work now being done or hereafter to be done by laborers 
employed by Reconstruction Finance Corporation funds, under such 
circumstances and conditions as the County Board may deem for 
the best interest of the County. 

§ 14. That the funds derived from interest on taxes collected * 
the County Tax Collector shall be applied to the current year’s ordi- 
nary county expenses. 

§ 15. That the County Board of Education is hereby authorized 
to set aside one (1) mill of the 1937 special school levy of the re- 
spective school districts of Saluda County to be used by them as a 
part of the County Board Fund. 

§ 16. That books of accounts shall be kept of the expenditures 
and receipts of the County Farm showing items in detail, which 
books shall be open to inspection by the public at any time. 

§ 17. That all forfeitures and fines collected by or paid in to mag- 
istrates, and collected by and paid in to the Clerk of the Court of 
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General Sessions, shall go’into and be added to the Contingent Fund 
above provided for. 

§ 18. That ail licenses and fees shall go into the ordinary County 
funds of Saluda County. 

§ 19. That all unexpended balances in any iten: not otherwise 
provided for, and balances in inactive accounts on Treasurer’s books, 
shall be transferred only to the Contingent Fund, and shall not be 
subject to be spent for any other purpose, except as may be provided 
for upon the approval of the Legislative Delegation of Saluda Coun- 


§ 20.No warrant or county check shall be made payable to any 
County Officer for any purpose except for the payment of his sal- 
ary, unless there is endorsed thereon the approval of the Saluda Coun- 
ty Delegation in the General Assembly, except to Treasurer in pay- 
ment of bonds, notes, coupons, interest and Court expenses. 

§ 21. All County notes shall remain with the Treasurer when 
paid, and shall not be transferred to any other office or officer.

AN ACT Creating the Sinking Fund Commission of Saluda 
County and Authorizing the Issuance of Not Exceeding 
Thirty Thousand ($30,000.00) Dollars in a Note or Notes for 
the Purpose of Paying Past Due Indebtedness of Said County 
and Validating Such Indebtedness and to Provide for the 
Payment of Notes Herein Authorized. 


Whereas, due to an unprecedented time of depression there re- 
mains uncollected taxes in the County of Saluda for the years 1935, 
1936 and 1937 in the sum of approximately One Hundred and Ten 
Thousand ($110,000.00) Dollars, and due to the non-payment of 
these taxes, the County of Saluda has been forced to allow some 
of its notes and claims to be in default and unpaid, the said past 
due notes and claims amount to approximately the sum of Thirty 
Thousand ($30,000.00) Dollars; and 
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Whereas, for the purpose-of supervising the collection of the past 
due taxes and the issuance of refunding notes to pay past due notes 
and claims owing by Saluda County, it is deemed wise to create 
a special sinking fund commission ; now, therefore, 

Section 1. Sinking fund commission of Saluda County.—Be it 
enacted by the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: 
That the Sinking Fund Commission of Saluda County be and the 
same is hereby created, the said Commission to consist of the Treas- 
urer of Saluda County, as Chairman of said Commission, the Auditor 
of Saluda County as Secretary of said Commission, and the Tax 
Collector of Saluda County as a member of said Commission. That 
the said Commission be and the same is hereby vested with the 
powers and authority hereinafter set forth. 

§ 2. Issue notes—use of proceeds.—The said Commission is 
hereby authorized and directed to issue a negotiable note or notes 
of the County of Saluda in an amount not exceeding the sum of 
Thirty Thousand ($30,000.00) Dollars, if so much thereof be nec- 
essary, for the purposes herein provided for; the proceeds from 
the sale of said note or notes shall be issued for the purpose of pay- 
ing past due and outstanding notes and claims of Saluda County with 
interest thereor, when presented to the said Sinking Fund Commis- . 
sion, that any claim paid by said Commission shall be first approved 
by the County Board of Commissioners for Saluda County. The past 
due notes authorized to be paid herein amount to approximately 
Twenty-eight Thousand ($28,000.00) Dollars and the past due claims 
amount to approximately Thirty-five Hundred ($3500.00) Dollars 
and said claims are made up of claims from the years 1935 and 
1936 which were issued under the Supply Bill for said years and 
have already been approved and are of record in the office of the 
County Board of Commissioners for Saluda County. That it is the 
intention and purpose of this Act that all of said notes and claims 
shall be paid out of the proceeds of the sale of the note or notes 
herein authorized and with the cash now in the hands of the Treas- 
urer of Saluda County applicable to the payment thereof. That all 
of the aforementioned notes and claims which are past due are 
hereby validated and affirmed. That when the past due notes and 
claims are paid and cancelled by the Sinking Fund Commission 
herein created, the said notes and claims shall be properly cancelled 
and filed in the office of the Treasurer of Saluda County. 

§ 3. Notes—issuance—interest—maturities —sale—That the 
note or notes authorized above shall be issued in the name of Saluda 
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County by the Sinking Fund Commission herein created and shall 
be paid at such times as the Commission shall determine and shall 
bear interest at such rate as said Commission shall determine and 
shall be in such form and shall be payable at such time or times and 
place or places as said Commission may déem advisable: Provided, 
That said note or notes shall mature not later than April 1, 1939, and 
shall bear interest at a rate not exceeding five (5%) per cent: Pro- 
vided, Further, 'That said note or notes shall be sold by said Sinking 
Fund Commission at public or private sale, with or without ad- 
vertising, for not less than par and accrued interest. 


§ 4. Payment of notes.—That the note or notes issued pursuant 
to this Act shall carry the pledge of and be payable from the past 
due and uncollected County taxes now due and owing the County of 
Saluda applicable to the payment of the. notes and claims now past 
due and outstanding which are to be retired from the proceeds of the 
sale of the note or notes herein authorized when and if the said 
taxes are collected, and in addition to the pledge of the past due 
and uncollected taxes, shall carry the full faith, credit and taxing 
power of Saluda County. If the Sinking Fund Commission has not 
on hand, at the beginning of any year, funds sufficient to pay the 
- amount of principal and interest on the note or notes theretofore 
issued pusuant to this Act and then outstanding, which will become 
due in such year, then the said County Treasurer and Auditor of 
Saluda County are hereby authorized and directed to levy and col- 
lect a sufficient tax on all taxable property in Saluda County suf- 
ficient to pay principal and interest as the same shall become due. 


§ 5. Pay certain taxes collected to commission—levy taxes.— 
That from and after the date of the sale of the note or notes herein 
authorized, any and all back County taxes of the years 1935, 1936 
and 1937 which are applicable to the payment of the past due notes 
and claims herein authorized to be paid as soon as collected by any 
of the tax collecting agencies of Saluda County, shall be immediately 
turned over to the Sinking Fund Commission herein created and 
shall be kept by them in a bank or banks chosen by them in a separate 
account for the sole and only purpose of paying the principal and 
interest of the note or notes herein authorized to be issued, and 
if it shall become necessary to levy a tax to take care of the prin- 
cipal or interest of the note or notes herein authorized, then, in that 
event, upon the collection of the proceeds of the levy so made, the 
said money shall be immediately turned over to the said Sinking 
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Fund Commission and handled in the same manner as herein pro- 
vided for back taxes. ; 

§ 6. Notes—deposit and disbursement of proceeds—execution. 
—~That the proceeds derived from the sale of the note or notes here- 
in authorized shall be deposited with the Sinking Fund Commission 
herein created and paid out by them only for the purposes herein! 
set forth. That the note or notes herein authorized shall bear the 
seal of the County of Saluda and shall be signed by the County 
Treasurer and countersigned by the County Auditor. 

§ 7. All Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent with this Act are here- 
by repealed. 

§ 8. This Act shall take effect upon its approval by the Governor.

§ 2. The above accounts shall be kept separate and distinct and 
expended only for the purpose for which appropriated. In anticipa- 
tion of the collection of the taxes herein provided for, the County 
Board and Treasurer are authorized to borrow, on the credit of 
the County and pledge the 1938 taxes in payment thereof, such 
amounts not to exceed three hundred fifty thousand ($350,000.00) 
dollars. Any note or obligation given in an amount exceeding the 
total authorization shall be null and void. No account against the 
County shall be approved or paid except upon previously authorized 
expenditures of the County Board upon an itemized and sworn 
statement of the correctness of the amount, which shall be filed in 
the records of the office of the County Board. The appropriations 
made by this Act, other than those fixed by law, shall be expended 
only to the extent of so much as may be necessary under the direc- 
tion of an authorization of the County Board. 


The heads of all departments-of the County government and any 
and all persons who have authority to purchase goods, wares and/or 
services for the County or any division or department shall operate 
strictly within his budget; and any such person or persons who 
shall incur expenses beyond the amount appropriated for the respec- 
tive enterprises without the written consent of the Senator and a 
majority of the House Delegation shall be personally liable for such 
overdraft; and the County Board shall apply the salary of such 
obligor to the payment of such deficit until the entire obligation is 
paid; and the County Board shall give to each person who makes 
such purchases a certified copy of this provision. 


§ 3. The County Board shall be empowered to pay expenses of 
the City Magistrate not located at Court House at the rate of $15.00 
a month, effective December 1, 1937, to June 30, 1939. This includes 
fuel, water, lights, telephone, rent to the extent of not more than 
$15.00 a month. 


§ 4. All costs and fees now required by law to be paid for re- 
cording papers and documents in all cases except the office of Clerk 
of Court, or serving the same, shall be paid in advance tothe County 
Treasurer who shall endorse by stamp on all papers or documents 
the words “fees and costs paid” with the date thereof, and no paper 
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or document shall be served or recorded by any county officer charged 
therewith unless said endorsement appears thereon. 

§ 5. All trust funds held by any county officer shall be deposited 
in any bank or banks of said county at a rate of interest agreed upon 
between said officers and banks receiving such funds, the interest of 
which shall be collected by said officer semi-annually, and deposited 
with the County Treasurer, who shall credit the same to the general 
funds of said county and shall be paid out upon the warrant of the 
County Board as all other general funds are paid: Provided, that this 
section shall not apply to the office of the Probate Judge of said 
County. ° 

§ 6. All purchases made by all departments of the County shall 
be made, or let on competitive bids. 

§ 7. The appropriation for the Spartanburg County Children’s 
Home shall be turned over to the Board of;,Trustees of said Children’s 
Home to pay tuition of students in school or schools; any balance 
left after said payment may be used to defray the expenses of the 
said Children’s Home. 

§ 8. The Sheriff of Spartanburg County shall keep a book or 
books on which shall be shown the number of county prisoners con- 
fined in the County Jail each day. Also keep on file commitment and 
discharge papers for each and every prisoner committed to the 
County Jail. The records herein required to be kept by the Sheriff 
shall be open for inspection at any time to the Spartanburg Legisla- 
tive Delegation. 

§ 9. For the Court of General Sessions and CountyCriminal 
Court there shall not be more than four (4) bailiffs, who shall re- 
ceive not in excess of two and 50/100 ($2.50) dollars each per day; 
and a Court Crier at two and 50/100 ($2.50) dollars per day. For 
the Court of Common Pleas and County Civil Court there shall not 
be more than two (2) bailiffs who shall receive not in excess of two 
and 50/100 ($2.50) dollars per day. Jurors for the Circuit Court 
and County Court shall receive a per diem of three ($3.00) dollars 
each per day in addition to the mileage as now provided by law. 

§ 10. The amount herein appropriated for the County Attorneys 
shall be in full payment for all services rendered for the County. 

§ 11. From and after the passage of this Act, the Tax Collector 
of Spartanburg County shall collect no mileage on tax executions, 
but the same shall be remitted to the taxpayer. 

§ 12. The Clerk of the Tax Collector is charged with the re- 
sponsibility of eleiminating nulla bonas and erroneous tax items from 
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the tax accounts. The said clerk shall make a full report of the work 
done to the County Delegation before June 30, of each year. The said 
Clerk shall also perform such duties as necessary in the functioning 
of the office of Tax Collector, such as preparing or assisting in pre- 
paring abstracts of tax items, and keeping of the records of the Tax 
Collector’s office so as to show an accounting and distribution of 
the tax items as may be necessary. The uncollected tax items shall be 
shown by accounts for the respective years. 


§ 13. There is hereby appropriated and to be paid out of.the 
County Board of Education fund the sum of four hundred ($400- 
.00) dollars to defray the traveling expenses of the Superintendent 
of Education. This amount to be pro-rated and paid monthly after 
the passage of this Act. 


§ 14. The appropriation for the City Board of Assessors in the 
sum of thirty ($30.00) dollars per month each shall be in full pay- 
ment for services rendered. In addition to the regular duties of the 
Board of Assessors, it shall also be their duty to see that abatements, 
errors and adjustments of taxes are attended to. 


§ 15.. The Senator shall have full authority to designate con- 
stables for the Magistrate in the City of Spartanburg whenever he 
deems such are necessary, and shall have authority to authorize com- 
pensation of said constables on a fee or salary basis. Effective with 
the passage of this Act there is hereby designated a constable and 
peace officer to serve the Magistrates of the City of Spartanburg. 
His duties shall be to serve all civil papers, fraudulent check warrants 
and render any other services required. All costs from the service of 
papers, mileage charged and any other items shall be remitted once 
each month to the County Treasurer. The salary of this constable and 
peace officer shall be $125.00) a month for six months. Total $750- 
.00. The Senator of Spartanburg County shall also have full au- 
thority to designate the constables at Enoree, Landrum, Chesnee or 
any other places where Magistrates are located, and he shall have au- 
thority to authorize the amount of compensation for any constable 
so appointed and not appropriated for in this appropriation Act, but 
in no case shall the amount authorized exceed $300.00 per year, for a 
constable outside of Spartanburg City. 


§ 16. The appropriation for the Identification Bureau shall be 
paid as a whole or in part to the Sheriff by the County Board of 
Spartanburg County for equipment and supplies, operation and up- 
keep of Bureau and special work. 
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§.17. Any expenditure incurred during the fiscal year ending 
June 30, 1939, in excess of appropriations and actual cash receipts, 
shall be null and void. The County Supervisor and Superintendent 
of Spartanburg General Hospital are hereby required to furnish 
to the County Board of Spartanburg County not later than the tenth 
of each month an itemized list of all unpaid claims outstanding on the 
last day of the preceding month, same to be under oath. 

§ 18. The appropriation in the sum of $780.00 for WPA or Re- 
lief, Agencies Rent is also to be expended as authorized by the 
County Board of Spartanburg County. 

§ 19. The Magistrates of Spartanburg County shall arrange for 
one of the Magistrates to be at the Court House Saturdays and 
Sundays or be on duty where he is readily available. This provision 
to be effective upon the passage of this Act. The amount appropriated 
for each of the Magistrares hereinabove is to cover such additional 
service as may be required. 

§ 20. The within appropriations to cover salaries of officials 
shall be in lieu of all fees, costs or other compensation, and all fees 
and costs collected by each of them shall be turned over by them each 
month to the County Treasurer for the benefit of the County as 
provided by law. 

§ 21. The appropriation of three thousand ($3,000.00) dollars 
for the Cross Anchor School Building is to be used solely for the 
construction of a new building in accordance with the plans sub- 
mitted by the Superintendent of Education and the Trustees of 
Cross Anchor School. The appropriation of Six Thousand ($6,000- 
00) Dollars for the County Department of Welfare, and the One 
Thousand ($1,000.00) Dollars appropriated for the year ending 
June 30, 1938, shall be expended under the direction of the County 
Board of Spartanburg County. The authorization signed by the Sena- 
tor and the Legislative Delegation for the County Board of Spartan- 
burg County to pay unpaid accounts of the Spartanburg General 
Hospital and the County Highway Department as of June 30, 1937, 
out of the appropriation for these respective departments for the 
fiscal year beginning July 1, 1937, and ending June 30, 1938, are 
hereby validated. 

§ 22. For the purpose of paying the maintenance cost of County 
prisoners not confined in the County Jail there is hereby appropriated 
the sum of $100.00; Provided, however, not in excess of Twenty- 
five Cents for each meal served shall be paid by the County Board 
of Spartanburg County upon duly approved and itemized claims in af- 
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fidavit form. There is hereby appropriated $200.00 as additional com- 
pensation to the County Treasurer in order to reimburse him for legal 
expenses incurred in the cashing of certain Federal Government’ 
checks. There is also appropriated, if so much be necessary, $350.00 
for special repairs at County Jail. 

§ 23. The City of Spartanburg may sell certain liquor now in its 
possession which was seized before the legalization of liquor in South 
Carolina, and use the proceeds thereof in the cost of installation and 
operation of the City-County police radio system herein provided 
for, said police radio system to be operated by agreement of Spartan- 
burg County and the City of Spartanburg. 

§ 24. The appropriation for a police radio transmitting system 

-and receiving sets shall be purchased by the Sheriff of Spartanburg 
County with the approval of the County Board of Spartanburg 
County. The said County Board is directed to make such contracts 
and agreements as necessary for the maintenance and operation of 
the said radio system with the City of Spartanburg. The appropria- 
tion is to be made available when such purchases by the Sheriff have 
been made and agreements consummated for its operation. 

§ 25. All Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent herewith are here- 
by repealed. 

§ 26. This Act shall take effect upon its approval by the Gov- 
ernor.

AN ACT to Authorize and Empower the Trustees of Cowpens 
School District No.50, Spartanburg County of the State of 
South Carolina, to Borrow a Sum of Money Not Exceeding 
Three Thousand ($3,000.00) Dollars for the Purpose of Erect- 
ing an Additional School Building to Care for the Crowded 
Conditions Now Existing in Cowpens School, and to Fix a 
Tax Levy to Provide for Payment Thereof. 


Section 1. Cowpens school district No. 50 borrow erect school 
building, Spartanburg County.—Be it enacted by the General As- 
sembly of the State of South Carolina: That the Trustees of Cow- 
pens School District No.50, Spartanburg County of the State of 
South Carolina, are hereby authorized and empowered to borrow a 
sum of money not exceeding three thousand ($3,000.00) dollars at 
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a rate of interest not exceeding six (6%) per cent. per annum for 
the purpose of erecting an additional school building to care for the 
crowded conditions now existing in Cowpens School in said District. 
The loan shall be secured by a note, or notes, executed by the 
Trustees of said school district and the Treasurer of Spartanburg 
County. 

§ 2. Payment.—That in order to. provide forthe payment of 
said loan and interest thereon there is hereby levied an annual tax 
upon all the taxable property of said Cowpens School District No. 
50, Spartanburg County of the State of South Carolina, sufficient to 
_ pay all interest and note or notes due. The principal and interest may 
be paid semi-annually or annually. The loan must be so arranged 
that all indebtedness for both principal and interest shall be liquidated 
within ten years from the date of the issuance of said note or notes, 
and when said loan is paid, the tax levied for this purpose shall no 
longer be levied. It shall be the duty of thr Auditor of Spartanburg 
County to levy the said special tax annually on all the taxable prop- 
‘erty of the said school district and the duty of the County Treasurer 
of said County to collect the tax so levied as other taxes are collected 
by law, and to pay the principal and interest of said notes as the 
same severally become due according to the terms thereof. 

§ 3. Deposit and disbursement of proceeds.—That the amount 
borrowed shall be deposited with the County Treasurer of Spartan- 
burg County to the credit of said school district to be expended upon 
the warrants or order of the proper school officials for the purpose 
mentioned in this Act. 

§ 4. All Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent with the provisions 
of this Act are hereby repealed to the extent of such inconsistency. 

§ 5. This Act shall take effect immediately upon its approval by 
the Governor.

AN ACT to Amend Act No. 611, of the Acts of the General As- 
sembly, 1937, Approved May 27, 1937, and Entitled ‘‘An Act 
to Provide for the Construction, Improvement, and Repair 
of Highways in Spartanburg County, and for the Payment 
of Indebtedness Heretofore Incurred by Said County for 
Such Work; to Authorize the Issuance of Bonds of Said 
County for Said Purposes; to Provide for the Payment of 
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‘Said Bonds.and the Interest Thereon by Means of the Gaso- 
line Tax Distributed to Said County and by Means of a Tax 
Levy; and to Repeal Act No. 1317, of the Acts of 1936, Re- 
lating to Same Subject’’, so as to Designate the Purposes 
for Which the Proceeds of the Bonds Shall be Used, and 
Amend Said Act in Other Particulars, 


Section 1. Act 611, 1937 Acts, amended—use proceeds pur- 
chase stone, asphalt and culvert improve certain roads, Spartan- 
burg County.—Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State 
of South Carolina: That Act no. 611, of the General Assembly of 
South Carolina, 1937, approved the 27th day of May, 1937, be 
amended by striking from Section 4, beginning on line one, the 
following: “The proceeds of said bonds and loans, except as herein- 
after set forth, shall be used for the purpose of improving the 
hereinafter described roads of said county by surface treating same 
and for the purchase of tools, machinery, supplies and equipment 
necessary to complete the surface treating thereof,” and inserting 
in lieu thereof the following: “The proceeds of said bonds, here- 
after to be issuéd, as well as any unexpended funds now on hand 
derived from previous sales of same shall be used solely for the 
purchase of stone, asphalt and culvert necessary in improving the 
hereinafter described roads of said county by surface treating same”, 
so that said Section when amended shall read as follows: 


“Section 4: The proceeds of said bonds, hereafter to be issued, 
as well as any unexpended funds now on hand derived from previous 
sales of same shall be used only for the purchase of stone, asphalt 
and culvert necessary in improving the hereinafter described roads 
of said county by surface treating same. That the improvement of 
said roads shall not only include the actual surface treating of same 
but shall also include the repairing and building of culverts, bridges 
and approaches thereto. That the Supervisor in improving said roads 
may, when he deems it advisable for the convenience of the traveling 
public, or deems it economically advisable, deviate from the existing 
road beds and re-locate same, and, in so doing, he is authorized and 
directed to reconstruct said roads. Said Supervisor is likewise au- 
thorized and directed, whenever he deems it advisable, to regrade 
any portion of said roads provided to be so improved. The County 
Board of Spartanburg County is hereby authorized and directed 
to determine the order in which the roads herein authorized to be 
improved shall be so improved and surface treated.”

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§ 2. Use convict labor—other laborers.—That Section 5 of said 
Act be stricken out and the following substituted to be known as 
Section 5, to-wit: 

“Section 5: That the labor employed in improving said roads 
shall be residents of Spartanburg County, and for the purposes of 
this Act the convicts in said County Chaingang shall be deemed to 
be residents of said County. Only convict labor shall be used in pre- 
paring, grading, finishing and surface treating roads under this Act, 
except in such cases only as it shall be made appear to the County 
Board by the County Supervisor that it is absolutely necessary to 
employ outside labor, and then, only such outside laborers shall be 
employed for such purposes, whose names and the work for which 
they are proposed to be employed, and the amounts to be paid them, 
are listed and submitted to the County Board for their approval, and 
no such laborers shall be employed without the written approval of 
the County Board. 


§ 3. Purchase of materials, equipment, machinery, and sup- 
plies.—By striking from paragraph 8 the words “machinery, sup- 
plies, materials and equipment” each time they appear therein and 
insert in lieu thereof the words, “stone and culvert.” Also, by adding 
at the end of Section 8, the following words, to-wit: “Provided, how- 
ever, notwithstanding the provisions herein contained, the County 
Board may, in its discretion, at any time use or apply such portion 
of the proceeds of said bonds as they may deem necessary in emer- 
gencies, to purchase materials, equipment, machinery or supplies 
needed in any surface treating program” ; so that said Section, when 
so amended, shall read as follows: 


“Section 8: All stone and culverts necessary for the improvement 
and surface treating of said highways in connection with the ex- 
penditures of the proceeds of the bonds herein authorized to be sold, 
shall be purchased by the County Supervisor of Spartanburg County, 
subject, however, to the following provisions and conditions, to-wit: 


“Prior to each purchase of any such stone and culvert the said 
Supervisor shall make up necessary and adequate specifications and 
descriptions of the same and file a duplicate thereof in the office of 
the County Board of Spartanburg County. He shall thereupon ad- 
vertise for bidders to furnish such stone and culvert in one or more 
of the daily Spartanburg papers and publish the same therein for 
at least two (2) weeks prior to the date and place of the sale, which 
shall be specified in such advertisement. The advertisement shall like-

wise contain a notice to prospective bidders requiring them to make 
up and file their bids, duly sealed, with the County Supervisor, and a 
duplicate thereof in the office of the County Board, none of such bids 
to be opened until the time specified in the notice of sale for the open- 
ing of bids. Said advertisement shall further contain a notice to the 
prospective bidders that all bids are subject to the final approval or 
disapproval of the said county Board, and the said County Board is 
hereby given power and authority after the receipt of such bids and 
the presentation to them by the County Supervisor of his recom- 
mendations as to the acceptance or rejection thereof, to accept or re- 
ject any and all such bids as may have been made and filed. In the 
event of the rejection of all bids, new bids shall be advertised for by 
the County Supervisor subject to the terms and provisions herein 
above set forth.

AN ACT to Empower and Authorize Fairforest School District 
No, 2 of Spartanburg County, to Purchase Lands and Erect 
Buildings for School Purposes, to Issue Bonds, to Provide 
School Buildings and to Levy a Tax to Pay the Interest and 
Principal on Said Bonds, and to Exempt Such Bonds from 
Taxation. 


Section 1. Fairforest school district No. 2 issue bonds pur- 
chase lands and construct and equip school buildings, Spartan- 
burg County.—Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State 
of South Carolina: That the Trustees of Fairforest School District 
No. 2 of Spartanburg County, after obtaining the previous approval 
of the County Board of Education of Spartanburg County,are au- 
thorized and empowered to purchase lands on which to construct 
school buildings and/or to erect school buildings on such lands so 
purchased or on lands previously owned by such school districts,and 
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for the purpose of providing the funds for such purchase of land or 
lands and buildings,and/or for the purpose of erecting and equipping 
a school building or buildings on any lands owned by said school dis- 
trict, may issue and sell the bonds of said district in an amount not 
exceeding Ten Thousand ($10,000.00) Dollars; Provided, that this 
Act shall not be deemed or held to intend to or purport to authorize 
the issuance of bonds of said district in excess of or beyond any 
limit imposed by the Constitution of this State. 

§ 2. Execution—maturities—interest—Such bonds shall be 
signed by the Chairman and Clerk of the Board of Trustees of said 
district and the seal of said district shall be affixed thereto; and such 
bonds shall pledge the full faith and credit of the said school district. 
Any and all bonds which may be issued under the authority of this 
Act, shall be serial bonds and shall be payable in such annual install- 
ments as shall be fixed by the Board of Trustees of said School Dis- 
trict, but all bonds issued under authority of this Act shall mature 
within a period of ten years from the date of issuance thereof. Each 
and all such bonds shall have coupons for the payment of interest at- 
tached, which coupons may be executed by the facsimile signature 
of the Clerk of the Board of Trustees of said District; such bonds 
to bear interest at a rate of interest not to exceed the rate of four 
(4%) per cent per annum, payable semi-annually, as the trustees of 
said district shall determine. 

§ 3. Payment.—There shall be levied in each year after the 
issuance of said bonds in said district, to continue so long as any of 
the said bonds are’ outstanding and unpaid, a tax upon all of the tax- 
able property in said district sufficient to pay the interest upon all 
the said bonds so issued and to pay the annual installments of the 
principal as and when the same shall mature, which tax shall be 
levied by the County Auditor or in such other manner as may be pro- 
vided by law, in the same manner and at the same time as other taxes 
in the said County are levied and collected. 

§ 4. Exempt from taxes.—That any and all bonds issued or to 
be issued under the authority of this Act shall be exempt from State, 
County and municipal taxation. 

§ 5. Invalidity—That in case any portion or provision of this 
Act shall, by a Court of competent jurisdiction, be held unconstitu- 
tional, the validity of the remaining portions shall in no wise be con- 
strued or held to be impaired thereby, but such remaining portions 
shall be and remain in full force and effect and shall be deemed and 
held to be a valid and complete Act.

In the event that it becomes necessary, in the 
opinion of the Board, to examine under oath any of the persons 
aforementioned or any other person, the said Board is hereby au- 
thorized and empowered to subpoena them or any of them and com- 
pel their attendance upon the Board at such time and place as the 
Board shall designate by subpoena, and the Chairman or acting Chair- 
man, is authorized to require them to testify, under oath, and to ad- 
minister the oath in forms substantially as used in the courts of this 
State. The said Board is vested with the same power to punish for 
contempt as is now conferred upon the circuit Courts of this State. 
Any expenses incident to any such hearing shall be paid for out of 
the funds provided herein for the said audit.

Section 1. Committee for Spartanburg metropolitan sub-dis- 
trict B, Spartanburg County—election—terms.—Be it enacted by 
the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: That in the 
Spartanburg Metropolitan Sub-District B where the Committee con- 
sists of three (3) members and where such members were recom- 
mended by the Spartanburg Legislative Delegation and appointed by 
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the Governor under the authority of Act No. 556, Acts of the Gen- 
eral Assembly 1929, and Act No. 1131, Acts of the General Assem- 
bly 1930, to serve as The Committee for the Spartanburg Metropoli- 
tan Sub-District B, Spartanburg County, such appointments are 
hereby declared vacant as of July 1, 1938. That elections be held, 
noticed, ordered and the results thereof declared as herein provided 
for elections to fill the terms designated. The successors of the now 
existing Committee of the said Sub-District B shall be named in an 
election to be held the second Tuesday in May. In case of any can- 
didate failing to receive a majority of the votes cast, a second election 
shall be held two weeks later, and the candidate receiving the highest 
number of votes is elected. One member of the Committee for: the 
Spartanburg Metropolitan Sub-District B shall be elected for two 
years, a second member for four years, and the third member for 
six years, and thereafter one member shall be elected every two years 
for a six year term. The member who is elected for six years shall be 
Chairman and each member elected thereafter shall serve the last 
_two years of his term as Chairman. The elections shall be conducted 
by three managers appointed by the Committee for the Spartanburg 
Metropolitan Sub-District B, and it shall be their duty to make all 
necessary preparation for the holding of such election, to hold and 
conduct the same and to canvass the ballots and to declare the re- 
sults of the election in accordance with the rules and regulations pro- 
vided for the holding of general elections in this State. That the ex- 
penses of such elections shall be paid, upon properly approved war- 
rants, by The Committee for the Spartanburg Metropolitan Sub-Dis- 
trict B out of the water rent collected. No member of the Commit- 
tee in office shall be eligible to serve as a Manager. Also the Com- 
mittee shall post notice of the election to be held at three places within 
the district, one of which shall be on the door of the school house 
in the district not less than ten (10) days before the election. Also 
put notice of the election in one of the daily papers in Spartanburg 
County not less than ten (10) days before the election is held. In 
the event of the death or resignation of any member of the Com- 
mittee the Governor ‘shall appoint, upon a recommendation of a 
majority of the Spartanburg County Legislative Delegation, a mem- 
ber to fill the vacancy for the unexpired term.

Section 1. Woodruff school district No. 33 issue bonds to build 
and equip building, Spartanburg County.—Be it enacted by the 
General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: That the Board 
of Trustees of Woodruff School District No. 33, Spartanburg Coun- 
ty, the State of South Carolina, be, and is hereby authorized and 
empowered to sell coupon bonds of Woodruff School District No. 
33, of Spartanburg County in the State of South Carolina, said bonds 
not exceeding Forty-five Thousand ($45,000.00) Dollars, of said 
District, for the purpose of building and equipping a brick school ~ 
building, paying indebtedness, and retiring bonds. 

§ 2. Maturities—interest—denominations.—That any bonds is- 
sued pursuant to this Act shall mature not more than twenty (20) 
years from the date thereof, and shall bear interest from date at a 
rate not exceeding four (4%) per cent per annum, payable annually 
or semi-annually, as the trustees may elect, and shall be in such 
denominations as the said trustees may elect. 

§ 3. Execution—That such bonds shall be signed and executed 
by the trustees of Woodruff School District No. 33, Spartanburg 
County, the State of South Carolina, provided that any coupons 
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attached theretc may be lithographed, or facsimile signature of the 
members of the said board of Trustees. 

§ 4. Payment.—That there shall be levied and collected annually, 
upon all the property in said School District by the officials of Spar- 
tanburg County, charged with the levying and collecting of taxes, a 
tax adequate and sufficient to meet the interest on any bonds issued 
hereunder and to pay the principal of same as they mature, and it 
shall be the duty of the County Treasurer to pay the interest and 
principal of said bonds and coupons as the same severally become due 
according to the terms thereof. 

§ 5. Exempt from taxes.—That any bonds issued hereunder 
shall be non-taxable. 

§ 6. Expenses.—That out of the proceeds of the sale of said 
bonds shall be paid the expense of issue and sale of the same. 

§ 7. All Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent herewith are are here- 
by repealed to the extent of such inconsistency. 

§ 8. This Act shall take effect upon its approval by the Governor.

AN ACT to Exempt Certain Citizens of Spartanburg County as 
Hail Storm Sufferers from Ordinary County Taxes for the 
Year 1937. 


Section 1. Hail sufferers exempt from certain taxes, Spartan- 
burg County.—Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State 
of South Carolina: That the County Treasurer of Spartanburg 
County is hereby authorized and empowered to remit and refund to 
the taxpayers of Spartanburg County, all ordinary county taxes for 
the year 1937 where said persons have suffered forty (40%) per 
cent or more loss or crop damage from the destructive Hail Storms 
of the year 1937: Provided, That no exemption from taxation shall 
be granted any such person within said County who shall make as 
much as Sixty (60%) per cent. of the crop made by such person dur- 
ing the year 1936 or that was made on the same land in 1936: Pro- 
vided, Further, No taxes shall be refunded other than the taxes on 
the identical land where the loss from Hail Storms occurred. 

§ 2. File affidavit—Every person claiming exemption from said 
taxes shall present to the County Treasurer an affidavit in which is 
set forth the damage incurred as mentioned and described in Sec- 
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tion 1, which affidavit shall be duly attested by the County Farm 
Demonstration Agent, and Township Board of Assessors and upon 
presentation of such affidavit duly attested, the County Treasurer 
is directed to remit all County Taxes for the year 1937. Provided, 
this exemption shall not include any State taxes. The County Treas- 
urer shall take a receipt therefor and the receipt shall state only the 
purpose for which it was given which shall constitute his proper 
‘voucher, and the Comptroller General is hereby authorized and re- 
quired to approve and allow same in his annual settlement. 

§ 3. Taxes exempted.—Ordinary county taxes shall be construed 
to mean all taxes assessed by the Auditor of Spartanburg County 
except State taxes. 

§ 4. Receiving money by false statements.——That any person 
receiving any money under the provisions of this Act by reason of 
any false statement contained in any such affidavit herein required, 
shall be tried as for obtaining money by false pretense subject upon 
conviction to like penalty. 

§ 5. Furnish grand jury affidavits, etc—That County Treas- 
urer be and he is hereby required to furnish upon demand to thie 
Foreman of the Grand Jury all affidavits making claim under the pro- 
visions of this Act for the remittance or return of taxes with state- 
ments of the amount of such taxes for the purpose of investigation 
by the Grand Jury. 

§ 6. Landlords—time apply—hail insurance.—Provided, That 
in case the landlord has received payment in full for the rental of 
any such property for the year 1937, he shall not be entitled to par- 
ticipate iri the benefits of this Act. Provided, Further, That all claim 
for benefits under this Act shallbe filed with supporting affidavits as 
required herein on on or before November 1, 1938. 

§ 7. All Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent herewith are hereby 
repealed. 

§ 8. This Act shall take effect immediately upon its approval 
by the Governor.

AN ACT to Authorize and Empower the Trustees of School Dis- 
trict No. 34 of the City of Spartanburg to Order, Hold an 
Election, and Issue Bonds of the Said School District for 
School District for School Purposes. 
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Section 1. School district No. 34 issue bonds if election 
therefor favorable, Spartanburg County—Be it enacted by the 
General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: That the trustees 
of School District No. 34, of the City of Spartanburg, be, and are 
hereby, authorized and empowered to issue and sell coupon bonds of 
said School District, payable to bearer, in such denominations and to 
such an amount as they may deem necessary, not exceeding three 
hundred thousand ($300,000.00) dollars, and bearing the rate of in- 
terest not exceeding six (6%) per cent per annum, payable annually 
or semi-annually, at such times as they may deem best: Provided, 
That the question of issuing said bonds, or such amount thereof as 
the Board may determine to issue, not exceeding three hundred thou- 
sand ($300,000.00) dollars, shall be first submitted to the qualified 
electors of said School District at an election to be held in said Dis- 
trict as hereinafter provided. 


§ 2. Election—managers—voters.—That the said Trustees shall 
appoint managers and order an election to be held on the question of 
whether said bonds shall be issued or not, in which election only the 
qualified electors shall be allowed to vote; and the said Trustees shall 
publish a notice of such an election for at least ten days in one or 
more newspapers published in the City of Spartanburg; and the man- 
agers shall conduct, direct and declare the result of said election and 
shall make returns thereof to said trustees. 


§ 3. Election—ballots.—That the said trustees shall have printed 
for the use of voters in said election a sufficient number of ballots, 
which shall be placed at the voting place, or places, on which shall be 
printed the words, “For the Issue of School Bonds”, and on the other 
the words “Against the Issue of School Bonds.” 


§ 4. Bonds—issue if majority favorable—use of proceeds— 
lien on property.—If the majority of the votes cast at said election 
shall be for the issuing of said bonds, the trustees may issue such 
bonds, which shall run for a period of twenty years, or if the trus- 
tees shall so determine, said bonds may be issued so as to be paid 
serially over a period not exceeding forty years, the proceeds of 
which shall be used for the purpose of purchasing a lot or lots, erect- 
ing one or more school buildings or purchasing or adding to or re- 
modeling or repairing existing school buildings for school purposes, 
and the said bonds and coupons of same shall constitute a lien on any 
property improved or purchased thereby, and also upon all other 
property of the District. 
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§ 5. Execution of bonds.—That said bonds and coupons attached 
shall be signed by the Chairman and counter-signed by the Secretary 
of the Board of Trustees of said School District: Provided, That the 
signatures of said officers may be lithographed or engraved upon the 
coupons attached to said bonds, and such lithographed or engraved 
signatures shall be sufficient signing thereof. 

§ 6. Payment of bonds—Upon the issuance of said bonds, it

§ 7. The County Board of Commissioners shall furnish 100 gal- 
lons of gasoline and 2 gallons of oil per month to each rural policeman 
from the county gas and oil. Provided, Each of the said policemen 
shall certify that such gas and oil previously so furnished to such 
policemen was used solely for county business. 

§ 8. That after the expiration of the eight (8) months school 
term as provided for by law, the tuition charges for the remainder 
of the school term for high school pupils who come from non-high 
school districts shall be paid by the District Board of Trustees of 
said non-high school districts, from the school funds of their respec- 
tive districts, and in case there are no funds available for this purpose, 
then the school trustees of such districts or the County Superinten- 
dent of Education shall authorize and direct the County Auditor, not

Section 1. State highway department assume and pay out- 
standing indebtedness on state highway No. 53, Sumter County.— 
Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: 
The State Highway Department is hereby authorized, empowered 
and directed to assume One Hundred Sixty Thousand Eight Hundred 
Ninety-nine ($160,899.00) Dollars of the bonded indebtedness with 
interest thereon issued on account of and for the construction of 
Highway No. 53 in Sumter County a distance of twelve and one- 
* tenth’(12.1) miles more orless. Said Highway having been taken into 
the State Highway System under Act No. 764 of the Acts of 1936.

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Whereas, the application of the City of Sumter for such grant will 
in ail probability be authorized; and 


Whereas, it will be a great benefit to the citizens and residents of 
the City of Sumter that the City of Sumter be authorized and em- 
powered to construct permanent improvements to sidewalks and 
streets in the City of Sumter with the aid of such grant from the 
Works Progress Administration ; Now, therefore, 


Section 1. City of Sumter issue bonds pave sidewalks and 
streets.—Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of 
South Carolina: That the City Council of the City of Sumter be, and 
hereby is, authorized and empowered to issue serial coupon bonds 
of the said City to the amount of One Hundred Thousand ($100,000- 
.0O) Dollars (if so much be found necessary), said bonds to be issued 
either as a whole or from time to time as the said City Council may 
determine, the proceeds to be derived from the sale of said bonds 
to be used by said City Council to construct permanent improvements 
within the limits of said City, to-wit: the paving of sidewalks and 
streets of the said City where the abutting property owners shall pay 
two-thirds of the cost thereof, and where a majority of the abutting 
property owners on such streets shall petition City Council that the 
same be permanently improved. 


§ 2. Interest—maturities—abutting property owners antici- 
pate payment in full—The bonds authorized to be issued by the said 
City Council shall bear a rate of interest not exceeding six per cent 
per annum, interest to be payable annually on the 15th day of De- 
cember of each year after the issuance thereof, the principal to 
mature serially in as nearly equal annual installments as City Council 
may determine by ordinance, the first of said annual principal in-

(c) Where said land owners have leased their lands for 1937, and 
rent therefor has been paid in full by the tenant,upon written order 
of the landlord the Treasurer shall make such refund to the tenant 
in proportion to the damage done to the tenant’s crops by hail. In 
the absence of such written order from the landlord,no refund shall 
be made to any person coming under the classification mentioned in 
this paragraph. 

(d) To tenants on their personal property in proportion to the 
damage done to the tenant’s crop by hail. Provided,no taxes shall 
be refunded,remitted or exempted other than taxes on the identical 
acreage of land under cultivation and upon which the loss from hail 
storm occurred.

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point the janitor of the Union County Court House and such janitor 
shall be under the supervision of the Clerk of Court. 

§ 30. The Supervisor shall have the right and power to borrow 
such sum or sums of money, not to exceed the amount herein ap- 
propriated, by advertising for seven (7) days, and the loan or loans 
shall be awarded to the lowest responsible bidder; and in the event 
there is only one bid and it is rejected, then and in that event, the 
said Supervisor shall negotiate the loan or loans elsewhere upon a 
satisfactory bid and the money thus borrowed shall be deposited 
in the banks of Union County. In order to secure the payment of 
such sum or sums so borrowed the Supervisor may issue the County’s 
note or notes, countersigned by the County Treasurer, and pledge 
for the prompt payment of the same the taxes to be collected and 
other revenues anticipated and applicable to claims, for the pay- 
ment of which the money is borrowed, and pledge in addition 
thereto the full faith and credit and taxing power of Union County. 
The within power and authority is in addition to any and all other 
powers and authority heretofore granted by statute or otherwise 
as to the borrowing of money by the said officers of Union County 
for County purposes. The Supervisor is hereby authorized to enter 
into emergency purchases not exceeding four hundred fifty ($450.00) 
Dollars. 

§ 31. J. Boyd O’Shields is hereby named, constituted and ap- 
pointed the captain of the Union County Chain Gang at a salary: 
of $100.00 per month, and he is hereby authorized, empowered and 
directed to use the prisoners of the County for the upkeep and 
maintenance of all county roads; with the right and authority of 
employing and/or discharging road overseers at a salary of $75.00 
per month each, and a guard of the convict camp at a salary of 
$75.00 per month, and a mechanic at the convict camp at a salary 
of $115.00 per month; and he shall be held responsible for the up- 
keep and maintenance of all county roads. Provided, in the event a 
vacancy should occur in the office of the Captain of the Union 
County Chain Gang by death, resignation or otherwise, such vacancy 
shall be filled by a majority of the Union County Legislative Dele- 
gation. 

§ 32. The Superintendent of the Inmates of the County Home 
shall be a graduate trained nurse, duly certified, and with practical 
experience, who shall reside at the County Home and be in charge 
of the premises and inmates under such rules and regulations the 
Supervisor shall make and promulgate for the government of the 
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County Home and of the inmates thereof. In the event a vacancy 
should occur in the office of Superintendent of the Inmates of the 
County Home by death, resignation, or otherwise, such vacancy 
shall be filled by appointment by the County Supervisor. All ad- 
missions to the County Home shall be authorized by the County 
Supervisor upon a written order signed by the County Supervisor 
and directed to the Superintendent of the Inmates of the County 
Home. The County Supervisor and the Superintendent of the In- 
mates of the County Home shall keep a record in writing of each 
inmate of the County Home showing thereon the full name, date 
of admission, financial circumstances, reason for admission, and 
date and reason for dismissal or discharge from the County Home — 
of each inmate of the County Home, which record shall be a public 
record and open to the inspection of the public at all times. Provided 
any applicant rejected for admission to the County Home shall have 
a right of appeal to the County Legislative Delegation, who shall 
hear such appeal upon the merits and determine by majority vote 
the right of such applicant for admission to the County Home. 

§ 33. The Superintendent of the County Home Farm shall be 
a farmer with practical experience, who shall control, manage and 
operate the farm at-the County Home under such rules and regula- 
tions the Union County Supervisor shall make and promulgate for 
the operation of the farm at the County Home and for the account- 
ing of the profits thereof, which shall remain the sole and exclusive 
property of Union County. In the event a vacancy should occur in 
the Office of the Superintendent of the County Home Farm by death, 
resignation or otherwise, such vacancy shall be filled by appointment 
by the County Supervisor. The County Supervisor and the Super- 
intendent of the County Home Farm are hereby authorized and 
directed in their discretion to allow such use of the County Home 
Farm for experimental and demonstration agricultural purposes for 
the benefit of the farmers of Union County as may be supervised 
or approved by the County Agricultural Agent and/or by the Clem- 

_ son Agricultural Extension Service. 

§ 34. It shall be unlawful for the Supervisor to write his voucher 
on any account and/or appropriation herein made to pay insurance 
premiums on school buildings or to pay any school activity what- 
soever. This expense must be borne by the various school districts 
and/or school funds from other sources. 

§ 35. The Magistrates and Constables shall be paid only after 
the Magistrates docket or calendars have been submitted to the

Supervisor for audit by the Supervisor, and the payment of all fines 
and/or forfeitures are receipted for by the County Treasurer, said 
books to be submitted on or before the fifteenth of each calendar 
month and payment of salaries made as of the first of the month be- 
fore said audit. It shall be unlawful for the Supervisor to issue a 
voucher in payment of any Magistrate’s salary until said Magis- 
trate has placed in the hands of the Supervisor a statement for the 
previous month, sworn to by the aforesaid Magistrate before a Notary 
Public, giving the name of each person fined in his court and the 
amount of said fine. 


§ 36. The Auditor, who is to audit the books of the County Of- 
ficers, shall be selected by the Union County Grand Jury in their 
discretion. Provided, However, the person or firm selected must 
be a certified public accountant. The Auditor shall be paid after 
completion of the work and delivery of the audit. The original of 
the audit shall be filed with the Clerk of Court, who shall keep 
it on file as a public audit. 


§ 37. In all matters of election of various officers and/or clerks, 
etc., by the Legislative Delegation, the word “Majority” shall be 
construed to mean any two of the three members of the Legisla- 
tive Delegation in the General Assembly. On questions of policy 
and appropriations of the County and for the public good, the word 
“majority” shall be construed to mean the Senator and one mem- 
ber of the House of Representatives. 


§ 38. The County Legislative Delegation by a unanimous order 
in writing duly signed by all three members of the Legislative Dele- 
gation, with the unanimous approval in writing duly signed by all 
three members of the Union County Finance Board, are authorized 
and empowered to make contingent and/or emergency appropria- 
tions as occasion and/or expediency may call for, and such appro- 
priations so made shall have the same force, legal effect and validity 
as the appropriations herein duly made, and shall be paid by the 
County Treasurer upon warrant from the County Supervisor. 


§ 39. The laws herein written are cumulative and in addition to 
those already applicable to the government of Union County, ex- 
cept wherein there be a conflict therewith or they are inconsistent 
thereto, and in that event, the laws herein written are paramount, 
ruling and controlling and all laws and/or parts of laws in conflict 
herewith are hereby repealed. 
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§ 40. This Act is continuous, and of continuous force, and con- 
tinuing into the future until changed by a repealing Act of the Gen- 
eral Assembly of the State of South Carolina. 

§ 41. If any section, subsection, paragraph, sentence, clause or 
provision of this Act shall be held unconstitutional or invalid for 
any reason the same shall not affect, impair or invalidate any of the 
remaining sections, subsections, paragraphs, sentences, clauses or 
provisions. 

§ 42. The application of the provisions of this Act shall become 
effective upon July 1, 1938, and shall continue through June 30, 
1939, unless repealed and/or amended. 

§ 43. This Act shall take effect upon its approval by the Gov- 
ernor.

AN ACT to Amend an Act Entitled ‘‘An Act to Provide for the 
Construction of a Certain State Highway in Union County 
Pursuant to Reimbursement Agreement or Agreements Be- 
tween the State Highway Commission and Union County, to 
Authorize the Making of Such an Agreement. or Agreements 
and the Issuance of Union County Bonds for Said Purpose 
and to Provide for the Payment of Said Bonds,’’ Approved 
the Eighth Day of April, One Thousand Nine Hundred and 
Thirty-seven, and to Legalize and Validate Any Reimburse- 
ment Agreement Made or Acts and Proceedings Done and 
Taken Pursuant to Said Act. 


Section 1, Act No. 621, 1937 Acts, amended—supervisor issue 
bonds construct certain state highway, Union County.—Be it en- 
acted by the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: That 
Section one of the Act entitled “An Act to Provide for the Con- 
struction of a Certain State Highway in Union County Pursuant to 
reimbursement Agreement or Agreements Between the State High- 
way Commission and Union County, to Authorize the Making of 
such an Agreement or Agreements and the Issuance of Union County 
Bonds for said Purpose and to Provide for the Payment of said 
Bonds,” approved the eighth day of April, One Thousand Nine Hun- 
dred and Thirty-seven, be and the same is hereby amended by striking 
out of said Section the words “Governing Board” and by substitut- 
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ing for said words “County Supervisor” and by striking out of said 
Section the words “the same” and. by substituting for said words 
the word “he,” so that said Section one, as so amended, shall read 
as follows: 

“Section 1. Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State

§ 2. Same—bonds.—That Section 2 of said Act be and the same 
hereby is amended by striking out of the first sentence of said Section 
the words “the Delegation from Union County in the General As- 
sembly” and by substituting for said words the words “the County 
Supervisor”, and by striking out of the second sentence of said 
Section the words “such County Officials as shall be designated by 
the Delegation from said County in the General Assembly, and the 
seal of the Governing Board” and by substituting for said words 
the words “the County Supervisor and County Treasurer of said 
County, and the seal of the County Supervisor”, so that said Sec- 
tion two, as so amended, shall read as follows:

They shall be sold upon sealed proposals after publication 
of notice of such sale one or more times at least fifteen (15) days 
before such sale. The award shall be made to the highest bidder but 
the County shall have the right to reject all bids and readvertise the 
bonds for sale.” 

§ 3. Same—enter into reimbursement agreement with state 
highway commission.—That Section three of said Act be and the 
same hereby is amended by striking out of said Section wherever 
they occur in said Section the words “Governing Board” and by 
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substituting for said words “County Supervisor”, so that said Sec- 
tion three, as so amended, shall read as follows: 

“Section 3. No bonds shall be issued under this Act unless and 
until the County Supervisor of Union County shall have previously 
entered into an agreement on behalf of such County with the State 
Highway Commission of South Carolina whereby the State Highway 
Commission shall have agreed to reimburse and repay said County for 
the moneys to be advanced by the County to the State Highway Com- 
mission pursuant to said agreement. The amount of bonds to be 
issued shall not exceed the amount necessary, as estimated by the 
State Highway Commission or the Chief Highway Commissioner, 
which amount shall be set forth in the reimbursement agreement. 
The said County Supervisor of Union County may, by the terms 
of said agreement, agree to advance to the State Highway Com- 
mission moneys necessary for the purpose of this Act and the said 
Highway Commission may agree to reimburse and repay said County 
for all moneys so advanced. The said County Supervisor of Union 
County and the State Highway Commission shall have all powers 
necessary to enable them to carry out said agreement. The State 
Highway Commission shall reimburse and repay said County as 
aforesaid out of the funds authorized by other laws to be used for 
the construction of the State Highway System and so much of said 
funds as may be necessary for the purpose of making such reim- 
bursement is hereby pledged irrevocably for said purpose (and said 
pledge is hereby made a part of the contract between said County 
and the holders of said bonds), except the money needed in order 
to make the payment to which said funds may have been previously 
pledged. All moneys paid or reimbursed to the County by the State 
Highway Commission pursuant to the provisions of this Act are 
hereby pledged irrevocably for the purpose of paying the principal 
and interest of the bonds authorized to be issued pursuant to this 
Act.

AN ACT to Appropriate the Sum of Five Thousand ($5,000.00) 
Dollars for Emergency Relief, and to Provide for the Levy 
of a One Mill Tax for the Collection Thereof in Union County 
and Placing the Administration and Disbursement of Said 
Fund Exclusively Under the Board of Finance of Union 
County; to Provide for the Borrowing of Money in Anticipa- 
tion of the Collection of Said Levy; and to Provide for the. 
Issuance and Sale of Notes as Evidence of Such Borrowing. 


Whereas, due to the economic circumstances and conditions be- 
yond their control, thousands of textile employees have been thrown 
out of employment because of the shutting down of textile plants 
in Union County ; and 
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Whereas, because thereof, the general business and agricultural 
interest of the county are suffering severely ; and 

Whereas, the dependents of those citizens of Union County thrown 
out of employment through no fault of their own are suffering for 
food, clothing, medicine and other actual necessities of life, Now 
therefore, 

Section 1. Appropriation for emergency relief, Union County. 
—Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of South Caro- 
lina: There is hereby appropriated the sum of Five Thousand ($5,- 
000.00) Dollars for emergency relief in Union County. 

§ 2. Tax levy provide funds—administration and disburse- 
ment of appropriation —A tax of one mill is hereby levied upon all 
the taxable property in Union County for the purpose of collecting 
the sum appropriated in Section 1 of this Act. The Auditor of said 
County is hereby authorized and directed to levy said tax during the 
year 1938 and the Treasurer of said County is hereby authorized 
and directed to collect said tax in like manner as other taxes are 
collected in said County. The administration and disbursement of 
the sum of Five Thousand ($5,000) Dollars in this Act appro- 
priated for emergency relief and to prevent hunger and suffering 
among worthy and deserving citizens of Union County, shall be ex- 
clusively under the Board of Finance of Union County and shall 
be administered and disbursed solely in their discretion to deserving 
persons without respect to the class or type of their employment.

Congress known as the Farm Credit Act of 1933, the Act of Con- 
gress approved February 20, 1935, or any other Act of Congress, or 
made to a Regional Agricultural Credit Corporation, a Federal In- 
termediate Credit Bank, or to any other corporation which redis- 
counts notes or other obligations with or procures loans from the

not in excess of $17,000.00 at a rate of interest not in excess of

Section 1. Fort Mill permanent road commission, York County

“Fort Mill Permanent Road Commission”, consisting of three per- 
sons; the following citizens and residents of Fort Mill Township,

§ 5. Construct roads and bridges by contract.—The roads and 
bridges shall be constructed by contract and the Commission is au-

funds hereinafter appropriated over to the said State Highway Com- 
mission to be used in the construction of this highway or road, upon 
such terms and conditions as the said Fort Mill Township Perma- 
nent Road Commission may prescribe.

§ 8. Appropriation—borrow—issue notes.—That there is here- 
by appropriated for the purpose of constructing, building, financing 
and improving the road hereinabove described, to be expended by 
said Fort Mill Permanent Road Commission the sum of Forty Thou- 
sand ($40,000.00) Dollars; for the purpose of providing this sum 
of money, the Fort Mill Permanent Road Commission and the Treas- 
urer of York County are hereby authorized, empowered and directed 
to borrow from the York County Sinking Fund Commission the

of York County are collected. 

§ 10. Vacancy on commission ——Should a vacancy occur on said 
Road Commission for any reason whatever the Governor shall name 
a person to fill such vacancy upon recommendation of a majority 
of the York County Delegation. 

§ 11. Use surplus funds improve India Hook Dam Road.—If 
there remains any balance of the funds.herein appropriated after 
completion of the road as herein designated, the same may be used 
to improve the India Hook Dam Road. 

§ 12.All Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent with this Act are 
hereby repealed. 

§ 18. This Act shall take effect upon its approval by the Gov- 
ernor.

AN ACT to Create a Board of Commissioners and to Name the 
Members of the Said Commission, to be Known as the ‘‘Irene 
Bridge Road Commission’’ for the Purpose of Supervising, 
Controlling, Planning, and Financing All Bridges and Con- 
struction of a Certain Highway or Road Extending from 
State Highway No. 5 in the Town of Hickory Grove, York 
County, South Carolina, in a Westerly Direction to the Irene 
Bridge Over Broad River; to Provide for an Appropriation 
to Meet the Expenses of the Same, ta Provide for Its Loca- 
tion, Engineering, and Maintenance by the State Highway 
Department, and to Direct the Sinking Fund Commission of 
York County to Make Certain Loans. 
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Section 1. Irene bridge commission, York County—members— 
term—vacancy—meetings—bond.—Be it enacted by the General As- 
sembly of the State of South Carolina: There is hereby created a 
Board of Commissioners to be known as the Irene Bridge Commis- 
sion, consisting of three (3) persons, the following citizens and resi- 
dents of Broad River Township, York County, to be members there- 
of, to wit: Dr. B. N. Miller,.J. S. Wilkerson, and R. W. Buice. The 
said Commission shall hold office until the road construction as here- 
inafter provided is fully completed and turned over to the said State, 
Township, or County authorities, and public for use. In case of the 
death, resignation, or disqualification for any cause of any member 
of the said Commission, the Governor shall appoint his successor in 
office upon the recommendation of the majority of the York County 
Legislative Delegation. The said Irene Bridge Road Commission shall 
elect from its membership a chairman and a secretary. The said 
Commission shall meet at such times and places as may be designated 
by the Chairman or a majority of the said Commission, and each 
member of the said Commission shall, before entering upon the dis- 
charge of the duties of his office, enter into a bond in some duly li- 
censed surety company, as surety, in the penal sum of One Thousand 
and No/100 ($1,000.00) Dollars, payable to the County, conditioned 
for the faithful performance of his duties. The premium on such 
bonds shall be paid out of the funds hereinafter appropriated. 


§ 2. Compensation—employees—duties of state highway de- 
partment—completed road in state. highway system for main- 
tenance.—The Commissioners hereinabove named, or any that may 
be hereinafter appointed, shall serve without compensation. The Com- 
mission shall have the power and authority to elect a secretary, em- 
ploy attorneys, and other clerical help, engineer, or engineers, and 
any assistants, as may be advisable, who shall be paid stich com- 
missions or salaries out of the funds hereinafter appropriated as 
shall be fixed by the Commission. Provided, the South Carolina High- 
way Commission shall without costs to the Commission furnish the 
engineers necessary to locate and supervise the location, the letting 
of the contracts, and construction of the said highway and all plans 
for the same shall be approved by the Chief Engineer of the South 
Carolina Highway Commission. The road, when completed, shall be 
received into the said highway system for maintenance. 


§ 8. Rights of ways—plans and specifications—contracts.— 
The Commission shall have full power to condemn lands and ac- 
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quire rights of way in the same manner as the County Board of Com- 
missioners are now authorized by law to condemn lands and acquire 
rights of way. Complete plans and specifications shall be prepared, 
showing the location of the said highway, grade, and bridges for 
permanent construction from time to time as the Commission may 
decide. The building of the road or highway shall be let by contract 
to the lowest responsible bidder. The said Commission shall adver- 
tise for bids, receive the same, and open and award the contract un- 
der such rules and regulations as they may prescribe to insure open 
and public bidding. 

§ 4. Highway construct—The funds hereinafter appropriated 
shall be used for the construction of the following highway or road: 
Beginning at a point on highway No. 5, in the town of Hickory 
Grove, and running thence in a westerly direction to the present 
Irene Bridge over Broad River as located by the engineers of the 
State Highway Department. 

§ 5. Letting of contracts—The road and bridges shall be con- 
structed by contract and the Commission is authorized to let such 
contract themselves or to let the South Carolina Highway Commis- 
sion to let such contract and to turn the money appropriated in this 
Act over to the State Highway Commission to be used in construc- 
tion of this highway or road, upon such terms and conditions as the 
Irene Bridge Road Commission may prescribe. The said Road Com- 
mission may reject any and all bids. 


§ 6. Materials use—employees—secure state and federal aid. 
—The road or highway shall be constructed of such material as the 
said engineers of the State Highway Department may prescribe, the 
costs of which may be paid by the proceeds of this Act, and the 
said Commission shall have power to do and perform all acts and 
things necessary to secure the service of experts on road construc- 
tion and securing such State and Federal aid as may at any time be 
available. 

§ 7. Reports——The Commission shall at the close of each fiscal 
year make a full and complete report of its transactions for that 
year, and file the same with the Clerk of Court for York County. 

§ 8. Appropriation—borrow.—There is hereby appropriated 
for the purpose of constructing, building, financing and approving a 
toad hereinabove described to be expended by the said Irene Bridge 
Road Commission, the sum of Fifty Thousand ($50,000.00) Dol- 
lars, if so much be necessary. For the purpose of providing this 
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money, the Irene Bridge Road Commission and the Treasurer of 
York County are hereby authorized, empowered and directed to 
borrow from the York County Sinking Fund Commission the sum 
of Fifty Thousand ($50,000.00) Dollars, and to issue to the York 
County Sinking Fund Commission, or its successors and assigns, four 
(4) notes of York County, which shall be a general obligation of the 
said County, totaling the sum of Fifty Thousand ($50,000.00) Dol- 
lars, the said notes maturing in the following amounts: Twelve 
Thousand and no/100 ($12,000.00) Dollars one year after the date 
of execution; Twelve Thousand and no/100 ($12,000.00) Dollars 
two years after the date of execution; Twelve thousand and no/100 
($12,000.00) Dollars three years after the date of execution; and 
Fourteen Thousand and no/100 ($14,000.00) Dollars four years 
after the date of execution. If a less amount than Fifty Thousand 
($50,000.00) Dollars be found necessary, so that the loan herein au- 
thorized shall be less than Fifty Thousand ($50,000.00) Dollars, 
then and in that event the said notes shall each be reduced in propor- 
tion to the reduction in the amount of the loan. Each note shall bear 
interest from the date of execution at a rate not to exceed 3% per 
annum, payable annually, the said notes to be signed by the Irene 
Bridge Road Commission and countersigned by the Treasurer of 
York County. The said Sinking Fund Commission of York County 
is hereby authorized and directed to loan to the Irene Bridge Road 
Commission from the funds of the Sinking Fund Commission of 
York County the sum of Fifty Thousand and no/100 ($50,000.00) 
Dollars upon the terms and conditions above provided for. If, in the 
judgment of the said Irene Bridge Road Commission, it shall be as- 
certained and determined that the said Fifty Thousand and no/100 
($50,000.00) Dollars can be borrowed from sources other than the 
York County Sinking Fund Commission at an interest rate less than 
three (3%) per cent, then and in that event, the Irene Bridge Road 
Commission may borrow the said Fifty Thousand and no/100 ($50,- 
000.00) Dollars from such source. 


§ 9. Payment.—That for the purpose of retiring the interest and 
principal of the said notes there is hereby levied a tax upon all the 
taxable property of York County sufficient to retire said notes, both 
principal and interest. The tax levy for any one year shall be suffi- 
cient to meet the interest and proper payment according to the terms 
of the said note, and the Auditor of York County is hereby author- 
ized and directed to make such levy, and the Treasurer or other 
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County officials to collect such taxes as all other taxes due York 
County are collected. 

§ 10. All Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent with this Act are 
hereby repealed. 

§ 11. This Act shall take effect upon its approval by the Gov- 
ernor.

Section 1. Section 2531, 1932 Code, amended—charge no tax 
on admissions to professional baseball games for remainder of 
1938.—Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of South 
Carolina: That Sub-Division 1 of Section 2531 of the Code of Laws 
of South Carolina, 1932, and all Acts amendatory thereto, be, and 
the same is hereby amended by adding at the end of said Sub-Di- 
vision 1 of Section 2531 the following: Provided, Further; That no 
tax shall be charged on admission: to professional baseball games for 
the remainder of the year 1938. 

§ 2. All Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent with the provisions of 
this Act are hereby repealed. 

§ 3. This Act shall take effect immediately upon its approval by 
the Governor.

AN ACT to Provide Six Hundred Fifty Thousand ($650,000.00) 
Dollars for the Relief of the Needy and a Tax to Raise Funds 
to Meet the Expenditures Thereof. ' 


Section 1. Appropriations for relief of the needy.—Be it en- 
acted by the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: There 
is hereby appropriated the sum of One Hundred and Fifty Thousand 
($150,000.00) Dollars to be immediately available for the relief of 
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the needy unemployed, and the sum of Five Hundred Thousand 
($500,000.00) Dollars during the fiscal year beginning July 1, 1938, 
in addition to other amounts appropriated, for the granting of as- 
sistance to the needy blind, aged and dependent children, the distri- 
bution of surplus commodities, the investigation of applicants for 
the Civilian Conservation Corps and work relief, and necessary ad- 
ministration expenses in connection with the foregoing activities 
or other duties imposed on the South Carolina Board of Public Wel- 
fare; the expenditure of the above appropriations to be made in the 
discretion of the State Board of Public Welfare, Provided, That 
salaries paid shall be on the scale provided for similar positions in 
the Appropriation Act for 1938-1939. Provided, if the appropriation 
of One Hundred Fifty Thousand ($150,000.00) Dollars for the re- 
lief of the unemployed be found inadequate the State Board, with 
the approval of the State Budget Commission, is hereby authorized 
to divert from the other funds appropriated herein a sufficient amount 
to meet such emergency. . 

§ 3. Ail Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent herewith are hereby 
repealed. 

§ 4. This Act shall take effect immediately upon its approval by 
the Governor.

* Mr. Speaker and Members of the House of Representatives: 


I herewith return to your Honorable Body, without my signa- 
ture, House Bill No. 1467; Senate Bill No. 1264; Act No. 1290, en- 
titled : 

“To provide Six Hundred Fifty Thousand ($650,000.00) Dol- 
lars for the relief of the needy and a tax to raise funds to meet 
the expenditures thereof.” 

After a careful examination of the various provisions of this 
measure appropriating $650,000 for relief purposes and also pro- 
- viding for the levying of a 2-mill State property tax, I find that it 
will be to the best interests of the people of South Carolina to veto 
Section 2 of this measure, which reads as follows: 


* The veto of Section 2 was sustained by House of Representatives. 
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“There is hereby levied annually upon all the taxable property 
of the State two (2) mills, the proceeds from which shall be de- 
voted to the payment of assistance provided for in this Act and Act 
No. 319 of the Acts of the General Assembly for the year 1937, ap- 
proved the 13th day of May, 1937, entitled, “‘An Act to create the 
South Carolina Department of Welfare,” ’ etc.” 

The authority for vetoing one Section of the Bill is contained in 
the Constitution of 1895, Article 4; Section 23; which reads as fol- 
lows: 

“Bills appropriating money out of the Treasury shall specify the 
objects and purposes for which the same are made, and appropriate 
to them respectively their several amounts in distinct items and Sec- 
tions. If the Governor shall not approve any one or more of the 
items or Sections contained in any Bill, but shall approve of the 
residue thereof, it shall become a law as to the residue in like manner 
as if he had signed it. The Governor shall then return the Bill with 
his objections to the items or Sections of the same not approved by- 
him to the House in which the Bill originated, which House shall 
enter the objections at large upon its Journal and proceed to recon- 
sider so much of said Bill as is not approved by the Governor.” 

I am in sympathy with the general purposes of this measure which 
seek to relieve the suffering of our hungry and unemployed people 
and to give relief to the needy old people, to the blind and to the de- 
pendent children of South Carolina. On several occasions I have 
sent messages to the General Assembly urging that appropriate ac- 
tion be taken in behalf of those who are without the necessities of 
life in our State through no fault of their own. It is unfortunate that 
such worthy and worthwhile appropriations for such deserving and 
urgent purposes should be made a political football by those in au- 
thority. 

I veto Section 2, providing a 2-mill levy on all taxable property 
because I feel that the homes, the farms and the other property of 
our citizens should be exempt from the burden of a State Levy. The 
provisions of this Act levying this 2-mill tax are permanent in their 
nature and I feel that the 2-mill tax levy should not be a continuing 
policy of the State Government. 

To those who have seriously considered this measure, it is evident | 
that the proceeds from the 2-mill tax levy will not be available be- 
fore January 1939. Section 1 of the measure directs immediate pay- 
ment of the proceeds. It is evident again that the method of pro- 
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viding money for the immediate and urgent needs of our people is 
not adequate because the money will not be raised until a time much 
later than is provided for its use. 

Section 2 is vetoed therefore, for the further reason that it pro- 
vides for a tax levy the proceeds of which cannot be immediately 
used for the purposes intended by the first Section of the Bill, With 
these funds not immediately available to meet the pressing and urgent 
needs of our people, it will necessitate borrowing money and paying 
interest thereon, if the money is expended before it is collected. It is 
even doubtful whether money can be borrowed before July 1, 1938. 

To prevent this unnecessary borrowing of money, money can be 
_ raised immediately without burdening the homeowners of South 
Carolina, without jeopardizing the State’s credit, without the paying 
of useless interest by our taxpayers and without in the least affecting 
the orderly functioning of any department of the State. By appropri- 
ate action one-half cent per gallon of the State’s share of the gas tax 
can -be immediately set aside for these desperate and urgent needs. 
More than $900,000 can be made available by such a diversion from 
the surpluses now existing in the State Highway Fund. A majority 
of the States of the Union have recognized the advisability of so using 
gas tax funds in emergencies of this nature. i 

The Highway Department is spending this year, approximately 
$25,000,000.00. Is there a greater need in South Carolina than the 
human needs of our citizens? Is any service more important than 
the service a government owes its suffering subjects, from whom its 
authority is derived? I was deeply and personally disappointed with 
the mere pittance of $150,000 set aside to provide the urgent wants 
of the thousands of our unemployed, when one department of our 
State is spending so much. 

I cannot recommend a more economical and just method of pro- 
viding immediate funds than the diversion of one-half cent per gal- 
lon of the gasoline tax, and it is my earnest hope your favorable con- 
sideration on this proposal will be prompt in behalf of those who 
are crying out for assistance. 

Your sustainment of this veto of Section 2 will be for the people’s 
best interests.

§ 2. All Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent with this Act are here- 
by repealed. 

§ 3. This Resolution shall take effect upon its approval by the 
Governor.

AN ACT to Provide for the Construction and Equipment of a 
Clinical Building at the Medical College of the State of 
South Carolina; to Provide Funds Therefor by the Issuance 
of Certain State Certificates of Indebtedness; and to Provide 
for the Payment Thereof by Appropriating and Pledging 
Therefor a Sufficient Amount of Tuition Fees of the Said 
College. : 


Section 1. State issue certificates of indebtedness construct 
and equip clinical building at Medical College of the State of 
South Carolina.—Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the 
State of South Carolina: For the purpose of financing the construc- 
tion of a clinical building at the Medical College of the State of South 
Carolina, including heat, water, lights and sewerage and equipping 
the said building, and in carrying out the provisions of this Act, 
the Governor and the State Treasurer are hereby authorized to issue 
State Certificates of Indebtedness upon the conditions prescribed in 
this Act in the principal sum of One Hundred and Fifty Thousand 
($150,000.00) Dollars. 
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§ 2. Use of proceeds.—The proceeds of the sale of such State 
Certificates of Indebtedness shall be applied only for the construc- 
tion of a clinical building, or buildings, at the said College in Charles- 
ton, S. C., including heat, water, lights and sewerage and equipping 
the same, and for the paying of the expenses of the issuance and sale 
of said Certificates. 


§ 3. Execution—form and denomination—All State Certifi- 
cates of Indebtedness issued under this Act shall be signed by the 
Governor and the State Treasurer. The great seal of the State be 
affixed to or impressed upon such State Certificates of Indebtedness 
and attested by the Secretary of State. The coupons attached to the 
said State Certificates of Indebtedness shall be authenticated by a 
facsimile signature of the State Treasurer who is in office on the 
date of such State Certificates of Indebtedness. The delivery of the 
Certificates of Indebtedness so executed shall be valid notwithstand- 
ing any changes in officers or seal occurring after such execution. 
The Certificates of Indebtedness shall be issued in such form and 
denomination and with such provisions as to time, place or places, 
and medium of payment as may be determined by the Governor and 
State Treasurer, subject to the provisions of this Act. 


§ 4. Negotiable—register—The Certificates of Indebtedness is- 
sued under this Act shall be issued-as negotiable coupon certificates, 
payable to bearer, with the privilege to the holder of having them 
registered in his name on the books of the State Treasurer as to prin- 
cipal only or as to both principal and interest, and such principal or 
both principal and interest, as the case may be, thus made payable to 
the registered holder, subject to such conditions as the State Treas- 
urer may prescribe. The Certificates of Indebtedness so registered as 
to principal in the name of the holder may thereafter be registered as 
payable to bearer and made payable accordingly. 


§ 5. Denomination—interest—maturities—pay prior to ma- 
turity—The said Certificates of Indebtedness shall be of the de- 
nomination of One Thousand ($1,000.00) Dollars each. They shall 
bear interest, payable semi-annually, at a rate not exceeding four 
(4%) per cent per annum. Each separate issue of said Certificates 
of Indebtedness shall mature in substantially equal annual series or 
installments, the first of which annual series or installments shall 
mature not mor than one (1) year after the date of the Certificates 
of Indebtedness, and the last not more than twenty (20) years after 
said date. The said Certificates of Indebtedness may, in the discre- 
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tion of the State Treasurer, be made subject to call and redemption 
at par and accrued interest on any interest payment date thereafter, 
prior to the maturity of said Certificates of Indebtedness. The said 
Certificates of Indebtedness shall not be redeemable before maturity 
unless they contain a statement to that effect. 


§ 6. Sale.—The said Certificates of Indebtedness shall be sold by 
the Governor and the State Treasurer upon sealed proposals after 
publication of notice of such sale one or more times at least fifteen 
(15) days before such sale in a newspaper of general circulation in 
the State of South Carolina, and also in a financial paper published 
in New York City, which regularly publish notices of sale of State 
or municipal bonds. The said Certificates of Indebtedness shall be 
awarded to the highest bidder at a price not less than par and ac- 
crued interest to the date of delivery, but the right shall be reserved 
to reject all bids and to readvertise the Certificates of Indebtedness 
for sale. For the purpose of bringing about a successful sale of said 
Certificates of Indebtedness the Governor and the State Treasurer 
shall have the power to do all things ordinarily and customarily done 
in connection with the sale of State or municipal bonds. Out of the 
proceeds of the sale of said Certificates of Indebtedness there shall 
be paid all expenses incident to the sale of said Certificates of In- 
debtedness, including all expenses of procuring assistance and opin- 
ion of attorneys, and other expenses. 

§ 7. Exempt from taxes.—All Certificates of Indebtedness is- 
sued under this Act shall be exempt from all state, county, munici- 
pal, school district and all other taxes or assessments, direct or in- 
direct, general or special, whether imposed for the purpose of general 
revenue or otherwise. 

§ 8. Investments.—It shall be lawful for all executors, admin- 
istrators, guardians, and fiduciaries and all sinking fund commis- 
sions to invest any money in their hands in said Certificates of In- 
debtedness. 

§ 9. Deposit of proceeds.—The proceeds of the sale of said Cer- 
tificates of Indebtedness shall be received by the State Treasurer 
and placed by him in a special fund to the credit of the Medical Col- 
lege of the State of South Carolina to be used exclusively by said 
institution to construct and equip a Clinical building at said institu- 
tion and on its property. 

§ 10. Pledge tuition fees pay—From and after the effective 
date of this Act so much of the revenue derived from the tuition 
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fees of the said Medical College as may be necessary to pay the 

principal and interest of the Certificates of Indebtedness authorized 

by this Act as they respectively become due is hereby specifically 

appropriated, and irrevocably pledged, for the purpose of this Act. 

On or before the thirtieth day of June of each fiscal year the said 

Medical College shall remit to the State Treasurer a sufficient amount 

of the said tuition fees to meet all principal and interest payments 

which will mature under the provisions of the Act during the next - 
ensuing fiscal year. 

§ 11. Further pledge pay.—The full faith, credit and taxing 
power of the State are hereby pledged for the payment of the prin- 
cipal and interest of the State Certificates of Indebtedness authorized 
by this Act. 

§ 12. Revenue provided for in section 10 sufficient pay.—It is 
hereby determined and found that the revenue referred to in Sec- 
tion 10 of this Act is and will be sufficient to pay all State Certifi- 
cates of Indebtedness authorized herein, both as to principal and in- 
terest, as they respectively become due. 

§ 13. Gifts and grants.—The Trustees of the said College are 
authorized to accept gifts or grants of any Federal agency or from 
any other source to supplement the funds hereby provided for. 

§ 14. Invalidity—I{ any article, section or provision of this 
Act shall be held unconstitutional, such unconstitutionality shall not 
affect, impair or invalidate any of the remaining articles, sections 
or provisions. 

§ 15. Repeal—aAll Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent with the 
provisions of this Act be, and the same are hereby, repealed to the 
extent of such inconsistency. 

§ 16. Time effective—This Act shall take effect immediately 
upon its approval by the Governor.

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Section 1. Act 1366, 1936 Acts, amended—time South Caro. 
lina public service authority commence work on Columbia Canal 
extended.—Be it resolved by the General Assembly of the State of 
South Carolina: That Section 3 of a Joint Resolution entitled “A 
Joint Resolution Providing for the Transfer of the Interest of the 
State of South Carolina in the Columbia Canal to the South Caro- 
lina Public Service Authority and Providing for the completion of 
the Canal,” be, and the same is hereby, amended by striking out 
Section 3 and inserting in lieu théreof the following to be known 
as Section 3: 

“Section 3: In case work to complete the canal is provided for 
in Joint Resolution No. 1366 of the Acts and Joint Resolutions of . 
1936 is not commenced on or before May 22, 1941, the rights here- 
tofore transferred by the State of South Carolina to the South Caro- 
lina Public Service Authority shall revert to the State.”

AN ACT to Legalize and Validate Bonds Heretofore Issued by 
Counties to Raise Moneys to be Advanced to the State High- 
way Commission for the Construction or Improvement of Any 
Part of the State Highway System and Any Pledge of Re- 
imbursement Payments to be Received by Such Counties 
Made to Secure the Payment of Said Bonds, and to Provide 
for the Payment of Said Bonds. 


Section 1. Bonds issued by counties provide moneys to be ad- 
vanced to state highway commission for construction or improve- 
ment of part of state highway system and pledge of reimburse- 
ment payments to be received by such counties to secure payment 
of said bonds validated on certain conditions—Be it enacted by 
the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: All bonds 
heretofore issued by or on behalf of any county to raise moneys to 
be advanced to the State Highway Commission of South Carolina, 
and to be used by such Commission to provide for the construction 
or improvement of any part of the State Highway System pursuant 
to any agreement made by such county with said Commission, where- 
by said Commission agreed to reimburse such county for such moneys 
so advanced, and any pledge of the moneys to be repaid to such 
county under such agreement to the payment of said bonds made 
_ either by law or by said county, or by its officers, are hereby legalized 
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and validated, notwithstanding any irregularity in, or lack of, au- 
thority for the issuance of said bonds, or the making of such pledge 
and, notwithstanding that said bonds may have been issued, or such 
pledge made, in reliance upon any statute which may be wholly or 
partly invalid, if 

(1) The county issuing said bonds shall have paid to the State 
Highway Commission pursuant to such and agreement a sum 
equal to the aggregate amount of such bonds; 

(2) The aggregate principal amount of said bonds did not exceed 
the aggregate amount to be repaid such county pursuant to 
such agreement, and 

(3) The validity of such bonds shall not have been questioned in 
any action or proceeding now pending. 

§ 2. Auditors in such counties levy tax pay bonds—apply 
funds received as reimbursement on bonds.—That the County Audi- 
tor of such county is hereby authorized and directed to levy annually 
on all taxable property in such county a tax sufficient to pay the 
principal of, and interest on, said bonds as they respectively become 
due, and the County Treasurer of such county is hereby authorized 
and directed to collect such tax and apply it to said purposes. All 
moneys received by such county from the State Highway Com- 
mission by way of reimbursement under any such agreement, shall 
be applied to the payment of said principal and interest, as provided 
in such agreement, and to the reduction of the tax required to be 
levied therefor.

AN ACT to Amend the Charter of the Farmers’ Mutual Insurance 
Association of Chester, S. C., so as to Provide That the Ag- 
gregate Maximum Amount of Insurance by Said Association 
in Any One County Shall be Four Million ($4,000,000.00) Dol- 
lars; and so as to Remove from Its Charter the Thirty-Year 
Limitation Period of Said Association. 


Section 1. Act 847, 1891 Acts, amended—Farmers’ Mutual In- 
surance Association of Chester, S. C.—aggregate maximum amount 
of insurance in one county—thirty year limitation period 
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eliminated.—Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State 
of South Carolina: That the Charter of the Farmers’ Mutual Insur- 
ance Association of Chester, S. C., issued by an Act of the General 
Assembly of South Carolina, 1891, and approved December 18, 1891, 
be, and the same is hereby, amended by striking out the word “one” 
near the end of Section 6 thereof, and inserting in lieu thereof the 
word “four”; and by striking out the words “and shall continue in 
force for a period of thirty years”, so that said Charter, when so 
amended, shall read as follows: 

“Section 1. Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Repre- 
sentatives of the State of South Carolina, now met and sitting in 
the General Assembly, and by the authority of the same, that J. 
S. C. Carpenter, R. T. Mockbee, W. O. Guy, O. Barber, and all other 
persons who shall become members thereof, be and they are hereby 
constituted a body politic and corporate, under the name of the 
Farmers’ Mutual Insurance Association of Chester, S. C., and under 
that name shall have all the powers,privileges and franchises in- 
cident to such a corporation under the laws of this State. 

Section 2. That said corporation shall have the right to mutually 
insure the respective dwelling houses, barns and other buildings of 
its members of Chester County or elsewhere in the State, against 
loss by fire, wind or lightening, upon such terms and under such 
conditions as may be fixed by the by- -laws of the said corporation. 
It may sue and be sued in any court in this State, and mey, have and 
use a common seal. 

Section 3. That the said corporation may make by-laws fixing 
the number of its Board of Directors and other officers, and defin- 
ing the powers and duties of the Directors and officers ; also making 
rules and regulations governing the corporation, and the conduct 
of its business, not inconsistent with the laws of this State. 

Section 4.That every member of said corporation shall be, and- 
is hereby, bound and obliged to pay his, her or either portion of all 
losses and expenses accruing to said corporation; and all buildings 
or other property insured by and with said corporation, together 
with the right, title and interest of assured to the lands on which such 
buildings or other property may stand, shall be pledged to the said 
corporation, and the said corporation shall have a lien thereon against 
the assured,his or her heirs, representatives and assigns during the 
continuance of their insurance, as to all debts or liabilities contracted 
or incurred by said corporation subsequent to the passage of this 
Act. 
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Section 5. All property insured by said corporation shall be liable 
as herein provided until all outstanding losses shall have been paid, 
and until the owner thereof shall have withdrawn his insurance in the 
manner prescribed by the by-laws of said corporation: Provided, 
However, That any transfer of such property shall operate as a release 
of the same under the provisions of this Act as to all subsequent lia- 
bilities; unless the purchaser or purchasers thereof shall make appli- 
cation to the Board of Directors for a continuance of said insurance 
within ten days from the date of such transfer, in which event, pur- 
chaser or purchasers shall be substituted to all the rights of the 
vendor under this Act, and the said property shall be held liable as 
herein provided, and the provisions of this Section shall apply as 
well to personal representatives and guardians as the purchasers of 
such property. 

Section 6. That the aggregate amount of insurance by said cor- 
poration in any one county shall not be less than Fifty Thousand 
($50,000.00) Dollars, nor shall it exceed Four Million ($4,000,- 
000.00) Dollars, 

Section 7. That this Act shall be deemed a public Act and shall 
go into effect immediately after its approval.’

AN ACT to Authorize the Trustees of John De La Howe School 
to Borrow Not Exceeding One Hundred and Ten Thousand 
($110,000.00) Dollars for the Purpose of Erecting and Equip- 
ping Eight (8) Cottages to be Used as Dormitories. 


Whereas, a large part of the property of the John De La Howe 
School located in McCormick County has been destroyed by fire; 
and 

Whereas, the insurance carried thereon was insufficient to properly 
and adequately replace such loss; and 

Whereas, in addition to the insurance and government aid to be 
received, the sum of One Hundred and Ten Thousand ($110,000.00) 
Dollars is necessary to properly and adequately erect suitable quar- 
ters for the maintenance of said institution; Now, Therefore, 

Section 1. John De La Howe school borrow for dormitories.— 
Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of South Caro- 
lina: That the trustees of John De La Howe School in McCormick 
County, South Carolina, are hereby authorized and empowered to 
borrow from the State Sinking Fund Commission of South Caro- 
lina, or from such other source as may be available, the sum of’ not 
exceeding One Hundred and Ten Thousand ($110,000.00) Dollars, 
if so much be necessary, for the purpose of erecting and equipping 
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eight (8) cottages upon the property of said school to be used as 
dormitories. The proceeds of the loan herein authorized shall be 
used for no purpose other than herein stipulated. 

§ 2. Issue notes.—That the trustees of John De La Howe School 
are authorized and empowered to borrow the money provided for 
in section 1 and to secure the payment of same by as many notes 
as may be deemed advisable by the trustees, maturing at such time 
not exceeding five (5) years from the date of issuance as may be 
advisable by said trustees and bearing such rate of interest as may 
be agreed upon not exceeding six (6%) per cent per annum.

A JOINT RESOLUTION to Authorize the Beaufort County Board 
of Directors to Convey to the South Carolina State Commis- 
sion of Forestry Certain Lands in Beaufort County Subject 
to Certain Conditions. 


Whereas, a Joint Resolution No. 1029 was approved June 2, 1936, 
providing for the transfer of certain lands then and since in the 
hands of Beaufort County, to the South Carolina State Commission 
of Forestry under certain conditions for use as a park area; and 

Whereas, some changes have been made in the conditions under 
which such transfer was to have been made; and 

Whereas, said changes are acceptable to the South Carolina State 
Commission of Forestry and the National Park Service and the 
Beaufort Delegation; Now, Therefore, 

Section 1. Beaufort County convey to South Carolina com- 
mission of forestry certain lands for development—terms of con- 
veyance—Hunting Island commission.—Be it resolved by the Gen- 
eral Assembly of the State of South Carolina: That the Beaufort 
County Board of Directors be, and they are, hereby authorized and 
directed upon the passage of this Resolution, and its approval by the 
Governor, to convey to the South Carolina State Commission of 
Forestry all the right, title and interests of Beaufort County in and 
to all lands generally recognized as Hunting Island proper and re- 
ceived? by Beaufort County from Dr. Arthur W. Elting and the 
Hon. James M. Cameron and the U. S. Government, together with

such marsh land and islands adjacent thereto as have been acquired 
or may hereafter be acquired from the State of South Carolina. 
Provided, That the deed shall contain as a part of the consideration 
thereof the following memorandum of understanding agreed to by 
the County Delegation and the South Carolina State Commission 
of Forestry: 

Memorandum of Understanding between Beaufort County and 
the South Carolina State Commission of Forestry as to the Develop- 
ment of the Proposed Hunting Island State Park including the 
lands owned, or formerly owned by James M. Cameron, Dr. Arthur 
- W. Elting, the U. S. Government, and the State of South Carolina 
Roughly Including Hunting Island and the Marsh Land Adjoining 
it. 

1: Beaufort County will deed to the South Carolina State Com- 
mission of Forestry certain properties now in their possession as fol- 
lows: 

(a) That portion of Hunting Island deeded to the County by 
James M. Cameron of Pennsylvania and Dr. Arthur W. Elting of 
New York totaling 3,000 acres, more or less. 

(b) Egg Bank and adjacent small island lying North of present 
Harbor Island. 

(c) The area of 5,000 acres, more or less, of marsh land sur- 
rounding Harbor Island and lying West of Hunting Island formerly 
owned by the State of South Carolina. 

(d) 160 acres, more or less, known as the Lighthouse property 
lying between the properties now or formerly owned by Cameron 
and Elting on Hunting Island and formerly owned by the U. S. 
Government. 

The County shall deed all of its right, title and interest in and 
to these properties to the State Commission of Forestry for the 
purpose set forth herein with the provision that should the articles 
of this agreement not be carried out and maintained by the said 
State Commission of Forestry the said deed shall become null-and 
void and the properties shall revert to the said County of Beaufort. 

2: Beaufort County will construct certain bridges connecting 
Hunting Island with St. Helena Island across Johnson Creek and 
Harbor River if Federal aid can be secured, but should this not be 
possible, Beaufort County will connect the two Islands by ferry. This 
Ferry, or similar means of transportation, will be made available to 
all Federal and State officials and the personnel and enrollees of the 
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CCC Camp, or camps, engaged directly, or indirectly, in the de- 
velopment of the Park, together with suitable facilities for the 
transportation of all supplies, materials, and equipment incident to 
the development of the area at no cost whatever to the Federal 
or State Government concerned with the development: Provided, 
Howver; That the Commission of Forestry shall operate said ferry 
during course of construction in so far as such operation can be 
obtained through funds of the Federal Government allotted for 
the development of the area. In addition these same transportation 
facilities will be made available on suitable schedules to Park users 
including cars, trucks, and all vehicles carrying passengers, supplies 
and equipment at a nominal charge. In addition the County will use 
all possible influence with State and Federal Agencies to have high- 
ways and bridges constructed to the Island. 

3: The County will guarantee the South Carolina State Commis- 
sion of Forestry against any defects in title to Hunting Island proper 
and reimburse the State and Federal Government for any expendi- 
tures made upon this Island from which any law suits might arise 
resulting from such defects should the question arise as to validity 
of any of the titles to this Island. 

4: Should highway and bridges be constructed by the County, 
or State, and operated as toll bridges, or should ferry continue in 
operation, in either case all toll shall be removed when debt against 
the County have been removed, or when costs of such improvements 
have been liquidated: Provided, That a reserve for maintenance and 
replacement of facilities shall be provided before such toll shall be 
removed. By this is meant that no profit shall be made by the County 
on the operation of any means of access to the area. 

5: Beaufort County will provide for the South Carolina State 
Commission of Forestry through gift, purchase or condemnation, 
as now provided by law, the necessary lands for materials and any 
‘ part of the right-of-way not owned by the County, or by the State 
of South Carolina, or by the South Carolina State Commission of 
Forestry as provided in Section 8 of Joint Resolution 1029 Legis- 
lature of 1936. 

6: The South Carolina State Commission of Forestry agrees to 
do everything within its power to have located on, or near, the area 
of CCC camp, or camps, or to provide some form of emergency 
labor, or to provide labor from funds available to the Commission 
by the Legislature when made for such purpose to construct cause- 
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ways and roads that will aid in making the Island accessible and 
to provide docks for the landing of a ferry boat if such should be 
necessary. ° 

7: The South Carolina State Commission of Forestry agrees to 
do everything practical to develop the Island as a State and Recrea- 
tional area in accordance with the principles of approved State 
Park Policy and in accordance with the following restrictions: 

(a) Maintain the entire area as a game sanctuary and public 
park. 

(b) Provide for the handling of the colored race in a way that 
will not seriously affect unfavorably the entire development. 

(c) That the Commission of Forestry will pay to the County one- 
half of all net receipts from the Island but only until such time as 
any investment made by the County shall be liquidated as provided 
in paragraph 4, and, or, so long as the ferry may be operated by 
Beaufort County. Following liquidation of such investments, all pro- 
ceeds from the Island will accrue to the State Park fund for the 
purpose of maintaining and operating the State Park Systen: in 
South Carolina. 

8: The South Carolina State Commission of Forestry agrees that 
an area of land fronting on the beach of not less than fifty acres, 
the location and dimensions to be determined by the Commission 
of Forestry so as to provide as much beach front as may be com- 
patible with the development of its recreational areas be set aside and 
divided into lots, such to be available to the general public for leasing 
for a ten-year period for the construction of permanent cottages 
under a price range approved by the Commission and under super- 
vision of the Commission as to location, architectural construction, 
cost, standards of maintenance, etc. Nothing in this Section shall in 
any way interfere with the public use of the beach at all times. 

9: The South Carolina State Commission of Forestry agrees 
to keep the beach open for public use at all times. 

10: There shall be created a commission known as the Hunting 
Island Commission. This commission shall consist of four members 
to be appointed by the Legislative Delegation of Beaufort County. 
The said members shall serve for a term of four years from the date 
of their appointment or until their successors are appointed and 
qualified. The members of the said commission shall serve without 
compensation but shall be reimbursed any and all actual expenses 
incurred in the performance of such duties as may be required of 
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them. The duties of this commission will be to further all efforts 
to secure the construction of a bridge or bridges between St. Helena 
Island and Hunting Island in Beaufort County and to perform such 
other duties as may hereafter be delegated to the said commission 
by legislative action. The said commission will also cooperate and 
work with the South Carolina State Commission of Forestry for 
the furtherance of the Hunting Island development. 

§ 2. All Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent with this Act are here- 
by repealed.

That the County Board of Education of Spartanburg County is 
hereby authorized and empowered to borrow from the Sinking Fund 
Commission of the State of South Carolina or from any bank or other 
lending agency for the purpose of assisting in the building of a new 
school building for Cross Anchor School District No. 15 a sum not 
exceeding ten thousand ($10,000.00) Dollars, the same to be paid 
in five (5) annual payments.

Section 1. Certain property of Associated Charities exempt 
from taxes, Richland County.—Be it enacted by the General As- 
sembly of the State of South Carolina: That the lot with the build- 
ings thereon at 1338 Pickens Street, in the City of Columbia, County 
of Richland, now owned by the Associated Charities, is relieved and 
exempted from all taxes, penalties and assessments thereon except 
State taxes, and the Auditor and Tax Collector of Richland County 
are hereby authorized and directed to cancel and satisfy all County 
taxes on the said property due for the years 1925 to 1938, inclusive.

AN ACT to Provide for the Supervision and Budgeting of the 
Finances by the County Highway Commission of Orangeburg 
County of Ali Departments of Said County Having to Do 
with the Spending of County Funds, and Fixing a Penalty 
for Violation of the Provisions Thereof. 


Section 1. County highway commission supervise and con- 
trol finances of departments, Orangeburg County.—Be it enacted 
by the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: The County 
Highway Commission of Orangeburg County shall have general su- 
pervision and control over all financial affairs of the departments of 
Orangeburg County to the end that each department shall operate 
within its appropriations and other revenue. It shall be the duty of the 
County Board to devise plans and formulate regulations so as to ob- 
tain the result hereinabove stated. They shall budget the various 
appropriations and revenues credited to the respective departments 
and the various officials’ accounts so as to maintain such control as 
is necessary to cause said departments and officers to operate within 
the appropriations and funds credited to the respective departments.

(b) Upon cigars of all descriptions made of tobacco, or any substi- , 
tute therefor, and weighing more than three (3) pounds per thou- 
sand, retailing for three and one-third (0.03-1/3) cents each, or less, 

Three ($3.00) Dollars per thousand. : 

(c) Upon cigars of all descriptions made of tobacco, or any sub- 
stitute therefor, and weighing more than three (3) pounds per thou- 
sand, retailing for over three and one-third (0.03-1/3) cents each, 
Ten ($10.00) Dollars per thousand. 

For the purpose of computing the tax, cheroots, stogies, etc, are 
hereby classed as cigars. 

§ 2. This Act shall take effect immediately upon its approval by 
the Governor.

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RULES AND REGULATIONS ADOPTED PURSUANT TO AU- 
THORITY OF GENERAL AND PERMANENT 
LAWS 


These rules and regulations published according to authority of Act No. 
132, 1937 Acts, page 174, entitled: An Act to require rules and regula- 
tions issued pursuant to all general and permanent laws to be filed in 
secretary of state’s office and to be published in the Acts and Codes 
of Laws of South Carolina; to fix duties of officers and agencies issu- 
ing such rules and regulations; the secretary of state and the code 
commissioner; and to provide for the expenses thereof. 


§ 5002, 1932 CODE—state board of health. empowered to promulgate and 
enforce rules for public health. 


ARTICLE NO. 1 BARBERS AND BARBER SHOPS, HAIR DRESS- 
ING ESTABLISHMENTS AND BEAUTY PARLORS. 


(Filed, secretary state’s office September 29, 1937.) 


Section 1. No owner or manager of a Barber Shop or Hair Dressing 
Establishment, or Beauty Parlor shall knowingly permit any person suffer- 
ing from a communicable disease, or from a venereal disease in a com- 
municable stage, to act as a barber in said shop. 

Sec, 2. No person who, to his own knowledge, is suffering from a 
communicable disease, or from a veneral disease in a communicable stage, 
which might be conveyed to another person by contact, shall act as a 
barber, 5 

Sec. 3, All barber shops, together with all furniture, shall be kept 
in a clean and sanitary condition. 

(a) Mugs, shaving brushes, razors, scissors, clipping machines, pincers, 
needles, and other steel instruments shall be cleaned and sterilized either 
by steam, boiling water, or in alcohol of at least 60 per cent strength after 
each separate use. 

(b) A separate clean towel shal] be used for each person, 

(c) Alum or other material used to stop the flow of blood shall be ap- 
plied only on a towel or other clean cloth. 

(d) The use of powder puffs and sponges is prohibited. 

(e) Every barber shop shall be kept well ventilated and provided with 
hot and cold water. 

(f) Head rests of chairs shall be covered with a towel that has been 
washed since having been used before, or by clean new paper. 

(gz) Every barber shall cleanse his hands immediately and thoroughly 
before.serving each customer. 

(h) No person shall use a barber shop as a dormitory, nor shall any 
part of the shop be so used. 
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(i) No barber shall undertake to treat any disease of the. skin or any 
lesions of the skin whatsoever, such as pimples, boils, warts, moles, and 
the like. 

(j) The owner and the manager of any barber shop, and each of them, 
shall keep a copy of these regulations, to be furnished by the Board of 
Health, posted in said shop for the information and guidance of persons 
working or employed therein, 

(k) No barber shall shave any person when the surface to be shaved is 
inflamed or broken out, or contains pus, unless such person be provided 
with a cup, razor and lather brush for his individual use.

ARTICLE NO. 2. SANITARY RULES AND REGULATIONS 


Governing Beauty Culture, Shops, Schools, Colleges and Other 
Hairdressing Establishments. 


(Filed, secretary state’s office—September 29, 1937.) 


Section 1. All persons practicing or teaching cosmetic art as defined 
must provide a suitable place, equipped to give adequate service to patrons, 
and be subject to inspection by the constituted authorities. 

Sec. 2. The use of the beauty parlor as a living, dining, or sleeping 
apartment is prohibited. If a beauty parlor is located in a private residence, 
or in connection with some other business, a separate room must be pro- 
vided for beauty parlor work. 

Sec, 3. All shops must be properly ventilated. 


Sec. 4. The use of a shop for immoral purposes shall be sufficient 
cause for forfeiture of a license. ; 4 

Sec 5. Floors, walls, furniture and other fixtures must be kept clean 
at all times. All bowls, basins, jars, etc., must be antiseptically cleaned 
immediately after using. 

Sec. 6. Every owner of any beauty establishment must supply hot 
and cold water in such quantities as may be necessary to conduct said 
beauty establishment in a sanitary manner, 

Sec. 7. No owner, or manager, of a beauty establishment shall per- 
mit any person suffering with communicable disease, or from venereal 
disease in a communicable form, to work in said beauty establishment. 
Blood test necessary. Blood test given by State Board of Health without 
charge. 

Sec. 8. Every person employed in a beauty establishment shall use 
separate and clean towels for each patron, and shall, while serving said 
patron, wear washable outer linen apron, uniform, or coat, which shall be 
kept clean. 

Sec. 9. After a towel has been used once it must be discarded until 
properly laundered.

Sec. 10. No person employed in a beauty establishment shall use 
the hear-rest of any operating chair under his or her control unless the 
head-rest is covered, and which cover has been properly sterilized since 
last being used; or covered with sanitary paper or towel, which must be 
renewed after each patron. 

Sec. 11. Combs and brushes must be cleansed thoroughly after each 
using, with soap and hot water, and covered in a 1-1000 bichloride solution, 
5% phenol, 70% alcohol, 10% lysol, 20% formaldehyde, or other estab- 
lished and approved germicidal solution, removed and rinsed in water, 
dried, and placed in a clean, closed container. 

Sec. 12. Glass or metal articles, which cannot be boiled, must be 
cleansed in soap and water, wiped in a 70% solution alcohol, or other 
recognized antiseptic, and kept in a clean, closed container, or immersed 
in an approved germicidal solution. 

Sec. 13. Every person engaged in the beauty establishment must 
thoroughly cleanse his or her hands immediately before serving each 
patron, 

Sec. 14. All creams, lotions, and other cosmetics used for patrons 
must be kept in clean and closed containers. 

Sec, 15. Open powder boxes, rouge, and lipstick must not be used 
in a reception room for patrons. The powder must be in shakers, or similar 
receptacles. Individual lipstick and rouge shall be used. 

Sec, 16. Lotions, or fluids, must be poured into a clean glass, or 
other sterilizable container, and applied to patrons by means of cotton, or 
other sterile methods, 

Sec. 17. Creams and other semi-solid substances shall be dipped from 
the container with sterile article or spatula. Removing such substances 
with the fingers is prohibited. 

Sec. 18. Cosmetics must be removed by means of cotton or gauze 
pledges, absorbent soft paper, or other sterilizable material. 

Sec. 19. All beauty establishments shall provide sanitary aprons, or 
spreads, for patrons at all times while being served. 

Sec. 20. No permanent waving sachets may be used more than one 
time. Approved by the Suoth Carolina Cosmetic Art Board.

ARTICLE NO. 3. BUS STATIONS 
(Filed secretary state’s office—September 29, 1937.) 


Section 1. General—All bus stations, including their waiting roonis, 
lunch rooms, restaurants, wash rooms, and toilets, shall be kept in a 
clean and sanitary condition at all times. 

Sec. 2. Cleaning.—All waiting rooms used by the public shall be swept 
and dusted daily; and at intervals of not more than seven days the floors 
shall be scrubbed with soap and water, and the seats, benches, counters 
and other woodwork shall be similarly scrubbed, or shall be rubbed down 
with a cloth moistened with oil. 
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Sec. 3. Sweeping.—If sweeping is done while rooms are occupied or 
open to occupancy by patrons, the floor shall be first sprinkled with wet 
sawdust or other dust-absorbing material. 

Sec. 4. Dusting.—If dusting is done while rooms are occupied or open 
to occupancy by patrons, it shall be done only with cloths moistened 
with water, oil, or other dust-absorbing material. 

Sec. 5. Spitting.—Spitting on the floors, walls, seats or platforms of 
stations is prohibited. 

Sec. 6. Cuspidors.—In all waiting rooms where smoking is permitted, 
an adequate supply of cuspidors shall be provided; such cuspidors shalt 
be cleaned daily, and oftener if their condition requires. 

Sec. 7. Common Cups.—Individual drinking cups in sufficient number 
shall be supplied in all stations, and the use of common drinking cups is 
prohibited. 

Sec. 8. Common Towels.—The supplying of roiler towels or other 
towels for common use in bus stations is prohibited. 

Sec. 9. Combs and Brushes.—The supplying of combs and brushes 
for common use in bus stations is prohibited. 

Sec. 10. Toilet Facilities—All bus stations where tickets are sold 
shall provide adequate toilet facilities, of a design approved by the State 
Board of Health, for the use of patrons and employees; and there shall 
be separate toilets for each of the two sexes. Adequate toilet facilities shall 
be as follows: A minimum of one stool for each ten women or less, and 
one stool and one urinal for each fifteen men or less.. The number of 
stools to be determined by the number of buses and the capacity of the 
buses arriving at any station within a period of thirty minutes. Where a 
bus station is maintained in connection with a filling station separate 
toilet facilities shall be provided for the bus station from those maintained 
for the filling station. 

Sec. 11. Station Toilets—If a bus station is located within 300 feet 
of a public sewer, water flushing toilets shall be installed and permanently 
connected with such sewer, and a wash basin or basins shall be located 
near the toilet and similarly connected; and such toilets and lavatories 
shall be kept in repair and in good working order at all times. 

Sec. 12. Care of Toilets—AlIl toilets installed as set forth in Section 
11, shall be cleaned daily by scrubbing the floors, bowls and seats with 
soap and water. 

Sec. 13. Odors in Toilets——When offensive odors appear in toilets 
which are not obliterated and removed by cleaning as in Section 12, said 
toilets shall be treated with a 2 per cent. solution of formaldehyde or other 
odor-destroying substance. 

Sec. 14. Toilet Supplies——Toilet and wash rooms installed as set 
forth in Section 11, said toilets shall be constantly furnished with an 
adequate supply of toilet paper, soap and free or pay clean towels. 

Sec. 15. Privies—If no sewer connection is available as set forth in 
Section 11, a sanitary privy of a design approved by the State Board of 
Health shall be maintained within a reasonable distance from the sta- 
tion. Such privy shall be adequately protected against the entrance of 
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flies, shall be kept supplied with toilet paper, the seats shall be kept clean, 
and the vaults shall be cleaned out and emptied at such intervals as will 
avoid the development of a nuisance. 


Sec. 16. Water and Ice Supplies—Water to be Certified —Water 
provided by common carriers for drinking or culinary purposes in bus 
stations shall be taken from supplies certified by the United States Pub- 
lic Health Service as meeting the required standards of purity and safety 
prescribed by the Interstate Quarantine Regulations of the United States. 


Sec. 17. Ice—Ice used for cooling water provided as in Section 11, 
shall be clean natural ice, ice made from distilled water, or ice made 
from water certified as aforesaid; and before the ice is put into the water 
it shall be washed with water of known safety, and handled in such a 
manner as to prevent its becoming contaminated by the organisms of 
infectious diseases: Provided, That the foregoing shall not apply to ice 
that does not come in contact with the water to be cooled. 


Sec. 18. Care of Water Containers——AlIl water containers where water 
and ice are put into same compartment shall be thoroughly cleansed at 
least once in each week that they are in use. All water containers and 
water storage tanks shall be thoroughly drained and flushed at intervals 
of not more than one month. 


Sec. 19. Water Not Usable for Drinking.—If water which does not 
conform to the standards set forth in Section 11, of these regulations is 
available at any tap or hydrant. In any bus station, a notice shall be main- 
tained on each such tap or hydrant which shall state “Not fit for drink- 


: ” 


ing 

Sec. 20. Drinking Fountains.—If drinking fountains of the bubbling 
type are provided in any bus station, they shall be so made that the drink- 
ing is from a free jet projected at an angle to the vertical, and not from 
a jet that is projected vertically or that flows through a filled cup or bowl. 

Sec. 21. Refuse Cans.—At all bus stations where there is an agent, 
there shall be provided and maintained an adequate supply of open or 
automatically closing receptacles for the disposition of refuse and kept 
reasonably clean and free from odor. State laws with reference to Res- 
taurants shall apply to all restaurants and lunch rooms in bus stations.

ARTICLE NO. 4—SANITARY REGULATIONS FOR CAMPS 
(Filed, secretary state’s office—September 29, 1937). 


Section 1. Definition—-Camps shail be considered to include all camps 
and similar places of temporary abode. Tourist camp, within the mean- 
ing of these regulations, is defined to be a tract or parcel of land with 
or without buildings or other equipment, private or municipally owned, 
open to the public and designated to the public as a tourist camp and set 
aside for free or pay camping purposes. 


2932 STATUTES AT LARGE [RuLEs 


Sec. 2, Camp Location and Upkeep.—Camps shall be located on suit- 
able and well-drained ground, roads, trails and walks for the use of the 
public, in connection with the camp, shall be so guarded or posted as to 
insure safety. The premises and equipment shall at all times be kept in a 
clean and safe condition and free from vermin. The camp site shall 
be kept free from noxious weeds such as poison ivy, ragweed and poison 
sumac. 


Sec. 3. Water Supply.—(a) The water ‘supply for drinking and cul- 
inary purposes shall be safe. No supply shall be used until it has been 
inspected, tested by an accredited laboratory. When water from a public 
supply is carried in, clean containers shall be used. 

(The use of a common drinking cup is prohibited by State law.) 

(b) Drinking Water (Wells).—AlIl wells, whether dug driven point or 
drilled and cased, shall be so located, constructed and topped, and the 
pump so attached a sto prevent pollution of the well water. 

(c) No surface spring water shall be used for drinking or for preparing 
foods unless amply protected against pollution, and not before it has been 
inspected, tested and pronounced safe by the State Board of Health. 

(d) Newly constructed and reconstructed wells, whether drilled or 
iron pipe cased with driven point, and pumps, water pressure systems, and 
new piping, shall be sterilized and duly tested by an accredited labora- 
tory before use. 

(Tests for the purity of water supplies are made free of charge by the 
State Board of Health Laboratory, Columbia, South Carolina. Steril con- 
tainers can be secured from the local County Health Officer.) 


Sec. 4. Toilets——All toilets shall conform to Section 5041, Code, 1932, 
and rules and regulations of the State Board of Health. 


Sec. 5. Washing Facilities—Hand and clothes washing facilities must 
be adequate and shall be kept in a sanitary condition at all times. 


Sec. 6. Garbage, Rubbish, Waste Water, Etc.—(a) Garbage of the 
camp and tin cans shall be kept in separate, covered containers and buried 
or otherwise disposed of without creating a nuisance. The camp shall be 
kept free from rubbish. 

(b) Waste water from washing facilities, kitchen and other buildings or 
equipment shall be collected and disposed of so as not to form pools on 
the ground in or near the camp, nor create a nuisance, nor pollute any 
drinking water supply. 


Sec. 7. Sleeping and Living Quarters——(a) Camp owners maintaining 
or offering for the use of the public sleeping or living quarters shall meet 
the requirements prescribed by this section. 

(b) Every such camp building or tent used for sleeping or living 
quarters shall have windows or opening so constructed as to admit sun- 
light. The ventilation shall be adequate to keep the air in all parts of 
the living and sleeping quarters clean. 

(c) The living and sleeping quarters shall be kept clean and sani- 
tary, and during the insect season all outside openings shall be effectively 
screened with 18-mesh screen wire. 
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(d) In buildings used for sleeping quarters there shall be at least 225 
cubic feet of air space for every occupant. 

(e) Buildings and permanent tents used for sleeping quarters shall be 
provided with floors raised above the ground. When bunks are used, 
they shall be raised at least twelve inches above the floor. 

(f) The floors of all buildings used as living quarters shall be swept 
daily (dry sweeping is prohibited) and scrubbed with hot water and soap 
at least once a week. 

(g) Tents provided for living purposes shall be waterproof and trenched 
for drainage. The interior shall be kept clean and dry. When used as sleep- 
ing quarters, they shall be equipped with cots or beds. : 

(h) Bunks, beds and bedding shall be kept clean and free from vermin. 

(i) When provided, bedding shall be sufficient; blankets shall be hung 
out for airing at least once a week. 

(j) Clean, fresh pillow slips and bed sheets of sufficient size to com- 
pletely cover the mattress and pillow shall be used, and shall be renewed 
daily, or before being assigned to another guest. 


Sec. 8. Camp Supervision—The owner, caretaker or other person in 
charge of the camp shall be responsible for maintaining in good order 
all sanitary equipment and for compliance shall make or have made (by 
a responsible person reporting to them) frequent inspection of the prem- 
ises and sanitary equipment for the purpose of maintaining proper sani- 
tation and compliance with these regulations. 

Sec. 9. Regulations, Posting of and Camp Maintenance.—(a) All 
tourist camps located in South Carolina shall be constructed, arranged, 
and maintained in a manner required in these regulations. These regula- 
tions shall be enforced by the local Board of Health, or County Health 
Department. 

(b) Copies of these regulations shall be posted in one or more con- 
spicuous places in the camp where they can be easily seen by the camp 
personnel and visitors.

ARTICLE NO. 5. REGULATIONS PERTAINING TO TRAILER 
CAMPS, TRAILER PARKS, TRAILER LOTS 


(Filed, secretary state’s office—September 29, 1937.) 


The existing regulations pertaining to tourist camps and concerning such 
items as camp site, care-taker, general care of camp, water supply, toilet 
facilities, sewage and wastes disposal, protection of the purity of public 
water supplies, preparation and handling of food, swimming pools, and 
communicable diseases shall apply to those places receiving trailer patron- 
age, 

Section 1. Camp Site—Each site reserved for a trailer coach and car 
shall be not less than twenty feet by thirty-five feet, or the equivalent of 
not less than seven hundred square feet, and shall be clearly defined by 
suitable markers at each corner. The site shall be level, free from rocks 
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and weeds, and well drained. No trailer coach shall be placed on any 
site where there is less than ten feet between the trailer and a building, 
or another trailer, or less than five feet from the property line separat- 
ing from adjoining property, or less than twenty-five feet from a highway 
or street, all measurements from these to be from the nearest point to 
the nearest point of such trailer or vehicle. No greater number of trailer’ 
parties shall be allowed than there are camp sites available for. 


Sec. 2, Trailer Camp Water Supply.—Water supply shall be obtainable 
from faucets only, which shall be provided within one hundred feet .of 
any part of the trailer camp sites. No dipping of receptacles shall be per- 
mitted. No drinking vessels shall be exposed to promiscuous use, 


Sec. 3. Trailer Camp Toilets—Flush toilets shail be provided in sepa- 
rate compartments for each sex, within a distance of two hundred feet 
from any part of the trailer camp site, one toilet for each sex accommo- 
dated. Toilets shall be distinctly marked “Men” and “Women” and their 
location plainly indicated by directional signs. Pit privies for camps ac~ 
commodating trailer patronage are not sanctioned. 

Sec. 4. Slop Sinks.—In every trailer camp or park there shall be pro- 
vided one or more flushing slop sinks properly trapped and connected 
with a sewer, septic tank said sinks to be conveniently located at no 
greater distance thari one hundred feet from any trailer camp site. It is 
important, for the protection of the water supply, the slop-sinks shall 
have the water faucets, inclusive of any rubber hose section that may be 
attached thereto, placed sufficiently high so that under no circumstances 
shall the point of delivery be beneath the level of any liquid in the sink or 
container washed therein. If the flush is operated by a valve of the 
“flushometer” type, the form installed must involve an efficient siphon 
breaker device. Herein all liquid wastes from trailer coach sinks and 
toilets shall be deposited. An ample supply of hot water shall be provided 
for the efficient cleansing of such receptacles, and it shall be the duty of 
the caretaker to see that such cleansing is effected, also to see that no 
unnecessary sloppage upon the sides of the fixtures or on the flooring 
‘occurs. The latter should be of some impervious material, cement, and 
must be kept scrupulously clean, with frequent application of a disinfectant 
solution. The windows and ventilators of the housing for such slop sinks 
shall be screened, and a self-closing screen or other door be provided. 

Sec. 5. Use of Trailer Coach Toilets at Camp is Prohibited.—No per- 
son shall use or shall be permitted to use any toilet, whether chemical or 
otherwise, installed in any trailer coach, while the latter is parked in 
any trailer camp, nor shall any sink waste be discharged upon the ground 
therein. Buckets or other suitable receptacles shal be placed in such 
manner as to receive all liquids which may be discharged through any 
refrigerator drain or sink-pipe while the trailer coach is parked, and such 
buckets or receptacles shall not be permitted to overflow. 

Sec. 6. Garbage and Rubbish—One or more metal garbage cans with 
tight-fitting covers, appropriately labeled, shall be provided and conven- 
iently placed for every six trailer camp sites, or fractional part of this 
number. All garbage, waste and rubbish of any kind shall be either burned, 
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buried or removed from the premises in such a manner as not to create 
a nuisance and as may be approved by the Board. Incinerators shall be 
provided for burning combustible rubbish. 


Sec. 7. A copy of the foregoing regulations pertaining to both trailer 
.coaches and trailer camps shall be posted in a conspicuous place in the 
camp.

ARTICLE NO. 6. REGULATIONS FOR CANNERIES MANU- 
FACTURING AND PREPARING FOOD PRODUCTS IN THE 
STATE OF SOUTH CAROLINA. 


(Filed, secretary state’s office—September 29, 1937.) 


Construction and Drainage: 

Section 1. The roof of every cannery shall be of water-tight con- 
struction. The ceiling shall be high enough to permit safe clearance for 
all persons working under suspended shafting, hangers, piping, galleries, 
and other equipment. 

Sec. 2. The floors of all canneries shall be tight, smooth, and graded 
around machinery, cookers, washers, and all other places where waste 
is unavoidable so as to carry away liquid waste. 


Sec. 3. The tops of all tables shall be smooth. All tables shall be 
properly drained to remove waste and overflow. 


Sec. 4. Waste and overflow shall be drained away from all machines, 
cookers, washers, and other places where created during operations, on 
graded floors, and/or drains, graded so as to convey liquid wastes from 
such machines to sewers, graded gutters or pipes buried in the floor or 
ground. All gutters and depressions from floor level shall be adequately 
covered in case their construction or location makes them dangerous to 
limb. Such covers shall be readily removable for cleaning and scrubbing 
the gutters. No person shall be permitted or required to work during 
factory operation at points where the floor is covered with an unreasonable 
amount of water or other liquid or wet accumulation. 


Sec. 5. Litter, waste, or refuse shall not be allowed to accumulate in 
or around the buildings or around the buildings or yards of any cannery. 
All liquid waste shall be conducted from the buildings by means of suit- 
able drainage pipes or gutters, and disposed of in a manner which com- 
plies with the State laws. Gross by-products suitable for other usages, 
such as pea vines or corn husks, may be stacked or placed in silos. Such 
stacks or silos shall be separate from the buildings and shall be adequately 
drained to intercept any oozing liquid. Other by-products shall only be 
retained when rendered unobjectionable by giving off no offensive odor 
or oozing liquid. Skins, peelings, etc., shall not be piled near the cannery 
or any other building, nor be distributed on the land near the cannery 
or other buildings unless so disposed of as to give off no offen'sive odors 
or constitute a nuisance. 
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Cleansing of Equipment: 


Sec. 6. All machinery, conveyors, floors, tables, pails, trays, cookers, 
washers, etc., shall be scalded with steam or hot water at least once each 
day and as often in addition thereto as individual cannery requirements 
necessitate in order to prevent souring or insanitary conditions. No scalder 
or blancher shall be used which is not cleaned at least twice each day, or 
oftener if necessary, during the period of use. 


Sec. 7, All cans should be washed before filling with food. 
Water Supply: 


Sec. 8. Only pure and wholesome water shall be used in the washing 
of equipment coming in contect with food or in the making of brine or 
syrup. The overflow of brine, juice, or syrup shall not be used. No cans 
shall be brined or syruped by being passed through a tank to receive the 
syrup, brine, or other liquid by submergence (dip tank). 


Sec. 9. An adequate supply of safe drinking water shall be provided 
both in the cannery and also within easy access to living quarters provided 
by the canner. 


Comfort Features: 


Sec. 10, Wash rooms or stations must be provided, conveniently 
located and of sufficient size and equipment for the accommodation of all 
employees, equipped with ample running water supply and provided with 
individual sanitary towels and plenty of soap. 

Sec. 11. Dressing rooms with hangers or lockers shall be provided for 
employees to change their clothes. 

A rest room for women shall be maintained. 

Employee’s Requirements: 

Sec. 12. Employees preparing food products must wear clean, prefer- 
ably white, or other washable oversuits or aprons, etc., which must be 
kept clean. Female employees must wear clean, washable caps covering 
their hair. Employees shall keep their finger nails clean. They must wash 


their hands before commencing work and after each absence from their 
work, 


Sec. 13. No person afflicted with infectious or contagious diseases or 
any infectious wounds, shall be employed in a factory, preserving or 
catining food. Employees are prohibited from smoking and from spitting 
on the floor in any of the sections where foods are being prepared. 


Toilets: 


Sec. 14. One privy, water closet (of approved design, water-tight and 
fly-proof) shall be provided for every 25 persons or fractional part thereof 
of each sex occupying the living quarters or working in the cannery. 


Sec. 15. All privies, water closets shall be readily accessible to the 
cannery or living quarters they are intended to serve. Suitable toilet 
provisions must be available for both the cannery and living quarters. If 
the latter are too far distant from the cannery, separate toilet provisions 
must be made. The entrance to each outside privy, water closet should 
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be concealed by a vestibule or screen extending to a height of 6% feet 
from the ground and of width at least 2 feet greater than the width of 
the entrance opening. 


Sec. 16. Each privy, water closet shall be equipped with a door, and 
in addition shall be ventilated by an opening or openings (unobstructed 
except by wire screening) to the outer air. Such openings shall have a 
combined area of not less than 1 square foot. 


Sec. 17, Each window and ventilator opening of a privy, water closet 
shall be provided with wire fly screening. 


Sec. 18. Each door shall be equipped with an automatic closing device. 


Living Quarters: 


Sec. 19. Living quarters must have waterproof roofs and tight, board 
floors. 


Sec. 20. In buildings occupied by more than one sex, all interior par- 
titions shall extend from the floor to the ceiling or roof. Such partitions 
must be of solid construction, without openings, cracks, etc., other than 
doorways. 


Sec. 21. Each room used as living or sleeping quarters shall have not 
less than one window opening directly to the outer air, and such window 
shall have at least 5 square feet of space. Each openings for a window 
shall be equipped with a sash with glass panes and shall be constructed 
to open outwardly on hinges or slide horizontally or vertically so as to be 
available for ventilation and escape. 


Sec, 22, Each room having only one window must have an additional 
adequate outside opening for ventilating purposes. 


Sec. 23. Each room used as living or sleeping quarters shall have not 
less than one door leading to the outside. Such doors should open out- 
wardly. 

Sec. 24. All windows and doors leading to the outside air shall be 
screened during the fly season. 

Sec, 25. Except in the housing of families, sleeping accommodations 
shall be provided in rooms which are separate for each sex. 

Sec. 26. In every room used for sleeping purposes there shall be pro- 
vided not less than 400 cubic feet of air space for each occupant, except 
that between April 1 and October 31, 250 cubic feet of air space for each 
occupant may be accepted at the discretion of the State Board of Health. 

Sec. 27. Beds, cots, or bunks, shall be provided in each room for 
sleeping purposes in sufficient number for occupants of the room. 

Sec. 28, Each bed, cot, or bunk shall be elevated not less than 12 inches 
above the floor. 

Sec. 29. Ail beds, cots, or bunks shall be placed not less than 2 feet 
apart at all points, unless separated by interior partitions. 


Sec. 30. The occupants of living quarters shall be required to keep 
them clean and tidy. 
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Sec. 31. The cannery management shall be required to keep the 
grounds and surroundings clean and free from rubbish, refuse, etc. 


Sec. 32. A sufficient number of closed, metal garbage containers shall 
be provided at the living quarters and the cannery management shall 
provide daily collection and removal of garbage to some point where it will 
not constitute a nuisance or breeding place for flies or other health 
nuisance.

ARTICLE NO. 7. COMMUNICABLE AND OCCUPATIONAL 
DISEASES 


(Filed, secretary state’s office—September 29, 1937.) 


Section 1. Physicians shall Report Cases of Certain Diseases and 
Deaths from Them. 


Every physician in the State of South Carolina shall report in writing 
or by an acknowledged telephone communication to the local health au- 
thority where such exists or where one does not exist, to the State Health 
Officer, immediately after his or her first professional visit, each patient he 
or she shall have suffering, or suspected to be suffering, with any con- 
tagious disease. If such disease is of a pestilential nature, he shall also 
immediately notify the State Health Officer at Columbia by telegraph or 
telephone at State expense. He or she shall report, as required above, every 
death from such contagious or pestilential disease immediately after it shall 
have occurred. The attending physician is authorized and it is made his 
duty to place the patient, the household and the premises under the 

. restrictions as hereinafter provided, for the management and control of 
said disease, until such time as the control of said disease may be assumed 
by the Local or State Board of Health. 


Sec. 2. Physicians shall Report Cases of Occupational Diseases. 


Fach physician having knowledge of any person whom he believes to 
be suffering from any occupational disease shall report the diagnosis of 
the disease to the State Board of Health. The term occupational disease 
has reference to one which occurs with definite frequency and regularity 
in occupations where there is a specific exposure as the cause which op- 
erates to produce effects in the human body recognized clinically by the 
medical profession as pathological changes and effects produced by the 
specific exposure involved. The State Board of Health is authorized to 
investigate and to make recommendations for the elimination or pre- 
vention of occupational diseases which shall be reported in accordance 
with the provisions of this section. The State Board of Health is also au- 
thorized to study and provide advice in regard to conditions that may 
be suspected of causing occupational diseases, provided information ob- 
tained upon investigations made in accordance with the provisions of this 
section shall not be admissible as evidence in any action of law to secure 
compensation for occupational diseases through common law. 
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Sec. 3. Householders, Heads of Families, etc., shall Report Contagious 
Diseases. 

Every hotel proprietor, keeper of a boarding house or inn, keeper or 
manager of tourist, trailer or other camp, and householder or head of a 
family, in a house wherein any case of reportable or contagious disease 
may occur, shall report the same to the local health authority as early as 
possible after the time of his or her first knowledge or suspicion of the 
nature of the disease, unless previous notice has been given by the physi- 
cian in attendance; and in case of quarantinable diseases, until instructions 
are received from the said local health authority, shall not permit any 
clothing or other articles which may have been exposed to infection to 
be removed from the house, nor shall any occupant of said house change 
his residence elsewhere without the consent of the local health authority. 

Sec. 4. Nurses and Midwives shall Report Redness or Inflammation 
of Eyelids to Health Authorities. 

Whenever any nurse, midwive or other person not a legally qualified 
practitioner of medicine shall notice inflammation of the eyes or redness 
of the lids in a newborn child under his or her care, it shall be the duty of 
such person to report the same to the local health authority, or, in his ab- 
sence, to any reputable physician, as early as possible after the same is 
first noticed. 

Sec. 5. The Notifiable Disease in South Carolina: 

The following diseases, whether contagious, infectious, occupational or 
otherwise, are declared to be notifiable in South Carolina, and as such 
shall be reported to the proper health authorities as herein provided: 
Pestilential Diseases: 

Asiatic Cholera, Plague, ['yphus Fever (Epidemic), Yellow Fever. 
Contagious or Infectious Diseases: 

Actinomycosis, Anthrax, Acute Poliomyelitis, Chickenpox, Chancroid, 
Dengue, Diphtheria, Dysentery (Amoebic and Bacillary), Encephalitis 
Lethargica, Favus, German Measles, Gonorrhea, Glanders, Hookworm, 
Influenza, Leprosy, Malaria, Measles, Meningitis (Meningococcus and 
Tubercular), Mumps, Ophthalmia Neonatorium, Pellagra, Pneumonia 
(Lobar and Bronchial), Rabies, Rocky Mountain Spotted Fever, Scarlet 
Fever, Septic Sore Throat, Smalipox, Syphilis, Tetanus, Tuberculosis (all 
forms), Tularaemia, Trachoma, Trichinosis, Typhoid Fever, Typhus Fever 
(Endemic), Undulant Fever, Whooping Cough, 

Occupational Diseases: Anthrax, Asbestosis, Silicatosis, Silicosis, Cata- 
ract (glass workers), Compress Air Iliness, Dermatitis due to irritating 
oil, cutting compounds or lubricants, chemical dust, liquids, dyes, fumes, 
gases, or vapors; Lead Poisoning, Mercury Poisoning, Carbon-monoxide 
Poisoning, Carbon Tetrachloride and Phosgene Poisoning, Poisoning by 
carbon bisulphide, methanol, or volatile haloganated hydrocarbons; Pois- 
oning by benzol, or nitro and amido derivatives of benzol (dinitrol-benozl, 
anilin, and others); Chlorine Poisoning, Poisoning by sulphuric, hydro-. 
chloric or hydrofluoric acid; Poisoning by gasoline, benzine, naphtha, or 
other volatile petroleum products; Poisoning by refrigerants (methyl 
chloride, ethyl chloride, dichlorethylene, methyl bromide, ethyl bromide, 
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methylene chloride, methyl formate dichlorodifluoromethane, dichloroe- 
thane, monofluorotrichloromethane, sulphur dioxide); Poisoning by hydro- 
gen fluoride or nitrous gases. 


Sec. 6. Local Health Authorities shall keep Records of Contagious 
Diseases. 

City, town and county health authorities shall keep a careful and accu- 
rate record of all cases of notifiable diseases reported te them, with the 
name, date, age, sex, race, location, and such other necessary data as may 
be prescribed from time to time by the State Board of Health. They 
shall also make a report of all notifiable diseases to the State Board of 
Health at such time and on such form as may be required. WHENEVER 
SUCH DISEASES ARE OF UNUSUAL INCIDENCE, THEY 
SHALL REPORT THESE DISEASES IMMEDIATELY AFTER 
THEIR FIRST KNOWLEDGE OF THEM TO THE STATE BOARD 
OF HEALTH BY TELEPHONE OR TELEGRAPH. 


Sec. 7. Rules and Regulations Relating to Quarantine, Isolation and 
Other Control Measures to be Observed by all Health Authorities, 

The Report of a Committee of the American Public Health Association 
on the Control of Communicable Diseases, and approved by the U. 
S. Public Health Service, and approved and promulgated by the Execu- 
tive Committee of the South Carolina State Board.of Health, March 18, 
1936, is adopted as the Rules and Regulations for the Control of Com- 
municable Diseases in South Carolina. 

These rules for the regulations of quarantine, isolation and disinfec- 
tion in the several contagious diseases therein named are to be observed 
by all boards of health, health officers, physicians, school superintend- 
ents, school trustees and such others as shall be responsible for the care 
and regulation of the public health. All health authorities of counties, 
towns and cities in this State are hereby directed and authorized to es- 
tablish local quarantine, hold in detention, maintain isolation and prac- 
tice disinfection, as hereinafter provided for, of all such persons, vehicles 
or premises which are infected or suspected of being infected with any of 
the above contagious diseases wherever found. Following are some of 
the rules and regulations abstracted from the above report: 

(a) Cleaning. This term signifies the removal by scrubbing and wash- 
ing, as with hot water, soap and washing soda, of organic matter on 
which and in which bacteria may find favorable conditions for prolong- 
ing life and virulence; also the removal by the same means of bacteria ad- 
herent to surfaces. 

(b) Disinfection. By this is meant the destroying of the vitality of 
pathogenic microorganisms by chemical or physical means. 

(c) Disinfecting. By disinfecting is meant any process, such as the 
use of dry or moist heat, gaseous agents, poisoned food, trapping, etc., 
by which insects and animals known to be capable of conveying or trans- 
mitting infection may be destroyed. 

(d) Fumigation. By fumigation is meant a process by which the de- 
struction of insects, as mosquitoes and body lice, and animals, as rats, is 
accomplished by the employment of gaseous agents. 
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(e) Isolation. By isolation is meant the separating of persons suffering 
from a communicable disease, or carriers of the infecting microorganism 
from other persons, in such places and under such conditions as will 
prevent the direct or indirect conveyance of the infectious agent to sus- 
ceptible persons. 


(f) Quarantine. By quarantine is meant the limitation of freedom of 
movement of persons or animals who have been exposed to communi- 
cable disease for a period of time equal to the longest usual incubation 
period of the disease to which they have been exposed. 

It is still considered necessary to require strict isolation of the patient 
for the period of communicability, and quarantine or immunization of 
contacts in certain diseases, notably smallpox. However, in some other 
diseases, such as poliomyelitis and encephalitis, isolation of the patient 
has but little apparent affect in limiting the spread of the disease, and 
the period of communicability is not known with reasonable accuracy 
in any given case. . 

Case-to-case infection is relatively infrequent in these latter two dis- 
eases; and yet the patient must be regarded as a potential source of in- 
fection and suitable precautions must be taken, even if these barriers to 
transmission of the disease are but partially effective. Uncertainty as to 
the exact duration of the period of communicability does not justify neg- 
lect of reasonable isolation measures, but rather adds to our obligation 
to educate patients, the family, and the attending physician in the ad- 
vantages to be had from separating the sick from the well, and in taking 
precautionary measures voluntarily when the presence of a communicable 
disease is suspected and before a diagnosis is established, after the official 
period of isolation is past, and generally during the epidemic prevalence 
of such diseases in the community. - ; 

The five specific objectives of personal cleanliness as defined above, if 
conscientiously attempted, will materially aid in reducing the amount 
and frequency of infection. 

Isolation is of communicable diseases from visitors is often of benefit to 
the patient as well as a protection to others; quiet, freedom from the 
excitement and fatigue of visits, and complete rest are important factors 
in the medical and nursing management of such patients and directly con- 
tribute to recovery. 

(g) Renovation. By renovation is meant, in addition to cleansing, such 
treatment of the wall, floors, and ceiling of rooms or houses as may be 
necessary to place the premises in a satisfactory sanitary condition. 


Sec. 8 Rules and Regulations Relating to the Placarding of Houses 
and Premises. : 

(a) Upon notice that the following diseases exist within his juris- 
diction, it shall be the duty of the proper health authority to have the 
houses or premises in which the disease exists placarded by placing a 
yellow flag or card of such size and color as may be prescribed by the 
State Board of Health, and on which shall appear the name of the dis- 
ease, and the words, “This House is Quarantined by Order of the State 
Board of Health”, at the outside entrance of entrances to the house or 
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premises. Persons ill with any of the following diseases shall be isolated 
for the period of communicability of the disease, contacts shall be quar- 
antined for the period of maximum incubation for the disease, concurrent 
and terminal disinfection shall be practiced.

(b) Upon notice that the following diseases exist within his jurisdic-. 
tion, it shall be the duty of the proper health authority to have the houses 
or premises in which the disease exists placarded by placing a card of 
such size and color as may be prescribed by the State Board of Health, 
and on which shall appear the word “Warning”, the name of the disease, 
and statement, “By order of the State Board of Health.” Persons suffering 
from the following diseases shall be isolated and concurrent and terminal 
disinfection shall be practiced. Contacts do not have to be quarantined:

(c) Upon notice that the following diseases exist within his jurisdiction, 
it shall be the duty of the proper health authority to make an investiga- 
‘tion and institute such control measures as may be necessary. It is not 
necessary that the house or premises be placarded, the patient isolated, 
nor contacts quarantined: : 

Whenever the disease is of contagious or infectious nature such con- 
current and terminal disinfection shall be practiced as may be necessary 
to prevent further spread of the disease.

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Sec. 9. Plecards Shall not be Destroyed or Removed. 

No person or persons shall alter, deface, remove, destroy or tear down 
any card posted by any health authority. The occupant or person having 
possession or control of buildings or premises upon which a quarantine 
or other health notice has been placed shall, within twenty-four hours 
after destruction or removal of such by other than the proper authorities, 
notify the local health authority of such destruction or removal 


Sec. 10. Health Authorities are to Assume Control of Quarantine, 
Isolation, and other control measures. 

In all incorporated cities and towns the municipal health authorities 
shall assume control and management of contagious diseases and ex- 

_ posures and shall see that quarantine, isolation and other control measures 
as herein provided are carried out. In those portions of all counties in 
this State outside of incorporated cities and towns, the County or Dis- 
trict Health Department shall assume management and control of con- 
tagious diseases and exposures and shall see that quarantine, isolation 
and other control measures as herein provided are carried out. 

Sec. 11. Health Authorities May Pass Through Quarantine Lines. 

All health authorities shall have the privilege and shall be allowed to 
pass through all quarantine lines, whether instituted at the instance of the 
State or Local Authorities, they first requesting permission and acquainting 
the officers or guards with the fact of their being properly authorized 
health officers, And with the assurance on their part that they under- 
stand the nature of the disease that they are visiting, and will take prop- 
er precautions as provided herein against carrying the infection themselves. 

Sec. 12. Persons Forbidden Going to or Leaving Contagious Disease 
Premises. 

After the house or premises containing a contagious disease is flagged 
or placarded, all persons except the attending physician or the authorized 
health officer are forbidden going in or leaving the premises, except as 
hereinafter provided for, and the carrying off or causing to be carried off, 
of any object or material whereby such disease may be conveyed, is pro- 
hibited. : 

Sec. 13. Persons Affected with or Exposed to Contagious Diseases 
Shall Obey Health Authorities. 

It shall be the dury of all persons affected with any contagious or in- 
fectious disease or who from exposure to contagion from such disease, 
may be liable to endanger others who may come in contact with them, to 
strictly observe such instructions as are given them by any health au- 
thority of the State in order to prevent the spread of such disease; and it 
shall be lawful for such authorities to command any person thus affected 
or exposed to infection to remain within designated premises for such 
length of time as herein provided, for the several contagious and infec- 
tious diseases. 

Sec. 14. Travel of Persons with Contagious Diseases. 

All persons having any of the following contagious diseases are pro- 
hibited from riding upon any public vehicle or conveyance except upon 
the written approval of and according to regulations prescribed by the 
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State Health Officer. They are also prohibited from being upon public 
‘thoroughfares of the State except in private conveyance, which shall 
make no unnecessary stops between the point of departure and the desti- 
nation of the patient. They are prohibited from attending any public as- 
semblages or public places:

Sec. 15. Children with Contagious Diseases Shall Not Attend School. 

No superintendent, principal or teacher of any school; and no parent, 
master or guardian of any child or minor having the power and authority 
to permit any such child or minor having any contagious or infectious 
disease requiring isolation or any other disease in a communicable stage 
but not requiring isolation to attend any private, parochial, church or 
Sunday School until the requirements of these rules and regulations as 
to the disease or diseases in question have been complied with after their 
recovery, they shall not be permitted to enter school except upon the 
written certificate of the attending physician or of the local health officer 
stating that the child has recovered and is non-infectious. 


Sec. 16. Superintendents of Schools to be Notified of Contagious 
Disease. 

The local health authority shall notify the superintendent or principal 
of any school of the locations of quarantinable diseases, and if the super- 
intendent or principal finds any attendants in school from such places 
except as strictly provided for herein, he ‘shall deny them admission to 
the said schools, and admit them only upon the written certificate of the 
attending physician or local health authority that there is no danger of 
infection from them. 


Sec. 17. Household Contacts of Contagious Disease in Relation to 
School Attendance, 

Children coming from a house in which contagious disease exists, but 
not suffering from said contagious disease, may attend school upon the 
written certificate of the attending physician, or local health authority, 
stating that the child has not been exposed to the disease for maximum 
incubation of the disease, and that the patient is in isolation; or that they 
are immune to the disease and are not carriers of said disease. 

Sec. 18. Persons with Trachoma or Acute Infections Conjuctivitis 
Excluded from School, 

Persons afflicted with trachoma, granulated lids or acute infections con- 
juctivitis shall be excluded from schools, public assemblages and from 
close association with other individuals, unless they are under the constant 
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care and strict supervision of a competent physician, and hold a certificate 
from said physician stating that active inflammation has subsided and 
that danger of infection no longer exists. 


Sec. 19. Minor Diseases to be Excluded from School. 

Those actually suffering from acute tonsilitis, scabies, lice, ringworm 
and impetigo contagiosa shall be excluded from school during such illness 
and be readmitted only on the certificate of the attending physician or 
local health authority, attesting to their recovery and non-infectiousness. 


Sec. 20. Health Authorities to Investigate Reported Cases. 

Whenever the local health authority is informed or has reason to 
suspect that there is a case of contagious reportable disease within his 
territory, he shall immediately examine into the facts of the case and 
shall adopt the control regulations applicable to such diseases as provided 
herein, 


Sec. 21, Premises Occupied by Persons with Contagious Diseases 
to be Rendered Non-infectious. 

No person shall offer for hire or cause or permit any one to occupy 
premises, houses or apartments previously occupied by a person ill with 
any contagious or infectious communicable disease, or any other disease 
of communicable nature until such premises, houses or apartments shall 
- have been rendered non-infectious according to the rules herein provided 
under the supervision of the local health authority. 


Sec. 22. Premises not Rendered Non-infectious shal! be Placarded. 

Whenever these rules and regulations, or whenever the order of the 
local health authority requiring the disinfection or*fumigation of apart- 
ments, premises, or articles shall not be complied with, or in case of delay, 
the local health authority shall forthwith cause to be placed upon the out- 
side entrance or entrances a placard as follows: 

“These apartments have been occupied by a patient or patients suffer- 
ing with a contagious disease and they may have become infected. They 
must not be again occupied until my orders directing the renovation and 
disinfection of the same have been complied with. This notice must not 
be removed under penalty of law, except by an authorized official.” 


Sec. 23. Persons Suffering from Reportable Diseases Shall Not Work 
where Food Products are Produced. 

No person suffering with any reportable disease or who resides in a 
house in which there exists a case of smallpox, scarlet fever, diphtheria, 
dysentery, or typhoid fever shall work, or be permitted in or about any 
dairy or any establishment for the manufacture of food products until 
the local health authority has given such a person a written certificate to 
the effect that no danger to the public will result from his or her em- 
ployment or presence in such establishment. 


Sec. 24. These Rules and Regulations not to Prevent Local Laws, 

Nothing contained in these rules and regulations shall be construed to 
prevent any city, town or county from making such health laws as they 
may think necessary for the preservation of public health; provided that 
the said laws be not inconsistent with the laws as herein laid down by the 
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State Board of Health. And it shall be the duty of the local health au- 
thority to at once furnish the State Board of Health with a copy of the 
proposed law or laws for the approval of the Executive Committee of the - 
State Board of Health. before they shall become law. 

Approved and promulgated by the Executive Committee of the South

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ARTICLE NO. 8 REGULATIONS OF THE SOUTH CAROLINA 
STATE BOARD OF HEALTH FOR THE PREVENTION OF 
THE SPREAD OF VENEREAL DISEASES. 


(Filed, secretary of state’s ofice—September 29, 1937.) 


Under and by virtue of Sec. 5 of an Act Relating to Venereal Diseases, 
approved Feb. 14, 1919, beirlg Act 17, Page 30, Acts of 1919, XXXI 
Statutes at Large 30, the following rules and regulations are hereby 
adopted and ordered to be properly promulgated by the State Board of 
Health of South Carolina: 


Section 1. Syphilis, gonorrhea, and chancroid, hereinafter desienated 
venereal diseases, are hereby declared to be contagious, infectious, com- 
municable and dangerous to public health. 


Sec. 2. Any physician or other person who makes a diagnosis in, or 
treats a case of syphilis, gonorrhoea, or chancroid shall report the same 
as hereinafter provided, and any superintendent, or manager of a hospital 
dispensary, or jail, or charitable or penal institution, in which there is a 
case of venereal disease shall immediately segregate the same and shall 
report such case immediately in writing to the local health officer, 
stating the name or the office serial number, address, age, sex, color and 
occupation of the diseased person, the date of the onset of the disease, 
and the probable source of the infection. (In cases of syphilis, also the 
probable stage of the disease). Furthermore, such reports shall be made 
upon forms prescribed and furnished by the State Board of Health, which 
shall include window envelopes for purposes of secrecy en route, and 
the local health officer shall, in turn, promptly forward records of such 
cases to the State Board of Health at such times arid upon such forms 
as shall be designated by the said State Board of Health, Provided, how- 
ever, That all cases occurring in counties not having local health officers 
shall be reported immediately oy the attending physician to the State 
Board of Health direct. 


Sec. 3. State, county and municipal health officers, in their respec- 
tive jurisdictions, are hereby directed and empowered when in their 
judgment it is necessary, to protect the public health, to make examina- 
tion of persons being or suspected of being infected with venereal diseases, 
to require persons infected with venereal diseases to report for and submit 
to adequate courses of treatment until rendered non-infectious, or to 
submit to such adequate treatment provided at public expense, and to 
isolate persons infected or reasonably suspected of being infected with 
venereal disease, and the term “adequate treatment” shall be taken to 
mean any plan of treatment carried out over a sufficient period of time 
which in the opinion of the physician, is capable of rendering the patient 
non-infectious so far as that particular attack of the given disease is 
concerned. 

Sec. 4. All persons who shall be confined or imprisoned in any State, 
county or city, prison of this State shall be examined and treated for 
venereal disease by the health authorities or their deputies, without .pay, 
or by other physicians who may be employed by the respective county 
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authorities for such duties. The State, county and municipal boards 
of health shall have authority to take over such portion of any State, 
county or city prison as may be necessary for a board of health hospital, 
wherein all persons who shall have been confined or imprisoned and who 
are suffering with venereal disease at the time of the expiration of their 
terms of imprisonment, shall be isolated and treated at public expense 
until rendered non-infectious, or in lieu of such isolation such person may, 
in the discretion of the Board of Health, be required to report for treat- 
ment to a licensed physician or submit to treatment provided at public 
expense until adjudged by the attending physician as being permanently 
non-infectious. 


Sec. 5. It shall be the duty of every physician and of every other 
person who examines to treat a person having syphilis, gonorrhoea, or 
- chancroid, to instruct him in measures for preventing the spread of such 
disease, and of the necessity for treatment until adjudged by him to be 
permanently non-infectious, and to hand him a copy of the circular of 
information obtainable for this purpose from the State Board of Health. 


. Sec. 6. Upon receipt of a rerort of a case of venereal disease it shall 
be the duty of the local health officer to institute measures for the protec- 
tion of other persons from infection by such venereally infected persons. 

(a) Local health officers are authorized and directed to quarantine 
persons who have, or are reasonably suspected of having syphilis, 
gonorrhoea, or chancroid, whenever, in the opinion of the said local health 
officer, or State Board of Health or its secretary, quarantine is necessary 
for the protection of the public health. In establishing quarantine the 
health officer shall designate, and define the limits of the area in which 
the person known to have, or reasonably suspected of having syphilis, 
gonorrhoea, or chancroid, and his immediate attendant, are to be 
quarantined, and no person, other than the attending physician, shall 
enter or leave the area of quarantine without the permission of the local 
health officer, 

No one but the local health officer shall terminate said quarantine, and 
this shali not be done until the diseased person has become non-infectious 
as determined by the local health officer or his authorized deputy through 
the clinical examination and all iaboratory tests, or until permission has 
been given him so to do by the State Board of Health or its Secretary. 


(b) The focal health officer shall inform all persons who are about to be 
released from quarantine for venereal disease, in case they are not rendered 
non-infectious, what further treatment should be taken to complete their 
necessary clinical management. Any person not rendered non-infectious 
before released from quarantine shall be- required to sign the following 
statement after the blank spaces have been filled to the satisfaction of the 
health officer.

I hereby agree to report to the health officer within four days after the 
beginning of treatment as above agreed, and will bring with me a state- 
ment from the above physician or clinic of the medical treatment applied 
in my case, and thereafter will report as often as may be demanded of me . 
by the health officer. 

No one but the local health officer shall terminate said quarantine, and 
this shall not be done until the diseased person has become non-infec- 
tious as determined by the local health officer or his authorized deputy 
through the clinical examination and all laboratory tests, or until per- 
mission has been given him so to do by the State Board. of Health or its 
Secretary. 

I agree, further, that I will take all precautions recommended by the 
health officer to prevent the spread of the above disease to other persons 
and that I will not perform any act which would expose other persons to 
the above disease. 

I agree, until finally released by the health officer, to notify him of 
any change of address and to obtain his consent before moving my abode 
outside his jurisdiction. 


All persons signing the above agreement shall observe its provisions, 
and any failure to do so shall be a violation of these regulations. All 
such agreements shall be filed with the health officer and kept inaccessible 
to the public as provided in Rule 10. 

Sec. 7. Druggists Forbidden to Prescribe for Venereal Diseases. 

No druggist or other person not a physician licensed under the laws 
of the State shall prescribe or recommend to any person any drugs, 
medicines, or other substances to be used for the cure or alleviation of 
gonorrhoea, syphilis, or chancroid, or shall compound any drug or 
_ medicine for said purpose from any written formula or order not written 
for the person for whom the drugs or medicines are compounded and 
not signed by a physician licensed under the laws of the State. 

Sec. 8. Spread of Venereal Diseases Unlawful. 

It shall be a violation of these regulations for any infected persons 
knowingly to expose another person to infection with any of the said 
venereal diseases, or for any person to perform an act which exposes 
another person to infection with venereal! disease. 

Sec. 9. Giving Certificates of Freedom From Venereal Diseases Pro- 
hibited. b 

Physicians, health officers, and all other persons are prohibited from 
issuing certificates of freedom from venereal disease, provided this rule 
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shall not prevent the issuance of necessary statements of freedom from 
infectious diseases written in such form, or given under such safeguards, 
that their use in solicitation for sexual intecourse would be impossible. 


Sec. 10. Records to Be Secret, 


All information and reports concerning persons infected with venereal 
diseases shall be inaccessible to the public except in so far as publicity 
may attend the performance of the duties imposed by these regulations 
and by the laws of the State.

ARTICLE NO. 9. FAIRS, CAMP MEETINGS AND OTHER 
GATHERINGS 


(Filed, secretary state’s office—September 29, 1937.) 


Section 1. Adequate and sufficient toilet facilities shall be provided, and 
maintained in a sanitary condition, at all fair grounds, camp meeting 
grounds, and similar public gathering places. 


Sec. 2. In no case where water supply is available will any other than 
flush toilets be allowed. Where necessary to construct other forms of 
toilets such forms shall receive the written approval of the State Board of 
Health or its agencies, 


Sec. 3. Water furnished fer drinking purposes shall be of the standard 
required for drinking water supplies through the State. 


Sec. 4. Food stuff offered for sale within the limits of the fair grounds 
or encampment shall be properly protected from possible contamination 
by dust and flies. 

Approved and promulgated by the Executive Committee of the South 
Carolina State Board of Health, July 14, 1937. 


ARTICLE NO. 10. REGULATIONS GOVERNING THE CONTROL 
OF MOSQUITO PRODUCTION ON IMPOUNDED WATERS 


(Filed, secretary state’s office—September 29, 1937.) 


Section 1. Any person, firm, corporation, county or municipality desir- 
ing to impound water for any purpose whatever, other than for watering 
stock, shall, prior to the initiation of any construction activities, make 
application to the State Board of Health for, and obtain from it, a pre- 
liminary permit for the impounding of such water. 


Sec. 2, Such application for a preliminary permit shall be made in 
writing in the name of the person, firm, corporation, county or municipality 
making application, and shall be accompanied by a description of the pro- 
posed project, its purpose and its exact location; also by an accurate plat 
of the area to be affected showing particularly the maximum and minimum 
water levels. 
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Sec. 3. A temporary permit for the inauguration of initial construc- 
tion shall be issued by the State Board of Health when the following 
Rules and Regulations, or modifications thereof approved by the Execu- 
tive Committee of the State Board of Health, have been made to apply 
to the said project. 


3a. All laborers employed in the construction of the dam and the 
impounding of the water, shall be housed in properly screened houses 
and such steps taken by quinine administration and control of mosquito 
production in the vicinity of the camps as may be necessary to prevent 
the infection of malaria mosquitoes and the introduction of malaria into 
this locality. 


3b. In the area to be occupied by the reservoir, its branches, bights, 
and indentations, all brush, trees, undergrowth, logs, stumps, and similar 
objects, which; if not removed, would float on the surface of the im- 
pounded waters soon after the impounding of the water, and all of the 
above material that is lying on the ground or remaining in the original 
or new positions, which would probably cause collections of floatage to 
gather, and thus constitute conditions favorable to the protection of 
larvae of mosquitoes capable of conveying malaria, shall be removed 
and burned, or otherwise disposed of in a manner satisfactory to the 
Executive Committee of the State Board of Health, prior to the im- 
pounding of the water. 


3c. In the area to be occupied by the reservoir, its branches, hights, 
and indentations, all brush, trees, and undergrowth which would pierce 
the surface at low-water level, shall be cut off at least one foot below 
such low-water level to prevent the collection and anchorage of any pos- 
sible floatage, rafts, etc. 


3d. The shore line of the reservoir, its branches, bights, and indenta- 
tions from minimum low-water level to a line five feet herizontally be- 
yond maximum high-water level, shall be cleared and maintained clear 
of all brush, and undergrowth. Large trees need not be removed from 
this strip. 


3e. During the mosquito breeding season larvacides approved by the 
Executive Committee of the State Board of Health shall be applied 
regularly, in the manner directed by the Executive Committee of the 
State Board of Health, to any or all sections of the shore line of the 
reservoir, its branches, bights and indentations and to any other collections 
of water within the property lines of the impounding area in which 
mosquitoes are breeding. Tne use of larvacides for mosquito control may 
be permitted by the Executive Committee of the State Board of Health 
in lieu of clearing underbrush and undergrowth along any section of the 
shore line of the reservoir, its branches, bights, and indentations which in 
the judgment of the Executive Committee of the State Board of Health, 
is better adapted to the purpose but nothing in these Regulations is to be 
construed as authorizing the cutting and clearing of underbrush and 
undergrowth as an alternate to the use of larvacides for mosquito control. 
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3f. When practicable the water level, from November Ist, to April 30, 
shall be held three feet above that level which is the normal high-water 
level for the period from May Ist, to October 30. 


3g. An open walk-way for the purpose of inspections and oiling with 
hand sprays, shall be cleared and maintained along at least one bank of 
each creek, branch and bight, from the property line down to a point 
which can be reached by an oil spray-boat operating from the lake. 


3h. All depressions which will be filled with water from the reservoir, 
its branches, bights, and indentations at time of maximum water level, 
in which water will be retained at lower stages of the water level, thus 
forming separate pools, shall be connected with the normal body of the 
reservoir, or any of its branches, bights or indentations, with a ditch 
which will permit complete drainage, or shall be controlled by the regular, 
periodic use of approved larvacides as permitted and directed by the 
Executive Committee of the State Board of Health. 


Sec. 4. A preliminary permit for the impounding of water having 
been granted by the Executive Committee of the State Board of Health, 
and construction work on the project begun, a representative of the State 
Board of Health shall make inspections of the project from time to time 
and as requested by the permit holder, and the State Board of Health 
shall approve in writing of that portion of the work as is outlined in 
Section 3 of the Regulations which has been satisfactorily completed. As 
the said representative of the State Board of Health determines that the 
preliminary permit holder is complying with the provisions of Sub-Section 
3b of these Regulations and as it shall appear that the preliminary permit 
holder has complied with the provisions of Sub-Section 3c of these Regula- 
tions the permit holder may thereupon proceed gradually as authorized 
by written approval from the Executive Committee of the State Board of 
Health, with the impounding of water to a level specified by said represen- 
tative of the State Board of Health, and, when it shall appear that the 
permit holder has complied with the provisions of Sub-Section 3a, 3b, 3c 
and 3d of these Regulations to the satisfaction of the Executive Com- 
mittee of the State Board of Health, said State Board of Health shall 
certify such fact to the permit holder in writing and the permit holder 
may ‘thereupon proceed with the impounding of water to maximum 
high-water level. 


Sec. 5. The Executive Committee of the State Board of Health shail 
thereupon issue a final. permit for the maintenance of an impounding 
project by said applicant, the validity of such permit being contingent 
upon the observance of Sub-Section 3d, 3e, 3f, 3g and 3h and the following: 


5a. During the mosquito breeding season the permit holder shall reg- 
ularly and frequently remove all floatage and floating debris in the 
reservoir, its branches, bights and indentations which are producing 
mosquitoes, and shall during mosquito breeding season satisfactorily 
apply such larvacides as are approved, and in the manner directed by the 
Executive Committee of the State Board of Health to all Anopheles 
breeding areas of the reservoir or parts of the impounded waters, 
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5b. After the water has been impounded the State Board of Health 
shall make such inspections of the impounded waters and adjacent areas 
as are deemed essential; and any conditions found on the impounded 
water project that are, or may be detrimental to the public health, or are 
likely to cause an increase of malaria, shall be modified by the permit 
holder so as to be satisfactory to the Executive Committete of the State 
Board of Health. 


5c. These Regulations shall govern any change in water level and as 
soon as any proposed changes affecting the maximum elevation are con- 
templated, the Executive Committee of the State Board of Health shall 
be notified in writing. 

5d. No waters impounded in the future shall be used as a source of 
domestic water supply unless upon written approval from the Executive 
Committee of the State Board of Health, and under conditions stipulated 
in such permit. 

Sec. 6. Failure to comply with the provisions of any Section or 
Sub-Section of these Regulations, after notice thereof, constitutes a viola- 
tion thereof, and shall constitute according to Section 2314, Vol. 3, Code 
of 1922, a misdemeanor, punishable as provided in that Section.

ARTICLE NO 11. REGULATIONS 


So as to Lessen or Prevent Mosquito Production Therein or Thereon 
Mill Ponds and Fish Ponds and Small Lakes. 


(Filed secretary state’s office—September 29, 1937.) 


In order to prevent an increase in the prevalence of malaria and to 
avoid the formation of foci of endemic malaria traceable to mill ponds, 
fish ponds and small lakes as to safeguard the public health under and 
by virtue of authority vested in it by the laws of South Carolina. The 
Executive Committee of the State Board of Health at a meeting held in 
Cglumbia, S. C., on the 22nd of May, 1935, by Resolutions duly passed, 
adopted the following Rules and Regulations and does hereby promulgate 
and publish the following Rules and Regulations governing mill ponds, 
fish ponds and small lakes in the State of South Carolina: 

Section 1. The shore line of any pond, mill pond, fish pond or small 
lake and its branches, small bays, and indentations from minimum low- 
water level to a line five feet horzontally beyond maximum high-water 
level, shall be cleared and maintained clear of all brush and undergrowth. 
Large trees need not be removed from this strip. 


Sec. 2. During the mosquito breeding season larvacides approved by 
the Executive Committee of the State Board of Health shall be applied 
every seven days, in the manner directed by the Executive Committee 
of the State Board of Heaith, to any and all sections of the shore line of 
any pond, mill pond, fish pond, small lakes, its branches, small bays and 
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indentations and to any other collection of water within the property 
lines of the impounding area in which mosquitoes are breeding, or the 
water level may be lowered not less than 2 feet by opening the flood gates 
and allowing them to remain open until the water has been lowered the 
required two feet, this to be done at least every seven days. The use of 
larvacides for mosquito control may be permitted by the Executive Com- 
mittee of the State Board of Health in lieu of clearing underbrush and 
undergrowth along any section of the shore line of any pond, mill pond, 
fish pond, small lakes, its branches, small bays and indentations which 
in the judgment of the Executive Committee of the State Board of Health, 
is better adapted to the purpose but nothing in these Rules and Regula- 
tions is to be construed as authorizing the cutting and clearing of under- 
brush as an alternate to the use of larvacides for mosquitoes. 


Sec. 3. When practicable the water level, from November Ist, to April 
30, shall be held three feet above that level which is the normal high- 
water level for the period from May 1st, to October 30. 

Sec. 4. An open walk-way for the purpose of inspecting and oiling 
shall be cleared and maintained along at least one bank of each creek, 
branch and small bays from the property line to the end. 


Sec. §. Reports under oath shall be furnished the State Board of 
Health upon request, said report to be furnished within three days from 
date of request. 

Sec. 6. Failure to comply with the provisions of any section of these 
Rules and- Regulations, after notice thereof, and shall constitute according 
to Section 2314, Vol. 3, Code of Laws of 1922, a misdemeanor, punishable 
as provided in that section.

ARTICLE NO. 12. JAILS AND OTHER PENAL INSTITUTIONS 
(Filed, secretary state’s office—September 29, 1937.) 


Section 1. Ventilation. All jails and other penal institutions in South 
Carolina must be properly ventilated. A minimum of 500 cubic feet of 
air space must be provided for each prisoner for his sleeping room, and 
proper provisions must be made so that this air be changed so as to pro- 
vide 3,000 cubic feet per hour for each prisoner. 

Sec. 2.: Heat and Lighting. All jails and other penal institutions in 
South Carolina must be properly heated and properly lighted. 

Sec. 3. Floors, Walls and Bedding. The floors of each jail where 
prisoners are confined, and each cell of the penitentiary, must be cleaned 
daily. The walls must be kalsomined or whitewashed at least once an- 
nually. Clean bedding must be furnished in jails and other penal institu- 
tions in South Carolina. 

Sec. 4. Water Closets. Proper water closets with adequate plumb- 
ing must be provided in all jails and the penitentiary in incorporated 
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towns having waterworks and sewerage. These must be provided with 
covers and kept in a sanitary condition. 


Sec. 5. Screening. The windows and doors of all jails and penal insti- 
tutions in South Carolina must be properly screened with 16-inch mesh 
wire, 


Sec. 6. Water Supply. Pure water in sufficient amount for drink- 
ing and bathing purposes must be furnished in every jail and other penal 
institution in South Carolina. 


Sec. 7. Isolation of Contagious Disease. Prisoners suffering with the 
following contagious diseases must be isolated from the rest of the 
prisoners and a suitable isolation ward or room must be provided in all 
jails and penal institutions for tuberculosis, smallpox, diphtheria, scarlet 
fever, mumps, measles, whooping cough, scabies or itch, leprosy and any 
other diseases designated as contagious by the State Board of Health. 


Sec. 8. Examination of Prisoners Upon Admission. All prisoners 
admitted to any jail or other penal institutions in South Carolina must 
be examined within twenty-four hours after admission to determine 
whether they are suffering from any contagious disease. 


Sec. 9. Bath on Entrance. All prisoners admitted to any jail and 
other penal institutions in South Carolina must be required to bathe all 
over and be provided with clothing until the clothes worn on admission 
have been properly disinfected and made free from vermin, should such 
vermin be present when the prisoners are admitted. 


Sec. 10. Proper Diet for Prisoners. All prisoners admitted to any 
jail and other penal institutions in South Carolina must be furnished 
with sufficient wholesome food, this food to be subject to inspection 
from time to time by the State Health Officer or other agent of the State 
Board of Health. 


Sec. 11. Every room or cell occupied by any patient prisoner suf- 
fering with a communicable disease, when vacated, shall be disinfected. 


Sec. 12. Cooking and eating apartments shall follow the same rules 
as those prescribed for restaurants and hotels. 


Sec. 13. All plans and specifications for new jails and repairs or altera- 
tions of old prisons shall be submitted to the State Board of Health for 
approval. 

Sec. 14. All prisoners who have not been successfully vaccinated 
against smallpox within the last ten years shall be vaccinated upon ad- 
mission to any jail or other penal institution in South Carolina,

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ARTICLE NO. 13. MEAT MARKETS 
(Filed, secretary state’s office—September 29, 1937.) 4 


Section 1. In every meat market each room wherein meat is handled 
or stored, shall be completely screened at doors, windows and other 
openings with wire gauze, 18-mesh per inch in either direction, and such 
gauze shall be at all times kept in perfect repair. 

Sec. 2. The floors of every meat market shall be kept in a clean and 
sanitary condition at all times. The use of clean pine sawdust is per- 
mitted on the floors, provided it is changed every other day. 

Sec. 3. Chopping blocks shall be scraped daily and counters must be 
thoroughly scoured; all knives, saws, and other implements must be 
scalded and washed thoroughly each day, and maintained at all times in 
clean condition. 

Sec. 4. All meat that has become tainted or attacked by putrefactive 
bacteria shall be rmoved from the premises at once or destroyed, and shall 
be removed from the premises at once or destroyed, and shall not be stored 
in any ice box or refrigerator. 


Sec. 5. All ice boxes and refrigerators shall be kept clean at all times. 


Sec. 6. There shall be provided for the use of all employees a wash 
sink or lavatory, which shall be provided with or in connection to the 
urinals and water closets, with an abundance of towels, water and soap, 
and all employees shall wash their hands before handling any meat, and 
after each visit to the toilet. 

Sec. 7. All dealers in foédstuffs, such as milk, meat, fish or poultry 
shall not expose or exhibit the same on any side-walk or alley in the State 
of South Carolina; but all such food intended for human consumption 
and offered for sale shall at all times be kept free from contamination by 
dust, dirt, insects, cats, dogs or other animals. 

Sec. 8. All dealers in foodstuffs, whether to be eaten raw or cooked, 
such as vegetables, fruits, candies, cakes, confections, etc., shall at all 
times keep them in such a manner that will be free from dust, dirt, flies, 
insects, cats, dogs or other domestic animals. 

Sec. 9. No person shall be employed in any market while afflicted 
with any communicable disease. 

Sec. 10. All markets shall be provided with containers of such con- 
struction and dimentions for the reception of all garbage, refuse, offal, 
decaying vegetables, and they shall be water-tight, made of galvanized 
iron, or tight-matched lumber, and provided with a suitable cover, which 
must be kept properly adjusted at all times, so as to protect the contents 
from flies, insects, rats and animal, or vermin. All garbage or refuse 
contents must be emptied at least once every fortyeight hours.

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ARTICLE NO. 14. RULES AND REGULATIONS GOVERNING 
« MIDWIVES IN THE STATE OF SOUTH CAROLINA 


(Filed, secretary state’s office—September 29, 1937.) 


Section 1.. All midwives shall register with the local registrar and 
also at the County Health Department. 

Sec. 2. Requirements for Registration. 

(1) In order to secure a Certificate of Registration a midwife shall 
first demonstrate her ability to read and write. She shall have reasonable 
clear vision, average intelligence, and good general health. She shall obtain 
from the Health Officer or a private physician each year a certificate 
stating that she is free from Communicable diseases. 


(2) Every midwife shall be successfully vaccinated against smallpox, 
inoculated against typhoid fever, and have a negative Wassermann test 
for syphilis. 

(3) Before becoming eligible to register, all midwives are required to 
attend a course of instructions of at least ten lessons to be given to 
midwifery classes in the counties by either State or County nurses. At the 
conclusion of this course certificates may be granted to those whom the 
instructor considers competent to register. No certificate will be issued 
until this course has been completed. These certificates are valid for one 
year only, and shall be renewed each year by the County Health Officer, 
and may be withdrawn at the discretion of the County Health Officer. 
A fee of twenty-five cents shall be charged for the issuance of each 
certificate and for each renewal, said fee shall be paid to the County 
Health Officer or nurse and disbursed by them in defraying expenses of 
State Midwife Institutes. The midwife shall also be required to attend 
a State Institute for instructing midwives unless excused by the County 
Health Officer. 

(4) No person who has failed to obtain and hold a certificate as set 
forth above, shall practice midwifery in this State. 


Sec. 3. (1) In each county the midwife shall be subject to the super- 
vision and control of the County Health Officer. 

(2) Midwives shall report to the Public Health Nurse of their com- 
munity whenever requested to do so. 

Sec. 4. Regulations. 

(1) A midwife, before attending a woman in confinement, shall wash 
her hands and arms with warm water and soap; and afterwards wash in 
a quart of warm water containing a teaspoonful of lysol, or carbolic acid, 
or other antiseptic. 

(2) She shall keep herself clean, and also her patient, bed, clothing 
and all that comes in contact with her. 

(3) She shall not pass her fingers or any instrument into the birth 
canal of the woman for the purpose of examination or for any other 
purpose, 

(4) A midwife shall endeavor to secure the assistance of a physician 
if the child is not born after twenty-four hours of labor.

(5) A midwife shall not give drugs of any kind to hasten or increase 
labor pains, but may give castor oil or other laxative as needed. 

(6) She shall not give an injection of any kind into the birth canal 
without orders from the doctor, but may use an enema of warm water 
into the bowels to produce a movement. 

(7) Tf the child’s hands come down, the child is lying in cross position 
and cannot be born alone. The midwife shall immediately send for a 
physician and inform him as to the condition observed. 

(8) If the child’s feet or buttocks are born first, it will be smothered 
in a few minutes unless the head comes out immediately. In such a case 
the midwife should lift the body of the child by the feet and hold it up. 
This will make the delivery of the head quicker. Delay will almost 
certainly mean the death of the child. 

(9) If the mother has a spasm, or bleeds either before or after the 
child is born, the midwife shall send at once for a physician. She shall 
do likewise if the mother is very weak or her labor is slow. If the mother 
shows signs of fever, send for the physician at once without waiting until 
she is worse. 

(10) Every midwife shall report ali births she attends within ten days 
on the blanks furnished her. Unfading black ink (writing fluid) is to be 
used. These reports shall be made to the local registrar. 

(11) As soon as the child is born, two drops of a 1 per cent solution of 
nitrate of silver shall be dropped into each eye. 

(12) Every case of “baby’s sore eyes” or reddening of the eyelids shall 
be reported at once to a physician. 

(13) The cord shall be dressed at once with a clean dry. dressing. No 
grease is to be used. | 


Sec. 5. Penalty. Any person violating any of the above rules or reg- 
ulations shall, upon conviction, be punished as provided in Section 2314, 
Vol. ITI, Code of Laws of South Carolina, 1922. (This section provides 
that any one failing to comply with any of the rules or regulations of the 
Executive Committee of the State Board of Health shall, upon conviction, 
be fined not to exceed $100.00 or imprisoned not to exceed thirty days.)

ARTICLE NO. 15. RULES AND REGULATIONS GOVERNING 
THE HANDLING OF MILK FOR PUBLIC CONSUMPTION 
NOT COVERED BY THE U. S. PUBLIC HEALTH SERVICE 
MILK ORDINANCE AND CODE 


(Filed, secretary state’s office—February 27, 1937.) 


Section 1. Cows—All cows shall be tested for tuberculosis not less 
than once every three (3) years. All cows should be tested for Bangs 
Disease annually, and all positive animals should be sold for beef purposes 
only. 
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Sec. 2. Dairy Barns—Each dairy barn or milking shed should be pro- 
vided with sufficient light and air space. Floors should be kept clean. 
Walls and ceiling should be. kept free of cobwebs and painted or white- 
washed. The barnyard should be properly drained and manure hauled 
away to prevent the breeding of flies. 


Sec. 3. Milk House—Where there is a milk house it should be kept 
clean and all openings properly screened. Measures for the control of 
flies should be carried out at all times. Proper washing facilities should 
be provided, and plenty of hot and cold water for washing equipment and 
floors of milk room. Care should be used to prevent the milk from coming 
in contact with dirty surfaces. 


Sec. 4. Utensils—All utensils used for milking purposes should be 
thoroughly washed, sterilized and put away in a clean place until further 
used, 


Sec. 5. Water—Every dairy should be provided with water free from 
contamination. 


Sec. 6. Toilets—Each dairy should be provided with proper toilets 
approved by the State Board of Health. 


Sec. 7. Milking—Udders, and teats of the cow should be washed and 
dried before milking. The hands of the milker should be washed and dried 
before milking. A good milk stool should be provided for each milker 
and kept clean. Each milker should be provided with ciean clothes for 
milking. 


Sec. 8. Cooling—All milk should be cooled to 50 degrees F. or below 
and kept at this temperature until delivered. All milk shall be kept in 
closed container. 


Sec. 9. Health Certificates—Ai! persons handling milk shall have a 
health certificate annually, and no person with contagious disease shall 
be allowed around dairy. 


Sec. 10 The above does not permit the grading of milk under the 
U. S. Public Health Service Milk Ordinance and Code. It shall be a 
misdemeanor to use the grade symbol Grade “A”, “B”, “C” and “D” 
milk on Bottles, Caps or Truck unless so graded by the proper Health 
Authorities.

ARTICLE NO. 16. MISCELLANEOUS REGULATIONS 
(Filed, secretary state’s office—September 29, 1937.) 


Section 1. All textile and industrial plants, mercantile establishments 
and other places where more than five people are employed are required to 
furnish their employees sanitary drinking fountains, or individual sanitary 
drinking cups, and to keep receptacles in which drinking water is kept 
properly covered so as to exclude dust, etc. 
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Sec. 2. Drinking fountains—If drinking fountains are furnished and 
are the bubbling type, they shall be so made that the drinking is from 
a free jet projected at an angle to the vertical, and not from a jet 
that is projected vertically or that flows through a filled cup or bowl. 


Sec. 3. Spitting on the floors or walls of any public buildings, boats, 
railroad cars, buses, or any buildings opened to or frequented by the 
public is hereby strictly forbidden. 


Approved and promulgated by the Executive Committee of the South 
Carolina State Board of Health, July 14, 1937. 


ARTICLE NO. 17. NUISANCES—DEFINED 
(Filed, secretary state’s office—September 29, 1937.) 


Section 1. Whatever is dangerous to human health, whatever renders 
the ground, air or food a hazard or injury to human health, and the 
following acts, conditions and things, are, each and all of them, hereby 
declared to constitute a nuisance: 

(a) The maintenance of any barn, stable, chicken yard or manure 
pile in such manner that the same is a breeding place for flies or liable to 
become so if within 500 feet of a residence. 

(b) The deposit of garbage in any but fly-proof and water-tight 
receptacles, where residences are less than 500 feet apart. 

(c) The accumulation of water in which mosquito larvae may bréed. 

(d) Growth of weeds where mosquitoes may harbor or rubbish may 
be concealed, where residences are less than 500 feet apart. 

(e) The maintenance of any except sanitary privies where residences 
are less than 500 feet apart. 

(f) The keeping of any building, or any part of a building, which, on 
account of its dilapidated condition or its occupancy by any person afflicted 
with. communicable disease, or by filthy tenants, may endanger the life 
or health of residents therein or in the vicinity thereof. 

(g) The discharge of sewage, garbage or any other organic filth into 
or upon any place in such manner that transmission of infective material 
to human beings may result therefrom. 

(h) The maintaining or carrying on of manufacture of chemicals, or 
any other trade or manufacture in such manner as to be a menace to the 
public health through improper or inadequate disposal of dust wastes or 
fumes. 

Sec. 2. No house refuse, offal, garbage, dead animals, decaying veget- 
able matter, or organic waste of any kind shall be thrown upon any 
street, road, or public place; and no such refuse, putrescible or decaying 
animal or vegetable matter shall be kept in house, cellar, or adjoining 
outhouses or premises for more than forty-eight hours in any incorporated 
or unincorporated city, town, village, or built-up community. All re- 
ceptacles for such garbage, etc., shall be so constructed as to be of suf- 
ficient dimensions for the reception of all garbage, and shall be water- 
tight, made of tight-matched lumber or galvanized iron, and shall stand 
at least nine inches from the ground, and be provided with a suitable 
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cover, which must be kept properly adjusted to same, so as to protect 
the contents from flies, insects, rats and animals, or vermin. All garbage 
or refuse contents must be emptied at least once every forty-eight hours.

ARTICLE NO. 18. PIT PRIVIES 
(Filed, secretary state’s office—September 29, 1937.) 


Section 1. That all sanitary privies construction in the State under 
Section 5041, Code 1932, shall conform to plans and specifications of the 
State Board of Health. Which will be furnished by the local county 
health officer. 


Sec. 2. That they shall be maintained in the following manner: 

(1) Place about half a bushel of stable manure in the new pit. 

(2) Keep all parts of building clean and in good repair. 

(3) Should the pit cave in it must be repaired promptly. 

(4) The lid on seat must be kept closed at all times when it is un- 
occupied. 

(5) Only toilet paper should be used. Other heavier material will cause 
the pit to fill more rapidly. 

(6) Permit no light to enter the pit through small holes or cracks. 
The presence of cracks allows flies to enter. Keep the screening on the 
riser ventilator in good repair. 

(7) During the months from April to October a cup full of kerosene 
emptied into the pit once a week will tend to prevent the possible breed- 
ing of mosquitoes. 

(8) When the privy conients reach within 18 inches of the top of the 
pit the building must be removed to a new pit and the old pit completely 
filled with earth. 

(9) The mound must be maintained at all times in such a manner 
that it will have a smooth, gentle slope from mud sill to original ground 
surface, 

This privy is an investment for protecting the health of you, your 
family, and your neighbors. Protect your health and investment by 
maintaining the privy according to directions. 

Sec. 3. When any privy is to be condemned it shall be in the follow- 
ing manner: 

(a) A notice shall be nailed on the door of the privy stating that it 
is not being maintained in a sanitary manner, and that it will have to 
be put in a sanitary condition before the elapse of seven days. This notice 
is to be signed and dated by the County Health Officer. When the seven 
days have elapsed an inspection shall be made, and if the privy is still 
in an unsanitary condition, the following notice shall be nailed across the 
door so that it will have to be broken: “Unsanitary, Unlawful to Use,” and 
signed by the County Health Officer.

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ARTICLE NO. 19. STANDARD RAILWAY SANITARY CODE. 
(Filed, secretary of state’s office—September 29, 1937.) 


Approved by the Conference of State and Provincial Health Authorities 
of North America, May 25, 1920, amended June 2, 1921,-and recommended 
by the Conference to the several States for adoption. 


In accordance with the recommendation the Standard Railway 
Sanitary Code has been adopted in the following States: Alabama, Florida, 
Georgia, Illinois, Kansas, Kentucky, Louisiana, Maine, Maryland, 
Michigan, Minnesota, Mississippi, New Hampshire, Tennessee, Virginia, 
Washington, West Virginia, Wisconsin.

A. Transportation of Persons Having Communicable Diseases. 


Section 1. Persons Not Allowed to Travel—No person knowing or 
suspecting himself to be afflicted with plague, cholera, smallpox, typhus 
fever, or yellow fever, shall apply for, procure or accept transportation 
in any railway train, car, or other conveyance of a.common carrier, nor 
shall any person apply for, procure, or accept such transportation for any 
minor, ward, patient, or other person under his charge if known or 
suspected to be so afflicted. 


Sec. 2. Persons Not Accepted for Travel.—Common carriers shall 
not accept for transportation in any railway train, car, or other conveyance, 
any person known by them to be afflicted with any of the diseases enu- 
merated in Section 1. 


Sec. 3. Restricted Travel—Common carriers shall not accept for 
transportation on any railway train, car, or other conveyance, any person 
known by them to be afflicted with diphtheria, measles, scarlet fever, 
(epidemic), cerebro-spinal meningitis, anterior poliomyelitic, mumps, 
whooping cough, influenza, pneumonia, epidemic encephalitis, septic sore 
throat, rubella, or chicken pox, or any person known to be a carrier of 
these diseases, unless such person is placed in a compartment separate 
from other passengers, is accompanied by a properly qualified nurse or 
other attendant, and unless such nurse or attendant shall agree to comply 
and does so comply with the following regulations: 

(a) Communication with the compartment within which the patient 
is traveling shall be restricted to the minimum consistent with the 
proper care and safety of the patient. 

(b) All dishes and utensils used by the patient shall be placed in a 
5 per cent. solution of carbolic acid or other fluid of equivalent disinfect- 
ing value for at least.one hour after they have been used, and before being 
allowed to leave the compartment. : 

(c) All sputum and nasal discharges from the patient shali be received 
in gauze or paper, which shall be deposited in a paper bag or in a closed 
vessel, and shali be destroyed by burning. 
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(d) Said-nurse or attendant shall, after performing any service to 
the patient, at once cleanse the hands by washing them in a 2 per cent. 
solution of carbolic acid or other fluid of equivalent disinfecting value. 


Sec. 4. Typhoid and Dysentery—Common carriers shall not accept 
for transportation on any railway train, car, or other conveyance, any 
person known by them to be afflicted with typhoid fever, paratyphoid 
fever, or dysentery, unless said person is placed in a compartment separate 
from the other passengers, is accompanied by a properly qualified nurse 
or other attendant, and unless said nurse or attendant shall agree to 
comply and does so comply with the following regulations: 

(a) Communication with the compartment in which the patient is 
traveling shall be limited to the minimum consistent with the proper care 
and safety of the patient. 

(b) All dishes and utensils used by the patient shall be placed in a 5 
per cent. solution of carbolic acid or other fluid of equivalent disinfect- 
ing value for at least one hour after they have been used and before 
being allowed to leave the compartment. 

(c) All urine and feces of the patient shall be received into a 5 per 
cent. solution of carbolic acid or other fluid of equivalent disinfecting value, 
placed in a covered vessel, thoroughly mixed, and allowed to stand for at 
least two hours after the last addition thereto before being emptied. 

(d) A sheet of rubber or other impervious material shall be carried 
and shall be spread between the sheet and the mattress of any bed that 
may be used by the patient while in transit. 

(e) Said nurse or attendant shall use all necessary precautions to pre- 
vent the access of flies to the patient or his discharges, and after per- 
forming any service to the patient, shall at once cleanse the hands by 
washing them in a 2 per cent. solution of carbolic acid or other fluid of 
equivalent disinfecting value. 

(f) Provided, That if a person with typhoid or dysentery is presented 
at a railway station in ignorance of these regulations, and his transporta- 
tion is necessary as a life-saving or safe guarding measure, an emergency 
may be declared and the patient may be carried a reasonable distance 
in a baggage car if accompanied by an attendant responsible for his care 
and removal: Provided also, That regulations (a), (b), (c), (d), and (e) 
of this section shall be complied with in so far as the circumstances will 
allow, and that all bedding, clothing, rags or cloths used by the patient 
shall be removed with him: And provided further, That any parts of the 
car which have become contaminated by any discharges of the patient 
shall be disinfected as soon as practicable, but not later than the end of the 
run, by washing with a 5 per cent. solution of carbolic acid or other fluid 
of equivalent disinfecting value.. 


Sec. 5. Restricted Application for Transportation—-No person know- 
ing or suspecting himself to be afflicted with any of the diseases mentioned 
in Sections 3 and 4, shall apply for, procure, or accept transportation in 
any railway train, car, or other conveyance of a common carrier, nor 
shall any person apply for, procure, or accept such transportation for 
any minor, ward, patient, or other person under his charge, if known or 
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suspected to be so afflicted, unless he shall have agreed to and made all 
necessary arrangements for complying and does so comply with the 
regulations set forth in said Sections 3 and 4. 


Sec. 6. Suspected Cases——If a conductor or other person in charge 
of a railway train, car, or other conveyance of a conimon carrier, or an 
agent or other person in charge of a railway station, shall have any 
reason to suspect that a passenger or a person contemplating passage is 
afflicted with any of the diseases enumerated in Sections 1, 3 and 4, he 
shall notify the nearest health officer, or company physician, if the health 
officer is not available, by the quickest and most practicable means pos- 
sible, of his suspicions, and said health officer or physician shall im-~- 
mediately proceed to the train, car, or other conveyance at the nearest 
possible point, or to the railway station, to determine whether such 
disease exists. 


Sec. 7. Disposition—If the health officer or physician as provided 
for in Section 6, shall find any such person to be afflicted with any of the 
diseases enumerated in Sections 1, 3 and 4, he shall remove such person 
from the station or conveyance, or shall isclate him and arrange for his 
removal at the nearest convenient point; shall treat the car or other con- 
veyance as infected premises, allowing it to proceed to a convenient place 
for proper treatment if in his judgment consistent with the public welfare, 
in such case notifying the health officer in whose jurisdiction the place is 
located; and shall take such other measures as will protect the public 
health: Provided, That if not prohibited in Sections 1 and 2 of these 
regulations the afflicted person so found may be allowed to continue his 
travel if arrangements are made to comply, and he does so comply, with 
the requirements of the section of these regulations pertaining to the 
disease with which he is afflicted. 

Sec. 8 Leprosy—Common carriers shall not accept for transporta- 
tion nor transport in any railway train, car, or other conveyance, any 
person known by them to be afflicted with leprosy, unless such person 
presents permits from the Surgeon General of the United States Public 
Health Service or his accredited representative, and from the State De- 
partment of Health of the State from which and to which he is traveling, 
stating that such person may be received under such restrictions as will 
prevent the spread of the disease, and said restrictions shall be specified 
in each instance; and no person knowing or suspecting himself to be 
afflicted with leprosy, nor any person acting for him, shall apply for, 
procure, or accept transportation from any common carrier unless such 
permits have been received and are presented, and unless the person so 
afflicted agrees to comply and does so comply with the restrictions ordered. 
If any agent of a common carrier shall suspect that any person in a train, 
car, or other conveyance, or at a railway station, is afflicted with leprosy, 
he shall proceed as directed in the case of other suspected diseases in 
Sections 6 and 7 of these regulations. 

Sec. 9. Pulmonary Tuberculosis—Common carriers shall not accept 
for transportation any person known by them to be afflicted with pul- 
monary tuberculosis in a communicable stage, unless said person is pro- 
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vided with (a) a sputum cup made of impervious material and so con- 
structed as to admit of being tightly closed when not in use, (b) a suf- 
ficient supply of gauze, papers, or similar articles of the proper size to 
cover mouth and nose while coughing or sneezing, (c) a heavy paper 
bag or other tight container for receiving the soiled gauze, paper, or 
similar articles; and unless such person shall obligate himself to use the 
articles provided for in the manner intended and to destroy said articles 
provided for in the manner intended and to destroy said articles by burn- 
ing or to disinfect them by immersing for at least one hour in a 5 per 
cent. solution of carbolic acid or cther solution of equivalent disinfecting 
value; nor shall any person knowing himself to be so afflicted apply fer, 
procure or accept transportation unless he shall have agreed to and made 
all necessary arrangements for complying and does so comply with the 
regulations as set forth in this section. 


Sec. 10. Conveyances Vacated by Infected Persons.—Immediately 
after vacation by a person having any of the diseases mentioned in Sec- 
tions 1, 3, 4 and 8, any berth, compartment, or stateroom should be 
closed and not again occupied until properly cleaned and disinfected, and 
all bedding, blankets and linen in any such place should be laundered or 
otherwise thoroughly cleaned and disinfected before being again used. 


B. Water and Ice Supplies. 


Sec. 11. Water to Be Certified—Water provided by common carriers 
for drinking or culinary purposes in railway tains, cars, or other con- 
veyances, or in railway stations, shall be taken from supplies certified 
by the United States Public Health Service as meeting the required 
standards of purity and safety prescribed by the Interstate Quarantine 
Regulations of the United States. 

Sec. 12. Ice—Ice used for cooling water provided as in Section 1], 
shall be clear natural ice, ice made from distilled water, or ice made 
from water certified as aforesaid; and before the ice is put into the water 
it shall be washed with water of known safety, and handled in such a 
manner as to prevent its becoming contaminated by the organisms of 
infectious diseases: Provided, That the foregoing shall not apply to ice 
that does not come in contact with the water to be cooled. 


Sec. 13. Water Containers—Water containers in newly constructed 
cars shall be so constructed that ice for cooling does not come in contact 
with the water to be cooled: Provided, That after July 1, 1924, all water 
containers in cars shall be so constructed that ice does not come in 
contact with the water. 

Sec. 14. Care of Water Containers.—All water containers where water 
and ice are put into the same compartment shall be thoroughly cleansed 
at least once in each week that they are in use. All water containers and 
water storage tanks shall be thoroughly drained and flushed at intervals 
of not more than one month. 

Sec. 15. Filling Water Containers—Portable hose or tubing that is 
used for filling drinking water containers, or car storage tanks from 
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which such containers are filled, shall have smooth metal nozzles, which 
shall be protected from dirt and contamination; and before the free end 
or nozzle of said hose or tubing is put into the water container or car 
storage tank it shall be flushed and washed by a plentiful stream of 
water. 


C. Cleaning and Disinfecting of Cars. 


Sec. 16. General—AlIl railway passenger cars or other public con- 
veyances shall be kept in a reasonably clean and sanitary condition at 
all times when they are in service, to be insured by mechanical cleaning 
at terminals and lay-over points. 


Sec. 17. Cleaning —All day coaches, parlor cars, buffet cars, dining 
cars, and sleeping cars shall be brushed, swept and dusted at the end of 
each round trip, or at least once in each day they are in service, and 
shall be thoroughly cleaned at intervals of not more than seven days. 


Sec. 18. Thorough Cleaning—Thorough cleaning shall consist of 
scrubbing the exposed floors with soap and water; similarly scrubbing the 
toilets and toilet-room floors; wiping down the woodwork with moist or 
oiled cloths; thorough dusting of upholstery and carpets by beating and 
brushing; or by means of the vacuum process or compressed air; washing 
or otherwise cleaning windows; and the thorough airing of the car and its 
contents. 


Sec. 19. Odors in Cars——When offensive odors appear in toilets or 
other parts of the car which are not obliterated and removed by cleaning 
as in Section 18, said toilets or other parts of the car shall be treated with 
a 2 per cent. solution of formaldehyde or other odor-destroying substance. 


Sec. 20. Vermin in Cars—Whenever a car is known to have be- 
come infested with bedbugs, lice, flees, or mosquitoes, such car shall be 
so treated as to effectively destroy such insects, and it shall not be used 
in service until such treatment has been given. 


D. Cars in Service. 


Sec, 21. Cleaning.—The cleaning of cars while occupied shall be limited 
to the minimum consistent with the maintenance of cleanly conditions, 
and shall be carried out so as to cause the least possible raising of dust 
or other annoyance to passengers. 


Sec. 22, Sweeping.—Dry sweeping of the interior of a car in transit 
with an ordinary broom is prohibited. 

Sec. 23. Dusting.—Dry dusting of the interior of a car in transit is 
prohibited. 

Sec. 24. Brushing.—The brushing of passengers’ clothing in the body 
of the car in transit is prohibited. 

Sec. 25. Drinking Cups.—Individval drinking cups in sufficient num- 


ber shall be supplied in all cars, and the use of common drinking cups 
is prohibited. 
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Sec. 26. Towels.—The supplying of roller towels for common use 
in cars is prohibited. 

Sec. 27. Comb and Brush.—The supplying of combs and brushes for = 
common use in cars is prohibited. 


Sec. 28. Spitting. —Spitting on the floors, carpets, walls or other parts 
of cars by passengers or other cccupants of them is prohibited. 

Sec. 29. Cuspidors—An adequate supply of cuspidors shall be pro- 
vided in all sleeping cars, smoking cars, and smoking compartments of 
cars while in service. Said cuspidors shall be cleaned at the end of each 
trip, and oftener if their condition requires. 


Sec. 30. Brushing of Teeth.—Spitting into, blowing the nose into, or 
brushing the teeth over wash basins in cars is prohibited. Separate basins 
for brushing the teeth shall be provided in the wash rooms of sleeping cars. 

Sec. 31. Drinking Water and Ice—Drinking water and ice on rail- 
way cars shall be supplied in accordance with the conditions set forth 
in Sections 11, 12, 13, 14 and 15 of these regulations. 

Sec. 32. Ventilation and Heating.—All cars when in service shall be 
provided with an adequate supply of fresh. air, and in cold weather shall 
be heated so as to maintain comfort. When artificial heat is necessary, 
the temperature should not exceed 70° F., and in sleeping cars at night 
after passengers have retired, it should not exceed 60° F. 

Sec. 33. Toilets in Cars—A proper toilet room and lavatory shall be 
provided in all railway passenger cars fer the use of their occupants. 
Such toilet shall be supplied with toilet paper, soap and free or pay 
clean towels, and shall be kept in a clean and sanitary condition: Provided, 
That cars used exclusively in suburban service are not required to be so 
equipped. 

Sec. 34. Toilets to be Locked.—The toilet rooms in all railway cars 
shall be locked or otherwise protected from use while trains are standing 
at stations, passing through cities, or passing over waterheads draining 
into reservoir furnishing domestic water supplies, unless adequate water- 
tight containers are securely placed under the discharge pipe. The State 
Health authority having jurisdiction shall designate the area of water- 
sheds that may be affected by pollution from railroads and shall notify 
the managing officers of railroads as to the points between which all 
toilets shall be locked. 

Sec. 35. Lavatories in Dining Cars—A lavatory shall be provided 
in all dining cars for the use of dining car employees, and the same shall 
be supplied with soap and clean towels, and shall be kept in a clean and 
sanitary condition. Such lavatory shall have no direct connection with 
the kitchen, pantry, or other places where fcod is prepared. The word 
“dining car’ as used in these regulations, shall be held to include all cars 
in which food is prepared and served. 

Sec. 38. Dining Cars to be Screened.—Dining cars shall be screened 
against the entrance of flies and other insects, and it shall be the duty 
of dining car employees to destroy flies or other insects that may gain 
entrance. 
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Sec. 37, Dining Car Employees to Cleanse Hands.—Dining car em- 
ployees shall thoroughly cleanse their hands by washing with soap and 
water after using a toilet or urinal, and immediately before beginning 
service. 

Sec. 38, Care of Tableware.—All cooking, table and kitchen utensils, 
drinking glasses and crockery used in the preparation or serving of food 
or drink in dining cars shall be thoroughly washed in boiling water and 
suitable cleansing material after each time they are used. 

Sec. 39. Food Containers.—Refrigerators, food boxes, or other re- 
ceptacles for the storing of fresh food in dining and buffet cars shall be 
emptied and thoroughly washed with soap and hot water at least once 
in each seven days that they are in use. 


Sec. 40. Food and Milk—No spoiled or tainted food, whether cooked 
or uncooked, shall be served in any dining car; and no milk or milk 
products shall be served unless the milk has been pasteurized or boiled. 

Sec. 41. Garbage.—Garbage cans in sufficient number and with suitable 
tight-fitting covers, shall be provided in dining cars to care for all refuse 
food and other wastes, and such wastes shall not be thrown from the 
car along the right of way within the limits of cities, towns or villages, 
or within drainage areas furnishing domestic water supplies. 

Sec. 42. Dining Car Inspection—The person in charge of the din- 
ing car shall be responsible for compliance with all dining car regula- 
tions, and he shall make an inspection of the car each day for the purpose 
of maintaining a rigorous cleanliness in all portions thereof. 

Sec. 43. Examination of Food Handlers.—No person shall serve as a 
cook, waiter, or in any other capacity in the preparation or serving of 
food in a dining car who is known or suspected to have any dangerous 
communicable disease. All persons employed for such service ‘shall 
undergo a physical examination by a competent physician before be- 
ing assigned to service, and before returning to work after any disabling 
illness, and at such other times during their service as may be necessary 
to determine their freedom from such diseases, and shall be immediately 
relieved from service if found to be so afflicted. i 


E. Railway Stations. 


Sec. 44. General.—AJI railway stations, including their waiting 
rooms, lunch rooms, restaurants, wash rooms, and toilets, shall be kept 
in a clean and sanitary condition at all times, to be insured by mechanical 
cleaning at regular intervals. F 

Sec. 45. Cleaning.—All waiting rooms and other rooms used by the 
public shall be swept and dusted daily; and at intervals of not more than 
seven days the floors shall be scrubbed with soap and water, and the 
seats, benches, counters and other woodwork shall be similarly scrubbed, 
or shall be rubbed down with a cloth moistened with oil. 


Sec. 46. Sweeping.—If sweeping is done while rooms are occupied 
or open to occupancy by patrons, the floor shall be first sprinkled with 
wet sawdust or other dust-absorbing material. , 
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Sec. 47. Dusting.—If dusting is done while rooms are occupied or 
open to occupancy by patrons, it shall be done only with cloths mois- 
tened with water, oil, or other dust-absorbing material. 


Sec. 48. Spitting.—Spitting on the floors, walls, seats or platforms 
of railway stations is prohibited. 


Sec. 49. Cuspidors—In all waiting rooms where smoking is per- 
mitted, an adequate supply of cuspidors shall be provided; such cuspidors 
shall be cleaned daily, and oftener if their condition requires. 


Sec. 50. Common Cups.—Individual drinking cups in sufficient number 
shall be supplied in all stations, and the use of common drinking cups is 
prohibited. 


Sec, 51, Common Towels.—The supplying of roller towels or other 
towels for common use in railway stations is prohibited. 


Sec. 52. Combs and Brushes.—The supplying of combs and brushes 
for common use in railway stations is prohibited. 


Sec. 53. Toilet Facilities—All railway stations where tickets are sold 
shall provide adequate toilet facilities, of a design approved by the State 
Department of Health, for the use of patrons and employees; and there 
shall be separate toilets for each of the two sexes. 


Sec. 54. Station Toilets—If a railway station is located within 300 
feet of a public sewer, water flushing toilets shall be installed and 
permanently connected with such sewer, and a wash basin or basins shall 
be located near the toilet and similarly connected; and such toilets and 
lavatories shall be kept in repair and in good working order at all times. 


Sec. 55. Care of Toilets—AlIl toilets installed as set forth in Section 
54, shall be cleaned daily by scrubbing the floors, bowls and seats with 
soap and water. 


Sec. 56. Odors in Toilets—When offensive odors appear in toilets 
which are not obliterated and removed by cleaning as in Section 55, said 
toilets shall be treated with a 2 per cent. solution of formaldehyde or 
other odor-destroying substance. 


Sec. 57. Toilet Supplies—Toilets and wash rooms installed as set forth 
in Section 54, shall be constantly furnished with an adequate supply of 
toilet paper, soap and free or pay clean towels. 


Sec. 58. Privies—If no sewer connection is available as set forth 
in Section 54, a sanitary privy of a design approved by the State De- 
partment of Health shall be maintained within a reasonable distance 
from the station. Such privy: shall be adequately protected against the 
entrance of flies, shall be kept supplied with toilet paper, the seats shall 
be kept clean, and the vaults shall be treated with sodium hydrate or other 
approved disinfectant at least once in each week and shall be cleaned out 
and emptied at such intervals,as will avoid the development of a nuisance. 


Sec. 59. Drinking Water and Ice.—Drinking water and ice in rail- 


way stations shall be supplied in accordance with Sections 11, 12, 13, 14 
and 15 of these regulations. 
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Sec. 60. Water Not Usable for Drinking—If water which does not 
conform to the standards set forth in Section 11 of these regulations 
is available at any tap or hydrant or in a railway station, a notice shall 
be maintained on each such tap or hydrant which shall state in prom- 
inent letters, “Not fit for drinking.” 

Sec. 61. Drinking Fountains—If drinking fountains of the bubbling 
type are provided in any railway station, they shall be so made that the 
drinking is from a free jet projected at an angle to the vertical, and 
not from a jet that is projected vertically or that flows through a filled 
cup or bowl, 

Sec. 62. Refuse Cans.—At all railway stations where there is an agent, 
there shall be provided and maintained an adequate supply of open or 
automatically closing receptacles for the disposition of refuse and rub- 
bish, and such -receptacles shall be emptied daily and kept reasonably 
clean and free from odor. 


Sec. 63. Cisterns, Cesspools, Etce.—Ali cisterns, water-storage tanks 
and cesspools in or about railway stations shall be adequately screened 
against the entrance of, mosquitoes, and all collections of surface water 
on station property shall be drained or oiled during the season of mos- 
quito flight, to prevent the breeding of mosquitoes. 

Sec. 64. Restaurants to be Screened.—All restaurants and lunch rooms, 
_ or other places where food is prepared or served in a railway station, 
shall have doors and windows adequately screened against the entrance 
of flies during the season of flight of these insects; and all food on dis- 
play or storage racks shall be adequately covered. 

Sec. 65. Lavatories for Restaurants.—A lavatory of easy and con- 
venient access shall be provided for the use of employees in every res- 
taurant or lunch room in any railway station, and it shall be provided with 
an adequate supply of water, soap and clean towels. 


Sec. 66. Restaurant Employees.—Restaurant employees who are en- 
gaged in the preparing or serving of food, shall thoroughly cleanse their 
hands by washing with soap and water after using a toilet or urinal, and 
immediately before beginning service, 


Sec. 67. Kitchen and Table Utensils—AlIl cooking, table and kitchen 
utensils, drinking glasses and crockery used in the preparation or serving 
of food or drink in railway restaurants or lunch rooms shall be thor- 
oughly washed in boiling water and suitable cleansing material after 
each time they are used. 

Sec. 68, Food Containers.—Refrigerators, food boxes, or other re- 
ceptacles for the storing of fresh food in railway restaurants or lunch 
rooms shall be emptied and thoroughly washed with soap and hot water 
at least once in each seven days that they are in use. 


Sec. 69. Garbage-—Garbage cans in sufficient number, and with suitable 
tight-fitting covers, shall be provided in all restaurants and lunch rooms 
to care for all refuse food and other wastes; and such cans shall be 
emptied daily in an approved place and kept in a clean and sanitary 
condition. 
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Sec. 70. Restaurant Inspection—The manager, chief or other person 
in charge of any railway restaurant or lunch room shall be responsible 
for compliance with all regulations pertaining thereto, and he shall make 
an inspection of the premises daily for the purpose of maintaining:a rig- 
orous cleanliness in all parts thereof. 


Sec. 71. Station Inspection—The agent, manager or other person in 
charge of any railway station shall be responsible for compliance with 
all regulations pertaining thereto, and he shall make, or have made by a 
responsible person reporting to him, frequent inspections of the premises 
for the purpose of maintaining a rigorous compliance with all such regu- 
lations. 


Sec. 72. Examination of Food Handlers.—No person shall serve as a 
cook, waiter, or in any other capacity in the preparation or serving of 
food in a railway restaurant or lunch room who is known or suspected 
to have any dangerous communicable disease. All persons employed for 
such service shall undergo a physical examination by a competent physi- 
cian before being assigned to service, and before returning to work after 
any disabling illness, and at such other times during their service as may 
be necessary to determine their freedom from such diseases, and shall be 
immediately relieved from service if found to be so afflicted. 

(All railway stations are required to keep in a conspicuous place in 
waiting rooms a printed copy of the above regulations.) 


F. Construction Camps. 


Sec. 73. Definition—For the purposes of these regulations railway 
construction camps shall be considered to include all camps and similar 
places of temporary abode, including those on wheels, established by or 
for the care of working forces engaged in the construction, repair, or 
alterations of railway properties or parts thereof: Provided, That camps 
which are occupied by less than five people, or camps which are estab- 
lished to meet emergency conditions and are not occupied longer than 
five days, shall not be included, except that Section 90 of these regula- 
tions shall apply to them. 


Sec. 74. General—-All camps shall be so located and so maintained 
as to be conducive to the health of their occupants, and not to endanger 
the health of the public; and all tents, houses, stables, or other structures 
therein shall be kept in a reasonably clean and sanitary condition at all 
times. 

Sec. 75. Location—Camps, except those on wheels, should be located 
on high, well-drained ground; any natural sink holes, pools or other 
surface collections of water in the immediate vicinity should be drained 
and filled when the camp is first established; and all such water not sub- 
ject to complete drainage should have the surface oiled at intervals of 
not more than seven days during the season of mosquito flight. 


Sec. 76. Arrangement.—The general scheme of relations of the struc- 
tures of a camp should be as follows: The kitchen should be located 
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at one end of the camp; next to this should be the eating quarters, 
then the sleeping quarters, then the toilets for the men, then the stable, 
thus bringing the kitchen and the stable at opposite ends of the camp, 
which should be as far apart as is consistent with the natural topography 
and the necessity for convenient access. 


Sec. 77. Water Supplies.—All water supplies for camps shall be prop- 
erly chlorinated, unless obtained from a source which has been approved 
by the State Department of Health. 


Sec. 78. Water Containers.—All drinking water containers in camps 
shall be securely closed and so arranged that water can be drawn only 
from a tap, and said containers shall be kept clean and free from con- 
tamination. 


Sec. 79. Garbage and Refuse.—Ail garbage, kitchen waters and other 
rubbish in camps shall be deposited in suitable covered receptacles 
the contents of which shall be emptied and burned each day; and manure 
from the stables shall be likewise collected and burned each day, or dis- 


posed of in some other manner approved by the State Department of 
_ Health. 


Sec. 80. Scavenger.—In ail camps where there are 106 men or more, 
there shall be one employee whose duty shall be to act as scavenger and 
garbage collector. 


Sec. 81. Toilets—Every camp shall have an adequate number of 
latrines and urinals, so constructed and maintained as to prevent fly 
breeding and the pollution of water, and the use of such latrines and 
urinals by the inhabitants of the camp shall be made obligatory. Latrines 
and urinals may consist of deep trenches covered with houses adequately 
screened against flies, or of any other type- approved by the State De- 
partment of Health. They shall not be located within less than 200 
feet of any spring, stream, lake, or reservoir forming part of a public 
or private water supply. 


Sec. 82. Washing Facilities—There shall be provided in all camps 
adequate washing facilities for the use of the occupants thereof. 


Sec. 83. Screening—The kitchen, eating houses and bunk houses 
of all camps shall be effectively screened against the entrance of flies and 
mosquitoes during the seasons of flight of these insects. 


Sec. 84. Care of Tableware—All cooking, table and kitchen uten- 
sils, drinking glasses and crockery used in the preparation or serving 
of food or drink in camps shall be thoroughly washed in boiling water 
and suitable cleansing material after each time they are used. 


Sec. 85. Food Containers.—Refrigerators, food boxes, or other re- 
ceptacles for the storing of fresh food in camps, shall be emptied and 
thoroughly washed with soap and hot water at least once in each seven 
days that they are in use. i 


Sec. 86. Food and Milk.—No soiled or tainted food, whether cooked 
or uncooked, shall be served in any camp; and no milk or milk products 
shall be served unless the milk has been pasteurized or boiled. 
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Sec. 87. Examination of Food Handlers—No person shall be em- 
ployed as a cook, waiter or in any other capacity in the preparation or 
serving of food in any camp who is known or suspected to have any dan- 
gerous communicable disease. All persons employed for such service 
shall undergo a physical examination by a competent physician before 
being assigned to service, and before returning to work after any dis- 
abling illness, and at such other times during their service as may be 
necessary to determine their freedom from such diseases, and shall be 
immediately relieved from service if found to be so afflicted. i 


Sec. 88. Sick Persons—When an occupant of a camp becomes sick 
with a dangerous communicable disease, he shall be immediately iso- 
lated, and the health officer within whose jurisdiction the camp is located 
shall be immediately notified. , 


Sec. 89.—Vermin.—It shall be the duty of some one appointed as 
caretaker of the camp to make regular weekly inspections of the occupants 
and premises in order to ascertain the presence of lice or other vermin. 
Persons found to be infested shall be required to bathe, and their clothing 
shall be boiled; and the premises found to be infested shall be fumigated 
with sulphur or treated by some other effective vermin-destroying method. 

Sec. 90. Abandoned Camps.—When any camp is .to be abandoned, 
all garbage, rubbish, and manure shall be collected and buned, the latrine 
trenches filled and the grounds and buildings shall be left in a clean and 
sanitary condition. : 

Sec. 91. Duty to Enforce Regulations.——It shall be the duty of the 
superintendent, foreman, or other person in charge of a camp to see that 
all regulations pertaining thereto are faithfully complied with. 

Sec. 92. All trains operating in South Carolina are required to place 
in conspicuous position at both interior ends of each car, large typed 
cards calling public attention to 22, 23, and 33, printing said sections in full 
on said cards. 

Approved and promulgated by the Executive Committee of the South 
Carolina State Board of Health, July 14, 1937. 


ARTICLE NO. 20.—SCHOOLS 
(Filed, secretary state’s office—September 29, 1937.) 


Section 1. Heating, Lighting and Ventilation. All schools and col- 
leges in South Carolina must be properly heated and lighted and provided 
with proper methods of ventilation sufficient to furnish each pupil 3,000 
cubic feet of fresh air per hour. 

Sec. 2. Drinking Water—Abolition of Common Drinking Cup. All 
schools must be provided with an adequate supply of pure drinking water, 
and proper care must be taken by the school trustees to prevent con- 
tamination of surface wells. The use of the common drinking cup is for- 
bidden in all schools in South Carolina. 

Sec. 3. Sanitary Privies to be Provided for All Schools. Separate privies 
must be provided in every school in South Carolina for girls and boys. 
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Where there is no sewerage system, these privies must be built according 
to the plans approved by the State Board of Health. 

Sec. 4. Dry Sweeping Prohibited. All schools must be swept at least 
one hour before school opens, and no sweeping permitted during school 
hours. 

Sec. 5. Proper Fire Escape. The doors to all school houses in South 
Carolina must open outward and adequate fire escapes must be provided 
in all schools over one story in height. Fire drills must be held once each 
month. 


Sec. 6. Vaccination. No child shall be admitted to any school in South 
Carolina unless successfully vaccinated within the last ten years. 

Sec. 7. Contagious Diseases, Children suffering from contagious di- 
seases shall not be allowed to aitend school except upon written permis- 
sion from the attending physician stating that the child can no longer 
transfer the disease from which it suffered. Children coming from a house- 
hold in which contagious disease exists, not suffering from said con- 
tagious disease, may attend school upon written certificate from attending 
physician stating that the child has not been exposed to the disease for 
the maximum period of incubation of that disease, or in the case of 
smallpox, provided the child has complied with the laws relative to vac- 
cination against this disease or until said child has been insured against 
further contact with the case of smallpox. 


Sec. 8. No person, teacher or others shall be employer in any capacity 
in or about a building for school purposes who is infected with tubercu- 
_losis in a communicable stage or any other communicable disease, nor 
shall a child so infected be allowed in the schools of this State, public or 
private, 
Approved and promulgated by the Executive Committee of the South 
Carolina State Board of Health, July 14, 1937. 


ARTICLE NO. 21—SEPTIC TANKS 
(Filed, secretary state’s office—September 29, 1937.) 


Section 1. That there shall be no septic tank installed with a capacity 
of less than five hundred (500) gallons. That each tank shall have two 
compartments; that the compartment for sludge shall be approximately 
two-thirds of the tank; that the length shall be at least two (2) and less 
than three (3) times the width; that the tank shall have a minimum of 
twenty-four (24) hours retention. 

Sec. 2. That all tanks that have a capacty of one thousand (1,000) 
gallons or more shall have the approval of the State Health Officer before 
being installed. Any tank with a capacity of one thousand (1,000) gal- 
lons or more, and a tile field is to be used, a siphon shall be installed. 

Sec. 3. That a: grease trap shall be installed of sufficient size and di- 
mension between the house and the septic tank. 

Sec. 4. That all septic tanks installed in the State of South Carolina 
shall have the approval of the State Board of Health. 
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Sec. 5. That the effluent from a septic tank shall not be emptied into 
any stream without the special approval of the State Board of Health. 


Sec. 6. That where a tile field is to be used that the following test 
shall be made: Dig a hole one foot square, and to the depth at which it is 
proposed to lay the tile drain. Fill the hole with water to insure thorough 
moistening of the soil, and allow the water to seep away. Then while the 
bottom of the hole is still moist, fill the hole to a depth of six (6) inches, 
and observe the time required for the water level to fall one inch; for 
the first minute twelve (12) feet of four inch farm tile is required per 
person, two (2) minutes fifteen (15) feet, five (5) minutes twenty (20) 
feet, ten (10) minutes thirty (30) feet, thirty .(30) minutes sixty (60) 
feet. If more than thirty (30) minutes is required for the water to fall 
one inch, a filter shall be used. 


Approved and promulgated by the Executve Committee of the State 
Board of Health, July 14, 1937. 


ARTICLE NO. 22-SEWER SYSTEMS AND SEWAGE TREAT- 
MENT PLANTS 


(Filed, secretary state’s office—September 29, 1937.) 


Section 1. No sewage shall be placed or discharged to flow into any 
waters or upon the lands of the State in any manner determined by the 
Board to be prejudicially effecting a public water supply or causing a 
nuisance. 


Sec. 2. No municipality, corporation, company, institution, person or 
persons shall install or enter into contract for installing, making any 
additions, changes or alterations in a sewer system or sewage treatment 
plants until complete plans and specifications fully describing such sew- 
age works have been submitted to and have the written approval of 
the State Board of Health, 


Sec. 3. Upon application accompanied by an outline of any proposed 
sewer system or sewage treatment plant, or any changes in existing 
sewage works, the general requirements which will meet the approval of 
the Board will be outlined. Preliminary or incomplete plans may be sub- 
mitted for approval and recommendations, if accompanied by a state- 
ment outlining omitted portions, detailed plans for which shall be sub- 
mitted for final approval. 


Sec. 4. All plans shall be submitted in duplicate, one copy to be re- 
tained on file by the Board and one returned to the owner. Plans shall 
be approved as to structural, mechanical and electrical features by licensed 
engineers before being submitted for approval by the Board and shall 
include: 


(a) General plans, 
(b) Detailed plans. 
(c) ‘Specifications. 
(d) Engineer’s report. 
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Sec. 5. The engineer’s report for sewage work shall cover: 

(a) Sewage Flow—State the present and estimated population for mu- 
nicipalities twenty-five years hence, and for both present and future 
needs. 


(b) Industrial Waste—Give character of industrial waste. 

(c) Type of Purification—Give reason for adopting the proposed 
method. 

(d) Soil—Probable character of soil through which sewers will be 
laid and portion of the system that will be below normal ground water 
level? 

(e) Outfall—Describe the stream or body into which the final effluent 
is to be discharged. If stream, give width, depth and estimated minimum 
flow; state for which it is used below the outlet and whether there are 
any special features, such as a dam, that will effect the flow. If a lake, 
give approximate area, also depth in vicinity of the outfall. 


Sec. 6. In general, in the design and construction of sewage work, 
approved modern practice shall be followed and a licensed engineer shall 
supervise all construction. 


Sec. 7. Plans for sewage treatment plants will be approved only 
when the following rates of operations are not exceeded, except where 
special conditions exist, when the Board may permit higher rates. 


Sec. 8. Imhoff Tanks. (a) Settling chamber 1% to 2% hours retention. 

(b) Sludge digestion chamber, capacity one to two (1 to 2) cubic 
feet per capita computed below a horizontal plane eighteen (18) inches 
below slot. Sand Filters—1,000 persons per acre of area with minimum 
depth of three (3) feet above the drains. 


Contact Beds—1,000 persons per acre of area per foot of depth with 
minimum depth of 4 feet. 

Trickling Filters—3,000 persons per acre of area per foot of depth 
with minimum depth of 5 feet. 


The effective size of sand for filters should not be less than 0.2 millimeter 
nor more than 0.4 millimeter. Contact beds shall consist of stone not 
less than one-half inch nor more than 2 inches, and for trickling filters 
the sizes shall be three-quarters of an inch to two and one-half inches. 

The discharge of sludge or screening into a stream or watercourse will 
not be permitted. 


Sec. 9. On the completion of any sewage treatment plant or sewer 
system the State Board of Health shall be notified when the final in- 
spection is to be made.

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ARTICLE NO. 23. REGULATIONS COVERING THE 
HANDLING OF SHELLFISH 


(Filed, secretary state’s office—September 29, 1937.) 


Section 1. Oysters or clams which are taken from waters found upon 
inspection by the State Department of Health to be polluted as to render 
the oysters taken therefrom or placed therein dangerous to health shall 
not be distributed or sold for use as food within the State of South Caro- 
lina. 

Sec. 2. All bateaus, scows, or other vessels used for transportation of 
oysters or clams, shall at all times be kept clean and free from mud, 
refuse or any decaying matter. 

Sec. 3. Boats used for collecting shell oysters must be so constructed 
that the oysters can not come in contact with the bilge water, and they 
must be thoroughly cleaned daily while being used for this purpose. 

Sec. 4. No sacks that have been used for the trans-shipment of oysters 
shall be used again for that purpose until they have been thoroughly 
cleaned and sterilized. Wooden barrels or other containers must be clean 
and free from anything that might contaminate the oysters. 


Sec. 5. The practice of allowing oysters that have been dredged from 
the planting grounds to remain on the decks of schooners for a consider- 
able time before sale results in their deterioration as a food product; 
therefore oysters shall not be carried on the decks of vessels after dredg- 
ing longer than twenty-four hours in September, forty-eight hours in Oc- 
tober and November. 


Sec. 6. Railroad cars in which oysters are shipped in sacks must be 
clean and free from anything that might endanger the purity or health- 
fulness of the product. All cars shall be subjected to proper inspection to 
see that they conform to this rule. 


Sec. 7. Oysters that are shucked may be washed in clean water before 
shipping and must be placed for shipment in containers in which ice shall 
be used, but the ice or the water therefrom must not be allowed to come 
in direct contact with the oysters. < 


Sec. 8. Oysters or clams intended for sale as food must not be kept 


or stored in any place or places which may in any way affect their purity 
or wholesomeness. : 


Sec. 9. Oyster and clam shippers will be required to keep their boats, 
wharves and shipping houses in a clean and sanitary condition at all times. 


Sec. 10. Owners of all vessels in which men work continuously for 
more than two hours, and which are engaged in the handling of oysters or 
clams from the planting grounds or in the vicinity of floats upon which 
oysters are or may be laid out, must provide their vessels with suitable 
receptacles in which the excreta, both solids and liquids of persons using 
such boats shall be received, and the contents of such receptacles shall 
be disposed of either by incineration or by burial in the ground at points 
sufficiently removed from the banks of streams to prevent pollution of the 
waters thereof.

Sec. 11, Oysters or clams that have remained in storage until the 
product has become weakened will be regarded as unfit for food and 
cannot be shipped. 


ARTICLE NO. 24 RULES AND REGULATIONS GOVERNING 
THE OPERATION OF OYSTER SHUCKING HOUSES 


(Filed, secretary state’s office—September 29, 1937.) 


Section 1. (a) No person, firm or corporation shall operate or conduct 
an establishment for the shucking of oysters within this State until he, 
or they shall have secured from the Department of Health of the State of 
South Carolina a license to operate such an establishment. 

(b) Application for such license shall be made in writing by the per- 
son, firm or corporation, submitting the application. All licenses shall 
be posted in a conspicuous place in the shucking plant, and shall ex- 
pire June 30th following the date of issuance and must be renewed 
yearly. 

Sec. 2. Only oysters which are alive, with tight shells, shall be used 
for shucking. 


Sec. 3. Every building or room used as a shucking house shall be con- 
structed and equipped as hereinafter provided, and the operations carried 
on in such building or rooms shall be conducted in such manner that the 
purty and wholesomeness of the shellfish handled therein shall not be 
impaired. 

Sec. 4. All rooms in which shucked oysters are packed, stored, washed 
or otherwise handled shall be separate and apart from the rooms in which 
oysters are opened. 

Sec. 5. Rooms in which oysters are shucked and in which shucked 
oysters are packed shall be provided with smooth, water-tight floors 
which can be readily cleansed, and such floors must be cleansed daily. 
The side walls of such rooms shall be constructed of smooth, hard ma- 
terial side walls and ceiling shall be kept in a clean condition at all times. 
Waste material must not be permitted to accumulate in room where 
shucked oysters are packed. Spitting upon the floors of oyster houses 
is strictly forbidden. : 

Sec. 6. All shucking houses shall be adequately lighted and venti- 
lated, and shall be provided with an abundant supply of hot and cold 
water. During the fly season all windows and doors shall be provided 
with screens. . 

Sec. 7. All shucking houses located in oyster grounds from which 
the taking of oysters is not prohibited, must be provided with adequate 
drainage to lead all waste liquids outside the building and into a suitable 
sewer, cesspool, or tank, or to scme other point where they can be dis- 
posed of without creating a nuisance. Waste liquids must not be disposed 
of by emptying into any stream in which shellfish are grown. 

Sec. 8. Shucking benches constructed of smooth, hard material which 
can be readily cleansed, must be provided, and such benches shall be 
kept in a clean condition. 
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Sec. 9. All utensils and containers in which shucked oysters are placed 

placed must be of metal and of such construction as to enable them to be 

- readily cleansed. No apparatus with which the shucked oyster comes 

in contact can be of wood. They must be thoroughly cleansed and then 

scalded out with hot water or steam before beginning each day’s work. 
Knives used by shuckers must be subjected to the same treatment. 


Sec. 10. Shucked oysters may be washed with clean unpolluted water. 
This washing must be of such a thorough nature that dirt and filth intro- 
duced by the openers or during subsequent handing shall be effectively 
removed. If a blower or any form of mechanical agitator is used to wash 
the oysters, it must be kept clean. The sediment must be removed after 
each blowing and a fresh supply of water used for each blow. The period 
of blowing shall not be over three minutes, unless salt solution is used. 
The strength of the solution should range between 1 per cent and 2 per 
cent, depending upon the salinity of the water in which the oysters 
are grown. After shucked oysters have been washed and are ready for 
final packing and shipping, they shall not be touched by hand. Clean 
rubber gloves must be used. 


Sec. 11. A solid pack shall be required when shucked unfloated oysters 
are sold by measure. For the purpose of this rule a solid pack will be 
understood to mean oysters which have been drained substantially of all 
their adhering liquor. 


Sec. 12. Shucked oysters offered for shipment must be packed in closed 
containers and thoroughly iced. Oysters must not be packed in contact 
with ice. 


Sec. 13. Oysters must be shipped the same day they are opened, un- 
less stored at a temperature of 45 degrees F. or below, or packed in ship-~ 
ping containers and thoroughly iced. 


Sec, 14. Shucked oysters, when shipped, must be delivered in clean 
sanitary containers, Returnable containers must be cleansed by the use 
of scalding hot water at a temperature of at least 200 degrees F., or by live 
steam, for sufficient time to thoroughly cleanse the container and sterilize 
it. If the container is of such shape or construction as to preclude effec- 
tive cleansing and sterilization only non-returnable containers will be al- 
lowed. Wooden oyster containers are prohibited. 


Sec. 15. All containers in which shucked oysters have been shipped 
to an oyster packer, or distributor must not be used again. 


Sec. 16. Waste materials musi not be permitted to accumulate in 
rooms where shucked oysters are packed and such materials must be re- 
moved daily. ; 


_ Sec. 17. All shucking houses shall be provided with running water, 
soap, and clean towels to enable employees to wash their hands. Em- 
ployees shall be required to wash their hands before beginning work 
and after visiting the toilet. Ample toilet facilities must be provided and 
must meet with the approval of the state Board of Health. Toilet must 
be kept clean at all times. 
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Sec. 18. The outer clothing worn by persons engaged in shucking 
oysters shall be of material which can be readily cleansed and only clean 
garments shall be worn. Rubber aprons and rubber sleeves are recom- - 
mended. 


Sec. 19. No persons with infectious wounds in the hands or arms 
shall be permitted to open oysters or handle the same. 


Sec. 20. (a) All persons engaged in opening, packing or handling 
shucked oysters must secure a certificate from the Department of Health 
of the State of South Carolina showing that bacteriological examination 
of specimens of urine and feces from the respective persons were nega- 
tive for typhoid bacilli, Certificates must be renewed each year and after 
an illness of typhoid fever or suspected typhoid fever. 

(b) This certificate must be carried by the recipient at all times and 
shown upon request. ; 

(c) The necessary containers for urine and feces specimens will be 
furnished by the Department, and laboratory examinations made free 
of charge. 

(d) The management of such establishments is held responsible that 
employees secure certificates. 


Sec. 21. No person afflicted with any communicable disease shall be 
employed in any shucking house nor shall any person so affected be per- 


mitted to enter the rooms of such shucking house where oysters are 
opened, packed or otherwise handled. 


Sec. 22. No person shall be allowed to live or sleep in any room 
where oysters are shucked or packed. 

All water that comes in contact with the shucked oysters must be 
drawn direct from the pipe. No dipping, from tubs or other receptacles, or 
water that is to come in contact with the shucked oysters, is allowed. 

Clean rubber gloves must be used while removing pieces of shell and 
such like material from the first strainer. 

Oysters that have been shucked elsewhere than in a shucking house 
approved by the State Board of Health shall not be packed. 

Oysters in shell will not be allowed to be floated.

ARTICLE NO. 25. SLAUGHTER HOUSES 
(Filed, secretary state’s office—September 29, 1937.) 


Section 1. No person or persons shall build or use any slaughterhouses 
within the limits of any town or city in the State without the consent of 
the local Health Officer, and the keeping and slaughtering of all cattle 
or other animals, and the preparation and keeping of all meets, fish, birds 
or other animal food shall be in the manner best adapted to secure and 
continue their wholesomeness as food. 


Sec. 2. All yards, driveways, alleys, and pens connected with any 


slaughterhouse shall be smooth and properly graded and drained. They 
shall at all times be kept clean. 
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Sec. 3. The floors of all killing rooms and of all storage and other 

rooms where edible meat is handled or stored shall be of concrete, or its 

. equivalent, and so construced as to drain freely and thoroughly into traps 

connected with a satisfactory drain. The walls and ceiling of all such 

rooms shall be tight and smooth, and shall be painted or whitewashed 

as often as necessary to keep them in a neat condition, and shall be kept 
clean at all times. 


Sec. 4. Every slaughternouse shall have adequate and satisfactory 
reduction equipment for the disposal of all offal and condemned meat, 
which shall be outside of any room in which edible meat is handled, 
and the reduction shall be thoroughly conducted or satisfactorily disposal 
of all offal and condemned meat by some other method satisfactory to the 
State Board of Health. 


Sec. 5. All parts of the slaughterhouse shall be adequately lighted, 
both naturally by a sufficient number of windows and artificially. The 
ventilation shall be sufficient to keep down offensive odors. All rooms 
shall be equipped with self-closing, properly double fitting screen doors, 
which shall be kept closed at all times. These rooms shall be equipped 
with the necessary overhead trackage, hoists, trucks, racks, tables, and 
other necessary equipment to conduct the business in an expeditious and 
cleanly manner. Suitable spittoons shall be provided for the workmen, and 
no workman shall spit upon the floor or the side walls of any slaughter- 
house. ‘ 

Sec. 6. Properly equipped dressing rooms and toilet rooms, suf- 
ficient in number, ample in size, conveniently located, provided with win- 
dows to admit direct, natural light, properly ventilated, and meeting all 
requirements as to sanitary construction and equipment, shall be pro- 
vided. These shall be separate from the rooms and compartments in which 
meat and products are prepared, stored, or handled. 


Sec. 7. Ample, modern lavatory accommodations, including running 
hot and cold water, soap, towels, etc., shall be provided in such locations 
as may be essential to insure cleanliness of all persons handling any 
meat or product, and there shall be at least one lavatory convenient 
to each toilet room and urinal. Where no connections can be made to a 
sanitary sewer a septic tank approved by the State Board of Health shall 
be installed. 


Sec. 8. An abundant supply of safe water shall be provided, which 
shall be delivered under pressure to all parts of the plant. Provision shall 
also be made for an adequate supply of hot water, delivered in pipes 
to the necessary places in the slaughterhouse. 


Sec. 9. All buildings in which meat or meat products are handled 
and stored shall be rat proofed. 


Sec. 10. No room used for slaughterng shall be used for any other 
purposes, incompatible therewith. 


Sec. 11. All employees in slaughterhouses shall be provided with wash- 
able clothing, and boots (or shoes) for use on the killing floor. Such 
boots and clothing shall be kept clean at all times. 
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Sec. 12, Before going upon the killing floor, employees shall thor- 
oughly wash their hands. The hands shall also be washed after each visit 
to the toilet, and at such other intervals as may be required. 

Sec. 13. No person shall be employed at a slaughterhouse while af- 
flicted with any communicable disease. 


Sec. 14. No dogs or cats shall be allowed in or around any slaugh- 
ter house. 


Sec. 15. The floor and side walls of the slaughtering room shall be 
properly washed at the end of each day’s killing, and the floors, trucks 
and all other surfaces of the plant shall be washed and scrubbed as often 
as is necessary to keep them in a clean condition. 


Sec. 16. Carcasses shall not be dressed with skewers, knives, etc., that 
have been held in the mouth. Spitting on whetstones or steels while 
sharpening knives is prohibited. 

Sec. 17. All knives, saws, cleavers, or other utensils, shall be thor- 
oughly cleaned and sterilized after each day’s use. 


Sec. 18. No person shall urinate, defecate, or commit any nuisance 
whatsoever in the slaughtering pens or any abattoir or slaughterhouse, 
er within 150 feet thereof. 

Approved and promulgated by the Executive Committee of the South 
Carolina State Board of Health, July 14, 1937. 


ARTICLE NO. 26. RULES AND REGULATIONS GOVERNING 
WATER SUPPLY AND WATER PURIFICATION PLANTS - 


(Filed, secretary state’s office—September 29, 1937.) 


Sec. 1. No water furnished to the public for domestic use shall con- 
tain bacteriological, biological, chemical or physical impurities which shall 
injuriously affect or tend to affect public health. The source, treatment, 
distribution and quality of the water shall be satisfactory to the State 
Board of Heaith according to sanitary surveys and laboratory examina- 
tions. 

Sec. 2. No municipality, district, corporation, company, institution, per- 
son or persons shall install or enter into contract for installing, or mak- 
ing any additions, changes or alterations in a water supply, water puri- 
fication plant, until complete plans and specifications fully describing 
such work have been submitted to and received the written approval of 
the State Board of Health, and thereafter such plans and specifications 
must be substantially adhered to unless deviations are submitted to and 
receive the written approval of the State Board of Health. - 

Sec. 3. Upon application, accompanied by an outline of any proposed 
water supply, water purification plant, or proposed improvements or ex- 
tensions, the general requirements which will meet the approval, will be 
outlined. Preliminary or incomplete plans may be submitted for approval 
and recommendations, if accompanied by a statement outlining omitted 
portions; detail plans for which shall be submitted for final approval. 
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Sec. 4. All plans shall be submitted in duplicate, one copy to be re- 
tained on file by the Board and one returned to the owner. Plans shall 
be approved as to structural, mechanical and electrical features by 
licensed engineers before being submitted for approval by the Board, and 
shall include: 

(a) General plans. 

{(b) Detailed plans. 

(c) Specifications. 

(d) Engineers’ report. 

(e) All wells, intakes or other sources of supply. 

() +The purification plant. 

(g) All mains with their sizes. 

(h) All shut-off valves, hydrants. 

(i) Storage or distribution reservoirs. 

(j) Small scale map of watershed. 

Sec. 5. Detailed plans for waterworks shall show: 

(a) Details regarding intake pipe, crib, screens, etc., if water is taken 
from a stream or.lake. 

(b) If ground water supply, details of the well or spring, the manner 
of protecting the surface from surface wash or other pollution, A sketch 
showing all possible sources of pollution within 500 feet, and the direction 
of the ground water flow. 

(c) Complete details of the purification plant, including sedimentation 
and settling chambers, collecting and piping system, methods of applying 
various chemicals, filters, including depth, size and uniformity of various 
strata, washing arrangements, pumps, special devices, etc. 

(d) Details of the pumping station and equipment. 

(e) Any special appurtenances or fixtures in connection with the dis- 
tribution system. 

(f) Details of elevated tanks, stand pipes or reservoirs used for 
storage of water. : 

Sec. 6. The engineer’s report for waterworks shall cover: 

(a) State the present and estimated population twenty-five years hence 
for municipalities, for institutions, the present and ultimate capacity. 
Any special conditions that might affect the growth of the municipality 
or institutions, also any industrial activities that may affect the require- 
ments of the water supply should be discussed. Give estimate of the daily 
total and per capita consumption, both for the present and future popu- 
lation. 

(b) The source of supply. Results of chemical and bacteriological 
analyses. If surface supply, the area, population, and a description of the 
tributary watershed shall be given. All possible sources of pollution, 
topographical and geographical features of the watershed, and other 
conditions that might in any way affect the quality and quantity of the 
supply shall be discussed in detail. 

(c) Purification—State reason for adopting the sicthea of purification 
outlined, specifying any experimental work done. Describe any special 
appliances. 
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(d) Pumping Equipment—The number, type, size and capacity of the 
various sizes of pipe and describe any special features. 

(e) Distribution System—State the class, width and amount of the 
various sizes of pipe and describe any special features. ; 

(£) Storage—Give amount and location of the storage available, both 
before and after purification, together with details regarding its effect 
upon the quality of the water. : 

(g) Fire Protection—Discuss adequacy of fire protection with regard 
to pressure and capacity. 


Sec. 7. In general, in the design and construction of waterworks, 
approved modern practice shall be followed and a licensed engineer shall 
supervise all construction. 


Sec. 8. For waterworks systems there shall be provided a suitable 
intake properly screened for surface supplies. Wells and springs shall 
be adequately protected from all surface wash. Ground water sources 
shall be so located that there will be no danger of pollution from un- 
sanitary surroundings, such as cesspools, privies, sewers, etc. 


_ Sec. 9. The pumping equipment shall be divided into two or more 
units, except where ample storage is available to permit the necessary 
repairs without interrupting service. 


Sec. 10. Some modern method of purification, applicable to the needs 
of the municipality or institution, and adaptable to the water to be 
treated, shall be provided in connection with all surface supplies. Purifica- 
tion plants shall be divided into a sufficient number of units to allow for 
necessary repairs and alterations without interrupting the services or 
impairing the quality of the water delivered. 


Sec. 11.-: Ground Supplies—Some method shall be provided for the 
treatment of all ground waters found to be corrosive or contain chemicals 
or minerals which will make this water objectionable for general use. 


Sec. 12. Sterilization—Before being placed into service, all new water 
distribution systems, or extensions to existing systems, or any valved 
section of such extension or any replacement in the existing water distri- 
bution system shall be sterilized. The following procedure or its alter- 
natives shall be followed: 

Par. 1. Preliminary Flushing: (Not applicable to procedure of Par. 
16, 17, 18 and 19.) Prior to sterilization, all dirt remaining in pipe after 
its completion shall be removed by a thorough flushing through the 
hydrants. This may be done either before or after the trench shall have 
been backfilled and after the pressure test. Each valved section of newly 
laid pipe shall be flushed independently. 

Par. 2, Liquid Chlorine: A chlorine gas-water mixture shall be ap- 
plied by means of a solution feed chlorinating device, or the gas may be 
fed directly from a chlorine cylinder equipped with proper devices for 
regulating the rate of flow and the effective diffusion of gas within the 
pipe. (Chlorination with the gas-water mixture is preferred to direct 
feed.) 
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Par 3. Point of Application: The preferable point of application of 
the sterilization agent shall be at the beginning of the pipe line extension, 
or any valved section of it, and through a corporation stop inserted 
in the horizontal axis of the newly laid pipe. The water injector for the 
delivering the gas-water mixture into the pipe shall be supplied from a 
tap on the pressure side of the gate valve controlling the flow into the 
pipe line extension, > 

Par. 4. Rate of application: Water from the existing distribution sys- 
tem or any completed extension of it, entering the newly laid pipe line 
shall be controlled to flow slowly during the application of chlorine. The 
rate of chlorine gas-water mixture flow shall be in such proportion to the 
rate of water flowing through the pipe that the treated water entering 
the newly laid pipe shall have a concentration of residual chlorine of from 
40 to 50 parts per million. 

Par. 5. Back pressure in the pipe being treated shall be prevented. 

Par. 6. Retention Period: Treated water shall be retained in the pipe 
long enought to destroy all non-sporeforming bacteria. This period shall 
be at least three hours and preferably longer as may be directed. After 
the chlorine treated water has been retained for the required time, the 
chlorine residual at representative points shall be at least 5 parts per 
million. 

Par. 7. In the process of sterilization newly laid water pipe involving 
more than one valved section, all valves or other appurtenances shall be 
operated while the pipe line is filled with the sterilization agent. 

Par. 8. Final Flushing and Test: Following sterilization, all treated 
water shall be thoroughly flushed from the newly laid pipe line at its 
extremeties until the water through its length shali, upon test, both 
chemically and bacteriologically be proven equal to the water quality 
served the public from the existing water supply system. 

Par. 9. Should the initial treatment prove ineffective, the sterilization 
procedure shall be repeated until confirmed tests show that water sampled 
from newly laid pipe line conforms to the requirements of Paragraph 8. 

Par. 10. Calcium Hypochlorite or Chlorinated Lime in Water: A mix- 
ture of either calcium hypochlorite or chlorinated lime and water may be 
substituted as an alternative for liquid chlorine. 

Par. 11. Calcium Hypochlorite shall contain not less than 70 per 
cent. available chlorine, comparable to commercial products known as 
“HTH”, “Perchloron”, and “Maxochlor”. 

Par. 12. Chlorinated lime, frequently called chloride of lime and known 
to industry as bleaching powder, shall contain not less than 24 per cent. 
available chlorine. 

Par. 13. Proportions of Calcium Hypochlorite or Chlorinated Lime 
and Water Mixture: A 5 per cent. solution shall be prepared, consisting 
of 5 per cent. of either powder to 95 per cent. of water by Weight. 

Par. 14. Application: This calcium hypochlorite or chlorinated lime 
and water mixture, first made into a paste and then thinned to a slurry, 
shall be injected or pumped into the newly laid pipe under conditions here- 
tofore specified for liquid chlorine application (Par. 2 and 7) after pre- 
liminary flushing. (Par. 1).

Par. 15. Provisions for final flushing, testing and approval under this 
alternative shall be similar to those described in Pars. 8 and 9. 

Par. 16. Dry Calcium Hypochlorite or Chlorinated Lime: Dry calcium 
hypochlorite or chlorinated lime of the same chlorine content as that 
specified in Pars. 11 and 12 may be employed as an alterrlative procedure 
wherever facilities are not available for sterilization in the manner here- 
tofore specified. 

Par. 17. The dosage of calcium hypochlorite powder containing 70 
per cent. available chlorine shall be one pound for each 1,500 gallons of 
water pipe capacity treated; chlorine yielding compounds other than 
calcium hypochlorite powder may be used in amounts proportional to their 
available chlorine content. This dosage is equivalent to a treatment of 50 
parts per million available chlorine; in like manner, one pound of cal- 
cium hypochlorite powder will treat 1,860 gallons of water to 40 parts 
per million available chlorine. 

Par. 18. Points of Application: A predetermined dose shall be shaken 
into the pipe, or deposited in a soluble container secured at the first joint 
attached to the existing water pipe, and the dosage shall be repeated at 
intervals not greater than 100 feet, and preferably at lesser intervals, as 
‘the pipe laying progresses, as may be directed by the engineer. 

Par. 19. When treated with dry calcium hypochlorite, or with dry 
chlorinated lime, the newly pipe shall be filled very slowly to avoid wash- 
ing the powder to the extremity of the pipe line. 

Par. 20. The period of retention, valve manipulation and final flush- 
ing and testing shall be according to the requirements of Pars, 6, 7, 8 and 
9 respectfully. 

Par. 21. In the event that the test proves unsatisfactory, steriliza- 
tion shall be repeated by empioying acceptable alternative procedures 
until a satisfactory condition of the water within the pipe is established. 

Par. 22. Cuts made in existiiig pipe lines for the insertion of valves, 
fittings, repairs, or for any purpose shall be sterilized by shaking a quantity 
of the powder, predetermined by the engineer, into the pipe on each side 
of the cut-in. After slowly filling the section and reversing the flow the 
chiorinated water shall be retained for several hours, then flushed until 
no odor of chlorine can be detected in the waste water, or preferably 
until a check shall have been made for residual chlorine as provided in 
Par. 6. 

Par. 23. After satisfactory sterilization by any.of these alternative pro- 
cedures, the consumers may be served from the newly laid pipe line, or 
the service may be resumed on existing pipe lines. 


Sec. 13. Auxiliary intakes, by-passes or cross connections whereby 
polluted water may be pumped or allowed to flow into the distribution 
system is prohibited. 

(a) An existing cross connection may be continued on condition that 
monthly inspections are made and the results reported to the Board. The 
Board, however, reserves the right to require the elimination of any cross 
connection if inspections are not made or if the connection is found faulty. 
These inspections shall be made by the City Water Department or the 
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Water Company, who has charge of the water supply for furnishing water 
to the city or town. 
(b) New cross connections are prohibited. 


Sec. 14. On the completion of any new water purification plant, or 
water supply, ‘distribution system the State Board of Health shall be 
notified when the final inspection is to be made. 


ARTICLE NO. 27. SWIMMING POOLS 
(Filed secretary state’s office—September 29, 1937.) 


Section 1, Classification of Bathing Places—Bathing places may be 
divided into three classes: 


1. Natural outdoor ponds, rivers, tidal waters, etc. 


2.-Outdoor pools which are partly artificial and partly natural in 
character. 


3. Pools, outdoor or indoor, which are entirely of artificial construction. 


Natural ponds and rivers are necessarily dependent upon natural flow 
or upon wind and wave action for circulation of the water. Artificial and 
partly artificial pools may be divided into four classes, according to the 
method by which water is obtained. 

a. Large semi-artificial pools in which the water cleanliness is main- 
tained by natural flow or circulation. 

b. Fill and draw pools where cleanliness of water is maintained by 
complete removal and replacement of the water at periodic intervals. 

c. Flowing through pools where cleanliness is maintained by circula- 
tion of water through the pool from some natural or artificial source, but 
where the outflowing water is wasted. 

d. Recirculation pools in which the circulation of the water is main- 
tained through the pool by pumps, the water drawn from the pool being 
‘clarified by filtration before being returned. 


Sec. 2. General Principals of Bathing Place Sanitation. 

a. All public bathing places, both natural and artificial, shall have the 
same standard of cleanliness and bacterial purity of the water, and the same 
precaution against the possible spread of disease. 


b. All artificial and semi-artificial pools, whether located indoors or 
outdoors, shall be so designed and have the necessary equipment to 
maintain cleanliness of the pool, and maintain the same purity of the 
water with which the pool is filled. 


c. At all public bathing beaches on natural waters the same sanitary 
standards shall apply to bathing houses, dressing rooms, toilet facilities, 
and to the handling and care of bathing suits, towels and other bathing 
apparel. 

d. Sanitary drinking fountains with a supply of pure water shall be 
installed at all bathing places. 


e. The common use of towels, drinking cups, combs, hair brushes or 
other toilet articles is prohibited. 
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Sec. 3. Bathing Beaches. 

a. The water at all public bathing beaches on natural streams, lakes 
and tidal waters shall be of the same standard and quality as required for 
pools. 

b. The shore and bottom of a natural beach shall be covered with not 
less than 12 inches of good sand where the water is less than six feet 
deep, and shall be free from obstructions, swift and dangerous currents, 
no sudden drops, holes or submerged rocks, within the bathing area. 


Sec. 4. Location and Layout of the Pool. 

a. The layout of entrances and exits in relation to dressing rooms, 
showers, and toilets should be such as to enforce proper routine of bathers. 
Coming from the dressing room a bather should be required to pass the 
toilet and go through the shower room before arriving at the pool en- 
trance, and should leave the pool contrariwise. Entrances and exits should 
be located at shallow-water portion of the pool. 

b. At pools used simultaneously by both sexes, separate entrances and 
exits shall be provided for men and women. There shall be no connection 
between the men’s and women’s quarters. 

c. Entrances and exits shall be located at the shallow-water portion 
of the pool. 


Sec. 5. Design and Construction. 

a. Any material which will provide a tight tank with smooth and 
easily cleaned surfaces may be used for artificial pools. 

b. The pool shall be so designed that there will be complete circula- 
tion of water through all parts of the pool during bathing periods. 

c. Artificial pools shall be so designed that the shallow-water will be 
at one end and the deep water at, or near the other end. 

d. The deep portion of any pool shali not be less than six feet. 

e. The slope of the bottom of any part of the pool where the depth of 
the water is less than six feet, shall not be more than one foot to fifteen 
feet. There shall be no sudden changes within the area where the water 
is less than six feet. 

f. The side and end walls on all artificial and semi-artificial pools shall 
be vertical. 

. g. In all artificial or semi-artificial pools the corners shall be rounded. 
The use of paint or similar material to obtain a light colored finish is not 
permitted. 


Sec. 6. Proportioning Pool Area. 

a. An area extending ten feet from the extremity of a diving board or 
tawer should be considered as reserved for divers, and not more than three 
persons shall be permitted in the water in this area at one time when 
diving is in progress. 

b. The requirements for adult swimmers is 36 square feet, and non- 
swimmers is ten feet. , 

Sec. 7. Inlets and outlets. 

a. All pools shall be provided with sufficient outlet at the deepest point 
of sufficient size to permit the complete emptying of the pool in four 
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hours or less. Outlet openings in the floor should be at least four times the 
area of the discharge pipe to reduce suction currents. : 

b. Inlets for fresh or re-purified water shall be so located to produce, as 
far as possible, a uniform circulation of the water throughout the entire 
pool. 

Sec. 8. Scum Gutters. 

a. All artificial pools shall have scum gutters completely around the 
pool. The design shall be such that the top of the gutter will be on a 
level and the inside on such a grade that all water going into the gutter 
will flow to the outlet. 

‘ b. The edge of the scum gutter shall be so constructed that it will serve - 
as a hand-hold for the bathers. 

c. All scum gutters shall be recessed into the pool wall. 

Sec. 9. Steps and} Ladders. 

a. All steps and ladders shall be of such construction as to minimize 
danger of accidents. The tread shall be of nonslip material, all steps 
and ladders shall have a hand rail on either side leading out over the 
runway. 

Sec. 10. Runways and Sidewalks. : 

a. There shall be a runway extending around the entire pool of not 
less than four feet wide, of material which can be easily cleaned and of 
non-slip construction. This runway shall be so constructed that water 
cannot drain back into the pool. 

b. The use of sand or grass for a runway is not allowed. 

Sec. 11. Dressing Rooms: 

a. Bath houses to be used simultaneously by both men and women shall 
be in two parts, one for each sex, entirely separated by tight partitions. 

b. Floors of all dressing rooms and lockers shall be of smooth finished 
material, impervious to moisture, with no open cracks or joints, all floors 
shall have a pitch of at least one-quarter inch to the foot and shal] slope 
to a proper drain to permit washing down with a hose. All junctions with 
the floor or side walls shall be finished with rounded joints. 

c. All partitions between dressing compartments shall terminate not 
less than four inches from the floor to permit flushing of the entire 
floor area. 

d. All dressing rooms and appurtenance must be kept clean at all 
times. All lockers and floors shall be sprayed at frequent intervals with 
a vermifuge and disinfectant. 

Sec. 12. Showers, Toilets and Lavatories: 

a. Adequate shower bath facilities with both hot and cold water shall 
be provided at all artificial pools. The minimum number of showers pro- 
vided shall be in the proportion of one for each 40 bathers. 

b. At public bathing beaches a sufficient number of showers shall be 
provided to permit all bathers to rinse off sand and dirt before entering 
dressing rooms. 

c. Adequate and proper toilet facilities for each sex shall be provided 
at all pools and beach bath houses. The minimum number shall be one 
toilet for each 40 women, and one toilet and one urinal for each sixty men. 
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d. Water flush toilets shall be used, and where no sewage system is 
available, septic tanks of an approved type by the State Board of Health 
shall be installed. 

e. Lavatories located adjacent to toilets shall be provided at all 
swimming pools in the proportion of one for each 60 persons using the 
pool. 


Sec. 13. Lighting, Ventilation and Heating: 


a. A complete system of artificial lighting must be provided for all 
pools, bathing beaches, bath houses and dressing rooms which are to be 
used at night. 

b. Lighting fixtures must be of such number and design as to light all 
parts of the swimming pools and the water therein. 

c. Arrangement and design of lights must be such that life guards may 
see clearly every part of the bathing waters at a beach or pool, and all 
spring boards, towers, floats and other apparatuses without being blinded 
by the light. 

d. All indoor pools and all bath houses, dressing rooms, shower rooms 
and toilets at both indoor and outdoor pools and beaches, must be properly 
ventilated. 


Sec. 14. Diving Towers, Springboards and Floats: 

a. Diving towers should be rigidly constructed and properly anchored. 
Fixed platforms and floats should have an air space of at least a foot 
beneath. At least twelve feet free head room must be provided above 
diving boards and towers., No diving board more than ten feet above water 
level should be permitted, and ihe following safe depths for diving are 
recommended: One foot platform, five feet; three foot platform, six 
feet; five foot platform, seven feet; seven foot platform, eight feet; ten 
foot platform, nine feet. 

Sec. 15. Emergency Equipment: 

a. Pole hooks, ropes, buoys and other necessary life-saving equipment 
shall be provided and be readily accessible at all pools and bathing places. 

b. A first aid kit containing aromatic ammonia, tincture of iodine, 
sterile gauze, absorbent cotton, surgeon’s plaster and bandages of various 
widths shall be provided for emergency use at all public bathing places. 

c. At all beaches the bathing area shall be marked off by ropes or 
some other satisfactory markers. 


Sec. 16. Suits, Towels: 


a. At indoor pools used exclusively by men, nude bathing is required 
and indoor pools used exclusively by women, bathing suits should be of 
the simplest type. 

b. All suits and towels must be washed with soap and boiling water, 
rinsed and thoroughly dried each time they are used. 

c. Clean suits and towels must be kept strictly separated from those 
which have been used and unlaundered. Clean suits and towels must not 
be stored on shelves, handled in baskets or passed out over counters where 
dirty suits have been. 
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Sec. 17. a. A swimming instructor, bathing master or other qualified 
attendant shall be on duty at the pool side at all times when the pool 
is open to the use by bathers. Such attendant shall have full charge of 
bathing and is authorized to enforce all rules of safety and sanitation. 

b. At all public beaches one or more life guards shall be on duty dur- 
ing all bathing hours. 

c. No bathers shall be permitted to enter the pool enclosure unless 
an attendant or other competent person is present. 

d. Whenever a pool is empty, entrance of all persons except pool 
attendants must be kept out. 


Sec. 18. Personal Regulations: 


a. All persons using a swimming pool shall, before entering a pool, 
take a shower bath. 

b. Any person having any skin disease, sore or inflamed eyes, cold, 
nasal or ear discharges, or any communicable disease, shall not be allowed 
to use any public swimming pool. 

c. Spitting, spouting of water, blowing the nose, etc., in the pool is 
prohibited. 

d. Placards giving the above information sHall be conspiciously posted 
in the pool room and enclosure. 


Sec. 19. Chemical and Physical Quality of Swimming Pool Water: 

a. All artificial pools are required to chlorinate the water entering the 
pool, and there shall be at all times, when the pool is in use, an excess 
of not less than 0.2 parts per million of available chlorine nor more than 
0.5 parts per million. 

b. All swimming pool water where chlorine is aaa shall show an 
alkaline reaction and the pH shall be not less than 7.5 nor more than 8.3. 

c. At all times, when the pocl is in use, the water shall be sufficiently 
clear to permit a black disk six inches in diameter on a white field, when 
placed on the bottom of the poo! at the deepest point, to be clearly visible 
from the sidewalks of the pool at all distances up to ten yards, measured 
from a line drawn across the poo! through said disk. 


Sec. 20. Bacterial Quality of Swimming Pool Water: 

a. Whenever streptecocci bacteria is found in the water of any swim- 
ming pool or bathing place, the pool or beach shall be closed until the 
water is found to be free from this bacteria. 


Sec, 21. Cleaning Pool: 

a. Visible dirt on the bottom of a swimming pool shall not be permitted 
to remain more than 24 hours. 

b. Any visible scum of floating material on the surface of the pool shall 
be removed within 24 hours by flushing or other effective means. 


Sec. 22, Bathing Load Limit: 

a. The total number of bathers using a swimming pool during any 
period of time shall not exceed 20 persons for each 1,000 gallons of clean 
water added to the pool during that period. The term “Clean Water,” as 
used above, is interpreted to mean new clean water used to refill the pool. 
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Sec. 23. Operating Control: 

a. Tests shall be made by the orthotolodine test for excess chlorine at 
frequent intervals. 

b. Tests shall be made for alkalinity with a proper outfit for reading 
the pH of the water daily. 


Sec. 24. Plans and Specifications: 

a. No artificial swimming pool shall be built without the approval of 
the State Board of Health. 

Plans and specifications shall be submitted in duplicate showing the 
location and type of equipment to be used and be approved by the State 
Health Officer before construction is started, 


Sec. 25. After one year from date of passage of this regulation all 
swimming pools shall be inspected by the County Health Officer, and if 
they’ do not conform to the rules and regulations of the State Board of 
Health, the public shall be notified. 


Approved and promulgated by the Executive Committee of the South 
Carolina State Board of Health, July 14, 1937. 


§ 5130, 1932 CODE—Vital Statistics 


ARTICLE NO, 28. REGULATIONS OF EXECUTIVE COMMIT- 
TEE OF STATE BOARD OF HEALTH, PROVIDED FOR BY 
SECTION 5130 OF CODE OF 1932, ON VITAL STATISTICS. 


(Filed, secretary state’s office—September 29, 1937.) 


Section 1. Arrangement of Registration Districts—That for the pur- 
poses of this Act the State shall be divided into registration districts, as 
follows: Every city, town and township shall constitute a registration dis- 
trict; provided, that the State Registrar may combine two or more registra- 
tion districts into one registration district. 


Sec. 2. Appointment of Registrars—The State Registrar shall appoint 
local registrars. Any local registrar who fails or neglects to discharge 
efficiently the duties of his office as laid down in this Act, or who fails 
to make prompt and complete returns of births and deaths, as required 
thereby, shall be forthwith removed from his office of registrar by the 
State Board of Health, and his successor appointed, in addition to any 
other penalties that may be imposed under other sections of this Act for 
failure or neglect to perform his duty. 


Sec. 3. Deputy and Sub-registrars.——Each local registrar shall, im- 
mediately upon his acceptance of appointment as such, appoint a deputy, 
whose duty it shall be to act in his stead in case of absence, iliness or dis- 
ability, who shall, in writing, accept such appointment, and who shall be 
subject to all rules and regulations governing local registrars. And when 
it may appear necessary for the convenience of the people in any township, 
the local registrar shall, upon the request of the State Registrar, appoint 
one or more suitable persons to act as sub-registrar, who shall be author- 
ized to receive certificates and to issue burial or removal permits in and for 
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such portions of the district as may be designated; and each sub-registrar 
shall note, over his signature, the date on which each certificate was filed, 
and shall forward all certificates to the local registrar of the district within 
ten days, and in all cases before the third day of the following month. 
Provided, That all sub-registrars shall be subject to the supervision and 
control of the State Registrar and may be by him removed for neglect or 
failure to perform their usual duties in accordance with the provisions of 
this Act or the rules and regulations of the State Registrar, and they shall 
be liabie to the same penalties for neglect of duties as the local registrar. 


Death Certificates 


Sec. 4. Nobody to Be Buried or Removed Without Permit—That the 
body of any person whose death occurs in the State, shall not be in- 
terred, deposited in a vault or tomb, cremated or otherwise disposed of, 
or removed from or into any registration district or be held pending fur- 
ther disposition more than seventy-two hours after death, until a permit 
for burial, removal or other disposition thereof shall have been properly 
issued by the local registrar, subregistrar (or his deputy) of the registra- 
tion district in which the death occurred. 


Sec. 5. Certificates in “Sparsely Settled” Districts—Provided, That 
in sparsely settled distrtcts, or when it is impracticable to file a death cer- 
tificate and obtain a burial or removal permit, a body may be buried or re- 
moved from such district without a permit, but a certificate of death shall 
be filed with the registrar within ten ‘days. : 


Sec. 6. Bodies Brought Into the State—No such burial or removal 
permit shall be issued by any registrar until a complete and satisfactory 
certificate of death has been filed with him as hereinafter provided, except 
as above set forth; that when a dead body is brought into the State for 
burial, the transit permit which accompanies such body shall be filed with 
the local registrar of the district where burial or other disposition of which 
body takes place; and the registrar shall note date and place of burial on 
such permit, and forward same to the State Registrar. No fee shall be re- 
quired for the issue of burial or removal permits in this State. 


Sec. 7. Still-Births Reported as Births and Deaths.—That still-bori 
children and those dead at birth shall be registered as births and also as 
deaths, and a certificate of both the birth and death shall be filed with the 
local registrar, in the usual form and manner, the certificate of birth to 
contain, in place of the name of the child, the word “still-birth.” The medi- 
cal certificate of the cause of death shall be signed by the attending physi-_ 
cian, if any, and shall state the cause of death as “still-born,” with the 
cause of the still-birth, if known, whether a premature birth, and if born 
prematurely, the period of uterine gestation, in months, if known; and a 
burial or removal permit in the usual form shall be required. Midwives 
shall not sign certificates of death for still-born children; but such cases, 
and still-births occurring without attendance of either physician or mid- 
wive, shall be treated as deaths without medical attendance, as provided for 
in Section 9 of these regulations. 
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Sec. 8. Contents of Death Certificates—That the certificate of death 
shall be of the United States standard form as approved by the Bureau of 
Census, and shali contain the following items: 

(1) Place of death, including State, County, Township, City, the ward, 
street and house number. If in a hospital or other institution, the name of 
the same to be given instead of the street and house number. If in an in- 
dustrial camp, the name of the camp to be given. 

(2) Full name of decedent. If an unnamed child, the surname preceded 
by “unnamed.” 

(3) Sex. 

(4) Color or race, as white, black (negro or negro decent), Italian, 
Chinese, Japanese, or other. 

(5) Conjugal conditions, as single, married, widowed or divorced. 

(5a) Name of husband or maiden name of wife. 

(6) Date of birth (month, day, and year). 

(7) Age, years, months, days. If less than one day, hours or minutes. 

(8) Specific occupation of any person who had any remunerative em- 
ployment, women as well as men. Use such terms as bookkeeper, lawyer, 
spinner, farmer, garage mechanic, minister. 

(9) General nature of industry, business such as grocery store, sawmill, 
textile (cotton) or silk mill, own farm (or tenant farmer), Smith’s Garage, 
Grace Methodist Church. 

(10) Date (month, day and year), the deceased last worked in this 
occupation. rene aged 

(11) Total time (years) spent in this occupation, 

(12) Birthplace (city, tewn or county and State or country). 

(13) Name of father. 

(14) Birthplace of father (city, town or country and State or country). 

(15) Maiden name of mother. 

(16) Birthplace of mother (city, town or county and State or country). 

(17) Name and address of informant. 

(18) Place and date of burial or removal. 

(19) Name and address of undertaker. 

(20) Date of filing and official signature of local registrar. 

(21) Month, day and year of death. 

(22) Statement of medical attendance on decedent, fact and time al death, 
duration of attendance, time last seen alive and the primary cause of death 
with contributory (secondary) cause or complication, if any, and duration 
of each; statement of relationship or influence, if any, of pregnancy, giving 
qualifying explanation, name and date of operation, if any; diagnostic con- 
firmation, if any; post mortem, if any, to be indicated. 

(23) Statement concerning violent deaths or those due to external causes, 
specifying how death occurred, date and place of injury, whether in home, 
public street or highway. The manner and nature of injury is also to be 
given. 

(24) Statement of relation, if any, of injury to occupation of deceased. 

(25) Signature and address of attending physician. 
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How the Certificate is to Be Signed—The personal ‘and statistical par- 
ticulars (items 1 to 18) shall give the name and address of the informant, 
who may be any competent person acquainted with the facts. 


The statement of facts relating to the disposition of the body shall be 
signed by the undertaker or person acting as such. 


What Physician Must Certify—The medical certificate shall be made and 
signed by the physician, if any, last in attendance on the deceased, who 
shall specify the time in attendance, the time he last saw the deceased alive 
and the hour of the day at which death occurred. And he shall further state 
cause of death, so as to show the cause of the disease or sequence of causes 
resulting in the death, giving first the name of the disease causing death 
(primary cause), and the contributory (secondary) cause, if any, and the 
duration of each. Indefinite and unsatisfactory terms, indicating only symp- 
toms of disease or conditions resulting from disease, will not be held suffi- 
cient for issuing a burial or removal permit; and any certificate contain- 
ing such terms, as defined by the State Registrar, shall be returned to the 
physician for correction and more definite statement. Causes of death, 
which may be the result of either disease or violence, shall be carefully 
defined; and, if from violence, the means of injury shall be stated, and 
whether (probably) accidental, suicidal, homicidal. And in deaths in hos- 
pitals, institutions, or of nonresidents, the physician shall furnish the in- 
formation required under this head and may state where, in his opinion, 
the disease was contracted. 


Sec. 9. Certificates for Deaths Without Physician’s Attendance—That 
in case of death occurring without medical attendance, it shall be the 
duty of the undertaker or other person acting as such, to notify the local 
registrar of such death, and when so notified the registrar is authorized to 
make the certificate and return from the statement of relatives or other 
persons having adequate knowledge of the facts: Provided, further, That 
if the death is caused by unlawful or suspicious means, the registrar shall 
then refer the case to the coroner for his investigation and certification. 
And any coroner whose duty it is to hold an inquest on the body of any 
deceased person, and to make the certificate of death required for burial 
permits, shall state in his certificate the name of the disease causing death, 
or if from external causes, (1) the means of death; (2) whether (prob- 
ably) accidental, suicidal or homicidal; and shall in either case furnish 
such information as may be required by the State Registrar in order 
properly to classify the death. 


Sec. 10. Duties of Undertaker—The undertaker, or person acting as 
undertaker, shall be responsible for obtaining and filing the certificate of 
death with the local registrar of the district in which the death occurs, and 
for securing a burial or removal permit, prior to any disposition of the 
body, except as otherwise provided in this Act. He shall obtain the per- 
sonal and statistical particulars required from the person best qualified to 
supply them, giving the name and addresses of his informant. He shall 
then present the certificate to the attendant physician, if any, or to the 
health officer, or coroner, as directed by the local registrar, for the medical 
certificate of the cause of death and other particulars necessary to com- 
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plete the record as specified in Sections 7 and 8. And he shall then state the 
facts required relative to the date and place of burial, over his signature 
and with his address, and present the completed certificate to the local 
registrar in order to obtain a permit for burial, removal or other disposition 
of the body. . 


Sec. 11. Disposition of Burial Permit.—The undertaker shall deliver 
the burial permit to the sexton, or person in charge of the place of burial, 
before interring or otherwise disposing of the body; or he shall dispose of 
the transit permit as provided by law for the transportation of corpses in 
this State when shipped by a transportation company; said permit to ac- 
company the corpse to its desired destination, and if the burial shall take : 
place within the State of South Carolina, the permit shall be delivered to 
the sexton or other person in charge of the place of burial. 


Sec. 12. Permit for Burial Within the State—That if the interment 
or other disposition of the body is to be made within the State, the word- 
ing of the burial permit may be limited to a statement by the registrar, and 
over his signature, that a satisfactory certificate of death having been 
filed with him, as required by law, permission is granted to inter, remove, 
or otherwise dispose of the deceased, stating the name, age, sex, cause of 
death and other necessary details, upon the form prescribed by the State 
registrar. 


Sec. 13. Duties of Sextons.—And each sexton or person in charge of 
any burial ground shall indorse upon the permit the date of interment 
over his signature, and shall return all permits so endorsed to the local 
registrar of his district within ten days from date of interment, or within 
the time fixed by the local Board of Health. Every sexton of a public ceme- 
tery shall keep a record of all interments made in the permises under Ris 
charge, stating the name of the deceased person, place of death, date of 
burial, and name and address of the undertaker or person acting as such. 
Where there is no sexton or person in charge of cemetery or burial ground, 
the undertaker, or person in charge of burial, shall write across face of 
permit “no person in charge.” 


Birth Certificates 


Sec. 14. Duties of Physicians and Midwives——That it shall be the 
duty of the attending physician or midwife to file a certificate of birth, 
properly and completely filled out, giving all the particulars required by 
this Act, with the local registrar of the district in which the birth occurs, 
within ten days after date of birth. 


Sec. 15. Report Where There is No Physician or Midwife.—And if 
there be no attending physician or midwife, then it shall be the duty of the 
father or mother of the child, householder or owner of the premises, man- 
ager or superintendent of public or private institution in which the birth 
occurred, to notify the local registrar, within ten days after birth, of the 
fact that the birth had occurred. It shall then be the duty of the local 
registrar to secure the necessary information and signature to make a 
proper certificate of birth. 
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Sec. 15a. Filing of Birth Certificates Subsequent to the Death of the 
Attending Physician or Midwife—The State Registrar is hereby em- 
powered to accept birth certificates that are not filed within the prescribed 
ten days as previously provided for, and when the physicians or midwives 
who attended the births die prior to filing such certificates, provided the 
following requirements are met: 

Certificates are to be made out in the prescribed manner and signed by 
one of the parents on the line ordinarily used by the physician, After the 
signature the word father or mother, as the case may be, is written. Two 
affidavits are to be filled out and signed by as many people, other than the 
parents. The affidavits will set forth the facts that the affiant is at least 12 
years older than the child in question, and has known the mother of the 
child for at least five years prior to the occurrence of the birth, and that 
he (or she) knows the child in question te have been born to the said 
mother at the place indicated and on or about the date indicated. 

Such affidavits must be signed before a Notary Public or other officer 
qualified to administer oaths, and will bear his (or her) seal. The certificate 
with the two affidavits will then be filed with the State Registrar as the 
original record of birth. 


Sec. 16. Contents of Birth Certificates. That the certificate of birth 
shall contain the following items: 


(1) Place of birth, including State, county, magisterial district, town, or 
city. If in a city, the ward, street, and house number; if in a hospital or 
other institution, the name of the same to be given, instead of street and 
house number. 

(2) Full name of child. If the child dies without a name, before the cer- 
tificate is filed, enter the words “died unnamed.” If the living child has not 
yet been named at the date of filing certificate of birth the space for “full 
name of child” is to be left blank, to be filled out subsequently by sup- 
plemental report, as hereinafter provided. 

(3) Sex of child. 

(4) Whether a twin, triplet or other prural birth. A separate certificate’ 
shall be required for each child in cases of plural birth, giving number of 
child, in order of birth. 

(5) Number in order of birth, such as one, two, three. 

(6) State where child is premature or born at term. 

(7) Whether or not born to legally wedded parents. 

(8) Date of birth, giving month, day and year. 

(9) Full name of father. 

(10) Residence of father; town or rural route from which he receives 
mail. 

(11) Color or race. 

(12) Age, in years, of father, at last birthday. 

(13) Place of birth of father, specifying city, town, or county and State 
or country. 

(14) Specify kind of occupation or work, such as spinner, sawyer, book- 
keeper, etc. 
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(15) State business or industry, such as cotton or silk mill, saw mill, 
dry goods store, etc. 

(16) Date, month, day and year, last engaged in this work. 

(17) Total time, in years, spent by father in this particular business. 

(18) Full maiden name of mother. 

(19) Residence of mother; town or rural route from which she receives 
mail. Generally this is the same as the father’s address. 

(20) Color or race of mother. 

(21) Age, in years, of mother at last birthday. 

(22) Place of birth of mother, giving city, town, or county and State 
or country. 

(23) Specify kind of work done by mother, such as housekeeper, ste- 
nographer, nurse, etc. 

(24) State industry or business in which mother works, such as (house- 
keeper), own home, department store, hospital or private nurse, etc. 

(25) Give the month, day, and year on which the mother worked last. 

(26) State total number of years mother has been so occupied. 

(27) Give total number of births to the mother, including the present 
birth, as well as any who may have died prior to present birth (a) State 
the number born alive and now living, including the present birth. (b) 
State the number who were born alive but are now dead. (c) State the 
number of children born dead. 

Note: In South Carolina a live birth is considered to be the product of 
gestation that has developed over at least twenty weeks of pregnancy and 
that gives evidence of life at birth, such as breathing, crying, movement 
of voluntary muscle, A still birth is one.that gives none of the above evi- 
dences of life. 

(28) State as near as possible the period of gestation in weeks or months. 

(29) Give the cause of stillbirth specifying if due to a disease or to 
to some other cause. State whether or not life became extinct before or 
during labor. . 

State whether or not child has any physical deformities at birth. This 
is included to provide additional information relative to determining the 
status of crippled children in South Carolina. 

The physician or midwife should state whether or not the child was born 
alive. If stillborn, both a birth and a death certificate are to be made out 
and filed with the local registrar. The certificate is then to be signed by the 
attending physician or nurse except that when neither are in attendance 
the father, householder or guardian should make out and file the certificate 
with the local registrar. The local registrar shall place on the certificate in 
the space provided for this purpose the date of filing and his official 
signature. 


Sec. 17. How Certificates to Be Written. All certificates, either of birth 
or death, shall be written legibly in unfading black ink, and no certificate 
shall be held to be complete and correct that does not supply all the items 
of information called for herein, or satisfactorily account for their omis- 
sion. 
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Sec. 18. Unnamed Children—Supplemental Reports.—That when any 
certificate of birth of a living child is presented without the statement of 
the given name, then the local registrar shall make out and deliver to 
the parents of the child a special blank for the supplemental report of the 
given name of the child, which shall be filled out as directed, and returned 
to the local registrar as soon as the child shall have been named. 

Sec. 19. Reports on Persons Now in Institutions—That all superin- 
tendents or managers, or other persons in charge of hospitals, almshouses, 
lying-in or other institutions, public or private, to which persons resort 
for treatment of disease, confinement, or are committed by process of law, 
are hereby required to make a record of all of the personal and statistical 
particulars relative to the inmates in their institutions at the date of the 
approval of this Act, that are required in the forms of the certificate 
provided for by this Act, as directed by the State registrar; and hereafter 
such records shall be, by them, made for all future inmates at the time 
of their admission. And in case of persons admitted or committed for 
medical treatment of disease, the physician in charge shall specify for 
entry in the record the nature of the disease, and where, in his opinion, 
it was contracted. The personal particulars and information required by 
this section shall be obtained from the individual himself, if it is practicable 
to do so; and when they cannot be obtained, they shall be secured in as 
complete a manner as possible from relatives, friends, or other persons 
acquainted with the facts, 

Sec. 20. State Registrar to Provide Forms.—That the State registrar 
shall prepare, print, and supply to all registrars all blanks and forms used 
in registering, recording and preserving the returns, or in otherwise 
carrying out the purpose of this Act; and shall prepare and issue such de- 
tailed instructions as may be required to secure the uniform observance of 
its provisions and the maintenance of a perfect system of registration. 
And no other blanks shall be used than those supplied by the State 
registrar. 

Sec. 21. Other Duties of State Registrar—He shall carefully examine 
these certificates received monthly from the local registrars, and if any 
such are incomplete or unsatisfactory he shall require such further in- 
formation to be furnished as may be necessary to make the record com- 
plete and satisfactory. And all physicians, midwives, informants or under- 
takers, and all other persons having knowledge of the facts, are hereby 
required to furnish such information as they may possess regarding any 
birth or death, upon demand of the State registrar, in person, by mail, 
or through the local registrar. ; 


Sec. 22. Binding of Permanent Records, Etc.—He shall further ar- 
range, bind and permanently preserve the certificates in a systematic 
manner, and shall prepare and maintain a comprehensive and continuous 
card index of all births and deaths registered; the cards to show the 
name of child or deceased, place and date of birth or death, number of 
certificate, and the volume in which it is contained. He shail inform all 
registrars what diseases are to be considered as infectious, contagious, or 
communicable or dangerous to the public health, in order that when death 
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occurs from such diseases proper precautions may be taken to prevent 
the spreading of dangerous diseases. 

Sec. 23. Duties of Local Registrars—That it shall be the duty of 
the local registrar to supply blank forms of certificates to such persons 
as require them. Each local registrar shall carefully examine each certificate 
of birth or death when presented for record, to see that it has been made 
out in accordance with the provisions of this Act, and the instructions of 
the State registrar, and if. any certificate of death is incomplete or un- 
satisfactory, it shall be his duty to call attention to the defects in the 
returns, and to withhold issuing the burial or removal permit until they 
are corrected or satisfactorily explained. If the certificate of death is 
executed as herein provided, he shall then issue a burial or removal per- 
mit; provided, that in case the death occurred from some disease that is 
held by the State Board of Health to be infectious, contagious, or com- 
municable and dangerous to the public health, no permit for the removal 
or other disposition of the body shall be granted by the registrar, except 
under such conditions as may be prescribed by law. If a certificate of 
birth is incomplete, he shall immediately notify the informant, and require 
him to supply the missing items if they can be obtained. 

Sec. 24. Numbering of Certificates—He shall then number consecu- 
tively the certificates of birth and death, in two separate series, begin- 
ning with the number one for the first birth and the first death in each 
calendar year, and sign his name as registrar in attest of the date of filing 
in his office. 

Sec. 25. To File Copy of Records With Clerk—He shall also make 
a complete and accurate copy of each birth and death certificate registered 
by him in a record book supplied by the State registrar, and the local 
registrar of every district located in any county shall, within fifteen days 
after the end of each calendar year, transmit such record book to the 
county clerk’s office of his county and shall take a receipt from the clerk 
therefor, which receipt shall be transmitted to the State registrar. Said 
record book shall be preserved by the clerk as a permanent record. 


Sec. 26. When Certificate to Be Filed—And the local registrar shall, 
on the tenth day of each month, tranmmit to the State registrar all original 
certificates, registered by him, during the preceding month. And if no 
births or deaths occur in any month, he shall, on the tenth day of the 
following month, report that fact to the State registrar on a card pro- 
vided for this purpose. ; 

Sec. 27. Powers of State Registrar in Case of Violations of Law. 
The State registrar is hereby charged with the thorough and efficient 
execution of the provisions of this Act in every part of the State, and 
with supervisory power over local registrars, to the end that all its re- 
quirements shall be uniformly complied with. He shall have authority to 
investigate cases of irregularity or violation of law personally, or by an 
accredited representative, and all registrars shall aid him, upon request, 
in such investigations. When he shall deem it necessary, he shall report 
cases of violation of any of the provisions of this Act to the District 
Attorney, with a statement of the facts and circumstances; and when any 


ao 
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such case is reported to him by the State registrar, the District Attorney 
shall forthwith initiate and promptly follow up the necessary court pro- 
ceedings against the person responsible for the alleged violation of law.

PATROL LAW

Rule 2. Paragraph One: The Motor Vehicle Division, through its 
duly authorized officers and agents, is hereby authorized and directed to 
suspend the driver’s license of any person for a period of six months upon 
receiving satisfactory evidence or information of the conviction or of the 
entry of a plea of guilty and sentence thereupon or of the forfeiture of 
bail of any such person upon one charge of driving or operating a motor 
vehicle while under the influence of intoxicating liquor, drugs or narcotics. 


Paragraph Two: The Motor Vehicle Division, through its duly au- 
thorized officers and agents, is hereby authorized and directed to suspend 
the driver’s license of any person for a period of one year upon receiving 
satisfactory evidence or information of the conviction or of the entry of 
a plea of guilty and sentence thereupon or of the forfeiture of bail of any 
such person upon a second charge of driving or operating a motor vehicle 
under the influence of intoxicating liquor, drugs or narcotics. 

Paragraph Three: The term “intoxicating liquor, drugs or narcotics” 
shall have such meaning ascribed to them, or any of them, as is other- 
wise defined by the laws of this State and in case the meaning of these 
terms, or any of them, is not so defined, then and in that event, said 
terms, or any of them, shall have such meaning as may be defined by 
the State Highway Department. 


Paragraph Four: Any person whose license has been suspended for 
violation of these rules and regulations shall forthwith surrender his or 
her driver’s license upon demand made by the Motor Vehicle Division or 
any of its authorized officers and agents and in case such demand is not 
made in person, then and in that event, such person shall be notified in 

writing by the said Motor Vehicle Division, which notice shall be sent by 
" registered mail to the last address furnished in writing to the Highway 
Department by such person and any such person who has been so notified 
in writing by said Department shall, within five days, return his or her 
driver’s license to said Department. No person whose driver’s license is 
suspended for violation of these rules and regulations shall, during the 
period of suspension drive or operate a motor vehicle along or on any 
public highway, road or street in this State. : 

Paragraph Five: Any person who violates these rules and regulations 
and who further refuses or fails to surrender or return his or her driver’s 
license in accordance with the provisions of these rules and regulations 
shall be deemed guilty of a misdemeanor, punishable by a fine of not 
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less than Ten ($10.00) Dollars nor more than One Hundred ($100.00) 
Dollars or imprisonment for not more than thirty (30) days as specifically 
provided for in Section 6009, Chapter 128, “volume 3, Code of Laws, South 
Carolina, 1932. 


Paragraph Six: Rules and regulations promulgated July Ist, 1932, and 
shown on Page 1467 of Acts of South Carolina, 1937, be and the same are 
hereby revoked. 

Paragraph Seven: These rules and regulations shall become effective 
on and after the 10th day of February, 1938.

RULES AND REGULATIONS ESTABLISHING STANDARDS 
FOR ELECTRIC SERVICE, PROVIDING FOR THE 
TESTING OF ELECTRIC METERS, AND OTHER- 
WISE REGULATING THE SERVICE OF 
ELECTRIC UTILITIES. 


STATUTORY PROVISIONS 


Rule 1. Authorization of Rules. (a) Section 923 of Article 16, of 
Chapter XIX, Voiume I, of Code of Laws of South Carolina 1912, as 
amended March 24, 1922, provides: “That the Railroad Commission is 
hereby, to the extent granted, vested with power and jurisdiction to super- 
vise and regulate the rates and service of every public utility in this State 
as defined in this Act, together with the power, after hearing, to ascertain 
and fix such just and reasonable standards, classifications, regulations, 
practices and measurements of service to be furnished, imposed observed 
and followed by every public utility in this State as defined in this Act and 
the State hereby asserts its rights to regulate the rates and services of 
every public utility as herein defined”. 

In accordance with the above provisions, the Railroad Commission has 
adopted the following rules and fixed the following standards for electric 

service, to become effective the lst day of October, 1922. All previous rules 
’ or standards conflicting with those contained herein are hereby superseded. 

(b) The adoption of these rules shall in no way preclude the Railroad 
Commission from altering or amending them in whole or in part, or 
from requiring any other or additional service, equipment, facility, or stand- 
ard, either upon complaint, or upon its own motion, or upon the application 
of any utility. Furthermore, these rules shall not in any way relieve any of 
its duties under the laws of this State. 

(c) All Rules and Regulations prescribed for the government of railroads 
are to be regarded as applying with equal force and effect to all public 
utilities doing business in this State: Provided, Such application is prac- 
ticable, and not inconsistent wth the laws of this State or of the United 
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States, and not in conflict with the Rules and Regulations of the Commis- 
sion herein distinctively prescribed for the government of particular com- 
panies. (Filed, secretary state’s office—November 8, 1937.) 

Rule 2. Application of Rules. (a) These rules shall apply to any per- 
son, firm, or corporation (except municipalities, or agents thereof) which 
{s now or may hereafter become engaged as a public utility in the business 
of furnishing electric current for domestic or commercial consumers with- 
in the State of South Carolina. 

(b) The rules are intended to define good practice which can normally 
be expected. They are intended to insure adequate service and prevent un- 
fair charges to the public and to protect the utilities from unreasonable 
demands. The cooperation of the utilities with the Commission is presup- 
posed, 

(c) In any case where compliance with any of these rules introduces un- 
usual difficulty, such rule may be temporarily waived by the Commission 
upon application of the utility. If in such case compliance with the rule 
would cost more than the results of such compliance are worth to the 
public and consumers of electric current, it may be permanently set aside 
by the Commission. (Filed, secretary state’s office—November 8, 1937.) 

Rule 3. Definition. In the interpretation of these rules, the word “Com- 
mission” shall be taken to mean the Railroad Commission of South Caro- 
lina; the word “Utility” shall be taken to mean any person, firm, corpora- 
tion, except municipality, or agent thereof, engaged in the business of 
supplying electric current to domestic, commercial or industrial users 
within this State; and the word “Consumer” shall be taken to mean any 
person, firm, corporation, municipality or other political sub-division of 
the State supplied by such utility. (Filed, secretary state’s office—November 
8, 1937.) . 


RECORD AND REPORTS 


Rule 4. Records. (a) A complete record shall be kept of all tests and 
inspections made under these rules as to the quality or condition of service 
which is rendered, 

(b) All records of tests shall contain complete information concerning 
the tests, including the date, hour, and place where the test was made; 
the name of the person making the test, and the result. 

All records required by these rules shall be preserved by the utility for 
at least two years after they are made. Such records shall be kept within 
the State at the office or offices of the utility, and shall be open for ex- 
amination by the Commission or its representatives at all reasonable hours. 
(Filed, secretary state’s office—November 8, 1937.) 


Rule 5. Reports to Commission. (a) Each utility shall at such times 
and in such form as the Commission shall prescribe, report to the Com- 
mission the results of all tests required to be made, or the information con- 
tained in any records required to be kept by the utility. 

(b) Each utility operating in the State shall make an annual report to 
the Commission giving such information as the Commission may direct. 
(Filed, secretary state’s office—November 8, 1937.) 
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GENERAL SERVICE PROVISIONS 


Rule 6. Inspection of Plant and Equipment. (a) Each utility shall 
maintain its plant, distribution system and facilities at all times in proper 
condition for use in rendering safe, adequate and continuous service. 

(b) Each utility shall, upon request of the Commission, file with the 
Commission a statement regarding the condition and adequacy of its plant, 
equipment, facilities and service in such form as the Commission may 
require. (Filed, secretary state’s office—November 8, 1937.) 


Rule 7. Interruption of Service. Each utility shall keep a record of 
any interruption of service, affecting its busses, or any of its outgoing 
feeders or circuits, including a statement of the time, duration and cause of 
any such interruption. (Filed, secretary state’s ofice—November 8, 1937.) 


Rule 8. Accidents. Each utility shall, as soon as possible, report to 
the Commission each accident happening in connection with the operation 
of its property, facilities, or service, wherein any person shall have been 
killed or seriously injured, or whereby any serious property damage shall 
have been caused. Such first report shall later be supplemented by as full a 
statement as is possible of the cause and details of the accident, and the 
precautions, if any, which have been taken to prevent similar accidents. 
Such reports or statements shall be kept confidential by the Commission, 
and shall not be accessible for public inspection. (Filed, secretary state’s 
office—November 8, 1937.) 


Rule 9. Complaints. Each utility shall make a full and prompt in- 
vestigation of all service complaints made to it by its consumers, either 
directly or through the Commission. It shall keep a record of all such 
complaints received which record shall show the name and address of the 
complainant, the date and character of the complaint and the adjustment 
or disposal made thereof. (Filed, secretary state’s office—November 8, 
1937.) 


Rule 10, Information for Consumers. (a) Each utility shall, upon re- 
quest, give its consumers such information and assistance as is reasonable 
in order that consumers may secure safe and efficient service; and upon 
request, it shall render every reasonable assistance in securing appliances 
properly adapted and adjusted to the service furnished. 

(b) Each utility shall adopt some means of informing its consumers as 
to the method of reading meters, either by printing on its bills a descrip- 
tion of the method of reading meters or by a notice to the effect that the 
method will be explained at the office of the utility, upon application. It 
is recommended that an exhibition meter be kept on display in each office 
maintained by a utility. (Filed, secretary state’s office—November 8, 1937.) 


Rule 11. Meter Readings and Bill Forms. Bill shall be rendered for 
metered service periodically, and shall show the readings of the meter at 
the beginning and end of the period for which bill is rendered, the num- 
ber and kinds of units of service supplied, the dates of the meter read- 
ings and the price per unit of service. 

On ail bills which are computed on any other basis than a definite charge 
per unit of service, the other factors used in computing the bill shall be 
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clearly stated so that the amount may be readily computed from the in- 
formation appearing on the bill. 

Each bill subject to discount for prompt payment shall bear upon its 
face the date when the bill was mailed, or left at the premises of the con- 
sumer, or the latest date on which it may be paid without loss of discount 
or incurring of penalty. (Filed, secretary state’s office—November 8, 1937.) 


METERS, METER TESTS AND RECORDS 


Rule 12. Location. (a) No consumer’s meter shall be installed in any 
location where it may be unreasonably exposed to heat, cold, dampness or 
other cause of damage, or in any unduly, dirty or inaccessible location. 

(b) Meters should not be placed in coal or wood bins or on partitions 
forming such bins, or on any unstable supports subject to vibration. 

(c) Meters should be easily accessible for reading, testing and making 
necessary adjustments and repairs. When several meters are placed on 
one meter board the distance between centers should not be less than 15 
inches, and each “house” loop should be tagged or marked to indicate the 
circuit metered. 

(d) Each customer shall provide a suitable and convenient place for 
the location of meters, where they will be readily accessible at any rea- 
sonable hour for the purpose of reading, testing, repairing, etc., and such 
other appliances owned by the utility and placed on the premises of the 
consumers shall be so placed as to be readily accessible at such times as 
are necessary, and the authorized agent of the utility shall have authority to 
visit such meters and appurtenances at such times as are necessary in the 
conduct of the business of the utility. (Filed, secretary state’s office— 
November 8, 1937.) 

Rule 13. Testing Facilities. (a) Each utility furnishing metered elec- 
tric service shall, unless specifically excused by the Commission, provide 
and have available such meter laboratory, standard meters, instruments 
and facilities as may be necessary to make the tests required by these rules, 
together with such portable indicating electrical testing instruments, watt 
hour meters and facilities of suitable type and range for testing service 
watt hour meters, voltmeters and other electrical equipment, used in its 
operations, as may be deemed necessary and satisfactory to the Com- 
mission, 

(b) All portable indicating electrical testing instruments such as volt- 
meters, ammeters and watt meters, when in regular use for testing pur- 
poses, shall be checked against suitable reference standards periodically, 
and with such frequency as to insure their accuracy whenever used in 
testing service meters of the utility. (Filed, secretary state’s office—Novem- 
ber 8, 1937,) 

Rule 14. Method of Determining Average Error of Meters. The 
average error of a service watt hour meter shall be determined as fol- 
lows: The error at light load—here defined as approximately 10% of the 
rated capacity of the meter—shall be determined by taking the average 
of at least two errors, determined from as many separate tests on the same 
light load, which errors must agree within one-half per cent. (1/2%). 
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In the same manner the error at heavy load—here defined as a load of 
approximately 75% of the rated capacity of the meter—shall be determined. 
- The average error of the meter shall then be determined by taking an 
average of the error at light load and the error at heavy load, proper. ac- 
count being taken of the sign of these two errors: Provided, That where 
the consumer’s connected load does not equal 75% of the rated capacity 
of the meter, the full connected load may be considered as heavy load 
for the purpose of test. (Filed, secretary state’s office—November 8, 1937.) 


Rule 15. Meter Accuracy. (a) Creeping. No watt hour meter which 
registers on “no load” when the applied voltage is less than one hundred 
and ten (110) per cent of standard service voltage shall be placed in service 
or allowed to remain in service. 

(b) Initial Accuracy Requirements. No watt hour meter shall be placed 
in service which is in any way mechanically defective, or which has in- 
correct constants or which has not been tested for accuracy of measure- 
ment and adjusted, if necessary, to meet these requirements: 


Average error not over 2% plus or minus; 
Error at heavy load not over 1% plus or minus; 
Error at light load not over 2% plus or minus. 


(c) Adjustment After Test. Whenever a test made by the utility or 
by the Commission on a service watt hour meter connected in its permanent 
position in place of service shows that the average error is greater than 
that specified above, the meter shall be adjusted to bring the average error 
within the specified limits. (Filed, secretary state’s office—November 8, 


1937.) 


Rule 16. Periodic Tests of Meters. Each watt hour meter shall be 
tested according to the following schedule, while connected, if practical, 
in its permanent position in place of service: 

(a) Two and three wire commutating type and mercury type meters, 
up to and including 50 amperes rated capacity of meter element shall be 
tested at least once every 18 months. 

(b) Two and three wire commutating type and mercury type meters of 
over 50 amperes rated capacity of meter element, shall be tested at least 
once every 12 months, 

(c) Two and three wire single phase induction type meters, up to and 
including 25 amperes rated capacity of meter element, shall be tested at 
least once every 36 months, 

(d) Two and three wire single phase induction type meters of over 25 
amperes rated capacity of meter element, shall be tested at least every 24 
months. 

(e) Self contained polyphase meters, up to and including 50 K.W. 
rated capacity, shall be tested at least once every 18 months. 

(f) Self contained polyphase meters of over 50 K.W. rated capacity, 
shall be tested at least once every 12 months. 

(g) Polyphase meters, connected through current transformers or cur- 
rent and potential transformers, to circuits up to and including 50 K.W. 
rated capacity, shall be tested at least once every 24 months.

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(h) Polyphase meters, connected through current transformers or cur- 
rent and potential transformers, to circuits of over 50 K.W. rated capacity, 
shall be tested at least once every 18 months. (Filed, secretary state’s of- 
fice—November 8, 1937.) 


Rule 17. Meter Testing on Request of Consumers. (a) Each utility 
shall, at any time (when requested in writing by a consumer) upon rea- 
sonable notice, test the accuracy of the meter in use by him. 

No deposit or payment shall be required from the consumer for such 
meter test except when a consumer, whose average monthly bill for elec- 
tric service is less than $25.00, requests a meter test within six months 
after date of the installation or the last previous test of his meter, in 
which case he shall be required by the utility to deposit with it, to cover. 
the reasonable cost of such test, an amount not to exceed the following: 

(i) For direct current and single phase meters operating on 

600 volts or less, up to and including 25 amperes rated capacity 

of the meter element....... 0.0... cece eee eee eee e en te ences $1.50 
(2) For each additional 50 amperes or fraction thereof.......... 50 
(3) For single phase meters above 600 volts, and for polyphase

Rates for meters not included in above classification or so located that 
the cost is out of porportion to the fee specified, will be furnished by the 
Commission upon receipt of complete specifications. 

(b) The amount so deposited with the utility shall be refunded or 
credited to the consumer, as a part of the settlement of the disputed ac- 
count if the meter is found, when tested, to register more than 3% fast, 
otherwise the deposit shall be retained by the utility. 

(c) A consumer may be present when the utility conducts the test on his 
meter, or, if he desires, may send an expert or other representative ap- 
pointed by him. 

(d) A report giving the name of the consumer requesting the test, the 
date of the request, the location of the premises where the meter has 
been installed, the type, make, size, and serial number of the meter, the 
date of removal, the date tested, and the result of the test, shall be sup- 
plied to such consumers within a reasonable time after the completion 
of the test. (Filed, secretary state’s ofice—November 8, 1937.) 


Rule 18. Adjustment of Bills for Meter Error. (a) Fast Meters. If on 
test of any electric meter made by the Commission, as may be later au- 
thorized, or the utility under Rules 16 and 17, whether at the request of 
a consumer or not, it may be found more than 3% fast, the utility shall 
refund to the consumer such percentage of the amount of his bills for 
the period of 60 days, just previous to the removal of such meter from 
service, or, for the time the meter was in service, not exceeding 60 days, 
as the meter shall have been shown to be in error by such tests in ex- 
cess, of 3%. Provided, however that if the error was due to some cause, 
the date of which can be fixed, and which date is within 60 days’ period, 
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herein mentioned, the overcharge shall be computed back to, but not be- 
yond, such time. No part of any minimum service charge shall be refunded. 

(b) Slow Meters. If on test of any electric meter made by the Commis- 
sion, as may be later authorized, or by the utility under Rules 16 and 17, 
whether at the request of a consumer or not, it be found more than 3% 
slow, the utility may collect from the consumer the amount estimated to 
be due from the consumer for electricity used but not charged for in 
bills rendered, not to exceed the sixty days previous to removal of the 
meter, (Filed, secretary state’s office—November 8, 1937.) 


Rule 19. Incidental Lighting in Connection with Power Service. With 
power installations exceeding thirty (30) horsepower when the current for 
lighting is incidental thereto, the total consumption of current for both 
power and lighting shall be billed by the utility under the power schedule 
in force, said power schedule minimum, however, to be increased at the 
rate of one ($1.00) dollar, per month for each kilowatt or fraction thereof 
of such installed lighting load; provided, however, that if the power and 
lighting loads require different voltages, the consumer shall furnish the 
necessary transformers to make the applied voltage suitable for lighting. 
(Filed, secretary state’s ofice—November 8, 1937.) 


OPERATION 


Rule 20. Standard Frequency. Each utility supplying alternating cur- 
rent, shall adopt a standard frequency, the suitability of which may be 
determined by the Commission, and shall maintain this frequency within 
5% plus or minus of standard at all times during which service is sup- 
plied; provided, however, that momentary variations of frequency of more 
than 5%, which are clearly due to no lack of proper equipment or reason- 
able care on the part of the utility, shall not be construed a violation of this 
rule. 

Standard Voltage. Each utility shall adopt standard average voltages for 
its different classes of constant voltage service. The voltage maintained 
at the utility mains shall at all times be reasonably constant, and the 
variations in voltage from the average shall in no case exceed the limita- 
tions as prescribed by good practice for such classes of service. 

For service rendered for lighting purposes plus or minus variations from 
the standard adopted, should not exceed 6%, for service rendered for 
power, or primarily for power purposes, the voltage variations should not 
exceed 10% above or below the standard average voltage. 

A greater variation of voltage than specified above may be allowed when 
service is supplied directly from the transmission line or in a limited or 
extended area where consumers are widely scattered, and the business done 
does not justify close voltage regulation. In such cases the best voltage 
regulation should be provided that is practicable under the circumstances. 


Variations in the voltage in excess of those specified, caused by the 
operation of power apparatus on consumers’ premises, which necessarily 
requires large starting current by the action of the elements, and by in- 
frequent and unavoidable fluctuations of short duration due to station 
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operation, shall not be construed a violation of this rule. (Filed, secretary 
state’s office—November 8, 1937.) 


Rule 21. Voltage Surveys and Records. Each utility shall provide it- 
self with suitable indicating or recording voltmeters, and shall make a 
sufficient number of voltage tests periodically so as to insure compliance 
with the voltage requirements cited above. These tests shall be made at 
appropriate points upon the utility’s distribution lines. 

Station Instruments and Records. Each utility shall have installed at 
its generating station suitable instruments to indicate the frequency and 
voltage of the service rendered from that station, together with the magni- 
tude of the loads upon it. Each utility shall keep a station record which 
will show; (a) the time of starting and shutting down of generating. units, 
the time of starting and disconnecting all street lighting circuits: (b) and 
readings of such instruments and at such intervals as are necessary to 
determine the character of the load; (c) all interruptions to service affect~- 
ing bus bars or distribution system, with the time, duration, and the cause, 
when known, of the interruption. (Filed, secretary state’s office—Novem- 
ber 8, 1937.) 

GENERAL PROVISIONS 


Rule 22. Deposits From Consumers and Guarantee Payment of Bill. 
(a) Each utility may require from any consumer, or prospective con- 
sumer, a cash deposit or other acceptable security intended to guarantee 
payment of concurrent bills. Such required deposit or other security shall 
not exceed the amount of an estimated sixty days’ bill of such consumer, 
Interest shall be paid by the utility upon cash deposits at the rate of 6% 
per annum, payable upon the return of the deposit, for the time such 
deposit was held by the utility, and the consumer was served by the 
utility; Provided such period was not less than six months. If security 
other than ¢ash is tendered by consumer and such security is not ac- 
ceptable to the utility, then the consumer may submit to the Commission 
security offered and the action of the Commission shall be binding on both 
parties. 

(b) Each utility having on hand cash deposits from consumers or here- 
after receiving deposits from them, shall keep records to show: (1) the 
name of each consumer making such deposit; (2) the premises occupied 
by the consumer when the deposit was made; (3) the amount and date 
of making the deposit; (4) a record of each transaction concerning such 
deposit, such as payment of interest, interest credited, etc. 

(c) Each utility shall issue to every consumer from whom a cash 
deposit is received, a non-assignable receipt. 

(d) Each utility shall provide reasonable ways and means whereby 
a depositor who makes application for the return of his deposit or any 
balance to which he is entitled, but is unable to produce the original 
certificate of deposit or receipt, may not be deprived of his deposit or 
balance. (Filed, secretary state’s office—November 8, 1937.) 

Rule 23. Discontinuance of Service for Violation of Rules or Non- 
Payment of Bills. (a) No utility shall discontinue the service to any 
consumer for violation of its rules or regulations, or for non-payment of 
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bills without having first diligently tried to induce the consumer to comply 
with its rules and regulations or to pay his bills. 

Service shall actually be discontinued only after at least 24 hours’ notice 
of such intention shall have been given to the consumer by the utility: 
Provided, however, that where fraudulent use of current is detected, or 
where a dangerous condition is found to exist on the consumer’s premises, 
the service may be shut off without notice in advance. 

(b) Whenever the service is turned off for violation of rules or regula- 
tions, non-payment of bill, or fraudulent use of current, the utility may 
make a reasonable charge for the cost of renewing it. 

(c) Where a consumer has been required to make a guarantee deposit 
this shall not relieve consumer of the obligation to pay the service bills 
when due, but where such deposit has been made and service has been 
discontinued on account of non-payment of bill, then in such event un- 
less consumer shall, within forty-eight hours after service has been dis- 
continued, apply for reconnection of service and pay the account, then 
in such event the utility shall apply the deposit of such consumer toward 
the discharge of such account and shall as soon thereafter as practicable, 
refund the consumer any excess of the deposit. 

(d) No electric and/or gas utility company shall be required to furnish 
its electric and/or gas service to any applicant, who at the time of such 
application, is indebted under an undisputed bill to such utility company 
for service, either gas or electric, therefore furnished such applicant. 
(Filed, secretary state’s ofice—November 8, 1937.) 


Rule 24. Replacement of Meters:and Changes in Location of Service. 
(a) Whenever a consumer requests the replacement of the service meter 
on his premises, such request shall be treated as a request for the test 
of such meter, and as such, shall fall under the provisions of Rule 17. 

(b) Whenever a consumer moves from the location where current is 
used by him, and thereby requires the disconnecting and connecting at a 
new location of the electric supply, and the same work has been done for 
him within one year preceding, the utility may make a charge. (Filed, 
secretary state’s office—November 8, 1937.) 


Rule 25. Extent of System on which Utility must Maintain Service. 
Each electric utility, unless specifically relieved in any case by the Com- 
mission from such obligation, shall operate and maintain in safe, efficient 
and proper condition, all the facilities and instrumentalities used in con- 
nection with the regulation, measurement and delivery of electric current 
to any consumer up to and including the point of delivery into the wiring 
owned by the consumer, (Filed, secretary state’s office—November 8, 1937.) 


Rule 26. Maps. Suitable maps or records shall be kept on file showing 
the size, character and location of each main circuit and feeder. (Filed, 
secretary state’s office—November 8, 1937.) 


Rule 27. Rules for Service Extension. When a would be customer or 
customers of a public utility, either gas, electric, or water, make applica- 
tion for service at a point not immediately adjacent to a service line of 
a utility, if the requirement of such service is reasonable, it shall be 
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rendered under reasonable terms and conditions determined by the facts 
of each case. (Filed, secretary state’s office—November 8, 1937.) 

Rule 28. Rate Schedule—Rules and Regulations. (a) Copies of all 
schedules of rates for service, forms or contracts, charges for service con- 
nections and extensions of circuits, and of all rules and regulations cover- 
ing the relations of consumer and utility, shall be filed by each utility in 
the office of the Commission. Complete schedule, contract, forms, rules 
and regulations, etc., as filed with the Commission, shall also be on file 
in the local offices of the utility, and shall be open to the inspection of 
the public. 

(b) No utility operating in the State shall change its schedule of rates, 
contract forms or service rules until such change has been approved by 
the Commission, 

(c) Each and every customer purchasing the same class of service shall 
be charged. the same rates, which rates shall be the regular published rates 
as filed with the Commission. 

(d) “All utilities operating in South Carolina shall give each customer 
the same date, month after month, as the last date on which discount will 
be allowed, and where the “Continuous Billing Method”, or any modifica- 
tion of same, is used it shall give each town or district or section of a 
city where all bills in the city are not payable on the same date, month 
after month, as the last date on which discount will be allowed so that 
customers may know without reference to bills what this date is.” 

(e) Ali rates, tolls, charges and fares proposed to be put into effect by 
any public utility under the regulation of this Commission, shall be first 
approved by this Commission before they shall become effective, unless 
they are exempt from such approval by statute or other provision of law. 

(£) No rate, toll, charge, fare nor service of any public utility under the 
regulation of this Commission shall be deemed, approved nor consented 
to by the mere filing of a schedule or other evidence thereof in the offices 
of the Commission; but such approval and consent to be good must be 


actually and affirmatively made, (Filed, secretary state’s office—November 
8, 1937.) 


SPECIFICATIONS FOR OVERHEAD CROSSINGS OF LIGHT AND. 
POWER TRANSMISSION LINES AND TELEGRAPH AND 
TELEPHONE LINES OVER HIGHWAYS. AND RAIL- 
WAY RIGHTS OF WAY IN SOUTH CAROLINA. 


Rule No. 69. Crossing of Electric Light and Power Transmission Lines 
and Telegraph and Telephone Lines now existing or that may hereafter be 
constructed over highways, railroad rights of way, tracks and wires there- 
upon, or along, shall conform to the following general precautions for the 
safety of the public and the employees of the railroads: . 

1. Crossing of electric light and power transmission lines and _ tele- 
graph and telephone lines now existing or that may hereafter be con- 
structed over highways, railroad rights of way, tracks and wires there- 
upon, or along, shall conform to the following general precautions for the 
safety of the public and the employees of the railroads: 
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2. The poles or towers supporting the crossing span and the adjoining 
span on each side shall be in a straight line, if practicable, shall be securely 
set in the earth or in suitable masonry foundations, and shall be so guyed 
or braced as to prevent the wires sagging below the clearance hereinafter 
specified, and shall be guyed or braced on both sides perpendicular to the 
line wires and parallel to the tracks or highways being crossed. No pole 
or tower shall be less than twelve (12) feet from the nearest track ex- 
cept that at sidings a clearance of seven (7) feet may be allowed, meas- 
urement being made from the near rail. 

3. The crossing span shall be as short as practicable and in general, 
the length of the adjoining span on each side shall not be more than 
fifty (50) per cent. of the length of the crossing span. 

4-a. Electric light and power wires shall have a clearance of not less 
than thirty (30) feet above the top of rail; Provided, that for trolley con- 
tact wires, carrying constant potential direct current not exceeding 750 
volts, twenty-two (22) feet may be allowed. 

4-b. Electric light and power wires shall have a clearance over high- 
ways as follows: 

750 volts or less, 20 feet. 

750 to 6,600 volts, 25 feet. 

Over 6,600 volts, 30 feet. 

5. Telegraph and telephone wires and cables shall have a clearance of 
not less than twenty-five (25) feet above the top of rail, and shall have 
a clearance of eighteen (18) feet over highways. 

6. Electric light and power wires shall cross over telegraph and tele- 
phone wires, where practicable, and the clearance between the two classes 
of wires shall be as follows: For 500 volts or less, not less than four (4) 
feet. For 500 volts to 6,600 volts not less than six (6) feet. From 6,600 
volts to 44,000 volts, not less than eight (8) feet. Over 44,000 volts, not 
less than ten (10) feet. 

7. Telegraph and telephone wires shall clear wires of the same class 
not less than four (4) feet. 

8. Wires and cables shall be attached to their supporting structures in 
such manner as that the clearance herein specified shall be maintained un- 
der the most unfavorable conditions of temperature and loading. 

9. Minimum size of conductors in the crossing spans and adjoining spans - 
on each side in electric light and power lines shall be as follows: No. 
6B. & 8. gauge copper for voltage not exceeding 5,000 volts; No.4 B. & S. 
gauge copper for voltage exceeding 5,000 volts; No. 1 B. & S. gauge alumi- 
num for all voltages. 

Minimum size of conductors in the crossing spans and adjoining on each 
side of telegraph and telephone lines shall be as follows: 

For spans 150 feet or less, No.,10 B. W. G. galvanized iron or No. 10 
B. & S. hard drawn copper. 

For spans 150 feet and over No. 8 B. W. G. galvanized iron or No. 9 
B. & S. hard drawn copper. 

10. Wooden poles shall be of selected timber, free from defects which 
would decrease their strength or durability, and shall be not less than 
eight (8) inches in diameter at the top of electric light and power lines; 
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and shall be not less than six (6) inches in diameter at the top for tele- 
graph and telephone lines. 

11. Electric light and power wires crossing each other shall have the 
following clearances: Service drops and wires carrying from 0 to 750 
volts, shall clear each other 2 feet, trolley wires 4 feet, wires carrying 
from 750 to 7,500 volts 4 feet, wires carrying from 7,500 to 50,000 volts 
6 feet, wires carrying over 50,000 volts 8 feet. Wires carrying from 750 
to 7,500 volts shall clear trolley wires 6 feet, wires carrying from 750 to 
7,500 volts 4 feet, wires carrying from 7,500 to 50,000 volts 6 feet, and wires 
carrying over 50,000 volts 8 feet. Wires carrying from 7,500 to 50,00 volts 
shall clear trolley wires 6 feet, wires carrying from 7,500 to 50,000 volts 6 
feet and over 50,000 volts 8 feet. Wires carrying over 50,000 volts shall 
clear wires carrying over 50,000 volts 8 feet and trolley wires 8 feet. 

12, Electric light and power wires shall have the following clearances 
when crossing guy wires and messenger wires: Service drops and wires 
carrying from 0 to 750 volts 2 feet, trolley wires 4 feet, wires carrying 
from 750 to 7,500 volts 4 feet, wires carrying from 7,500 to 50,000 volts 
6 feet and wires carrying over 50,000 volts 8 feet. (Filed, secretary state’s 
office—November 8, 1937.) 


§§ 8507-8530, 1932 CODE—Motor bus and truck lines 


Rules and, regulations governing the operation of motor vehicle carriers: 

In the matter of rules and regulations governing the operation of motor 
vehicles used in the business of transporting persons or property for 
compensation over the public highways of South Carolina: 

It is ordered: That the following rules and regulations governing the 
operation of motor vehicles in the business of transporting persons or prop- 
erty for compensation over the highways ef South Carolina, issued in con- 
nection with and under authority of Section 8507 through 8530, of the 
Code of Laws of South Carolina, 1932, as amended, be and the same are 
hereby approved and adopted as the rules and regulations of the Com- 
mission, 

It is further ordered: That the following rules and regulations cancel and 
supersede all rules and regulations heretofore issued by this Commission 
governing motor vehicle carriers. 


SECTION 1—Definitions. 


Rule 1. The term “Motor Vehicle Carriers’ Law” means Chapter 162, 
Section 8507 through Section 8530, Vol. III, Code of Laws of South Caro- 
lina, 1932, as amended by Act No. 305 of the Acts of the General Assem- 
bly of 1933, and Act No. 240 of the Acts of 1935. (Filed, secretary state’s 
office—October 5, 1937.) 

Rule 2. The term “State” means the State of South Carolina. (Filed, 
secretary state’s office—October 5, 1937.) 

Rule 3. The term “Commission” means The Public Service Commission 
of South Carolina, (Filed, secretary state’s office—October 5, 1937.) 
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Rule 4. The term “Corporation” means a corporation, company, asso- 
ciation, or joint stock association. (Filed, secretary state’s office—Octobe 
§, 1937.) 

Rule 5. The term “person” means an individual. a firm or a copartner- 
ship. (Filed, secretary state’s office—October 5, 1937.) 


Rule 6. The term “motor vehicle carrier” means every corporation. or 
person, their lessees, trustees or receivers, owning, controlling, operating, 
or managing any motor-propelled vehicles not usually operated on or over 
rails used in the business of transporting persons or property for com- 
pensation over any improved public highway or streets as hereinafter de- 
fined, in this State. (Filed, secretary state’s office—October 5, 1937.) 


Rule 7. The term “contract hauling”, as used in Section 8510, is con- 
strued to mean the hauling of freight or property by means of motor 
vehicles over the public highways of this State for compensation outside 
the incorporated limits of cities or towns, under special contract made by 
a contract carrier as hereinafter defmned, with a single patron or shipper, 
not upon regular schedule or over regular route; the same to be a solid 
vehicle load movement for one shipper or patron only at any one time 
and no further patronage to be received from any other patron until entire 
cargo already received is delivered. (Filed, secretary state’s office—October 


5, 1937.) 


Rule 8 The term “contract carrier” means any person, firm or cor- 
poration engaged in the business of contract hauling of freight or prop- 
erty for compensation upon the highways of this State under special 
arrangements made by contract with the patron or shipper, and who does 
not propose to operate upon a regular schedule or over a regular route, 
or to haul for more than one shipper or patron at any one time, and 
who will not solicit or receive any further patrdnage for that trip until 
the entire cargo received from such shipper has been delivered. (Filed, 
secretary state’s office—October 5, 1937.) 


Rule 9. The term “solicit” or receive patronage along the route” as 
used in Section 8510, means the asking for, or receiving of, any freight 
from any other patron after the one shipment is loaded until entire load 
is delivered; and no motor vehicle carrier operating under Certificate F 
shall have the right to receive any further patronage, after one shipment 
is received, for transportation on that vehicle until such shipment is de- 
livered. (Filed, secretary state’s office—October 5, 1937.) 


Rule 10. The term “carrying capacity”, as used in Section 8512 in 
relation to Class E and F Certificate holders, is construed to mean the 
actual carrying capacity of the vehicles to be operated under such certif- 
icates, with, however, a thirty per cent, overload allowance as provided in 
Section 1621, South Carolina Code, 1932. (Filed, secretary state’s office— 
October 5, 1937.) 


Rule 11. The term “certificate” means the certificate of public con- 
venience and necessity authorized to be issued under the provisions of the 
Motor Vehicle Carriers’ Law as hereinbefore defined. (Filed, secretary 
state’s office—October 5, 1937.) 
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Rule 12. The term “public highway” when used herein, means every 
road or highway in this State which is, or may hereafter be declared to 
be, a part of the State Highway System or any county highway system, 
or the streets of any city or town. (Filed, secretary state’s office—Octo- 
ber 5, 1937.) ' 


Rule 13. The proviso under Section 8508, providing that nothing con- 
tained in said section shall apply to farmers or dairymen hauling. dairy 
or farm products is construed to mean that nothing in the said section 
shall apply to farmers or dairymen hauling their own dairy or farm prod- 
ucts, or to farmers and dairymen who occasionally, but do not regularly 
as a part of an established business, haul farm and/or dairy products for 
others for hire, but that persons who may also be engaged in part in 
farming operations but who make a regular business of transporting 
farm and/or dairy or other products for others for hire are not to be 
deemed farmers or dairymen for the purpose of this law, and, hence, are 
required to comply with this chapter of the Code in all respects like other 
persons engaged in motor transportation for hire. (Filed, secretary state’s 
office—October 5, 1937.) 


Rule 14. The provision of Section 8510 of the Code that “the Com- 
mission shall have power to grant a Certificate D for property carrying 
vehicles which will operate upon regular routes and schedules”, insofar as 
it relates to the term “regular schedules” is construed to mean that where 
motor freight operators operate between fixed termini daily or upon fixed 
days, but who may not leave the termini at the same time daily nor at 
the same time upon such fixed days, they are to be deemed operating upon 
regular schedule for the purpose of this chapter of the Code, and, hence, 
are required to comply with it in all respects like other persons engaged 
in motor transportation of freight for hire over regular routes on regular 
schedules, (Filed, secretary state’s office—October 5, 1937.)

Rule 18. Applications for Class C Certificates shall be accompanied by: 

(a) Two copies of tariff naming rates and fares with rules and regula- 
tions governing same on forms to be furnished by the Commission. 

(b) Any other exhibits that might assist the Commission in determin- 
ing the reasonableness of the application. (Filed, secretary state’s office— 
October 5, 1937.) ° 

Rule 19. Application for Class D Certificates shall be accompanied by: 

(a) Two copies of proposed rates, together with rules and regulations 
governing same. 

(b) Two copies of time schedules on forms to be furnished by the Com- 
mission. 

(c) Two copies of proposed route in detail over highways, roads and 
streets, 

(d) Any other exhibits that might assist the Commission in determining 
the reasonableness of the application.

Rule 20. Application for Class E Certificates shall be accompanied by:

October 5, 1937.) 

Rule 22. All exhibits or papers submitted must be plainly written on 
one side of the paper only, size of paper to be not smaller than 84x11 
inches, and the same shall be considered a part of the application. (Filed, 
secretary state’s office—October 5, 1937.) 


Rule 23. Application for Class A or D Certificates shall be accom- 
panied by a certified check in the amount of $50.00 payable to the Com- 
mission to guarantee, first, the applicant’s appearance at the public hear- 
ing to be held in connection with his application, and to guarantee the 
inauguration of satisfactory service in the event such application is ap- 
proved, check to be forfeited in the event either of these requirements 
is not complied with; otherwise, the amount of such check to be returned 
to the applicant.

No service shall be inaugurated under Class A or D Certif- 
icates as issued by the Commission within thirty days after the granting 
of such Certificate unless there shall have been no objection to the grant- 
ing of such certificate at the hearing held thereon. And in the event there 
is no objection to the granting of the Certificate the service shall be in- 
augurated within thirty days after the granting of such Certificate or 
the holder thereof shall show good and sufficient cause to the Commis- 
sion why the same is not done; otherwise, the Certificate shall be revoked.

SECTION 3—Certificates and Annual Reports. 


Rule 26. Certificates of public convenience and necessity will not be 
issued to two or more persons operating under a trade name, unless or- 
ganized in a manner that will definitely fix responsibility.

Rule 27. Any certificate to operate a motor propelled vehicle for the 
transportation of persons or property, either or both, for compensation, 
obtained upon any application by any false affidavit or representation shall 
be subject to revocation and cancellation by the Commission.

Rule 28. Every motor vehicle carrier shall submit at the time of ob- 
taining license on forms to be prescribed and furnished by the Commis- 
sion, a list of all equipment to be used under their certificate during the 
ensuing year, or portion thereof, including substitute, or reserve equipment. 
(Filed, secretary state’s office—October 5, 1937.) 

Rule 29. Every motor vehicle carrier shall keep on file in its main 
office, subject to inspection by the Commission, a daily record of all 
vehicles used, including vehicles substituted, showing: 

1. Complete description of each vehicle used. 
2. Number of trips and to what points each of said vehicles were 
operated, 

(Filed, secretary state’s office—October 5, 1937.) 

Rule 30. Every motor vehicle carrier shall file with the Commission 
on or before March 31st of each year om forms prescribed and furnished 
by the Commission an annual report for the preceding calendar year.

Rule 31. No certificate or rights thereunder shall be sold, assigned, 
leased, transferred, mortgaged, pledged or hypothecated unless first au- 
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thorized by the Commission. Application for such sale, assignment, lease, 
transfer, mortgage, pledge, or hypothecation must be made on forms pre- 
scribed and furnished by the Commission. (Filed, secretary state’s office— 
October 5, 1937.) 

Rule 32. In case of change of ownership or control of the motor vehicle 
carrier’s property, facilities and services of any motor vehicle carrier or 
when its’name is changed, the individual, firm, association or corporation 
which takes over such property and facilities, and which will thereafter 
perform such service, if it desires to use the time schedules, time tables, 
distance tables and tariffs of the former owner, shall in addition to com- 
plying with the provisions of Rule 31 of the rules, file with the Commis- 
sion and post in its principal office and at each station or regular stopping 
place along its route an adoption notice in substantially the following form, 
size of paper to be not smaller than 8% x11 inches:

SECTION 4—Tariff Naming Rates and Fares with Rules and o 
: Regulations. 


Rule 33. Copies of tariffs naming rates and fares to be charged, to- 
gether with rules and regulations, if any, governing same shall be kept 
open for public inspection by every motor vehicle carrier at its principal 
office and at the terminus of each route or routes and at the principal sta- 
tion or stations thereon. Tariffs naming passenger rates must be posted 
in a conspicuous place in every motor vehicle and at places regularly 
used for loading and unloading along the line or route. (Filed, secretary 
state’s office—October 5, 1937.) 


Rule 34. Passenger tariffs must contain fixed rules and regulations, if 
any, which govern the tariff in clear and explicit terms, setting forth: 

1. All privileges of stop-overs, extension of time limit, restrictions 
outlined in certificate, refund for unused and partly used tickets, chil- 
dren’s fares, baggage rules, excess baggage rates, etc. 

2. Rates from or to intermediate points not named in tariff will be 
the same as the rates from or to the next more distant point named. 

3. Full explanation of reference marks and technical abbreviations 
used in tariff. 

4. Adult fares definitely and specifically stated in cents or dollars 
and cents per passenger, together with the names of the stations or 
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stopping places from and to which they apply arranged in a simple 
and systematic manner. 
§. Location of stopping point in each terminal municipality. 
6. Commutation rates by ticket or otherwise, if any. 
(Filed, secretary state’s office—October 5, 1937.) 


Rule 35. No motor vehicle carrier, operating under a Class A Certif- 
icate as issued by the Commission shall enter into any inter-line ticket 
agreement whereby passengers may be transported over two or more 
lines with equal or greater distance for less than the established fare 


over the direct route or operation. (Filed, secretary state’s office—October 
5, 1937.) 


Rule 36. Freight tariffs shall contain: 

1, Rules and regulations which govern tariff in clear and explicit 
terms setting forth all privileges and services covered by the rates, 
such as free storage and store door receipt and delivery. 

2. An alphabetically arranged complete index of all commodities 
upon which special commodity rates are named. If all the rates to 
each destination in the tariff are arranged alphabetically by com- 
modities, or if not more than twenty-five commodities are named in 
the- tariff, no index need be shown. 

3. When tariffs name class rates, a classification must be published 
or adopted, Such classifications contain all articles or commodities 
arranged alphabetically showing opposite each the class to which 
such article or commodity belongs. If such classification is carried 
in a separate publication, reference must be specifically made to this 
classification on the title page of tariff immediately below the date 
issued and the effective date. 

4, Full explanation of reference marks and technical abbreviations 
used in the tariff. 

5. All rates must be expressly stated in cents or in dollars and 
cents per 100 pounds or per ton of 2,000 pounds, or per standard 
package or unit, together with the names of the places from and to 
which they apply arranged in a simple and systematic manner. 

(Filed, secretary state’s office—October 5, 1937.) 


Rule 37. Changes in tariffs or any rule or regulation governing same 
must be as follows: 

1. A new tariff must be issued bearing the next consecutive P. S. 
C. S. C. number and shall show reference to the tariff cancelled as 
follows: P. S. C. S. C. No. 2 cancels P. S. C. S. C. No. 1, 

2. Tariff publications and supplements thereto (except temporary 
round trip excursion fares), must indicate increases and reductions 
made in existing rates, fares, rules or regulations by prefixing to same 
the following symbols: 

I to indicate increases. 
R to indicate reductions. 
‘ Clear explanation of these symbols must be shown in the tariff. 
; 3. Two copies of such tariffs must be filed with the Commission 
and notice must be given to the public by posting copies in a con- 
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spicuous place at each station or stopping place affected at least thirty 
days before the effective date thereof. 
4. After such thirty days’ notice, the tariff will be considered in 
full force and effect unless ordered withdrawn, modified or suspended. 
5. The Commission may, on its own motion or on the filing of a 
sufficient protest by any person or persons affected, order such tariff 
withdrawn, modified or suspended.

Rule 38. No motor-vehicle carrier shall charge, demand, collect, or 
receive a greater or less, or different, compensation for the transporta- 
tion of persons or property, or for any service in connection therewith, 
than the rates, fares and charges applicable to such motor vehicle carrier 
as specified in its tariffs filed and in effect at the time, nor shall any motor 
vehicle carrier refund or remit in any manner or by any device any portion 
of the rates, fares or charges so specified, except upon an order of per- 
mission fom the Commission, nor extend to any corporation or person 
any privileges or facilities in the transportation of persons or property 
except such as are regularly and uniformly extended to all corporations 
and persons. Provided, motor bus operators in the State may grant to 
regularly ordained ministers of the gospel clergy rates over their lines.

Rule 39. No motor vehicle carrier shall pay any commission to any in- 
dividual, firm, association or corporation, their lessees, trustees or re- 
ceivers, for the sale of any ticket or fare unless upon contract or agree- 
ment in writing between the parties previously filed with and approved 
by the Commission.

SECTION 5—Time Schedules—Rules and Regulations. 


Rule 40. Time schedules must be made up as follows: 

1. Time schedules must be numbered consecutively in the upper 
right hand corner, beginning with No. 1, and must show the number 
of the time schedule cancelled thereby, if any. 

2. Name of the motor vehicle carrier. (If the motor vehicle carrier 
is not an incorporated company and a trade name is used, the names 
of the individuals composing such motor vehicle carrier must precede 
such trade name.) 

3. The termini or points between which the time schedules apply 
briefly stated. ” 

4. Date issued and date effective.

Rule 41. Time schedules must show: 
1. The time of arrival and departure at and from all termini. 
2. The time of departure from intermediate points between termini, 
3. The distance between all points shown in the schedule. 
4. Time schedule shall show what points, if any, on route of carrier 
at which service cannot be rendered and reasons therefor.

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Rule 42, At least one copy of such time schedule shall be posted in 
a conspicuous place, easily accessible for public inspection at each station

Rule 43. Time schedules filed with the Commission and posted for the 
information of the public must be adhered to. (Filed, secretary state’s 
office—October 5, 1937.) 


Rule 44. Changes in time schedules effecting the time of arrival or 
departure of any motor vehicle at or from any station or stopping places 
on its line or route, or which will effect a reduction in the number of motor 
vehicle carriers operated over any schedule line or route, or which will 
effect a reduction in the amount of passenger service rendered at any 
terminal, station or intermediate point must be made as follows: 

1. A new timeschedule must be issued bearing the next consecutive 
number and shall show reference to number of time schedule can- 
celled thereby as follows: TIME SCHEDULE NO. 2 CANCELS 
TIME SCHEDULE NO. 1. 

2. Two copies of the proposed time schedule shall be filed with the 
Commission and notice given to the public by posting a copy in a 
conspicuous place in each station, and by publishing notice of such 
proposed change in at least one newspaper in each county, in, into, 
or through which the service will operate thirty days prior to the 
effective date of such change, and any objection to the said change 
in schedule shall be filed with the Commission fifteen days prior to 
the effective date of the said change. 

3. After such thirty days’ notice, such time schedule will be consid- 
ered in full force and effect unless ordered withdrawn, modified, or 
suspended. 

4. The Commission may, on its own motion, or on the filing of a 
sufficient protest of any person or persons affected, or such time 
schedule withdrawn, modified or suspended.

Rule 45. Time schedules as proposed by operators are approved by the 
Commission upon representation of the operators involved that the opera- 
tion of such schedules may be made without violating the law of the 
State as to speed limits, (Filed, secretary state’s office—October 5, 1937.) 


Rule 46. All interruptions of regular service where such interruptions 
are likely to continue for more than twenty-four hours shall be promptly 
reported in writing to the Commission and to the public along the route 
with full statement of the cause of such interruptions and its probable 
duration, (Filed, secretary state’s office—October 5, 1937.) 


Rule 47. Discontinuance of service for a period of three consecutive 
days without authority of the Commission may be deemed a forfeiture 
of all rights secured under and by virtue of any order or permission to 
operate issued by the Commission. (Filed, secretary state’s office—October 
§, 1937.) 
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Rule 48. No motor vehicle carrier shall voluntarily discontinue the 
service called for under certificate and time schedule filed thereunder with- 
out first having given to the Commission and to the public at least ten 
days’ notice, in writing, of the intention to discontinue such service and 
having secured from the Commission permission so to do. (Filed, secre- 
tary state’s office—October 5, 1937.) 


SECTION 6—Insurance—Surety Bonds—C. O. D. Bonds. 


Rule 49. Every applicant for a certificate and license thereunder shall 
before such certificate and license are issued, and before any operation 
thereunder, file with the Commission public liability and property dam- 
age insurance policy or surety bond with a company authorized to do 
business in South Carolina covering each motor vehicle used or to be 
used by the applicant. (Filed, secretary state’s office—October 5, 1937.) 


Rule 50. Each policy or bond issued under the provisions of Section 
8511, Code of Laws of South Carolina, 1932, and this section, shall carry 
the following endorsement: 

ENDORSEMENT FOR MOTOR VEHICLE CARRIER POL- 
ICIES OF INSURANCE FOR PUBLIC LIABILITY AND PROP- 
ERTY DAMAGE UNDER SECTION 8511, SOUTH CAROLINA 
CODE, 1932: 

The policy to which this endorsement is attached:is an automobile 
liability policy and is hereby amended to assure compliance by the insured 
as a motor carrier of passengers or property, with Section 8511 of the 
South Carolina Code of 1932, and the Rules and Regulations of the Pub- 
lic Service Commission. 

In consideration of the premium stated in the policy to which this en- 
dorsement is attached, the company hereby agrees to pay any final judg- 
ment recovered against the insured for bodily injury to or the death of any

The liability of the Company extends to such losses, damages, injuries, 
or deaths whether occurring on the route or in the territory authorized to 
be served by the Insured, or elsewhere in the State of South Carolina.

Rule 56. Every motor vehicle shall, when leaving a terminus, be 
equipped with at least one extra serviceable tire, capable of fitting each 
wheel.

Every motor vehicle shall be equipped with a standard speed- 
ometer which shall be maintained in good working order. (Filed, sec- 
retary state’s ofice—Ocober 5, 1937.) 


Every motor vehicle shall be equipped with a fire extinguisher 
suitable for attachment to such vehicle, and bearing the label of approval 
of the Underwriters’ Laboratories, Incorporated, and shall be kept in a 
satisfactory operating condition at all times.

Rule 59. Every motor vehicle shall be equipped with an automatic 
windshield wiper which shall be maintained in good working order. (Filed, 
secretary state’s office—October 5, 1937.) 


Rule 60. Every motor vehicle shall be equipped with at least one rear 
vision mirror, firmly attached to the vehicle, and so located as to reflect 
to the driver a view of the highway for a distance of at least 200 feet to 
the rear.

Rule 61. Every motor vehicle shall be equipped with a horn and ac- 
tuating elements, which shall be in such condition as to give an adequate 
and reliable warning signal. (Filed, secretary state’s office—October 5, 
1937.) 

Rule 62. Every motor vehicle shall carry at all times the following 
“emergency parts and accessories: 

One jack; 

At least one spare electric bulb for each kind of lighting device; 

One red flag, not less than sixteen inches square, if projecting loads 
are carried; 

One red lantern, if projecting loads are carried; 

One tool kit (sufficient for ordinary repairs) ; 

One set of tire chains (for all vehicles likely to encounter conditions 
requiring them); 

At least two chocks; 

At least three flares (liquid-burning pot torches, which are capable 
of burning continuously for not less than twelve hours under any 
and all weather conditions), these flares in case of breakdown on the 
highways between sundown and sunrise, shall be lighted and placed 
immediately, one torch 100 fee directly in the rear of the vehicle, 
one torch 100 feet directly in front of the vehicle, and one along the 
left side of the vehicle. 

For every motor vehicle transporting explosives, inflammable or cor- 
rosive liquids, ef cetera, as covered in Rule 68, red electric lanterns shall 
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be used as warning signals in the manner prescribed above, in lieu of 
flares,

down shall be placed immediately, one flag 100 feet directly in the 
rear of the said motor vehicle, one flag 100 feet directly in front of 
the vehicle, and one flag on the left side of the vehicle. (Filed, sec- 
retary state’s office—October 5, 1937.) 


Rule 63. No fuel tank or intake pipe on any motor vehicle shall pro- 
ject beyond .the sides of the vehicle. No fuel tank or intake pipe on any 
bus shall be located inside the bus body. (Filed, secretary state’s office— 
October 5, 1937.) 


Rule 64. Brakes.—Every bus, truck, truck-trailer, and semi-trailer shall 
be equipped with brakes adequate to control the movement of and to stop 
and to hold such vehicle, including two separate means of applying the 
brakes, each of which means shall be effective to apply the brakes to 
at least two wheels. If these two separate means of applying the brakes 
are connected in any way they shall be so constructed that failure of 
any one part of the operating mechanism shall not leave the vehicle with- 
out brakes on at least two wheels; Provided, That this rule shall not apply 
to any semi-trailer vehicle the gross weight of which is less than 3,000 
pounds. (Filed, secretary state’s office—October 5, 1937.) 


Rule 65. Lights—General requirements as to lighting devices and re- 
flectors shall be as follows: 
1. (a) All lights shall be electric. 

(b) Front clearance lamps, side marker lamps, rear clearance 
lamps, and tail lamps, when lighted, shall be capable of being seen 
and distinguished under normal atmospheric conditions during the 
time when lights are required at a distance of 500 feet from the 
front, side, and rear of the motor vehicle respectively. 

(c) Stop lights shall be actuated upon the application of the serv- 
ice (foot) brake and shall be capable of being seen and distinguished 
for a distance of 100 feet to the rear of the motor vehicle in normal 
daylight; but shall not project a glaring or dazzling light. The stop 
light may be incorporated with the tail light. 

(d) Clearance lamps and side marker lamps shall be so located 
on the motor vehicle as to indicate, as nearly as the permanent struc- 
ture thereof will permit, its extreme width and length. It is permis- 
sible that adjacent clearance lamps and side marker lamps be com- 
bined in a single mounting. 

(e) No red or green light or reflector shall be displayed on, or be 
visible from, the front of the motor vehicle, 

2. (a) On every motor vehicle there shall be at least the following 
lighting devices and reflectors: 

On the front; two head lamps, one at each side; 

On each side; one red reflector, at or near the rear, and 

On the rear: one red tail lamp; one red or yellow stop light; and 
two red reflectors, one at each side, 
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(b) On every motor vehicle eighty inches or more in over-all width 
or thirty feet or more in over-all length, there shall be the following 
lighting devices and reflectors in addition to those required by para- 
graph (a) above: 

On the front, two white or yellow clearance lamps, one at each side. 

On the rear, two amber or red clearance lamps, one at each side. 

3. On every truck tractor there shall be the following lighting de- 
vices and reflectors: 

On the front: two side lamps, one at each side, and two white or 
yellow clearance lamps, one at each side; 

On each side: one white or yellow side marker lamp located at 
or near the front; 

On the rear: one red or yellow stop light, one red tail lamp, and 
two red reflectors, one at each side. 

4. On every trailer, or semi-trailer, having a gross weight in excess of 
3,000 pounds, there shall be at least the following lighting devices 
and reflectors: 

On the front, two white or yellow clearance lamps, one at each 
side; 

On each side, one red side marker lamp, located at or near the rear 
and two side marker reflectors, one white or yellow, at -or near 
the front, and one red at or near the rear; and 

On the rear, two red clearance lamps, one at each side; one red 
or yellow stop light; one red tail lamp; and two red reflectors, one 
at each side. (Filed, secretary state’s office—October 5, 1937.) 


Rule 66. Every enclosed (bus) motor vehicle used in the transporta- 
tion of passengers shail have an emergency door in the rear, or on the side 
of the vehicle at or near the rear. (Filed, secretary state’s office—October 
§, 1937.) 


Rule 67. Every bus shall carry at all times one metal first aid kit, with 
supplies sufficient for ten injured persons; and one hand axe. (Filed, sec- 
retary state’s office—October 5, 1937.) 


Rule 68, Motor vehicle carrier vehicles when used for the transporta- 
tion of explosives shall display the word “EXPLOSIVES” in letters not 
less than six inches high on the front, rear, and each side thereof. The 
ends and sides of such vehicles, when of the open body type, must be 
high enough to prevent packages of explosives from falling off, and in 
no event shall the explosives be loaded to within twelve inches of the 
top of the body of such vehicles, and the floor must be so tight that nothing 
can be passed through it. Any exposed metal on the sides of the body, liable 
to come in contact with explosives, must be covered or protected with 
wood or other non-metallic material. Such vehicles must be equipped with 
at least two fire extinguishers of standard make. No metal, metal tools, 
carbides, oils, matches, fire arms, electric storage batteries, inflammable 
substances, acids, oxidizing or corrosive compounds shall be carried in 
the bed or body of any such motor vehicles used for the transportation 
of explosives. Blasting caps or electric blasting caps must not be hauled 
on a vehicle containing other explosives. Explosives shall be transported 
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only in trucks or semi-trailer trucks to which no trailers are attached. If 
the transportation of explosives is between the hours of sunset and sun- 
rise the front and rear “EXPLOSIVES” sign must be illuminated. Ex- 
plosives shall not be transported in any vehicle transporting passengers. 
(Filed, secretary state’s office—October 5, 1937.) 


Rule 69. Every new motor vehicle purchased by a motor carrier on 
and after January 1, 1937, shall be equipped with two stop lights on the 
rear, one at each side, and head lamps of the dual- or multiple-beam type, 
(b) Safety glass: where glass is used in windshields, windows, doors, et 
cetera, it shall be standard safety glass, approved by the American Stand- 
ards Association; (c) brakes on all wheels, except any semi-trailer the gross 
weight of which does not exceed 3,000 pounds. (Filed, secretary state’s 
office—October 5, 1937.) 


SECTION 8—Operation 


Rule 70. For the purpose of identification and information to the pub- 
lic all motor vehicles, including substitute or emergency vehicles, while 
being operated under a certificate of public convenience and necessity, 
shall have displayed in such vehicle in a conspicuous place a permit fut- 
nished by the Commission, and shall have displayed on the front and rear 
of all such vehicles the license plates as issued by the Public Service Com- 
mission, (Filed, secretary state’s office-—October 5, 1937.) 


Rule 71. In case a motor vehicle carrying passengers becomes dis- 
abled while en route and is unable to proceed, any passenger or passengers 
on such disabled vehicle shall have the privilege of proceeding upon any 
other passenger-carrying vehicle operating under a certificate from the 
Commission, on the same route or portion of route, and it shall be the 
‘duty of the driver of any such passenger-carrying vehicle to stop on 
signal and receive such passengers to the extent of the unoccupied seat- 
ing capacity of such vehicle and carry the same to destination or as near 
destination as the route of the passing vehicle will permit. The motor- 
vehicle carrier whose passengers are thus relieved shall pay the second 
carrier a share of the transportation fee proportionate to the distance such 
passengers are transported by relieving carrier. (Filed, secretary state’s of- 
fice—October 5, 1937.) 

Rule 72, All motor vehicles shall be operated in accordance with the — 
requirements of the State laws and no driver or operator thereof shall 
operate the same in any other than a careful and prudent manner, nor at 
any greater speed than is reasonable or proper, having due regard to the 
traffic and use of the way by others, or so as to endanger the life and 
limb of any person, and drivers of such vehicles shall give half of the road 
to an approaching vehicle, and said driver shall come to a full stop be- 
fore crossing any railroad track, and shall stop, and not pass any school 
bus picking up or discharging passengers. When lights are in use they 
shall be dimmed or deflected when approaching another vehicle from the 
front. (Filed, secretary state’s office—October 5, 1937.) 


Rule 73. Drivers of motor vehicles shall be of good moral character, 
shall be fully competent to operate the vehicles under their charge, and 
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shall hold a driver’s license and a driver’s permit as provided by State 
law. (Filed, secretary state’s office—October 5, 1937.) 


Rule 74. No driver or operator of a motor vehicle shall drink any in- 
toxicating liquor during the time he is on duty, or operate a motor vehicle 
while under the influence of intoxicants or narcotics, nor shall he receive 
fares or make change while vehicle is in motion. (Filed, secretary state’s 
office—October 5, 1937.) 


Rule 75. No driver or operator of a motor vehicle shall create any 
disturbance or unnecessary noise to attract persons to the vehicle. (Filed, 
secretary state’s office—October 5, 1937.) 


Rule 76. No driver or operator of a motor vehicle used for the trans- 
portation of passengers shall permit on the front seat of such vehicle more 
than one passenger or permit any passenger to occupy any other portion 
of said vehicle forward of the back of the driver’s seat; but the limitation 
of one passenger as above described shall not apply to buses specially con- 
structed as such, all of which are authorized to carry on the driver’s seat 
the number of persons for which originally designed and no more. (Filed, 
secretary state’s office—October 5, 1937.) 


Rule 77, All bus operators operating in South Carolina are required 
to cause their buses to wait at least fifteen minutes for late connections 


if so much time be necessary. (Filed, secretary state’s office—October 5, 
1937.) 


Rule 78. Smoking in any motor bus operated in the State of South 
Carolina shall cease upon objection of any passenger. (Filed, secretary 
state’s office—October 5, 1937.) 


Rule 79. No motor vehicle carrier controlling, operating, or managing 
any motor vehicle used in the transportation of persons or property shall 
allow any driver or operator of such motor vehicle to work as a driver 
or operator for more than a maximum of ten driving hours in any twenty- 
four hour period, and such driver or operator shall have at least eight 
consecutive hours’ rest in every twenty-four hour period, and shall in no 
instance allow drivers in their employ to drive motor vehicles in their 
charge for more than fifty-five hours in any seven consecutive days. (Filed, 
secretary state’s office—October 5, 1937.) 


Rule 80. A certificate of public convenience and necessity authorizing 
the transportation of property only does not authorize the transportation 
of persons. No motor vehicle carrier holding a certificate authorizing 
the transportation of property only shall transport persons either with or 
without compensation over a route or portion of route covered by a certif- 
icate authorizing the transportation of persons. Violation of this rule will 
subject such certificate to cancellation. (Filed, secretary state’s office— 
October 5, 1937.) 


Rule 81. No motor vehicle used in the transportation of passengers 
shall be allowed to carry a greater number of passengers than the actual 
manufacturers’ rated seating capacity thereof as filed with the Commission. 
Drivers and operators of passenger-carrying vehicles are not permitted 
to allow passengers to ride on the running boards, fenders, or other parts 
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of vehicles other than the seats of same. (Filed, secretary state’s office— 
October 5, 1937.) 


Rule 82. All drivers of motor buses in South Carolina, whether regular, 
extra, or the owner of the line, shall, while on such duty, wear a cap of 
military, or like, design, with a label on the front thereof showing the name 
of the operator and carrying an identifying number, such as: 

“IMPERIAL BUS COMPANY NO. 1.” 

(Filed, secretary state’s office—October 5, 1937.) 


Rule 83. Except when specifically authorized by the Commission no 
motor vehicle used in the transportation of passengers shall be operated 
or driven with any trailer or any other vehicle attached thereto, except 
in case a vehicle becomes disabled while on a trip and is unable to run 
from its own power such disabled vehicle may be towed to the nearest 
available point where repair facilities are maintained. (Filed, secretary 
state’s office—October 5, 1937.) 

Rule 84, Accidents arising from, or in connection with, the operation 
of motor vehicles used in the transportation of persons or property re- 
sulting in injury to any person or in damage to any property exceeding the 
sum of $50.00, shall be immediately reported to the Commission in writ- 
ing. Such report must be plainly written or typed on one side of paper 
only, and shall set forth: 

1. The time and place of accident. 

2. The names and addresses of the owners of all vehicles involved. in- 
volved. 

3. The names and addresses of the drivers or operators of all vehicles 
involved. 

4. The State license plate number, make and type of all vehicles involved. 

5. The number of passengers, if any, in each vehicle involved. 

6. The names and addresses of persons injured or killed, and extent of 
injury. 

7. The names and addresses of witnesses, if any. 

8. A full and complete report of the accident, the cause, party or parties 
responsible, if any, condition of roads, weather conditions, speed of ve- 
hicles involved, and any other pertinent information. 

If all of the above information is not available a preliminary report con- 
taining all available information shall be made at once, the complete report 
to be made as soon as possible; Provided, That in the event there is a 
fatality in connection with any such accident, telegraphic report shall be 
immediately made to the Commission. (Filed, secretary state’s office— 
October 5, 1937.) 

Rule 85. The amount of baggage that may be carried in a vehicle with 
passengers shall not be greater than can be safely and conveniently carried 
without causing discomfort to the passengers. (Filed, secretary state’s of- 
fice—October 5, 1937.) 

Rule 86. All bus operators operating in South Carolina shall provide an 
adequate system of checking baggage and shall check each piece of bag- 
gage transported by them and shall give the stub of such check to the 
owner of such baggage, except in the case of small pieces of baggage which 
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are personally handled by the passengers themselves. (Filed, secretary 
state’s office—October 5, 1937.) 

Rule 87. Subject to the conditions of Rules 85 and 86 of the Commis- 
sion’s Rules Governing the Operation of Motor Vehicle Carriers in South 
Carolina, three pieces of hand baggage not to exceed a total weight of one 
hundred pounds, and not to exceed in value fifty dollars for each such piece 
of baggage, shall be checked and carried free of charge for each adult 
passenger. Baggage of additional weight and/or value shall be declared at 
the time of checking the same, and such excess baggage, whether of weight 
or value, or both, shall be’ transported by the carrier at rates to be approved 
by the Commission. (Filed, secretary state’s office—October 5, 1937.) 

Rule 88. No motor vehicle shall leave the terminus on any trip requir- 

ing travel after one-half hour after sunset, or before one-half hour before 
sunrise, unless its lighting system is in proper condition. Should the light- 
ing system become defective or out of order, the vehicle shall be brought 
to'a stop at a point off the line of travel of the roadway and shall not pro- 
ceed untel defect is remedied, or if unable to remedy operator may proceed 
to nearest place for repairs. (Filed secretary state’s office—October 5, 
1937.) 
‘ Rule 89. Any and all operators of for-hire vehicles, which ply the 
streets of any city or town, or who openly on the public highways of the 
State display a sign, flag, or any device which may call the attention of 
the public to the fact that they are in the transportation business, will be 
construed by the Commission as being in such business and as soliciting, 
and will be amendable to and will be required to comply with the Motor 
Vehicle Carriers’ Law. (Filed, secretary state’s ofiice—October 5, 1937.) 

Rule 90. Bus drivers and operators shall not use bus passenger waiting 
rooms as a loafing room while off duty, and such drivers and operators 
will use these waiting rooms only when necessary to properly conduct 
their business; and when in such rooms will conduct themselves in an 
orderly manner. In no instance shall such bus driver or operator smoke 
any cigar, cigarette, pipe, tobacco or other substance while in a bus pas- 
senger waiting room in South Carolina. (Filed, secretary state’s office— 
October 5, 1937.) 

Rule 91. No negro porter shall be allowed or permitted to take up 
tickets from passengers on motor buses operated within the State of South 
Carolina. (Filed, secretary state’s office—October 5, 1937.) 


SECTION 9—Penalties and Cancellation 


Rule 92, Failure on the part of any owner, driver or operator of a mo- 
tor vehicle to comply with any rules and regulations of the Commission 
or requirements of Acts of the General Assembly of South Carolina now 
or hereafter in force, will be sufficient cause of the Commission, in its 
discretion, to revoke his certificate, or permit. (Filed, secretary state’s office 
—QOctober 5, 1937.) 

Rule 93. The foregoing rules and regulations are for general applica- 
tion, and are subject to such changes and modifications as the Commission, 
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from time to time may determine advisable and also such exceptions as 
may be considered by the Commission as just and reasonable in individual 
cases. (Filed, secretary state’s office—October 5, 1937.) 


ACT NO, 913, 1936 ACTS—AN ACT TO REGULATE THE 
PRACTICE OF GENERAL CONTRACTING IN 
SOUTH CAROLINA. 


Rules and By-laws as Passed by the South Carolina Licensing Board 
for Contractors 


(Filed secretary state’s office—November 3, 1937.) 


Section 1.—Application from any person, firm or corporation desiring 
a license to practice the profession of general contracting in the State of 
South Carolina, under provision of “An Act to Regulate the Practice of 
General Contracting in South Carolina” as ratified in the. General As- 
sembly June 2, 1936, will be received at all times on the form provided 
by the Board at the office of the Secretary. 


Section 2.—A regular meeting of the Board shall be held in April and 
October of each year at a place and time to be designated by the Chair- 
man of the Board, and notice shall be given all applicants having applica- 
tions for license on file at that time. A written or oral examination, at 
the discretion of the Board, shall be given to ascertain the ability of the 
applicant to make practical application of his knowledge of the profession 
of general contracting, and shall investigate thoroughly the financial 
responsibility and the past performance record of all applicants. This 
will include an effort toward ascertaining the qualificatons of the ap- 
plicant in reading plans and specifications, estimating cost, construc- 
tion methods, ethics, etc. The Board shall take all applicants under con- 
sideration, after having examined him or them, and go thoroughly into 
the records, examination papers, etc., prior to granting any certificate of 
license. Action on applications does not necessarily have to be taken until 
such time as the members of the Board are satisfied and a majority is in 
favor of granting license or holding over for further consideration at a 
future meeting. 


Section 3.—Special meetings will be held at the call of the Chairman at 
the request of any two members of the Board. 


Section 4.—It shall be the duty of the members of this Board to see that 
all architects and engineers preparing plans and specifications for work 
to be constructed in the State of South Carolina shall include in their 
invitations to bidders and in their specifications a copy of this Act or 
such portion thereof as is deemed necessary to convey to the bidder, 
whether he is a resident or non-resident of this State and whether a 
license has been granted to him or not, the information that it will be 
necessary to show evidence of a license under proper classification and 
limitation before his bid can be considered. 


Section 5.—Any person, firm or corporation desiring to be licensed under 
this Act must make application on the prescribed form as much as thirty 
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days prior to any regular or special meeting of the Board, in order that 
sufficient time be given in which to secure recommendations and com- 
pile information. If the application is filed by a firm or corporation, some 
officer of said firm or corporation shall stand the examination. In case 
any officer of a firm or corporation which holds a license under this Act 
leaves or disposes of his stock in same, then the reorganized firm or 
corporation must make written application to the Board and receive 
written notice from the Board, authorizing the firm or corporation to 
continue practicing without further examination or issuance of a new 
certificate. Any person or persons withdrawing from a firm or corporation 
shall make written application to the Board and shall stand the required 
examination and be granted a certificate of license before entering into 
the practice of general contracting in the State. 


Section 6.—Each applicant for license may be given a set of plans and 
specifications for a project under the classification for which the applicant 
has made application, at his appearance before the Board for examination, 
and shall be required to prepare therefrom a detailed estimate, including 
the list of quantities and estimated cost. Applicants taking the examination 
must receive an average of 70 per cent. in each subject before a license 
certificate will be granted. They may, however, take the examination again 
in subjects in which they fail, at any future examination. However, license 
shall not be granted until such time as all subjects have been passed. 


Section 7.—The fact that an applicant can show that he is a graduate 
from a recognized college does not entitle him to license under any 
classification, but the entire record of an applicant will be considered in de- 
termining his qualifications, 


Section 8.—The Board shall classify and limit each applicant under three 
fundamental branches of construction: namely, Highways, Public Utilities 
and Buildings; or the Board may grant on unlimited and unclassified 
certificate to those applicants satisfying the members of the Board that 
said applicants are qualified and equipped to construct any type of proj- 
ect. Each applicant shall qualify under one or more of the above classifica- 
tions or any part or parts thereof. Limitations under one or more 
classifications: 

No. 1. $ 7,500 to $ 25,000. 
No. 2. 25,000 to 50,000. 
No. 3. 50,000 to 100,000. 
No. 4, 100,000 = to 200,000. 

. No. 5. 200,000 to 300,000. 
No. 6. Unlimited and unclassified. 


Section 9.—-Any person, firm or corporation not being duly authorized who 
shall attempt to practice general contracting in this State, except as pro- 
vided for in this Act, and any person, firm or corporation presenting or 
attempting to file as his own the license certificate of another or who shall 
give false or forged evidence of any kind to the Board or to any member 
thereof in maintaining a certificate of license or who falsely shall im- 
personate another or who shall use an expired or revoked license, or any 
one licensed hereunder, allowing another to use his license in any way 
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shall be deemed guilty of having violated Section three of laws of 1936 
and it shall be the duty of the secretary of this Board to report same to 
the prosecuting attorney, in the county where any violation occurs, and to 
assist said attorney, solicitor or others in prosecuting any case which may 
come to his notice. 

Section 10.—It shall be the duty of all contractors licensed hereunder to 
notify the Secretary of the South Carolina Licensing Board for General 
Contractors, as much as twenty-four hours in advance of Placing a Bid 
in Competition and shall further give the Secretary full information as to 
the name of the architect, engineer or other awarding authorities, the 
date and place designated for opening of bids. 

Section 11.—The appointment of a receiver for bankruptcy proceedings of 
anyone licensed under this Act shall be considered evidence sufficient 
for revocation of license, 

Section 12.—Applicants for license to practice general contracting under 
this Act shall show evidence satisfactory to the Board that they have 
complied with Contractors License Tax Code of Laws 1932 and Acts 
Amendatory thereto, before they shall be granted a license under this 
Act. In the case of foreign corporations, written evidence must be given to 
the Board that they are properly domesticated under the laws of South 
Carolina before certificate is granted under any classification. 

Section 12 (above) omitted by Action of the Board in Session, October 
6, 1936. 

Section 13: It shall be the duty of engineers, architects, firms, corporations 
and others receiving bids from general contractors as construed under the 
Act for Licensing Contractors in South Carolina, to notify the Secretary 
of the Board at least 24 hours in advance of the date for receiving bids. 
The approximate cost and nature of the work shall be included in the 
notification. Immediately after the contract is awarded, the Board shall 
be notified giving name of contractor and the amount of the contract, 


Act 319, 1937 ACTS—An Act to Create the South Carolina Department of 
Public Welfare and County Departments of Public Welfare, to Pre- 
scribe the Duties and Powers of the Same, and to Promote the Public 
Welfare by Providing Assistance and Services for the Needy Aged, 
Blind, Children and Other Handicapped and Unfortunate Persons. 


RULES AND REGULATIONS PROMULGATED AND ADOPTED 
BY THE SOUTH CAROLINA BOARD OF PUBLIC WELFARE 


(Filed, secretary state’s office—July 20, 1938.) 


I. The following Rules and Regulations are promulgated and adopted 
pursuant to the following provisions of the South Carolina Public Welfare 
Act: 

1, “The Department shall have the authority to adopt the necessary 
rules and regulations and formulate policies and methods of administra- 
tion, when not otherwise fixed by law, to carry out effectively the activi- 
ties and responsibilities delegated to it.” 1937 Acts, Page 497, Section 2. 
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2. “The respective County Boards shalf maintain such standards of 
work, procedure and xecords as are required by the State Department 
in the discharge of any functions or in the use of any funds provided by 
the said State Department.” 1937 Acts, Page 501, Section 12, 


3. “Applications for assistance under the provisions of this Act shall be 
made as provided in the various parts hereof, and where no such provision 
has been made, in accordance with the manner and form prescribed by 
the State Department.” 1937 Acts, Page 504, Section 23. 


II. Changes in rules, regulations and instructions will-be made known 
by official bulletins in writing issued by the State Director or a Division 
Chief and only such written instructions shall be considered authority for 
change. - 

III. No complaint concerning a client who is receiving or has been 
refused assistance, shall be considered or acted upon by the State Depart- 
ment, or any of the County Departments, unless the person registering 
the complaint is willing to have his name used, and in case of specific 
charges, willing to sign a written statement containing said charges. 


IV. Making Application: 1. Applications for assistance in any of the 
categories under the Public Welfare Act shall be filed with the Depart- 
ment of Public Welfare in the County where applicant resides and shall 
be made upon forms supplied to the County Departments by the State 
Department. Before the application is signed, it should be read by the 
applicant, or read to him if he be unable to read. It should be carefully 
explained to him that the signature which he gives at that time should 
be the one that he expects to use in indorsing checks if granted assistance. 
The payment of checks will be questioned if the signature of indorsement 
is not the same as the one on the application. Where the application is 
signed by mark, such signature must be attested by two witnesses, whose 
addresses shall be given, 

2. Any person whose application has been accepted for investigation 
shall execute several copies of Form DPW 108A, authorizing any financial 
institution to disclose to the authorized agent of the Department any in- 
formation pertaining to his financial resources. 

3. Where an application is rejected without investigation, on the basis 
of information furnished by the applicant himself, such applicant shall 
have the opportunity to submit further information if he is not satisfied 
with such rejection; and in the event of final rejection of the application 
without investigation, the right of appeal as provided for in Section 17 of 
the Act shall be explained to such applicant. 


V. Eligibility: In accordance with the provisions of the Federal Social 
Security Act and of the South Carolina Public Welfare Act, eligibility 
requirements are established as follows: A. Assistance to Aged Persons 
in Need, to Dependent Children, and to the Needy Blind. 1. Citizenship. 
In cases where the birthplace given in the signed application indicates 
the fact of birth in the United States or its territorial possessions no 
further proof of citizenship will be required, provided the verified state- 
ments as to age, residence, and need check with statements of the ap- 
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plicant, and, provided further that all data submitted by references and 
the applicant substantiate the applicant’s statement. 


2. Age. a. For Old Age Assistance: The recipient must have attained 
the age of 65. 


b. For Aid to Dependent Children: The recipient must be under the 
age of 16. 


c. For Aid to the Blind: No age limit is fixed. 


3. Residence. a. For Old Age Assistance: The law requires that an ap- 
plicant must have been a resident of the state for at least five years within 
the nine years immediately preceding his application for Old Age As- 
sistance, and must have resided in the state for at least one year im- 
mediately preceding the date of the application. 


b. For Aid to Dependent Children: The law requires that a child to 
be eligible must have resided in the state for one year immediately pre- 
ceding the application for such aid, or must have been born in the state 
within a year preceding the application and his mother must have resided 
in the state one year immediately preceding the birth of said child, 

c. For Aid to the Needy Blind: The law requires that an applicant to be 
eligible must have been a resident of the state for five years during the 
nine years immediately preceding the date of the application and must 
have resided in the state continuously for one year immediately preced- 
ing the date of application; or, that he must have suffered the loss of 
sight while a resident of the state, or was blind and a resident of the state 
at the time of the passage of the Public Welfare Act. 

d. Application must be made in the county in which the applicant resides. 


e. Any recipient who moves to another county within the state may, 
with the approval of the State Department, receive assistance in the county 
to which he has moved, and the county from which he has moved shall 
be required to transfer to the county to which he has moved all necessary 
records relating to the recipient. 


4. Need. Need is the basic requirement for eligibility in any one of the 
three categories, 

a, Statement Relative to Need. (1). For Old Age Assistance: An ap- 
plicant to be eligible must have no income, or income which, when added 
to the contributions in money, subsistence, or service from relatives or 
from any other source, is inadequate to provide a reasonable subsistence; 
moreover, the law provides that an income of $240.00 or more annually 
will disqualify an applicant for assistance, and that no assistance shall be 
granted or allowed to any individual in excess of $240.00 annually, 


(2). For Aid to Dependent Children: An applicant to be eligible must 
have been deprived of parental support or care by reason of death, con- 
tinued absence from home, or physical or mental incapacity of the parent, 
and who is living with his or her father, adoptive father, mother, adoptive 
mother, grandfather, grandfather-in-law, great-grandfather, grandmother, 
grandmother-in-law, great-grandmother, step-father, step-mother (but not 
their parents), brother, brother of the half blood, brother-in-law, adoptive 
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brother, sister, sister of the half blood, sister-in-law, adoptive sister, step- 
brother, step-sister, uncle and aunt (of the whole or half blood), uncle-in- 
law, aunt-in-law, great uncle and great aunt, in a place or residence main- 
tained by one or more of such relatives as his or her own home and if 
not granted aid is likely to become a public charge or who would other- 
wise be deprived of proper support, care, or training. 

(3). For Aid to the Blind: Assistance in the form of money payments 
shall be granted to blind persons in need who have no vision, or whose 
vision with correcting glasses is so defective as to prevent the performance 
of ordinary activities for which eyesight is essential, who are unable to 
provide themselves with the necessities of life, have insufficient means 
for proper support and have no relatives or other persons able to provide 
and legally responsible for their maintenance or willing to provide therefor. 


b. Assistance will only be paid to clients living in a private institution 
designated by the State Department of Public Welfare that provides ac- 
ceptable living arrangements, after determining the following facts: (1) 
That the institution is not a public institution by virtue of the circum- 
stances of its origin, the auspices under which it is managed and the basis 
of financial support. 

(2) That care and maintenance which would render the individual in- 
eligible as to need have not been purchased by payment to or transfer 
of money or money’s worth to the institution in sufficient amount to cover 
the cost of such maintenance and care. 


(3) That the institution has been inspected and approved within the 
fiscal year for conformity with State and local fire and health regulations 
and with the standards of care that are acceptable to the State Department 
of Public Welfare. Such inspections will be made by the Division Field 
Supervisor of the State Department of Public Welfare and will be ap- 
proved by the Chief of the Division of Public Assistance. 

c. Responsible Relatives. Persons having responsible relatives who are 
able to assist them cannot be considered to be in need. Obviously, primary 
responsibility rests with the father of Dependent Children. Special em- 
phasis must be placed on obtaining concrete evidence with respect to the 
normal bread-winner to support dependent children. Income from the 
wages of children are to be considered as meeting the needs of the ap- 
plicant only in such amount as may be reasonable to expect from such 
children. 

d. Desertion, Separation, and Non-Support. (1) Desertion applies to the 
disappearance of the parent, the husband or wife, from the family without 
contact or indicated intention of returning. ; 

(2) Separation indicates the removal of husband or wife from the 
family group with the intention of permanency, but without the intention of 
disappearing. Non-support may or may not be involved in the situation. 

e. Property. (1) Persons who have unmortgaged real property, in ex- 
cess of homes, are not eligible for any type of assistance. 

(2) All investigation records shall include a statement of the amount 
of property, both personal and real, in which the applicant has an interest.

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(3) If at any time during the continuance of assistance the recipient 
thereof becomes possessed of any property or income in excess of the 
amount stated in his or her application, it shall be the duty of the recipient 
immediately to notify the County Department of the receipt or possession 
of such property or income and the County Department may, after in- 
vestigation, either cancel the assistance or alter the amount thereof in 
accordance with the circumstances. 


f. Liquid Assets (Bank Accounts, Investments, Insurance, Small Busi- 
nesses). (1) Bank Account. Bank accounts affect eligibility in proportion 
to the amount of deposit. In general, it is to be considered that a person 
or group in need to the degree that an application for public assistance is 
made may retain a bank account while receiving such assistance only if 
the whole sum on deposit will eventually be used to meet some necessity 
of the person, such as payment for burial expenses, 


(2) Investments. In general, investments upon which cash can readily 
be realized should be used for the immediate needs of the applicant, though 
there may be exceptions where sale is not considered wise. 


(3) Insurance. The type of insurance carried determines its effect on 
eligibility. Policies which have a cash surrender or loan value, especially 
endowments, should be considered in the light of an asset similar to any 
other investment. Small straight life or burial insurance policies, the 
total value of which will not more than cover reasonable burial expenses 
for an individual, may be considered a necessity. 


(4) Small Businesses. Aged and infirm persons can frequently carry on 
small shops or raise small amounts of produce on their farms. In each 
situation a thorough checking of the expenses and income of the business 
must be completed before eligibility is determined. 


g. CCC Allotments, WPA and NYA Wages. (1) Where a CCC enrolee 
has assigned a regular monthly allotment to a member of the applicant’s 
immediate family the amount of the allotment should be treated as any 
other income. 


(2) A member of an applicant’s family who is employed on WPA has 
the same obligation for support of the applicant as he would have if he 
were employed in private industry. 


(3) A member of an applicant’s family who is employed on NYA has 
the same obligation to the applicant as he would have if he were em- 
ployed in private industry. 


5. Additional law and policy governing eligibility for Aid to the Needy 
Blind. a. No application for Aid to the Needy Blind shall be approved until 
applicant’s eyes have been examined by a recognized ophthalmologist. 

b. A list of approved ophthalmologists will be furnished each County 
Director by the State Department and from these lists the applicant may 
select a physician to examine him at the expense of the County Depart- 
ment. 


c. Re-examinations should be made not less than once every two years, 
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d. In conformity with the Federal Social Security Act, a person may 
not receive this type of assistance during the same period in which he is 
a recipient of Old Age Assistance. 

e. No recipient of Aid to the Blind is allowed to publicly solicit alms. 

f, Assistance will be reduced or discontinued if any recipient or claim- 
ant for relief refuses to permit such operation or treatment as may 
benefit or remove the recipient’s disability. 


B. Assistance for Other Handicapped and Unfortunate Persons. In ad- 
dition to Aid to the Aged, Dependent Children, and the Blind, the South 
Carolina law makes provision for assistance to other handicapped and 
unfortunate persons in need. The requirements for eligibility are as follows: 

1, The recipient must reside in a county which has appropriated and 
made available from its own funds a sum of money for the care and 
support of such persons. 

2, The recipient must be unable to support himself because of physical 
or mental infirmity, and would suffer unless so provided for. 

3. A recipient must be unable to provide himself with the necessities 
of life, have insufficient means of his own for proper support and have no 
relative or other person legally responsible for his maintenance or willing 
to provide therefor. 


C. Works Progress Administration—Work Relief. Applications for 
certification to WPA for work relief shall be made to the Department of 
Public Welfare in the County where the applicant resides. 

In general, families or unattached persons are eligible for certification 
to the WPA when employable members are able and willing to work but 
are unable to secure employment and are in need and when a complete 
study proves that every available resource has been or is being utilized, 
In determining eligibility the following factors must be taken into con- 
sideration: 


1, Employment. a. Certifications to WPA should be made only in cases 
when there are employable members in the case who are able and willing 
to work and who are unable to secure employment, 


b. Persons under employed or partially employed are not to be referred. 


c. The employable person in the family who has priority should be im- 
mediately available for employment on the Works Program. 

d. Persons engaged in private employment are not eligible for certifica- 
tion during continuance of their private employment. Persons such as 
teachers on vacation from regular jobs are engaged in regular employment. 

e. Only one member of a family group may be employed by WPA. Ifa 
member of the family is employed on the administrative staff of the WPA 
no other member of the family is eligible for employment on a Work 
Project, although youths in these families may be assigned to projects 
of the NYA. 

f. Women who are logical heads of the families or are unattached are 
eligible for certification to the WPA provided: 
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(1). They are not eligible for assistance under any other category 
unless such assistance is not in their best interests, 


(2). They have an employment history or have a skill which should 
be preserved, such as teachers, typists, stenographers. 


g. A woman with an able-bodied, employable husband is not eligible 
for certification to the WPA as her husband is head of the family. 


h, Families classified as agricultural workers are to be certified in the 
same manner as any other type of worker. 


i. CCC employment does not preclude employment on WPA, although 
income from such employment is used in estimating need. 


j. All persons certified to WPA must be actively registered with the 
South Carolina Employment Service. Each social worker of the DPW 
should so inform the applicant. 


2. Need. a. The need of all persons certified to the WPA must be 
established after due consideration of the resources of the entire family 
group, provided, that the fact that a person is entitled to or has received 
either adjusted service bonds, commonly known as the “Bonus,” or a 
treasury check in payment of an adjusted compensation certificate, shall 
not be considered in determining actual need of relief for certification to 
WPA. 


b. Income must be proven insufficient to meet the minimum needs of 
the family, and there must not be any other resource on which to draw 
in order to meet these needs. In other words, the case must have a 
budgetary deficit. 


3. Age. No person under the age of 18 years may be certified for em- 
ployment to WPA as they are not eligible for employment by WPA. 


4, Health. No person whose age or physical condition is such as to 
make his employment dangerous to his health or safety or to the health 
or safety of others shall be certified; however, persons physically handi- 
capped but otherwise employable may be certified where such persons 
may be safely assigned to work which they are able to perform. 


5. No person currently serving sentence in a correctional or penal in- 
stitution may be certified on a work project. This shall not be interpreted 
to include persons on probation or parole. 


6. Discrimination. Workers who are qualified by training and experience 
to be certified to WPA and who are otherwise eligible shall not be dis- 
criminated against on any grounds whatsoever, such as race, religion, 
sex, or political affiliation. 


7, Citizenship. Only citizens of the U. S., or aliens who have declared 
their intention to become citizens, shall be certified, since the WPA will 
not knowingly permit the employment of aliens illegally within the limita- 
tions of continental U. S.; and the WPA will make every effort consistent 
with the prompt employment of the destitute unemployed to see that 
such aliens are not employed. 
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8. Families or unattached persons eligible for social security benefits, 
ie, Aid to Dependent Children, Aid to the Needy Blind, Old Age Assist- 
ance, and General Relief are considered to be the responsibility of the 
DPW and, in general, certifications of this group shall not be made to 
WPA. 


9. Persons eligible for Unemployment Compensation Benefits shall not 
be eligible for WPA projects until after expiration of period during which 
Unemployment Compensation Benefits are paid. 


D. National Youth Administration. Applications for certification to 
NYA shall be made to the Department of Public Welfare in the County 
where the applicant resides. 


1. Age. No person under the age of 18 years or over 25 years may be 
certified for NYA employment. 


2. Health. No youth whose physical condition is such as to make his 
employment dangerous to his health or safety or to the health or safety 
of others shall be certified for NYA employment; although this regula- 
tion shall not be construed to operate against the employment of handi- 
capped persons employable where such persons may be safely assigned 
to work which they can ably perform, 


3. Need. a. Youths in families which are in need are eligible for em- 
ployment irrespective of the fact that the primary wage earner is em- 
ployed on WPA or elsewhere, or is certified for work relief; provided 
that there is a budgetary deficit in the family. 

b. Any youth, otherwise eligible, who is a member of a family eligible 
for any form of public assistance may be certified for NYA employment 
only; and family need is necessarily determined in the manner prescribed 
in existing regulations for the type of assistance that the family is eligible 
to receive, 

c. Youth members of Farm Security Administration homestead families, 
and families receiving subsistence grants from the Farm Security Ad- 
ministration are eligible for certification for NYA employment, but youth 
members of families receiving assistance from Farm Security Adminis- 
tration solely in the form of standard or emergency loans are not eligible 
for certification to NYA. 


4. Employment. a. It must be definitely determined that employment 
other than NYA employment cannot be secured. 

b. Youths engaged in private employment are not eligible for certifica- 
tion during continuance of their private employment. Persons such as 
teachers on vacation from regular jobs are engaged in regular employment. 


5. No person currently serving sentence in a correctional or penal in- 
stitution may be certified for NYA projects. This does not include persons 
on probation or parole. 


6. Only citizens of the U. S., or aliens who have declared their in- 
tention to become citizens, shall be certified, since the State Youth Direc- 
tor will not knowingly permit the employment of aliens illegally within the 
the limitations of continental U. S.; and the WPA will make every effort 
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consistent with the prompt employment of the destitute unemployed to 
see that such aliens are not employed. 

7. Discrimination, Workers who are qualified by training and experience 
to be certified to NYA and who are otherwise eligible shall not be dis- 
criminated against on any grounds whatsoever, such as race, religion, sex, 
or political affiliation. 


E. Civilian Conservation Corps. 1. Original Selection. In order to be 
eligible for selection for enrollment as a junior in the Civilian Conserva- 
tion Corps the applicant must be: 

a. A male citizen of the United States by birth or completed naturaliza- 
tion. 

b. Unmarried (see note below). 

c. Between the ages of 17 and 23, both inclusive (see note below). 

d. Unemployed and in need of employment. 

e. Not in regular attendance at school or on vacation from school, 

f, Willing to allot at least $22 per month of his monthly cash allowance 
to his dependents, or if he has no dependents, to deposit not less than 
$22 each month with the Chief of Finance, War Department. 

g. In good physical condition. 

h. Of good character and stability of purpose. 

i, Agreeable to remain in the Corps at least six months unless he secures 
other employment that will better his condition or unless he is urgently 
needed at home. pat 

Note: The basic law provides exemption of marital status, maximum age, 
and maximum service in the case of one leader, one mess steward and 
three cooks per company. Selection or reselection of any men under these 
exceptions will be made only upon specific request of the corps area 
commander to the State selecting agency. 


2. Re-selection. If otherwise fully qualified under the provisions of 
Paragraph 1 above, a former junior enrollee may be re-selected for en- 
rollment in the Civilian Conservation Corps, provided that: 

a. He was honorably discharged from each preceding enrollment. If 
any previous discharge certificate bears one of the following notations, 
the applicant is not eligible for re-selection: (1) “Not considered worthy 
of reenrollment”; (2) ‘“Administratively discharged”; (3) “Dishonorably 
discharged.” : 

Nore: A former enrollee, the type of whose discharge has been changed 
by the corps area commander from administrative or dishonorable to 
honorable, may be considered eligible for re-selection provided that he 
has been discharged from the Civilian Conservation Corps for at least 
six full months. 

b. He has been discharged from the Civilian Conservation Corps for 
at least six full months, except: 

Thaf a junior who has been honorably discharged because of physical 
disability not the result of his own misconduct, and who has since over- 
come such disability, if otherwise qualified is eligible for re-selection at 
any subsequent enrollment period. 
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c. Enrollments shall not exceed a total term of two years. 


3. Priority of Selection. Among applicants who are equally qualified 
in fitness, character and need for employment, preference shall be given 
in order of financial need. The following priorities shall be observed in 
making final selection of principals and alternates from within the group 
of eligible applicants: 

a. Applicants who are themselves receiving, or are certified for relief 
or other public aid, or whose dependents are receiving or are certified 
for relief or other public aid, shall be given priority over applicants of 
equal personal qualifications who are not so certified. 

b. Applicants with dependents who are required by law to make aillot- 
ments, and applicants without such dependents but who desire to make 
voluntary allotments for the support of other needy relatives, shall be 
given preference over applicants without dependents, who desire to make 
deposits: Provided, however, that in the discretion of the selecting agency 
single, unattached men (non-transients) actually receiving any form of 
public aid or assistance, who are otherwise eligible except that they do not 
have dependents, may be given preference over applicants with dependents 
but not actually receiving any form of public aid or assistance. Applicants 
selected under this proviso shall make a deposit in lieu of an allotment. 

c. Between two equally qualified applicants, one of whom has previously 
been enrolled as a member of the Civilian Conservation Corps, preference 
will be accorded the applicant who has not previously had the opportunity 
of enrollment in the Corps. 

d. Applicants who are eligible in every respect but who do not come 
under the above classifications. 

4. Persons not Eligible for Selection or Re-selection. a. Persons under 
conviction for crime and serving sentences therefor, and those who are 
on probation or parole. 

b. Civil law enforcement officers, such as justices of the peace, sheriffs, 
game wardens, and their deputies. 

c. Members of the National Guard. 


F. Commodities. Eligibility for commodities is to be determined on the 
same budgetary procedure as eligibility for any other type of assistance. 

1. Those eligible for food and clothing: a. Persons who are receiving 
special assistance, ic, Old Age Assistance, Aid to the Blind, or Aid to 
Dependent Children. 

b. Persons on “waiting list” for special assistance. 

c. Persons who are eligible for General Assistance or who would be 
eligible therefor if County funds were available for this purpose. 

d. Persons who are receiving assistance through certain other programs, 
such as WPA and NYA where there is a budgetary deficit after the 
assistance from such agencies is computed as income. 

e. Persons eligible for relief to Needy unemployed. 

2. Those eligible for food only: a. Institutions that are supported in 
whole or in part by public funds, such as alms houses, state hospitals, 
orphanages, etc., may receive perishable commodities provided there is a 
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surplus of such perishable commodities in the State as certified to by the 
Director of Commodity Division, and that the institution is certified by 
the State Department of Public Welfare to the Commodity Division as 
an institution supported in whole or in part from public funds, Penal in- 
stitutions, such as jails, penitentiaries, reformatories, chain gangs, etc. 
are excluded from the certified list of institutions. 

b. School Lunches. Lunches prepared in whole or in part from surplus 
food commodities are not to be sold. In the distribution of such lunches 
to school children, no distinction is to be made between relief and non- 
relief children. If any segregation of children is attempted by those re- 
sponsible for management of these programs, further allocations of surplus 
commodities to them are to be canceled. 


3. Farm Security Administration clients are not eligible for commodities 
except in cases of emergency, but are eligible for surplus clothing. 


G. Needy Unemployed. The following factors are to be taken into con- 
sideration in determining eligibility of applicants for relief to the Needy 
Unemployed: 


1. Employment. a. Persons who are permanently or temporarily un- 
employed may be eligible for cash assistance and commodities. 

b. Persons who are under employed or partially employed are not eligi- 
ble for cash assistance, but commodities may be given if need is estab- 
lished. 

c. It must be definitely determined that the applicant cannot secure 
private employment or WPA employment before cash assistance may be 
granted‘and such assistance shall be discontinued not later than the date 
on which the recipient of this assistance received his first pay check, 
either from private or WPA employment. 

d. Persons who are on vacation from regular employment are not 
eligible for relief to the needy unemployed, i.e., teachers. 

e. All applicants must be registered with the South Carolina Employ- 
ment Service before they may be accepted for assistance. 

2. Need. a. Resources of the entire family group should be considered 
in determining eligibility as to need. 

b. Income must be proven as inadequate to meet the minimum needs 
of the case. In other words, the case must show a budgetary deficit. 

c. Ownership of real property, which is not mortgaged or entailed, and 
is in excess of the home, disqualifies the case for Relief to the Needy Un- 
employed. 

d. Assistance may not be granted to a case where its members have 
either bank or savings accounts until such resources have been exhausted. 

e. Assistance may not be granted to a case when there is a loan value 
on any insurance policy owned by any member of the family. 

f. Cases will not be accepted for assistance if relatives are able to care 
for them. 


3. Residence. There is no specific requirement regarding residence. How- 
ever, where the family has not resided in the state for a period of three

years and it is to the family’s best interest to return to its legal residence, 
assistance may be granted only until such return can be made. 


4. Relief to the Needy Unemployed cannot be given to cases eligible 
for assistance under other categories. 


VI. Determining Eligibility. A. The Investigation. Before assistance 
may be granted to any person a complete investigation and report must 
be made concerning each factor of eligibility. It is important that the 
investigation concerning eligibility be made clear in the record, 


B. Verification. 1. Citizenship. Where the applicants birthplace is not 
in the United States or territorial possessions, proof of United States 
citizenship shall be the responsibility of the applicant and must be sup- 
plied by documentary evidence. Such documents should consist of citizen- 
ship papers, or certification by the Department of Labor of derivative 
citizenship acquired through the nationalization of parents, treaty agree- 
ments, etc. True copies of such papers shall become a part of the case 
record, 

2. Age. South Carolina has required birth registration only since 1915 
(See Section 5130, S. C. Code, 1932). Since this is the case less accurate 
means of registration will have to be used to verify age for old age as- 
sistance. The following documents may be considered reliable sources 
of verification: 

a. Marriage certificates having the date of marriages, birthplace, and 
the ages of the contracting parties. 

b. Birth certificates of children of applicants, those certificates show- 
ing the age of the parents at the time of the children’s birth. 

c. Ages of sons and daughters when these are sufficiently advanced; 
but these must be verified. 

d. Naturalization papers which sometimes give the age at the time of 
naturalization; but in all cases indicate that the person was twenty-one 
at that time. 

e. Passports and service books of immigrants. 

f. Parish records and baptismal certificates. 

g. Bible records or other written family records; birthday books, old 
embroidered samplers; old family pictures with dates and ages, etc. State 
type of family record used for verification. 

h, Insurance papers. The frequency with which people under-state their 
age for insurance purposes makes them unreliable when they indicate 
that the insured is under seventy, but fairly conclusive evidence that a 
person whom they show to be seventy is at least that age. 

i. Employment records, 

j. School records. These are occasionally, but not ordinarily, available. 
k. Records of trade unions, fraternal societies or other organizations. 
'j, Federal or state records in the case of those who have been in Civil 

or Military service of the nation or state. 

m. Daughters of American Revolution records. 

n. Hospital records, or those of physicians. 

o. Vaccination certificates, 
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p. Enrollment records of voting districts where these show the actual 
age of the voter and not merely that he had passed a certain age. 

q. Local census records which may give birth date and place. National 
Census Records—Bureau of the Census, Washington, D. C. . 

r. Records of town, country or city public welfare officials and of private 
welfare organizations in the cases of persons who have been aided by 
either. : 

s. Savings bank records. Depositors are sometimes required to give age 
at time of opening account. 

t. Tombstone record when stone has been erected in anticipation of 
death. 

u. Old licenses of various kinds (such as hunting, fishing, and liquor 
licenses) sometimes carry age. ; 

v. Affidavit of responsible person if it is based on personal knowledge 
of facts which will determine the problem of age. 

It should be kept in mind that in the past persons may have failed to 
reveal their true age because of the desire to retain employment or secure 
insurance. If the applicant has mis-stated his age in the past, some definite 
confirmation to offset this should be recorded. 


3. Residence. From the record of the first interview, exact addresses in 
towns or descriptions of the location of home should be available to the 
person undertaking the verification. The following sources for verification 
are presented in the order of their significance; 

a. Rent receipts. 

b. Landlords. 

c. Neighbors. 

d.. Employers. 

e. School attendance records of children. 

f, Merchants and professional persons serving the applicant, 

g. Personal knowledge of the worker. 

h. Local directories. 

i, Census records. 

j. Public utility receipts. 

k. Newspaper items. 

1. Civil registration. 

m. Tax receipts. 

n. Birth records of children. 

o. Addresses on old letters if date of postmark is clear. 

p. Records of other social agencies, trade unions, fraternal societies, etc. 


4. Relatives Responsible for Support. Responsible relatives should be 
personally interviewed by the worker if this is possible, There must be 
no exception to the interview of the father of dependent children unless 
careful investigation proves that his whereabouts are not known, A report 
of the extent of the effort made to locate him should be recorded in the 
case record. 


5. Wages. Wages may be verified through the employer if it is known 
that some member of the family is working. 
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6. Income from investments, Pensions, Bank Accounts, etc. The value 
of all investments should be definitely determined and the amount of pen- 
sions (except Confederate pensions). Bank accounts may be verified by 
bank clearance, Form DPW 108. Client’s authorization, DPW 108A, for 
securing this information will have been obtained at the time of application. 


7, Insurance. Insurance assets can be verified, using Form No. DPW 
109, Data on Insurance. Client’s authorization, DPW 108A, for securing 
this information will have been obtained at time of application. 


8. Property. Form No. DPW 107, entitled Data on Real Estate, should 
be used in verifying. 


9. Income from CCC, WPA, or other Federal Agency may be verified 
by reference to the nearest office of such agency. 


10. Relationship of Child to Relative with whom the child lives is to be 
verified in the case of applications for Aid to Dependent Children when 
the child is living with other than one‘or both parents. Parentage may 
be verified through birth registration, physicians’ records, or statements 
of reliable references. 


11. Blindness. Verification of eligibility on grounds other than the con- 
dition of the sight shall be completed before plans are undertaken for the 
verification by physical examination of the fact that the applicant is blind 
within the meaning of the law. 


VII. Computing Budgets. A. Standard Budgets. Standard guide to be 
used in developing budgets will be furnished by the State Department of 
Public Welfare. These guides are not incorporated herein as they will 
change from time to time as living conditions and available funds change. 

Budgets made shall compare income and estimated minimum needs, The 
Standard Budget will include: 


1. Need. Allowance shall be made in accordance with the current stand- 
ard guide for tke following items— 

a. Food 
b. Rent 
c. Fuel 
d. Light 
e. Clothing 
f. Medical Care 
g. Insurance 
h. Other expenses 
i, Incidentals 


2. Income. The total of any regular resources should be carefully com- 
puted and deducted from the total budget of the family needs to indicate 
a budgetary deficiency. Income to be deducted may include: 

a. Wages received from part-time work on the part of an applicant who 
is unable to secure regular work and is otherwise eligible. 

b. Any income from property or other sources. 

c. Contributions from relatives, friends, churches, lodges, etc. 
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d. Produce raised. If this produce is sold the cash realized should be 
counted as income on exact basis. If it is used by the family it will be ac- 
counted for by omitting these items from the budget when the produce is 
available, : 


VIII. Amount of Assistance, Pending further action of the South Caro- 
lina Board of Public Welfare, the assistance granted to any person, under 
any category, shall not exceed 66 2/3 per cent of the budgetary deficit, 
i.e., the amount by which the applicant’s computed needs exceeds his total 
income (resources), unless such percentage of the budgetary deficit is less 
than $4.00 per month; provided that the minimum grant shall be $4.00 per 
month, 


A. For Old Age Assistance. According to the Act, assistance to the 
aged shall be determined by the County Department with due regard to 
the conditions existing in each case. It shall be sufficient, when added to 
other income and support of thesrecipient, to provide such persons with 
a reasonable subsistence comparable with decency and health, provided 
that such amount of assistance shall in no case exceed $240.00 annually. 


B. For Dependent Children. In granting Aid to Dependent Children 
the amount granted shall not exceed $15.00 per month for one child in 
any home, nor $10.00 for each additional child in the same home. 


C. For the Blind. The amount of assistance which any such person shall 
receive shall be determined by the County Department after making such 
investigation as is necessary or required by the State Department, with due 
regard to the resources and necessary expenditures and the conditions ex- 
isting in each case and shall be sufficient, when added to other income in 
support of the recipient, to provide such person with a reasonable sub- 
sistence compatible with decency and health, not to exceed $300.00 in any 
year, payable in such monthly installments as the County Department may 
determine subject to the approval of the State Department. 


D. For General Assistance. “Upon the completion of the investigation 
the County Department shall decide whether the applicant is eligible for 
assistance under the provisions of Part 6 of this Act, the amount of assist- 
ance which any person shall receive shall be determined by the County 
Department with due regard to the resources and necessary expenditures 
of each case, and the conditions existing in each case in accordance with 
the rules and regulations made by the State Department and shall be 
sufficient when added to all other income and support of the applicant to 
provide such person with a reasonable subsistence compatible with decency 
and health. In no case shall more than one hundred and twenty ($120.00) 
dollars per year be granted to any individual recipinet from State funds 
provided a County, and the total assistance to any recipient, including 
both State and County funds shall not exceed three hundred and sixty 
($360.00) dollars in any year.” 


E. For Needy Unemployed. 1. Awards to cases found eligible for relief 
to the needy unemployed cannot exceed $20.00 per month. 
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2. All payments wlil be made monthly and by check. 


IX. The Granting of Assistance. A. Authorizing Assistance. Upon com- 
pletion of its investigation the County Department shall decide whether 
the applicant is eligible for assistance under the provisions of the South 
Carolina Public Welfare Act, and determine the amount of such assist- 
ance and the date on which such assistance shall begin. 


1. Regular Grants for Special Assistance. A regular and continuing 
grant for specia! assistance is not to be made until the investigation is 
complete and it has been determined whether the client is eligible and, if 
he is, to what type of assistance. At the time of application the applicant 
should sign the application form for special assistance, if the situation as 
presented seems to bring him within one of these classifications. 

When a case is transferred from one classification to another, it should 
be closed in the classification in which it has been carried by the use of 
the proper form. When an individual previously carried as a member of 
the grant group in one classification becomes eligible for some form of 
grant in his own right he should make separate application and relief is 
authorized for the new applicant by the same procedure as if he had not 
previously received assistance, and the budget or the original case is ad- 
justed. 


2. Grants for General Assistance. Grants for general assistance may 
cover relief given to meet the needs of any individual or group not receiv- 
ing special assistance. If it is understood that eligibility exists for special 
assistance and general assistance is being given, all necessary procedures 
should be taken without delay for opening the case to some form of special 
assistance. 


3. Appointment of Responsible Person. “If an applicant or recipient shall 
be found by the County Department to be incapable of taking care of 
himself or his money, or if in the discretion of the County Department his 
interest will be best served, the State Department, or one designated by 
it, may apply to the Probate Court of the county in which such applicant 
or recipient lives for the appointment of a guardian, to whom the pay- 
ments of assistance granted shall be made for the benefit of the applicant 
or recipient, and such guardian shall file-a copy of his return with the 
County Department as well as with the Probate Judge, as now required 
by law, and such other reports as the said County Department shall re- 
quire, Provided that the respective probate guardianship shall serve with- 
out charging any fees, costs or commissions.” 

Where a responsible person has been appointed, entries on the payroll 
(Form PW-1) and checks will be made out to the person legally responsi- 
ble for the client. In order to support such payroll entries and checks 
signed, duplicates of Form DPW-123 must be mailed to the State Office 
to be filed with Form PW-24. 


B. Change of Status of Special Assistance Grants. Changes in the 
status of special assistance grants may be occasioned by changes in the 
status of the individual case or by the funds available. 
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1., Change in Amount of Grant. The amount of grants once established 
will not be changed unless careful investigation reveals some relatively 
permanent change in the case situation; for instance, a recent diagnosis 
of tuberculosis for some member of the family necessitating special diet; 
the addition of a member to the family or the dropping out of a member. 


2. Suspension of Grant. There will be occasions when a temporary 
change in the case situation makes a suspension of assistance advisable. 
This would happen where a client visits out of the State for a sufficient 
length of time to warrant a temporary with-drawal of grant but where he . 
has no intention of remaining away. Another instance would be the in- 
heritance of a legacy large enough to meet the needs of the individual or 
group for several months. 

If a client moves from one county to another within the State without 
notifying the ccunty where he has been receiving assistance of his in- 
tention, his grant should be immediately suspended. It may be reinstated 
according to procedure for ‘transfers (See Section. B-3 following), upon 
verification of his continuing eligibility in the county to which he has 
moved. 


3. Transfers. A. Transfer of applications: 1. Clients who apply either for 
general or special assistance in a county other than that of which they are 
residents should receive the necessary work services of that county de- 
partment and investigation must be made to establish residence and to 
assemble all possible information on the case. The application should then 
be forwarded to the county of the applicant’s residence for further investi- 
gation and for final action by the County Board in that county. Should 
the client be a resident of an out-of-state county his application should be 
routed through the Case Correspondent of the Division of Field Service, 
South Carolina Department of Public Welfare, for transfer. 


2. Applications for such general or special assistance made in the county 
of the applicant’s residence, either by person or by letter, while the person 
is residing temporarily in another county should be accepted and after 
all possible local investigation is made a request for additional information 
which is available only in the county in which the applicant is living should 
be requested from that county in the same manner as any other out-of- 
town inquiry is handled. 


B. Transfer of Cases—l. Requests for transfer originating in a county 
where either special or general assistance has been granted should be 
thoroughly discussed with the client in order to obtain his reasons for de- 
siring to move and what living arrangements are possible for him in the 
county to which he is moving. A summary of the case should then, be 
sent to the department in the county to which the client wishes to move 
and a request made for investigation as to the social desirability and per- 
manence of this transfer and for authorization from that county for com- 
pletion of the transfer. Upon the action by the County Board in the receiv- 
ing county, notice of this action will be given by letter to the county de- 
partment in which the request for transfer originated. , 
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2. When requests for transfers originate in a county to which a client 
wishes to move the director of this county should notify the department 
from which the applicant has been receiving assistance, of this request 
and the reasons for it and request a summary of the case. Upon receipt 
of this information the necessary investigation will be completed to de- 
termine the social desirablility and permanence of the transfer. Upon final 
action by the County Board in the matter the county department from 
which assistance has been received should be notified by letter of the final 
action taken by the Board and the transfer should be authorized. 


C. Procedure for transfer of closed cases—Where requests for transfer 
come from clients whose cases have been closed in one county the county 
department to which the new application is made should request the county 
which formerly gave assistance for a summary of the case and copies of 
all affidavits should be made to prove ‘eligibility. Upon receipt of this in- 
formation the county department will then complete the necessary investi- 
gation and present the case to the County Board for final action. 


D. Copies of all correspondence relative to transfer of applications and 
cases should be forwarded in duplicate to the District Field Supervisor. If 
the transfer is inter-district, the District Field Supervisor will be responsi- 
ble for routing a copy to the District Field Supervisor of the other county 
involved. 


4. Discontinuance of Grant. Whenever information obtained or received 
by the County Department indicates that a given client is no longer eligible 
for the grant that he is receiving, this fact should be discussed by the 
worker with the client. An explanation should give the client an under- 
standing of his loss of eligibility. The case record should set forth clearly 
the information and the grounds upon which the decision is based. At this 
time his right of appeal, if dissatisfied, should be called to his attention. 
Grants may not be discontinued or changed until long enough after notifica- 
tion to the client of the proposed change or discontinuance for him to 
have an opportunity for appeal without losing the benefit of his grant. 
In addition, formal notice in writing of the discontinuance of assistance 
or change in amount with the reasons for it, must be sent to the client. 

When a security grant is discontinued a special closing card is made 
out for the Federal security statistical study. The proper form, R 201.2 
for O.A.A.; RS 202.2 for A.D.C.; or RS 203.2 A. B.; should be filled out 
at the time of closing. . 

5. Limitations on Use of Federal-State Funds. Federal Funds and funds 
which have been matched by the Federal Government may not be used 
for any other purpose than money payments to: 

a. The needy aged who are sixty-five years of age or older, who are not 
inmates of Public Institutions, and who meet all other eligibility require- 
ments contained in the plans submitted to and approved by the Social 
Security Board. 

b. Dependent children who are needy, who are under age of sixteen, 
who have been deprived of parental support or care by reason of death, 
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continued absence from home, or physical or mental incapacity of the 
parent, who are living with such relatives as are designated in the S. C. 
Public Welfare Act. 

c. Blind persons who are in need and who are not inmates of Public 
Institutions. 

All such funds may be used only for payments in cash to the approved 
applicant for his own use. 

Funds for any of the three public assistance categories may not be used 
by persons other than the applicant (except the enumerated relatives of 
a dependent child) to pay for supplies, material or services furnished 
the individual, institutional or other care, medical.or surgical treatment, 
funeral or burial expenses, or vocational or other training or instructions. 
Payments on behalf of a recipient of old age assistance or aid to the blind 
may be made to a guardian appointed by a court of competent jurisdiction. 

Such funds may not be used for payments of wages or compensation 
in respect to work done or services rendered for the individual to whom 
they are granted, or for that part of the first payment made to or with 
respect to an individual under the State plan which is for a month prior to 
the month in which the payment is made. 


X. Future Case Contacts. A. Home Visiting. Following the original 
investigation and the granting of assistance to those applicants who are 
eligible, the contact with the family should be kept up by recurrent home 
visits at least once every six months. Each case must be considered on an 
individual basis and where special circumstances indicate the need, the 
visits should be made at the discretion of the Visitor carrying the case. 

The other objective in home visiting is such service as is within the 
time and skill of the worker to give in improving the health, morale, and 
general wellbeing of the client group. 


B. Recurrent Investigation of Need Aside from Home Visiting. A com- 
plete semi-annual review of the need of persons receiving special assistance 
grants will be made unless information is received indicating immdiate re- 
view. At the close of this review a new budget should be made. Wherever 
information is received of a change in resources or assets, reinvestigation 
should be undertaken at the time of receipt. 


C. Reporting of Changes of Case Data to County and State Office. All 
information obtained or received by the County Department should be 
recorded in the case record. In addition, any change of address, of com- 
position of the family group, corrections in name, or other information 
affecting the issuing of grants by the State Department, should be reported 
to that Department on the form provided, and such changes should at 
the same time be recorded in the files of the county offices in accordance 
with the instructions regarding the keeping of these forms. All changes 
in the case plan, which are reflected by these data, should come to the 
County Director or Case Supervisor for review and approval before the in- 
formation is transmitted to the State Department. 


D. Appeal from Agency Action Subsequent to Granting Assistance. The 
same right of appeal to the State Department is granted a client receiving 
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special assistance who after receiving assistance is declared: ineligible 
and from whom assistance ‘is withdrawn, as is granted the applicant who 
is rejected at the time of his original application. A delay of over sixty 
days in making a decision regarding an application is also grounds for 
appeal. This shculd be explained to the client wishing to appeal on the 
grounds of undue delay , and he whould be given an opportunity to talk 
with the Director, If he were still dissatisfied with the explanation, the 
Director should assist him in making appeal. 


E. Refunds. A procedure will be set up in the Financial Department by 
which the County Department may receive from clients refunds of money 
given as assistance grants through misrepresentation or lack of knowl- 
edge of the client’s original or changed circumstances. Wherever it is 
learned that a client had assets not declared or discovered at the time of 
application, he should be asked to refund the amount received as assist- 
ance, either in whole or in part. Such funds should be transmitted to 
the State Department. The County Department may also be empowered to 
receive funds from relatives or interested individuals who wish to assist 
an applicant, when they believe that such a person is not competent to 
care for their contribution. This procedure would most often be used in 
connection with payments by relatives for the care of minor children. 


XI. Procedure on Special and General Assistance Cases. A. County Ac- 
tion. 1. At the completion of the investigation the worker handling the 
case will see that all required forms are properly filled out. Special care 
must be taken that all forms carry the necessary signatures. 


2. The County Director or Case Supervisor should review the case, 
signing those applications which are approved; they should also be signed 
by the Chairman of the County Board. If, at any stage, the evidence’ al- 
ready collected on investigation clearly shows that an applicant is not 
eligible, the inquiry may be discontinued. The reason for rejection should 
be clearly stated. In such cases the word “Rejected”, with the date and 
the signature of the County Director, will be written diagonally across the 
space which would otherwise contain the signature. 


3, As investigations are finally completed, it is the responsibility of the 
County Director to transmit the proper records on all approved applica- 
tions to the State Department. This will represent to the State Depart- 
ment authorization for issuance of a grant. 


4, Formal written notices must be given to the applicant of the de- 
cision regarding his application and the amount of the grant he will re- 
ceive if his application is approved. 


B. State Action. 1. Supervisory reviews. The District Supervisor of the 
State Department will review a sampling of case records including applica- 
tions accepted and rejected both at intake and after investigation, In this 
way the State Department will have knowledge of intake practices in the 
counties as well as a knowledge of all practices with respect to cases. 


2. Action on Request for Review. In the local office all complaints are 
referred to the County Director, who shall attempt to adjust the complaint 
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by clarification of incorrect evidence, elimination of error, or interpreta- 
tion of policy to the applicant. Failing to make this adjustment, the Direc- 
tor shall explain to the applicant or recipient his right to request review 
of his case by the State Department as provided for in South Carolina 
Public Welfare Act, Part 2, Section 17. 

The County Director shall assist the client who is requesting a review 
of his case by the State Department in preparing his formal request on 
DPW Form 117 and will forward, together with all other records of the 
case, the origina! and duplicate of this form, to the District Field Super- 
visor. The triplicate of DPW-117 should be retained in the county. file. 

If in the opinion of the applicant or recipient a decision of the County 
Department, in the matter of rejection for assistance, discontinuance of 
assistance, or change in the amount of the grant, is unjust, or if there 
has been unreasonable delay in action on his application, he may request 
review of his case. 

The Field Supervisor, through the Chief of the Division of Field Service, 
will make arrangements within reasonable time for this hearing at a 
point accessible to the client, preferably the County Seat, and the client 
may bring such witnesses as he desires. The hearing shall be conducted 
either by the Chief of the Division of Field Service or the Field Supervisor. 
Representatives of the County Department will be present. The client may 
be present or or represented and may have such witnesses as he desires. 

The appellant will be given sufficient advance notice of the time and 
place of hearing to enable him to arrange to be present or represented. 
A stenographic record of the proceedings will be made. This record, to- 
gether with recommendations of the State Department representative con- 
ducting the hearing, will be presented to the Case Review Committee, 
consisting of the State Director, the Chief of the Field Service Division, 
and the Chief of the Assistance Division affected. In case of disqualifica- 
tion or inability of any member of the Case Review Committee to serve, 
the State Director shall appoint the field supervisor from a district other 
than that in which the appellant resides. 


The County Department will be notified on the original Form DPW-117 
as to the final decision of the State Department which, in accordance with 
Section 17 of the South Carolina Public Welfare Act, shall “become final 
and effective es of such date as the State Department shall fix.” At the 
same time, the client will be notified by letter as to the final decision in 
his case. 


XII. Statistics and Finance. A. Reports, Etc. All statistical data, financial 
reports, cash relief rolls, requests for supplies, requisitions for purchases, 
vouchers, and all other matters pertaining to statistics and finance shall 
be made and filed on forms prescribed by the State Department, in such 
manner as the State Department may from time to time determine. 

In no case shall the employees of the county departments or of the 
State Department of Public Welfare, other than the Chief of the Finance 
Division, have authority to change any instructions pertaining to account- 
ing forms or to alter the design of any accounting forms, 


x 
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B. County Department Expenses, Beginning with the fiscal year com- 
mencing July 1, 1938 all expenses incurred by County Departments for 
rents, salaries of janitors or maids and electricity services shall not be 
paid by the Department of Public Welfare for the reason that no appro- 
priation therefor was included in the General Appropriation Act for the 
fiscal year 1938-1939. 


C. General Relief Funds. Before any General Relief Funds will be 
matched by funds of the State Department of Public Welfare, the County 
Treasurer of the respective counties must furnish the Department with a 
Certificate that the county has appropriated and made available from its 
own funds a sum of money to be used solely for the care and support of 
persons who are not eligible for other forms of assistance provided in the 
Public Welfare Act, and, further, that such sum of money has been set 
aside in a separate account on the books of the County Treasurer which 
is to be titled “.............. County General Relief Fund.” 

It is permissitle to charge to the above mentioned account, only war- 
rants drawn for the purpose of paying claims for assistance to persons 
approved for this type of aid by the County Director of the County Depart- 
ment of Public Welfare, included. on assistance rolls prepared and ap- 
proved by the Finance Division of the State Department of Public Wel- 
fare. Amounts expended for pauper burials, salaries, bank service charges, 
or any other expenses of the County are not chargeable to this account 
and cannot be paid from General Relief Funds. 

In paying awards for this type of assistance, either of two methods is 
acceptable to the State Department. (1) The usual County Warrants for 
each individual award may be prepared and used in effecting such pay- 
ments, or (2) one warrant may be drawn for the total amount of the 
monthly assistance roll as prepared and approved by the Finance Division 
of the State Department of Public Welfare. If the last mentioned pro- 
cedure is adopted, the warrant for the total of the assistance roll must be 
deposited in a local bank and individual checks drawn for the several 
awards included on the roll. Such checks, however, must in every instance, 
be counter-signed by the County Treasurer or other finance officer of the 
County before they are delivered to the clients. In no case is it permissible 
for a County Director of the County Department of Public Welfare to 
release assistance checks for General Relief Payments which do not bear 
this counter-signature. 

When funds are available by a County for this class of assistance, such 
funds cannot legally be ear-marked for disbursement to any particular 
group of persons or to any particular area, other. than the entire county 
involved. 

Individual payments are to be paid monthly.and cannot exceed $30.00 
per month to any individual, of which not more than $10.00 in any one 
month may be paid from State funds. 

General Relief funds held by County Treasurers will be audited by repre- 
sentatives of the State Department of Public Welfare at such times as the 
Department may deem advisable. : 
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XIII. Employment Policy and Procedure. A. Method of Selection and 
Appointment. 1. State Staff. a. The Director is selected by the State Board 
of Public Welfare as provided in South Carolina Public Welfare Act, Part * 
1, Section 4. He “shall hold office until his successor has been elected and 
qualified; the said Director shall execute the decisions and carry out the 
policie of the said Board and see that the laws relating to the activities 
and responsibilities of the said Board are obeyed; he shall receive such 
salary as the Board shall fix (not exceeding thirty-six hundred dollars 
($3600.00) unless the General Assembly shall fix his compensation in the 
annual appropriation Act or otherwise.” 

b. Division Heads. All appointments of heads of divisions—Public 
Assistance; the Blind; Child Welfare; Field Service; Research and Statis- 
tics; Finance—will be made by the Director, “With the approval of the 
Board . . . and the Board shall fix their compensation unless the Gen- 
eral Assembly shall do so, but in no event shall the said board expend any 
sums for purposes unauthorized by law. All such compensation shall be 
fixed by the said State Department which shall submit to the State 
Budget Commission all proposed salaries not fixed by law, and it shall 
be the duty of the Budget Commission to pass upon the said salaries so 
that amounts paid shall be in keeping with the salaries paid to other state 
employees for a similar service and duties.” : 

c. Field Supervisors will be appointed by the Director with the approval 
of the State Bord. 

“The State Director is also authorized to appoint and employ, with the 
approval of the Board, such other officers and employees as are authorized 
by this or other Acts as may be necessary to perform the duties placed 
upon the said Department by law.” 

d. Division Assistants. Such additional workers as are needed in the 
various divisions will be selected by the division heads, with the approval 
of the Director and State Board. 


2. County Staff. a. The director. The law provides as follows; “There 
is hereby created in each county of the state a Board of Public Welfare— 
to be composed of three members who shall be appointed by the State 
Board upon the recommendation of a majority, including the Senator, of 


the County Legislative Delegation. . . .” 
“Subject to the rules and regulations of the State Department, each 
County Board shali select a Director . . . to discharge the duties of 


such office, Salaries of County. Directors shall be fixed by the State De- 
partment (not to exceed twelve hundred dollars ($1200.00) in any case) 
but County Boards may increase salaries paid their directors with any 
funds at their disposal other than supplied them through the State De- 
partment,” 

b. Other Staff Members. “Each County Board shall submit to the State 
department at such times as the latter shall require its estimate of the 
necessary administrative expenses and expenditures in the county which, 
when approved by the State Department, shall be authority for the County 
Board to engage such other agents and employees necessary in executing 
the duties and activities delegated to the said Board. All such agents and 
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employees shali measure up to the standards fixed by the State Depart- 
ment as to education, training, fitness, and experience in social work.” 
The County Director shall have the privilege of naming the County 
Staff, subject to the approval of the County Board. Salaries of County 
Staffs, other than the Director, will be fixed by the State Department. 


B. Employment Procedure. 1. Appointment. After application form PW 
15 has been filed and selection made, recommendation of appointment, 
Form PW 16 should be completed by the director of the County Depart- 
ment or the Division Chief and forwarded to the Chief of the Field Service 
Division or the State Director. After approval, one copy of this form 
shall be returned to the county as authority for employment of the appli- 
cant. Travel authorization for the employee, Form PW 13, will also be 
forwarded at this time to the county. A letter of appointment shall be sent 
by the State or County Director, as the case may be, to the applicant. This 
letter shall state the date of appointment, division of department, or in 
case of county, position on county staff, title, location, salary, date on which 
duties are to commence, and whether or not position carries travel allow- 
ance, 


2. Tenure. Term of employment of new workers shall be for six months, 
‘ it being understood by both the Department and the employee that if em- 
ployee’s service is satisfactory at the end of six months, employment will 
be continued for the period of satisfactory service. 


3. Promotion. a. County Staffs. Increase of pay or change of status, 
Form PW-17, shall be recommended by County Directors and approved 
by County Boards and Field Supervisors, but no action shall be taken until 
recommendations have been approved by the State Department. 


b. State Staff. Promotion of State Staff shall be recommended by 
Division heads and approved by the State Director on Form PW-17. 


4, Resignation shall be in writing and shall give one month’s notice 
unless there is an emergency situation. The reason or reasons for resign- 
ing should be stated. Form PW-17 should be sent to the State Office. 


5. The state and County Directors may request the resignation of staff 
members for cause which shall be stated. The following may be consid- 
ered causes for removal: 

a. That the employee is incompetent or inefficient in the performance 
of his duty. ; 

b. That the employee has been wantonly careless or negligent in the 
performance of his duty or has been brutal in his treatment of public 
charges, fellow employees, or other persons. 

c. That the employee has some permanent or chronic physical or mental 
ailment or defect that incapacitates him for the proper performance of 
his duties. 

d. That the employee has violated any lawful official regulation or order 
or failed to obey any lawful and reasonable direction given by his superior 
officer when such violation or failure to obey amounts to insubordination 
or serious breach of discipline which may reasonably be expected to result 
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in a lower morale in the organization or to result in loss or injury to the 
State or the public. 

e. That the employee has been wantonly offensive in his conduct toward 
fellow employees, wards of the State, or the public. 

f. That the employee has taken for personal use a fee, gift, or other 
valuable thing in the course of his work or in connection with it when 
such fee, or gift, or other valuable thing is given him by any person in 
the hope or expectation of receiving a favor or better treatment than 
that accorded other persons. 


g. That the employee is engaged in a private business or in a trade 
or occupation when the duties of his position as prescribed by the law 
or regulation require his entire time for their performance. 


h, That the employee has failed to pay or make reasonable provision 
for the future payment of just debts when annoyance is caused a superior 
officer or scanda! is caused to the service by such failure. 

i. That the employee has used, or has attempted to use, his position 
for the political advancement of himself or any other person. 

The employee shall be given one month’s notice. Upon recommendation 
of County Director, or Division head in the case of a State employee, 
accrued vacation may be granted. In rare instances, if the good of the 
department, either State or County, demands it, the immediate resigna- 
tion of an employee may be requested, in which case one-half month’s 
salary shall be allowed. 


6. Appeals From Request for Resignation. The appeal shall be in writ- 
ing and shall cover reasons for disagreement with causes stated in letter 
requesting resignation, and shall be accompanied by supporting evidence. 
It shall not be simply a statement of rebuttal. 

a. County Departments. If the requested resignation is that of a County 
Department worker, the appeal shall be made first to the County Board. 
The County Director shall be present at the appeal hearing and shall 
participate in the decision. 

The worker affected may appeal further to the State Department which 
shall grant a heering, if the facts presented warrant this action. Present 
at such a hearing shall be the State Director, the Division Heads, the Field 
Supervisor and the County Director. 

Should the requested resignation be that of a County Director, the 
Chairman of the County Board shall be present at the State Department 
hearing. If the State Department upholds the decision of the County De- 
partment, the matter shall be considered finally settled. 

If the State Department, reverses the decision of the County Depart- 
ment, the County Director shall see that the State Department’s decision 
becomes effective immediately without loss or prejudice to the employee 
being reinstated. The same applies to the County Board in the case of a 
County Director. 

b. State Department. If the requested resignation is that of a State De- 
partment worker, the appeal shall be heard by the State Director and 
the Division heads. If the request for resignation is upheld the employee 
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may appeal to the State Board. If the State Board upholds the decision, 
the matter shall be considered finally settled. 

If the State Board reverses the decision the State Director shall im- 
mediately carry out the decision of the State Board, without loss or prej- 
udice to the employee, 


C. Vacations, Sick Leave, and Leave of Absence without Pay. 1. Vaca- 
tions. Every employee who has been continuously in the employ of the 
State and County Departments of Public Welfare for a minimum of six 
months shall be entitled to one and one-half days vacation for each month 
of service. For each continuous year thereafter an additional one-half 
day per month will be allowed, not to exceed two and one-half days per 
month at any time. Actual working days, or parts thereof, shall be the 
basis in computing vacations. Vacations may be taken in whole or in part. 

Vacation leaves in County Departments shall be made in writing and 
be approved by the Field Supervisor. 

In the State Department vacation leaves shall be made in writing and 
shall be approved by the Director upon recommendation of Chiefs of 
Divisions. 

Vacation leaves shall be calculated on the fiscal year basis and shall be 
non-cumulative, provided, however, that earned vacations may, at the 
option of the employee and with the consent of the Division Head and 
Director in the State Department, and County Director and Field Super- 
visor in the County Departments, be taken any time within three months 
after the completion of the fiscal year in which earned. If such vacation is 
not taken within the earned period or the extended three months’ period, all 
rights thereto shall be cancelled. 


2. Sick Leave. Every worker with continuous service shall be granted 
fifteen days annual sick leave with pay, either continuously or at intervals. 
Longer grants may be made at the discretion of the State and County 
Directors, taking into consideration such factors as length and faithfulness 
of service, individual need, and other special circumstances. 

The Director, State or County, may at any time demand of an employee 
requesting pay for sick leave a medical certificate from the attending 
physician, Such certificate shall be required for all sick leave with pay in 
excess of five days. 


3. Leave of Absence Without Pay. Leave of absence without pay may 
be granted to any employee for a period not to exceed thirty days in case 
of sickness or physical disability of the employee or a member of his 
family. 

Leave of absence without pay for a definite period of more than thirty 
days but not to exceed one year may be granted employees at the discre- 
tion of the State Director. In the case of County Departments, such leave 
granted should be upon the recommendation of the Field Supervisor. 

All extended leaves of absence without pay should be in writing. 

Failure on the part of the employee to return promptly at the expira- 
tion of a leave of absence, without satisfactory explanation, shall be con- 
sidered just cause for dismissal.

XIV. Standards of Personnel Qualifications, A. General, 1. Knowledge 
of and adherence to those ethical standards of social work which are the 
bedrock of successful administration. 


2. An established reputation for such mental and social attitudes, habits 
of conduct, and integrity of character necessary for the exacting responsi- 
bilities of the position and for meriting public confidence. 


3. No person employed by the State Department or any County De- 
partment shall use his position for the political advancement of himself 
or any other person. Such activity on the part of any employee shall be 
considered sufficient cause for his or her discharge. 


B. State Department. 1. Relationship of Employees. No relative within 
the fourth degree, affinity or consanguinity, of any member of the South 
Carolina Board of Public Welfare, the State Director, or any Division 
head of the State Department, shall be eligible for employment by or 
in the State Department. 


2. State Director. a. College Graduate; b. Demonstrated ability for out- 
standing administrative procedure; c. Executive ability; d. Ability to in- 
spire and retain the confidence of the staff under him, both state and 
county; e. Such experience as brings with it maturity of judgment, per- 
sonal dignity, and the ability to use constantly, courtesy, tolerance and 
tact with all persons. This further implies an ability to analyze difficult 
situations and ro offer sound suggestions. Knowledge, courage and firmness 
will be needed to administer the Social Security Act. 


3, Field Supervisor. College graduate. At least one year’s training in a 
professional school of social work or allied fields. At least five years’ 
experience as an executive in a social agency, private or public welfare; 
at least one year as an executive in a public welfare agency. Those in- 
tangible personal qualities that make for successful contacts with both staff 
and public. 

4. Division Executives. Same as Field Supervisor plus experience in 
special field (Old Age, Blind, Child Welfare). 

5. Field Staff. College graduate. At least one year’s training in an ap- 
proved school of social work or six months in a school of social work 
plus extensive supervisory experience in public welfare work, with demon- 
strated executive ability. Proven ability in community organization and 
interpretation of the program to the general public. 


C. County Departments. 1. Relationship of Employees. No relative 
within the fourth degree, affinity or consanguinity, of any member of the 
County Board of Public Welfare, the legislative delegation, or of any coun- 
ty officer, shall be eligible for employment by the State or County Wel- 
fare Board within the county in which the relationship exists. (The term 
“county officer” as used above shall be construed to mean elected officers 
only and shall not include any county officer not elected by the people) 

2. County Director. a, Graduation from an accredited college, or the 
equivalent in general cultural background, and experience in fields allied 
to social work, such as teaching, public health work, group work, etc. 
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b. A minimum of two years’ experience in a case work agency, or 
public welfare agency, embracing supervisory experience. Demonstrated? 
administrative ability and capacity for growth on the job. Familiarity with 
the duties of an administrative position. 

c. A mnimum of 15 semester hours with satisfactory grades in a pro- 
fessional schooi of social work; an awareness of trends in public welfare 
development; an interest in further professional study. 

“d. In lieu of 6 semester hours at a school of social work, additional ex- 
perience in an agency recognized by the State Board of Welfare, plus 
exceptional executive ability, may be accepted. 

3. Visitors and Case Workers. a. Graduation from an accredited college 
or its equivalent, as cited for county directors. 

b. A minimum of one year’s experience in a recognized social agency 
with demonstrated ability to accept supervision, and capacity for growth. 
Familiarity with the duties of a visitor or case worker. 

c. A minimum of 6 semester hours with satisfactory grades in a school 
of social work, Additional experience in an agency, under competent 
supervision may be accepted in lieu of 6 semester hours, 

d. Ability to drive an automobile should be required. 


D. Accounting, Statistical and Clerical. 1. Auditors, Accountants, and 
Statisticians. a. Graduation from a standard four-year high school or 
completion of a comparable course of education in other institutions of 
accredited standing; and five years of full-time paid employment in the re- 
spective field—auditing, accounting, statistics; or 

b. Four years of college or university training in the respective field 
and allied subjects; or 

c. Any equivalent combination of (a) and (b). 


2. Bookkeepers. a. Completion of a standard residence course in book- 
keeping and graduation from a standard four-year high school or its 
equivalent; or 

b. Completion of equivalent correspondence course in bookkeeping or 
accountancy; and 1 year of full time paid employment in a position as 
bookkeeper. 


3. Junior Clerk, a, Graduation from a standard four-year high school 
or the equivalent in education and special experience in work definitely 
providing familiarity with duplicating machines, filing systems, and mod- 
ern office practice. 

b. (Special Abilities). Familiarity with Monroe and Marchant calculat- 
ing Machines, Comptometer, Addressograph and Posting Machines. 


4, Stenographer, Typist, Typist Clerk. a. Performance, under supervision, 
of the necessary clerical and stenographic work. 

b. Graduation from a standard four year high school or completion of 
a comparable course of education in other institutions of accredited high 
school standing, and one year of the required experience, (as defined be- 
low); or 

In lieu of formal educational record, two years of the required ex- 
perience, (as defined below). 
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c. Required Experience (Optional with Board) 1. Stenographer. Full 
Ctime paid employment within the last five years in stenographic work 
definitely demonstrating the abilities required for the position. 


2. Typist. Full time paid employment within the last five years in work 
involving typing and definitely demonstrating the abilities required for 
the position, 


3. Clerk. Full time paid employment within the last five years in clerical 
work definitely demonstrating the abilities required for the position. 


d. Other Requirements. 1. Minimum age—18 years. (Optional with 
Board) 


2. Knowledge of: : 
Modern office practice and procedure including approved methods of 


filing, usual office equipment, business English and correspondence and 
simple record keeping. 


e. Special abilities. 1. Stenographer*. Ability to take ordinary prose dic- 
tation at a speed of 96 words a minute and to transcribe the notes neatly 
and accurately on a typewriter in a reasonable length of time, 


Ability to understand and follow instructions. 


Ability to copy on a typewriter, from printed or typewritten material 
at a speed of 50 words a minute. 


Accuracy in compilation and computation. 

Ability to set up rough draft material in typewritten form. 
_2, Typist. Ability to copy on a typewriter, from printed or typewritten 
material, at a speed of 50 words a minute net. ? 

Ability to set up and copy tabulation neatly and accurately on a type- 
writer. 

Ability to understand and follow instructions. 

Ability to set up rough draft material in typewritten form. 

3. Clerk. Ability to understand and follow instructions. 

Accuracy in compilation and computation. 

*If there should be positions classified as senior stenographer or secre- 
tary, they should not only meet the requirements listed under stenographer 
but should have a speed of 120 words per minute in dictation and 60 words 
net on the typewriter. 


XV. Miscellaneous. A. All employees of the State Department and of 
the several County Departments shall give full time service to their re- 
spective positions.
